And I 
promife my felf it will afford

PREFACE- 

O F AL L thfe oriental pieces which 
the late M. Petis de la Croix the 
fon has tranflated, there is not one 
which more deferves to fee the light, 
than this we now prefent the public, for 
which the learned world hath exprefs’d fo much 
impatience. The remarks he hath left behind 
him, to inftruft the reader in feveral obfcure 
pa{fage,s, will ferve for the ground-work of this 
preface ; in which we fhall often make ufe of 
his own words. 

M. de la Croix having found 1 a manu- 
fcript of the hiftory of Gengfiiz-Can, the moft il- 
luftrious of the anceftors orTimur-Bec, extracted 
from the beft authors by his late father,- and con- 
fidering it might give much infight into the hif¬ 
tory or Timur-Bec; the refpedt due to an author 
So nearly ally’d to him, and the connexion be¬ 
tween the two hiftorys, engag’d him to publiih 
that hiftory of Genghiz-Can ; in which are re¬ 
lated fome of the moft confiderable tranfac- 
tions of the thirteenth century, as this of Timur- 
Bec is one of the principal ornaments of the two 
following. The conformity of the fubjeft, and the 
A 3 great- 
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greatnefs of the events, will render the read¬ 
ing of this hiftory very agreeable to thofe 
partfalafly, who' are "acquainted with that of 
Grnghiz-Gan; Here they w ill find, among the 
moil: remarkable particulars, an exaft defcrip- 
tion of the roads of the empire of the Moguls, 
and vail light into the geography of the great- 
eft part of Afiv with a continuation of the 
# hiftory of the Mogul arid Tartar emperors. And

one hundred and ten years, during which time 
twenty one emperors reign’d, who defcended 
from Zagatai-Can the fon of Genghiz-Can, of 
whofe hiftory the Europeans are ignorant 1 j 
yet this defeft has in fome meafure, been fup- 
ply’d, and the reader conduced as far as the 
time of Timur-Bec: for M. de la Croix the fon 
has added to the hiftory of Genghiz-Can a lift * 
of thofe emperors, with an abridgment of the 
principal points of their hiftory. 

Who T *the ^. H e aut ^ or °f the hiftory, of which we now 
author is, publifh a tranflation, is a writer univerfally ap- 
of whom plauded by the Orientals, and even by thofe 
we publifh who have written on the fame fubjeft ; which is 
the tran- indeed uncommon. They agree that he is the 
uon * moll valuable of thofe who have written the 
hiftory of Timur-Bec. Condemir, amdflfg the 
reft, prefers him before all the writers of the 
hiftory of the Moguls and Tartars; as well for 
the delicacy of the Perfian language, as for the

ftyle. 

II a d G i Calfa, a modern Turk, iri hiS Ori¬ 
ental library, fays that his name is Moulla Sche- 
refeddin Ali Yezdi, native of Yezd, a city of Per- 
fia: that he died in the year of the Hegira 850 t 
that he call’d his book, Zafar Marne Emir "Timur 
Gourcan , that is to fay, The hiftory of the con- 
quefts of prince Timur, fon-in-law of the Can : 
that this book was publifh’d at Chiraz, the an- 
tient capital of Perfia, by order of Ibrahim 
Sultan, fofl of Charoc, fon of Timur-Bee : and 
that he finilh’d it in the year of Chrift 1424, 
that is, nineteen years after the death of Timur- 
Bec, which happen’d in the year of Chrift 140$. 
He adds, that this book has been fince tranfla- 
ted into the Turkifh language by Hafiz Mehe- 
med Bin Ahmed Alagemi. He alfo fays, that 
our author had before compos’d a firft vo¬ 
lume, under the title of Moucaddamey Zafar 
Name', that is, Preliminary^ - of the hiftory of 
conquefts: which book of preliminarys properly 
contains the hiftory of the Oulous, or Mogul 
hords 5 and familys, who follow’d Zagatai- 
Can, fon of Genghiz-Can, in the countrys which 
his father aflign’d him as his fhare, and which 
for that reafon have ever fince been nam’d Za- 
gatai. Thefe hords, being diftributed into a 
great number of Tomans *, and govern’d by 


» Hords among the Moguls and Tartars are the fame as 
tribes among the lfraelites and Arabians. 

♦ Toman is a country given to a hord or family, the chief 
of which poffeffes it as a fovereign, and governs it according to 
the laws of (Senghiz-Can, furnifhing ten thoufadd men to the 
Can or emperor. Toman alfo fignifys a fum of fifty abaf- 
fis, a piece of mony, each of which in Perfia is worth 
eighteen French fols.

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chiefs fele&ed out of the moft illuftrious family S 
of the Moguls, form’d the empire which bore 
the name of Zagatai Can, of which Tranfoxiana 
was both the feat and center- 

I f thishiftory had been deliver’d down to us, 
it w'on’d have ferv’d very well to conned the hif- 
torys of Genghiz-Can and Timur-Bec : but the 
lift of the Mogul emperors, which is join d to 
the fdrmer, may fupply that defedt- 
, A genealogy fo well attefted as that of 
etoof Ti- Timur-Bec, gave room to M. Petis jle la Croix 
inur-Bec. * t0 refute a prejudic’d notion, w'hich almoft 
every one has entertain’d till this time, that 
Timur-Bec was a fort of an adventurer, and had 
rais’d himfelf by robberys and violences. He 
tells us, that thefe are calumnys and impoftures, 
which have been publilh’d by authors of ro¬ 
mances, and Turkifh writers who were his ene- 
mys, and envious at his glory : among whom is 
Ahmed Bin Arabfchah, tranflated into French by 
M. Vatier. They make this prince a fhepherd, 
and a perfon of little confequence, who, as they 
affure us, rais’d his fortune by robbing on the 
high-way. They have difguis’d his name, to 
make one w'hich ftiou’d give us a bafe and def- 
picable idea of this prince; to which purpofe 
they have feign’d that he was lam’d by an arrow, 
with w'hich he was iliot by a certain Ihepherdy 
whofe Iheep fie was dealing. Thus they have al¬ 
ter’d the name of Bee, which fignifys prince, into 
that of Lenc, which fignifys lame: for it is an 
eafy change, in the writing and pronunciation of 
the Orientals, to fay Timur-Lenc s , inftead< of

Timur- 
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Timur-Bec. The Europeans have form’d the 
name of Tamerlainand Tambourlan, out of Ti- 
mur-Lenc, which is compos’d of his true name, 
and a ridiculous nick-name. As Timur-Bec had 
conquer’d the Turks and Arabians of Syria, and 
had even taken the Sultan Bajazet prifoner, it is 
no wonder that he has been mifreprefented by 
the hiftorians of thofe nations, who, in defpite 
of truth, and againfl the dignity of hifiory, have 
fallen into great excefles upon this fubje&We 
find by reading Condemir, and feveral other hif¬ 
torians, that what they have written concerning 
the origin and adventures of Timur-Bec, are 
mere fables, which their prejudice againft this 
prince put ’em upon inventing. Wherefore fet- 
ting afide the fable, we will keep to the name of 
Timur-Bec, and drop the fuppofititious name of 
Tamerlain. 

W e come now to fpeak of this tranflation, and 
the copy from which it was done. When M. 

Petis de la Croix was in the Levant, he was f erv >d 
very diligent in attaining a knowledg of the beft this tran- 
authors. It was not long before he heard of cur flation * 
hiftorian, from thofe learned men with whom he 
convers’d : and he foori found the value of it, 
when he perus’d it himfelf, as he fays, with a 
Angular fatisfeftion. When he was at Ifpahan, 
the capital of Perfia, he purchas’d a very hand- 
fom copy, which he brought to Paris, and ex- 


4 Thefe prejudic’d hiftorians have invented the fable of the 
iron-cage, in which they fey our Conqueror put Bajazet: and 
they have been follow’d in this by feveral Europeans. But 
we fee the folly of this in our author his contemporary, who 
on the contrary tells us, that Timur always treated Bajazet as 
his equal,* and render’d him all the honors due to the greateft 
princes. 

plain’d 
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plain’d feveral paflages of it to M. Colbert. This 
minifter conceiv’d fo great an idea of it, and 
judg’d of its worth fo well, by the account which 
M. de la Croix gave him, that he order’d him 
to tranflate it into French. He accordingly 
began it, but was interrupted by the voyages 
and negotiations, which the king order’d him 
to perform, and in which he was employ’d for 
feveral years. Therefore not being able to fi- 
nilh his tranflation before the death of M. Col¬ 
bert, he prefented it to the marquis of Seignelay. 
This minifter, whofe penetration and fine genius 
are known to all the world, found the matter 
of this hiftory fo delightful, that he judg’d it 
worthy of the king’s knowledg and perufal. Hi's 
majefty was pleas’d to hear the moft beautiful- 
paflages of it read by this minifter, who had 
difcover’d a conformity between the great adtions 
of the Gallic hero, and thofe of the Tartarian 
conqueror, abating the excefs of rigor and feve- 
rity, which he cou’d not but acknowledg and 
blame in the latter *. 


» His voyages, which were eleven fn all, were in the fleets 
which the king fent feveral years together againft the republics 
of Barbary, and the ports dependent on Morocco, when his 
majefty refolv’d to reduce ’em to realon, and make ’em de. 
mand a peace j as they have flnce doqe. There is a (hort ac¬ 
count of thefe voyages at the end of this preface. 

* The reader is left to judg what color the French editor 
had for paying this compliment to Lewis XIV. for tho Timur 
might persecute tl*fe who did not believe in Mahomet, 
in cafe they fubmitted not to him ; yet we don’t find he ever 
perfecuted any of the followers of that prophet, tho differing 
from himfelf in (ome points oMoftrine : while ’tis notorious, 
that Lewis rais’d bloody perfecutions againft vaft numbers 
who believ’d in Jesus Christ, altho they were his 
own fubjefts, willing to live quietly under him ; nay. had been 
inftrumental in fetting the crown upon his head,

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M. de i a Croix made a literal verfion of 
his author, which he plac’d over-againft the 
Perfian text: but however prejudiced he was 
in favor of a language, which was in a man¬ 
ner natural to him (as he us’d to fay) and 
which he extremely lov’d; yet he forefaw the 
French reader cou’d never digeft the figurative 
and frequent poetic expreffions of the Perfian 
ftyle, w r ith which this work is every where in¬ 
termix’d. The truth of the hiftory, and the 
moft beautiful thoughts, we find wrap’d up in 
ftrain’d metaphors, which our manners and the 
genius of our language can’t bear. This hifto- 
rian in that has conform’d to the way of writing 
of his countrymen, us’d to theboldeft hyperboles 
and metaphors : befides that he wrote for people 
of the fame tafte and humor, and his fubjeft was 
fufceptible of all the moft rich and beautiful or¬ 
naments of the Perfian language and poetry, we 
may fay that he hath difplay’d in this work all 
the vivacity which the Orientals affedt in their 
expreffions. But all this is fo foreign to our 
genius, that tho M. de la Croix paid a decent 
refpeft to expreffions of that nature in the facred 
writings, and even bore with fomething like them 
in the ftyle of Homer; yet he would not tire the 
reader’s patience with thofe flourifhes of Tarta¬ 
rian rhetoric. 

H e therefore thought it beft to make his 
verfion truly French, that is, rather to give the 
fenfe and thoughts of his author, than his turns 
and expreffions, always retrenching what is not 
conformable to the tafte of our nation : and in 
doing fo, he hath met witTi the approbation of 
feveral learned men. 

The Mahometan writers are oblig’d by their 
law to place the name of God at the beginning 
of all their works, to give praife to God, and

afterwards to blefs Mahomet *, whom the] 
ufually call thefeal of the prophets, believiflj 
none other will come after him. M- de la Cron 
wou’d not tranllate this form, with which th< 
author begins his difcourfe, or his introduo 
tion to the hiflory : and he has alfo fupprefsa 
the elogium which he makes on God in Per- 
fian poetry, after having firft done it in profe; 
and another elogium 9 on Mahomet, to whom 
he gives very pompous titles. This is all too 
full of figures, and of a very great length. In 
fine, in this part of the work, which is a fort 
of preface of the hiftorian, M. de la Croix has 
retrench’d what appear’d toq allegorical and 
foreign, that he might come to the eflential part 
of the difcourfe, and enter as foon as poffible 
upon the principal fubjeft. 

These are the reafons which have engaged 
our tranflator to follow in his verfion the method 
we have mention’d: which reafons are all taken 
out of his own papers. It is not to be thought 
that they who are fon,deft of the literal tranflation 
of an author, wou’d have done otherwife, if 
they had had a like piece to tranllate. - 

I n the fame papers we find fome fhort noteSi 
as to the epocha ofthe Moguls. As it is neceflSry 
to the underftanding of the different epochas in 
the life of Timur-Bee, we have inferred thein 
here, according to the defign of M. Petis dels 
Croix.

T h b Perfians to this prefent time make ufe of 
this epocha, efpecially in their regifters and pub* 
lie a&s. Their copper-coins alfo bear the figure 
of the animal, which anfwers to the year they 
were {lump’d in. As to the origin of this epo¬ 
cha, call’d either Catayan, and Yugurian, oc 
Turkifh, Tartarian, and Mogul; we learn from 
'Oulouc-Bec, fon of Charoc, fon of Timur-Eec, 
a learned prince, and the greateft aftrologer of 
his time, that the aftronoroers of China and Tur- 
keftan conftituted a cycle of twelve animals, as 
well for their years, as for their days, and parts 
of days, to which they gave the names fpecify’4 
in the table above: and he profefles that he is ig¬ 
norant both of the origin and conftitution of 
.fhis epocha. M* de la Croix refers thofe who 
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are defirous to look farther into this 
to Mr. John Greaves a learned Engliftitnar 
upon the moll noted epochas handed down by 
Oulouc-Bec, printed at London in 1650. 

After M. Petis de la Croix had finifh d the 
tranflationof thishiftory of Timur-Bee, he had the 
fight-of a Spanilh book printed at Sevil one hun¬ 
dred and thirty years before, which bears authen¬ 
tic teftimony to fome fadts related by the Per- 
fian hiftorian. This book is the relation of a 
journy and embaify of Ruy Gonzales de Clavijo, 
who was fent ambaflador extraordinary to Ti- 
mur-Bec by Henry III. king of Caftile; of which 
embaffy our Perfian hiftorian makes mention. 
This ambafl'ador in his relation gives an account 
of another embally from the fame king to the 
fame Tartar emperor, which preceded his. In 
the firft were two ambafladors, one nam’d Payo 
Gomez de Sotomayor, and the other Herman 
Sanchez de Palacuelos, both gentlemen of the 
king’s houfhold. They had a very handfom re¬ 
ception from Timur-Bec, and were at the bat¬ 
tel wherein the Ottoman emperor Bajazet was 
taken prifoner, Timur-Bec made ’em feverat 
prefents j and when he fent ’em back, he order\J 
a great lord of his court, nam’d Mehemet Al» 
cagi, to accompany ’em, in quality of his am* 
baflador to the king of Caftile, giving him a 
letter for this prince, with abundance of rich 
prefents. The letter contain’d compliments 
and marks of friendihipj and gave advice of the 
viSory lately obtain’d againft Bajazet,, and the 
caufe of that war, appealing to the Caftilia*! 
ambaifadors as witneflfes of that great aftion. 
Among the prefents were two ladys of very great 
beauty, taken out of Bajazet’s feraglio after his 
defeat j one of whom was daughter of count 
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John an Hungarian prince, and niece tp the 
king of Hungary, nam’d Dona Angelina ,de 
Grecia; and the other was a Greek nam’d Dona 
Maria. Thefe ladys were refpeded at the court 
of Caftile, and met with a fortune futable to 
their quality: Dona Angelina marry’d Diego 
Gonzalbsde Contreras, regidor of Segovia; and 
Dona Maria efpous’d Pavo Gome* de Sqto^ 
mayor, one of the ambafladors. The tomb of 
the former is yet to be feen in the principal 
chappel of St. John of Segovia ; the other is 
inter’d in a monaftery three leagues from Pon- 
tevedra. 

I n the mean while the Tartar ambaflador ha¬ 
ving acquitted himfelf of his eonimifllon, the 
king of Caftile feqt a fecond embafly to Tiniur- 
Bec, the chief of which was this Ruy Gonzalez 
de Clavijo, a gentleman of his bed-chamber, 
author of ( the Spanish' book, we have mention’d, 
and from whom all thefe fads are taken. He 
departed from Madrid, accompany’d by two 
collegues and the Tartarian ambaflador, the a i it 
of May .1403, and he return’d into Spain the 
34th of March 14015. After having related his 
journy thrp Natolia and Perfia, as far as Samar- 
cand, he gives us the particulars of his firft audit 
ence, and afterwards defcribes the magnificent

ration of a voyage, or relation of antmbaffy which Ray 
GtHfalez. de Clavijo perform’d by command of the moft 
potent prince Henry 1 U. king of Cafiilt.

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feaftsand banquets* which Timur-Bec gav* on the 
marriage o.f his children, and to which thefeam- 
bafladors were invited: which is entirely con¬ 
formable to what the Peril an hiftorian fays upon 
that matter. The Angle point, in which the Spa- 
nifh relation varys from the Perfian hiftory, is 
on thefubjefl: of the audience of leave. The Caf- 
tilian ambalfador allures us that he never had 
one, becaufe Timur-Bec, as he fays, died in that 
city about this time : when according to* our 
author, the ambafladors of Spain and Egypt had 
their audience of leave, and were font back with 
a great many richprefents; and after their de-? 
parture Timur* Bee fet out himfelffor Samarcand 
to wage war in China, and did not die till fix 
months after in the town of Otrar, beyond the 
Jaxartes, on the; road to China. If we may 
fufped the ambalfador of a great king, of having 
feafe and felf-interefted views, we may here fay 
that the Spanilh lord might perhaps have his 
reafons for concealing from the king his mailer 
this laft audience, and fupprefs it in his relation*' 
However it be, this contradiction cannot esfily 
be reconcil’d at this diftance of time.

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frail, to gain a perfect knowledg of the lan¬ 
guage, manners, hiftory, fciences, arts, and reli¬ 
gion of the Orientals, recommended his own fon 
to him ; who, befides his great progrefs in the 
eaftern languages, knew mbit of thbfe things 
which Were neceffary for a perfon W'ho Wou d 
travel with advantage, as the mathematics, geo¬ 
graphy, aftrohomy, mufic, drawing, &c. The 
minifter confented ; and ferit him, by the king’s 
order, into Syria, Perfia and Turky. To this 
end he left Paris in the year 1670 : and, thb 
not quite fixteen years old, yet; well furnifh’d 
by the/;wife counfels -and learned inftruftions of 
his fafher, and a good meafureof piety and vir¬ 
tue which he had always a regard to, he em¬ 
bark’d at Thoulon ; and after a dangerous voyage 
landing at Alexandretta, he', went from thence 
tidj Aleppo, where he ftaid feveral years. He 
was. afterwards at Ifpahan, the capital and 
refidence of the kings of Perfia; and after 
that at Conflantinople. .We may naturally fup- 
pofe that,he made choice of thefe three citys 
for his refidence; becaufe in them a perfon 
meets with all the helps, which can be de¬ 
fin’d to advance his ftudys. He there tranf- 
latedvJijito French feveral oriental pieces, and 
fome French books into the oriental languages. 
The lffe of the French king as far as 167?* 
and his campain in 1672, which he publifh’d 
in Arabic, made; a .gr eat noife in thofe coun- 
trys : -every one^f^p willing to have copys 
of ’em,, and they'were difpers’a thro a great 
part of-the eaft. During his flay at Aleppo, 
the-fieur/Dupont, French eonful in that city, 
made ufc of him in carrying on the king’s 
affairs; asMid afterwards meffieqrs de Nointel 
V o i ." I-J - , a and 
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and de Guilleragues, ambaffadors from Franqg 
to the'Port. 

After ted years ftay in the Levant, M- 
Colbert confented to his return home : he ar¬ 
riv’d at Paris at the end of 1680, and gave 
that minifter an ex aft account of his whole 
voyage, and the commiffions fent to him into 
the Levant from court. The king himfelf was 
pleas’d to hear him explain fome of the oriental 
books (of which there are great numbers in the 
royal library) when his majefty came to Paris to 
fee it in 1681. 

M. d e la Croix, after his return, defign’d 
to apply himfelf more than ever to the oriental 
tongues, and clear the greateft difficultys in’em : 
but the king’s affairs call’d him another way. 
In 1681 he tranflated the treaty between France 
and the king of Morocco. In 1682 he was 
fent to Morocco with the commiffion of fecre- 
tary and interpreter in the royal navy, and in 
quality of fecretary to M. de Saint-Amand, am- 
baffador from his majefty to Moula.Ifmael king 
of Morocco. He pronounc’d the ambaflador’s 
fpeech in Arabic before tha.t prince, in fo 
elegant and polite a ftyle, that both he and 
his whole court declar’d, that he underftood 
and fpoke their language with more purity and 
politenefs than themfelves, tho in this kingdom 
it is fpoke beft. That prince had feveral con- 
verfations with him in the night, on the gran¬ 
deur of the king and kingdom of France, and 
upon hiftory, and religion. 

The two following years,meffieurs du Quefne, 
de Tourville, and d’ Amfreville, lieutenants- 
general of his majefty’s fleets, fucceffively beg’d 
of him to accompany’em in the war againft the 
republic of Algiers; with which generals he 

made 
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made (even voyages. He ferv’d there in the 
negotiation for peace in 1684, and translated the 
treaty into the Turkifh language, which he 
read in a full Divan. He caus’d the title of 
Padifcha, which fignifys emperor, to be inferted 
in the regifters of Algiers, inftead of Cral, 
which fignifys a petty prince, the title they had 
given to the French king till that time. One 
of the conditions of the treaty was, that the 
republic of Algiers fhou’d fend a folemn embaf- 
fy to beg his majelly’s pardon. M. de la Croix 
accompany’d this ambaifador, nam’d Safar, into 
France, and explain’d to the king the famous 
harangue, wherein this ambaifador, in the name 
of the Divan, did in effedt beg pardon. It has 
been printed in many parts of Europe, and been 
the fubjeftof a medal which was ftruck upon it, 
with this motto, Africafupplex. 

In 1 < 58 5 he accompany’d another envoy of Al¬ 
giers, nam’d Boudarba, into France, and pro¬ 
nounc’d his oompliment to the king, when the 
faid ambaifador prefented his majefty with twen¬ 
ty-five beautiful Barbary horfes from the Dey 
Mezomorto. 

The fame year he embark’d in the fquadron 
which the king fent twice to Tunis, under the 
command of the marlhal d’ E(trees, Thefe 
infidels defir’d a peace, which was granted 
*em. M. de la Croix tranflated the conditions, 
and publifh’d ’em in a full Divan, as he had 
done before at Algiers. We obtain’d by this 
treaty a reimburfement of three hundred thou¬ 
sand livres to the king. * 

From Tunis the fleet was fent againft Tri¬ 
poli in Barbary, where the fear of the king’s arms 
had the fame faccefs as at Tunis and Algiers. 
The Tripolitans fued for a peace, and ob- 
a 2 tain 
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tain’d it. M. de la Croix having fuccefsfully 
negotiated it, he tranflated, read, and publiih d 
the articles in the Divan of Tripoli. By this 
treaty we obtain’d a reimburfement of fix hun¬ 
dred thoufand livres. On this occafion, as on 
many others, he gave a proof of his fidelity. 
He was offer’d a confiderable fum of mo- 
ny, to put in the treaty crowns of Tripoli, 
inflead of, crowns^f France; which cou’d ne¬ 
ver have fieen known, but wou’d have pro¬ 
duc’d the difference of more than one hundred 
thoufand livres. The marfhal d’ Eftrees gave 
an-account of it to tfie king at his return; as 
the marquis de Seignelai did of a fecret nego¬ 
tiation, carry’d on by M. de la Croix alone, 
with the Arabian princes of the country of Tri¬ 
poli, to join their forces with the king’s at the 
firft fignal, if his majefty wou’d have permitted 
that city to be taken. 

In 1687 he negotiated a treaty at Morocco, 
under the duke de Mortemart, with the Alcaid 
Ali chief minifter for maritime affairs. 

I n fine, he manag’d, by the immediate or¬ 
ders of the minifters and fecretarys of ftate, 
the affairs of the ambaffadors and envoys of 
Morocco, Conftantinople, Algiers, Tunis and 
Tripoli, who were fent into France, • and ex¬ 
plain’d to the king their harangues, compli¬ 
ments, and letters, . from 1680 to his death; 
except in fome audiences, wherein his father 
perform’d the ordinary funftions of his poft in 
his majefty’s fervice.. 

I t is remarkable, that never any interpreter 
before M. de la Croix the fon, tranflated the an- 
fwers out of French into Arabic, Turkifh, or 
Perfian, in a ftyle efleem’d in the Levant and 
Africa, and futable to the dignity of our mo¬ 
narch. 
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narch. This he thought exceeding difficult, 
and always faid he never cou’d have acquir’d 
it without very great ftudy. 

I n 1692, the chancellor having obtain’d for 
him of the king the Arabic profefforfhip in 
the royal college, and at the fame time the 
reverfion of the antient poft of interpreter to 
the king in Arabic, Turkifh, and Perfian, which 
his father enjoy’d; he did not leave France 
any more, but entirely apply’d himfelf to 
the tranflation of oriental authors. He has 
left many volumes tranflated, the moil confi- 
derable of which we fhall mention in a lift 
of his works. One of his beft performances, 
by which he gain’d the greateft applaufe, is the 
hiftory of the king’s medals, which he had or¬ 
ders to tranflate from French into Perfian, and 
which was prefented in 1708 to the king of Per- 
fia, by the fieur Michel, envoy extraordinary 
from the king to that monarch, who fhew’d the 
greateft efteem for the tranflation which fo fine a 
work can merit. 

M. de la. Croix join’d to his knowledg 
of the Arabic, Turkifh, Perfian, and Tartar lan¬ 
guages, that of the Ethiopian, and Armenian. 
The former he learnt on occafion of a long let¬ 
ter froift the king of Ethiopia to his majefty. 
The king’s affairs made him ufe his utmb'ft ef¬ 
forts to learn the Armenian, in which he perfcd- 
ly fucceeded, but with prejudice to his health ; 
for he died, as he was continuing to tranflate all 
the Armenian books which fell into his hands- 
He certaitily had the greateft knowledg of this 
language of any man, as well of the learned part, 
£s the vulgar. 
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The lift of his moft valuable books is as 
follows.

Author’s Preface. 


I N THE name of God, whofc bounty and 
juftice extend over all beings. He difpofes 
crowns according to his pleafure, and 
grants vi&ory to thofe w hom he judges 
moft fit to accomplifh his eternal decrees : "he 
defends and continually advances Mahometanifm, 
for the increafe of his glory*: and it is certain that 
a fortune rais’d by his hand is immovable, and 
eafily overcomes all the difficultys which tend 
to obftrud it. 

Such w as the fortune of the great and invin- . 
ctble Timur, whofe hiftory we undertake. The 
reader will not be furpriz’d at the heroic adions 
which rais’d him to the fupreme dignity of em¬ 
peror of Tartary j and fubje&ed all Afia to him 
from the frontiers of China to thofe of Greece’ 
that is, the countrys of Turky, Tartary, Perfia’ 
India and Syria; when he fliall be acquainted 
with the fublime qualitys with which this prince 
was endow’d. He was* a very pious and reli¬ 
gious obfe'rver of the'Mahometan law He 
was fo prudent, that he always govern’d the 
ftate himfelf, without having recourfe to a prime 
imuiftgr j and he fucceeded in all hisenterprizes 
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wherein he had no other end than the glory of 
God, the increafe of religion, and the good of 
the people. He was exceeding liberal and 
courteous to every one, excepting thofe who 
refus’d to obey him, whom he punifh’d with 
the utmoft rigor. He was a great lover of juf- 
tice ; and none under his government ever ex¬ 
ercis’d violence and tyranny unpunifh’d. He 
efteem’d learning and learned men : and ’twas 
his conftant endeavour to render the arts ftou- 
rilhing thro-out his empire- He difcover’d the 
greatnefs of his foul on fo many occafions, that 
it wou’d be needlefs to fpeak of it here- As 
to his bravery, he never cofnmitted any aftion 
unworthy the quality of his anceftors, who 
had been all kings or princes : and this hif- 
tory contains a feries of inconteftable proofs of 
it. He was fearlefs and courageous, equally 
capable of forming^ a great defign with wifdom, 
and of executing it' with tfigor. He was very 
kind to his domeftics ;. exceeding charitable to 
the poor and a Elided; ahd built a great number 
of hofpitals, convents of dervifes, and mofques. 

In fine, one may juftly fay, that nothing was 
wanting in this prince to render him worthy of 
the glory, to which God was pleas’d to.advance 
hint. 

Timur’s father was the wife and virtuous 
prince Emir Tragai, and his mother the chafte 
and beautiful Tokine Catun, the lawful'wife ‘ of 
tlie c Emir Tragai: 1 '' He was born in , the town 
of -Sebz, fituate-without! the walls of The* deli-

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cious city of Kech *, capital of the faid Emir s 
dominipns, on tuefday-night the fifth of Chaban 
, of the year of the Hegira 7? < 5 , which anfwers 
to that of the Moufe in the Mogul calendar, 
under the reign of the Sultan Cazan, king pf 
Tranfoxiana and Turkefian. 

This prince’s birth had been predicted to 
Cachouli Behader, one of his anceftore, in a 
jdreara, wherein eight Ears feem’d to fhoot out 
of him, and the eighth caft £b great a fplendor, 
that it enlighten’d the fpur quarters of the world ; 
which Topmene Cap, Cachouli’s father, inter¬ 
preted, that a prince of his race (hon’d be born 
in the eighth generation who fhou’d fill the 
world with the fplendor of his virtues and con- 
,quells. 

Timur’s horofcope, which was drawn at 
the moment of his nativity, predi&ed to him the 
crown and empire, with all manner of profperity, 
and a numerous iffue. 

This prince from his childhood difcover’d 
his excellent difpofitions to the accoroplidimf^t 
of the predictions of his horofcopefor as foon 
as he attain’d tp the age of reafon, fomething 
might be feen in all his. actions, which (hew’d an 
air of fovereignty: he wou’d talk of nothing but 
thrones and crowns; his favorite diveriions re- 
prefented the military art, in which he dif- 
pos’d of the youth who attended him, as a 
prince difpofes of his fubje&s, railing to the 
higheft dignitys thofe who appear’d moft deferr¬ 
ing, and giving to others the bare title of fol- 
diers ; he made figures of' canes to reprefent the 
army of an enemy, and then attack’d ’em with

his 
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his troops, among whom he obferv’d a military 
difcipline. 

Whin he was more advanc’d in age, and ca¬ 
pable of applying hirafelf to the exercifes of the 
body, far from chufing thofe pleafures which mqft 
young perfons fall into, as dancing and the like, 
which rather effeminate than ennoble the mind, 
he gave himfelf up to the fcience of arms. His 
chief diverfions were riding, racing, fencing, 
and the like. He was likewife often at the 
chace, the only, recreation he took after his 
continual fatigues. 

I n thefe noble exercifes Timur pafs’d that 
part of his life which preceded his great and 
wonderful adions, that is, from his tenth year 
till the twenty-fifth or thereabouts; for at 
that age ambition having got pofieffion of his 
heart, he began to defpife dangers, to gain vic¬ 
tory’s, and acquire the name of a great con¬ 
queror and intrepid hero. In the midft of all 
his glory, he had an admirable condud over 
himfelf, and made juftice the rule of all his 
aftions : he never us’d the privilege which con¬ 
querors claim, of treating thofe ill whom for¬ 
tune has made their flaves; except when his 
honor was concern’d, or he was oblig’d to it 
to preferve his conquefts. 

I p Timur was fo great and noble during the 
whole courfe of his life, the Mirzas 5 his chil¬ 
dren did not in the leaft degenerate from him; 
efpecially the great and invincible Charoc his 
eldeft * fon, and fince his fucceffor in the em¬ 
pire, who tho as powerful as Solomon, al¬ 
ways made fuch ufe of his authority, as not to

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give the Ieaft matter of complaint to any of his 
fub;e&s. This prince never addicted himfelf 
to plays and pleafures, with which he was con- 
ftantly furrounded. His only employment was 
to take care of the affairs of ftate, and to ren¬ 
der juftice to his people: and if he*was ob¬ 
lig’d to recreate himfelf for fome hours, he 
employ’d his time in contemplation, and read¬ 
ing ufeful books; fo that one may fay he 
liv’d the moft folitary life, and free from 
all manner of vanitys, in the midft of the 
tumults of a court. I can’t here pretend to give 
a detail of all the virtues of the great Charoc, 
and of his fon the invincible Ibrahim Sultan* 
who excell’d as well in letters as in arms, 
and was an admirable waiter: wherefore I 
refer the reader to the fecond and third parts 
of this work, where I have related all their' 
great and noble a&ions \ 

T o return to our hiftory : I may venture to 
fay it is preferable to all which have been 
yet written, even of the moft renown’d conque¬ 
rors ; and that for three reafons. 

The firft is the knowledg every one may 
draw from thence, as it will inftrudt ’em in 
the chronology, geography, and hiftory of Afia, 
3 nd in thofe virtues, which are proper for the 
imitation of the greateQ princes. This hiftory 
is like a theatre, where fortune is represented de¬ 
riding the policy of men, fometimes baffling their 
defigns at her pleafure, at other times favoring 
’em ; fometimes fuffering her felf to be govern’d 
by it, at other times deftroying all the artifices it

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makes ufe of, to avoid the dangers to which 
it is expos’d. In this work we fee Timur 
laying the foundations of a monarchy, which 
at firft appear’d chimerical in the eyes of the 
wifell men: yet by degrees he raifes him- 
felf above his equals. Sometimes we fee him 
in a manner feeking his fortune as a private fol- 
dier; at other times commanding armys and 
dethroning kings : fometimes he is oblig’d 
to quit his conquefts, and wander about aban¬ 
don’d by every one ; till at length he deprives 
emperors of their crowns, and is fettled in the 
empire of Alia by the conqueft of Tartary, In¬ 
dia, Perfia, Arabia, Egypt, Natolia, and other 
kingdoms; all which part of the world became 
fubjedf to his laws. And after thefe noble 
aftions we fee him quit terreftrial crowns for 
immortality, which was his principal aim, and 
the glorious end to which all thefe enterprizes 
tended, leaving his empire in a happy and pro¬ 
found peace. 

The fecond reafon which may make this 
work deferve approbation, is the exadtnefs with 
which the aftions of Timur are related, a 
quality feldom to be met with in the hiftorys of 
greatfprinces; all his exploits being related even 
with the minuteft circumftances. The author 
of Timur’s life in Turkilh verfe tells us, that this 
prince wou’d not permit him to infert fome par¬ 
ticular fads in his' work, fearing they fhou’d 
appear fabulous in verfe, and referving ’em (as 
Timur hjmfelf often faid) for this prefent 
hiftory. 

The third reafon why this work fhou’d be 
efteem’d, is; that truth appears in all the fades 
herein related, and that not the leaft exagge¬ 
ration has been us’d. To convince the reader 
of this, I need . only inform him of the method 

us’d 
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us’d in compiling it. Timur had always Tar¬ 
tar and Perfian fecretarys to attend him, 
■who were home of the moil learned men of his 
empire, whom he order’d to write down all his 
actions and difcourfes, with every circumftance 
which might any way relate either to religion, 
the public, or his minifters ; and all this without 
the leaft addition, either to embellifh the ftyle, 
or to fetoff the glory of any of his foldiersor 
generals, by leffening that of the enemy. And 
thus this hiftory, as well as that in Turkiih verfe, 
has been compos’d- 

Besides, as feveral officers and great lords 
of the court had caus’d fome particular fads to be 
wrote down, of which themfelves were eye- 
witnefles, having had a confiderable fliare in 
’em; this prince order’d all thefe fragments to 
be colleded, and had the patience to range ’em 
in order himfelf, after which he caus’d ’em to 
be compar’d and examin’d in the following man¬ 
ner. A perfon read oyer one of thefe papers, 
and when he was come to fome remarkable 
adion, the witnefies verify’d the circumftances 
of it, relating ’em exadly as they had feen ’em. 
Then the emperor himfelf examin’d the truth 
of the fad; and having confronted what the 
witneffes/aid with the contents of the memoirs, 
he didated to the fecretarys the manner in 
which they fhou’d infert the tads in the body of 
the Work, and then order’d it to be read over 
to him again, to fee if nothing cou’d be ad¬ 
ded or taken from it. 

The reader will find by what I have faid, 
that this hiftory has been written with all ima¬ 
ginable fidelity; and that the honor of its com- 
pofition ought to be afcrib’d to Timur himfelf, 
fince he took the trouble of colleding and com¬ 
paring all the parts of it. The author only 

gave 
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gave the finifhine broke, adorning it with all 
the' elegance ancT beautys of the Perfian lan¬ 
guage, to bring it to its utmoft perfe&ion. 

What is further remarkable in this work,’ 
is the exadnefs with which the chronology, 
and the day and hour of the event, are ob- 
ferv’d : all the encampments and roads are alfo 
remark’d, with the diftance of one place from 
another. 

L a s t l y, as the events are all link’d together,' 
and naturally follow each other j we thought 
it advifable to relate feveral fads, which pre¬ 
ceded the time that Timur-Bec perform’d any 
thing fo remarkable, as to deferve the ob- 
fervation of the world, becaufe we fuppos’d 
it necefl'ary to a perfed knowledg of his hif- 
tory.

Book I. ghiz Can, as bisjhaye *.) But this Prince being 
naturally inclin’d to tyranny, carry d Jiis vio ¬ 
lence and injuftice to fo great a pitch, that the 
people were reduc’d to defpair. 

His tyranny had fo far intimidated every one, 
that when he fent his orders to-the Princes his 
dependents to come to any place, and particu¬ 
larly to the aflemblies of the ftates, which he 
held, they had fo little thoughts of returning 
with their lives, that they commonly made their 
wills before they went. 

This general difcontent was at length the

The Can had no fooner receiv’d advice"* of 
their march, than he prepar’d to refift them; 
and when he had got thro a narrow paffage 
nam’d Coluga, or the iron gate, the two ar- 
mys met, and fought in a plain, of the vil¬ 
lage call’d Derry Zenghi, in the year of the 
An. Dom. Hegira 74 6. '

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After this expedition Cazan return’d to Carf- Chap. 1. 
chi % at which place it was fo very cold this 
Winter, that the greateft part of the cattel and 
horfes of the army perifh’d.' Mir Cazagan, 
when he heard of it, loft no time, but got toge¬ 
ther his beft troops, and march'd to attack him 
even in Carfchi ,• and was no fooner arriv'd in 
the plain belonging to this city, than Cazan be¬ 
gan the light: the grand Can was unfortunate* 
ly conquer'd, and dy d in the field of battel, in 
the year of the Hegira 747 5 , after he had An ' 
reign’d in Tranfoxiana and Turkeftan fourteen ull^ihe 
folar years *. Ho |; 

After his death, Mir Cazagan, the chief 
of the confederates, difpos’d of the kingdom, 
and fet upon the throne a prince of the 
race of O&ai Caan, fon of Genghiz Can, 
call'd Dachmendge Aglen 7 ^ but foon af¬ 
ter he put him to death, and at laft ad* 
vanced to the dignity of grand Can, Beyart 
Couli Aglen, the ion of Sorgadou fon of Dava

, This new Can rendered hxmfelf fo much the 
more agreeable to all the people, by his juftice 
and liberality, during the fix years he reigtl’d, in 
that they had not yet forgot the tyranny of Sul¬ 
tan Cazan, and h^d great expeftations from the 
conduct of Mir Cazagan, who had taken upon 
him the government of the kingdom; which he 
acquitted with fo much prudence arid equity, 
in remedying the public diforders, that his name 
deferves to he immortaliz’d in hifiory. 

The moft remarkable things which happen’d 
in his time, are, that having brought his army> : 
into the field at ? Arhenk-Serai, he came even' 
Battle of onto the gates of Herat *. But the better to un- 
Herat. derftand the reafon of this expedition, it is re- 
quifite one ihou’d know, that from the death o£> 
the emperor Aboufaid % there had not fet up¬ 
on the throne of the empire- of Perfia any ab- 
folute prince of the race of Genghiz Can j and 
that the princes of the Turks, Moguls and Tar¬ 
tars, had no longer the fovereign authority in 
Corafiana; befides that in the country ofZagatai,- 
at that time. Saltan Cazan, thro the excefs of 
his tyranny, had drawn upon him the averfion of 
the people, as before mention’d. 

During this time Malek Huflein, firnam’d 
Moazeddin, the fon of Malek Cayafeddin theft*

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prince of Herat, whofc genealogy we have gi- Chap. i. 
ven at length in our book of preliminaries .daily 
fo far increas’d his authority, that he oblig’d 
Gheik Haflan Youry, and the prince Mafloud, 
firnam’d Vedgidin, king of the Serbedals *, to- 
inarch from the fortrefs of Sebzuar with' forces 
to attack him; He prepar’d to give him a warm 
reception, infomuch that on the thirteenth 
of the mouth Sefer, in the year 743, the two 
armys met in the territory of Zave 4 , where 
they had a furious battel, in which the army of-. 

Malek Huflein was defeated, and a great num¬ 
ber of his foldiers kill’d. But this prince got 
upon an eminence, and made a fign for the 
ftandard to be difptay’d, and the drum to be 
beat: at which order only three hundred horfe 
got together near his perfon. He renew’d their 
courage by his fpeeches, and perfuaded ’em to 
attack the enemys, who were bufy’d in plun¬ 
dering. They obey’d him, and MaiToud, who 
defcry’d ’em, fell prfcfently upon ’em; Cheik 
Haflan follow’d him, but he was kill’d by an 
arrow ihot into his fide by one of his own 
men, of which he dy’d upon the fpot. He was 
an old captain, in whom the young prince Maft 
foud very much confided, and had order’d him 
to retire, left by chance he ftiou’d be kill’d in 
the fight; which misfortune accordingly -hap¬ 
pen’d. Mafloud fled, and fo the army of Maiek 
became victorious, after having been conquer’d ; 
they put all the Serbedals to the fwora, and| 
made a total plunder of their camp. This 
victory render’d Maiek Huflein fo proud, that

k/^VNJ any thing in Herat but-'by the particular fa- 
; vor and prctedion of the kings and princes 
of the race ofGenghiz Can, yet he adted the 
part of a fovereign, and affeded thofe diftinc- 
tiocSx which belong to kings, fuch as ha¬ 
ving the kettle-drums beat five times a day, 
and fetting up the imperial ftandard upon his 
tent. Nay, he further fhew’d his rafhnefs; for 
fie many times brought his troops into the field, 
and made inroads as far as the frontiers of An* 
decoud and Cheburgan *. 

v Thefe outrages oblig’d even his relation*,, 
who werp very much difcontented with him, 
to complain to the prince Mir Cazagan, who by 
his good condud, moderation and virtue, re- 
fiored the empire of Zagatai to its former fplea- 
dor, The. princes of Erlat and- Apendi, with 
w,hom Malek Huflein had made war, failed 
not to joih their complaints with the others; 
they in a lively manner reprefented to Cazagan 
the pride of this priHce. “ What! faid they, 
f‘ is the race of Genghiz Can extinguifh’di 
* c is there no further notice taken of the royal 
(C majefly ? This upftart of Gour ‘ does not 
“ know himfelf, and believes there is no one 
above him" 

Mir Cazagan gave attention to thefe com¬ 
plaints, and enquir’d into the truth of ’em j 
he thep fpake to ’em in thefe terms : * e Shall a 
(< private man fet himfelf up for king, and throw 
f e off thp allegiance due to emperors ? We will 
difpute with the fword the pride of this au-

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“ dacious perfon i and after having ruin’d his Chap. 1 
“ towns and fortrefles, we will make a river (/V^J 
" as big as the Gihon, with the blood of his 
V fcouudrel foldiers.” 

For .this pucpofe he fent orders into all the 
provinces for the troops to crofs over the river 
Gihon, and march to die appointed rendezvous; 
after which he went to join the grand Can 
iBeyan Couli and the princes of the empire 7 , 
at the head of whom he march’d towards He- 
rat. 

This news coming to the ears of Malek Huf- 
fein, he fent an Emir with three hundred 
horfe to know the truth of it, ordering him 
to advance as far as he cou’d for that purpofe, 
hut to return immediately if he found the ar¬ 
my of Zagatai had pafs’d the river Gihon. 

This Emir had no fooner crofs’d over the river 
Morgab, than he found that the Tartar army . 
had pafs’d the Gihon; for which reafon. he 
Toon return’d to give notice of it to Malek, 
and thus addrefs’d himfelf to him: “ Cazagan 
“ the general of the Turks 8 , is upon his arrival; 

“ he hath brought his army from Tartai'y into 
Perfia; the vaft nqipberofarmsand the iuftru- 
“ ments of war he has with him, have rais’d the 
“ dull up to heaven; and the people fay, when 
they fee the glittering of his foldiers armour, 

“ that he has ufed all his power to furnilh the 
** empire of Tartary with iron.” Qn this ad-

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Book I. vice Malek having fommon’d his council, 
'-«VV which confifted of the princes, the generals' of 
the army, and the principal lords of his king¬ 
dom, made this fpeech: “ There hath marched 
“ from the country of the Tartars into Perfia 
“ fo numerous an army, that even the fun is 
“ obfcur’d by the duft they have rais’d j it is 
“ compos’d of men who in an aflault are as 
,c firm as rocks, and w hen they fee their ene -4 
“ mys give way, they referable the torrents 
“ which fwiftly fall from the tops of mountains. 
“ Thefe undaunted perfons puc not on their 
ic helmets, before they have refolv’d to facrifice*.. 
their lives to the honor of a viftory.” 
Hereupon each perfon deliver^ his fentiments: 
and becaufe the Tartar army was not only more 
numerous than that of Herat, which confifted of 
only fourth ufand horfe, with about fifteen thou- ' 
fand foot, but alfo more aocuftom’d to war, and 
more dextrous at fighting a pitch ? d battel ; Ma¬ 
lek Huflein thought it not advifable that his ar¬ 
my Chou’d remain in the city, nor under covert 1 
of the citadel, nor in the ftreets and gardens of' 
the fuburbs, left they fhould difcover fear. The' ’ 
more to furpriae their enemies, it was refolv’d 
to bring ’em into the field, to meet the Tar¬ 
tars, and firft engage w ith ’em, if poffible ; andi 
that in the mean time they ihou ? d build a wall' 
to the eaft of the city, which fliou’d be for¬ 
tify’d with large ditches from Paymorc to Ke*» 
deftan. Immediately everyone prepar’d him- 
fe)f to execute thefe refolutions, and the arms; 
and all things neceflary for the battel were xe- 
mov d out of the city. . 

The army got ready,* and Malek Huflein 
fail d not to harangue his foldiers, and excite 
them to fight like brave men, when they Ihou’d 
be caU d to it. He told them it was not the* 

great 
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great number of foldiers which render’d ar-Chap. 1. 
mys victorious, but courage and condud:; (✓YNJ 
and if they were poffeft of thofe two qualitys, 
they might allure themfelves that their enemys 
would foon find the world it-felf too little for 
their fecurity. 

In the mean time Mir Cassagan parted the 
narrow pafiage of Pachnan, and came down to 
Kedeftan with his army, which conlifted of 
valiant foldiers; and the next morning he took 
horfe with the Can, and the princes Oladgia 
Itou y Setilmich, and others: they went near 
the camp of the enemy, got- upon a riling 
ground, and ftridly view’d the army of Ma- 
lek Hufiein. After that Mir Cazagan faid, 

“ This novice underftands not the rules of mi- 
** Jitary art; and the place which he hath cho- 

fen to encamp in, will foon be the caufe of 
** the defeat of his army, for two reafons: one 
*' is, that in the battel his men will be oblig’d 
“ to afcend to meet us, while we lhall defcend: 

*■’ and the other is, that when the fun lhall 
“ appear, they will have the rays in their eyes, 

“ and will not be able to fee thofe who come 
** againft ’em.” Mir Cazagan, and the other 
lords, came down from the eminence, almoft 
allur’d of the vidory. The next day they 
rang’d their army in form of a half-moon; 
and after the prince had harangu’d his foldiers, 
they march’d towards the city, and at length 
arriv’d in the field of battel which Malek Huf- 
fein had pitch’d on. Then Mir Cazagan af- 
cended another eminence, from whence he 
openly faw the two armys, and immediately 
order'd - his foldiers to advance towards the e- 
nemy. 

The Tartars inftantly fell upon the' army of 
Malek Hufiein; but the attack was fuftained 

vigo- 
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Book I. vigoraufly, and the fight was bloody: they 
cry’d out,, Sela! in both .the armys; that 
is, let no quarter be given. Every one ftiew’d 
his. valor and ftrength, and the field was 
foon cover’d with blood, bucklers, helmets, 
and lances, mix’d with the dead* who every 
moment fell from their hordes. At length the 
army of Malek Huffein, after a long and vain 
defence, was put to flight: and as that pria* 
had drawn together a large quantity of water 
behind his camp, to hinder his men from run* 
fling away, a great many perifh’d in the mire; 
and the reft were purfu’d by ^the Tartars, who 
made a horrible daughter of ’em. 

Malek Huffein. retreated with great difficnftjr 
into the city of Herat, attended only by bis 
guards, who made themfelves matters of the 
by-ftreets and gardens which join'd the city; 
while Mir Cazagan, flufh’d with the viftony he 
had obtain’d, return’d to his camp with the 
Tartar princes. 

From this time the army of Herat did not 
.once fally out of the city; and the next day 
Mir Cazagan approach’d it, and began to be* 
liege it in form: his brave'.foldiers had skhv 
mifhes every day with the befieg’d; and evett 
in the night they affaulted it oa all fides by the 
light of fires. -r; 

The fiege lafled forty (days; . the place was 
briskly attack’d, and vigoixmfly defended : but 
at length Malek Huffein, weary with delaying, 
and confidering the city as his prifon, affap* 
bled the princesaod lords offers council, to.con- 
fult about obtaining a peace. He told ’envhe did 
ip to ferve ’em; and for that neafoa he woo'd 
go the following year to caft himfelf with con¬ 
fidence at the feet of the grand Can and Mir 
Caeagap, to ask pardon of them for what Jhe 
bad A.IJ 
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AU the lords approv’d his propofal: he them Chap. i. 
fisnt prefents of horfes fumptuoufly harnefs’d, 
curious fluffs, and rich carpets, with a great 
quantity of filver-money; and promifed, that 
when Mir Cazagan fhou’d return to the place 
of his refidence, he wou’d not fail to go there 
in perfon to pay him his refpefls, and make all 
the fubmiffion he fhou’d require. His promife 
was accompany’d, according to cuftom, with 
a folemn oath. 

Mir Cazagan, who was an equitable prince, 
and of a fweet and merciful temper, grant¬ 
ed whatever Malek Hulfein defir’d, in confi- 
deration of the troubles and hardfhips the 
people fufter’d from that war; for he doubted 
not but the country wou’d be entirely ruin’d i£ 
they continu’d the liege. 

He then confented to the peace, on the con¬ 
ditions Malek himfelf had offer’d; for which 
reafon he took the road of Tranfoxiana, with 
the grand Can, at the head of his army, in the 
year of the Hegira 752. * 

From this time the affairs of Malek Huffein An. Dom. 
were daily upon the decline, and the efteem 
conceiv’d of his perfon began to diminilh : this 
caus’d the captains of his army, who, for the 
mod part, were of the country of Gour, to be¬ 
come fo proud and infolent, that they confpir’d 
together to depofe him, and to fettle Malek 
Baker, his brother, in his place. 

Malek Huffein had advice of it, but he was 
not in a condition to prevent it: all he cou’d 
do, was to be upon his guard. The captains 
of Gour had refolv’d to feize him as he took 
horife: and one day as he came out of a pleafure- 
houffc, he difcover’d, when he was about to 
get on horfeback, that thefe men had fome 
defign again# him, and were in a readinefs to 
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Book I. fa.ll on him: for which reafon, as he perceiv'd 

V’Y'v' a company of jockeys, who came from the city 
, pf Badghiz, and were then employ’d in felling 
horfes which they had brought with ’em ; Ma- 
lek Huflein cry’d out to the Gouris, “ Chil- 
“ dren, do you fee thofe fine horfes of Badghiz ? 
te I give ’em you if you can take ’em. ” The 
greedy Gouris rufh’d on ’em, and while they 
were bufy’d at the pillage, Huflein fled away 
full fpeed into the fortrefs of Eskildge, which' 
his anceftors had built in the meadow of the 
town, of Herat, between the fouth and weft, 
a»d which was full of treafure and ammunition 
of all forts.' 

An. Bom. In the year of the Hegira 733, Malek Huf- 
i35 2 - fein, according to promife, went from Eskildge 
to Tranfoxiana, to pay his homage and refpe&s 
* to Mir Cazagan and the Can: Mir Cazagan 
order’d him a magnificent entry ; and not onJy 
gave him a favorable reception^ but was alfo 
lerviceable to him in regaining Herat, which 
the Gouris had put *nto the hands of his Bro-r 
ther, Malek Baker ; the property of which he 
refign’d to him. 

Notwithftanding the carefles of Mir Caza¬ 
gan, the princes of the empire form’d deflgns 
againft Malek Huflein; for which reafon they 
befought Mir Cazagan to order him to be’ 
feiz’d; but they could not obtain their defires, 
whatever inftances they made: for which rea¬ 
fon .they refolv’d on the aflaffination of Malek 
Huflein, on condition, that after his death 
none among ’em Ihou’d demand vengeance for 
his blood. ° 

Mir Cazagan no fooner heard of this defign, 
than he call’d Malek Huflein, to tell him what 
thefe princes had contriv’d againft him; and 
he advis’d him to depart that very evening 

fop 
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fbf Herat, fince he con’d not anfv/er for the con- Chap. x. 
fequences of his ftay. i/YV 

Malek, having return’d his thanks to the prince 
for fuch great favors, took his leave of him i 
he departed as foon as night approach’d, and 
made fuch hafte, that he arriv’d at' Herat be¬ 
fore any one knew of it, which he enter’d 
with his troops without refinance. He got 
pofleffion of Ehe thfone in the citadel ; and at 
the fame time fent guards to feize on Malek 
Baker, and to put him in prifon. 

During thefe tranfaftions, Mirza AbdaHa, 
fon of Mir Cazagari, departed from Samarcand 
with a great army for the conqueft of Ca- 
rizme’, of which he made himfelf mailer. 

In the mean while Mir Cazagan, who com¬ 
monly had his winter-quarters in the camp of 
Saliferai, pafs’d the' fpring at Carariver, be- 
caufe that country was agreeable, and very full 
of fldWers at that feafon ; and in the fummer 
and autumn he dweltin the city of Mounec, 
fituate in a country proper for hunting, which 
was an exercife this prince delighted in. 

One day he took horfe to follow this diver- 
fion, and parted unarm’d from Saliferai, at¬ 
tended by fifteen perforis only, not fearing any 
furprize: he Crofs’d the Gihon, with a defigrt 
to hunt in the country of Arhenk; and while 
he was at the chafe, he was furpriz’d by Cotluc 
Timur, his fon-in-law, the fon of Bourouldai, of 
the tribe of Ourriat, who had refolv’d to re¬ 
venge himfelf of this prince for an affront he

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had receiv’d from him* He fell upon him witt 
a company of robbers, who immediately wourid- 
ed him with an arrow ; and at length thefe vil¬ 
lains aflaffinated this great prince. To famous for 
his virtue and juftice. Some officers of Mir Caz* 
gan purfuM the affaffins with fo-much fpeed,-that 
ithey over-took Cotluc Timur near Condoz *: 
they ihew’d the affeftion they bore their maftef; 
for they bath’d their fwords in the aflaffitB 
bloodi After this revenge, they carry’d the 
body of Mir Cazagan to Saliferai, where 
they bury’d him in the year of the Hegira

CHAP. II. 

Of the government of the Mir za AhJa&tf 
the fon of Cazagan j and cf the different 
which happen’d between the princes of Zj* 
gatai. 

A FTER the unfortunate death of Mir 
Cazagan, his fon, the Mirza AbdaJLi, 
fucceeded him ; for which reafon he departed 
from Samarcand, and came to Saliferai, wheife 
all the princes unanimoufly paid him that ho¬ 
mage which declar’d a perfed obedience 
As foon as he had the fovereign aud^brity 
in his hands, he confirm’d Beyan Couli upon 
the throne of the Cans, with the fame autho¬ 
rity as before. But having, during the life of 
Mir Cazagan, his father, dwelt fome time at

Samar- 
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Simarcand, he was fo taken with the pleafures Chap. 1. 
of that country, that he cou’d not keep from w-y-w 
it: for which r-cafon he wou’d make it the capi¬ 
tal of his kingdom, and the place of his reli- 
dence ; and accordingly he return’d to Saraar- 
cand with the grand Can, Bey an Couli. 

The Emir Coutcou, the other princes, and 
the lords of his father’s court, merely from their 
affe&ion to him, reprefented, that it was falffc 
policy thus to abandon Saliferai, the antientand 
ordinary refidence of the Cans ; but all their ad¬ 
vices had no etfe& upon the mind of Abdalla r 
the poet fays, He who wont hear the county ef 
his friends , will one day bite his fingers in token tf 
repentance. 

The fame year this young prince became in 
love with the emprefs, wife of the grand Can; 
and his pailion carry’d him fo far, that he got 
the Can afla/finated in the city of Samarcand: 
he afterwards plac’d nport the throne Timur 
Chah Aglen, fon of Brfuu Timur Can: then 
he order’d the body of Beyan Couli to be car¬ 
ry^ to Bocara, where he was bury'd near the 
venerable doftor Cheik Seifeddin Bakreiy, to 
the great regret of all the People. 

The death of the grand Gan was unfortu^ 
nate to Abdalla; for the prince Beyan Seldua Arm 
rais’d an army to revenge it, with which he brought 
departed from the fortrefs of Chaduman for imo *be 
Samarcand : when he w'as arriv’d on the fron- ^. 
tiers of Kech, the prince Kadgi Bertas 5 , who • 

was prince Timur’s uncle, join’d him with all 
his troops ; and they came in a body to attack 
Abdalla, who after having defended himf elf

IXVVJ his brothers to death, as alfo Timur Chah A-

'thus Mirza Abdalla was fooh punifh’d for 
his crime, and oblig’d to abandon the country.: 
he crofs’d the river Gihon, took the road above 
Bacalan, and went to Anderab, a city of the 
little kingdom of Bedakchan, where he fpenc 
the remainder of his days. 

All the friends of the late prince, Mir Ca- 
zagan, were difpers’d; and the princes I^eyatf 
Seldtiz and Hadgi Berlas, who at that time had 
great reputation and authority, made them* 
felves mailers of the country, and took upoii 
’em the government. 

The prince Beyan Selduz was of a good-ng? 
tur’d pleafant difpofltion, and never incline 
to mifchief; but he extremely lov’d wine, and 
fcarce pafs’d eight days without fome debauch 
of that kind, which caus’d great confufion id 
his kingdom; for each prince attempted to 
make himfelf fovereign, and even thofe who 
wou’d otherwife never have had fuch a deflgfl,’ 
feeing the empire, in a manner, without a 
chief, thought themfelves oblig’d, for their 
own fafety, to do as qthfcrs did. 

The city of Kech, with its dependences, re¬ 
main’d in the pofleffion of the princes Timur 
and Hadgi Berlas, as it had always belong’d 
to their anceftors, till the time of Caratchaf 
Nevian; no one having made any oppofitloa 
to it: ,the country of Cogende was poflei^| 
by prince Bajazet Gelair; and Mir Huflein, tS 
fon of Mufella, fon of Mir Cazagan, made 
. himfelf matter of Cabul, and feveral other 
lordihips, and maintain’d himfelf as long as he 
Was able in the dignity of his grandfather, with 
* tM 
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the officers of his court: Oladgia Bogai Sel- Chap. 2- 
duz with his party, made himfelf fovereign of 
Bale ; and Mehemed Coja Aperdi, prince of 
the tribe of the Naimans, took poifeffion ofChe- 
burgan; the kings of Bedakchan had fortify ’4 
themfelves in their mountains, that they might 
be independent; and Kei Cofru, and Oladgia 
Itou Aperdi, made themfelves mailers of Cat- 
lan and Arhenk; and Keder Jefouri, prince of 
the tribes of Serpol and Tacun, caus’d himfelf 
to be declar’d king thro his own power. 

All thefe princes, who were at enmity with 
one another, were contipually at war; £ome 
of ’em were flain in battel, and-among the reft 
Mehemed Coja Aperdi, in the following- manner. 

Prince Setilmich, lord of Couheftan, fatigu’d 
with the war he had carry’d on againft Malek 
Huifein, prince of Herat, which we have al¬ 
ready mention’d, had join’d himfelf with Me¬ 
hemed Coja after his return from Tranfoxiana, 
and contracted a ftrong» friendihip with him. 

They took up a refolution vjgoroufly to attack 
Huifein, and for that end rais’d an army, with 
which they went to aifault Herat: Huifein alfo 
brought his army into the field to withftand em. 

Mehemed and Setilmich, having a great opini¬ 
on of their own valor, fwore they wou’d not turn 
back befor they had cut off Huffein’s head. 

Malek Huifein crofs’d the river Morgab, and 
the two armys met on the plain of Yapaghou: 
as .foon as the two princes, animated by the 
fight of their enemy, had put themfelves in a 
condition to execute their refolutions, they 
went from thearmy, and advanc’d full fpeed 
with fword in hand againft Malek; but, thro 
a fatal deftiny, they were ihot by two arrows 
from the army of the enemy ; fo that they fell 
from their horfes, and expir’d that very hour.

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feook I.' This accident put the army of the princes 
t/VM in confufion; and noiwithftanding it was lb 
numerous and formidable, it fled, and left the 
field of battel to the conquerors. 

All thefe diforders,’ and the wars of the prin-» 
ces of the empire of Zagatai, ferv’d to augment 
the mifery of the country; tumult and fedition 
fpread themfelves every where; and nothing was 
heard and feen among the people but groans 
and marks of defpair. 


CHAP. III. 

Toglac Timur Can 4 , king of the Getes, 

1 marches intq Tranfoxiana, The flight of 
Hadgi Bertas. 

A S the country of Tranfoxiana was in con* 
fijfion, and almoft entirely ruin’d, To- 
gluc Timur, king of Gete, the fon of Aimel 
Coja, fon of Pava Can, who defcended from 
Zagatai Can, to whom the crown of this coun¬ 
try belong’d, had a defign to make himfelf maf- 
ter of it ; and after having call’d his officers and 
courtiers to him, he rais’d an army, and in the 
An. Dom. month of March, in the year of the Hegira 761, 
135 9- jbarch’d to the conqueft of Tranfoxiana. It is 
Mog. The remarkable, that in the fpace of thirty three 
oue ' years, from the death of Turmefchirin ! Can, 
there reign’d eight Cans in the empire of Za¬ 
gatai.

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As foon as Togluc Timur arriv’d at the foun» Cliap. 3, 
tain Chanab Boulak, near the Sihon % in the 
fields of Tachkunt, formerly call’d Alchafch, he 
fent Oluc Tocatmur, prince of the hord 7 of 
Kerait, Hadgi Bei of the hord of Arkenut, and 
Bikidgek of the hord of Cangouli, for his fcout's, 

Thefe three princes us’d all poifible diligence ; 
and when they had crofs’d the Sihon at Co- 
gende, Bayazid Gelair, a very prudent prince, 
thinking it wou’d be for his advantage to keep a 
correfpondence with ’em, join’d his troops with 
theirs, and march’d towards the city of Sebz. 

Prince Hadgi Berlas, uncle of Timur, rais’d 
as many troops as he was able in the citys of 
Kech and Carfchi, and other neighbouring pro¬ 
vinces, to withftand ’em ; but he at laft chang’d 
his resolution, and before the two armys met, 
march’d to Coraffana. 


CHAP. IV. 

The rife of Mir Huffein, grand fori of Mir Ca- 
zagan ; he is affifted by Timur-Bec. 

. , Timur- 

P OLICY is preferable to valor; but when Bee, 
thefe two virtues are united in a general, 
they never fail to form a great man. 

Good counfel defeats armys; with the arms 
of policy, a fingle man may deftroy a hundred ; 
had an arrow well aim’d, never foils to find a 
place in the heart of the enemy.

This is plainly to be feen in the affair we 
are going to relate: for when the prince Hadgi 
Berlas, on advice of the march of the trooj^T 
of Gete, had abandon’d his own country, and 
all his effects, to retire into Coraflana, and had 
crofs’d the river Gihon; Timur-Bec, his nephew, 
who was a prince of a difcerning fpirit, well 
knew* that if he kept a long time from adtion, 
his country and principality, wou’d not fail of 
being ravag’d and deftroy’d, fince his father 
Tragai dy’d the fame year, and his uncle 
Timur-Bec Hadgi Berlas was fled: he belie.v’d there was no 
$rft (hews other prince than himfelf who cou’d pi^t a flop 
hiswifdcm to the ruin or infult a foreign army was about 
at the age to bring on his country; he had to do, with; a 
of a 5 * mighty enemy, who had already brought the 
empire into great danger; he faw the evil which 
was about to fall on his people, and that the flora? 
was approaching. This young prince, who 
had fcarce arriv’d at his 25th year, and by conr ; 
fequence had not yet obtain’d fufficient expe-j 
rience, fail’d not to, undertake an affair fo full 
of difficultys; he repair’d to the banks of the ; 
Gihon, and gave his advice to prince Hadgi 
Seifeddin Berlas, concerning the great dangers? 
a country is expos’d to in the abfence of a prince*/ 
and the violence the enemys were about to offer 
his people if he did not prevent ’em. “ Asia_ 
“ kingdom without a leader, fays he, refembfeS/ 
“ a body without a foul, I think it proper, fince 
“ you defign to go into Coraflana, that I fhou’ 4 , 
return to Kech ; and after I have given freffi 
“ encouragement to the inhabitants of that 
“ country, I fhou’d go thence to throw my-felf 
" at the feet of the grand Can, and offer him 
“ my fervice = I will gain acquaintance with 
“ the princes and lords of his court, and laffly 
“ endeavor, by all ways imaginable, to divert 

“ the 
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the temped that threatens our country: by Chap. 4. 
** which means I will fave from inevitable ruin 
“ the poor people whom God hath put uftder 
" our care ; an account of which he will one 
** day require of us.” ; 

Hadgi Berlas was perfuaded, that Timur in 
thefe difcourfes was infpir’d from heaven; 
wherefore he approv’d his advice, and this 
young prince departed. When he was arriv’d 
at Cuzar, he met Hadgi Mahmud Chah Yefouri, 
who was order’d to conduft the fcouts of the 
army of Gete, and in hopes 6f a large booty 
had made great hafte, having a defign to fpare 
nothing. He behav’d himfelf fo handfomly to¬ 
wards this general, that he promis’d to commit 
no hoftility againft him before he had had a 
conference with the princes, and made a truce 
with ’em: the-fcldiers, notwithftanding the de¬ 
fire they had to commit diforders, flay’d at this 
place. Timur-Bec departed for Kech, where 
he found the three princes of Gete already ar-\ 
riv’d; he had a conference with ’em after a 
handfom reception. They fliew’d the pleafure 
they had in his fubmitting to the grand Can 
of Gete, and gave him tne command of ten 
thoufand men, who w ere formerly under prince 
Caratchar Nevian, his grandfather’s great grand¬ 
father, as likewife the principality of Kech, T ; mur 
with all its dependences. Thus, by the good made 
conduct of this prince, the torrent of misfor- prince of 
tunes, which were about to over-run this coun- Kech * 
try, was flopp’d, and the people again enjoy’d 
peace, of which they had utterly defpair’d ; for 
which reafon, it was faid, that at the fight of 
him alone, forrow was chang’d into joy, and 
mortality into immortality. Thofe who had the 
leaft infight into things, imagin’d that this good 
fuccefs, how fmall loever, wou’d be of confe- 
C* 3 quence 
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Book I. quence to Timur-Bec ,- but they did not forC* 1 
fee that this v*a$ nothing in comparifon of 
the vaft grandeur which he muft attain to. 

Timur-Bec, after this conference with the 
princes of Gete, took his leave of ’em, and ap-*' 
ply’d himfelf in a particular manner to the 
care of his country : he gave orders for, troop/fj 
t© be rais’d between the country of Sebz and/ 
the river Gihon, and got together a good army, 
With which he. march’d to join Refer YefourL 
In the mean time there arofe a diflpnfion be¬ 
tween the princes of Gete, for which reafon* 
they caus’d all their troops to march out ofu 
thiscountry to attend Togluc Timur Can i ando 
at that time Bayazid Gelair join’d our prints**/ 
With all his friends. 


CHAP. V. 

Several intrigues between Timur, ansi Hadgih 
Berlas ; asalfo between the. other princes. 

T HE Emir Huflein,.grandfon of Mir Ca-. 

zagan, at that time departed from Cabul, 
with intention to make war on Beyan Selduzt,/ 
for which reafon he fent an ambaflador to Ti¬ 
mur-Bec, Bayazid, and Refer Yefouri, to bog« 
their; affiflance, whilft he rais’d an army. OnCj 
princes held a council, wherein it was refolv’d, 
that Timur-Bec and Refer fhou’d go in perfoni 
to, affift the Emir Huflein, and that Bayazid'* 
fhpu’d repair to Togluc Timur Can, to remove*’ 
alj occafions of blaming ’em, from the princes of. 
the court of Gete, and to be prefent and able* 
to anfwer the objections .made againft the af- 
nftance given.to.Huflein. 

Bayazid 
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Bayazid immediately departed to execute this Chap. 5 
defign : but when he learnt at his arrival at b/yNJ 
Cogende that. Togluc Timur Can was return’d 
with his army, he waited till his mefl tyere 
join’d on the bank of the Sihon; after which 
he chang’d his refolution, and wen? no farther. 

On the other hand, the princes Timur-Bec and 
Kefer inarched with their troops in order of 
battel; for the foldiers were fo well inftrufied 


in the military art, that they ,peyer broke their 
ranks either upon their .march or during a&ion. 

When they had pafs’d the . iron gate, which 
We have already mention'd, they join’d the Emir 
Huffein, and march’d with him towards the for- 
trefs of Chaduman, where J fleyan Selduz was ; 
but this prince, who did not think himfelf in a 
condition to refill 'em, refolv’d to retire to Be- 
dakchan, whither they purfu’d him; fo that 
Chah Behaddin, who was king of that country, 
Was alio oblig’d to fly,; %nd to abandon that city. 
Which caus’d the whole country to fall, into the 
hands of the Emir Huffein, who there made, 
laws at his pleafure, and affur’d himfelf of the 
government of it: after which he put to death 
Kei Cobad, brother of Kei Cpfru, prince of 
Catlap. When the Emir Huflein, contented 
with what had been done, by the aififtance of 
Timur-Bec and Kefer Yefouri, faw himfelf in 
pofleflion of the greatelV honors,. he thank’d ’em.; 
and they immediately departed for their own 
country. And as it was requifite, to arrive at 
that of the Emir Kefer, for ’em to pafs over the 
tertitofys of Timur-Bec, this prince, who waSs 
generous, and lov’d to appear magnificent, fail’d 
not to gfve him a good reception on thisocca- 
fion; for when the Emir was arriv’d at Kechem, 
on the frontiers of Bedakchan, Timur wept be¬ 
fore him with fo much halle, that in four days 
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Book I. and four nights he arriv’d at the city of Sebz, 
fifteen days journey on horfeback from thence; 
and at nine in the morning at Oluc Meidan, a 
plealure-houfe belonging to Kech* where he ge¬ 
nerally pafs’d the fummer. He prefently gave 
orders for a magnificent feaft ,• and when Kefer 
wal near the place, Timur-Bec went to meet 
him, and receiv’d him with all the refpeft due 
to his birth and quality. The moft delicious 
meats, the moft excellent liquors, and the 
choiceft fruits and perfumes, were at this ban¬ 
quet. The guejts were no lefs pleas’d with the 
ball which follow’d, and the conforts of mufick 
with which they were entertain’d. 

After the feaft prince Kefer departed for his 
own country, and the noble Timur ftay’d in his 
ufual place of refidence- His clemency extend¬ 
ed equally to the poor as well as the rich; all the 
country felt the effeds of his juftice ; the people 
enjoy’d a conftant pleafure under his happy go¬ 
vernment ; and tfie ftate became more flourifhing 
than it had ever been. 

MirHuf- Soon after, Togluc Selduz committed feveral 
fein begs adsof hoftility againftMir Huflein, who having 
of*Timur ^ een formerly proteded by Timur-Bec, fent an 
a fecond exprefs to let' him kn&w that prince Togluc had 
dme. violated the peace: he alfo fent the like advice 
to; Bayazid and Kefer Yefduri. 

Timur, according to his wonted generofity, 
caus’d troops to be levy’d, to affift Mir Huflein 
a fecond time : he march’d at their head; and 
having met Emir Kefer at the iron gate, who 
came to join his troops with him, they W'ent 
together to the Emir Hnffein, who was at Hif- 
far, otherwife call’d the fortrefs of Chadumani 
The enemy no fooner had advice of their ap¬ 
proach than he fled. The Emir Huflein, who was 
thusdeliver’d from him without drawing a fword, 

fail’d 
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fail’d not to go and meet his protefiors: he ac- Ghap. f. 
knowledg’d his obligations ; and having magni- t/v^ 
ficently treated 'em, he waited on each o£ ’em 
back. 

When Timur had pafs’d the iron gate, he 
learnt, that Hadgi Berlas, his uncle, who, 
vhilft the troops of Gete came to attack his 
country, was retir’d into Coraflana, was now 
upon his return to Kech •, that he‘ had had a con¬ 
ference with _Mir Bayazid; that they had both 
refolv’d to join their troops to make war 
on prince Refer Yefouri; and that Hadgi Berlas 
had already began to put the army in order 
whteti he was to command. This news be¬ 
ing foon confirm’d, Timur pafs’d with his troops 
by the frontiers' of the province of Kech, and 
join’d prince Refer, with whom he departed for 
the city of Kech. 

Hadgi Berlas no. fooner had advice of their 
march,'than he put himfelf in a pofture of de¬ 
fence ; and when he was near Kech, the two 
armys came in View at a place call’d Akiar. 

They gave the fignal for battel by the found oF 
feettle-dfums, and prefently there were heard 
on all fides the cries of foldiers who were encou¬ 
rag’d to finite their enemys: there was fo great 
a duft, that one cou’d not fee a perfon at four 
paces diftance ; yet the foldiers of both armys 
did not mix together: blood flow’d from all 
fides, and every one gave fhe belt proofs of his 
valor. The fight was fo bloody, that the au¬ 
thors, who have mention’d the battels of Roufe 
tem and Esfendiar, have defcrib’d them lefs ter¬ 
rible than thefe* At length the victory fell on Timur’* 
the fide of the brave -Timur, by the death of v,fto, 7 
the principal officers of the army of Berlas, 
who was oblig’d to fly to Samarcand to join 
MirBayazid. 

f Timur, 
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Book I. tfimur * with the army of Sebz, aud Kefet 
fc/*vSj with his, refolv’d to purfue him as far as Sa- 
rilarcand ; but fate had otherwife order’d it: 
all the troops of Kech, I know not by what 
motive, abandon’d Timur in the midft of his 
march, and came over to Hadgi Berlas, info- 
much that there remain’d with Timur only 
prince Yakou *- , 

This’defertion of the troops of Kech had lo 
fad arl effe£t on th| mind of Refer Yefouri, 
that he began to grow jealous of Timur ; and 
had fo bad an opinion him, that he could 
not forbear giving marks of it both his 
■Words and actions ; for this realbn Timur at 
length quitted him, and return’d to his own 
country with prince Yakou, who was willing 
to accompany him. 

Hadgi Berlas gave Timur a friendly reception^ 
and conduced him to Mir Bayazid; they fnew’d 
abundance of joy at his return, and in appear-* 
ance entertain’d him*as handforaly as he cou’d 
expe£h 

The nip- Timuf the more refented this action of Refer,’ 

tine of >h e irt that he had always behav’d hiittfelf in a friend!* 
between^ manner towards him, and had never omitted 
Timur and dewing marks of his fincerity and perfect friertd- 
Kefer Ye- fliip ; he was fo fenbble' of the affront, that he 
louri. thought himfelf ob%ed in honor to refent the 
injuftice done him,*for which caufe he willingly < 
confentedto the resolution that Mir Bayazid aria ! 
Hadgi Berlas had taken, to make war on Re¬ 
fer ; whereupon they got together an army, and 
march’d towards his country. Timur, animated

Refer 
then refle&ed, but too late, on the fault he had 
committed : he thought repentance wou’d be 
ufelefs, and thereupon gaining frefh vigor* 
he with great difficulty ranged his artoy in 
order for baetel; the foldiers mix’d together 
with, frightful cries, and the field of battel was 
in a moment red with their blood. Prince 
Refer, after a long and vain reftftante, was ob¬ 
lig’d to yield to the valor of the enemy, and

This vifiory fecnr’d prince Bayazid in the 1 
throne, and pat Hadgi Berlas in peaceable pof- 
fefllon of his own country; but the unlucky ftar 
of Bayazid did not permit him-to forefee in what' 
manner he ought to behave hitnfci f to preferve'- 
his good fortune ,• the next day he had an in¬ 
trigue with Hadgi Berlas to the difadvantage of 
Timur : this psince, thro his fcrrefight, difco- 
ver’d it in the ‘council, and being then perfua- 
d.ed that he did not a£t fincerely with him, pre u 
tended that his nofe bled, and went out, and 
as loon as he got honle, took his quiver and o-- 
ther arms, mounted his horfe'and went into the 
field, confiding, in the affl^ancC of heaven, 
which had never abandon’d MU': arid fo v he faV’d 
himfelf from the fnare prepar’dhim. 

As foon as Hadgi Berlas knew of the de¬ 
parture of Timur, he fent after hint ^to let him 
khow, that he had 1 juft receiv’d advice that Ab- 
dalla the fon of Taifou, and Zende Hacham fan 
ofMehemed Aperdi, had raifed troops to make 
war on them : for which realbn hedefir’d him 
not to pafs the River, but to get together the' : 
troops of the defart j that for 1 his part he wottfd • 

fend 
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fend forces under the conduft of prince Chou- 
gam, to oppofe them, and to hinder the fad ac¬ 
cidents that might happen. Asfoon as Timur 
was advertis’d of what was paft, he anembled 
the troops of the defart, and without waiting 
the arrival of Chougam, he march’d back, and 
Mir Bayazid departed at the fame time from- 
Kech to return to Cogende. Timur was no 
fooner arriv’d near Termed, than doctor Ali 
Gurguri, leaving the ftudy of the fciences, took 
on.him a command in the armyhe came to 
meet this prince with his troops to give him 
hattel in a place named Encar. The meeting 
and defeat of the warlike doftor were the fame-! 
thing to Timur, iince he routed him at the 
firft charge; and purfuing him as far as the' 
oTd city of Termed, he dispers’d his troops, did- 
what he thought fit in the country, and even 
encamp’d in that city. 


CHAP. VI. 

The king of the Getes returns to Tranfoxiana 
with a great army. The death of Hadg^ 
Berlas. The Can confirms Ti/nur in the pof- 
feflion of his country of Kjch f and of a Tttel 
man of ten thotQand men. 

T 1 H E ambfflon of governing in Tranfoxiana 
>- was Bekindled in the mind of Togluc Ti¬ 
mur Can, which caus’d his bringing into the field 
a great army, with which he fell upon that king¬ 
dom. As to on as he was arriv’d at Cogende/- 
Mir Bayazid, who was prince of that places 
paid him his refpe&s according to cuftom.it 
Beyan Selduz went to meet this Can with abun¬ 
dance 
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dance of ceremony as far as Samarcand; and Chap. 6 . 
Hadgi Berlas, far from oppofing him as he had t/VS) 
before done, trailed in providence, and went 
likewife to meet him. 

During thefe tranfaftions, the Can feiz’d on 
Mir Bayazid, and put him to death, which 
made Hadgi Berlas afraid left he (hou’d be 
ferv’d fo too ; he therefore fled into his coun¬ 
try of Kech, whence he brought fome troops, 
with which he crofs’d over the river Gihon: 
they were overtaken by the regiment of Cachmir 
belonging to the .army of Gete, who follow’d 
their track. The Cachmirians immediately at¬ 
tack’d ’em, and there was a bloody battel, in 
which Chougam Berlas was kill’d. Hadgi Ber¬ 
las retir’d into Coraflana ; when being at one of 
the. villages of Jouvin named Corache, which 
is dependent of Sebzuar, he was furpriz’d by a 
company of robbers, who aflaflinated him and Death of 
his brother Idekou, Coraflana was foon after- Hadgi Ber- 
cdnquer’d by the army of Gete ,• and one may 
truly fay, that Timur was wholly reveng’d by ,mur * 
the hands of the Getes for all the unjuft and 
traiterous a&ions of the princes of that coun¬ 
try : for after he had flain the aflaflins of his Juftice 
uncle, he join’d by the Can’s permiffion the vil- 
jage of Corache to the hereditary countrys of 
Hadgi Berlas ; the foil of which is fruitful thro can to 
the induftry of the people. Hadgi Ber- 

There was at that time at the court of Gete •«. 
a prince whofe name was Mir Hamid, of the 
tribe of Kurlukut, who highly diftinguilh’d him- 
felf among the other lords of the court by his 
fine geniaS, prudence, and policy, which ob¬ 
tain'd him the favor of the grand Can ; info- 
much that whatever he propos’d was approv’d 
of, and he was never refus’d any thing he requeft- 
ed. As he was a friend to Timur, he laid hold 

on 
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pp every opportunity to reprefent to the Can 
phe good quality's and extraordinary valor of 
that prince, in fo enticing a manner, that the 
Can took pleafure in hearing him : he begg’tt 
pf him the cotmtrys which belong’d to Timur 
by right of fucceffion ,* the Can granted ’em, 
and at the fame time fent an exprefs to our 
prince to come before him: he gave him the 
fiandfomeft reception imaginable, and confined 
him in the fovereignty of all the province ofKech, 
and of a Toman, which defended to him by 
the death of Hadgi Berlas, with all its depea* 
dences. 

In the winter of this year the Can refolv’d to 
make war on Mir Huflein, and he brought an 
army into the field for that purpofe; Mir Huf- 
fein alfo rais’d troops, and march’d as far as 
the river Vakech, where he encamp’d to wait 
the army of* the Can, which arriv’d there after 
having pafs’d the iron gate of Coluga. 

When the two armys came in view, they 
were rang’d in order of battel. Kei Cdfru 
prince of Catlan, whofe brother, Kei Kobad, 
Mir Huflein had put to death, abandon’d with 
his troops Mir Huflein, and came over to the 
army of Gete, This defertion obliged Mir 
Huflein to fly ; the victorious Can purfu’d him, 
crofs’4 the Gihon, and came as far as Conddp, 
His troops plunder’d all the people of that coun¬ 
try even to the mountain of Hendoukeeh, And 
the army encamp’d the following fpring and 
fiimmer in thofe parts. 

At the beginning of autumn the Can re¬ 
turn’d to Samarcana, and in his way pat to 
death the prince Beyan Selduz and others, who 
he fufpe&ed were inclin’d to revolt from him: 
at the fame; time he behav’d himfelf obligingly 
to thofe who, as, he was allur’d, remain’d firm 
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in his iotpreft: and having made the empire of Chip* 7' 
Tranfoxianiafubmit to his authority, and pop- 
ftrain’d all the princes, fome by his Tweet tem¬ 
per, others by force, to take an oath of fide¬ 
lity to him i he gave the government of the 
conquer’d countrys to his own Ton Elias Coja 
Aglen, and order’d feveral lords and captains of 
his court to attend on the perfon of the prince 
under the command of Bikidgek. Prince Ti¬ 
mur had in charge the principal adminiftratiqp 
of affairs of ftate under that prince, becaufe of 
his wifdom. At length the Can departed for 
the place of his ordinary residence. 


CHAP. VII. 

Timur-Bec marches in fearch pf Emir f^u^ein. 

W E always find that adverfity fucceedg 
profperity ; Jofeph did not arrive to the 
bigheft pitch of grandeur, till he had fuffer’d the 
Utmoft di(grace : the fame happen’d in a manner 
to prince. Timur ; for after Togluc Timur Can 
had departed from Tranfoxiana to return to 
Gete, Bikidgek, to whom he had given the fu- 
periority over all the lords of Gete, of rjfhoni 
confifted the court of his fon Elias, was not 
obedient to the orders of the Can ; for befides 
his not repdring juftice to others, he w% even 
(0 infolent as to commit afi$ of holiility againft 
the .Can himfelf. Timur, who forefaw the 
great diforders this contempt of the Can’s com - 
jnands wou’d caufe in the kingdom* thought? 
(t not advifable to flay there, and therefore 
went to feek Mir Huflejp» he underwent many 
$$cuj£ys to join this prince, who he knew; 
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Bbok I. wai in the defarts, becaufe they had reced'd 

V^yV nd intelligence of him: but at laft He met hirti 
In the defarts of Kivac, near the well of Sag- 
bedg. J , j 

Thefe two malecointent princes Went to find 
out Tekil governor of Kivac ; but he had a vil¬ 
lainous defign to feize ’em : his malice was drf* 1 ' 
cover’d, and they parted from him, accompany’d 
by no more than fixty men, and went toward# 
Layab. Tekil purfu’d them with a thoufan® 
hone well arm’d, and overtook them r they imme¬ 
diately prepar’d themfelves to give him battel;* 
notwithftanding their fmall number: the fight 1 
was bloody, and it was carry’d on with an ad¬ 
mirable intrepidity and prudence. Tagi BougJ 
Berlas, and Seifeddin diftinguifh’d themfelve# 
among the reft \ tho theft horfes were kill’d] 
they fail’d not to fight on foot in' the fandjt 
as did Eltchi Behader, who had his horfei 
fhot under him, yet neverthelefs fought with 
extreme valor, with his bow in his hand! 
Tifriur, who was willing to partake of the glo¬ 
ry, and had a particular regard to the fafetyof 
fo great a man, fnatch’d the bow out 1 oPItis 
hand^and broke the firing, left his intrepidity 
Ihou’d caufe his death. They fought with^lu 
much vigor, that there remain’d only fifty hot# 
of the thoufand which Tekil had brought intO* 
the field, who were not kill’d or wounded; and' 
of the fixty whom our princes had with J etrty 
there remain’d but feven. Huflein, if one may 
fo fay, colle&ed all,his ftrength into his atm, 
and'rufh’d foil fpeed Upon Tekil,- he fplit in 
two’thfr enemy’s ftandard, and ftruck terror into* 
the moft Courageous. In the mean time Te^ 
kil’s men furrounded Huflein, and Had (lain 
him, if Timur with fword in hand' had not 
made his Way thro the midft of’em, and difr 

pefs’d 
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pei^’d ’em, to facilitate the means for Mif'Huf- Chap- 7 . 
feirt to difengage himfelf. They prefefltly ral- 
ly’d, and return’d to the charge ; Hufleid , S horfe 
being wounded' with an arrow, fell under him, 
and. this Prince had continued fighting on foot, 
if the princefs Dilfchadaga his wife had not got 
off her horfe to $ive, it him. Timur* whofe 
valor and good fortune had never let him mifs 
an opportunity of acquiring glory, turn’d about 
in the perilous condition, he found himfelf in* 
and with an invincible courage rufh’d into the 
ihidft of the enemy’s troops, with his fword in 
one hind, and his bowv, in the other. He 
aim’d an arrow fo fuccefsfally, that'’he-fhot 
Tekil the general of this unfortunate army in 
the face-j who fell from his horfe, and Timur- 
with a half-pike, which he took irom Off the' 
ground, gave, him fo violent a blow, that he 
join’d his body to the earth. And thus tended 
the ‘battel; with the ambition of the- perfidious 
Tekil. 

. Timur made Huffein. mount his horfe,- they- 
re-entred the defart, tho they had but- feven fol- 
die*s,f and at laft were abandon’d by three of 
this finall number* who were of Cora (Tana. 

Timur was not more furpriz’d at this misfor¬ 
tune than at any other; for this prince had as 
much refolution in adverfity, as he had mode¬ 
ration in prosperity : he comforted the compa¬ 
nions of his troubles, and encourag’d ’em by his 
difeourfes. At laft it was refolv’d,. they fhou’d 
feparate, that they might not be known in 
the defart; he \vertt before with the prin¬ 
cefs Turcan Aga his wife, the After of Huf- 
feip* accompany’d only by one faithful fer- 
vant. He pafs’d the' defart* and arriv’d at 
Jourfei, where he met a hord of Turcomans-: 
thefe. brutifh men gave the alarm to their com- 
y 0 L.I. D panions, 
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Bopk I. papions, and they (krromukd him. Timur hid 
L^VNJ hW princefs in a fart of pit, recommended hitol- 
foff to God, and then march’d towards ’em fwbrd 
ip hand; hut a Tpreomannam’dHadgi Mehcjaed 
kq§wt him, and prevented their attacking him : 
the- Turcomans made him ktisfa&ion, arid en¬ 
deavour’d by their fismcds, and an entertainment 
which lafted all night, to make reparation foe 
the want, of refpedt which they had fhewp to 
his perfon. The next day prince Timur gave 
’em marks of his liberality 5 prefenting ’l@m 
with a ruby of great price, , mid two embroider’d 
fuits of armor cover’d with pearls of meftimable 
value. Hadgi Mehemed made choice of three 
horfes, which he prefented to. Timur, with all 
things, neeeffary fbr, his joumy ; and gave him a 
fervant nam’d Sareg Canfangi to fern him as 
a guide: in this condition he went to join 
5.,mir Huffein, who had taken another road j 
and after their meeting they, came to a place 
call’d Mahmoudi, and got off their horfes near 
a well in the defart, where they Raid about 
twelve days, . . 1 f>- 

Mir Huf- In the mean white, Ali Bet the' fon of Argon- 
ftinand qh&b had ad vice of their arrival at Mahmoudi ; 
wav’d bv' ^ fortune prompted him to- march, agamft 
Alt Bei, them with.fixty arm’d harfe : ■ oun pribces were 

forpriZi’d, and led to. Macao, where Ali Bei for 
their prifon order’d ’em a dark < chambery 
the furniture of which was very mean-; and it 
was fo very nafiy,. that there was no living 
there* 

Mehstoedithe brother of Ali Bei, having advice 
of the injurious manner- in which his brother* 
treated, thfife lords, forefaw that, this . a$air> 
wou’d one day be of ill confoquence to l>ihv ; 
he therefore font from the frontierjof Tons pre- 
fents J:o Timur and MinHaftego; and wrote to- 
r * his 
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his brother in terms "Which reproach’d his in- Chap. 7. 
drfcreticm; and eiprefly advis’d him to give "OV**' 
the printers their liberty, and to ask pardon 
of ’em for the ill treatment he had us’d to¬ 
wards ’em, and to comfort them as mueff’as 

{ toffible. But the malice of Ali Bei wou’d not 
et him take this advice. He feiz’d on his bro¬ 
ther’s prefetitS, and did not free them from their 
prlfon till the end of fixty two days: ahd he was 
of fo Ungenerous a temper, that when he grant¬ 
ed them their libferty, he gave them but one 
poor lean horfe, and an old camel. Theywote 
in this diftrtffs, when Mobarekchah prince of 
'Sattdger, and a friend to Timur, had advice of 
their misfortune; he went to feek them With 
hiS children, and having teftify’d his forrow for 
their arfftiaion, prtfented Timur With fevml 
fine horfeS, and gave him all the affiliatice he 
Was able. Timur receiv’d them with joy, and, 
according to his Wonted gCnerofity, gave the 
horfes to Mit Huflein. 

• Then thefe two princes confulted what they 
ihotfd do in their prefent condition : and 
they came to a refolution that Mir Huflein 
fhoh’d go to Hirmen, a place proper to pats 
the winter in,- and that Timur fliou’d return 
into his own country, that he might be able at 
length to rejoin Mir ttuffein at Hirmen, with 
Tollmen, prince of the tribe of Mikouzeri. 

"They departed according to this refolution ; 
the Emir Huflein towards Hirmen, and Timur 
towards Kech. After he had crofs’d the rivet, 
and arriv’d at Bocar-Zendan, a village of Boca- 
ra, be there left the princefs Oiagiai Tufcan 
one ef his Wives# becaufe his affairs oblig’d 
frim to cbait precaution, that he might not be 
difcovefd in hfe Journey : he departed fecretly, 
and ■ pafs’d without being difcover’d thro his

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own .country of Kech. In the mean while To- 
mouke Coutchin knew of his arrival, and came 
to ; meet him with about fifteen men. Timuf 
order’d him to follow him, and they went to 
the mountain Cuzar, which they pafs’d over next 
morning ; and in the evening arriv’d at Acoubi, 
where they crofs’d the Gihon, and enter’d the, 
defart: but becaufe the weather was exceeding 
hot, they were oblig’d to ftay a whole month 
on the bank of the river, under the (hade of A 
little wood, during which time the litter 1 of 
the princefs Turcan, which was departed from 
Bocar-Zendan, and mov’d but flowly, arriv’d 
there. And perceiving at fome diftance a dull 
rais’d by a great number of horfemeri, they 
thought it convenient to crofs the'river $ Ti¬

as foon as he learnt that the people knew him, 
he took horfe and went to the meadow of

S omis’d :Mir fluflein. ’ God favor’d their de- 
jn ; fdr ’when they were arriv’d at Hirmen, 
which was the place of rendezvous, they found 
Mir HufTein with Toumen : and here Behram 
Gelair parted from them, and fled into India. 


CHAP. VIII.

A Bout this time the prince of Siftan was en- Mir Huf- 
gag’d in war; but being too weak to f«in and 
defend himfelf againft his enemy, he was oblig’d Timur <*«’ 
to beg affiftaisce of our princes, to whom he Kj' fot 
made known the danger he was in.

Timur Continued 
his road, and met Saddie Berlas 4 , who With a ' 
defiga to ferve under him, had pafs’d the de¬ 
fart with fifteen of his domefticks to ftfek 
hum -Timur receiv'd him handfomly, and im¬ 
mediately fent to Huflein, to let him know 
that the fooner he came to join him the bettet. 

In the mean time, Timur on the road perceiving 
a hundred Horfe, fent a foot-foldier to know 
who; they were ,- who brought him word that 
their chief was Ca2anchf the fon of Hafan, 
who* Upon die rleWs of Mir Huffein’s arrival ih 
the eottury of Bacalan, came to feet him.

the country. Temoake at this place met his re¬ 
lations,' who, after a thoufand carefles, told him 
that his wife and children were encamp’d in the 
neighbourhood, and they- befought' him very 
much to go and- fee them: but the generous

Timur and Hufiein departed from Souf with 
their little army, pafs’d the ftraits of Ghez, and 
came into'the plain of Oliai Bouga. They 
there learnt that! the princes Soliman Berlas, 

Emir., Moufa, Yakou Berlas, Hendouke Berlas, 
and niany others with their troops, hearing of 
the foccefs of ; their affairs, had broke the 
peace with the Getes, in order to join them, 
and that they were already arriv’d at Termed; 
but to be more particularly inform’d, they haf- 
ten’d Tdulan Bouga towards the Gihon, with 
order to march all night, and even to crofs the 
river, to learn news, and to return forthwith. 

For their part, they departed from Oliai Bouga, 
and enter’d into the country of Bale: here 
three princes their enemys’, viz. Aboufaid, fon 
of- Taifou ,* Mengheli Bouga Selduz, who had 
fled from the citadel of Olatchou to Aboufaid 
his fondn-law; and Haider And&oudi, were 
united, 1 after:having got together fix thoufand 
men, with whom < they defign’d to attack our 
princes. In tfidrt, they no fooner heard of the 
arrival of the two princes, :tban excited by 
fiate and ambition, they march’d with their 

troops 
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troops towards their camp, flopp'd on the: b&aks 
of the river Abvfiah, which .feparated the two 
camps, and laid ambufeades in aU the pai&gps 
of that river. . - 

Timur,, who was well skill’d in the art of con¬ 
quering, came to the bank of the river to put;a 
flop to the fir ft onfet of the enemy, and to wait 
the arrival of his friends : he infenfibly gainst 
what time he had need of; and behav’d himfeiff 
fo cireumfpedtly, with, regard to the march«o(f 
each, that the enepy’s army was oblig’d a great 
while to .mOve along the bank of the river near 
the ftraits pf Ghez.to find a place fordable, with 
defign to come to blows ; which, thro Timurs 
prudence, they were not able to do tifli they 
came in fight of the city of BaJe. 

Then the two parties rang’d their troopssin 
fuch manner, that the main body was between 
the right and left wing; and, the brook nam'd 
Abdatla lay between the. two armys. Dufiffli 
thefe preparations, the . princes, who we find’ 
before were near Termed, join’d our party : 
Temouke arriv’d alfo, and gave advice of every 
thing he had obferv’d beyond the Gihon, as 
well in relation to the army of the Getes, as 
concerning other particulars. 

The combat began about noon, and lafted till 
night: Temouke was dangeroufly wounded*: 
guards and centinels were fix’d in alfplaces con¬ 
venient for ’em* As foon as day-light appear’d^ 
the foldiers of both armys, on the found of the 
kettle-drums, gave a great iliout, excited; by 
a defire for fighting. Timur, with his-wonted 
intrepidity, pafs’d the bridge, and fell upon the 
enemy, tho their army was much more numerous 
than his, and wholly compos’d* of valiant Totr 
diers. This* boldnefs fhruck fear into all tfie 

cnemys, 
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enemys, who cou’d not withftand the bravery Q, a p.8. 
of our prince, but fled with, great cpnfufion. 

After this Vi dory Huilein. and Timur re¬ 
view’d their foldiers, and found only two thOu- 
fandhorfe : Timur referv’d one part to himfelf, 
and with ’em went before towards the Gihon, 
which he erofs’d at Termed in a bark; and af¬ 
ter having encamp’d on the bank of the river, 
he fent fcouts to the iron gate of Coluga, who 
being fatigu’d,, fell afleep, infomuch that Ajou- 
ni, younger brother of Bikidgek, unexpededly 
came upon ’em with his troops- Timur, who 
rely’d on his fcouts, was afraid of nothing ; and 
his foldiers were refting themfelves in their tents, 
when, on a hidden, both the fcouts.and enemy 
arriv’d at their camp. * 

~Our men had/not time, to, ml W, nor fix them- 
felVes in order‘'of batter to oppofe the enemy : 
afl 'they <5®U?d do,, after abandoning their, tents* 
wafjtQ embark, for repaying the river; whilftour 
hero maintain’d his ground with a handful of 
braVe men, and' ftaid in an ifle, Where he fu- 
fUin’d the enemys attack With more than hub- 
roan valor; fo that he cave time to his troops 
to crofs the river, and he nimfelf foon follow’d! 

The two parties remainfd a whole month in 
fight of each other, on each fide the river ; 
and Timur hiving caus’d the barks to be burnt, 
departed at length.for Culm, on the frontiers of 
B^lc, 1 Where he join’d Huflein with the reft of 
the army- 

The two .princes march’d toCondoz, 1 where they Huflein 
got together the troops of the tribe of Borol- Titnm 
dti, with which they turn’d towards Bedakch^n. ® a *e 
At their arrival at Taikan, they made peace fhehVgs 
with the kings ofBedakchan. They thenreturn’d 0 f Taikan 
to Arhenk, and after having erofs’d the river and Be-

C H A P. IX. 

5 The rencounter of the army of Gete t and its 
defeat , caus'd by the policy of Timur-Bety 
with the reduction of the city of Kjch. . 

I N the mean while the news was confirm’d, 
that Toclijc Selduz, Kei Cofru, and feveral 
other’ princes of Gfete, were come at the head 
of an army of that kingdom ; and that more¬ 
over Timur, fon of Bubecan Saric Chance^, 
Tocluc Coja Berlas, Hadgi Bei, Couch Timijr, 
fon of Bikidgek, and other princes of tribes, 
with their troops, had encamp’d with twebf|* 
thoufand men between Giaia and the bridge* 
Senghin ; and befidesall this, above fix thoufand, 
men had deferted our princes, fo that their forces 
were' much inferior in number to thofe of the 

Getes : but Timyr, who trufted in God,- and

inceffantly 
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inceflantly befought his affiftance, frequently re- Chap. 9. 
peated this paflage of the Alcoran ; How often, has L/'’V*\i 
a fmall number of troofs, by the permiffion of God , 
cqrftuerd an infinite number of foldiers ? And he 
■Was hot ignorant, that if God was for him he 
had nothing to fear. In this difpofition of 
mind, he march’d with two thoufand men to-r 
wards this great army ; and,mating ’em at the 
foot of the bridge of Senghin, he boldly difpu? 
ted their paflage; he fought with extraordi¬ 
nary courage from nine in the morning till 
night, which gave his Soldiers an opportunity 
or taking breath. In the mean time Timur re¬ 
flected upon the great inequality of the forces, 
and perceiv’d helhou’d not be able to fucceed in 
his defigns if his valor was not feconded by poli¬ 
cy ; he therefore had recourfe to this ftratagem : 
he order’d the princes Moufa, Muvaid, Erlat, 
and Oufcara JBehader, to poll themfelves at the 
Foot of the bridge with five hundred of the bra- 
veft foldiers, whom he wou’d leave with ’em, TImur 
whilft he fwam over the Gihon with the reft croffes the 
between the plain of Iffan andRafl’an Kech, and river « 
pqfted himfelf on the mountains. b ™*S e 

^The next day the enemys fcouts knew, by the In - 
marks of the horfes feet, that troops had pafs’d 
the river in.the night. This report made the 
leiders of the enemys army look about ’em, and 
hinder’d their fighting that day. When night 
catqe, Timur order’d , his men to approach’em, 
and to light fires on the tops of the hills round 
theif army. This call: feai* into the foldiers of 
Gete, who imagin’d they were furrounded by 
a numerous army; they therefore fled that night Fl%ht of 
in difordet without fighting : they dar’d not fly th« army 
toWards the bridge becaufe of the five hundred the 
men -polledthere, and whom they believ’d to be Getes ‘ 
a much greater number, altho the Getes were

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Book I. more than ten to one. It may bd truly 'fait 

UY\J that' the fires kindled on the mountains bftjfc 
the general’s meafores, and put a flop to tin 
folcfiers valot, fince the diforders began atWSft 
’em from that time. As foon as Timur pertOrv^ 
the effedt of his ftratagem, he came dowtt- frott 
the mountain like a torrent, and fell upoii’ 1 tht 
enemy fword in hand; they flew fo many of ’em, 
that there were nothing feen thro-out the field 
but dead bodys : he purfu’d ’em as far as the pttiifi 
Of Hedgerat; and Mir Huflein, who arfiVd 
with the reft of the army, continu’d to make 
a terrible flaughter of ’em. This defeat Won¬ 
derfully encourag’d the foldiers of Timti^aftd 
Huflein, who encamp’d in that plain, w^ile 
the renown of this victory fpread it-felf on eve¬ 
ry fide, and gain’d Timur great reputation, v 
r He then decamp’d, and march’d withj two 
thoufand men to the iron gate, where he met 
the inhabitants of Kech, and of the neigbbourifig 
places, who had fled from the army of the Get&h 
and came in multitudes to feet him, anvfflm- 
plore his protection. Here Timur chofe/ tblfee 
hundred men to guard his perfon, and ordet*4d>* 
others to ftav there. He then fent the EmirsSoli- 
man Berlas, Yakou Berlas, Behram Gelair, Gda- 
leddin Berlas, Seifeddin and Yoltimur, Wid&fWO 
hundred of his guards towards Kech; ordering 
’em to form four fquadrons, and to faften on each 
fide their hoffes two long branches of treefeWSlI 
fornifh’d with leaves, that in drawing ’em along 
they might raife a great duft. They punc¬ 
tually executed this order, which had itfe de- 
fir’d efted; for the governor of Kech, whofetf 
fo much duft upon the plain, believ’d thenp was 
a great army : this ftruck a terror into him, and 
made him abandon the city ; which Timur’rfmen 
enter’d without oppbfition, and there eftablift’d 

officer! 
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officers of juftice, and all things neceflifry. 'Thus Chao^tD, 
fortune, which was always favorable to Timur, L'y'J 
caus’d him to triumph over an army by fire, and 
to conquer a city by duft. 


CHAP. X. 

'Site death of Toglac Timor Can 9 king of the 
depot) and the defeat of his arftJy by the 
f rimes Timur-B.ec and Huffein, 

A BOUT this time the Can Toglqc Ti- ^ £ oi 
mur dy’d ; and when Ellas Coja, his fon, T °£ ur 
receiv’d the news of it, he was encamp’d at Tach can, in 
Arighi, four leagues from Kech: he had with 1372- 
him the princes and lords of his court, with a 
numerous army of horfe and foot. The prin- 
. ces who brought him this news, WereOluc To- 
datmitr, and Mir Hamid,'who came principally 
to conduft him into his country of Gete, where 
he was to take, poflefiion of the imperial throne 
of his father. 

Timur, with his hundred horfe, march'd all 
night to arrive at Cuzar: a vaft concourfe of 
people came, the next day to proftrate themfelves 
before him: he rais’d fome troops out of ’em. 

Which he join’d to thofe of Kech, and order’d 
that Coja Selaberi fhou’d command the rear/of 
the army,- with which he wou’d encamp at; Che- 
kedalic; ’ to which place pheCheik Mehemed came 
to join Timur with feven regiments. They re¬ 
main'd feveo days encampt at Chekedalic,- du¬ 
ring which time Mir Huflein arriv’d with hisi 
troops, and thofe Timur ha^ left at the iron 
gate.;- ChirBchram, who parted from ’em in 
the plain of Ghulec, and was goue to fee his 

family. 
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Book L family, returnUalfo. to join’em with bis troop 
after forty three days abfence. They march d 
in a body towards Cujtar, under the command 
of Hufiein and Timur; and when they weje 
arrjv’d there, they vifited the tomb of the illus¬ 
trious Coja Refmes. After haying pray’d to this 
great Santon to intercede with God for the pro¬ 
sperity of their army, they -embrac’d one ano¬ 
ther, contracted an indiffoluble union, and con¬ 
firm’d th 4 alliance by folemn oaths, taking thtt 
Santon to witnefs the . fincerity of their pro- 
mifes. 

It is remarkable in hiftory, that great men have 
often a fort of fore-knowledg .of the events whjeh 
will happen to ’em : the coming of Jofeph’s. far 
ther and brothers was reveal’d to him; as was the 
conqueft of Mecca to Mahomet. 

Timur’s As Timur was one day copfidering in what 
dream, manner he fhou’d attack the great army of Elias. 
vvhich ^ e a with the few troops he had, he fell afleep, and 
good"- in a dream heard a voice, which faid to him 
men ; and diftinCtly, Fear nothing, for the ntofl high God will, 
on it un- gracioufly give thee the viBory. He awak’d on this; 
dsreakes and the more to confirm himfelf that the reffifo 
aeainft ^ at * 011 was true, he ask’d if any one had fpoken 
Elias Coja. while he flept; they anfwer’d him in the ne¬ 
gative : he therefore no : longer doubted that-the 
voice came from heaven. This infpir’d him witjv 
fo much vigor and-refolution, that he immediajp? 
}y went to feek Huflein; he told his dream to 
to him, and afterwards to all the army, who 
were very much encourag’d by this, omen,, and 
only fought an opportunity to fight. Tfii^hap- 
py news chang’d the prince’s inquietude/ipto 
pleafautry and good humor; and the 
whom the prefent danger had render’d fearful, 
crew dauntlefs as foon as it was made known to 
’em. 
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■ The princes prayed to God for the profperity Ghap.io. 
of their arms, and at length took horfe, and 
made all neceflary preparations for the battel; 
ranging .their army in. order, and dividing 
it into two .bodys. Emir Huffein put himfelf at 
the head of the right wing, and Timur com¬ 
manded the left: and in this order they marched 
againft Elias., 

This new emperor, being encamp’d at Tach 
Arighi, alio divided his army into two bodys: 
he commanded in p'erfoH the left wing, and 
made Mir Hamid his’ lieutenant-general; and 
■the Emir Tocatmur, and the prince Bikidgek, 
put themfelves at the head, of, the right. - 

As foon as the two armys were in fight, they 
rang’d themfelves in form of a half-moon; and 
the foldiers, animated by their general’s 
lpeeches, were even mad 4 to engage: a great 
cry was .immediately heard in both armys, and 
the combatants ere&ed their iances in token of 
jefolution. 

The battel began in a place call’d Cabami- Fight at- 
tan, by the enemys skirmilhes, who trufted in CabamW 
the great.number of their foldiers, which far tan * 
furpafs’d that of the army of Timur: but thefe 
men did not long continue in this difpofition ; 
for Timur, without ftirring from his poft, let 
fly his arrows againft the enemys with fucfa skill, 
that there was no tone who advanc’d that returned. 

Timur’s horfe at length began the general 
fight with iuch a terrible cloud of arrows, 
that they darken’d the sky, and flew the moft 
forward of the enemys. 

Then Timur, follow’d by his foldiers fword 
in hand, broke thro the oppofite wing of the 
enemy with fo much vigor, that he did not give 
’em time to make the firft difeharge of their ar¬ 
rows; the fury with which he rufll’d into the

V/yw' into ’em, that they were foon put iirtodiforder r 
and as on the other hand Hufieifl was fighting 
at the head of his men with Bikidgek, never was 
a battel fought with fo much fttry, nor fo bravely 
fuftain’d. The (laughter of fo many men ex- 
eeed«jgly.fatigu ? d our warriors, but at the fame 
time very much heighten’d their courage in ex¬ 
citing their revenge. If Timur charg’d the 
enemys with fo much fury at the beginning of 
the fight, in the end he behav’d himfelf with 
greater bravery; for being fecomfed by his fob 
diers, W'ho were animated by his example, he 
rulh’d on the enemys oneach fide, bearing doWft 
all before him: he at length drove, the firft rank 
upon the fecohd, which coed not fuftain the 
flrength of our men, enconrag’d by the ihdefe- 
tigable valor of Timur. -*/ 

At the feme time this prince made a great 
-cry to excite his foldiers againft thofe who fled'; 
they purfu’d ’em with their lances, deftroying 
all who fell into their hands: they wouM never 
have been weary of (laughter, if Timur had 
not commanded ’em to defift, and to advance 1 to 
the right, to charge the rear of the troops com¬ 
manded by Bikidgek and Tocatmur: "thefe prin¬ 
ces fought with extraordinary intrepidity, and 
by their valor render’d the ifiue Of the battCl 
doubful; but when they were attack’d on both 
fides, how bravely foever they behav’d thera- 
felves, and notwithftanding the number of their 
troops, they coed not withftand the courage 
of Timur, their foldiers being conftrain’d to 
give way to his ftrength, and follow the exam¬ 
ple of their companions, efpeciaUy when they 
faw the braveft of their leaders expire; as 
Doumfit, colonel of the regimeitt of Behrin ; 

Tchanpo, 
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Tchanpo, a favorite of the grand Can, whom Chap.io. 
the foidiers regarded as the only fupport of their 
valor; The-general Tocatmur caus’d no lefs con- 
ftematien in the army by his death ; as well as 
Biki, brother of the great general Bikidgek. Do- 
let Chah, and two other princes of the blood, 
encreis’d by their death the affliction of the fol- 
diers. Thus at length this army, fo formidable for 
its number, was entirely defeated by a hattdfal 
of men, if compar’d with the great number of 
the enemy. 

The •emptefor Elias Coja Can, the princes Bt- 
krdgek, Extender Aglen, Mir Hamid, Joffef 
and <Goija Jofef, were made prisoners: but the 
natural generolity of the Tnrks w as of fervice 
to*he emperor of the Getes; for he was known 
by fome foldiers of Timur’s army who had ta- 

acquainting their commanders with it, fet Elias 
and Bikidgekon ’em, vftio^fled£ and alone fav’d 
themfelves. 

Trmwmafdi’d atl night thro by-ways to the 
river Yam, to binder the retreat of thofe that 
fled, of whom there were at that place fo great 
a number flain, that the water of the river was 
red wrth their blood ; and in the mean time he 
-fent the Emirs Yakou and Sfcifeddin towards

Timor immediately held a Council with Mir 
Hufltsin and Chir'Behraa; after which they de¬ 
parted with: all hafte to overtake the reft of the 
enemys that were fled, and especially the grand 
Can and Bikidgek : they pafs’d the Sihon at Co- 
gende, and went to dncfcmp before the city of 
* E a Tadh- 
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|)ook I. Tafchkunt e . Here God mix'd bitternefs wif(t 
their profperity 4 thefe princes fell lick, but their 
ficknefs did not endure long, for they were cur’d 
at the arrival of the, illuftrious princefs Olijfi 
Turcan, who came from a Kichlac, or winter- 
quarters. ; 

Timur then refolv’d to'return home, and re- 
pafs the river at Cogende. Having a delire tq 
hunt, h,e had a vaft, trad of, land encompafs’d 
by men ; the Emir Huflein did the fame in the, 
plain of Dizac: they follow’d this diverfion, for. 
many days, and then return’d to Samarcand,, 
which they enter’d in a magnificent manner j 
which was very agreeable to the people, whq 
expe.de d from, thefe princes a milder govern¬ 
ment than they had enjoy’d under the Getes, 


CHAP. XI. 

The ajfemhly of the princes convened, by ’Timtir 
and the Emir Hajfein , in which they elevar : 
ted Cabulchah Aglen to the dignity of grand, 
Can. 

A FTER the famous vidory over the Getes, 
Tranfoxiana and Turkefkm were deliver’d 
from tyranny: but our princes were iri great: 
danger from the fmaill deference the lords paid 
’em ,• for all thofe who had had any hand in 
the defeat of the Getes, wou’d have fet them- 
felves upFor fovereigns, and.been independent 
in their provinces : and-they flatter’d themfelmi

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the'more in this defign, in that they imagin’d Chap.xi. 
they had fufficient ftrength to do it. This difc t/'YNil 
order oblig’d Timur and Huffein, who had the 
grekteft authority, to convene a general affem- 
bly, to confider thorowly of the affairs of Hate; 
and what appear’d of moA confequence, was 
the choice of a grand Can. The two princes 
represented to ’em the indifpenfable neceffity of 
an empire’s having a head; and fhew’d, that 
without one it wou’d be impoffible to protect 
themfelves againft their enemys, and to preferve 
peace; becaufe if many princes had an abfolute 
command, every one wou’d ftrive to get the bet¬ 
ter of the others, and by this means there wou’d 
be continual wars, which wou’d entirely ruin 
the people who were under their protection. 

And that no one might refufe to fubmit to this 
chief, they refolv’d to ebufe one of the race of 
Genghiz Can, to preferve the antient cuftom of 
the kingdom: they therefore propos’d Cabul- 
chah Aglen 7 , 'who, that he might not incur 
the difgraces which commonly.happen to princes 
in great revolutions, had chofen a folitary life, 
and taken on him the habit of a Dervife, which 
they flripp’d him of, and put on him the royal 
mantle. Publicb rejoicings were then order’d 
to be made throout all the city of Samar- 
cand ; the people were feafted at the expence of 
the court, the grandees endeavor’d to appear 
magnificent by - diftributing gold and filver; 
every one drefs’d himfelf in his beft clothes j 
and the moft precious furniture, and richeft 
fluffs were hung out ,* conforts of mufick were 
heard every where, and nothing was fpar’d to 
make this feafl magnificent.

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Book I. The princes made Cabulcfaah Aglenafcend 
the throne, and prefented him with the royal* 
cup, according to the cuftona of the Turbid*.- 
kings : at length aH che princes in their turns 
bow'd nine times before him, as the chief of 
each tribe is oblig’d to do to the Can. 

After this ceremony they committed Haider 
prince ofAndcoud, who was in irons, into the 
hands ofZende Hacham, to put him to death; 
which -was accordingly executed the fame night*, 
to punifh him for the hoftilitys he had commit¬ 
ted againft our princes. 

Timur continu'd the feaft by a noble banquet,, 
with which he entertain’d Mir Huffein; and 
he thought himfelf the more oblig’d, in that the 
place of the affembly was in his own country, 
and that of his anceftors, and the other lord* 
were ftrangers. 

After this banquet Timur made confiderablo 
Title of P ye ^ ents t0 Huffein, as horfes, fwords, helmets, 
gaheb-Ca- a °d the fineft belts ; and to render the joy 
ran, i e. eompleat, Timur, to whom was given the fir- 
Heroof name of great, and Saheb-Caran, that is, the 
the a S e > horo of the age, propos’d to Mir Huflein, and 
Tumir'. 0 P r ' nce Oladgia Itou Aperdi, an old mao of 
great experience, to deliver out of prifcm Emir 
Ham'd, the lieutenant-general of the enemjs* 1 
»whofe father had always been his friend ; as al- 
fo prince Eskender his companion, who had 
been taken in the war. Huflein confented to 
it in complaifaace to Timur, againft the pro¬ 
verb, which fays, When the enemy. fade into yotft 
bands, put it out of his power to hurt you anothet 
time, left you repent of it- When Mir Huflein had 
departed for his hor-d and antient refidence at 
Saliferai, Timur fent the Emirs David and Sei- 
feddin to^ xeleafe Hamid and Eskender Aglen 
frpm their confinement, with order to pay 
j t 'pm 
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’em all the civilitys imaginable, and to briqg Chap.12. 
them back ; but Bayazid and Aimed, .in whole 
hands the prifoners were, had no fodner per¬ 
ceiv’d the two meffeagers at a diftance, than 
tliey imagin’d that they came with orders to 
put Hamid to death ; but to fave them the 
trouble, one gave him a great blow with a 
club on his head, and the other cut it. off: 
thus died the Emir Hamid lieutenant-general 
of the Getes. When the Emir Huffein had ad¬ 
vice of it, he faid that the a&ion ofthefervant 
was greater than that of the mailer ; and fent 
an ambaflador to demand Eskender 4 glen bis 
private enemy, who was fent to him, aud put 
to death. 

Our. princes Said at their relpe&ive habita¬ 
tions all the winter: their affairs were in fo 
good a condition, that they could not at that 
tune defire more profperity than they enjoy’d. 


CHAP. XII. 

The battel of Lai , or of the Jloughs. 

T HIS profperity did hot continue long ; 

for at the beginning of the fpriug news 
was brought that the Getes had rais’d another 
army, and that they were marching towards 
Tranfoxiana. Timur lent advice of it to the 
Emir Hufffin, who order’d Poulad Bouga, Zen- 
debachem, and Malek Behader, to put them- 
felVes at the head «f their troops, and tp march 
forthwith to Timur, who had already rais’d 
an army. Immediately after their arriyal he 
departed ,• and when they w ere got to the 
plain of Akiar, they review’d the troops, and

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Book I. ftaidfome time to refrefh the cavalry. They 
then departed'to meet rhe enemy, and after ha¬ 
ving pafs’d the Sihori at Cogende, they en¬ 
camp’d on its banks between Tachkunt and 
Tchinaz. Timur commanded his captains to 
fortify their quarters ; and the enemy’s fcouts 
Advanc’d when the Emir Huflein arriv’d with 
his army. He pafs’d the Sihon, and encamp’d 
in a place which was mark’d out for his troops* 
The enemy’s army encamp’d alfo on the- 
bank of the river at Ezam; for which v rea- 
fon our princes quitted their camp, and ad¬ 
vanc’d towards the Getes. The fcouts of the 
two armys were no fooner in fight, than 
they rang’d themfelves in order of battel. The 
Each wing Emir Huflein commanded the right wing ; his 
had its rear being led by Petlandgi Erlat, and his van- 
vanguard g Uarc j by Oladgia Itou Aperdi, and other brave 
«n rear. men 'j’imur, who was the foul of the army*, 
put himfelf at the head of the left wing; he 
gave the command of the rear to prince Sar 
Bouga, with the troops of Capchac, and of the 
Aglen was vanguard to Timur Coja Aglen; he kept the 
a !houfTof P r * nces Yakou, Seifeddin, Mourad Berlas, and 
Gen-hiz many other valiant men near his perfon. They 
Can* march’d in this poflure to attack the enemy’s 
army, commanded by the emperor Elias Ojji 
Gan. Timur’s foldiers were full of preemption 
and vanity, becaufe they had not only once be¬ 
fore conquered this very enemy, tho he was fu- 
perior to ’em, and better, provided, but becaufe 
they themfdves were now pofleft of thofe 1 ad¬ 
vantages. But for this their pride they were 
punifh’d, that the obfervation might be verify^, 
The day will be unfortunate to the army which depend*, 
upon the multitude of its foldiers. God permitted 
the Getes, who in the battel of Cabartatan 
were defeated, notwithftanding- their. grtst 
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number, to get the advantage in this, tho they Ghap.iz. 
had by far the fewer troops. They us ? d for t/VV 
this purpofe a ftratagem which is faid to have 
been taught ’em by a famous magician. 

It is commonly believ’d, that the ftone call’d Virtue of 
Gedi fteep’d in water at a certain hour, has ,he ftot » e 
3. power to change ■ the air, to produce wind, 
rain and thunder, and terrible hurricanes ; to 
which ftone the Getes, being fatisfy’d of their 
weaknefs, had recourfe. However that be, fb 
great a tempeft was rais’d, that the world 
feem d ready to fall into its original chaos: it 
rain’d fo exceffively, that it look’d like the de¬ 
luge ; many thunderbolts fell, and the lightning 
and the noife of the thunder aftonilh’d th£ moft 
fearlefs : the earth cou’d no longer be diftin- 
guifh d from the lea ; horfes and oxen fwam in 
the water; the feet of the horfes of our army, 
which were the beft in Alia, were ftuck fo far 
in the mire, that the skin of their bellies was 
peel d oft j. this exceffive moifture caus’d at 
length an Efterca, a cruel diftemper, which Efterca, a 
flackens the nerves, renders the limbs paralytic, **- 
and corrupting the flefh, dries it up, that in a ! on f in § <a 
manner nothing appears but the bones and 0 " es ’ 
nerves. 

The enemys, to prevent the ill effefts their 
ftone wou’d produce, had provided themfelves 
with good felts, with which they cover’d their 
camp, perfonsand horfes; and they had prepa¬ 
red canals to carry the water off: whilft ours 
were reduc’d to a miferable condition; their 
clothes becoming extremely heavy, and the horfe 
being more embarafs’d than the foot. 

When the rain was over, their bad condition 
did not hinder their advancing, and they at¬ 
tack’d the enemy with an heroic valor; but 
the Getes, whom the rain and tempeft hadfcarce

Book I. diforder’d, mounted on frefh horfes, and welU 
arm’d, receiv’d our army with a brisknefs fo 
much greater than that of our men, that our 
foldiers were oblig’d to fly ; and there were 
terrible cries in both armys. Then Timur, 
who faw he muft either die /hamefully or fight^j 
tam’d himfelf about, and crying out to his foK 
diers to come to him, found himfelf infenfibljd 
in the middle of the enemy’s right wing. As 
his men were furrounded by ’em, there was 
the moft terrible daughter that was ever known; 
blood flow’d in little rivers, and the dead bow 
dys of both lides' fell promifcuoufly over one > 
another, both friends and enemys, without 
knowing who.were conquerors. The rules of 
war were not obferv’d ; every thing was in con* 
fiifion, and everyone of the foldiers had been) 
flain in the heat of the battel, if by an unexr’t 
pe&ed accident, Chem Coun Nevian, brother of 
the Emir Hamid, who commanded the righfo 
wing of the enemy, had not been flain : £o*3 
Timur being about to give him a blow' with 4 
his ax, this prince, who was one of thfl 
moft valiant of the Getes, fenc’d oft the blottte 
with his buckler, but as he was riling up to 
ftrike Timur with his fabre, he was pierc’d with) 
lance by prince Yakou Berlas. 

The emperor Elias Coja Can had no foooqh 
beard of the misfortune which happen’d to his 
general, than he retreated; and his foldiers who. 
faw him fly, defpairing of the yi&ory, fled afi tyu 
him: but Timur and his men puffo’d them, and 
did notceafe the (laughter tin their horfes fell 
under them, not able any longer to bear the fa¬ 
tigue ; whilft the enemy’s horfes, which had 
not fuffer’d thro the tempeft and floi^hs, were 
fwifter and fled. But if we had the viftory on 
one fide, we were beaten on the other; for the 

left 
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left wing of the enemy fell fo briskly on Petland- Ckap.u. 
gi and Zendehachem who commanded the van v/vxj 
of our right wing, that they approached, the 
Emir Huflein, whofe guards being furpriz’d, fled 
in diforder, notwithftanding the courage of Chit 
Behram and Poulad Bouga, who on this occa- 
fion gave marks of the greateft valor . Hadgi. 

Bfi loft no ground, but briskly attack’d the 
captains Ferhad and Drone Timur with their 
regiments, who began to give way ; but prince 
Chamfeddin unexpe&edly came to their afliftance 
with a great fquadron, which not only pre¬ 
vented their flight, but beat back Hadgi Bei: 
the fight was bloody, and the enemys were 
triumphing, when Timur, who perceiv’d the 
diforder, arriv’d with feventeen companys, and 
fell upon Chamfeddin, who was not able to 
fuftain the attack, but loft ground and fled. 

Thefe advantages gave the Emir Huflein an 
opportunity to rally his guards. Timur feat 
JBtehader his aide-de-camp to him, to defire him 
to advance, and to tell him that if they brisk* 
ly attack’d the enemy, he wou’d no longer be 
able to refill: but this prince, either thro jea- 
loufy of the great a&ions of our hero, or thro 
prefumption, refented the meffage of Behader, 
abus’d him, and beat him oft his horfe. Ti- 
mnr who perceiv’d they had fo good an oppor¬ 
tunity of overcoming, diftembled his refentment, 
and lent to him afecond time Haradiand Malek 
who belong’d to him ; but he treated them as 
he had Behader, “ Have l fled? faid he cq 
“ them i why then doth he prefs me to ad- 
“ vance l Whatfoever happens, whether we 
“ conquer or are conquer’d, none of you fliall 
“ feve himfelf from my hand.” Malek and 
Hamdi return’d in a great paffion, and Timur 
ypx’d that the moft favorable opportunity lhou’4 

b? 
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Book I- be loft thro the caprice of the "Emir Huflein, 

j/Y\j refolv’d to be reveng’d : he teas’d from attack¬ 
ing the enemy ; and as the two wings of both 
armys had been reciprocally routed, and had; 
taken each others place, they encamp’d wheife- 
they were at that time, with defign to give 1 
fome refrelhment to the foldiers during the 
night, after the exceffive fatigue of the day. In 
the mean while the Emir Huflein recover’d 
from his ill humor, fent feveral mefl'ages to Ti¬ 
mur, to intreat him to come and fee him ; but 
this prince, weary with his manner of a<5Hmj|f 
refus’d to go. '** 

The found of the trumpet Kerrena 1 wa¬ 
king the foldiers before morning, every one 
prepar’d himfelf to continue the fight. The 
two parties fell upon one another with 
great cries, mix’d with a confus’d noife of 
drums and trumpets, and the vifiory w r as not 
long in fufpence: the army of the Getes fled, 
and Timur and his men purfu’d ’em, and in 
the purfuit perceiv’d the ftandard of prince 
Chamfeddin, who was feparated from the 
and came with a great number ; fo our men 
abandon’d the fugitives, and turn’d towards the 
white ftandard : but the enemys, as foon as they' 
perceiv’d the 1 enfign, rally’d and return’d to thi 1 
charge* The combat was bloody, and at lengfifi? 
our men were vanquish'd ; the Getes had trej 
viftory, and oblig’d us to turn our backs. Feat" 
caus’d a great number of our men to perifh in the 
Houghs and marfhes. The enemys in the pur¬ 
fuit of the reft killed a great many, and there 
remain’d flain in the field of battel more than

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tep: thonfand of our men. This famous battel Chir^r* 
of Lai, that is to fay, of the.floughs, happen’d 1/ySJ 
on the firft of Ramadan, in the year of the An.Dom.

tenth of the trine celeftial conjun&ions was in Mo S* The

I mention this circumftance only for the per- 
fe^ion of this hiftory, and not to infer that ac¬ 
cidents are caus’d by the influences of the hea¬ 
venly bodies : on the contrary, J believe there 
are no influences nor accidents in nature, of 
which God. is not the difpofer and primary 
author. 


CHAP. XIII. 

The Retreat ofTmar-Rec and Huffein. 
Sdmarcdnd befieg'd by the Getes. 

A Fter this gresLt defeat, the princes arriv'd 
at Kech, where they did not think them- 
felves fufficiently fecur’d. againft the Getes, 
who yet purfu’d them ; they therefore refolv’d 
to pafs the Gihori, every one with the troops 
of his hojrd : the £mir Huflein told Timur that 
it was proper he fbiou’d do the fame with his 
fajpily and troops j but this prince anfwer’d 
him, that the other princes might' do what they 
pleas’d, but that he was not of that mind, and 
that, his temper \you’d not fufter him to aban¬ 
don his country to the tyranny Of barbarians j 
that he wou'd rally as many troops as he was able, 
and jinarch againft the enemys and if fortune 
oppos’d hiruj he fhou’d neverthelefs have the 
glory of dying in defence of his fubje&s.' 
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The htfiory of Trmur-B’ec. 

The Emir Haffein went to Saliferai, where 
he made his men crofs the Gihon, and retir’d 
with ’em by by-ways to Cheberto; from 
whence he feat fpys to the places round about 
to learn news of the Getes, that he might fly 
into India on the firft advice of their ap¬ 
proach. 

As foon as the Emir Huffein was departed 
from Kech, Timur neglefted no opportunity of 
levying troops ; his good conduft, and the af¬ 
fection of the people towards hrtfr, was the rea- 
fon that he rais’d feventeen cbmpanys: he font 
Timur Coja Aglen to command the halfxff thrtfe 
troops, and order’d Chaourehi and Abbas Beha- 
der to carry forage to Samarcand, and raife 
other troops there.' Bflt Chaourchi ftaid in the 
way to drink hard of fome of the beft wifl^: 
this liquor, which makes many men courageous 
and generous, difpiritssd him even to exteffc; 
he told David Coja and Hindoucha, that Ti¬ 
mur had a defign to feize ’em, and to fend 
’em to the Emir Huffein to be put to cksMh, 
Upon this thefe two captains were afraid; af»d 
fled in hafte to the Getes, which Was a great 
lofs to Timur ; the others continu’d their road, 
and met at Kukeng a party of the army of the 
Getes, commanded by Kepec Timur, fbtf'of 
Oluk Tocatmur, and by the captains ChiraQal 
and Inkirfac fon ofHadgi Beij ours were fur- 
priz’d and entirely defeated, with the four or 
five companys who remain’d with ’em. 

Timur foon receiv’d advice of this frefh Ids; 
he well knew that his prolperity muft be at a 
ftand for fome time, and that there was no more 
likelihood of defending his country, to what* 
foever hazard he expos’d his life : for this rea* 
Ton he crofs’d the Gihon, and went for Balt, 
where he rally’d the troops of his Toman, and 
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the other troops of his country who' had fled 
thither. He alfo ■got together the Tcattans of 
-Kepec Can and Olaja Bouga Selduz, part of 
whom he fent to the river Gihon to guard the 
paflages, and to get information of what hap¬ 
pen’d there. Timur Coja A^len.arriv’d at this 
time, and he was ptmrlh’d for his bad condud 
•by a fine impos’d on him. 

■ In the mean while the army of the Getes siege of 
‘arriv’d at Samarcand, which at that time was SamarcaaJ 
without a citadel. Moulana Zade Samar- b y ,he 
candi, Moula Cardec Imam of Bocara, and Getes * 
Aboubeker Kelevi, men whofe probity and 
knowledg had acquir’d them an authority and 
power over the people, and who imagin’d the 
tyrannick government of the Getes wou ? d caufe 
an entire defolation of this city, undertook to 
defend it againft thefe barbarians. They re- 
prefented to the inhabitants by their pathetic 
fpeeches the miferys Which this infupportable 
tyranny had brought on them ; that what was 
to come wou’d be much worfe, becaufe of the 
particular aftedion the Getes imagin’d they 
bore to the princes of Tranfoxiatta ; that in 


this condition they ought to take arras to de¬ 
fend themfelves from the cruelty of thefe ty¬ 
rants, till it fhou’d pleafe God to grant the 
princes fuflicient ftrength to relift them. The 
inhabitants of Samarcand, who had a great ve¬ 
neration for their Imams, and love for their prin¬ 
ces, being defirous to take arms, were ealily per- 
fuaded to do fo : and without the princes at their 
head, they undertook to difpute with the Getes 
their entrance into the city : they fix’d chains 
crofs each ftreet, and every one arm’d hlmfelf, 
even from children of twelve years of age, to 
the oldeft men. The enemys ftrove feverai 
times to fhrprize the city ; they enter’d into 

the 
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book I. the fuburbs j but.they were always repuls’d with 
WV lofs ; and even the citizens made fuch vigorous 
fallys, that they beat back the Getes into their 
tents, chas’d them entirely out of the fuburbs, 
and kill’d a great number of them. But as this 
city was well peopled* and the inhabitants were 
not accuftom’d to the fatigues of war, 
became very dear; the artifan work’d no longer* 
and every one began to be tir’d with the fiegfe; 
infomuch that being reduc’d to the lalt ex(re- 
mitys, they had been conftrain’d to furrendgft 
if God had not deliver’d them on a fudden, frojty 
the evil which threaten’d them. The\e was a 
mortality among the horfes of the Getes,* .of 
Which there perifh’d three fourths, lb that they 
were at a lofs to get horfes for the couriers. 
This misfortune ruin’d their army, and difable^ 
them from continuing the fiege, fo that they 
were oblig’d to return home in a miferat^ 
condition, almoft all of’em on foot, with thsff 
quivers tied to their backs, and their fwor$ 
on their {houlders. The principal men of the 
city were fill’d with pride, becaufe the Getes 
were retir’d ; and attributed to themfelves* the 
glory of fuftaining the attack of fo great, an 
army, and even of having repuls’d it. More¬ 
over, they wou’d have refpeft paid ’em, and 
claim’d a fort of fuperiority over the reft: 
they at length form’d great partys, fpilt the 
people’s blood, and caus’d ftrauge diforders in 
the city, to maintain themfelves in their ufur* 
pation. 

On the other hand, Abbas Behader, whom Ti¬ 
mur had fent to the iron gate, to obferve the 
motions of the army of the Getes, return’d in 
all hafte to that prince. He gave him an ac¬ 
count of the miferable condition the enemyS 
were in, and reprefented to him at the fame 
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time the ftate of the inhabitants of Samarcand, Cb«p43. 
Who fuffer’d a great deal udder the tyranny 
of the ufurpers. When Timur, was inform’d 
of thefe things, he fertt in haftd to the Emir 
Huflein, to give him advice of them, and 
to invite him at the fame time to march thi¬ 
ther with his troops . 0/4 Huflein was ex¬ 
tremely well pleas’d with the news, and de¬ 
parted forthwith from Cheberto to Saliferai. 

Timur order’d all his family to crofs the Gi- 
hon, and fent ’em to Kech,Jiis ahtierit reli- 
dence. ' 1U ';' r ' 

This prince thert took hdrfe to meet p Huf- 
fein, which he did at the entry of the meadow 
of - Bacalan. They embrac’d each other, and 
having renewed their friendfhip, they promis’d 
to be more clofely united than ever. They 
had a long conference on what had already 
pafs’d, and What they had to do ; and they 
Concluded tdbe at Samarcand the beginning 
of the iprihg: Tiihur return’d, crofs’d the ,Gi- 
hon, and encamp’d at Carfchi. The name of Car- 
fchi was given to this city becaufe of the palace 
Kepec built two leagues a*d a half from Nak- 
cheb ', in the mogul language Carfchi, figni- 
fying a palace. Timuf pafs’d the winter therfe; 
during which time he built the citadel, which 
was finifh’d before the end of that feafori. ^

C H A P. XIV. 

Departure of the princes for Sa/Mrcand y and 
the diffenfion which happen'd hetweep 'em*.* 

T HE princes departed in the fpringfor Sar 
marcand; and as Toon as they were arriv’d 
at this capital pf Tranfoxiana, they; agreed on 
what was of moil importance ,• to wit, the par 
nifhment of the infolence oh the Serb©d a JSj who 
pretended to take upon ’em, the higheft ppfts, 
and had entirely confounded, both the ftate and 
religion, by the violences they had exercis’d. St 
Was refolv’d that they fliou’d feize on all theft 
petty tyrants; which was accordingly doaft 
The Emir Huffein, after having reproach’d, ’epjr 
for the horrid crimes they had committed, or¬ 
der’d their heads to be cut off, after thpir trial 
at Canighul, where the army encamp’d; info- 
much, that there remain’d only Itfoukna Z?4e, 
whom Timur fay’dj Jjjiroa motive of piety. 

After the princes hadi regulated the civil go¬ 
vernment of this city, reftor’d the.laws and the 
ordinary courfe <?f juftic® among the inhaMr 
tants whom the Serl^dals, had feduc’d,. Hwffein 
made known his reigning paflions. He faw 
himfolf at the height of™ his delires; and" at 
the fame tune difcoyer’d m ipfatiable avarice 
and meannefs of fpirit, which did not in the leaft 
fhew him to be the grandfon of the great Emir 
Cazagan. He employ’d all his care and autho¬ 
rity to heap up riches; and avarice had fo vafta 
# pofleffion of his foul, that he had no regard to 
honor or equity: and without confidering that 
\Piraur had as much or a greater lhare in the 

good 
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gobd or ill fuccefs of the wars they had been Chta.14 
engag’d in, he even ventur’d to tarx the dbtaef- trYNJ 
ticks of Titour: he exaiSed immenfe fum$ from 
the princes Yakou, Seifeddin, Acbouga, Eltchi, 
Behader, and Bolet Cha Balki. The battel of 
the Houghs, where tliefe princes loft their trea- 
fbre, and molt part of their baggage, had put 
’em out of a condition tofatisfy him immediate¬ 
ly. AU they cou’d recover thro their induftry, 

■was not fufficient to aftuage his J thirft after 
rfchfes: but Timur furhi/h’d ’em With enough to 
iflafce up the great fum they were tax’d at; and 
ais this prince had not a' fufttcient quantity of 
rtady-money, he gave ’em even the necklaces 
add ear-rings of the princefs Olajai Turcan his 
wife. Huflein- receiv’d ail they brought him j 
hefaw, among the reft, his fitter’s jewels; and 
hdhad arfbul bafe enough’tb forget the daty bfa 
brother, and not to refufe ’em. After having 
fix?d apriceort ’em, heexamin’d whether they had 
intirdy paid the tax, and found there yet remain’d 
three thoufand dinars ’ unpaid:. this ungene¬ 
rous prince demanded’em, and Timur gave his 
own horfes to'fatisfy him. Huflfein wou’d not 
afccept ’em; but he faid he wou’d go to Saliferaf, 
ffdm whence he muft fend' a' fum of money tt> 
Carezem, there to demand in' marriage the 
daughter of Huflein Soft, and that he wou’d 
wait for the remainder of what Was due. Hb 
was no fooner depatjed, thin Timur rais’d' the 
fom atj^ech, which he font.him. 

THefe aftions gave the - Elmir Huflein a' bad 
reputatidh ; but the fear the people were in, 
beCaufe of the union between him and Timur, 
triade ’em diflehibie' it: neverthelefs, the aver- 


fion 
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Book I- fion which the principal lords bore to hint was 
fo great, that they refolv’d to ufe all their ef¬ 
forts to difunite ’em; and after having humbled 
the haughtinefs of Hulfein, they propos’d to 
themfelves to give the abfolute power to Timur, 
who was of a fweet temper, had a generous 
foul, noble pafllons, and, in fine, every virtue 
that was necelfary to the forming of a great 
prince. But as the fun never (hews itfelf till the 
liars have difappear’d, Timur cou’d not arrive 
at that pitch of greatnefs deflin’d for him, with¬ 
out the ruin of Hulfein. The Emir Moulfa Ali 
Dervis, fon of Bajazet Geiair, who was his 
wife’s brother, and Ferhad, to break the union 
of the princes, made ufe of an artifice, firft 
thought of by Ourda Catoun, a princefs be¬ 
longing,to the feraglio of Turme-chirin Can, 
wliofe daughter, the mother of Ali Dervis, 
was ally’d to .the Emir Hulfein : they w'rote 
a letter to him full of fallhoods; the particulars 
of which were, that Timur, offended-at thq 
grand Can and him, had fought means to re¬ 
venge himfelf by an open war; and that he was 
fo far refolv’d on it, that he had already began 
to make preparations, which wou’d no fooner 
be finilh’d, than he will make known his deligns 
by divers hoftilitys. This letter was given to 
Hulfein, who read it, and at the fame time 
fhew’d it to Can Cabulchah Aglen. They im¬ 
mediately fent men to Timur to be inform’d of 
the truth from himfelf, and to defire him to 
come to Samarcand to Ourda Catoun, with thofe 
who had given him advice of it, that being 
brought face to face the truth of the things afr 
lerted might more eafily be brought to light. 
Timur, who not fo much as thought of what 
he was accus’d of, took horfe without fear, or 
ufing any precautions, and went to Samarcand ; 

but 
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but the Emir Mouffa and Air Dervis having 
notice of his arrival, abandon’d the intrigue, 
and fled to Cogende, for fear of coming to dis¬ 
honour. This was enough to per (bade Huffein, 
and the reft, that Timur had no hand in the 
confpiracy : but it had a very different effect 
with regard to Huffein. Timur, whd by his 
long familiarity with him, knew what his heart 
was capable of, and how jealous he was, Since 
he believ’d what was contain’d in this falfe let¬ 
ter, did not doubt his having a conftant fufpi- 
cion of him, and that there,wou’d be continual 
quarrels between ’em ; he therefore thought it 
prudent for him alfo to be miftruftful of the E- 
mir Huffein, to avoid the dangers which might 
happen. He ferioufly confider’d how he fhou’d 
for the future deal with a prince whofe proceed¬ 
ings were fo unaccountable, and who had Shewn 
fo much bafenefs and avarice. The Emirs on 
the other hand were extremely difcontented 
with Huffein, becaufe of the tax he had im¬ 
pos’d on ’em, and were continually endeavouring 
to deliver themfelves.from flavery. 

One day* in a conference with ’em, this prince 
open'd his heart to ’em; and after having tefti- 
fy’d his refentment of the tyrannical addons of 
Huffein, he declar’d his intention to remedy 
this evil. Chir Behram and Bdhram Gelair, 
who, for fear of difpleafing Timur, never dar’d 
to difcover the mortal hatred they bore to Huf¬ 
fein, becaufe of the firm alliance between thefe 
two princes, then took off the mask, and ac¬ 
quainted Timur with the unanimous defign tif 
3ll the princes; which was founded on their 
pfturance that Huffein did not ad faithfully with 
any of 'em. They declar’d to him they were 
alt refolv’d to break off with him, and to treat 
him for the future as an enemy; that he had 
F 3 dif- 
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Book I. diflerpbled in every thing; and if they did not 
foon bring an array into the field to give him 
battel, he wou’d begin fir ft with ’em-- Thefe 
princes were fo warm on this defign, and by 
their difcourfes fo heighten’d Timur’s difcon- 
tent againft Huflein, that they brought him to 
a refolution to mak,e war upon hinp. They en¬ 
ter’d into a treaty, and cpnfirm’d it by an oath; 
which imported that Chir Behram ihou’d gp to 
his principality ofCatlan, and there raife troops*, 
while Timur regulated the affairs of the army. 
Chir Behram carry’d with him an officer of Ti¬ 
mur’s, nam’d Adel, and left one of his own ,call’d 
Tacoja ; fo that when Adel came, Tacoja de¬ 
parted, and fo the two armys kept a conftanj; 
correspondence. Chir Behram arriv’d at Cat- 
lan; and as foon as he had rais’d troops, he led 
’em to a mountain fituated behind Terac, where 
he began many hoftilitys againft Huflein. But 
this politick prince by his artifices gain’d over 
to his intereft Chir Behram: he brought him 
from the mountain, ,on conditions fomewhat ad¬ 
vantageous to this faithlefs prince. Timur, 
when he had advice of it, wrote a letter to 
Chir Behram, to reproach him for his bafene^ 
and inconftaney: at the end of which he had 
thefe words; tc I pray God you may foon re- 
“ ceive from Huflein the punifhment of your 
“ faithleffnefs, when repentance will avail you 
“ nothing.” ' ■ 

Timur fail’d not to purfue his enterprise : he 
aflign’d troops to Behram Gelair, prince Yakou, 
And Abbas Behader; and fent ’em to Cogende 
to make themfelves matters of the hord of Ge¬ 
lair, and to feize on the Emir Moufa, and All 
Dervis the fon of Bajazet," whofe malice hap 
been the firft caufe of .this diforder: but thefe 
feditious men bad notice gf it, and fled. Beh- 

ram 
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ram got to geth er the hord of Gelair, and efta- Chap, 14. 
blifh d HlmlelF in his principality. 

After this expedition^ Timur being apprehen¬ 
sive how diffiCillt it Was to fcxfricate hirafelf 
out of this trQubfefom affair of attacking the 
Can and the Emir Hufiein at the fame time, 
took horfe wltfi thofe who were of his fide ; 
and after living put to death the men belong¬ 
ing to Ali DerVis, he march’d with his houlhold 
and troops reward's Gete. 

Whilff Timur was gone to Samarcand to raife 
troops, the Emirs Soliifian and Chaourchi, who 
were acceflary to the difeord between the two 
princes, came over from Hulfein to him; and 
prince Refer Yefouri being dead, Ali his bro¬ 
ther, Elias, and Hadgi Mamut Chah, came 
With the troops of the hord'of Yefouri to fub- 
mit themfefves to Timur. This prince made 
Cara Hendouke Berlias governor Or Saritarcand 
during his abfence; after which he took horfe 
to return. But Hendouke prov’d faithlefs to 
him, and' went over to' Hulfein, whilft Cara 
Joan, who found himfelf not in a capacity to 
govern, feem’d to have loft all his courage. 

Whilft Timur was gone from his palace to Death of 
recruit his troops, the princefs Olajai Turcan T !™ ur ’* 
Aga^ his wife, ay’d. He Was very much affile- W1 e " 
ted at this lofs, and on this occafion diftributed 
great alms among the poor of the country. The 
Emir Hulfein was the more touch’d at this mif* 
fortune, in that it was doubly fatal to him, 
fince, in lofing his lifter, Timur was difingag’d 
from his alliance, and the regard' and friendlhip 
which that princefs had kept up betwixt ’em, 
was now drffol/d. 
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CHAP, XV. 

Timur rBec brings an army into the field 
againjt Emir Huffein. 

I N the autumn of the year of the Hegira 767,5 
Timur having rais’d an army, confifting of 
the moil valiant men of the empire, in order t<r 
oppofe the Emir Huffein, gave the command 
of the vanguard to prince Seifeddin, and direc-, 
tecjf him to march without interruption. Huf¬ 
fein, whofe artifices had fucceeded fo well with 
regard to Chir Behram, as to bring hiin over 
to his obedience, imagin’d he cod’d do the fame> 
by Timur; on'which account he fent to hin^ 
Malek Behader and Abdalla Pirauw'ith a treaty, 
ready drawn up, after the moft enticing manner.; 
He put Timur in mind that he had always de-, 
fir’d to cultivate a good underftanding with him; 
that they had been concern’d together in the* 
ihoft dangerous affairs of the empire; that their 
union had been the caufe of their fuccefs; that 
they were now lifted up above their equals; andj 
that it was time they /hou’d both enjoy theiri 
grandeur: in fine, he befought him entirely* t^J 
confide in this'treaty, and not to fuffer jealouS|(W 
to take poffeffion of hjs heart. Malek and 
dalla arriv’d at Ifoun, where the array of Timur 
was encamp’d, after having, pafs’d the iron, 
gate; who having firft paiji their refpeds to hiraj 
they prefented him with the treaty of the Emirj 
Huffein, and'then fu’d for peace. But Timur, 
whofe fortune feem’d to be in the difpafah of 
providence, told ’em he ought to give no more 
credit to the words qf Huffein than to the eaft- 

wind, 
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^rind t and he wou’d not regard what hisambaf- Cfeap.15. 
fadors faid. However, this overture of peace 
was of ill con&quence to Timur; 1 for the Yofou- 
rians had fo little thoughts of fucceediog, that 
their uneafinefs made them refolve to defort 
Timur. 

At this time the princes Abbas and Yakou 
went to Cogende with Beliram Gelair. Be¬ 
ing arriv’d, a council was held upon the affair 
of the Yefouriaosi; and it was unanimoufly re- 
folv’d to fecure the chiefs of that people, who had 
enter’d into a confpiracy to change their mafter: 
but Timur oppos’d it, and told ’em, that in fo 
happy a conjuncture violence and indignation 
fhou’d have no part in his a&ions, and that it 
wou’d be an injury to his glory and reputation, 
becaufe when the reft of the people /hall hear 
of the ill treatment us’d towards thefe men, they 
wou’d no longer continue under his protection ; 
that it was neceffary that moderation fhou’d be 
the bafis of a riling monarchy, and that his 
throne fhou’d be eftablifh’d on the pillars of 
juftice and goodnefs. 

After this difcourfe, which gain’d the hearts 
of all the captains, he order’d that they fhou’d 
behave themfelves courteoufly towards the Ye- 
fburians ; whom having permitted to return 
home, he went to encamp at Carfchi. 

Huffein, who had raised the beft troops he was 
able, march’d with Chir Beliram, and brought 
with him the princes Mobarekchah and Mehe- 
med Beyan Selduz, who had a great friendfhip 
fcf Timur ? but as the army of Huffein had 
join’d ’em, they were oblig’d to go with him. 

Huffein, not being content with having a Huffein 
great army, wou ? d again make ufe of artifice f/J‘ r £ k 
and impqfture to bring over Timur. He fent p° ace 
to him his treafurer Refer with an alcoran, and ofTimur. 

a 
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Book L a letter, wherein he told him he had taken an 
oath on that hook to give him a foil account of 
the truth in his letter ; the contents whereof 
were as follow. 

“ The mifunderftanding between us will ia- 
“ fallibly end in the ruin of the ft ate, and the 
tc mifery of the people. I know you are a prince 
“ of a iweet temper,* that you have excellent 
“ difpofitions; that you love the muffulmanS; 
“ fhew a great deal of goodnefs to your fubje<£ts i ‘; 
“ and by confequence ought not to approve of 
“ what is doing. For my part, I think i t ad- 
“ vifable that my army lhou’d ftay atGegana, 
“ and yours at Cazana; and that we have a con- 
<e ference together, accompany’d by a hundred" 
(t men only, in Chekitchec, t where we will 
“ renew our friendfhip, and confirm our formef 
“ union by folemn oaths; fo that hereafter in- 
te cendarys fhall not be able to find means of 
“ fowing diffenfion among us: for the nation^ 
“ can never enjoy reft till there is a hearty* 
" agreement between us.” * 

. When Timur had read the letter, he prefentlf 
knew it was a trick of HulTein, and look’d upon 
his promife only as an artifice: but as all the 
princes thought it better to have peace than war, 
provided Huflein afied with fincerity, he con-' 
fented to what was propos’d; and leaving the army 
at Cuzar, he took only three hundred men for his 
guard, who were the braveft he cou’d chufe, 
and who had always fhewn themfelves faithful’to 
him, defigning to leave two hundred of ’em-' at 
Dehno for fear of a furprize, and then to marfh^ 
with one hundred only to Chekitchec, the place! 
of interview. 

In the mean while the Emir Huflein put to 
death Chir Befcram in Neveudac, according to 

the 
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the prediction pf Timur ; for the words of great Cte] 
na^u are oftep thp praples of fife. x S r ) 

The Emir Ifuflein did opt fail ip preparing tp 
PMt his artifice in execution ; and without rp- 
gard to his oaths, or the yenpratiop doe jo the 
alporan, on which 'he had lwprp, he difpatch’d 
^ith great expedition three thpufand chofen meq 
tp furprize Timur. 4 peafant, whp bad for¬ 
merly bepn a doraeftipk of this prince, fled from 
the reft of the tropps, and came with al) hafte 
tp give Timpr advice of it, whom he found al¬ 
ready arriv’d at Dehno. An officer nam’d Beh- 
ram, who hap no talent in politicks, was by ill 
luck plac’d as a centinel at the gate of the pa¬ 
lace, to whom die peafant immediately ^dte«*’4s 
Kjmfplf; but this filly fellow wou’d give no cre¬ 
dit to what he laid, and imagin’d this new a 
wou’d difpleafe the prince, becaufe a peace was 
actually op the anvil: he even beat the peafant, 
and fent him away without mentioning to Ti- 

S ur whathad been fold him. In the mean while 
uflein’s horfe, who made great hafte, arriv’d 
very fowl in the morning at that quarter ,* anA 
Timur had already taken horfe with his hundred 
men to go tp the place of rendezvous. JJe was 
very near it, when he had advice of the treachery-, 
of fluflein, and the arrival of this troop : nevcr- 
tjhelefs he^dvanc’d ; apd when be had got into 
the middle of the ftraits of Haram, he plac’d 
his men in ambpfcade, to render the paflage the 
more difficult to the enemy, add to oppofe ’em 
with advantage.. The enemy arriv’d, and there 
were great crys on both fM es . >. tjhp arrows fell 
like hail, and the fight wa.s bloody. Hulfein’s 
men finding themfelves in a place which was nay-, 
row, and ill-difpos’d (or fighting, ftop’d, iogive 
Timur an opportunity to draw pff; then they 
purfu’d him, and all he cow’d do, was to retreat

iSY\) to purfue him any farther, where the" two bran¬ 
ches of the river of Chekedalic join. K 

In the mean while the news of Hdifein’s arti¬ 
fice was brought to Cuzar; and the army, who 
imagin’d ail hopes were loft, difpers’d themfelves 
Timur, v ith the few men he had left, went to 
Cuzar, where he learnt this fad news ; at which 
turn of fortune he was not daunted. But having 
return’d thanks to God, he came to Carfchl, 
where he held a council with the princes; in 
which it was refolv’d to fend the ladys to Ma- 
can, and thence to the confines of the country 
of Senger, the people whereof had always been 
faithful to Timur; to their care he trufted the 
princeffes, and was very well contented they 
fhou’d be fent away, that he might the bettet 
carry on the war. The princes alio refolv’d that 
they fhou’d rendezvous with their troops at 
Ifaac’s well, in the neighbourhood of Bourdalic; 
Every one departed at the fame time for his own: 
country, where he levy’d troops, and made all 
Hbceffary preparations, while the ladys went tq, 
Macan. 

The next day the army of Huffein arriv’d* 1 at 
Carfchi, and the Emirs Mouffaand HindoucHah 4 
made themfelves matters of the fortrefs which 
Timur had builtthere. Timur came*to Ifaafi 
well, where he waited for his fronds and cfficds® 
who arriv’d there one after another; aud when 
they were all got together, they departed for 5 
Macan, crofs’d the Gihon, -and enter’d the de¬ 
fart. ’Timur fent to a|l the lords of Herat, and 
to Mehemed Youn Garbani, to know the ftate 
of their affairs. He encamp’d near the well of 
ChourStb till the return of thefe mefl’engers, which 
was two months after their fetting out: he aid* 
ftop’d^Il the caravans which came from Coraffa*

na to Tranfoxiana. When all the envoys were Chpp.i<f. 
return’d, by his orders it was rumour’d that the l/VN 
people of Rerat had fent for him, and that thefe 
envoys were ambafiadors of that coirntry : updB 
which he gave leave to the caravan%to depart.. 

He then took the road to Herat in then- prefence 
with all his men. The merchants arriv’d, at 
Carfchi, and/ail’d not to give out that they had 
feen Timur depart for Herat; which news the 
Emir Moufia believ’d, it being told by perfons 
dtimterefted, and who had feen him depart: for 
which reafon he went out of the fortrefs of 
Carfchi; and after hiving got together his 
troops, he march’d with feven thoufand. horfe 
to encamp at.Bimrac, with delign to go to # Uz- 
kunt. Malefc Behader, who corfimanded the 
five thoufand horfe Huflein had fent, went to 
Cuzar, and ftop’d at the hill of Carcachun, and 
' at Gonbedluli.

Several exploits of Timur, and intrigues of the 
princes. The march of Timur to Carfchi. 

W HEN Timur knew that the caravans were 
at fomediftance, he return’d immediately 
to the place he came from, where he ftaid as long 
as was needful for the caravans to get to Carfchi ; 
and then he refolv’d to revenge himfelf 'his 
enemys, tho he hid not above two hundred men. 
With this fmall number.he took the road to Calc¬ 
ic,hi ; in the neighbourhood of which city were 
iaooo horfe, with many princes and lords, whom 
the defire of fighting had brought thither: which 
renders the aftion of Timur the more remarkable,

^pho expos’d hiftifelf to To great a dagger with an 
Unheard of intrepidity. Tftefe are events which 
jpan can 1 no ways comprehend, and which ate 
only firtowtx to the divine being. t 
Timur^iarch’d afl night; and when he tvis 
cdme to the bank of the Gihon, he firft made 
his own horfe go into thte watet, and then was 
follow’d by forty more, who (watfc over. Th$r 
left the village Kufttr, that no one niight give 
notice of their arrival; and there procur’d barik, 
Which they fent to the othdr fide of the rivet, 
that the tefl of the troops might crois over. 

The prince Siorgatmich Aglen, the ptlffefc 
Daoud, chief of the hord' of Douglat, and 1 SB#- 
Band'of Cotluc Turcan Aga, eldeft lifter of Ti¬ 
mur ; the Emir Yakou BerlhS ; the Emir MliSid 
firlar, \yhd' efpous’d another ojf Timor’s fiftW#; 
the Emir Sar BdtJglt Gelair; Huflein Behade/; 
the Emir Seifeddin Nekur ; the valiant Abbas of 
Capchac; Acbouga Behader of the country of the 
Naimans ; and MamutchaK ol^ocara j wer'Cof 
the number of thefe men -whcfoccompany’d Ti- 
mi#. r Q 

' t ,, SLll thofe lords departed together, and arriv’d 
at Bourdaiic; at which place were the ambafla- 
dors of tlie Emir Mduffa, wKoih they feia’d: 
they enter’d into Bourdalic, where they flay’d 
till the next evening, when they continu’d thlir 
march, and in the night went doWrl to Old 
Fezed. The next day they block’d up the 1 pif- 
iage*, and lay in ambufcade: they flop’d all 
thop who came to draw water, but food aftfet 

I et’em go. In the-night they took horfe for 
-hirkunt. The Emir Yakou told ’em he thought 
it advifable to fail'upon the Emir Moufla duflng 
the nigKt; believing that if they cOu’d feizehis 
perfoO, they might make themfelveS maftefs' of 
the reft,jand do whatever they pleas’d. Bat Ti¬ 
mur 
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mur anfwer’d him, “ We are but>aft»alI .n^ffl- 
“ her; and if unhappily any accident befit! us, 
te we (hall be reduc’d to great extremitys : it-is 
tl better therefore to do nothing inconfiderately. 
“ Let every one ftay here, while I tttone go to 
“ Caefchi, where' I wilt ufe fiich precautions 
“ that I may not be ft*pr*z’d. Ifoall by this 
ft learn where one may beft enter the city, and 
“ obfetve what machines will be neceffary to 
“ make our-felves matters of a town of this 
“; importance.” Thus Timur wouM < do every 
thing himfeif, without depending 1 on the coni* 
dn& of his generate. He immediately,' with 
Mobacher and AbdhUa, tqgk horfe fbr Carfchi, 
and came down to the bank of the ditch futi- 
uouading the ckadel. As this ditch had much 
water, be gave thehorfesto Moobacher to take 
care aH, and'enter’d* up to-the knees in the aque*- 
duffc Teinavi, Which paflfts over the ditch, and 
conveys, water into-the citadel. He croft’d this 
current with AbdaFla^ who follow’d him every 
where ; and when they were arriv’d at the gaim 
which, looks towards Cuzar, Timur knock’d al 
it, hut they found it wall'd up. They weril 
round' the walls with great precaution, for fear 
of being difeover’d* and in order to find dot 
apart lower than* the-reft. Timur perceiv’d 4 
place, which, he tow’d Abdallah and which he 
thought proper to- ftx tjie ladder ■ againft. After 
this da&Qvery Timur* return’d by* the fame aqne*- 
dudfc, took borfe, and rede with aU'fpeedto his 
troops; with, whom he marched immediately for 
the taking of Carfchh He left forty three men 
to guard; the, horfes, and fent a Hundred’ to the 
walls with tbaje-fodders; which they had ; brought 
from Bourdali?; 1 who a|fo pafs'd by the aque- 
duft we mention’d; being conducted 1 by Abdallz, 
whilftyPimur remain’d'with’a hundred foldiers 
't at 
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at the gate, to watch the time when it fhou’d be 
open’d in the morning,., that he might enter the 
city. _ . 

Thole brave men who, according to Timur^i 
order, went to the foot of the walls, fix’d theif 
ladders at the place agreed on and fcaling tht 
walls, ran fword in hand to the gate, where 
finding the guards drunk and afleep in their mif- 
trefles arms, they put ’em all to the fword. Thi 
DervifeBuke broke the lock of the gate with hi$ 
battel-ax, and made way for Timur and his 
company to enter j who order’d the trumpets to 
found, and the foldiers at the fame time to run 
to the caftle, whickthey did with great crys« 
This ft ruck terror into every one ; and the inha*' 
bitants, who fufpe&ed nothing, being awak’d 
by the noife of the trumpets* thought there was 
an earthquake, or that the day of judgment was 
come. Timur, by his good condud:, made him* 
felf mailer of the city, while the troops feiz’d 
on the caftle, where they took the Ton of th* 
Emir Moufla prifoner with all his domeftickaj 
whom they bound, and call into prifons and pits. 
SMehemed Bei, fon of the Emir Mouffa, who 
afterwards was a confederate with Timur, be* 
ing then very young, directions were given for 
concealing him, in order to his efcape; that 
when he fhou’d get to his father, his army migfcf 
be intimidated, and difperfe. He went that, 
fame night to his father j but rhe army did not 
difperfe, as jvas expe&ed, becaufe the Emir 
Moufiafent immediately to Malek Bchader, t# 
give him notice of the city’s being furprizU 
Thefe two princes join’d their troops, and about 
noon befieg’d the city with 12000 hqrfe. The 
Emir Moufla, who was of the houfe of Taidgut, 
poftedjilmfelf before the gate of the city, and 
Malek Behader encamp’d with the troops of 
t the 
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$e Coronas over-againft the gate whjcjj looks Chap.itf. 
towards Cuzar, Timur himfelfrefolv’d to guard k/VVJ 
the gate of the city, and had for his lieutenant the 
EmirMouffa Bouga: he order’d the Emirs David 
and Muaid to defend the gate of Cuzar ; and 
affign’d to the Emirs Siorgatmich Aglen, Abbas, 

Huflein Behader, Acbouga and others, the care 
of the towers and walls. 

Tfre Emir Muaid Erlat made a Tally, in which 
he was the thirtieth man, and fell furioufly upori 
the befiegers (word in hand. In this rencounter 
he fought with fo great valor, that, in a manner, 
he eclips’d the great exploits of Rouftem and 
Esfendiar ' : he took fixty horfes from the enemy, 
after having kill’d the riders, and brought ’eld 
into the city, fighting all his way back. 

- In the mean while Durke Behader, who left 
the enemy, following the example of fortune, 
who had turn’d her back upon ’em, came into 
the city, and fubmitted to Timur. 

This prince had refolv’d the fame day to fatly 
out, and to make his enemys feel the ftrength of 
his arms’; but the Emir Seifeddin, who was 
skill’d in aflrology, and predicted ftrange things 
by geomaucy,, represented to him that it was 
not advifable to undertake any thing that day, 
becaufe the hour of nine tire next morning woii’d 
be more fortunate: his advice was taken, and 
the fally was’put off till next morning. On the 
befiegers fide Tizektchi Behader approach’d the 
gfte with two hundred men, who erefted their 
lances and bucklers in token of defiance; for 
which reafon they kept watch all night in that 
poft : but in the morning Ekchi Bouga ,and 
Akitmur let down the bridge, fallv’d out with 
fifty men, and fword in hand fell upon the be¬ 
fiegers, of whom they made a terrible flaughter. 

* Two famous heroes in the PerGan romances, to whom 
are attributed aftions altogether incredible. 
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Timur order'd, Alichah and Derviehec Ber- 
gougi, with twenty horfe, to relieve thefe foot, 
who then oppos’d as many horfe. They went 
accordingly, and gave great proofs of their va¬ 
lor and good fortune. 

On the enemys fide Tagi Bouga came to the 
attack with fword in hand ; but Akipmur ftop’d 
fiis paflage, and unhors’d him. > 

Among the cavalry of the Emir Mouffa there 
was a young Uzbec, exceedingly courageous, qp 
rather rath, who already imagin’d himfeif a coa- 
fiderable perfon: he prepar’d for the battel, took 
in his hand a great war-club, and advanc’d to 
fignalize himfeif by fome eminent action* 
Cazan Bouga boldly oppos’d him, and fell fo 
dexteroufly upon the young man, that he was 
not able to defend himfeif, whiUt Beaghi cut 
him crofs the body with his fword. 

The Emir Sar Bouga and Eltehi Behader 
fought briskly near the gate: they continually let 
fly a fhower of arrows on the enemys, and fo 
terribly gaul’d ’em, that victory declar’d herfell 
for the befieg’d. Fear got pofleflion of the ene- 
tnys hearts, who, to efcape the more expedi- 
tioufly, flung away their large bucklers, call’d 
Tour a; and covering their heads with their littje 
fllields, retir’d into the retrenchments they had 
made: but our men purfu’d ’em, and drove ’epl 
beyond their ftandards, chat they eou’d not fave 
tnemfelves; and fo they fled as well as they were 
able into the fuburbs. 


A body of a hundred men of the enemy, com¬ 
manded by Toukel, aflaulted the city on the 
other fide; and their foot ply’d their arrow* 
with fo much dexterity, chat they eonftrafofd 
pur foldiers to retire: but Titnfic fali/d out 
with fifteen horfe only, and inur’d foeft cou¬ 
rage- mo- fos mem Eltehi Bouga and' Behr*tf 

retwa!d 
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return’d to attack Toukel* who was fix’d behind Chap.id* 
a skirt of the wall, where he fought: Eltchi W*Y\J 
Bouga got upon the wall, and ftruck at him with 
his (word j but he avoided the blow, and fled; ; 

It happen’d about this time that one of our ® eatH d * 
foldiers of the regiment of Coraflana with his Schah 
fwdrd wounded Schah Behram, of which he died Behradlt 
fome time after. The good fortune of Timur, 

Join’d with the fear of the enemys, caused the 
Emir Mouffa, who was the principal author of 
this war, entirely to forfeit his reputation by 
flying with the feven thoufand horfe he com- 
tnanded, tho he Was refitted only by an handful 
of men, but who indeed were the rtioft valiant in 
all Afia. His foldiers were routed and difpers’d; 
fo that there remained only Malek Behader, 
who ftood his ground before the gate of Cuzaf 
With five thoufand men of the militia of the 
Coronas. Wherefore Timur march’d againft Him j 
but Malek no fooner perceiv’d him than being 
feiz’d with fear, he caft away his buckler, 
and fled into the camp at Gonbedluli. Ti- 
tnur purfu’d him; and Malek obfervfdg at a 
dittancethe cavalry of this prince, loft all his cou¬ 
rage, and fled again from that place, while his 
troops difpers’d. One can fearcely believe a mail 
fcapaWe of fuch intrepidity as to attack twelve 
thoufand horfej inur’d to war, and excited by 
a defire of revenge, with only two hundred for¬ 
ty three foldiers: it is true indeed, the latter 
fought only to attain glory. Thus Timur, thro 
the affiftance of heaven, took a city and a fof- 
trefs in two days and two nights only, made 
flaves of part of his enemys* pillag’d their goods* 
and intirely defeated ’em. 

The foldiers of Tiitftif enrich’d themfeives 
With the fpoils of the enemysj Whom they put- 
fd*d to a great diftance. Timur order’d the prirt^

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Book I. ces Yakou and Seifeddin to follow ’em'as far 

k/'VNJ as the defile in the mountain of Chikidgek, and 
to feize all the fugitives they fhou’d overtake. 
Then this prince, concern’d at feeing hi$ orders 
fo remifly executed, purfu’d ’em himfelf, the 
Emir Daoud marching before him. A hundred 
of the enemys horfe, who belong’d to the rear 
of the army, perceiving ’em, divided themfelves 
into two bodys. The left fell upon Eltchi Bou- 
ga, and made him turn his back, whilft the right' 
attack’d Timur, who not only fuftain’d the firft 
onfet, but even rufli’d on ’em with fo much vi¬ 
gor, that they gave way and fled; the bo¬ 
dy on the left, which had fallen upon Bou- 
ga, feeing the defeat of the other, fled alfo; 
and there remain’d many led-horfes, which were 
join’d to the other fpoils the victorious foldiers 
had taken from the enemys. 

Timur then perceiv’d Arzou Mule Aga, lifter 
of Bayazid Gelair, and wife of the Emir Mouf- 
fa, who fled with Malek Behader; he purfu’d 
her, and call’d to Malek to abandon her, and 
told him he wou’dfave his life, tho he deferv’d to 
lofe it. Malek laid hold on the promife of the 
prince, abandon’d the lady, and fled before: 
neverthelefs the ladys fled full ipeed, and Timur, 
who alone purfu’d ’em, had overtaken ’em, if a 
valet nam’d Achi&ar, who had a. bow and ar¬ 
rows in his hand, had not hinder’d him, feign¬ 
ing as if he wou’d let fly at him as foon as he 
fhou’d fee him advance. This man was an ill 
archer; but Timur, who had neither buckler 
nor arrows, took him for a good one, and was 
not willing to be blam’d for having expos’d his 
life for a woman; fo he took care of himfelf, 
while his horfe, thro a caprice, ftopt fhort, 
which accident gave time to DoletchahBacchi to 
join him, who holding his buckler before his 

head,. 
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head, purfu’d the ladys, and the valet was oblig’d Chap.rtf. 
to let fly at him : but he Ihew’d his unskilfulnefs, C^VN*- 
ceas’d defending himfelf, and fled as faft as the 
ladys ,* fo that Doletchah was not able to come 
up with ’em. 

Arzou Mule had then gone with child nine 
months, and was foon after deliver’d of a prin- 
cefs, who was nam’d Touman Aga. Without 
doubt the good fortune of this child was the 
only caufe that her enemys cou’d not overtake 
her: the perfon defign’d for happinefs, is happy 
even from its mother’s womb. Touman Aga’ 
had afterwards the honor to enter the marriage- 
bed of Timur. 

This prince return’d from Acoubi, which is 
near Kezilcac, which occafion’d joy thro the 
whole camp ; but the Emirs Yakou and Seifed- 
din were afham’d, and repented for having 
fhewn fo much flacknefs in obeying Timur’s 
orders: his difpleafure encourag’d ’em ; they 
immediately departed to make reparation for 
their fault,- and purfu’d their enemys-: they 
march’d along the river Chekedalic, and came 
to the narroweft paflage of the mountain Che- 
kidgek, where they met the troops of Qelair,' 
and others whp had fled; they brought ’em 
back, and by this means made attends for the 
fault they had committed. 

Timur ftaid all the winter at Carfchi, con¬ 
tented and glorying in his vidorys ; and gave the 
people of this country marks ot his clemency 
and liberality, in relieving poor familys, whofe 
ruin the war had caus’d. His chief care was 


that the arts fhou’d flouriih in this great city: 
and he order’d , that the grounds round about 
ihou’d be cultivated, that there might be 


plenty.

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Book I. He gave the government of Bocara to Ma-: 

WV mutcha, an 4 commanded him to reduce entirely 1 
to obedience the inhabitants of that city,, to 
render the country flourifhing, and £® renaif 
yearly the tribute and revenues to his trea- 
Iky, 

He fent orders to Nikepeicha, who was wan? 
dring about Coraffana, to come to him; and ha 
gave him the government of Amouye and its 
dependences, of which he had formerly bee# 
the natural prince. Ali Yefcuri, who was with¬ 
out any employment at the head of the Yefo#- 
rians, went to Bocara to find Mamntcha his 
fon-in-law, and with his Yefourians fubmitt $4 
to Timur, whom they had formerly refus’d to 
obey, tho he had feveral times fummotfd ’e#| 
fo to do, The Emir Muaid fent Chirin Be* 
Aga his wife to Macao, and the fecretary Tup-, 
jnegi’s wife accompany’d her; but they mifs ’4 
their way, which caus’d the lofs of many hor- 
fes and beads of carriage ; but a guide was feat 
’em, who conduced ’em to Macan, where Ti¬ 
mur kept a feraglio, 


CHAP. XVII. 

Mir Haffein brings An army into the field to 
oppofe Timur. 

W HEN the Emir Moufla had fav’d hiw 
felf from the fury of our foldiers, he 
fled with the ruins of his troops to the Emir 
Huflein, who, on the recital of whae had pafs’d, 
was very much aftonifh’d. But the fear and 
inquietude which feiz’d him did not binder 
his recruiting his army, and parting imme? 
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diatdy frbm Saliferai, with defign to give Timur "Qiap- 17- 
battel. He fent before him theEmjrs Oladgialtou '^vV 
Aperdi, Gehancha Ton of Taifou, and Poulad 
fiouga, with ten thoufand men of the Coronas, 
under the conduit of the Emir Mouffa, Thejr 
pafs’d the iron gate, and encamp’d in the na» 
roweft place of the mountain of Chdkidgec, 
where they prepar’d for battel. 

Timur, on advice of thefe motions, departed 
with refolution to attack ’em at night. He took 
the road to Ilgouz Bagh, a mountain fituate in 
the plain of Veragh ; and that he might not 
be perceiv’d by the enemys, he went thro the 
deepeft fnow. He fent fome men by the road 
which leads to the top of the mountain to get 
intelligence. They there feiz’d on twenty of the 
enemys, who inform’d ’em of the ftate of their 
army; and.told ’em they had pafs’d, during the 
night, by the narrow eft part of the mountain 
Chekidgek, and were encamp’d at Chekedalic. 

Tifnur, for the greater fecurity, fent fpys there, 
who confirm'd this advice; and afliir’d him that 
the Emirs Mouffa, Oladgia Itou, and others, 
had ten thoufand horfe, and that they were 
rang’d by fqaadrons on the mountain Accaya, 

Where they were encamp’d. Timur had then 
but two hundred men, whom he put in order, 
and march’d againft the enemys, alway fecuring 
the advantage of the ground. 

When the two arrays were in view, they 
rais’d hideous cries ; but Timur being affur’d of 
the great inequality of their forces, thought it 
jroper to delay the time, that he might not ex- 
jofe himfelf to an apparent defeat, which would 
iave tarnifh’d the glory of the famous vi&ory he 
had already gain’d. 

He thought himfelf the rather neceflitated to 
do thus, in that it was the beginning of his 
G 4 rife/ 
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Book I. rife; and that, in loiing this battel,, he flxoul 4 
lofe all hopes- . 

The enemy well knew our army was not nu¬ 
merous enpugh to attack tjiem during the nigh^; 
but Timur, who was better fatisfy’d of it, pre- 
fer’d his retreat to fo rafh an enterprise; and 
'returning by the way ofCourdenc, without be¬ 
ing purfu’d by the. enemy, he got to Carfchi, 
and then to Bocara, whence Ali Yefouri and 
Mamutcha came to meet him, and pay- him they; 
refpefts: and afterwards he made his entry into 
the city. 

The Emir Yakou had formerly been ill ufed 
by Mamutcha ; this governor had caus’d him 
to be ty’d to a horfe’s tail, beaten with a 
flick both before and behind, and made to run 
in that condition : but as he was always jealous 
of him, and hated him, he counfell’d Timur to 
go into Coraflana on pretence that his affairs re¬ 
quir’d it ; neverthelefs Timur would not confea| 
to it, whatfoever inftances he made him. The 
Emir went thither without taking leave of him, 
accompany’d with Seifeddin and Abbas Behaderf 
and they arriv’d at Macan. Some days aftefr 
the news was brought to Bocara, that Mouffi 
and Oladgia Itou, the fcouts of the Emir Huf- 
fein, were approaching with a great armyt; 
Timur told Ali Yefouri and Mamutcha, that 
there, needed only refolution and valor to pre- 
ferve the country, and that they Ihou’d lead 
the troops out of the city, and attack the ene-‘ 
my by night. But thefe captains, who had not 
courage enough to undertake fo rafh an adion, 
refus’d to do it, and made appear to Timur,' 
that it was better to defend the place, and ! 
ftand firm againfl the attacks of the enemy, 
than to expofe themfelves to the lofs of a 
battel. 


As 
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As Timur perceiv’d their cowardice by their Chap.iSt. 
difcourfes, he doubted their refolution to de- 
fiend the place; and as his affairs requir’d 
his prefence in Coraffana, he went thither. 

When he was arriv’d at the Gihon, he met ten 
barks going down ; he order’d ’em to be flopp’d, 
and they ferv’d him and his men to crofs the 
river: thence entring into the defart, he' 
march’d to Merou, and went to join his il- 
ktftrious family at Macan, a town of Coraf¬ 
fana. 


CHAP. XVIII. 

The fiege and taking of Bocara by the army of 
Huffein. Timur defeats the army of the 
Coronas. 

T H E Emir Huffein befieg’d Bocara, which 
was at firft vigoroufly defended by Ali and 
Mamutcha ; who, after having caus’d the troops 
that were in the fuburbs to enter the city, 
gave marks of their valor in a fally from the 
gate of Kelabad, where they briskly repuls’d 
the befiegers, who, that they might furprize 
’em, pretended to fly as far as the tomb of 
the Santpn Seifeddin Bacrezi. Thefe men not 
being skill’d in the art of war, and imagining 
the enemy fled in earneft, purfu’d ’em with 
their flings, axes, and other arms ; but as they 
advanc’d, Huffein rally’d his troops, who drove 
them back as far as the gates of the city, kil¬ 
ling a great number, whilft the reft with diffi¬ 
culty efcap’d, and flinging away their bows 
and arrows, hid themfelves in holes and gra¬ 
naries. Ali and Mamutcha wou’d have rally’d 
t fome 
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Boob I. fome foldiers to defend the city; but they 
i/YV con’d not do it. Wherefore being oblig'd to 
fly .during' the night, they took the road to 
Macan, very much troubled at their not being 
able to obey Timur’s or dew, which wou’d have 
been much more to their credit.' 

The Emir Huflein fent men in purfuit Of 
’em, as far as the Gihon, who flew almoft 
all of ’em, and took pofleflion of their bag¬ 
gage. With great-difficulty Ali and Mamuteha 
fafely pafs’d the Gihon with feme of their- fer-i 
vants: they went thro the defart to Merou, 
Slid at length had the honor to fee Timur at 
Macan, of whom they begg’d pardon for their 
fault. Timur gave them horfes and furniture, 
and took ’em. again info his'iervice. ' ■ 

Thus the Emir Huflein made himfelfmafter 
6 f Bocata, where *he ftaid fome time; then 
leaving the Emir Calil with fome Other Emirs 
and good troops to guard the city, he return’d 
to Saliferai. 

Tmae In the mean while, Timur learnt that Nike- 
Pjk* the peicha, to whom he had given the government 
»dSzes Amou y e i £ s dependences, had behafd 
Nikepei" himfelf as an enemy, and not only ungratefully 
eh*. feiz’d all the foldiers who wou’d have lifted 
themfelves in his fervice, but had even flopp’d 
his domefticks. This news put Timur in SL 
paffion; wherefore he departed that night by 
the road of Touftghul with flx hundred men, 
and arrivd at the Gihon, When the river was 
overflown and extremely rapid. He himfelf 
look’d out for a paflaee, and at length chofe 
that which is at the foot of the mountain of 
Botrrdalic, and order’d the Emirs to go down 
lower on the banks of the river with four hun¬ 
dred horfe. This prince, follow’d by twenty 
men, enter’d into the river at nine a-clock in 

the 
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tjie morning, and fwam till half an hour patt Chap.it. 
twelve before they got to the other bank; they 'i-ryoC 
then march’d all night, and next morning found 
themfelves at the town of Amouye,. where Ni- 
kepeicha was. This governor being vaKancj 
a good horfeman, aod dexterous at the bow, 
put himfelf in a pofture of defence : but his in¬ 
gratitude was fatal to him, for on his footing 
his firft arrow, the firing of his bow broke, 
and the arrow ftuck in the buckler of Catai 
Behader, who, with Durbe, fell immediately 
on him, and bound his hands behind his back: 
wherefore one may well fay, that his treafon 
had fpun the cord with which he was bound. 

Timur order’d barks to be brought from the 
other fide tfie river, in which the princes crofs’d 
with the four hundred men. 

About the fame time Timur had advice that 
the -army of the Coronas was encamp’d in the 
neighbourhood of Bocara: whereupon this 
prince being refolv’d to attack them, departed 
thence, march’d all night, and met ’em iq a 
place called Birmas : the two armys fought with 
extreme vigor : till at laft the advantage fell 
©n our fide ; for the Emir Calil general of the 
Coronas was at length vanqmfh’d. 

After this -expedition the victorious Timur 
pafs’d the Gihon, and encamp’d a whole month 
in a place nam’d the hill of Caraoul, where 
are wells and citterns ; from thence he went to 
Mac an, where, foon after his arrival, he put 
pith’d Ndsepeicha for his ingratitude. 


CHAP, 
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CHAP. XIX. 

Timur fends an ambaffador to Malek Hujfein 
at Herat. 

T IM U R at his arriv alatMacan, lent the 
Emir Yakou in quality of ambaflador to; 
Malek Huffein prince of Herat; who gave 
him a handfom reception,, and fpar’d nothing, 
to convince him of the union he defir’d with 
his matter, telling him he wou’d go exprefs hv 
Seracs, and if Timur wou’d give himfelf the 
trouble to come to that place, they wou’d 
ter into a ftri& alliance, which Ihou’d be 
confirm’d by folemn oaths. The Emir Yakou 
gave Timur an account of this negotiation ; 
but our prince having been formerly in this- 
country with Hadgi Berlas his uncle, he re¬ 
member’d all the bad aQipns the race of Ma- 
lek was accus’d of. 

When the Emir Norouz fon of Argoun A- 
ga. had all the power in the country of Co- 
rafl’ana in the reign of Cazan Can, Malek 
Facreddin, uncle to Malek Huffein, had been 
fhut up by his father Chamfeddin Kert in 
the citadel of Kuftar in the country of Gourl' 
Norouz having ; obtain’d his freedom of his far¬ 
ther, gave him in marriage the daughter of 
hi$ own brother the Emir Hadgi, with the 
goyernment of Herat; which was the caufe, of 
his rile. But when Cazan Can’s inclination to* 
wards the Emir Norouz, was chang’d thro the 1 
calumny of fome flanderers, and the Can had 
put to death his brothers and relations in Me- 1 
dia, and fent the Emirs Cotluccha and Manke- 
guc.to take Norouz himfelf, this prince confi¬ 
ding 
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ding in the obligations Facreddin ow’d him, Chap.ip. 
and the alliance , they had contracted, fled to 
Herat for fuccor, 'where he ilaid the more wil¬ 
lingly, in that Facreddin gave him a handfom 
reception, and renew’d his proteftations of 
friendship, which he confirm’d by an oath. 
Neverthelefs the Emir Cotluccha was no 
fooner arriv’d at the gates of Herat, than the 
traitpr Facreddin committed the moft vile ac¬ 
tion in delivering, up his benefactor the Emir 
Norouz into the hands of his enemies, who pre- 
fently put him to death. Gayafeddin, brother 
of Facreddin, and father of Malek Huflein, be¬ 
hav’d himfelf in the fame manner in the reign 
of the Sultan Aboufaid towards prince Chon*- 
ban Selduz his benefactor, unjuftly putting him 
and his fon Chelaocan to death, who fled from 
Sultan Aboufaid to him for refuge, becaufe 
he had promis’d and fworn to protect them. 

Tho the Emir, Chouban had always blam’d 
the conduct of the Emir Norouz, in flying for 
refuge to fuch traitors, faying, It was wrong 
to prefer the prifon of a citadel to the li¬ 
berty which might be procur’d by flight : 
yet he did the fame, and the like misfortune 
happen’d to him.. As the fa£t is related at 
length in my book of preliminarys, I have but 
flightly mention’d it here, to fhew that Ti¬ 
mur’s forefight did not permit him to rely on 
this prince’s promifes; tho on the other hand 
his generous temper pointed out to him that it 
wou’d be unhandfom, if in requital for the good 
entertainment Malek Huflein gave his ambafla- 
dor, he ihou’d behave himfelf with incivility 
and fcorn : wherefore he fent to him his own 
fon prince Gehanehir, who was the eldeft and 
deareft of his children, accompany’d by Moba- 
rekcjia Sendgeri. And becaufe we are oblig’d 
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®o©fc I. to return greater civility than we have receiv’d- 
j/y\) Timur ordered him to tell him in anfwer to his 
obliging expreffiotts, that for a proof that he con¬ 
fided entirely in him* he had fent his fon, and left 
in his kingdom his family, and all that belong’d 
to him, becaufe he defign’d to return to his native 
country: he added, that he did not doubt bat 
Malek Huflein wou’d follow the generous fenti- 
ments which kings ought to have, in being faithful 
in what is entrafted to them, and that he fllodH 
be Well pleas’d with what he did, becaufe 
from great men! ought to proceed only great 
aftions.

CHAP. XX. 

Tiwut defeats the army of the Emir Huffei* 
in Tranfoxiana. 

A S providence had deiign’d the crowd for 
Timur, this prince was not permitted to 
tafte the, pleasures of Coraffana, whilft he cotill 
acquire glory ; he was excited therefore to de¬ 
part out of that country to feek laurels elfewhutt* 
tho the fecurity he was in* and the good order of 
his affairs were powerful motives for him to 
flay there. 

At this time ahnoft all Tranfoxiarta Was in 
fubjedtion to his enemys, who had every Where 
troops in garifohr 5 yet he departed with fix 
hundred men only for that country, crofs% the 
Gihon, and having march’d all night, arriv’d 
aext morning at Neyeflan, that is to fay* the 
field of reeds, where he ftaid all that day in 
a garden, to refrefo his horfes. and at length

by Jouibarj; he march’d all night, and Qmp.ao. 
arriv’d at Carfcjri on that fide of it which l/YV 
looks towards Cazar, and he invefted it with 
his troops. , 

He met many of the domefiicks of the Emir 
Moufla, whom he feia’d and bound; the rela¬ 
tions of Caifer Anandgic, Goudeb and Ourdu- 
ehah fled with their men ; Dourite and Ali Be- 
hader fought fome merchants whom, they took 
to be enemys, and after having us’d them dr, 
took front them fome bales of brocade, which 
they brought to Timur; who order’d all to be 
reftor’d to the merchants, without referring the 
leaft part. 

There were at this time five hundred men of 
the Coronas at Gotazimondac, whom the Emir 
Soliman Ye four i join’d,, as alfo Barac Coja and 
Hendoucha, with their troops: Anandgic and 
Goudec pafs’d by Guzar, w^h a defigu alfo to 
join ’em. 

Timur, ignorant of what had happen’d, de¬ 
ported from Carfehi at fun-fee, and arriv’d at 
midnight at Neugat, where he karat news of 
the Coronas, and of the troops which had join’d 
them ; this oblig’d him to be upon his guard, 
fo that he went out of Neugat the fooner, and 
jfcaid all night m the plain of that town. 

The next day he decamp’d-, and in their 
march Emir Yakou fell from,his horfe, and was fe 
dangerotrily wounded that his health was very 
much impair’d .• wherefore Timur font him to 
Macau aecompany’d by thirty men, and then 
Inarch’d vigqroqfly againft the Coronas. All 
the brave men thought it beft to give ’em bat¬ 
tel, except Ali.Yefonri) whofe relations told 
Timur of it, who compet’d him to take horfe. 

Ali Behader and Aebmiga were feat before with 
fixoy troopers for the forlorn-hope; and on the 

enemys 
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Book I. enemys fide Hendoucha was at the head of three 
C'VNJ Hundred horfe. Thefe fcouts foon came to 
blows ; there enfu'd a bloody fight, in which 
the bra veil warriors loft their lives. Tbo Ti¬ 
mur’s foldiers were fewer than their enemies, 
yet they defeated ’em, and beat, ’em back as 
far as the body of their army. After this ex¬ 
pedition Timur gave time to the cavalry 'to 
reft, and did not take horfe himfelf till noon : 
then he divided the fpldiers into feven bodys j 
and becaufe the enemys were by far more nume¬ 
rous than they, he made the following fpeech 
Military to encourage his men: “ This day, brave fob- 
difcourfe, « diers, is a day of dancing for warriors ; the 
toThesf- " dancing-room of the heroes is the field of baty 
»ius of the <( tel;-the-crys of war are the fongs fung- and 
Tartars. “ danc’d- to; and the wine which is drank is 
“ the blood -of the enemy.” 

Timur left the Emirs Daoud, Sar Bouga, 
Huflein Berlas, Seifeddin, Abbas, Acboug$, 
Hindou, Eltchi Bouga, Dourke, and Ali Behg- 
der, each in his own poft ; advanc’d himfqtf 
to view the enemys, and at their approach-di¬ 
vided his troops into two wings, commanding 
in perfon the main body. ? 

When they were in view, the- Cheik Bed- 
reddin -and his fen fled, Ali Yefouri and the 
two horfemen who accompany’d him did the 
fame ; but this did not hinder Timur’s rufhjng 
upon the enemys like a lion. The battel* did 
not laft above an hour, viftory declaring for 
Timur, who intirely routed this vaft multi¬ 
tude. Our vi&orious foldiers purfu’d ’em, and 
drove ’em as far as Chekedalic; taking their 
principal officers prifoners, with much cattle 
and baggage, and enriching themfelves with 
the booty. Among the prifoners, were Olad- 
gia Itou, Taycani and Poulad, who had once 

been 
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Jtt&l of the number of Timur’s heft frjpnds; Chap, 2 o-' 
Wherefore our foldiers put them to the fword, and l/YV 
laid then- heads ar the feet of the great Timur, 
who e6tfd-.net fee thefe ifluftrious men lie dead 
Without grief: he order’d that theit bodys 
fhou'd- be carry’d to the city of Kech, that the 
Imams might pray for ’eth, and funeral o'bfe- 
<juys might be perform’d in a fumptwous man¬ 
ner, tho they had us’d hpfti.litys againft him. 

After this defeat he wou’d not give the' ene- 
nrys time to recover theft lofs, nor to levy frefh 
troops ; but tefolv’d to purfue ’em as fat as the 
forcrefs of Chaduman, and to put his army in 
■Order, to march dire&ly againft the Enftr Huf- 
fein f but the princes refus’d to follow him, re- 
prefeoting to him, that their opinion was, that 
he ohght to abandon this enterprize, and Re¬ 
turn to Samarcand; to which he confented. 

Timur having got together the troops of Tfmui- r*: 
Kech and the neighbouring places, departed for ' urns m " 
Samarcand, leaving Termagiuc Aigouri and Sa “j* r * 
Taghichah at Kech, to take care of his reve- ca j 
hues, without over-taxing the people. At his 
arrival in the neighbourhood of Samarcand, 
Ouchcara Behader, governor pf that city, fally’a 
out with the troops of the Emir Moufla, and 
ftopp’d at the bank of the rivulet Rabmet. 

Timur divided his foldiers into two bodys, 
and at the flrft enfet routed his enemys; Akit- 
touf'Behader purfu’d Ouchcara, aqd ftrjking at 
him with his fword, broke his quiver and ar¬ 
rows ; but Ouchcara turning himfelf upon his 
faddle* apfwer’d him with another blow of his 
fword, with which he fmote the h ea d c if Akit- 
itjur’s horfe, which fell under him: fo that 
©UchCara fled, attd enter’d into the city. Ti¬ 
mur'encamp’d in a place call’d Retiu, while 
Ouchcara got together fifteen hundred meu,

Book I. whom he equipp’d to advantage, and made a 
y*fecond fally. The foldiers of Timor march’d 
againftj’em like roaring lions, and fo affrigh¬ 
ted thefe new troops, that they fled without 
fighting"j, and re*entring the city, block'd up 
th$ fir.eets to hinder the,cavalry from paffiog?- 
Their fears were fo great, that th^y got in their 
hprfes all faddled with the greateft expedition, 
their {addles being much bruis’d, ifo that they 
\vgre but badly equipp’d; the foldiers lifcewife 
being reduc’d to.fo great mifery, that they hid 

tfiemfelves in the filthieft places. 

. Timur {laid fome days in the delicious coun¬ 
try, of Sogd, where, he cfiofe for Ijis pleafurer, 
houfes Feriukunt antlSagruge, tw'o .very agree¬ 
able villages. “ ; . 

In the mean time he ; had advice tha,t Olad- 
gia Icon. and Poulad Bouga were, .advancing 
with a great body of .the Coronas. Taghichah 
affo arriv’d, and confirm’d, this news.; adding 
that a troop 'of foldiers .had fallen upon Ter? 
magiiic unawares", and put him to death. i 
Timur departed .from, Sogd, to encamp with, 
his. army pn the bank, of the rivulet .Jam; to 
which place. Argounfchah, native o^i^oprdajiic,, 
whom Timur had lent.. jo gain intelligence, 
brought with him a 'toldier, who. told Timur 
that Qladgia Itou anti Poulad Bouga were en? 
camp’d on . the rivulet Toum, and that the El¬ 
mir Huffe in was arriv’d at Carfchi with a gr^at 
army. On this Timur imagin’d it belt- to wait 
a more'^vorable opportunity to revenge him- 
lelf on his enemys. ' ° 

He disbanded the army he had rais’d at Kech 
and the neighbouring places; and with the fix 
hundred men who were with him,..before his 
palling the Gihon, march’d to waids the lower- 
m#t part or bafon of the river of Samarcand. - 

The 
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The Emir Hufl'ein had already given orders Chap.io. 
to the Emir Moufla and Ouchcara Behader, v ^’V"V. 
to oppofe Timur in his paflage ; for which” rea- 
fon th?y were marching to encamp with their 
troops at '&ukelder Atchigfri, to give him bat¬ 
tel. . 

Timur arriv’d there, and attacking them firft, 
they fled, and fav’d themfelves with great diffi¬ 
culty in the city of Satriarcand. . 

Timur came to Sagruge in , the nigh£ and 
having given-time to his cavalry to reft them¬ 
felves, he departed in the morning, and arriv’d 
in the evening at Caradgic : , 3 he fet out next 
morning, knd came down to a place call’d the^ 
camel’s neck ; he went thence' in the evening, 
and marching all night, arriv’d at Kukenc ; 
he trofs’d the Sihon at Cogende, where he. 
ftaid one night. And as Kei Cofru and Behram 
Gelair, Ji vvhb fided with the Gan of Gete, had 
brought thertce feven thOufand Getes command¬ 
ed by Coutchoun Timur and Chiraoul, and 
had flopp’d at Tachkunt, Timur went to¬ 
wards that part of the country, the Can having 
order’d that the army and the' people of the 
country fho’u’d rendezvous under” Behram Ge¬ 
lair, who by virtue of that order ought to be 
Emir or governor of that city? r But Timur did 
not find in Behram that friendihip he expect¬ 
ed : for tho 'Behram had always pretended a 
great affedion to him, after; having fwotn to 
join with him kgainft the Eipir Hufl'ein, and 
by theaffiftance'he had receiv’d from Timur’s 
troops was eftablilh’d in his own inheritance, 
and hid got the advantage over his enemys; yet 
when this prince requefted him to ferve him 
in the condition he was in, he had no regard 
to his prom ifes* and treatys, but forgot all the 
obligations -he ow’d him, and refus’d to render 
H a him 
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Book I. him . the fervice he was able, tho he might haf 9 
l/VV done it with eafe* fince he had the dilpoial of 
all the country, as collector of the revenues of 
the imperial treafury. 

Timur boldly reproach’d him for his ingra¬ 
titude : telling him that the union he had con¬ 
tracted with him was the firft caufe of his rup¬ 
ture with the Cap and the Emir Kuflein ; that 
this union had been prelerv’d inviolably on his 
fide ; that he had deliver’d him out of mi- 
fery, and help’d him to recover the com¬ 
mand of his Toman, which he cou’d never 
have done without his affiftaoce ; that after ho 
had been beaten by his enemys, he. had been, 
the caufe of his gaining the victory over ’em ; 
and that when he faw him. have troops fuifi- 
cient to aflift him,, he came to him : but becaufe 
after all thefe kindneifes he had treated him; 
with fo much bafenefs, he did not doubt that 
he fhou’d one day fee him at his gate in tho 
fame miferable ftate from whence he had be* 
fore deliver’d him* All this in the end fell out 
exaCily* 

The Emir Ket Cofru did not treat Timur in 
the fame manner ; for after having teftify’d to 
him the joy he felt at his arrival, he conduced 
him into h is palace, where he treated him mag¬ 
nificently, and gave him. all pofllbte marks of 
his good-will, promifing to join with him 
again ft every one elfe. s 

The Emir Kei Cofru had the honor to ho. 
foa-in-law to Togluc Timur Can king ofGetse ; 
and. the prince Touman Cotluc afterwards gave, 
him m marriage the daughter of his coufin Bifa» 
Timur Can, fon of Abuken ; and he had by thi& 
princefs a daughter nam’d Rakie Can. Timur 
demanded her in marriage for his fon the Mir* 
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ti Gehanghir; tmd they pa/s’d a whole raoath Chap. 21- 
in pleafures and diverliotiS. (✓VSj 


CHAP. XXL 

The Emir Hujfeiw fewds <tn army dgatnft 
Tttnur, which is defected. 

T H E Emir Huflein went into the city of 
Sebz at the head of a great army of the 
Coronas, and encamp’d at Salar Boulac. He 
Cent before to attack Timur the mod confide- 
rable Princes of his army, to wit, the Emir 
Mouffa, the Cheik Mehemed fon of Beyan Sel- 
duz, Oladgia ftou Aperdi, and others, with 
twenty thoufand men; who march’d by Samar- 
c*nd to the river of Balangour. But the Emir 
Meufla and the other leaders of thefe troops, 
who had feveral times felt the eftefts of Timur’s 
valor, were feiz’d with fear; which oblig’d ’em 
to detach from their army three great fqua- 
drons whom they fent before, with orders that 
every one Ihou’d keep a particular way to wait: 
Timur’s paffage. Malek Behader was -polled in 
the road to Suzangheran with three thoufahd 
men; Gehanchah in Rebat-Mulc with fifteen 
hundred troopers; and Kherman with a thou- 
fand men at Dizac to guard the paffage of Biti 
Cedac. 

Timur, who was not difturb’d at the great 
number of the enemys, being accompany’d with 
Kei Cofru, took with him two thoufand 
Getes to oppofe ’em. He went before with 
fifteen hundred men from a place call’d Cavas, 
he crofs’d the Sihon at Cogende, and in the 
night attack’d Gehanchah, whofe troops he 
H 3 dispers'd: 
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difpers’d: the next day he went to Dizac, 
where he attacked Kherxnan and beat him j and 
permitted his foldiers to pillage his baggage. 
He ftaid.at Dizac to give his cavalry time t»o 
reft themfelves, and left there three hundred 
Getes to guard the fpoils of the enemy. He 
then departed with two hundred horfe only, to 
attack Malek Behader : he fent before him thir¬ 
ty of his braveft and moft experienc’d foldiers j 
four fcouts went alfo to the right and left to 
make difcoverys, and he follow’d ’em hin^ttf 
with a hundred and fixty fix men. 5 

When the enemys faw thefe thirty men fo 
well equipt advancing towards’em with great 
boldnefs, they w ere furpriz’d, and thought it 
was the vanguard of the Moguls army, that is 
tp fay, of the Getes, and that the main body 
was behind. This thought, join’d with the fe- 
cret fear they had of Timur, caus’d.the troops 
of Malek to fly. Our men purfu’d ’em, and 
kill’d a great number: thefe cowards, who 
yrere fill’d with the fear which Timur had caus’d 
in them, approaching the Emirs Moufla and 
Oladgia Itou, alfo ftruck terror into them ; and 
tho they had twenty thoufand men complete, 
they decamp’d ,the fame night, and fled in fo 
.great diforder, that no one ftaid for his com¬ 
rade, becaufe every one being under apprehen¬ 
sion of death, fled full fpeed to rejoin Huf- 
fein. , 

The prince Kei Cofru fent to inform Timur 
that the army of the Getes had plunder’d the Muf-' 
fulmanSj that after having made many flaves, 
they had return’d by fhe way of Dizac; and 
that he expected Timur with a hundred men in 
Rebat-Mulc. This news griev’d Timur, who 
prefently went to Kei Cofru, to. acquaint him, 

that 
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that it was not right to leave the Muflfuhnans Chap.21. 
in the hands of the infidels*. 

Upon this they helcj a .council, wherein it 
was refolv’d that fixty chofen men /lioifid be 
fent in fearch of the Getes in the mountain^ 
to moleft ’em, and perhaps put ’em to flight; 
in which cafe it wou’d not be difficult to. deli¬ 
ver the flaves from the hands of the barbarians. 

In fhort, thefe fixty men had no fooner rais’d 
a duft on the mountain, than the Getes were 
afraid and fled, abandoning the flaves and 
booty, of which our fiddlers eafily madd them- 
felves mafters. 

After this expedition they return’d, and TV' 
mur crofs’d the Gihon, and went down to 
Comrac. * , J ‘ 

When the Emirs and fioldiers of fclulTein, 
afham’d, poor, and miferable, were come to 
him, he fell into a great paffion, and after 3 
/harp reproof, told ’em they too well deferv’d 
the misfortune which had befallen ’em. He de¬ 
parted with the Can very wroth ; and when he.- 
was at the white mountain *, he chofe ten thou- 
fand of his beft fioldiers, encourag’d ’em by his 
difeourfes, and fent them away as fcouts, with 
order to crofis the Sihon at Cogende, and to 
march with all expedition to give the .enemy 
battel. 

About the fame time that Timur receiv’d the 
news of the march ofHuflein, there fell a ter¬ 
rible fihower of hail throughout the country; and 
tho' this happen’d during'the night, -and the. 
darknefs was extraordinary, yet he mounted his 
Horfe immediately, and the Emir Kei Ccfru 
aflifted him with his forces. They departed to-

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|3ook L getter at the head of fifteen hundred men* and 
\jry\j at midnight arriv’d at the paflage of Barfin; 
they feiz’d it, apd order’d the trumpets to be 
founded, the noife of which, join’d to the fear 
the enemys were in, caus’d this army, fo formi¬ 
dable and numerous in comparifori to that of 
Tlight of Timur, to be feiz’d with a panick. It crofs’9. 
the army the river, and march’d all night to find Huflein : 
of Emir the foldiers appear’d before their general with 
Htifleinfot ft a ixie, and the general was aflfli&ed at his bad 

mur,°and' fortune. During thefe tranfadtions, Behr^| 
the return Gefair, without following the advice of Tiq|ur 
of Huflein. of Kei Cofru, departed from Tachkunt with 
the army of Gete, tp return home, and took 
the road to Seiram. As the furniture belong¬ 
ing to Timur and Kei Cofru were with Behraro, 
thefe princes were conforain’d to follow him; > 
arid when they were arriv’d at Seiram, they 
found’em left lq the viilageofTchemikunt, fron% 
whence Behram was already departed. 

Tidbit fent Sar Bouga and Acbouga Behaderi 
to'Gfete to the Emirs Chamfeddio and Hadgi 
Bei, to get their afliftance; and. then he conr 
fulted with Kei Cofru conceiving the place 
where they fiiou’d taj$e up their winter-quarters, 
arid it was refolv’d that Kei Cofru flbiou’di,go 
to Gfrar, and that Timur with his fix hundred 
meri. On whom he very much rely’d, fliou’d rdn 
turn to Tachkunt. 

The Can and the Emir Huflein confider’d, that! 
the Winter approach’d, and that with all their’ 
t ">y. w °u , d be able to gain no a.dvapMl 
rage over Timur, becaufe this prince by his wife 
coriarift had defeated all their enterprizes, note- 
withftaflding the numerous arrays they had. 

§ ot together : they therefore left at Samarcand; 
oulad Bouga w:foh a tfoop of their brawfr 
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foldiers to guard that city, and return’d to 
Arhenkferai to pafs the winter there. WYV, 


CHAP. XXII. 

The Emit Huff tin ag*i» feeks to make peace 
with Timut. 

A Fter the winter, Sar Bouga and Acbouga 
Behader, whom Timur had lent to Gete,- 
return’d, and brought advice that a great army 
of the Getes were marching to his afliftance i 
and beoaufe this prince ufually fucceededin his 
undertakings, and defeated the greateft army* 
with few foldiers, the Emir Hufleio refolv’d to 
make peace with him j and he the more ear* 
neftly defir’d ft, in that he learnt that the ar¬ 
my of Gate intended to come over to tins 
prince in the fpring. He imagin’d he fnou’d 
not be able to refift him when at the head o£ 
a great army, fince with a handful of mea 
he had ruin’d ail his troops, and if he con¬ 
tinu’d the war, he muft expert the fatal confe- 
quences of it: for this reafon he thoi^ght it 
proper to apply himfelf to the dolors of Co- 
genfe and Taohkunt, and befeecfi them to pre¬ 
vail with Timur by fentiments of piety, and to 
infpire in him, thro their wife counfels, a fpirit* 
or union and peace, inftead of that of difcord 
and war. Thefe do&ors did not fail to come 
and feek him: after having made vows fpr bis 
profperity, they told him that being perfuaded 
of the refped he bore to men of their character, 
they were (b bold as to ask a thing which con¬ 
cern’d both religion and the ftate- *' Yon 
25 Ww, they, yiqr between you is 
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■Book I. “ the caufe of the ruin of the kingdom, "and of 

^Y\>' “ the mifery of the people ; and that at prefent 
“ a ftripge army is on the point of coming in- 
“ to this country : the infidels will plunder the 
“ goods of the Muflulmans, and bathe their 
“ hands in their blood ; and if they are conque- 
“ tors, which God forbid, they will not fpar^ 
** even you ; the hatred between you will caufe 
“ ft range effeds, and ruin all the antient fami- 
tc lys of the empire. We hope that, following 
** the infpirations of him who has always given 
V you the viftory, you will change this hatred 
“ into friendship and peace, that the affairs of 
“ the empire may be reftor’d to their former 
“ ftate, for the good and fecurity of the peo- 
« pie” 

1 Thefe remonftrances were follow’d by - - a 
dream of Timur, which at length caus’d in 
him a refolution to make peace. This prince 
dreamt that the Sihon was overflown, and 
that he was fet on a plank of wood on the wa* 
ter; that he fell down on his face, and pray’d 
without intermiffion to be deliver’d from the 
danger he was in : that his furprize made; him 
fwoon away, and that when he was return’d from 
his fwoon, he found himfelf on the bank of the 
river towards Samarcand,' from whence, look¬ 
ing behind him, he perceiv’d a boifterous fea. 
When he awak’d, he interpreted the dream after 
fhis manner: he imagin’d the fea fignify’d an 
army, and that the deliverance he found in get¬ 
ting on the bank’ of the river towards Samar¬ 
cand, fignify’d that his’defirps wou’d be accom- 
plifh’d in that very place. 

All thefe reafons oblig’d him to change his 
refolutions, and to defpife the affiftance he ex- 
pe&ed from Gete: he was entirely refolv’d on 
a peace ; but he thought that if he made ufe of 

a 
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a mediator in it, it wou’d take up too much Chansz, 
time to canvafs the reafons on both fides, and 
to keep up the right of each; that the bufinefs 
wou’d be long in hand, and it was better he 
fhou’d go hijnfelf to find the Emir Huflein j 
that it wou’d be more convenient to have a con¬ 
ference together in relation to the difference be¬ 
tween ’em, becaufe they wou’d fooner agree on 
the articles of peace. For that purpofe he fent 
to Huflein an officer whom he cou’d confide 
in,, call’d Pentchenbe, to let him know his 
defign; and at length our prince departed in 
perfon to regulate his affairs himfelf accord 1 * 
ing to his cuftom. In the mean while the Emir 
Moufla and Oladgia Itou came to meet Timur 
on the part of Huflein, to ask pardon for all 
that had paft: they renew’d their antient friend- 
Ihip, and Timur did Emir Moufla the honor 
to embrace him. 

After the preliminarys were fettled, the peace 
was concluded, and thefe princes disbanded 
their army. They regal’d each other with fe- 
veral diverfions, and then they return’d home* 

Timur took the road to Kech, and arriv’d at 
that agreeable country, where all the grandeesl 
came to kifs his feet, and receiv’d him witH 
all imaginable civilitys. He found at Kech all 
forts of fatisfa&ion and happinefs, and the peo¬ 
ple of this kingdom were extremely over-joy’d 
to poflefs in peace a prince fo dear and valua* 
ble to ’em. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXIII. 

The Emir Httffnn brings an army into tfo 
field frotn Bedakchan. 

T HE Can and the Emir Huflfein,. on the 
news of the kings of Bedakchan having 
revolted, fail’d not to prepare an army for redu¬ 
cing them j and as thefe rebellious princes had 
alfo rais’d troops, they went to meet ’em, and 
the two armys were loon in view. 

Malek Huflfein, prince of Herat, fent feme 
good troops from Bale, with orders to ravajp 
the provinces thereabouts vVhich were fubje§, 
to the Emir Huflfein ,• and Timur had no foonet 
advice of this enterprize than he departed for 
Kech with his forces to repulfe^Malek Hullein, 
in confequence of the peace and union which) 
had been renew’d between him and the Emir 
Huflfein. A 

When the troops of Malek heard of Timur’s, 
march, they return’d back, after haring pillag’d., 
Cheburgan and Bale, and all the country as Ip 
as Culm. Timur crofs’d the river at Termed; 
but as the Coraflanians retir’d, he advanc’d no 
farther, but went in fearch of the Can and. the 
Emir Huflfein, who on notice of his coming*; 
made a truce with the kings of Bedakchan, god 
immediately return’d. Thefe princes met at 
Condoz, embrac’d each other, and put an end ; 
to the averfion they had a long time bore’ 
to one another. They made entertainment^^ 
Which lafted feveral days, went together to the, 
cold country of Ifcamich ; and Timur fent or- 
dfifs to prince Gehanghir his fon, who was at -1 

Macau* 
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Macan, to come immediately with his family Oucgn^ 
and retinue to the agreeable territory of Kech; l < / VV 
yrhich he did accordingly. 

Poulad Bouga and Acbouga alfo revolted, Timur 
fortify’d tbemfclves in the citadel of Cabu!, and and Huf- 
committed many a<fts of hoftility. The Emir fein 
Hufiein aecompany’d by Timur, march’d with “f t [, c ai , 
an army to that place to reduce ’em, pafsfd by army fo 
the mountain of Hendoukech, and arriv’d before Cabulef* 
Gabuh Poulad and Acbouga made preparations t4n * 
to defend themfelves with bravery, and fortify’d 
the citadel. 

Our army attack’d the place on every fidei 
and gave many aflkults ; the befieg’d vigo- 
reufty defended themfelves from the top of their 
well^ rafting great quantitys of ft ones, and 
ftraoeihg arrows on the befiegers. 

Timur employ’d all his courage in fobduing 
the enemy, which he fo efe&ually perform’d, 
that he took from ’em all hopes of fafety: but 
thro his own and his foldiers courage a great 
many of his brave officers were flam. Cataf 
JBeluder, Cheik Ali Behader, and fome others! 
were wounded'in the attack; but the prefence 
of Timur infpir’d ’em with fo much resolution 
that they at length became vi&orieus: our ar¬ 
ray enter’d the place fword in hand, feiz’d on 
Poulad and Acbouga, and bound their hands j 
and after the taking of the place, the princes re? 
turn’d home laden with glory. 

The Emir Huflein ask’d Timur’s advice in 
relation to the defign he had to make his ordi¬ 
nary refidence in the' city of Bale ; and for this 
end to rebuild the citadel of Hendouan, for¬ 
merly noted for the height of the wails, the 
depth of the ditches, and the largenefs of the 
towers: but Timur attempted to diffuade hint 
fwtn this thought, and for that reafon told him 
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Book I. the tragical hiftory of the Mirza Abdalla his 
uncle, who after the unfortunate death of his 
father Mir Cazagan, wou’d refide at Samarcand, 
notwithftanding the counfel of .the Emirs who 
were attach’d to„ his intereft both by duty and 
inclination, and who cou’d not but reprefent 
to him, that thus to abandon his native coun¬ 
try, and live amongft ftrangers, was thro want 
of prudence, becaufe one cou’d not confide in 
the fervice or a Alliance of ftrangers : but thtV 
young prince wou’d not hearken, to the counfel' 
given him ; and at length what had been pre¬ 
dicted happen’d to him.' h* ’ ’ 

Timur told the Emir Huflein that he. took 
the fame road as his uncle, and that a prince 
of fo great a foul as himfelf fhou’d not beguile 
ty of a like faulty after fuch an example had beetl- 
given him. 

': Tho the Emir Huifein approv’d of Timur’s 
counfel as very fit to be taken, and as given- 
him thro pure ffiendihip, yet he did not follow- 
it, bijt was refoly’d to put his defign in execu¬ 
tion. He, departed for Bale, at which place 
fiis misfortunes began ; and tho it was refolr’d, 
that at their return from Cabal, Timur fhou’d 
depart forKech, yet he defir’d him to accom¬ 
pany him to Bale* which he did. Huflein was 
qo fooner arriv’d there, than he began to build 
the citadel of Hendouan, and to dig the 
ditches : he gave orders for the men to work- 
there with diligence, made all the inhabitants 
of Ealc come into the citadel,, and the city re¬ 
main’d like a defart ; which happen’d in the 
An. Dom. year of the Hegira 7 69. 

*^ e mean while advice was brought that 
Monkey. arm y of the G ! tes was again upon its march 
thither. The Emir Huflein, who forefaw that 
he was not able by himfelf to get over fo in¬ 
tricate 
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tricate an affair as this, befought Timur to do Chapixfc 
it himfelf, and to march into Tranfoxiana tore- 
pulfo this army, telling him all wou’d be loft, 
if the troops had not for their general the moft. 
valiant prince in the world. 


CHAP. XXIV. 

Timur marches at the head of an army to 
repulfe the Qetes. 

W Hen the news of the march of the Getes 
was confirm’d, Timur departed for* 
Tranfoxiana accompany’d by the Emir Moull'a- • 
They prepar’d themfelves warmly to oppofe the 
enemys, who were arriv’d at Tachkunt, 1 wher© 
they encamp’d to pafs the winter, 
i Timur and the Emir ,Mouffa march’d to Sa- 
marcand, and encamp’d at CariKichlac. The. 
Emir JHuffein follow’d.’em with the reft of the 
army, and encamp’d in the plain of Kech. 

There very fortunately arofe a divifion a- 
mong the lords of Gete : for Camareddin of the. 
hard. ;of Ouglat, Kepec Timur, and ChiraouE 
Were united with fome croops againft Hadgi. 
Arkenout, who refolv’d to give.’em battel.. 
They took horfe with this defign ; but when 
they were in view, they made peace,- and Arke¬ 
nout return’d home : but Camareddin and Ke¬ 
pec Timur deceiv’d, him, and retreated with 
thoir troops inftead of following him ; and 
then Hadgi Bei fon of' Chiraopl cut off Arke- 
nout’s head, and by, that means put the army 
of the Qetqs in diforder, and oblig’d it to, 
march, back again. Timur, -who was well 
skill’d in the art of war, wou’d not attack ’em,- 
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Book I. but faid, that when there was a mifundetflantt- 
ing between the generals of the enemys army* 
it was requisite that the fword fhou’d be left 
in the fcabbard. 

Timur and Moufla fent lftefiengers to tell' 
the Can and the Emir Huflein, that fince the 
Getes were returned in diforder, it was proper 
to purfue ’em t but becatife the kings of Bedak- 
chan had made feveral irruptions during the 
Winter qp -their dominion?, and had pillag’d the 
city of Condoz, the Emir Huflein thought it 
more advifable to march into Bedakchan, and 
put a flop to the defigns of thofe princes* 

Since thro the valor of Timur there was no 
farther danger to be apprehended from the 
troops of Gete, the princes Huflein and Timur 
rais’d frefli foldiers, With whom they march’d to 
Bedakchatry and when they had crofs’d the Gi* 
hon, and regulated the march of the army, they 
went to Taican and Keapughan, and encamp’d 
at Kechetn, a place dependent on Bedakcha% 
Timur, who lov’d to be nrft in every expedition, 
departed port, being accompany’d by Gehan- 
mule, fon of the Emir Huflein ; and this fail 
prince fluid with the Can in .Kechern. 

On the other hand, the army of Bedafcehan 
march’d towards the borders of the mountain 
Kerkes, where they flopped; their commanded 
imagining that not a bird cou’d pafs without 
their permiflion: but when they perceiv’d Ti¬ 
mor’s norfe, they fled. Neverthelefs, when they 
were arriv’d at the defile of Gerem, they were 
refolv’d again to ftaod their ground ; but as foon 
as Timur’s ftandard approach’d, all the troops 
fled beyond the mountain, crofs’d the river 
Gerem, ruin’d all the country, and feiz’d on 
all the paffesof the river. Timur crofs’d it, and 
conceal’d a part of his men. And when the 

enemy 
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enemy had advice that the army had pafs’d Chap.24. 
it, they retir’d by the upper fide of Bedakchan, en- t/'v'NJ 
camp’d in a narrow pafs of the mountains nam’d 
Ortondge, where two great rivers meet: but 
having advice that our troops were marching thi¬ 
ther, they turn’d their backs, and abandon’d it 
again. -They went towards Conghoralenk, and 
crofs’d at the utraoft part of the Gihon; feiz’d 
on the other pafies of the* river which were on 
this fide, and encamp’d there. The fcouts of 
Our army purfu’d ’em; but the enemy having 
prepar’d themfelves, to *give battel, beat and 
routed’em : they even made prince Cheik Ali, 

Ming of Bedakchan, prifoner. Thefe vagrant 
princes afterwards prefented Timur with the hor- 
fes and all the flocks of their king> Timur, 
on advice that a .troop of the enemy which had 
fled was retir’d into a defile, fent againft ’em Ge- 
hanmulc, fon of the Emir Huflein, with troops. 

He vanquilh’d ’em, and took from ’em a great 
quantity of fpoils: but at his return the troops 
of Bedakchan oppos’d his paflage, took poffef- 
fion of Tenknai, and gave him battej. Gehan- 
mulc fled, and the vi&orious enemys recover’d 
all they had loft. They kill’d a great many of 
our'men, difabled fix hundred and thirty horfe- 
men, and made themfelves matters of their hoc- 
fes and luggage. Balkhi rode poft with this 
news to Timur. The prince immediately took 
horfe, and in a paifion march’d to the top of the 
mountain ; but his foldiers being fearful, wou’d 
not follow him; fo he was forc’d to content 
himfelf with thirteen horfe, wich whom he feiz’d 
on a narrow pafs, thro which the enemys were 
Oblig’d to march : he fell furioufly upon ’em, 
and beat ’em, refcu’d his foldiers from they: 
hands; and Timur protefted that of all the bat¬ 
tles he had been in, he had not yet met with 
Vol. I. I fo 
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Ilook I. fo rough a one. In the mean white fifty of the 
enemys infantry, cover’d with their bucklers, 
boldly march’d againft Timur ; and being with¬ 
in {hot of him, let fly a great cloud of arrows. 
At the fame time two hundred men came up 
to their alfiftance : but, thro the good fortune of 
Timur, Eltchi Bouga ran to ’em, being alone, 
and on foot. He carefs’d ’em, and for that rea- 
fon touch’d ’em feveral times upon the neck, 
fpeaking to ’em in a kind aud iubtle manpsf. 
“ The perfon you fee, fays, be, is. the great Ti- 
mur : he will reflate you your flaves : why 
“ do you then fight to no purpofe ? You know 
“ that if you are kill’d or made prifoners, ypu 
“ will bear the blame of having your flaves 
* c taken.” When tfle foldiers heard* the natpe 
of that prince, the refpeft they bore him hin¬ 
der'd ’em from fighting. They confefs’d their 
weaknefs, kifs’d the earth in token of fubmif- 
fion ; and two of ’em came to him, in a humble 
manner, to beg pardon. Timur order’d ’em to 
bring the next morning all the horfes and buck¬ 
lers they had taken from our men ,• and he pro¬ 
mis’d to deliver ’em back their flaves. They 
contented to every thing he requir’d ,• and faid 
to him, “ We are your fervants,- whatever 
<c you command, \ve muft obey.”. They then 
return’d home, after having wi fil’d hirnall man¬ 
ner of profperity. Timur return’d to his-camp. 
The men of Bedakchaa got together- all they 
cou’d find belonging to us, befides feveral pre- 
fents * of horfes and othpr things -. n?xK 
day they laid ’em at the test of Tinjur, 
who kindly accepted of ’em, and, order’d 
their flaves to be reftor’d. At length this great 
prince, by his prudence, valor, and good con- 
dud, with thirteen men only, deliver’d fix hun-

dred 
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Bred and thirty hoffemen who had been made Ghapaj. 
{laves, atid recover’d what an army had fhame- 
Fully loft; having moreover prefents made him 
by the enemys. He at length return’d fare .to 
Bedakchan, ’frhere, as foon as he arriv’d, Ti- 
zekchi Geiair, and the troops which had fled, 
at lea ft thofe xi’hich were come into that city, 
were fhatply reprimanded. The Emirs befought 
him tHat he wou’d defer the procefs againft ’em 
till the end of the campaign; but Timur’s zeal 
wou’d tlot permit it. He order’d ’em to be 
brought that inftaut before a court-martial; ana 
after having examin’d ’em, they were all punifh’d 
with the baftittado according to their fentence.. 

During Timur’s ftay at Bedakchan, the Emir 
Huflein lent to tell him, that the Cheik^lUehe- 
med Selduz and Kei Cofru, after having got 
together all their friends and fome troops, were 
upon thhit march, with their enfigns difplay’d; 
that ntithing but his invincible fwo'rd was able 
to quench the fire of this rebellion : and he 
kfouglit him to come with expedition, to fettle 
affairs there, according to his ufualgood conduft. 

After havihg difpatch’d this advice, the Emic 
Huflein return’d with the Can to Saliferai. 


€ H A P. XXV. 

Returns from Bedakchan. 

W HEN Timor had advice that the 0 leik 
Mehemed Beyan Seldiiz and Kei Cofru 
were fo raih as to make war on Huflein, he took 
horfe and departed from Bedakchan: and as 
every one forefaw that vi£fory always accompa- 
ny’d the ftandard of that prince, the rebels wrote 
him a letter, m which they reprefented the 
I a caufe 
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BookL caufe of their difcontent, and beg’d affiftance of 
i/Y\) him. This letter was intercepted by the Emir 
Huffein, of which Timur had advice. When 
he was arriv’d at Arhenk, he had a conference 
on the bank of the river with the Emir Hufleinu 
who teftify’d his joy on feeing him, and obferv’a, 
on his fide all the ceremonys which were tokens 
of a. kind reception.' Timur, becaufe of the 
friendfhip they had renew’d and confirm’d by 
oaths, expe&ed that the Emir Huffein wou’d 
fhew him the letter of the princes, and not cqor 
ceal his defign ; becaufe the difcovery of a fecret 
is a token of fincerity: but Huffein did not 
anfwer his expedition, which made him jealous: 
He was no fooner got to his palace, than three 
perfons came to him,'who told him that the 
Emir Huffein had refolv’d to furprize and feize.. 
on him. All tin's was confirm’d. by a private 
perfon, to whom the Can Adel Sultan had writ, 
that the Emir Huffein had order’d the Emir 
Mouffa to watch an opportunity to feize on Ti¬ 
mur ; v'hich letter he brought with him- Tho 
thefe circumftances increas’d his jealoufy, yet he 
had fo great a foul, that he took no notice of 
’effly a °d a died as he had done before. 

All thefe marks of Htiffein’s bafenefs, confirm’d 
by. fo many circumftances, did not aftonifh Ti¬ 
mur : he conceal’d this letter, imagining that if* 
Huffein had any defign to betray him, he wou’d 
have done it at their firft interview. \ ( Is the 
u Emir Mouffa, fays he,- able to feize me ? And 
" can a fox make a lion his prey ? ” ■ 

After he had banifh’d from his mind .all thcrfe. 
thoughts which might give him any difcontent, 
he took horfe, and went to find Huffein, to 
know of him the truth of thefe rumors. He 
met him on horfeback on the bank of the Gihon.; 
and as he was about to fpeak to him, there came a 

bark 
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barkfrom the other fide of the water, out of Chap.ztf, 
which there fuddenly ftept forth a man, who 
whifper’d to Huflein, “ The enemy is near, 

“ the army muft be got ready/’ Huffein, upon 
hearing this news, thought the beft way to 
overcome the enemy wou’d be to fend Timur 
agaidft ’em. He told him of it, and inftantly 
befought him to crofs the river with hi&troops. 

Timur did as he defir’d; and when he had 
overtaken the fcouts, he put the army in order 
of battel: but the enemys had no fooner heard 
of the arrival of the great Timur, than they, 
turn’d their backs and fled. JCei Cofru took 
the road to Cair Tekin, and thence to Alai, 
whither he was purfu’d by Zendehacham; and 
the Cheik Mehemed Beyan Selduz fled to Zizi, 
towards Cogende, to which place Timur pur¬ 
fu’d him: but the Cheik crofs’d the Sihon, and 
fled towards Tachkunt and Otrar: wherefore 
Timur, full of glory, immediately return’d to 
Kech, where he ordinarily refided; whilfl: every, 
place echo’d forth the rumor of his victory. 

When Huflein had provided againft the in- 
fults of his enemys, he departed from Arhenk to 
Bale, where he chofe the caftje of Hendouan 
for his refidence, 


CHAP. XXVI. 

A fecond rupture between Timur and Huffein* 
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Book I. rxient, which wou’d be the means of making his 
W''VV people happy- The leaft accident in the courfe 
w of this prince’s fortune hath been fo extraordi¬ 
nary, that the wifeft and moft learned men were 
never able to fathom it : every thing fell out 
according to his defire, thro theaffiftance of the 
divine providence, which had refolv’d to fettle 
the crown on his head. And as fovereignty, ac¬ 
cording to Mahomet, is the fhadpw, °f God, 
who is one, it canriop be divided, no more than 
there cou’d have been two moons in the fame, 
heaven ; fo, to fulfil ‘this truth, God de- 
firoys thofe who oppofe him whojm providence 
W'ou’d fix upon the throne. 

Among all the prijmes who ba 4 - the title of 
fovereigns when the rue of Timur began, there 
was none of greater power than the Emir Huf- 
fein: but his wicked inclinations foon caus’d 
his ruin, and his avarice made him defpife all 
fentiments of honor and virtue ; on tfie other 
hand, his felf-conceitednefs, and the fmall re* 
gard he fhew’d to others, join’d to palfion aniji 
imprudence in his fpeeches, render’d h^s go¬ 
vernment infuppprtable, and drew op lum. fo 
great an averfion from the people, that, they 
Ibfi all the efteem and affedion they had hadfor 
him. The good intelligence he kept wxtuTi- 
mur-Eec had fo firmly fupported his author ity 
that fcarce any one refus’d whatfoever he d<r 
manded; and.hp who d^cl^r’d himself his ene¬ 
my, was not fafe from the' vengeance of Ti¬ 
mur, byt by flight, In all his affairs, pros¬ 
perous and unfuccefsful, Timur aflifted him as 
far as he was able, with an admirably course 
and intrepidity: he even purfu’d the C^n Ad?l 
Sultan, wfip was jealous of Huflein, thq he hac} 
rais’d, him to the throne .- this ptinpe fled from 
§nd pafs’ 4 , thro. ^he,coup,try of Reph; 
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but Timur feiz’d Him after fome refiftartce, and Chap .z6 r 
fent him to Huflein. Moreover, the friendfhip 
of thefe two princes was kept' up by their al¬ 
liance in marriage, Titttur having efpous’d the 
lifter of Huflein : Ncvetthelefs the latter had 
always defign’d to deceive Timur,- for tho he 
had in appearance repented of the enmity he 
had Oonfcdv’d agaihft him, and had obtain’d a 
peace with fo riiuch difficulty, and tho their a- 
greemertt was confirm’d by oaths, yet he left 
not off his former evafions ; his wiconftant hu¬ 
mor, join’d with the malice of his relation Pou- 
lad Bouga, and of the Etair Calil, caus’d him 
to break thro al^his oaths, and the treaty he 
had made with Timur, He fent men to Kech, 
to make all Timur’s fubje&s depart out of that 
city, and to bring ’em to Bale. And becaiife 
the Emir Mdaid had in a drunken fit beaten 
and kill’d the fon of Chadartchi, and fled for 
it, Huflein fent meffengers to bring away to 
Bale the wife of this Eihfr, calf’d Chirm Bej 
Aga, the After of Timur; he difrfiifs’d the prince 
Gehanghir, whom Timur his father had plac’d 
near him, and order’d him to fend him forth¬ 
with the Emir Moufla with the troops he cOm- 
mandfed. Timur' had every day new caufes of 
jealoufy, advice being brought him that a de- 
fign was form’d to feize his perfon : on the o- 
ther hand, the feeret which Huflein had made of 
the letter of Kei Cofru, join’d wicji the aflli- 
rance Mehemed Bfeyan had given him that all 
thefe advices were well grounded, as in eflfeift 
they were ; and the reflexions he made on the 
prefent motions' and former treafons of Huf- 
fein : all this, I fay, convinc’d Timur of the 
edil intention of that prince, whom it was unfafe 
not to fufpeft. Tft the mean while he held a coun-* 
cjj' with the Enrir Moufla and the princes hd 
*• *14 cou’d 
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Book I. cou’d moft confide in; in which he told ’etti 
O7V the Emir Huffein had defigns againft his per- 
fon, and that it was prudent for him to pre¬ 
vent their being put in execution. 

When the Emir Mouffa, the other Emirs, 
and the principal courtiers of Timur, as the 
Emirs Daoud, Bar Bouga, Muaid, Huffein Be- 
hader, Acbouga, Eltchi Behader, the Cheik 
AliBehader, and Doletchah fecretary of ftate, 
fiad heard his difcourfe, they unanimoufly a- 
greed that he ought no longer to confide in 
the treaty or oaths of Huffein, fince he al¬ 
ways had defign’d to deceive him. “ God 
“ forbid, faid they, that foou’d let flip 
** this opportunity of putting ourfelves in a 
“ condition not to fear him for if we do, 
" we fhall never be able to recover it, and 
“ then repentance will avail nothing; we ought 
“ to prepare to oppofe him, and employ all our 
“ care to carry on fuccefsfully fo important an 
**■ affair, that he may no longer have the means 
*' of hurting us.” After having given thanks to 
God, according to the cuflom of the council, 
they concluded thus: “ Since the enemy has al- 
“ ways evil defigns in his heart, it will be bet- 
“ ter to proclaim open war againft him.” 
Then addrefling themfelves to Timur, they faid, 
“ This perfidious prince defigns to ruin you : 
“ you ought therefore as a wife, man to break 
fC off all intelligence with him j by which you’ll 
<c put an end to his infupportable tyranny, and 
t( flop the tears and crys of the people, who 
“ expeft freedom from your hands.” 

The Emir Yakou and Doletchah prefs’d this 
hdme to Timur, who gave great attention to 
’em. Anjl after the Emir Mouffa had renew’d 
^ith this prince a promife of friendihip, they 
conceiv’d a petfe$ enmity agaioft Huffein; and 1 

excited 
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excited by the opportunity this conjunSure af- Chap.26; 
forded 'em, they began the rupture by the l/yx 
death of Ali brother ofKefer Yefouri. 

On further affurance that the Emir Huflein 
defign’d to violate his oaths, and had already 
prepar’d to execute his artifices, Timur refolv’a 
on the ruin of this enemy. But as his great foul 
■jvou’d not permit him to make ufe of tricks, 
which arefuggefted by weaknefs or neceffity, he 
boldly declar’d war againft him,' giving out his 
orders for, troops to be rais’d, and fending Hin- 
doui Corcora native of Capchac, with order to 
oblige the Cheik Mehemed Beyan to return, 
who had fled, ^nd crofs’d the Sihon for Otrar. 

When the troops were come to the place where- 
Timur was, this prince gave his orders among 
the fcouts and guards; he kept with him the. 

.Emir Moufla to command the rear, and depart¬ 
ed from Kech in perfon, after having, accord¬ 
ing to cuftom, confulted the aflrologers, and 
taken the happy moment in which he fhou’d de¬ 
camp. He, fet out before the reft with a great 
- number of brave men, full of zeal, ambition, and 
.hope. As foon as he arriv’d at Cuzar, the 
Emir Moufla was furpriz’d with a panick fear,, 
as ufual, went baclcfrom his promife, fled, and 
return’d to Samarcand. Timur feem’d to take 
no. notice of this a&ion; but fent Siorgatmicfi 
Aglen, with the Emir Muaid and Huflein Ber¬ 
ks, before the reft, as fcouts; while himfelf 
commanded the guards, and continu’d his march. 

When thefe.fcouts had pafs’d the iron gate, and 
were arriv’d at Termed, the fcouts of the ar-. 
my of Huflein, commanded by Hindouchah and 
Calil, perceiv’d ’em, but they foon fled back to 
Bale. 

When Timur was arriv’d at Boya, three, 
leagues from Termed, he met the iUuftrious 
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Book I. and pious Santon Seid Bereke, one of the moffi, 
coafiderable Cherifs {that is, relations of Maho- 1 
met) of the venerable Mecca. This famous 
Cherif, who had acquir’d a great reputation for 
his piety and learning, came by chance to this 
place: he prefented Timur with a drum and a 
itondard, which are the ordinary marks of fove- 
reignty; and at length, as if infoir’d, he futtg an 
hymn, which predicted Timurs future happi- 
nefs. 

Timur gave Seid Bereke a very magnificent 
reception, he being one of the moft illuf- 
trious lords of the houfe of the prophet. He 
then join’d with him in an indifloktble friend* 
Ihipj and this great Cherif refolv’d to fpettd all 
his days with a prince whofe greatnefs he had 
foretold : and Timur order’d that after his death 
they fhou’d be both laid in the fame tomb, and 
that his face fhou'd be turn’d fideways, that at 
the day of judgment, when every one fhou’d 
lifif up their hands to heaven toimpiore affi fiance 
of fome intercefibr, he might lay hold ofl the 
robe ©f this child of the prophet Mahomet. 

The great confidence Timur always plac’d in 
this Cherif, who was the chief of ail the other 
relations of Mahomet, is too well known to 
need proofs of* it'. Their ffirift friendfhip Was 
of great advantage to the Mahometan religion, 
and on that account feveral people abandon’d 
tHeir error and idolatry to embrace it. This 1 
union hath continu’d ter this* day among their 1 ‘ 
iflfftrious pofterity; and it is hop’d, that ha¬ 
ving begun fo well, it will remain among their 
dependents to the end of thtte. 

Timur departed from Bbyafor Jagana on the 
river Jaganrouc, where he order’d the .Emir Ta¬ 
ken to aflemble the troops which were in the * 
neighbourhood- Yakou accordingly got toge-' 
j ‘ ther 
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tber the horfe of thofe coyntrys, as well of the Cbap.jif. 
hord pS Soldo* as others, and font ’em to the l/VM 
c 3 ra P; he afterwards went to Catlan to levy 
the troops of that country. 

When the ftandard of the great Timur was 
arriv’d at the paflage of Qubadge, the Cheik 
MphPWfd Beyan and Hjndoui Corcora join’d 
% anny. This Cheik had the honor to falute 
Timur, who crofs’d the Gihon, and went to 
encamp at Culm, the troops of which place 
join’d ours. The Emir Oladgia Icon, whom 
the Emir Hnflein had plac’d in Condoz, and 
tjhe Cheik Mehemed king of Bedakchan, whom 
Timur had invited to come and join him, ar¬ 
riv’d alfp with their troops, and receiv’d parti¬ 
cular favors from Timur ; and as they all hated 
Huflein, not being fafe againft his infults, they 
were over-joy’d at the march of Timur, and the 
war he had declar’d- They gave feveral enter¬ 
tainments to teftjfy their fatisfadion, and load-n 
ed this, prince with praifes: “ All the king¬ 
's, flom, faid they, is opprefs’d by your enemy ; 

** advance like an hero to dethrone him, and 
(( yoy will make this monarchy flourifli.” The 
Emir Kei Cofru, who had fled from Ids coun¬ 
try of Catlan to Alai for fear of the Emir 
Huflein, came alio to join this army ; and the i; 

Emir Yakou arriv’d at the fame time with the 
troops of Catlan. In Chart, according to Ti¬ 
mur’s[ orders, there came from every province of 
the empire of Zagatai a general with his troops 
to. the camp, which was fo fill’d that there was 
no room for any more. 

All the Emirs and princes of this great king* 
dom promis’d obedience to Timur, and gave 
publick teftimonys of their fidelity in his fer* 
lo. that nothings cou’d be a finer fight tfean the 
pf this conqueror. Timur fent out a great 

number 
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Book I. number of brave men for fcouts; which the 

V'V'^ Emir Huflein had alfo done. The Cheik Ali ! 
Behader, who . was of prodigious ftrerigth, had 
no fooner perceiv’d the fcouts of Huflein, than 
he rufh’d on ’em like a lion fword in hand. 
The encounter was terrible, nothing being- 
heard in..the two Mangalai ' but frightful crys, 
while, the foldiers fell on each fide. Catai Be¬ 
hader attack’d ’em in another place, and ob¬ 
lig’d the enemy to fly : and the Cheik Ali Be¬ 
hader took Chouban Serbedal prifoner. After¬ 
wards this great army, being divided, into two* 
bodys, march’d by the foot of the mountain: 
the foldiers, who were always defirous to fight 1 
in his fervice, were fill’d with joy, and made'- 
the air echo. Long live the great 
TIMUR. 

The army encamp’d on the banks of a river, 
which runs from the narrow paffage of Ghez, 
near the citadel of Orboz. Here Timur-Bec 
gave Siorgatmich Aglen the title of Can ; and 
after he had regulated his army, departed for 
Bale. He met Zendehacham the fon of Mehe* 
med Coj‘a, leader of the vanguard, who came 
frota Cheburgan with the troops of the hord 
of Aperdi, and join’d him. 

This army, confifling qf a prodigious number 
of valiant men, block’d up the city of Bale on 
all fides, and befieg’d the citadel call’d Hen- 
douan. There was a hideous cry among the 
Tartar troops ; neverthelefs a great many horfe 
and foot fally’d out of the city to repulfe our 
foldiers ; and the two armys fought with un- 
parallel’d courage till .night,-when both partys 


A con fiderable body of footer?, who are a kind bf van¬ 
guard, always commanded by a prince,

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drew off. In this battel, prince Omar Cheik, Chap.i£ 
the ion of Timur, who was no more than! fif- '-'•'VXJ! 
teen years old, having given great proofs of his 
valor, was wounded with an arrow which pier¬ 
ced thro his foot: and tho the furgeons drew a 
hot iron thro the wound, this brave young 
prince bore it with -invincible patience. The Timur <fc: 
next day the fun had no fooner (hone on. the feats Hu£ 
fort of Hendouan, than the two partys prer- 
par’d for battel. Timur’s army, march’d, at the 
found ofkettle-drums and trumpets ; and a par¬ 
ty of Huffein’s men Tallying out of the citadel to 
fe^w their valor, they-began the fight,'which 
was very bloody. Huffein, who at a diftan'ce 
beheld this terrible" encounter^ conceiv’d his 
affairs to be defperate, and that he fhou’d ne¬ 
ver be able to re-eftablifh ’em ; he therefore re- 
folv’d to ftiut up the gate of the citadel, and 
to abandon his fortune and all his grandeur. 

The vidorious Timur fent to:acquaint him,’ 
that if he defir’y his life, he muft fubrnit, 
and, deliver up the, fort. Huffein being now 
reduc’d to the laft-extremity, at. this time ad- 
ed.with prudence ; he fent his eldeft fon to Ti¬ 
mur, with the Can whom he had fet up: they 
fubmitted to him, befought him to fpare their 
lives, and told him they fhou’d account them- 
felves happy in being fubjed to him. Huffeiil 
then fent his other fpn, and order’d him to tell 
Timur in the moft fubmiffive manner, -that fince 
fortune, had forfaken him, he forefaw that the 
kingdom wou’d be Timur’s lot, and poverty 
his; that therefore he wou’d refign his crown, 
renounce the riches, grandeur* and other plea- 
fures of this world, being refolv’d to lead a 
private life overwhelm’d with griefs and misfor¬ 
tunes, and to requeft nothing of him but a free 
parage out erf the citadel, in order to go a 

pilgrimage 
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Boob I. pilgrimage to Mecca. Tintat granted hi* re* 
queft, and order’d that no one /hou’d moleft 
him, but that lie might depart in freedom at 
the time he propos’d, and retire whither he 
pleas’d. 

The Emir Htaflfeia feflt again to fatisfy Timur 
that he wou’d go out the next day ; and requeftCd 
he wou’d pfdmrfe hifn that hd dhe fhou’d under¬ 
take anything againft his life. Timur granted 
it i but Huftein was fo aeCfiftom’d to break Ms 
word, and therefore )z&6US that Timm Wbtfd 
not keep hi* promife, that he went out of the 
citadel the fame night with two fervants. Hfs 
affli&ion indeed had fo Overwhelm’d him 1 , and 
he was fo ’ full of jealonfy, and undet fir rhuth 
furprize, that he had forget the place he Was 
to go to ,• neither had ho a foul devout eflofigh 
to perform the pilgrimage h6 promis’d. Afrer 
wandring for fome time he afrtiv’d at the 
old city of Bale; and 'WHetf morning 1 was 
come, his Tear of death, which he w^sfs corf- 
feious he had deferv’d, made him get upon 
the minaret ‘ of the principal mofque, whefd he 
hid himfelf. By this were fulfill’d the words' of 
Gelaleddin. Roumi in his pdems,- “ That a- CS- 
“ mel which got upon # miffaret, cry’d Ottt, 
* c I am hid here s pray ddtfi- difeover the place 1 dk

As the time fix’d by fefd for the death of 
Huflein was come, the Concern 1 he was 1 in* to 
hide himfelf was in vain. ' A foldier, who had 
by chance loft his horfe, and been every whdte 
to feek it, was advis’d: to get upon the 1 mina¬ 
ret to try if he cou’d not perceive it from

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thence. He went up, and faw the Emir Huf- Chip.ad. 
foin, whom he knew. This prince, who in (✓W 
his profperity had never fhewn the leaft gene- 
rofity to a foldier, flung down before the man 
a handful of pearls, and promis’d if he wou’d 
fave him from the danger he was in, he wou’d 
not fail to requite him according to his power ; 
he befought him with the greateft importunity, 
and made him fwear he wou’d not difcover him. 

The foldier promis’d he wou’d noty mid went 
down the minaret ; but immediately ran to Ti- 
aut»» to whom he told the adventure, not forget-* 
ting the circumftance of the pearls, nor the in* 
treatys Huflein had made: he ask’d pardon to£ 

Timur for the action, and told him, that be*- 
caufe he..had the honor to belong, to him,’ be 
cou’d not keep it fecret, but was oblig’d to 
give him this important advice. 

. The Emirs and foldiers had no fooner heard 
of this, than they ran to the mofque. Hulfein, 
who &w ’em from the top of t2he minaret, de- 
foair’d of his life : he came down very much af* 

:ii£ted, and hid himfelf in a hole : but by chance 
the tip of his garment was feen ; fo that he 
was difeover’d, and brought to Timur with his 
bands bound. Thi&prinfce wou’d not break his 
promife, but faid to the Emirs who were near 
him, “ I renounce the right I have of taking 
“ away his life, and eraze the fentence of his 
f( death, by which I might revenge my fdlf.” 

When he had difmife’dk him from his prefence,’ 

Kei Cofru prince of Catlan complain’d of the 
wrong- which had been done him, in that Huf- 
fein had put to death his brother Kei Cobad ; 
he therefore befought Timur , to deliver him 
mto His hands, that'juftice might be done for 
the crime he had committed in taking away 
bis brother’s life. Timur, toappeafeKei Cof- 

ru, 
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Book I. ru, told him he ought to abandon'this prefer 
yvv/ cution, for that his brother’s blood wan’d be! 
reveng’d without his having a hand in it j 
and on that occafion he cited a verfe' of the 
poet ; Leave him who hath offended you in the hands 
of time, for time and fortune will avenge you. 

Neverthelefs the remembrance of the aritient 
familiarity, as well as the alliance between Ti¬ 
mur and Huflein by the marriage of the illuf- 
trious princefs Tiircan Aga, caus’d fo great a 
forrow in Timur’s mind, that he melted into 
Death of tears. Upon which the Emir Oladgia Itou, a 
Emir Huf- man c f years and great experience, imagin’d 
■ e ‘ a * that as Timur bore fo great affe&ion towards 
Halfein, he might efcape from the danger' he 
Was in, and when an opportunity was once 
loft, they wou’d repent of it: he therefore made 
figns to prince Kei Cofru, and the Emir Muaid, 
to go out of the aflembly ; which they did with¬ 
out asking leave of Timur, and taking- horfe* 
they follow’d the Emir Huflein, foon overtook 
him and flew him: which punilhment being 
due to him according to the Arid rules of juf- 
tice, the proteftion of Timur avail’d him no¬ 
thing.

Dog.* * fortrefs of Hendouan ,- the two fons of 

a Huflein, Confaid and Norooz Sultan, paid for 
their father’s faithleflnefs, for they were burnt, 
and their allies call into the air ; his two other 
fons, Gehan Mule and Calil Sultan, fled into 
India, where they periih’d. The Can whom 
Huflein had fet up was alfo put to death. 
They brought to Timur the ladys and domef- 
ticks of Huflein, as alfo all the treafure and 
riches he had amafs’d with fo much follicitude 
# and 
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and avarice. Among the ladys of this prince’s Cha y. Z 6. 
feraglio, Timur kept for himfelf the princefs W'yN*? 
Serai Mule Canum, daughter of Cazan Sultan 
Can, Olous Aga daughter of Beyan Selduz, 

Iflam Aga daughter of Refer Yefouri, and Togi 
Turcan Catun. He gave to Behram Gelair the 
great queen, Sevendg Cfctlifc Aga daughter of 
Twrmechin'n Can, Huflein’s Hrft wife; he gave 
Dilchadaga to Zende Hacham, and the princefs 
Adel Mule, daughter of Kei Cobad prince of 
Catlan, to the Emir Yakou Berias: he diftribyted, 
the other ladys of Hulfein’s palace in the fame 
manner, and gave the daughter of tfiis pririte to 
Eltchi Bouga brother of Taban Behader. 

Timur order’d that the inhabitants of the city 
of Bale, who had fhut themfelves up in the cita¬ 
del of Hendouan with Hulfein, fliould return to 
the old. city, and rebuild it for their dwelling- 
place. The citadel, after it had been pillaged, 
as well as the palaces of Emir Hulfein, were all 
faz’d even to the very foundations,- and every 
thing that belong’d to him was fo entirely des¬ 
troy’d, that there might remain nofootfteps of 
Kim.

The ejta.blifhinehi.of Timur on the throne of the 
■ empire of Zjgatai. 

A FTER the taking of the city of Bale, 
all the Emirs, princes and general? of the 
army of the empire' of Zagatai, the Cans 
of Termed, and the prince of the Cherifs, Seid 
Bereke, (who, as we have related in the former 
i • ; ' ' book. 
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book, had predifted Timur’s advancement to the Chap, i? 
throne) aiTgmbled in this city, ancf with unani- 
mons confent chofe Timur to fill the imperial 
feat of Zagatai. Neverthelefs they waited for the 
proper feafon to perform theceremonys of his co¬ 
ronation; and as foon as that time came on, Timur 
afcended the throne, plac’d the crown of goid 
on his head, and girded himfelf with the imperial 
belt in prefence of the princes of the royal blood 
and the Emirs, who all kneel’d down before him, 
and having wifh’d h(m profperity, made him 
fumptuous prefents, fprihkled handfuls of gold 
and precious ftones upon his head, according to 
cuftomand gave him the title of Saheb Caran, 
whitph words fignify the emperor of the age and 
conqueror of the world; and from that time all 
the country was fubjeft to his laws. 

This prince was then thirty four years old, be- An. B01& 
ing born in the year 736; this great adion 1335- 
happening in the year of the Dog, one of the ^°g- tha 
twelve years of the Mogul calendar, anfwering M °“ e ‘ 
to the year of the Heg. 771. in the month of 
Ramadan, in which month the alcoran came An D 
down from heaven, according to the opinion jo 6 o?‘ 
of all our doftors. ' "* 

This prince was at firfl: named Timur by his 
father the Emir Tragai; which name fignifying 
Iron, was given him becaufe of his extraordina¬ 
ry ftrength; but he was afterwards called the 
Lion and Conqueror. 

In fhort he hath almoft always been invinci¬ 
ble, and thofe have hated him, or made 
war on him, have been only the inftruments of 
aggrandizing the honor of his throne, and. the 
glory of his triumphs.

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Book IX. He began his warlike aSions in the city of 
Bale, which had belong’d to the Emir Hflffein; 
the inhabitants of which place he treated with 
the utmoft rigor, binding fome in chains, and 
beheading others; he deftroy’d their houfes, 
and either rooted up or burnt the reft of the 
c.ountry; feiz’d on their riches, which he diftri- 
biited amoitg his officers, and made their wives 
and children flaves. 

Thus there remain’d no more rebels in that 
country; the people enjoy’d peace; and there 
was nothing to be fear’d but from luxury and 
effeminacy. 

As foon as Timur was upon the throne, he 
open’d the rich treafures of the Emir Huflein, 
which have been already mention’d, and was 
v?ry liberal; he particularly diftinguifh’d him- 
felf by his civilitys towards the governors of 
towns, the generals of the army, the Emirs and 
principal men of the ftate; enlarging their com- 
miffions and honors : at length he difmifs’d ’em 
all, ordering ’em to the places of their refi- 
dence, that they might adminifter juftice to 
their fubje&s. 


CHAP. II. 

Timur returns from the city of Bale to Samar - 
cand : the building of the cafile andfortrefs 
of that metropolis. 

A FTER the taking Of Bale, Timur made 
prince Mourad, fon of Tch ougam Berlas, 
governor of it; and having a defign toBfcurn 
home, he march’d towards Kech, after Mving 
* Oxus; built a bridge of boats over the Gihon *, which 
* is 
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is but eight leagues diftant from Bale; and Chap. %• 
which having happily crofs’d, he arriv'd in the t/'VNJ 
delicious refidence of the country of Kech, and 
encamp’d in the plain of Couchmich, on the 
banks of the fine river of Cochca. This prince, 
as he us’d all his authority to encreafe the joy 
and pleafure of the great lords of this country, 
fo he procur’d to the enemys of the kingdom 
all the difquietude and trouble he pofllbly cou’d, 
during the two months he ftaid in thefe delici¬ 
ous countrys. He there order’d carpets to be 
fpread, and feafts prepar’d ; giving himfelf up to 
pleafures, and fitting upon the throne in his na¬ 
tive country, the city of Kech. 

The country being deliver’d from the fcourge 
of war, the favorites and officers of the houfe of 
Timur, and all thofe who were attach’d to his 
intereft, were loaded with gifts, and rais’d to 
confiderable pofts and honors. In fhort, this 
prince carefs’d the army, and particularly the 
generals; thefe he cloth’d with robes of honor, 
after having enrich’d them, and confirm’d the 
princes in their Tomans, and the commanders 
of a thoufand men in their Hezares 

Xhe Emir Daoud was of this number, and 
to him was committed the poll: of Deroga, 
that is, governor of the city of Satnarcand, and 
chief of the council, whom we commonly call 
Olave Imaret Divan, or chief of the Emirs of 
the Divan, Tim Emirs Yakou, Seifeddin, 

Abbas, Eskender^'Alemcheik, Alafe Coutchin, 
Ardpchir Coutchin, Comari Einac brother of 
Temouke Coutchin, had confiderable commands 
alfigrjj^ ’em in the army, being made Tavatchis*,

the Turks + . 

He made Sar Bouga, Huffein Berlas, Acbouga, 
Hadgi Mahmoudcha, Eltchi Behader, and Do- 
letcha Behader, Emirs of the Divan, that is,- 
counfellors of ftate. 

He appointed the following brave men, Ca- 
tai Behader, Cheik Ali Behader, Caban Be¬ 
hader, Decne, Ba&ichah, Carahinc, Cuduc, Apa- 
chi Kelte, Cazan Bouga Arllan, and Doura Be- 
* Mocad- hader, to be * captains and lieutenants in his 
demSipan. arm y . an[ j jj e CO nftituted thefe illuftrious per- 
fons, Catai, Cheik Ali, and Akitmur, to be 
chiefs over the others, making them alfo his 
fKelanter. ow n f lieutenants. And in this manner he fix’d 
every one of his courtiers in the employment 
which beft fuited him, and even the meaneft 
officers had great eftates, and were advanc’d to 
high dtgnitys. 

He then departed for the city of Samarcand, 
which for its charming fituation, the frefhnefs- 
of its gardens, the ftrength and neatnefs of its 
buildings, and its delightful rivers, makes the 
fineft citys in the world jealous of its beauty. 
Samarcand ^his he made the feat of his empire, and the 
of P^ ace re fidence. 

pcppire- He ckus’d the walls of the city to be repair’d,’ 
and a fortrefs to be erefted; he built, flately 
palaces and neat publick edifices, affigningj 
the care of this great city t$ the Emirs of his 
court. 

He appointed the Emir 'Acbouga fuperin- 
tendant of the buildings; and while the pub¬ 
lic affairs went on in a regular cour^u^Timur

us’d 
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us’d all his care and application entirely # to Chap, i- 
purge the empire from the diforders which had 
crept into it ; 'infomuch that plenty foon flowed 
in this city, and all the earth was charm’d 
with the juftice of Timur’s government. In 
ihort, the favors and immunitys he granted to 
the inhabitants, and the moderation and equi¬ 
ty with which he govern’d ’em, caus’d fo vaft 
a number of people to fettle there, that even 
Grand Cairo and Bagdad envy’d its profperity 
and glory. 

The Emir Moufla, who thro difcontent had 
left the court, at the time when Timur depart¬ 
ed for Bale, and was return’d to his own coun¬ 
try, having learnt that this city was conquer’d < 

by our hero, fled to Turkeftan *. Timur be- ter „ j”'* 
ing inform’d of it, difpatch’d Genghi Coutchin tary< r *- 
in purfuit of him ; and when this general was 
come up to him, he fought and ot'ercame him, 
and oblig’d him to retire into the mountains. 

He there remain’d a vagabond, till the Emir 
Carlogach, brother of Huffein, having purfued 
him, couftrain’d him to alter his road, and to 
return to the fouthern countrys, whither be¬ 
ing follow’d, he at length refolv’d to crofs the 
Gihon with his two wives, and to fly for re¬ 
fuge to the prince Zende Hacham at Chebur- 
gan', in order to excite him to revolt. This 
unfortunate man liften’d to the rebel Moufla, 
which prov’d of ilj confequence to him, for he 
foon after loft his* life, and his principality of 
Cheburgan fell into the hands of another.

CHAP. III. 

The Couroultai, that is , the diet or affembly of 
the JlateSj conven’d by Timur’s orders. 

I N the month of June, the fame year, the 
emperor gave inltruftions for the Couroul¬ 
tai to be held. The Emirs olf the Tomans 
and Hezares came before the throne, accord¬ 
ing to the orders they had receiv’d. 

The princes and kings came alfo; Zende 
a horcTor ^ ac ^ iam > f° n Mehemed Coja Aperdi *, was 
tribes- 01 t * ie only perfon who did not obey the or- 
mongthe ders. Timur, by an exprefs, threaten’d 
Zagataian him with punifhment if he did not come to 
Tartars, the Couroultai. As foon as the envoy met 
him, he faid, “ You muft come before the em- 
“ peror’s throne, if you wou’d teftify your 
“ fidelity.’’ Zende Hacham was deceitful on 
this occafion, pretended fubmiffion, and an- 
fwer’d him, “ I glory in obeying the orders 
of the emperor: wherefoever he requires 
tc ray prefence, I fhall be ever ready with 
** my buckler and fword in my hand; and if 
“ he wou’d put me to death, his will be 
“ done.” 

He honor’d and carefs’d the envoy, and pro¬ 
mis’d immediately to follow'him: but he did 
not keep his word ; and a perfon who came 
from thence made appear to the emperorj that 
Zende Hacham was not obedient to him, by 
the following relation : The Emir Bairarncba 
} E ^I> a Erlat f, and his fon Yetlandgi had formerly fided 
h^d of the Emir Huflein againft Timur ; but be- 

Janars. ing fenfible of their errors, they were pleas’d with 

the 
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tjie fuccefs of this prince; and having learnt the Chap. 3. 
news of his vi&orys and coronation, were fo VyV 
oyer-joy’d that they departed immediately from 
Goraflana 7 , to render him their fervices. 

Zende Hacham having advice of it went to 
meet them ; and having carrv’d them to a place 
agreeable for its coolnefs call’d Dalbeiailac, he 
regal’d them magnificently; and when the fumes 
of the wine had got into their heads, feiz’d on 
both father and fon, and binding their feet with, 
irons, committed ’em to the care of his brother 
Pir Mehemed, whom be order’d in the prefence 
of a great many perfons to lay them at the foot 
of the throne of the emperor Timur, tho at 
the fame time he hjid privately charg’d him to 
put them to death. Pir Mehemed carry’d them 
half a day’s journy from the place where they 
had been entertained ; and having murder’d 
them, return’d the fame night to his brother 
Zende Hacham. 

As foon as the emperor heard of thefe violen¬ 
ces, he order’d the Emir Oladgia Itou, a rela¬ 
tion of Hacham, to endeavor by his good 
counfel to bring him to his duty, threatning him 
elfe with a war, which might bring inevitable 
ruin upon him. 

But as this old man had great experience in 
all affairs, and knew perfeddy the humor of the 
princes of his blood, he remonftrated to the 
emperor that it would be in vain to give advice 
to this rebel, and that he cou’d not do it without 
being expos’d to an open affront, if his coun¬ 
fel Ihou’d be defpis 4 d by a rafh young man, who 
ow’d refpedt to his age : but if his majefty ap¬ 
prov’d of it, he wou’d give the commifficn to

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Book II. his fou Coja Youfef. The emperor was fatisfy’d 
with his excufe, and fent Taban Behader with 
Coja Youfef to Zende Hacham, to perfuade him 
to return to his duty, arid to bring him to court. 
But being arriv’d at Cheburgan, this prefumptu- 
ous and proud prince, without confidering the 
confequences of his proceedings, feiz’d and 
Bound them in chains. 


CHAP. IV. 

Timur marches to Cheburgan at the head, of 
an army. 

T IMUR having advice of the imprudence 
and violence of Zende Hacham, was fo en¬ 
rag’d that he immediately caus’d the horfe’s tail, 
and imperial ftattdard to be erefted, and depar¬ 
ted from Kech with an army to reduce him to 
obedience. 

When he had crofs’d the Gihon, Zende 
Hacham, who had fortify’d himfelf in a caftle 
in thofe quarters named Sefiddez, that is, the 
white fort, thought at firft. to have continued 
his rebellion; but the army having invefted him 
in that place, the found of the Courke *, the 
noife of the kettle-drums, and the great trumpet 
Kerrena, join’d with the horrid cries of the 
foldiers, terrify’d him fo much, that he cou’d 
find no other remedy, than Applications and 
groans. He therefore addrefs’d himfelf to his 
relation, the Emir Oladgia Itou, and befought 
him to intercede for him. The Emir Oladgia

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Itou difcover’d fo much goodnefs and humanity, Chap. 4. 
as to preient himfelf before the imperial throne; (✓VNJ 
where after having groan’d and wept, he 
meekly told the emperor, that Zende Hacham, 
fincerely repenting of his evil aftion, in- 
treated him to pardon his crime ; and he 
join’d his entreatys with thofe of that prince, 
that it might pleafe the emperor to decamp and 
disband his army, fo that Hacham being re¬ 
cover’d from his furprize, might come before 
the throne with a fword and handkerchief * in 
his hand, to be receiv’d into the number of 
Timur’s fervants. 

Timur remembring the faying of Mahomet,’ 
that bleffing always attends the words of old 
men, was pleas’d with the interceffion of Olad- 
gia ltou; he granted what he ask’d, and ab- 
itain d from the blood of Zende Hacham, who 
came out of the citadel, deliver’d up the Emir 
Mouffa, the author of this confufion, to the 
fervants of the king, and fent Iflam his young¬ 
er brother to ferve Timur. & 

After this happy fuccefs, the Emperor took 
horfe to return home, he disbanded his troops, 
and return’d to the city of Sebz the place of 
his birth, where he not only pardon’d Mouffa 
his faults, but alfo loaded him with favors; 
and to comfort him for the grief he feem’d to 
have for his fault, gave him a fumptuous ban¬ 
quet, and diftinguifh’d him from many others, 
by honoring him with magnificent veils, and the 
pommand of a hord and province.

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CHAP. V. 

Timur fends an army to Bale and Termed^ 

A S Zende Hacham was deftin’d to a mifera* 
jfx. We end, the excefs of his imprudence and 
pride prevented his reaping the benefit of the 
emperor’s goodnefs towards him j infomuch that 
flighting his friendfhip, he relaps’d into difloy* 
alty and rebellion. He drew over to his fide 
the prince Aboul Moali, tho all his friends, and 
even policy itfelf, counfell’d him not to be fe- 
duc’d : and thefe two princes concerted' together 
how they fjipu’d pillage the conntrys of Bale and 
Termed % 

When Timur had notice of it, he difpach’d 
Catai Rehader, and Argoun Chah, native of 
Bourdalic *, with an army of valiant men, all 
greedy of honor, and foremoft in the moft dan¬ 
gerous adiions, and whofe leaders had help’d to 
advance Timur to the throne. 

When the Emirs were arrived at Termed with 
the army, they found a bridge of boats built by 
the inhabitantsj of the country over the riyer 
Amouye 4 : but fome of the enemys, having 
crofs’d it in order to get away, had demolifh’d 
one end of it during the night ; fo that the other 
rebels, who were difmay’d at the fight of thd 
imperial troops, and fled with precipitation#

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beihg ignorant of the condition of the bridge, Chap.d. 
were overtaken by the troops who purfu’d them, 
add difcharg’d a great number of arrows upon 
them: hereby the greateft part of thefe unfortu¬ 
nate rebels, threatned both before and behind 
With death, perifh’d by the fword and watersj 
jtfeverthelefs, as fome were got over to the 
other fide with Zende Hacham, this prince was 
accompany’d in his flight; and he gain’d en¬ 
trance into Cheburgan, with defign to defend 
himfelf in that fortrefs till the laft extremity. 


CHAP. VI. 

Timur fends the Emir Takou to beftege 
Cheburgan. 

T IMUR having learnt that Zende Ilacham 
had fortify’d himfelf in the citadel of Che¬ 
burgan, order’d the Emir Yakou to march and be- 
fiege it, which this general, having crofs’d the 
"Ginon with the army, did in form; he' there 
pafled the winter, and Zehde Hacham dar’d 
not appear till fpring; but then he came to 
himfelf again, and having had recourfe to his 
friendlhip with the Emir Y,akou, he went out of 
the fortrefs upon his promife of being civilly 
us’d ; begg’d his proteftion, and ask’d pardpn 
for his 'fault. His excufes made the Emir treat 
him handfomly, and promife to ufe all his inte- 
reft with the emperor in his favor: he brought 
him to court, where the Emirs received him 
with all manner of civility. The Emir Yakou 
agreed with the princes to carry him to falute 
the emperor, and kifs the borders of the impe¬ 
rial carpet; defir’d no other interceflor for 
■the pardon of his crime than the love and cle- 
‘ mency 
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mency which emperors ufually have for their 

fubjefts- 

The generous Timur vouch faf’d him the ho-f 
nor to fpeak to him, and told him that he had 
forgotten his faults, and granted him his life-; 
but it was his own province topreferve it, and 
not to defire what it was impoffible for him to 
attain \ becaufe the crown which he had fought 
after is an honor which God grants out of his 
rich treafure to whomfoever he pleafes; which 
is an effeftof his bountiful mercy, and not to 
be attain’d by care or anxiety. 

After Timur had allur’d Zende Hacham of 
his prote&ion, he honor’d him with his coun- 
fel; carefs’d him, and made him a prefent of 
many curious pieces, as belts of gold, Arabian 
horfes, camels, fets of mules, and an infinite 
number of cattle; and even encreas’d his former 
dignity. Then Zende Hacham wholly devoted 
himfelf to the fervice of Timur, and was lifted 
among the officers of the court. 


CHAP. VII. 

Timur marches an army into the country of 
the Getes. 

T IMUR propofed to march into the country 
of the Getes 5 ,and in the year of the Hqg, 
which anfwers to the year of the Hegira 772 * 
and of Jefus Chrift 1380, he departed at the 
head of his army.

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As foon as he had crofs’d the Sihon, the Chap. 7 
Emirs Comze and Orenkitmur fubmitted to him, 
io that their hords and countrys were entirely 
at the difpofal of this Prince, who gave the go¬ 
vernment of them to Kepec Timur, and return’d 
vi&orious to his capital city. 

Some time after he had advice that Kepec Ti¬ 
mur, full of ingratitude and pride, had revolted 
from him: wherefore as Behram Gelair *, after * Gelair a 
what had happen’d at Tacfikunt, and his being tord of 
check’d by this prince, became obedient to him, Tartars, 
and had been enroll’d in the lift of the officers 
of the imperial throne ; he was order’d, as well 
as the Emir Abbas, Katai Behader, and the 
,Cheik.Ali Behader, to make war on Kepec Ti¬ 
mur, and by the fword to put an end to this 
rebellion. , . 

All the Emirs and other brave warriors rea¬ 
dily obey’d this order, and march’d with great 
refolution. When the atmys were in view, the 
foldiers of the Toman of Behram Gelair, with 
the confent of their captain Beterkedgi, an old 
enemy of. Behram, confpir’d to betray him, and 
feize on his Perfon; but the Emir having advice 
of it, kept in the middle of his corps-du-garde, 
and hinder’d the execution of their delign. 

In the mean w hile Catai Behader, having made 
fome ufeful proportions with regard to the fight 
to Cheik Ali Behader, which he thought not fit 
tp hearken to, imagin’d the Cheik diflik’d his 
propofal merely thro want of courage j he there¬ 
fore in a paflion drew his fword, and having 
. crofs’d the river Aiche Caden, alone attack’d 
the enemy’s ranks, of whom he routed fome; 
but as their number was very great, they had 
entirely defeated him, if the Cheik Ali Behader 
bad not followed him, and fav’d him from the 
danger he was in ; after which he reproach’d 
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Book II. him for his raflx aftion, and they join’d one 
another again. Thefe aftions deferve the 
greateft admiration, as they cou’d never have 
happen’d but thro the good fortune of the invin¬ 
cible Timur, under whofe conduct they carry’d 
on the war. 

The Emirs made peace with the enemys on 
the bank of the fame river, and then return’d 
home. They feverly punifh’d the foldiefs of 
Gelair, who had form’d a defign to betray Beh- 
ram. But when they had the happinefs to falute 
Timur, he Was difpleas’d at their return, and 
blam’d themfor having made peace. 


CHAP. VIII. 

A fecond expedition of Timur againft, the 
Getes. 

T IMUR, who was never pleas’d till he 
had finifil’d what he had begun, was 
troubled at the Emirs making a peacO with 
the enemy, by which they had lcfft the advan¬ 
tage of a battle. 

To repair this fault, he refolv’d to go in per- 
to the country of the Getes; for Which redfon 
he fent orders every where to levy a great num¬ 
ber of foldiers; when that was done, he join’d 
them to the old troops, and all rendezvous’d near 
Samarcand. The emperor had fcarce march’d by 
Seiram 1 and Pertki,with his numerous and formi¬ 
dable army, but in lefs than a month he becanie

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vi&orious ; for the army of the enemys fled at Chap. 8.’ 
the firft rumor of his march. This prince (✓V^y 
■went as far as Senghizi Agadge, leaving with 
his foldiers a vaft number of. flaves and great 
booty ; and at length arriv’d at Adoun Couzi 
with the fpoils he had gain’d. 

In the mean time the following accident 
happen’d. The EmirMoufl'a and Zende Ha- 
cham, notwithftanding the favors. Timur had 
a thoufand times bellow’d on ’em, form’d a frelh 
confpiracy againft him with Abou Hhac* - and 
fwore upon the Alcoran, that as foon as they 
arriv’d at Cara Suman, they wou’d feize ort 
him- while he was hunting.. Every thing 
feem’d to fmile on ’em, and when they were 
pleafing themfelves with the ridiculous thoughts 
of their fhameful project, they did not refleft on 
the confequences of it. 

The prince Aboulmoali, fon of the Can of 
Termed, and Cheik Aboulleit Samarcandi, 
who had alfo confpir’d againft Timur, were no 
fooner come into, their meafures, than a perlbn 
who was privy to the defign, prefented a me¬ 
morial of it to the emperor. 

As foon as he had read it, he order’d the con-* 
fpiraitors to appear before him: when they 
came, they were try’d ' and convi&ed of the 
crimes of treafon and rebellion. 

But becaufe the queen Serai Mule Canum J 
was the filler of the Emir Moulfa, and the 
princefs Akke Beghi * was betroth’d to one of 
his fons, the emperor faid to him, “ The crime 
“ thou haft committed is great; but becaufe we 
** are related, I pardon you, and will not re-

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Book Itvengemyfelf: and thus you may fay, it wa$ 
w your alliance with me, and extreme eld age 
“ which laved your life; for had it not been for 
“ that, I fhou’d have order’d your head, which 
“ intended evil againft me, to have been fepa- 
“ rated from your body.” 

He'aMb told prince Aboulmoali, that no harm, 
fhou’d come to him notwithftanding his follys,be- 
caufe he had the honor to be of the family of Ma¬ 
homet; but it was neceflary he Ihould be banifh’d 
this country. He alfo commanded Cheik 
Aboulleit to retire to Heudjaz 4 . But as to 
the fori "of Keder, as he was brother to the 
Wife of Hadgi Seifeddin Berlas, this lord had 
recourfe to the emperor’s clemency, interceded 
for him, and fav’d him from all harm. After 
this Timur order’d that Zende Hacham fliou’d 
be bound, and carry’d to Samarcand,. where he 
Was kept ciofe prifoner in a dungeon. 

At length Timur return’d to Samarcand, the 
capital of his empire; and he had no fooneij 
difihounted his horfe, than he gave the govern— 
nientt; of Cheburgan, and the places Zende 
Hacham goffeffed, to Beyan Timur Ton'of 
Acbouga.

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CHAP. IX. 

The emhajjy from Timur to Hujfem Soft 
KWg of Carezem ! . 

A S foon as Timur had deliver'd the empire 
of Zagatai frona rebellion and tyranny, he 
employ’d his time in governing it according to 
juft ice; but haying learnt that Hulfein Sod, 
ion of Yangftadatr &£ the Hord of Gonbegrat, 
had made hiinfelf mafter of the countrysof Gat 
and Kivac, he ttrth’d fats; tbooghts to the fec- 
fling of that affair : to which end he fentAldfb 
Tavatchi with a handfom retinue to this prince, 
quality of anjibaffador,, to acquaint him that 
Cat and Kivac belong’d to the empire of Za<- 
garai ; that he did not aft faiHy in feizing- on 
em, ais he t had.dione for thefe laffc five years, bo- 
caufe they were without a prince; and. that he 
muft deliver ’em up with aM their dependences 
into the hands-, of the officers and commiffio- 
nersi ef the ftate, that 1 union atrrd peace 1 might be 
kept up between; the two crtwirnsi and he mjaf 
Timur’s prote&ioa. 

When tiie amBaffador arrived at Carezem, he 
feithfully! abquitted himfelf of htscoramiiffiori to 
Ijvrffeia,, which he urg’d with the mod forcible 
argmnenesr: but this prince per Sited in his refoi- 
lution, and without considering the valor of the 
fodiers of Zagatai, the confequences of which 
he ought to'have - fear’d, he arffHCer’d,* 1 That ha 
had conquer’d thefe countrys with his fword. 


A Kingdom on the eaft (here of the Cafpian lea. 
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Book 11 . and that Timur might recover ’em the fame 
(✓'VNJ way, if he cou’d. 

The ambaflador upon his return reported this 
anfwer to Timur, which appealed fo unreafona- 
ble, that he was exafperated, and at the. fame 
time refolv’d to march at the head of an army 
againft Huflein Sofi. But the .pious and learnea 
Moulla Gelaleddin, native of iKech, who was 
Mufti * to our great prince, tfid’nOflike that 
the vanity of a Angle man ihou’d be the caufc 
of a great empire’s ruin,- and thereupon ha¬ 
ving made his fubmiflion to Timur, he befought 
him to let him go to Huflein Sofi, to adver¬ 
tize him of his imprudent carriage, and to 
admonilh him tofparethe lives and fortunes of 
the muflulmans. 

The emperor granted the petition of Moula, 
and gave him ieave to go to Carezem, to fettle 
this affair. As foon as he arriv’d there, he "be¬ 
gan to give thofe general advices, whiteh 
experienc’d arid' learned perfons, the Imams, 
and other wife men,ordinarily ufe to appeafe fe 1 - 
ditions, and quench the fire of war; and he ac- 
-company’d ’em not only w-ith arguments, but 
even with citations out of the Alcoran, and the 
fayingsof Mahomet: yet all his eloquence, how 
fublime foever, did not fucceed. 

Huffein Sofi flighted his counfels, and had the - '’ 
boldnefs to imprifon this virtuous Mufti in the 
citadel; upon which Timur order’d his troops 
immediately to rendezvous before Samarcand:'^ 


Mufti is the chief prieft, who decides the afihirs of the 
law,'

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CHAP. X. 

Timur departs from Samarkand, to make war 
on the king of (Jarezem. 

I N the fpringof the year of the Hegira 773, An. Dom. 

which anfwers to that of the Moufe, the ‘ 37 1 - 
emperor aflembled his army, diftributed his 
treafures, and made prefents worthy of the 
grfcateft kings. Having done this, he departed 
from Samarcand, hunted in .the plain of Car-, 
fchi, and encamp’d at Cabamitan 7 . Malek 
Cayafeddin Pir Ali, fonof Malek Azeddin Huf- 
fein, who, after the death of his father, in the 
month of Zilcade in. the year 771. was pro¬ 
claim’d prince of Herat, of the kingdom of 
Gour, Couheftan ®, and their dependences, 
feqt hither Hadgi Vezir in quality of ambafl'a- 
dor to Timur, with many prefents of Arabian 
horfes, carriage-mules, and other mules for 
riding, a great many fluffs,, belts and garments. 

Among the prefents was a fine horfe fpotted 
like a tiger, call’d Cone Aglen, with a faddle of 
gold. ... — 

Hadgi Vezir, on his arrival, having had the 
honor to kifs the royal carpet, did in a very 
humble manner inform Timur with how much 
fincerity and affeftion Malek his mafler had al¬ 
ways been attached to his intereft. Timur was 
intirely fatisfy’d with this declaration j and ha¬ 
ving prefented the envoy with a veil and other

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Bqpk II. things becoming his grandeur, he wrote a letter 
to Malek full of kindnefs and good-nature, 
fending with it a veft of honor, as a mark of 
the great truft he repos’d in the prince of Herat: 
after this expedition he order’d the EmirYakou 
Berlas to fet out for Condoz, Bacalan *, Cabul ’, 
and the neighbouring places, to govern all that 
country 5 he gave him the hord of Bourouldai, 
and appointed troops to conduct him thither. 

The Emir Seifeddin Berlas was left with th> 
government of Samarcand, and the direction of 
the affairs of that country. Then Timur march’d 
at the head of his army for Carezem, being ex¬ 
cited to it, not only from a defire of acquiring 
glory by his arms, and difpenfing juftice to the 
people, but alfo by a verfe of the Alcoran % 
which gave him hopes of fiicceeding. 

When the ftandard had pafs’d oy Bocara *, 
and was come to a place nam’d Sepaye, fituaced 
on the bank of the Oxus, they met the enemys 
feonts, whom they attack’d and vanquiih’d ; 
having bound their hands, they brought them 
to the camp, as the firft fruits of the viftory 
they wou’d probably obtain this campaign ; and 
there, they were all beheaded.

Other of f judge. They order’d the gates to Chap. 13. 
be .fliur up bn& barricado’d, and havuig pre- >vy 
par’d the machines of war, they put them- t Cadi * 
felves in the beft pofture of defence they 
were able. 

The imperial troops having inverted the 
towrti aflhulted it with their utmoft vigor. And 
as^ the attacks were going forward, and both 
fides were hot, there was no time For treating of 
peace ; arrows and Hones fell from the town 
upon olir army like rain, while we had not fo 
much as one engineer in the camp. In the mean 
time Timur faid it wou’d not be to his honor 
that the liege fhou’d be rais’d without making 
himfelf matter of the flave s of Huffeih Soli, who 
was commander of the town: he therefore 
immediately order’d the troops to fill up .the 
ditch with faggots and other wood, add wOu’d 
be prefent at this work himfelf. He commanded 
Coutchei Malek to go down into the ditch; 
but fear feizing him, Tiniur gave the fame or^ 
ders to the Chaoux * Comari, who immediately 
perform’d ’em. 

Mubacher and Tacoja follow’d the Chaoux, 
and the foldiers did the fame, advancing 
towards the breaft-work, Cheik Ali Behader 
was the iirft who laid, his hand on the 1 faid 
work, and WOu’d have mounted it; but Mu¬ 
bacher envying him that honor, took hold on his 
foot, and both of ’em feji to the earth. How¬ 
ever, Cheik Ali return'd, and had fuccefs • 
on which one of the enemy’s came with his 
farice in his (hand to repulfe him; but this

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Book II. br^ve manfnatching it from him broke it, and 
ftrnck him upon the head with his fword. Then 
the Soldiers having forc’d a paflage on all fides, 
enter’d .the town, feiz’d the governor and prin¬ 
cipal inhabitants,- and put the greateft part 
of. thofe who defended it to the fword, as alfo 
of the inhabitants, whofe wives and children 
they carry'd away for flaves,after having pillag’d 
whatfoever they cou’d find. 

The next day Timur taking companion on the 
.flaves, order’d ’em to be fet at liberty. He then 
departed from the camp toCarezem. As he re- 
membred the cowardice of Coutchei Malek, 
who was afraid to enter the ditch, he command¬ 
ed him to be baftinado’d, according, to the law of 
Genghiz Can, call’d Yafac *. He was then ty’d 
to the tail of an afs, and fent to Samarcand. 

Cayafeddin Tercan 7 , : of the race of Cach- 
lic, (who had been madeaTercan by the emperor 
Genghiz Can) was made a Mangalai by Timur, 
as aifo was Coja Youfef Oladgia Itou* The Man¬ 
galai are thofe who command the vanguard. 
Timur fent ’em before with fome other brave 
men; and when they were arriv’d at Dgioui 
Corlan, they found Mangheli Coja and Calec 
with a tr<j>op of the enemys. 

Our valiant men began the fight, and cary’d 
the victory as ufual: they put the enemys to

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the rout, and purfu’d ’em with fo much vigor, Ghap.ro. 
that they kill’d the greateft part of thofe who tXY\< 
fled. At length the emperor commanded his 
army to decamp with expedition, and to make 
inroads on all fides; which was obey’d fo 
pun&ually, that all the provinces of the king- 
dofii of Carezem were ruin’d. 

•Huffein' Sofi not being in a condition to de¬ 
fend himfelf, thought only of fecuring his per- 
fon ; wherefore he enter’d into the city of Ca¬ 
rezem, from whence he feht an exprefs to de¬ 
mand quarter, and to. beg pardon for himfelf. 

The envoy faid it was a fenfe of his fault that had 
excited Huffein his matter to try by all means 
to gain the friendihip of the officers of the em¬ 
peror, that fo the fire of war might be quench’d. 

But the traiterous Kei Cofru Catlani fent a 
private meffenger to Huffein, advifing- him to 
truft no body, nor make any proportions of 
peace, but to prepare his army for battel, and 
march out of the town, becaufe he wou’d join 
him with his Toman, and abandon Timur. 

Huffein rely’d on the perfidious Kei Cofru; 
he march’d out of the city with his troops, 
follow’d by a great many of the inhabitants 
in arms; and after having beat the kettle-drums, 
they rais’d a great cry, call’d Souroun, which 
is the fignal for the battel to begin. 

The army was rang’d in order on the banks 
of the river Caoun, two leagues from the ca¬ 
pital of the kingdom. As the greateft part of 
Timur’s troops were gone out in partys to 
plunder the provinces, there remain’d but few 
near this prince. Neverthelefs he drew up as 
many as he bad in order of battel; and ha¬ 
ving commanded ’em to beat the kettle-drums 
and found the trumpets, he march’d againft the 
enemy.

Immediately 
the Cheik fpurr’d his horfe into the water,; 
from whence he got out again unhurt. The 
prince Aboulmoali, fon of the Can of Termed* 
follow’d him; and thefe brave men who were 


skill’d in conquering, attack’d the enemy id 
feveral places, and repuls’d ’em- even to the gate 
of the city, which they were conftrain’d to enter. 
This oblig’d the victorious army to encamp 
round the walls ,• while the trodps Who had beep 
making of inroads, return’d laden with fpoils. 
Then the fiege was refolv’d to be carry’d on 
in form, and all the paflages of the town were 
block’d up againft the enemy, 

Huffein Sofi remain’d fome time in the for? 
trefs, fo full of remorfe and chagrin, that find¬ 
ing no remedy for his ill fortune, he dy’d thra 
defpair, 

After his death his brother Yfonph Soft was 
ip$ablifh’d fo his plac?.

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CHAP. XI. 

Timur makes pace with ffouph Sop, who 
fucceeded Huffein ; and demands * in mar¬ 
riage the pnncefs Canzade for the frince 
Gehanghir his eldefi [on. 

Y S O U P H * Sofi, not haring commit¬ 
ted thofe infolences which his brother 
Huflejn had on the fubjedfcs of our prince, 
found the means of approaching him by hip- 
plication and obedience. His brother Ac Sofi, 
fon of Ycnghadai, had a daughter by his wife 
Chukur Bei, the daughter of an Usbec CJan. 
The name of the young princefs was Serin 
Bei; but fhe was commonly call’d Canzade, 
that is, the daughter of a fovereign. The po¬ 
ets fay, that fince the time of Adam, there 
has not been born of the race of the Cans a 
virgin of fo great a beauty, and that fhe had 
the genius of an angel, and the body of a 
fairy. 

The great Timur believ’d fo fine a lady thq 
fitteft match for his fon Gehanghir *, and that 
this marriage wou’d be a certain omen of bis 
future elevation to the fovereign power. This 
made him receive with pleafure thofe tokens 
of refpeft and fubtniffion which Yfouph Sofi 
gave him by his envoys. 

Timur confented to the peace, on condi¬ 
tion of the marriage. This Can efteem’d hiro-

Book II. felf fortunate ; and as he accepted it with all 
imaginable fatisfadion, he defir’d the emperor 
to prepare an equipage fuitable to the grandeur 
of this princefs, and told him he wou’d fend 
her to his court as.foon as the imperial or¬ 
ders fhou’d be, deliver’d him. 

The affair being concluded in this manner, 
hatred and difcord were chang’d into peace 
and perfect friendlhip. The imperial army 
march’d home out of the country of Yfbuph Sofi; 
and as foon as Timur arriv’d at the place of his 
refidence, he immediately order’d that Kei Cof-' 
ru Catlani fhou’d 1 be apprehended, and brought 
before the tribunal of criminals,, and that the 
Emirs fhou’d demand his profecution. 

This order was executed, his’ crimes were 
proved,' and his intrigues with HufTein Sofi 
examin’d into ; and being convided, he was 
carry’d bound to Samarcand, and deliver’d into 
the hands of the officers of the Emir Huffein, 
who put him to death, to revenge the murder 
of that prince : and the emperor gave the To¬ 
man of fhe province of Catlan 5 to Mehemed 
Mireke, fonof Chir Behram, a relation of Kei 
Cofru. •. •: 

Timur pafs’d the winter in the enjoyment of 
honors and pleafures; and he particularly em¬ 
ploy’d his time in rendring Juftice, and doing 
good to his fubjeds.

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CHAP. XII. 

Timur marches a fecond time into the king¬ 
dom of Carezem. 

W E read in the laft chapter of the.Alco¬ 
ran, call’d Souret Ennas, that we ought 
-to befeech God to keep us from the converfa- 
•tion of malicious men, as much as from the 
temptation of the devil; becaufe ,the company 
•of wicked peffons is the principal caufe of the 
corruption of the world, as we fee in the fol¬ 
lowing relation. 

. When Kei Gofru Catlani was apprehended,, 
his fon Sultan Mahmoud departed from the 
court with Abou Ilhac, fon of Keder Yefouri *, * Yefouri 
and Mahmoucha Bocari ; and retir’d to Yfouph * hord °f 
Sofi at Carezem. They fpoke publickly in an Tartars * 
afl'embly where he was to promote {edition, cor¬ 
rupt this prince, t and make him break the union 
he had contra&ecf. with Timur, which they did 
with fo much cunning, that Yfouph dar’d to vio¬ 
late the treaty he had enter’d into. 

|n autumn,he m^de inroads into the country 
of Cat, which he laid wade, and difpers’d the 
.greatcft part of the .inhabitants j but he did not 
confider the crime of which he was guilty, 
viz- breaking treatys fo foon. ■ 

When the winter was over,; in the month of An. Dora. 
Ramadan of the year 774. which anfwdls to J 37 2 >

Book n» they were ready, he march’d towards Card- 
l^W zem; and. as. foon as. he had pafs-’d the- fertdy 
defart, Yfouph Sofi was overcome by his fear 
of Timur’s approach*, fie I then repented of 
the fault he had been guilty of, and fought all 
means imaginable to obtain pardbn. Remade 
ufe of interceffors to Timor; and at length, 
after having renew’d the treaty, confented to 
prepare a pompous and pag^dSceat equipage, 
foitable to the gpaqdep.Fr of the princefs ,Can- 
zade, who had. apt the, leaft hand in hear un¬ 
cle’s crime, and promis’d to fend her forth¬ 
with* .

Yfouph 
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Yfouph Sofi, at their arrival, gave ’em a Chap.i3«i 
magnificent reception, and paid ’em all ima- tXVNI 
gin able civility*; their entry was pompous, 
and he neglefted nothing which might ibew 
the refpeift he bore to ’em. 

They behav’d tbemfelves in like manner to¬ 
wards him, with all the kindnefs which con’d 
be expeaed from ’em: they offer’d the prefents 
they had brought, which where gold mony, ru- 
bys, musk, amber, velvet, gold and filver brocades, 
filk, China fetins, and other curious fluffs ; veffels 
of the gold of Catai, adotn’d with precious 
ftones, magnificent habits, women flaves, and 
the fineft horfes. 

-Yfouph Sofi, after having made a magnificent 
feaft, and treated the a-mbaffadors like empe¬ 
rors, accompany’d Canzade a great part- of the 
way, and fent her to Timur with an atten¬ 
dance worthy the greateft princefs. He pre- 
fented her for her portion a very rich crown, and 
a throne of gold, bracelets, ear-rings, necklaces^' 
girdles of gold, precious ftones, ieveral rings-, 
boxes and coffee full of emeralds, rubys, pearls-, 
clothes and furniture in boxes, with locks of 
gold; befides feveral magnificent beds, cano¬ 
py's, pavilions, tents with- one and many pil¬ 
lars; and alfo- with fenriture of feveral forts, 
fufikient to fill many caravans. 

The- ambaffador fent an exprefs- poft to Sa¬ 
markand, to let the ertiperor know they were 
at fome diftance from the capital; who being 
inform’d, of it, refolv’d to give a magnificent 
reeepttoa to Canzade-. For this reafon- fie or¬ 
der’d Cortica Catoun, wife of Caidn Can, and 
all the other ladys, as well as the princes and 
Einirs, to receive her with all the honors ufual 
on the, like oceafiauv and pataicnlatiyi'to.-wait 
on her at her entry.

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Book II. On this order all the great lords went to 
meet her, and Ihew’d an extraordinary joy, 
fprinkling on her head abundance of gold and 
precious ftones. 

The air was fill’d.with the moft odoriferous 
fmells, and the ways cover’d with carpets and 
brocades. The Gherifs, Cadis, dodtors or 
Moullas, and the Imams, with all the principal 
officers of the empire, went to pay their de¬ 
voirs to her, while every one pray’d to God 
for her profperity. Then they made their coin^ 
pliments, according to the orders given ’em ; 
and every day there were fumptuous feafts and 
frefh marks of magnificence. < 

She was every where entertain’d with plays, 
and had prefents made her of perfumes: thOi 
ground was cover’d with the moft beautiful 
Sowers } and as the people were fill’d with plea¬ 
sure, becaufe of the peace and fecurity they 
enjoy’d from the juftice and clemency of the em¬ 
peror, all imaginable grandeur and magnifi¬ 
cence appear’d among ’em in token of the joy 
they receiv’d from the prefence of fo glorious 
a princefs. But this fcene of' pleafures and 
grandeur (hone with brighter ltjftre in Samar- 
cand than in any other place, this imperial 
city being adorn’d with all imaginable pomp • 
in fo much that every thing there was fur- 
prizing, -and melancholy was entirely banifh’d 
thence, as well as from all the other parts of 
the empire. 

Plays and diverfions reign’d thro all the ci¬ 
ty ; every place partook of thefe pleafures, and 
mufick charm’d the ears of all. 

The princefs’s bed, as beautiful as that of 
Caidafa % the queen of the Amazons, was en-

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rich’d with celeftial graces and bleffings,' In Chap.ij.

T H E officers of the emperor’s houfhold 
began to make all neceffary preparations 
for folemnizing the nuptials. An infinite 
number of canopys, tents, pavilions, curtains, 
carpets, magnificent beds were got ready ; a 
particular pavilion was erefted for the empe¬ 
ror, the favorites and great lords, the cieling 
of which, in form of a cupola, appear’d like a 
heaven full of fhining flars ,• the outfide feem’d 
cover’d with gold, and the infide was enrich’d 
with precious ftones: the ring and ball at top 
were made of amber, and furrounded with 
lefler balls of the fame; and the room wherein 
the marriage was to be confummated, w r as 
parted by a curtain of gold brocade. 

The emperor fat on a rich throne, plac’d 
in the imperial tent, and was fo magnificently 
dreft that he refembled the fun. Several kings, 
princes, and Emirs of the army came to the 
porte ’, to partake of the general joy ; and eve¬ 
ry one indulg’d himfelf in pleafures. 

The emperor Timur appear’d further magni¬ 
ficent by his great liberality. He had order’d

In the midft ef-aU this pomp and pleafure 
the emperor commanded the moft learned altro- 
togers abd expert philofophefs to affembie to¬ 
gether, and examine the ftate of the heavens. 
They punctually executed this orderand after 
having obferv’d all the circumftatfees, and ffiJfd* 
choice of the happy moment, in a private a- 
partment irt pretence of the great lords of the

CHAP. XIV. 

Timur murthei a. third time into the country 
of the Getesi 

O N the firft day of the month of Chab^h, AtvDoffl ' 
in the year of the Hegira 77 5 , Timur Mog/xhe 
march d at the head of his army for Gete. Haiei 
When he was encamp’d at Rebat Catan, it 
was exceedingly cold; the fun difappear’d, 
and fo much rain and fnow fell, that the tem- 
peftuous weather made the foldiers unfit for 
iervice, fo that they cpu’d take no care of 
their horfes, their own lives beipg in danger. 

This occafion’d the death of many of the men, 
as well as of the horfes. 

Timur fenfibly afflifted at this misfortune. 

Order’d his array to decamp from Rebat, andre- 
turn to Samarcand, where he ftaid two raopth$> 
till the violence of the cold was abated. 

In the month of Chawal, which was the 
beginning of the year of the Hare, he refolv’d 
to bring his army into the field, and march 
againft the Getes. 

He fent his fon Mirza Gehangfiir at'fhe 
head of the vanguard, accompany’d by the 
Cheik Mehemed Beyan Selduz, wjho command¬ 
ed the fquadron of the prince’s guard, and by 
Adelchan fon of Behram Gelair, to whom he 
had given the hord of Gelair after his father's 
death. 

When they had got beyond Seiram, and were 
arriv’d at Jaroun they feiz’d on a man whom

they 
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Book tl. they lent to Timur to be examin’d. They J 
ask’d him where Camareddin, the prince of 
the hord of Quglat, was. He told ’em he had. 
rais’d an army, and was encamp’d in a place 
nam’d Gheuk Toupa, or the blue hill, where 
hft. waited for Hadgi Bei, not at all expe&ing 
Timur's army. Upon which the prince im¬ 
mediately order’d the vanguard to haften their'' 
march thither, refolving himfelf to follow with 
all expedition. 

Camareddin, on advice of it, retir’d with 
his troops into an inacceflible place, thinking 
hitpfelf not fafe where he was encamp’d. The 
place he had retir’d to was call’d Birkei Gou- 
* The ba- rian *, where are three defiles of mountains ex- 
fon of the tremely fteep, and three great rapid rivers. 
ouri! * Camareddin crofs’d two of the defiles with 
his army, and encamp’d in the third, after 
having made entrenchments and barricadoes in 
the way. 

But the prince Gehanghir, having an army 
compos’d of men who underftood the art of war, 
refolutely march’d at their head, and at the found 
of kettle-drums attack’d the enemy. When a 
great many of thefe unfortunate men were 
flain with arrows, they fell upon the reft fword 
in hand, till night came on, when -they fled. 
The next morning our brave men not find¬ 
ing ahy of the Getes in the camp, vigo- 
roufly purfu’d ’em ; and at 'fan-rife Timur com¬ 
ing up with the reft of the army, fent the E- 
mirs Daoud, Huflein, and Outchcara Behader, 
to endeavor to overtake ’em. Thefe captains 
f wam a long the ft ream of ( the river Abeile; 
but 'Huflein fell into the water, and was 
drown’d. When the others were got upon the 
ehetttys lands, they pillag’d their goods, par¬ 
don’d

don’d the cantons, vh'chifubmitted, took away CHa*hj4. 
their arms, and font ’em to .Samarcand. 

, Timur went to Baitac, with defign to def- 
troy the efaemys, and fent the Mirza his Ton 
with a great army to give Camareddin battel, 
and feize on his perfon. The prince .departed, 
according r <5 order, at the head of his troops, 
and ruin’d the cantons of the. Getes which 
were in Outch' Berman. They found Cama¬ 
reddin in the mountains, purfu’d him, drove 
him out of his country, and made him abandon 
his troops; they ravag’d all thofe parts, raz’d 
his palaces, and among other ladys, feiz’d on 
the wife of prince Chamfeddin nam’d Bouign 
Aga, and on his daughter Dilchadaga. Ge- 
hanghir fent an exprefs to inform the emperor, 
his father of it, who had (laid fifty three 
days at Baitac. 

When he receiv’d this news, he departed, 
frpm the camp, and afcended a mountain call’d 
Cara Cafmac, where Gehanghir, at his arrival, 
kifs’d the emperor’s feet, and prefented him 
with carpets, horfes, and a great, quantity of 
other booty; after which he procur’d for the 
princefs Dilchadaga the honor of faluting the. 
emperor. 

Timur quitted this camp, wept to Atbachi, 
and thence to the country of Arpaiazi, where 
he f^aid fome days tp refreih himfelf. Moba*. 
rekchah Mecrit *, who commanded a thqufand 
men in this country, and was ope of Timur’s 
oldeft friends, teftify’d his rqfped fo much by 
diversions and feafts, that hq entirely gain'd

The officers of the court prepar’d entertain¬ 
ments and other diverfions, that nothing might 
be wanting ih the feaft.

During this winter, Adelchah and the other 
confpitatOrS having' a fenfe of their fault, came 
to court, -and confefs’d their -crime. Timur 
having learnt the circum fiances, polftickly pre¬ 
tended to have known nothing of it, and at the 
fame time highly careft’d Adelchah.

JL the Hegira 777, which anfwers to that-' of 
f the crocodile, Timur’s good fortune, and his 
wife conduft in forefeeing the fuccefs of affairs, 
caus’d him to refoiye on a journey to Carezem, 
his vador making him to prefer the fatigues of 
yyar before qaiet and repofe. He left the Emir 
Acbouga goverporof Samarcandi and fentiato 
the country of Gete the Emirs Sar Bouga, Adel-

join otir camp; but having fome apprehmfioa 
and forefight of his death, he immediately re¬ 
turn’d to his hordnear Corzouan.

Among the Emirs whom Timur had fen* to 
Gere, Sar Bouga and Adelchab, hading the 
country nothin a condition ta refill them, form’d 
a defigu to revolt, and eonfpir’d with Gatai B®f 
hader, Eltchi Bouga, aodHamdi, whom Timor 
had left governor of Aodecan *-. They gat tbs- 
gether their herds of Gelair and Gapckac, and 
mareh’dtowardsSamarcajad, which they befieg’d;

Timur'sfourth expedition to the kingdom of

W HEN Sat Bouga and Adelchah had 

with Can\areddio, they did not ceafe 
to inflame him againft Timur: And, having 
perfuaded hw to join ’em, he brought an 
army into the field, and march’d to the coun¬ 
try of Andecan, where the Hezare of Coudac 
abandon’d prince Omar Cheik, and; came over 
tft the enemy* Otpar Cheik for.tify’dhimfelf in 
t^flaquntains,andfent a man nam’d Hachmend 
tn thjB emperor, to inform him that the enemy 
with a great army had entirely ruin ’4 Andecan; 
and moreover he gave him. an account of ad that 
had happen’d* This news fo incens’d Timur, 
that he immediately march’d towards Gete; 
of which Camareddin having advice,, retir’d 
from the place he was in, and commanded his 
boufhold and hord to leave Atbachi, whilfl he 
remain’d in ambufeade^with fourthbufand horfe.

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Book II. Timur coming to that place, ignorant of the 
W-y'w' {bare Camareddin had laidj fent his Emirs with 
all the army in purfuit of the enemys. Five 
thoufand of the moft valiant men were conduced 
by the Emirs Muaid, Catai Behader, and Cheik 
Ali Behader, who confulted how they’ fhou’d 
proceed in the deftru&ion of the eriemys, and 
concluded only to perform a&ions of bravery, 
tfpon. which- they march’d % and fo there re¬ 
main’d no more than two hundred men with the 
emperor. •* 

Camareddin being inform’d of this, laid hold 
on the opportunity, and briskly fally’d out of 
the ambufcade with his four thoufand men fwdrd 
in hand, and fell- upon Timur ; but Timur re- 
membring the paflage of the Alcoran, How often 
have few troops vanquijh’d great armies thro the af- 
ffiance of God? was neither troubled nor afraid; 
but on the contrary encourag’d his foldiers by 
this fhort fpeech : “ Viftory is the gift of God, 
“ and a multitude of foldiers don’t always gain 
the advantage: my friends, we tnuft fight like 
“ brave men; the leaft cowardice on our fide 
‘-will make us Iofe the day, for in the prefent 
“ conjundure we are oblig’d to rifque every- 
“ thing.” • * - 

He had no fooner ended his fpeech, than he* 4 
fpur’d his horfe againft the ehfemys ; he enter’d 
into the field of battel, and on every fide laid' 
about him with his fword and battle-ax, turning 
himfelf wherever occafion prefefttfed ; every 
attack he overthrew- thofe who oppos’d him, 
ami fpilt abundance of blood < he penetrated 
even into thes heart of the army. Thus this 
valiant emperor, with his tense, war-dab, fabre 
and net, defeated many of the enemys, arid led 
captive their generals. 
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Itt fllortj this prince, being oblig’d to expofe Chap.ifJ' 
his perfon, behav’d himfelf with fo much bra- 
very, that nothing but the divine affiftance cou’d 
excite fuch course in ady man. His foldiers 
bravely feconded him, and in t hat battel did alt 
tljat cou’d be expe&ed from the confummate va¬ 
lor, of the mod dauntlefs heroes : in fine,' not- 
withftanding their fmall number, they defeated 
four theijfand valiant men, who w ere fill’d with 
a defire of revenge ; which cou’d not have been 
accomplifh’d, by human ftrength alone, but by 
God himfelf, who was pleas’d to give the vi&o- 
ry to this great prince. 

Timur imagin’d one night in a dream he faw Prophetic 
the face of Cheik Burhaneddin Clitch, in one of vi f' 1 ° ns of 
thofevifions which are efteem’d prophetic, and Godins 
are of forty fix kinds. He dreamt, that being in t0 ,h e m|. 
the prefence of this holy man, with great refpeffc hometan*. 
he humbly beg’d of him to pray to God for his 
dpar fon the Mirza Gehanghir, whom he had left 
fick : aud the Cheik anfwer’d him,< Be with God; 
but fpake nothing to him concerning his ftm. 

When he awoke he knew that the prince was not 
fo well as he wifh’d ; wherefore he was fo dif- 
quieted that he order’d his fecretary offtate, 
nam’d foul Cotluc to depart with all hafte from 
Sencghul to bring him word how he was.< 

When this man was departed, Timur had an¬ 
other ftrange dream relating to his fon, \Vhich 
very much encreas’d his melancholy: • he there¬ 
fore (aid to the Emirs and officers,' “ I believe I 
“ muft be entirely parted from my fon, hide 
“ not from me the condition he is in.” They 
all fell on their; knees, and fwore they fenew-no- 
thing concerning him. 

In the mean time he decamp’d/, and met Ca- 
mareddin at Senghezigadge; gave him battel/ 
and the latter was again defeated and con- 

ftrain’d 
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ItootcII. grain’d to fly. The Etflif Outchcara purfu'd 
him clofeiy, and after a tong purfuft oblig’d him 
to return immediately with eight mfeh drily. 
Being furrbunded by many of our foldiers, his 
horfe was kill’d by their arrows, and himfelf 
wounded in divers places, irifotaUth that he 
cou’d fcatceiy get away on foot. Poulad alfo in 
the fight had an arrowfhot into his hand; and 
as in their return a place was by chance fet on fire, 
this lord fatigu’d himfelf fo much in endeaburihg 
to extinguilh it, r that the ficknefs occafion’d by 
his wound encreafing, procufd his death. 


CHAP. XVIII. 

The death of Mirza {iehaxgbir, Timur's 
eldejl fort. 

T IMUR, being return'd frorti Aracom, 
and having crofs’d theSihon, that is, thi 
Jaxartes, arriv’d at his imperial city of Samar* 
cand, where all the great lords of the empi$£ 
the Gheriffs and others, were clbth’d in blaM 
and blue garments; they wept bitterly, covered 
their heads with duft id token of forrow, beat 
their breafts, and rent thetafel'Ves according tb 
euftom, and then went to meet the emperor 'id 
great hafte. 

All the inhabitants with their heads unco¬ 
ver’d, and with facketoth and black felt about 
their necks, and their eyes bedew’d with tears, 
came out of the city, filling the air with crys 
and lamentations. " What a pity is it, fay theyi 
“ that the pious and juft conqueror Gehanghir, 
“ appear'd only as a roffe, which is blown away 
“ by the wind \ What pity is it that death hath 
t “ thus 
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f< thus caft into the grave this princfe, whb (Mbitl 

edi d fo eafrfy bring his defigns to perfec- 
“ ticnl” 

As foOH as Timur arriv’d, ahd obferv’d thfe 
general ccnflrernarion, he no longer doubted df 
the death of his fob, which his imagination had 
already repnifented to him. 

Every thing then became melancholy and dis¬ 
agreeable to hi to, and his cheeks wereatoujffc 
always bath’d ih tears s hecloth’d himfelf with 
mourning, and 'his life beCaifne udehfy to him. 

The whole kingdom, which us’d to be overjoy’d 
at the arrival -of thi s gr ea t emperor, was Turn'd 
into a place of forrow and weeping. 

All the army,. cloth’d ih bfeck and blue, 
fat down in token of their grief; the greateft 
lords cover’d their heads with dufi* 
flow’d, if one may To fay, with tears of blood, 
and their hearts Were pierc’d with the deefcft 
grfgf. 

Tho the emperor was affefled in an e*tra*- 
ordinary manner with the lofs of his fon ; yet 
While he knew that the deftrufikten of all be¬ 
ings was a neieffary evil, that there Was no 
man of eternal duration, and that every thing 
Which belong’d to God muft return to him 
again/ he found fome feonfolation in his grief, 
and at the fatee time perform’d fevtral ads of 
piety for the repofe of his fon’s foul, as en¬ 
dowments and pnblrck works: he prepar’d, a* 
ufual, 'ftmteral repafts and banquets, in which 
the poor were (treated; and he diftribated other 
alms among’em. 

The body of the deceas’d prince wis carry’d 
to Kech, where he was bury’d, and a magni¬ 
ficent maufoleum ere&ed for him. He lived 
twenty years, and left two Tons, one of whom 
was' Call’d the Mirza Mehemed $ultan, borri

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Book II. of the princefs Canzade ; and the other, the 
v/vV Mirza Pir Mehemed fon of the princefs' Badi- 
mulki Aga, daughter of Elias Yefouri, bora: for¬ 
ty days after the death of the prince Gehanghir, 
An. Com. which Happen’d in the year of the Hegira 777, 
1375* which anfwers to the year of the Crocodile. 

Seifeddin Berks had no fooner heard of this 
misfortune, than he became averfe to all world¬ 
ly things, and befought. the emperor to permit 
him to pafs the remainder of his life at Hud- 
geaz 4 , in the facred place of Mecca. 


CHAP. XIX* 

Timur's fifth expedition uguinji the Getes . 

T H E emperor was fo affli&ed at the death 
of his fon, that he laid afide all. thoughts 
of public affairs ; but the principal Emirs and 
princes of the blood aflembled before the throne, 
and kifs’d the ground. They reprefented to 
him, that as the wifdom of God had made 
the good order of the world dependent on the 
abfolute power he had given to fovereigns, 
to maintain their people in peace; fo if his 
great heart was refolv’d to pleafe the Diviner 
being, he cou’d think on no better means of do¬ 
ing it, than by rendring juftice to his fubje&s, 
fince die wifeft of men, Mahomet, hath faid, 
“ That he prefer’d the fruits of one hour em- 
ploy’d in rendring juftice, to fixty or feventy 
“ years fpent in divine worfhip.”

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Timur gave ferious attention to what thefe 
princes faid, being fully perfuaded that it flow’d 
from a fincere afteftion to him; he there¬ 
fore began to apply himfelf to the affairs of 
the empire, and immediately order’d the army 
to get ready to march. 

At the fame time advice was brought that 
Adelchah Gelair was in the mountains of 
Caratchuc, accompany’d with few perfons: 
which caus’d Timur to, fend Bejat Coja Ku- 
keltach, and Eltehi Bouga, with fifteen horfe 
only, to endeavor to find. him« They departed 
from Samarcand in the evening, and continu’d 
their march every night till they arriv’d at ’the 
town of Otrar 5 , where they chofe the fitteft 
men to go into the mountain in fearch of this 
rebel, whom they found in a place nam’d, Ac- 
fouma, where they feiz’d on him, and put him 
to death according to law. 

Acfouma is a tower built on the top of §he 
mount Caradgic, a place defign’d for a guard 
to the country, becaufe one may obferve from 
thence what is done in the plains of Capchac.* 

Sar Bouga, who had alfo been difobedient 
and revolted, repented of his faults, and re¬ 
turn’d to court after two years abfence. The 
emperor pardon’d him, and gave him the go¬ 
vernment of his own people, that is, the hard 
of Gelair. 

Soon after Mirza Omar Cheik, Emir Ac- 
bouga, Catai Behader, and the other Emirs re¬ 
ceiv’d orders to march againft Camareddin, 
and to ufe all their efforts to fubdue him. 
Thefe Emirs departed from'’court, and made

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Book II. foch hafte that they met him at the borders of 
t/VNJ the country of Couratou *, where they gave 
him battel, and ftruck fuch terror into his 
troops, that they fled* in diforder, after the ex¬ 
ample of their general; and foon after the vic¬ 
torious army return’d laden with fpoils and 
(laves, as ufual. 


CHAP. XX. 

Timur's fifth expedition to the country of the 
Getes againfi Camareddin. Tocatrpteh Ag~ 
len 9 defended from Toufchi t fon of Gen- 
ghiz. Can, errives at court , and puts himjelf 
under the protection of Timur. 

T HE troops were no fooner upon their 
return, than Timur refolv’d to march in 
perfoninto that country 7 , the fame year; and 
for this purpofe Mehemed Bei, fon of the Emir 
Mouflfa, a confident of the emperor, gave the 
-command of the vanguard of the army to the 
Emir Abbas and Akitmur Behader, and fent 
’em away according to the prince’s orders. 

Thefe captains march’d day and night, and 
were fo fortunate as to come up with Cama? 
reddin at Bougam AligheuI, where they put 
him to flight after a furious battel, and then 
ravag’d his country, and reduc’d his fubje&s to

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obedience, and Timur himfelf afterwards pur- Chap.'ao. 
fu’d him a* far as Coutchar. ^VV 

At this place the emperor had advice that 
Tocatmich Aglen, jealous of Ourous Can, had 
■withdrawn himfelf from under his protedion, 
and was coming over to him. Timur gave or¬ 
ders to Toumen Timur Uzbec ®, to take care of 
the ceremonys of his entry, to go and meet 
him, and load him with all the honors and 
careffes imaginable: which was pundually ex¬ 
ecuted. 

Timur th§n march’d towards Oinagou, in 
order to return home: from thence he came 
to Uzkunt’jand continu’d his ma^Sfitowards 
his capital, where at length he feratetety ar¬ 
riv’d. 

Toumen Timur brought thither Tocatmich 
Aglen, who was prefented to Timur by the 
principal lords of his court. He (hew’d abun¬ 
dance of joy at bif return, and did not forget 
any of the ceren|oAys and honors which a 
prince of his merit? and birth cou’d exped ; for 
after having entertain'd him magnificently with 
all forts of diverfions, he gave him, as well 
as his officers, fo many prefents, that it wou’d 
be difficult to number ’em. They confifted of 
gold, precious ft ones, arms, habits, magnificent 
belts, rich fluffs, and a great deal of furniture, 
horfes, camels, tents and pavilions, kettle-drums, 
flandards, mares and Haves ,* and then he did 
him the honor of calling him his fon.

CHAP. XXI. 

Timur gives Tocatmich Jglen the principality*. 
of Otrar and Sahran; and affifis him in 
making htmfelf majler of the empire of 
Capchac , which he - claim'd as his right ; 
tho Ourous Candefcended from Genghiz, 
Can , was in poffejfion of it. 

T HE generous emperor gave the govern¬ 
ment of Sabran, Otrar, and Sagaqap v 
Seiram, Serai, and other towns of the empire 
of Capchac, to prince Tocatmich, who was 
no fooner eftablifh’d there than Cotluc Bouga, 
fon of Ourous Can, emperor of that country, 
brought an army into the field againft him. The, 
defire which thefe princes had for fighting, 
was the reafon that the armys were not long 
before they came to blows, and foqght as if 
they were refolv’d to conquer or die. 

Cotluc Bouga was kill’d by an arrow in the 
fight, neverthelefs Tocatmich Aglen was de¬ 
feated: the enemys plunder’d his country, and 
cdnflrain’d him to quit his government, and to 
retire towards Timur, who receiv’d him with 
greater honor than at firft, and after having 
order’d a new equipage to be made for him, 
and given him frefh troops, fent him away. 

When Toufta Caya, eldeft fon of Ourous 
Can, heard that this prince was on his return

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to Sabran, he join’d many other princes of the Chap,ar. 
race of Toufchi * Can, ion of Genghiz Can, 
as alfo Ali'Bei, and feveral Emirs, who re¬ 
viv’d to revenge the death of Cotluc Eouga 
on Tocatmich Aglen : the army they brought 
into the field was very numerous, and compar’d 
to pifmires and graflhoppers. In fhort, when Tocatmich 
Tocatmich Aglen had rang’d his army in order Aglen, a 
ot battel in view of the enemy, the fight began, fecon j 
and the troops of this prince were put to feared. 6 * 
Right: he himfelf fled to the banks of the river 
Sihon, where he threw himfelf into the water 
to fave himfelf. He was purfu’d by Cazandgi 
Behader, who let fly an arrow wherewith lie 
wounded his hand. When he had crofs’d the 
river, he alone enter’d into a wood naked and 
wqtmded, and call himfelf on the ground to get 
fome reft : but he was foon reliev’d by Aide- 
cou Berlas, an old expert captain, whom Timur 
had fent to give him his advice in the enter- 
prize he was carrying on, and to inftrud him 
how to govern his own country. 

The night oblig’d this captain alfo to enter 
the wood: he there heard a doleful voice* 
which very much aft'eded him: he fought for 
the perfon who was lamenting; and at length 
found Tocatmich naked and wounded, who was 
recover’d from a fwoon he had a little before 
fall’n into. After he had got off his horfe, he 
comforted him as well as he was able; told 
him how much he was concern’d for his mis¬ 
fortune, and gave him fomewhat to eat and 
drink, as alfo a garment, fuch a one as fcouts 
commonly carry, to ferve on occafion in a jour-

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ny: he then took all poffible care of him, and 
coridu&ed him to Timur, who was encamp’d 
without Bocara when they • arriv’d. 

When Timur knew the condition Tocat- 
tnich was reduc’d to, he receiv’d him with all 
the clemency which fo great an emperor 
was capable of Ihewing: and order’d ano¬ 
ther equipage to be made for him, as mag¬ 
nificent as either of the former. 

In the mean while an Emir of the country 
of Touchi, nam’d Aidecou, of the hord of 
Mangout, came from the court of Ourous Can 
to that of Timur, and brought advice that this 
prince had drawn his troops into the field, 
and was marching again!! the invincible empe¬ 
ror, and fought every where for Tocatmich. 
About this time alfo Kepec Mangout and Tou- 
loudgian came to court in quality of ambafla- 
dors from Ourous Can, and made an harangue 
to the emperor, the fubftance whereof was as 
Follpws: 

“ Tocatmich has kill’d my fon, and is fled 
“ for refuge to you: you ought to deliver up 
“ this prince, who is my enemy; if you re- 
“ fufe to do it, I declare war again!! you, 
n and there remains nothing for us to do but 
* c to meet in the field of battel.” 

Timur made this anfwer: " Tocatmich has 
“ put himfeJf under my protection, and I will 
“ defend him. Return to OurousrCan, and tell 
“ him, that I not only accept his challenge, but 
my preparations are already begun, and my 
“ valiant foldiers have no other employ than the 
“ trade of war; they are lions, who inftead 
“ of living in forefts, have their refidence in 
*' camps and ymys.” 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXII. 

Preparations for war. Timur brings an ar¬ 
my into the field againft Ourous Can , em¬ 
peror of Capehae and Grand Ruffia. 

A S Toon as the emperor Timur had dif- War be* 
mifs’d the ambauadors of Ourous Can, twee . n ,he 
he order’d the Emir Ali to make preparations ^ouchf ° 
for war, and to bring an army into the field j and zaga- 
and the Emir Yakou to take care of the go- tak 
vernment of the royal city of Samarcand, da¬ 
ring his abfence. ** 

The troops of the empire of Zagatai were 
foon got together, and Timur at their head, 
march’d to attack Ourous Can, towards the 
end of the fame year of the Crocodile. They 
crofs’d the Sihon, and encamp’d in the vaft 
plain of Otrar. 

Onrous Can having aflembled*all the troops 
of the empire of Touchi, march’d to Saganac, 
twenty four leagues diftant from Otrar. Thefe 
vaft armys being in fight, were ready to make 
great havock, when a prodigious cloud over¬ 
shadow'd ’em, and flaower’d down a prodi¬ 
gious quantity of rain and fnow, which was 
follow’d with fo exceflive a cold, that the 
limbs of the men and beafts loft all motion. 

The weather continu’d thus almoft three 
months, during which time the arrays were 
in view, and neither capable of aftion. 

Timur cou’d not quell the impetuofity of his 
courage ; he was defirous to be in addon, and 
commanded Catai Behader and Mehemed Sul¬ 
tan Chah, who were retir’d from tire court 

N 4 of 
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Book II. of the prince of Herat, and were attach’d to 
O-yhim, to march with ail hafte ro attack the 
enemy during the night. Following this or¬ 
der, they took five hundred men-'with ’em to 
make inroads. They met Timur Melik Aglen, 
fdri of Ourous Can, with - about three thoufand 
horfet Thisrenfeduftter happen’d late at night; 
but morning approaching’, the. battel began. 
Fear and valor had each of ’em a great fhare 
in this action, and the victory Was* a longtime 
in fufpence; but at length the troops of Ti- 
Defeat of ltiur g a ‘ n ’d it, as they were accuftom’d,* and 
the troops the enemy was put to the rout. Eltchi Bouga 
of Ourous was wounded in the hand, and the prince Ti- 
Can * mur Melik Aglen in the foot by an arrow ; and 
tho Yarek Timur and Catai Behaderwere both 1 , 
flain, the viftorious'- troops return’d to the camp 
in triumph. ■ ■ ■ ■ 

‘ Mehemed Sultan Chah had orders from the 
eittperor to depart, that he might gain 1 intel¬ 
ligence of the enemys, -which he did, and 
brought to Timur a man whom he had feiz’d: 
the Emir Moubacher, who had receiv’d the 
like order, alfo brought another he had taken. 
Timur learnt from both of ’em, that the ene¬ 
my had fent two of their braveft men, one 
nam’d Olough 5 Satkin, and the other Kutchuk* 
Satfcin, with a hundred horfe,. to learn news 
of the ftate of our army. They were by chance 
met by Akitmur' Behader and Alahdad, who 
came from Gtrar, where they had diftributed 
the viduafs for the army. Akitmur, excited by 
the good fortune which never abandon’d the 
great Timur, march’d vigoroufly againft ’em.

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and in tbe mean while to deceive them, made Chap. 2 3; 
ufe of a warlike ftratagem : he pretended to fly; 
atld this motion of our men gave frefh courage 
to the enemy, who were already advanc’d, but 
Akitmur foon after returningto the charge with 
his men, beat back their foldiers, who thought 
themfelves conquerors, and entirely broke their 
ranks. Thofe who were not {lain, fled, and hid 
themfelyes in pits and caverns of water. Ke- 
pelftcHi Wtchi, Akitmur’s nephew, kill’d the 
young Satkin ; and indouchah feiz’d the eldefi, 
whbtn he brought to Timur, who, for his fer- 
vices diftinguifli’d Indouchah from the other 
captains by particular favors- They had then 
advice that Ourous Can, defpairing of his pro- 
jefts, was return’d home, and had left Karakefel 
in his place ,* which oblig’d Timur to mirch in 
perfon againft the enemy ; but as he found that 
Karakefel was ?tlfo retir’d with his troops, he 
finifh’d the campain, and return’d with his army 
to his camp near the city ofKech, where he 
ftaid feven days. 


CHAP. XXIII. 

Timur's irruption into the country of Ourous 
Can : Tocatmich Aglen plac'd on the throne 
of the empire of Capchac , otherrvife caWd 
the empire of Touchi Can. 

A S foon as the feafon wou’d permit the ar¬ 
my to be brought into the field, the in¬ 
vincible Timur took horfe to make war on Ou¬ 
rous Can. He gave the conduft of his vanguard 
to Tocatmich, who likewife ferv’d as a guide, 
and inarch’d day and night with Co much expe-

Caya, in and eftablifh’d him fovereign inCapchac and the 
J 37 & reft of the empire of Touchi: and after having 
prepar’d him an equipage worthy of an empe¬ 
ror, he left him in that kingdom. He alfo made 
him a prefent of the famous fpotted horfe named 
Cone Aglen, a horfe of the fineft metal and ipi- 
rit, and which he greatly efteem’d for bis extra¬ 
ordinary fwiftnefs. And on making this prefent, 

he thus addreft him: „ . 

Elogium > « This horfe will ferve you on feveral occa- 

favorite^ * “ ^ ons: ^ or y ou raa y eafily overtake the enemy 
horfe. “ when you purfue him; and no one will be 
“ able to pvertake you if you are oblig’d to. 
“ fly.” 

After this expedition, the erbperOr refolv’d to 
. return to Samarcand ,- whereupon he left Cap- 
chac, and fortunately arriv’d at the heart of his 
An. Dom. empire, in the beginning of the year of the Ser- 
1376. pent, and of the Hegira 778. 

But the affairs of Capchac did not long con¬ 
tinue fo quiet as he had left ’em; for foon after 
'Timur Me* his return, he receiv’d advice that Timur Me*

Timur, thro his wonted goodnefs, again re¬ 
cruited his Ioffes, and in the end of the year 
778 fent him back to Saganac, guarded by feve- An. D 0 ®* 
ral great Emirs, among whom were Toumen l H 6 ' 
Timur Uzbec, and his Ion Balti Coja, Ozun- 
kitmur, Cayafeddin Tercan, and Benki Cout- 
chin, whom he order’d to re-eftablilh him on the 
throne of the Cans. 

Thefe princes obey’d, and plac’d Tocatmich 
Aglen upon the throne in the city of Saganac, 
with all the ceremonys obferv’d at the corona¬ 
tion of Cans; and according to cuftom they 
iprinkled upon him gold and precious ftones. 


CHAP. XXIV. 

The birth of prince Charoc, [on and heir to the 
emperor Timur. 

I N the middle of the fame year of the Serpent, 
when the government of Timur feem’d to 
have arriv’d at the fummit of its felicity, many 
of his officers bearing the titles of kings 
and Cans, there were compos’d feveral poems 
and other pieces on his profperity. Some ob¬ 
ferv’d that this conqueror had for his courtiers 
none but kings; while others related to what a 
high degree God had gratify’d his defires, and 
how favorable fortune had been to him.

Bom. year of the Hegira 779: and what tnoft pleas’d 
the emperor was, that he faw in this beautiful 
arid happy prince the continuation of his fo¬ 
ndly, which fhou’d remain in the poffeflion' 
of the empire to the end of time. • 

In fhort, he difeover’d an extraordinary joy at 
the moment Mehrebane 5 his mother brought him 
into the world; and when he was prefented to 
him, he knew by examining the features of his 
countenance, that the fun of his good fortune 
had already caft his rays upon this beloved in- 
font. 

He was brought up with great nicenefs and 
care by the ladys of the feragHo j > his body by 
degrees became of a proper fize : they adorn’d 
his.clothes with the fineft oriental ftones, . and he 
had always held oyer his. head a canopy of rich 

embroider’d velvet.. ’ 

There is a prayer in the -Mefiievi f , , which 
was made ufe of to befeech God that he wou’d 
be pleas’d to make . the. throne Of Timur happy 
under the government of thih young prince, that

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he wou’d render tributary to him thefeven cli- Chap.25. 
mates of the yniverfe, and that at length he 
might become emperor of the whole world. 

The moll learned aftrologers, obferving the: 
fituarion of the heaven at the time of his birth, 
declar’d that this prince ihou’d accomplifh all 
his defires, and arrive without oppofition to the 
higheft pitch of grandeur and fovereignty. They 
explain’d in his favor all that allrology was able 
to teach men upon the horofcope and birth of a 
great prince: they reafon’d on every thing 
which concern’d the planets and other ftars, on 
their conftellations and influences as far as they 
related to him; and in fhdrt on the agreement 
between their predictions and thofe of the Alco¬ 
ran ; the detail of which wou’d be too long 
and troublefpm to the reader. This chapter 
having been Compos’d only as an account of the 
auguft birth of the prince Charoc, we fhail make 
no mention of his actions till the third book. 


CHAP. XXV. 

Timur fends Tocatmieb Can to attack Timur 
Melik Can t emperor of Capchac. 

T HE firft time that Tocatmich Aglen, after 
having abandon’d Ourous Can, came to 
put himfelf under the protection of Timur, he 
was accompany’d by Orkitmur, to whom this 
emperor as a reward for his fervices fhew’d ma¬ 
ny favors, becaufe in his abfence Ourous Can 
had pillag d all his goods, and given his revenue 
to another: and when Tocatmich was defeated 
by Timur Melik, Orkitmur was made prifoner 
of war, and carry’d to Timur Melik, who gave 
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Book II. him his life, and even his liberty. But forae- 
s/*/V time after, this captain being in mifery, caft- 
himfelf at the feet of Timur. Melik, and be- 
fought him to reftore to him his lordfhip and 
troops, that he might be in a condition to ferve 
him. Timur Melik refus’d it, and told him, he; 
did not care whether he remain’d in his fer- 
vice or not. Then Orkitmur fled, tho it was 
winter, and came to feek proteftion from the 
great Timur: he had the honor to kifs the car¬ 
pet of his throne at Samarcand, and to receive 
from him many peculiar favors; he gave him an 
account of Timur Melik’s manner of living j 
that hefpent both night and day in debauches; 
that he flept till ten a-clock in the mornings 
which is dinner-time, no one daring to wake 
him whatever affairs of importance required, it; 
that his fubje&s had no longer any hopes of ob¬ 
taining favor or protection from him; and that 
all the people of the empire of Touchi Can 
were very defirous of Tocatmich for their fo- 
vereign. The emperor therefore font meffengers 
to Tocatmich at Saganac, to advife him to 
march with all expedition to attack Timur Me¬ 
lik, who had pafs’d the winter at Caratal. To¬ 
catmich, in obedience to this order, brought 
an army into the field, and march’d againft the 
enemy. 

As foon as he came near Caratal, the armys 
were rang’d in order of battel; they fought, 
and thro the ufual good fortune of our emperor, 
the Can Timur Melik was defeated, and Tocat¬ 
mich Aglen at the fame time took pofTeflion of 
the throne o s f his anceftors in the empire of Cap- 
chac, and immediately fent Ourous Coja to car- 
* ry the news of the viftory to the great Timur. 

This prince was fo pleas’d at this news, that 
he fpent many days in rejoyeiagS: and to render 

the 
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the joy univerfal, he releas’d thofe who were in Chap^tf. 
chains* He honor’d Ourous Coja with a veft 
and a silt belt} and having made him a pre- 
fent of feveral jewels, fent him back to Tocat- 
mich, furnifliing him with horfes and mony for 
his joorny. 

Tocatmich Can return’d to Saganac, where 
he ftaid during winter, and as foon as the fpring 
appear’d, rais’d a great army, and march'd to¬ 
wards the kingdom of Serai 7 and the country of 
Memac, which he again conquer’d. 

His power encreas’d fo confiderably, that, 
thro the good conduS which Timur had infpir’d 
in him, all the kingdom of Touchi Can was re¬ 
duc’d to his obedience; and thus he follow’d 
this politick maxim. That he who is ambitious 
of greatnefs, Ihou’d aifociate himfelf with for¬ 
tunate men, becaufe profperity is not to be ac¬ 
quir’d but from the ftar of them who enjo£ it.

CHAP. XXVI. 

Bmbaffy from the , emperor Timur to $ofepb 
Soft king of Carezem. 

W HILST Timur paft the winter at 
Otrar, to obferve Ourous Can, Yfouph 
Sofi, king of Carazem, taking advantage of the 
abfence of this prince, fent an army to Bocara, 
which ravag’d the country, and carry*d away 
all they eou’d find, without confidering what 
might be the'confequences of this irruption. 
This afiion oblig’d Timur to fend Dgelaremto

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Book II. him in quality of ambaflador, to acquaint him,' 
that after having contrasted an alliance with him, 
he thought it very ftrange that he fliou’d commit 
hoftilitys in the country of Bocara without any 
caufe given. 

The ambaflador acquitted himfelf of his com- 
miffion; but Yfouph Sofi gave orders that he 
fhou’d be feiz’d, and put into prifon; of which 
Timur being inform’d, order’d one of his fecre- 
tarys to write to him about it. 

This officer inftead of ink ufed freih musk, to 
make the characters of the letter which was of 
fllb, look more noble : he began with praiflng 
God, and with fome confiderations on the or¬ 
dinary conduct of his providence with regard to 
princes; then he let him know the maxim of 
princes, which was, to efteem the perfon of am- 
bafladors facred; which was the reafon they were 
always exempt from death, and even from prifon, 
if the fovereign, to whom they were fent, had 
any regard to the law of nations, and the ara- 
baflador had the prudence not to commit any 
confiderable. faults, and fliou’d behave himfelf 
inoffenfively: moreover, that whoever (hall have 
a contrary opinion, fails in judgment,* fince it 
is remark’d jn the Alcoran, that ambafladors are 
facred, and only oblig’d to execute their mailers 
orders: in ihort, that he fliou’d rather have fent 
back the ambaflador without abufing him; which 
if he did not, he wou’d foon be brought to re¬ 
pentance, and feel the effe&s of the moil cruel 
vengeance ever mention’d in hiftory. 

When he had feal’d the letter, it was fent to 
Yfouph Sofi, who without corifolting whether 
’cwas reafonable, put, the meflenger in irons j 
and was again fo imprudent as to endeavor to 
kindle the war ; for he fent Toui Bogai, iir- 
nam’d the robber, with a company of men of

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his ow n fta mp, to carry away the camels of the Chap.2<*‘ 
Turcomans' which he knew were thenTa&out h/y'vJ 
Bocara. rj r. yi ■ 

During this'year of the Wrfe,‘ the Emir Hadgi 
Seifeddin jBerlas return’d from his joprny^tp 
Mecca, and had the honor .to jalute the empe¬ 
ror; to whom he represented the ftate of the 
kingdoms, of Iran *, the governors of whic^h^d 
adedKke-abfolute fovereigns. ? 

In the fame year alfo Timur was marry’d, ac £ 
cording to tlie law of the prophet, to the prin- 
cefs Touman Aga, daughter of the EmirMoufla ; 
and the lincere love he had ,for her was. the. rea- 
fon that at her defire he adorn’d the city of Sa- 
tflarcand • with many fine monuments i among 
the reft he built a pleafure-houfe without Sainar- 
cand towards the weft ; he alfo deftroy’d the 
'twelve gardens which were built in imitationof 
the twelve figns of the zodiac, in order to make 
them one. He order’d a magnificent pavilion, 
embellith’d with all poffible ornaments, to bq e- 
refted: infomuch that thinking this the moft 
pkafant place imaginable, he knew of no name 
which to ou’d fuit it better than that of Baghi 
Behicht, the : garden of paradife. Timur then 
went to pafs, the winter at Zendgiroerai. :

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CHAP. XXVII. 

Timor's fourth mr in Carezem : death qf 
Jofeyh Sdfi: conqueft of that kingdom. 

J O S E P H, or Youfeph Sofi, Gan of Carezem, 
excited by his pride, wou’d keep no corref- 
pondence with Timur, but imprudently com¬ 
mitted feveral rafh adtions. This boldnefs gave 
caufe to Timur to revenge himfelf, and get rea¬ 
dy an army to make war on Carezem ; which 
happen’d in the month of Chawal in the year of 
An. Dom. the Hegira 780, which anfwers to the beginning 
J 37 ^ of the year of the Sheep, when the fun enters 
into Pifces. Thus having paifed tlje winter in 
the quarters of Zendgir Serai, he .began his 
march, and arriv'd at the frontiers pT Carizme 
Or Carezem. , ; ■ 

His army invefted the town or Eskiskuz. 
The general at the fame time caused .the kettle¬ 
drums to be beat, and the foldiers made the 
ufual cry which is call’d Sonroun: they built a 
fortrefs Ovcr-agaihft the town for greater fecu- 
rity; 'made entrenchments on all fides, and for¬ 
tify *-d ’em, an d e v e r y m orning faiPd-not of mak¬ 
ing the great cry. 

rartys went out, according to the ordete 
given’em, to pillage the territory of Carezem on 
every fide, from whence they brought away all 
forts of booty: they ravifh’d the handfomeft 
virgins in the country, made many flaves, and 
carry’d away all the horfes, camels -and fheep 
they cou’d meet with. 

In the mean time Jofeph Sofi thought proper 
* to write the following letter to the emperor: 

“ How 
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*' How long {hall the world fuffer perfecution Chap.2^ 
” an d ruin for the fake of two men only? and 
" how many thoufands of Muflulnaans (hall pe- 
" rifti thro their, quarrel ? It Wou’d be hotter 
“ that we meet atone in a particular field, afld 
“ prove our valor; for then trufting in the di* 

“ vine affiftande, we jfhali know in whofe favor 
" fortune and heaven will declare.” 

Timur was pleas'd in that Jofeph Sofi-had 
fent fuch a letter to him ; and faid it was 
what he moil eameftly de fir’d. He there- 
•fore order’d ' his armor immediately to be 
brought him; he put on his light cuirafs which 
he us’d in duels, girded on hts fword, hung his 
^buckler on his arm; and in this pofture, With 
■the imperial helmet on his head, march’d towards 
the town. The* princes and Emirs of the court 
caft themfelves at his feet, and told him it was 
not reifouable fo great a monarch fhou'd fight a 
-duel; <but he had no regard to their fpeeches, 
and continu'd his way. Hadgi Seifeddin Ber- 
.las, full of afteflion to hirri, which triulfpdrtcd 
him beyond all bounds, 1 took hold of the nOrfe-*s 
bridle, to ftrive to conquer the ftubbornneft of 
the emperor : he caft himfelf at his knees, aftd 
told him h»(ought not to be guilty of expofing 
his royal plrfori, and fighting as a private man, 
when he had fo many officers. “ If the empe- 
** ror, faid he, fhou’d fight duels, what need is 
** there of fo many brave warriors ?” Timur 
was wroth, reprimanded Sfcifeddin, and drew 
his fword to ftrike him t but the Emir quitted 
the bridle, and retir’d. The prince truft¬ 
ing entirely in God, went alone to the borders 
of the ditch of the city: he cried with a 
loud voice, that Jofeph Sofi might know he was 
come, to afifwer the challenge, and had kept 
his protnife i and that he ought to meet him, 

O a that 
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Book II. ;that he might Tee to whom God wou’d give 
(✓VNJ the vidory. Fear feized Jofeph Sofi, who re- 
-pented, and was not as good, as his-word. 
Timur cried out again; and to excite Jofeph, 
told him that death rather than life, was his 
due, who broke his word ; he faid many o- 
ther things to Thame him, and oblige him to 
come into the.field: but Jofeph prefer’d life be¬ 
fore his honor, and was fo abalh’d that he cou’d 
make no anfwer. • Timur waited a long time ; 
but at length having no anfwer, return’d to his, 
camp, where the braveft admir’d his intrepi¬ 
dity. , , .... 

About this, time there were brought from 
Termed to Timur the firft melons of the year : 
his natural goodnefs' made him refolve to 
fend fome of ’em to Jofeph Sofi, fuppofing it 
wou’d-be thought pncivil if he did not let that 
prince partake of ’em, feeing' he was fo near 
him j_ wherefore he order’d Tome of ’em to be car- 
ry’d to him in a bafon of.gokh The Emirs 
.told him a bafon of wood - might ferve j 
but the emperor wou’d not fuffer it, and they 
were carry’d'in a bafon of gold to the borders 
1 of the, ditch. They demanded from - the wall 
.what there was in the bafon; the beareran- 
fwer’d that there were fome new tnelons which 
-the emperor had fent to Jofeph Sofi, and then 
he, return’d : fome of the befieg’d took the ba¬ 
fon, and carry’d it to the Can, who thro his 
-want of fenfe, order’d the melons to be caft io- 
, to the ditch, and gave the bafon to-the porter 
of the.town. ■ 

After this adion one of his. generals nam’d 
Hadgi fally’d out at the head of a good number 
of troops, who were of.the braveft warriors of 
.Carezem; but the Mirza Omar., with his offi¬ 
cers and foldiens, fell ppon ’em with their fwords 

drawn, 
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drawn, and Twain over the water. This action Chap.^- 
kindled the war on all fides: at length there was 
a general fight ; all the field of battel was co¬ 
ver’d with dead bodies, and look’d like a moun¬ 
tain of flaughter’d men, as well on one fide as 
the other, and the combat did not end till night: 
in it were perform’d a&ions of the utmoft valor; 
but at length the army of CareZem tir’d .with 
fighting, thought it advifable to fly and enter 
the town. . 

Eltchi Bouga, and Anoucherouan fon of Ac- 
bouga, having diftinguilh’d themfelves by an ex¬ 
traordinary valor, were wounded ;, of whom 
the former was heal’d, and the latter died. ; 

Timur gave orders for the fiege to begin ; 
the army was employ’d in placing the battering 
rams, and playing them againft the walls; and 
the machines defign’d to caft millftones and other 
ftones, were made ufe of with fuchfuccefs, that 
the caftle of Jofeph Sofi was nearly ruin’d : and 
fear feizing him he was oblig’d to go for fhelter 
to fome other place. 

The fiege continu’d three months and fixteen 
days, during which time the mayks of victory 
daily appear’d on Timur’s fide; and the diftem- 
pers of the mind, which are aftonilhraent, fear, 
inquietude, afHiftion, anger and envy, feiz’d on 
Jofeph Sofi with fo great violence, that at 
length falling fick, he loft all courage' and died, 
bewailing his misfortune. 

This event was efteem’d the rpoft confidera- 
ble of any that had happen’d to Timur, fince the 
predi&ion was fulfill’d which he fpake when he 
went alone to the walls of the town to invite 
this Can to the duel which he had propos’d, and 
afterwards refus’d to anfwer by not appearing; 
by which it was manifeft that he deferv’d 
O 3 death 
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Book II. death rather than life, as the emperor had pre- 
t/YV di6tedf;: 




At the lame time they briskly attack’d the 
town on every fide, and at length enter’d it by 
Taking of the breaches they made, notwithstanding the 
nfcare. brave refinance of the befieg’d, who defended 
themfelves to the laft. 1 ”' 

A treafure of pearls and precious ftones, which 
belong’d to the brave Erkendge, were taken 
away, tho riot without oppofition, by the foldiers 1 
whom Timur’s good fortune‘affifted ; the other 
troops pillag’d all the riches of the town, and 
kill’d many of the inhabitants with their fwords 
and arrows ; and the publick edifices were 
ruin’d. 


All the Cherififs, do&ors, and learned men were 
fent to the city of Kech, as alfo the tradefmen ; 
together with a vaft number of women and 
children, 

This noted vi&ory happen’d in the year of the 
Bom. Sheep, and of the Hegira 781; the fame where- 
of was difpers’d thro all parts of the univerfe : 
The conqueror Timur, accompany’d with vic¬ 
tory and triumph, return’d to the feat of his em¬ 
pire, andfome time after went to pafs the win¬ 
ter at Zendgir Serai, where all forts of diverfions 
Were prepar’d for him.

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CHAP. XXVIII. 

Foundation of the waits of Kjch y thi country 
of Timur: the building of the palace of 
Jtcferai. 

H ISTORIANS report that the city ofDefcrip- 
Kech was formerly the place where. the 
molt learned doftors of the Mahometan law af- 
fembled, and that three venerable Imams, cele¬ 
brated by the fe< 5 fcs of which they were the chief, 
and for the new opinions they had introduc’d, 
dwelt in this country: one pt ’em was Abou 
Mehemed Abdai, native of Kech ; another was 
Abdalla, native of Samarcand ; and the third 
Abou Abdalla Mehemed, of Bocara. 

At the fame time men of learning came from 
all parts to this city, for the improvement of 
their knowlfcdg. Aboul Hufl'ein Muflem of 
Nichabour came according to the example of 
other virtuous men, and advanc’d his ftudys un¬ 
der the famous Abdai. The learned Moullas 
came thither in great numbers ; and as the ftudy 
of the fciences was then brought to perfeftion, 
they firnam’d this city Coubbet Elilmi Veledeb, 
that is, the dome of fcience and virtue: it had 
alfo the name of Cheber Sebz, the green city, 
becaufe of the verdure and frefhnefs of its gar¬ 
dens, and a meadow famous for its rare and cu¬ 
rious plants. 

At the end of the year 781, which anfwers to 
that of the Monkey, the emperor charm’d w ith 37S ‘ 
the beautys of this city, the purity of the air 
in its plains, the delicioufnefs of its gardens, 
and the goodnefs of the waters, made it his or- 
O 4 dinary 
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Book IL dinary refidence in fummer, and declar’d it the 
fecond feat of his empire; wherefore he built 
Building of there new walls,and anew palace which he nam’d 
th . e P* ,ac . e Acferai, becaufe the walls of it were exceeding 
o cerai. white and very high. The foundation of thefe 
buildings was laid in an hour fitted for the moft 
fortunate horofcope; and the palace was built 
fo exquifitely fine and beautiful, that no other 
cou’d compare with it. Timur then, divided 
the city among his Emirs, and the troops of 
his houfhold. 1 


CHAP. XXIX. 

The Emir Hadgi Seifeddin fent ambaffador to 
Herat, to Malek Cayafeddin Pir Mi, king 
of Coraffana. 

T H E emperor being in his winter-quarters, 
fent a meffenger to Malek Cayafeddin 
Pir Ali, prince of Herat, to let him know that 
at the beginning of the fpring, the Emirs and 
other princes of the empire were to beprefent 
at the Couroultai, or diet, to which he had 
fummon’d ’em ; and that his prefence there was 
alfo requir’d. The meffenger at his arrival at He- 
was us’d with all imaginable civility and refped 
by the prince Pir Ali, who told him, that if the 
'Emir Seifeddin wou’d do him the honor to 
come thither, he being a fervant of the empe¬ 
ror, and friend to the Emir, wou’d confide in 
his protedh'on, and the friendfhip between them, 
and depart with him immediately to tefiify his 
obedience. He fpoke to the meffenger after this 
manner, becaufe he flood in fear of Timur; 
but the emperor granted what he defir’d, and 
4 in 
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in the year 781. fent Seifeddin Berlas to Herat, Chap. 29. 
where he was receiv’d by Pir Ali with all ima- 
ginable honor. Pir Ali kept him a long time on A “’ ® Dai ’' 
pretence of putting in order the prefents he Mo^. The 
fhou’d carry, and to make preparations for the Monkey, 
j'ourny; but his defign was only to furniih the 
city with vi&uals and other nece r flarys, and to 
finilh the fortifications of Herat, which he had 
caqs’d to be encompafs’d the preceding year by 
a wall of two leagues circumference, and which 
eonfequently enclos’d the fuburbs and gardens 
without the wall, of the old city. Pir Ali per- 
fuaded himfelf, that thro the care and precau¬ 
tion he had taken he fhou’d be fecur’d againft all 
events. The Emir knowing this prince’s defigns 
by his conduft, prefs’d him no more, but put- 
himfelf in a condition to return to court ; where 
as foon as he arriv’d, be reprefented to Timur 
what he was able to find out of the defigns of 
Pir Ali by his manner of a&ing. 

At the fame time Ali Bei, fon of Argoun Chah 
Joun Garbani, return’d to his obedience, accord¬ 
ing to the orders he had receiv’d, and came to the 
foot of the throne. The emperor pardon’d all 
his paft faults, gave him a handfom reception, 
and diftinguiih’d him from his equals by parti¬ 
cular favors ; he even confented to the marriage 
of the daughter oi this Bei with Mirza Mehe- 
med Sultan ‘ : he was entertain’d with feafts, 
and had preients made him of veils and other 
things ; and Timur had feveral conferences with 
him in relation to his defign upon Herat. 

It was concluded that Ali Bei ihou’d be in 
readinefs to go thither in the beginning of the 
fpring; which he gave aflurance of by his pro-

WV peror, having again honor’d him with his kind- 
neffes, permitted him to return to the place of 
his refidence. 


CHAP. XXX. 

Mirza Miran Qhah, f<m of Timur, marshes 
into Coraff ana, to make war on Malek Cay- 

afeddin Fir Mi, prince of Herat. 

\ } . 

T HAT it was Timur’s ambition of nniver- 
fal monarchy, which caus’d him to under¬ 
take fuch glorious adions, is unqneftionaJble j 
and as he cou’d not find his equal in valor and 
condutft, among all the princes his contempora- 
rys, he rais’d his empire to as high a degre of 
power and glory, as it was poflible for any to 
attain to. 

He has been often heard to fay, what highly 
favor’d of this ambition, that it was neither agre- 
able nor decent, that the habitable world lhou*d 
be govern’d by two kings ; acording to the 
words of the poet. As there is but one God, there 
ought to be but one king; ad the earth being very fmaS 
in compari/on of the ambition of a great prince. 

About this time many rebels had feiz’don fe- 
veral provinces of Iran *; and every one fetting 
up for monarch, had declar’d himfelf fovereign 
of the country he poffefs’d, and fortify’d it, that 
he might become wholly independent. Thefe 
unaccountable enterprizes exceedingly difpleas’d 
Timur, whofe power vifibly encreas’d; and

care of his lieutenants, and refolv’d to conquer 
the empire of Iran or Perfia. 

In the autumn of the year of the Hen, and An. Dom. 
of the Hegiri 782, he conflitated governor of 1380. 
Coraflana his dear fon the Mirza Miran Chah, Mirza 
who was then but fourteen years of age: he ra “ de Cb * l j 
gave him, to be near his royal perfon in quality 
of officers, the Emir Gehanghir brother of the coraflana* 
Emir Hadgi Berlas, the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin, 
the Emir Acbouga,' the Emir Ofman Ab¬ 
bas, Mehemed Sultan Chah, Comari brother of 
Temouke, Taban Behader, Orous Bouga bro¬ 
ther of Sarbouga, Pir Huffein Berlas, Hamza 
fon of the Emir Mouffa, Mehemed Cazagan, 

Sarac Eteke, and Muzafler fon of Ouchcara, 
and other Emirs, with fifty companys of horfe, 
whom he chofe out of his imperial army, and 
order’d to decamp for Coraflana. 

The army cover’d with an extraordinary duft, 
which darken’d the air, arriv’d at the bank of 
the Gihon or Oxus; over which by order of the 
prince, a skilful engineer, who was in his train, 
built a regular bridge of boats. 

The Tartar troops crofs’d the bridge, and 
pafs’d the autumn and greateft part of the win¬ 
ter at Bale and Cheburgan, where they refted 
themfelves; but towards the end of the winter 
they took from Malek the town of Badghiz, 
where the foldiers had as a reward for their 
conqneft a great many horfes, furniture, and

V^y>w,of the young prince, infomuch that the army., 
./ became rich, with the fpoil of the enemy, 
equip’d it felf, and provided every thing ne-f 
ceflary. 

When the fun was come to the middle of, 
Pifces, Ali Bei lent an exprefs to Timur, that 
if' the victorious ilandard fhou’d march to Herat, 
he wou’d be fo gracious as to permit him, his 
faithful fervant, to attend him in quality of 
guide. 


CHAP. XXXI. 

Timur's army marches to make war in Perfa f 
and the refi of the empire of Iran. 

An. Dom. PT " 1 O VAR D S the end of the year of the 
1380. ' J|_ HegirajSa, which was the beginning of 
that of the Dog, the emperor Timur percei¬ 
ving the agreable feafon of the fpring drawing 
near, fent orders to all parts to raife troops, 1 
that he might execute his defign to pafs into 
Iran; and he departed from his camp in a happy 
moment, before all the army was got together. 

The troops came ope after another to the im¬ 
perial army, which confifted of the brave Tar¬ 
tars of Touran, as well as the skilful Turks, 
and the chpiceft foldiersof the eaft, Catlan, 
Termed, and Vifagherd ; and r Timur erod’d 
the Gihon with all the army. 

He ordered a bridge to be built over the river 
Dizac 4 ; and all thefe motions, which were 
made with extraordinary difpatch, caus’d an in-

When Timur was arriv’d at Andecond, his 
devotion prompted him to vifit the illuftrious 
Santon Babafencou, who was of the number of 
thofe Dervifes, who make profeflion of folly 
This perfon, in anenthufiaftick fit, flung a bread: 
of mutton at the emperor’s head ; who imagin¬ 
ing this a good augury, faid, “ I am-afliir’d that 
“ God will grant me the conqueftof Coraflana, 

“ becaufe this kingdom has always been call’d 
“ the breaft or middle of the habitable world:’’ 

This prediction llad its effeft: th6 prince de¬ 
parted from Ancoud, accompany’d: by good for¬ 
tune and profperity j and in the encamping and 
decamping of thisvaft army, the ; noife of kettle¬ 
drums, the found of the great trumpet Kerrena, 
of the cymbals and Gourca, and the din of bells, 
ftruck fuch terror into the inhabitants of this 
great country, that every one was in a cori- 
uernation 6 . 

Malek Mehemed, ’brother of Malek Cayafed- 
din, was then in thefortrefs of Seracs : asfooft 
as he had advice of the march of the army, he 
£b much confided in the empetof’s good, nature, 
that he came before the throne, where fie had 
the honor to kifs the imperial carpet, and to re-

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ceive many cardies and prefents. When after a 
long march the army had pafs’d by Merveroud, 
commonly call’d Morgab 7 , they at length en¬ 
camp’d at Tchekedalic, eleven leagues from 
Herat. 

The emperor fent an exprefs to Ali Bei to de¬ 
fire him to raife troops, and forthwith to join 
his army, according to the league made; be¬ 
tween ’em; but he refus’d to .obey, and’ not 
only did not come, but by a fhameful treafbn 
and pride, which prompted him to attempt 
What he was not able to perform, he caus’d thte 
envoy to be feiz’d. As Maleb Cayafeddin Pxr 
Ali had that day taken the town of Nichabour 
from the Serbedals, and had part of his army in 
that country,Timur march’d to Jam and Coufou- 
pa, that the troops which were there might not 
. be able to join Malek. When the emperor was 
at Coufoupa, Pehlevan Mehdi, the governor of 
it, went to meet him, and had the honor to 
feifs the carpet; which was the reafon the in¬ 
habitants of this province receiv’d no molefta- 
tion from the army, 

Timur, who always highly efteem’d tfaofe 
who profefs’d the true religion in its purity, 
went to Taibad to vifit the learned and virtuous 
doftor Zeineddin Aboubekre Taibadi, who at 
that time was famous for the ftrianefs of his 
morality and great aufterftys. The prince had 
a long converfation with this Moulla, who was 
the moft pious man of his time : he receiv’d good 
advice relating to his conduft; arid at length 
took leave of him, and match’d with the army to 
Herat.

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CHAP. XXXII. 

Reduction of Fo/tthendge, « town of Corajfana. 

W HEN the imperial ftandard arriv’d at 
Fondiefldge' *, the troops had orders to 
bdfiege this town; the foldiers accordingly 
inverted it ; and tho it had abundance of water 
in its ditches, they were not difcourag’d, 
but fpfetit three days in preparing ’ their 
arms, and building the machines neceflary for 
the fiege. The fourth day in the mor¬ 
ning* Timur order’d atl the' army to march to¬ 
wards this place,' and vigoroufly to ailault it, 
•“and ftrive to reduce the enemy. The foldiers 
prepar’d themfelves &r A range aaions, and as 
xoon as the Gourghe * was founded, they made 
the terrible cry call’d Souroun, and every one 
begarHlefs of J his life obey’d the emperor’s 
orders ; they crofs’d the ditch upon Planks, and 
rafts, came to the foot of the wail, and dis¬ 
charg’d their arrows again ft the eneroys, of 
whom they made; a terri ble (laughter.. 

Timur often march’d round the tq^rn with-' 
out his cuirafs, having only a veil on;"to excite 
the foldiers to fight, who at the fight of the 
prince Were recruited with frefh vigor. 

Stones and arrows were (hot from the top of 
the wall like rain, and Timur was (truck with 
two arrows.

others. Then'they, pillag’d the town, and car¬ 
ry’d aWay whatfoever was valuable. 

This aftiori gave extraordinary pleafure to the 
officers of Timur; becaufe it was the firft con* 
quell they had made in Iran. 

This town of Fouchendge. was very much 
efteem’d for its lirength, beirig furrpunded with 
high walls and a good rampart::,.jts other forti¬ 
fications were fo firong, that ho traveller had 
ever feen any citadel comparable to it: i^s 
outer parts Were guarded with a deep ditch full 
of water: it Was furniih’d with a great many 
men arms, and machines^ and had plenty df 
victuals. Yet notwithftanding all them advan¬ 
tages, it was taken by our vidorious foldiers at 
the foil aflault ; which feem’d to foretel that all 
the kingdoms of the empire of Iran ihou’d in a 
lhort time be brought in fubje&ion to the invin- 
cibleTimur. But that this good fortune flaight 
not pafs unmixt with fome jdverfity, Elias and 

feveral 
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fpv-eral foldiers fell into the ditch, and were Cha^.39. 
drown’d. 


CHAP. XXXIII. 

Reduction of Hertf, capful of Coraff ana. 

W HEN Timur had taken Fouchendgjej 
he march’d toward Herat, tho Mal.ek 
Cayafeddin in his pride, and by reafonof the 
ftrength of the walls which furrounded his capi¬ 
tal, the many friends he had, and the fuccors he 
expeded, had prepar’d arms and all things ne- 
cefiary for his defence. 

The viftorious army was no fooner arriv’d, 
than the troops began to ruin the gardchs, after 
having beat down the walls : they then invefted 
the city on all fides; and as lb on as the fignal was 
given by the drums beating, and the foldiers had 
made-the great cry Souroun, it was order’d foir 
precaution that entrenchments Chou’d be made 
oyer-againil the walls qf the city. This order was 
immediately obey’d, and Timur, accompany’d by 
his ordinary good fortune, mounted his horfe, and 
rode feveral times round the city, to examine the 
out-parts, and obferve the ftrongeil and weakeft 
walls. 

The enemy, who were ready to fight, open’d 
tfaeir gateand at the fame the troop of Gouris, 
efteemd the ftrongeft and moft valiant men of 
Iran, made afally upon our foldiers, but after a 
.bloody conflict retir’d. 

The inhabitants had no fooner heard of this, 
than preferring the fafety of their houfes, which 
were adorn’d with fine porcelane earth of Ca- 
chan ' , to the fatigues of war, they no longer

Book II. defended themfelves, but thought only of faying 
their lives.' " '* 

When Malek re-enter’d the city, he endea¬ 
vor’d to change this refolution of the inhabi¬ 
tants : he refolv’d to make a fecond fally ; and 
fent the Dellals, that is, the public cryers, into 
all the quarters of Herat, to order all the inha¬ 
bitants to repair forthwith to the breaft-works 
of the walls, and to take particular care of the 
city; but notwithftanding the crys they made 
ii\ the markets and ftreets, every one was deaf, 
and wou’d not obey ’em. 

Malek feeing he had no other refuge to fly to 
than that of fubmiflion, lent to the emperor the 
Sultana Catoun, daughter of TaghitmurCan his 
mother, with his eldeft fon the Emir Pir Mehe- 
med, accompany’d by Esbender Cheiki, who 
was reported to have been of the race of Bi¬ 
gen *, to acquaint Timur with his fubmiflion, 
and to beg pardon. 

The merciful prince receiv’d ’em handfomly: 
heprefented Malek’s fon with a robe of honor 
and a rich belt; and having comforted ’em, 
fent back the mother and fon, with order to tell 
Malek he muft depart out of Herat; for if he 
fhou’d be fo prefumptuous as to defend himfelf, 
and the city fhou’d be taken, he wou’d be the 
caufe of the ruin of the kingdom, and the death 
of the inhabitants, and repent his fo doing. 
Timur kept with him Eskender Cheiki, chat he 
might inform himfelf of the affairs of the coun¬ 
try, and of what had happen’d in the city ; and'at 
the fame time this prince went to dwell in the

Malek Cayafeddin the next day made prepa¬ 
rations for his departure; and the day after, 
having laid afide his pride, he went out of the 
city to feek Timur: he kifs’d the imperial carpet 
upon his knees, as a token of his fincere fub- 
miffion, and beg’d pardon for his fault. 

Timur pardon d andcarefs’d him; gave him a 
veft of honor, and a belt fet with precious 
ftoneSj and then difmifs’d him. 

The day after, the CherifFs, anticnt Moullas 
and Imams, accompany’d with the greateft lords 
of the kingdom, came out of the city: they had 
the honor to kifs the carpet, and made the ac- 
cuflom’d vows for the emperor’s prcfperity. 

This great conqueil happen’d in the month of An - Dom - 
Muharrem, in the year of the Hegira 783, 138u 

which was that of the Dog with the Moguls; 
and the vi&orious ftandard was carry’d from the 
imperial camp to the meadow of Kehdeftan, 
eaft of Herat, \tfhere they (laid fome days : du¬ 
ring which time Timur order’d that the trea- 
fures and other riches which the Gouris kings had 
amafs’d for feveral years, fhou’d be carry’d away. 

It is remarkable that there were in this city all 
forts of treafures, as filver money, unpolifh’d pre¬ 
cious ftones, the richeft thrones, crowns of gold, 
filver veflels, gold and filver brocades, and curio- 
fi c y s of all kinds. The foldiers, according to the 
imperial order, carry’d away all thefe riches 
upon camels. 

Timur then order’d the old walls of Herat 
to be raz’d, as alfo the new walls which Malek 
had built; which was accordingly executed.

A tax wa? laid on the inhabitants of the city, 
V'Y^* / in confideration. of. their being fav’d, and in ac¬ 
knowledgment of the good treatment us’d to¬ 
wards ’em; which was paid in four days. 

Moulla Cotfi^ddin, fpn of Moulla Nezamed- 
diu, who was chief of the'Imams and doftors 
of this kingdom, had orders to quit Herat, and. 
to dwell in the town of Sebz, with two hundred 
confiderable old men: and Timur Tach, ne¬ 
phew of Acbouga, governor of Termed, was 
order’d to accompany and fettle ’em there with 
their fatnilys. 

The gates of the city, which were .cover’d 
With plates of iron, adorn’d with fculptures and 
many learned infcriptions, were carryd to Kech, 
where they remain to this day. 

Malek had in poffeffion another place, which 
he thought impregnable; it wap call’d Echkilge, 
and fometimes Amancouh, the government of 
Which he had given to Emir Gouri, the young- 
eft of his fons, who was accounted in Herat 
the braveft, wifeft and moll: experienc’d lord of 
the kingdom. The emperor order’d Malek to 
bring him to court, and at the fame time prohi¬ 
bited his entring into the citadel, and threat¬ 
en’d to make him repent it if he did fo. This 
prince went to the walls of Echkilge, as he was 
order’d; and having refolv’d to comply with this 
difficult propafal, he had recourfe to his pru¬ 
dence, and conduced himfelf fo well in this af-* 
fair, that by his fine fpeeches he perfuaded his 
fon to come out, and he brought him to court; 
where he had the hpnor to kifs the imperial car¬ 
pet. Timur, gave him a handfom reception, 
highly favor’d him, and prefented him with a 
royal veil:. 


# 
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CHAP. XXXIV. 

The army marches to Tous and Kjlat. 

T IMUR bein% highly pleas’d with his 
fuccefs at Herat, Tent Gehanchah Yakou 
with troops, to conquer the towns of NichaboUr 
andSebzuar; but as the affair of Ali Bei-difqui- 
eted him,he march’d in perfon to Kelat and TouSj 
and when he was arriv’d at the tomb of Aboti 
Muflem Merouzi + , he got off his horfe to make 
a vifit to it, according to the cuftom of pious 
men, befought God to affifi- him, and to give 
him ftrength fufficient to conquer his enemys. 

The news of the emperor’s march troubled 
Ali Bei: his heart was a longtime divided be¬ 
tween hope and fear; but at length, notwith- 
ftanding the confufion he was in, he refolv’d to 
obey: he came with expedition to Timur’s 
cattlp to fiibmit, and had the honor of kiffihg 
the carpet of the throne. Coja Ali Muaid a Ser- 
bedal, who was governor of Sebzuar, having 
advice of the army’s march, came alfo immedi¬ 
ately to court. The emperor receiv’d ’em withhis 
ordinary clemency, and after having loaded ’em 
with favors, gave them a belt and fword, as 
dlfo a robe of honor: and thus thefe two prin¬ 
ces were treated in a more obliging manner than 
they even dar’d to hope for.

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FookIL Timur at the fame time took horfe to march 
to Esferain 5 , which was in the hands of the 
lieutenants of the Emir Veli, prince of Mazen- 
dran. As foon as he arriv’d there, he gave or¬ 
ders for difpatching the liege of this town; 
the foldiers had no fopner fix’d their ftations in 
the camp where they defign’d to prepare their 
machines of war, than hanging their bucklers 
upon their necks, they march’d forthwith to 
the walls, in which they made confiderable 
breaches, and enter’d the town : they put to the 
fword a great number of people, and deftroy’d 
all their houfes, the moft confiderable as well 
as thofe of lefs value ; fo that there remain’d to 
that great town only the name of Esferain, 
which it cou’d not be depriv’d ef. 

Timur fent an ambaflador into Mazendran 
to the Emir Veli, to tell this prince, that if 
he came before him without refifiance and with 
expedition, to obtain the honor of killing the 
carpet of his throne, he wou’d diftinguifh him 
from his equals by imperial favors, and raife 
him above ’em; but if, thro his ftubbornefs, 
he fhou’d refufe to appear, he wou’d by that 
means become very unfortunate. f 

This prince treated the ambaflador with all 
manner of civility, gave him a handfom re¬ 
ception, kifs’d the letter which was prefented 
him, laid it upon his head, profefs’d his fuh L 
miflion, and promis’d to come to the throne in 
a fhort time, and employ all his care in me¬ 
riting to be of the number of the emperor’s 
fervants.

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When the ambaflador was upon his return, Chap.35. 
Timur went to a pleafure-houfe* nam’d Ogoul C/yNJ 
Yatou Yailac, an agreable place for the fummer, 
where he ftaid fome days to give time to his fol- 
diers to bring up their horfex,and to refrefh them- 
felves in a delicious meadow there, after the 
fatigue they had undergone. 

During thefe tranfafiions they put to death 
the band of robbers, inhabitants of Courache, 
of whom we have before fpoken, who were 
fo bold as to kill the Emir Hadgi Berlas, and 
his brother Aidecou, very near relations of Ti¬ 
mur. This emperor gave the principality of 
this country to Mehemed Dervich fon of Aide¬ 
cou, and to Ali Dervich grand-fon of the Emir 
Hadgi: and at prefent it belongs to their fa¬ 
mily. 


CHAP. XXXV. 

Timur returns to Samarcand. 

T H E emperor having made feveral regula¬ 
tions as to the policy of the kingdom 
of Coraflana, which he had reduc’d to obedi¬ 
ence ; he difinifs’d Malek Cayafeddin prince of 
Herat, and the other princes and governors, 
each of whom he confirm’d in their refpeftive go¬ 
vernments. Emir Cheik Sebauari, who before 
the conqueft of Coraflana had quitted Malek, 
and put himfelf under the protection of the 
emperor, having had the good fortune for fome 
years to ferve this prince, was honor’d with 
the higheft poft in the town of Sebzuar; and 
TdBan Behader was made governor of tha;

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Book II. country: after which the emperor happily re- 
t/yyj turn’d to his capital city. 

This monarch being on his returd thither, 
went to pafs the winter in the proud city of 
Bocara, where loaded with grandeur and glory, 
he pafs’d hi/ days in pleafure; and the Mitza 
Miran Chah his fon, who by ftis order was? 
gone to $eracs, having fciz’d on Mehetned bro¬ 
ther of Malek Cayafeddin,' fent him to Satnar- 
cand, where he remain'd during winter. 


CHAP. XXXVI. 

Death of Akia Beghi, daughter of Tmiir * 
and wife of the Emir Bei 3 fon of the E- 
tnit Mouffa. 

T O verify what is faid in ue Alcoran, 
that there is no joy without forrow, nor 
marriage Without mourning; Timur;, in the 
midft of his profperity, was afHi&ed by the 
death of Tagi Can his daughter, alfo call’d Alua’ 
Beghi< 

This'princefs Was marry’d to MeftemedHei, 
fon of thd Emir Moulfa: the. had fcarce her 
equit iri beauty and virtue ; he* mind was a- 
dorn’d With the brighteft graces, and her be¬ 
havior attracted, the love of all: in fhort, fttef 
was endu’d with fuch charming quatitys, thsstl 
the emperor her father lov^d her tenderly: Ne- 
terthelefs her cohftitution decaying, fhte Was fei- 
Zed with a pining ftckriefs, by Which ffee wafted a- 
way M'tifofflueh that the fatal moment arriv’d, ity 
which princes as Well as peafants, the powerfol as 
‘ ‘ - well 
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well as the weak, are oblig’d toftfbmit to the Chap.jd - . 
decrees of fate: all the care that was taken to re- 
lieve her was ufelefs, and fhe gave up to the 
angel Ifrael * her life, which (he had only in 
truft, leaving behind her a fon nam’d Sultan 
Huflein. 

The emperor Timur, who boafted that he 
was able to withftand tne fhock of misfortunes, 
was fo afhi&ed at her death, that he for¬ 
bad every one his prefence; fo that grief ha¬ 
ving feiz’d the heart of the people, they rent 
their clothes, cover’d their heads with duft, 
and tied black felt about their necks. 

The funeral obfequys were perform’d accord¬ 
ing to the maxims of the Mahometan law ; 
her body was walh’d upon a table of gold, en¬ 
rich’d with pearls and precious Hones; they then 
laid her in a coffin of aloes-wood, and recom¬ 
mended her foul to God. The cdffin was car- 
ry’d to the city of Kech, Where it Was laid 
in a magnificent tomb- The ernpetor, after 
this was Over, bavrhg receiv’d the formal com¬ 
pliments of all the touft, diftributed vi&uals 
and alms among the poor in great abundance. 

In the mean while advice was brought from 
Coraflana, that Ali Bei, in conjunction with the 
Emir Veli, had brought llis troops into the 
field againft Ali Muaid, and befieg’d him in 
the town of Sebzuar. 

Timnr, highly affiifted at the deceafe of his 
dearefli daughter, had no regard to the affairs 
of this World, notwithftanding the ambition 
he had formerly Ihewn; wherefore he took no 
notice of this advice,- nor feem'd any way af-

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Book II. fefted with it; in fhort, he continu’d in this 
mood, till the prihcefs Cotluc Turcan Aga his 
filler, who cou’d not bear the thoughts of his 
fpending his time after this manner, came to 
him: {he profefs’d how much fhe fympathiz’d 
with him in his grief; but at the fame time fhe 
gave him fome. agreeable advice, and told him, 
That fince there was no remedy for the mif- 
fortune which caus’d his forrow, he ought not 
entirely to abandon the care of the affairs of 
the empire; that this negledt wou’d bring dlf- 
order into his towns, and make the poor peo¬ 
ple defpair;, that it was better to free his 
mind from inquietude, which was prejudicial 
to him; and to {hew that his zeal had no other 
aim than that of well-governing the empire, 
and remedying the neceffitys of the ftate. 

‘ c March, fays fhe, towards Mazendran 7 and 
“ Kelat *, to chaftife thofe proud rebels, who 
“ have had the infolence to depart from their, 
“ obedience : treat ’em in fuch a manner, 
“ that it may fervd for an example to others ; 
“ fpare not their lives ; pillage their houfes ; 
“ and in fhort, let ’em receive a punifhment. 
<c adequate to their crimes, that the innocent 
“ fall not into misfortune and trouble, by de- 
<l parting from their duty at the inftigation of 
“ the wicked.” 

The words of this princefs had the defir’d 
effeft on the emperor’s mind, who knew they 
proceeded only from pure friendship; they 
rous’d and animated his virtue; and at the 
fame time he refolv’d on his march to Coraf- 
faiia and Mazendran.

Timur’s fecond expedition into the kingdom 
of Iran or Perjia. 

T H E emperor order’d his troops to be got 
together, tho it was the middle of win-j 
ter; and his army being in a readinefs, he 
march’d from Bocara towards Iran. He pafs’d 
the defart, and arriv’d at Amouye upon the 
Sihon, where the engineers had no fooner buiit 
a bridge of boats, than this conqueror crofs’d 
the river at the head of all his troops, en¬ 
tering a fecond time upon the territorys of 
Iran or Perfia. It is faid, that at that time 
Alia trembled from China even to the borders 
of Greece. 

Having pafs’d by the country of Macan *, 
the army encamp’d in the neighbourhood of 
Kelat. Mirza Miran Chah coming from Se~ 
racs', with his army Join’d the imperial camp, 
and Malek Cayefeddin alfo Join’d it with the 
troops he brought from Herat. But Ali Bei, 
indead of following their example, got the 
ftart of the army, and /hut up all the inhabi¬ 
tants with his family and eflfe&s in the fortrefs 
of Kelat. 

Yet the emperor was indulgent to him, and 
in consideration of the alliance between ’em, 
wou’d not immediately take occafion from his 
fault to be angry with him; but fent a mef-

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Book 1 Z fenger to him t§ know the caufe of his fear, 
and to tell him he might come to court ■with 
full afl’urance that no ad ofhoftility fhou’d be 
us’d agaiuft him ; but if he wou’d ndt obey, he 
muff acknowledg himfelf the occafion of all 
the misfortunes which fhou’d happen to him,- 
and that he fhou’d be blameable for it. But 
as the time was come when the profperity of 
Ali Bei muft have an end, he did not confult 
his reafon, but defpis’d the counfels with which 
the emperor, thro his clemency, honor’d him ; 
and had recourfe to this paffage of the Alcoran, 
I will fly to a maintain, which will fare me : and 
thus relying oil the mountain of Kelat, which 
he imagin’d inaeceflible, he did not come to 
the imperial camp to offer his fervice to the 
emperor. 

Timur decamp’d in the territorys of Kelat, 
and went down to Coran, which was depen¬ 
dent on Abiverd%_and order’d it to be pro¬ 
claim’d in his army that he was about to march 
to Mazendran againft Veli : notwithftatiding 
which he took a different road, and turn’d 
to Kelat, imitating in that kiiig Behmen, 
'whom the author of Chah Name 3 mentions iti 
hiS Verfes, 1 who defigning to march to the 
cduntry of Zabill to conquer it, gave out 
that he fhotf’d' go td the left hand, but at the 
fame'rime Went to the right. 

Ali Bei and his men obtain’d frefh vigor, on 
advice that the imperial army won’d march to 
Mazendran; whereupon he fent out of the for- 
trefs into the meadowS the horfes, flocks of

Awep, and other beafts which had been fhut Chap.57.' 
HP in it. 

But Timur, inftead of going , to Mazendran, 

Wturn’d to Kelat with the army, which ravag’d 
all the country; and over-againft the gate of 
IieUr, call’d the gate of the four villages, a 
dome was rais’d, under which w'as . fix’d the. 
emperor s throne, and phe ftandard was erected 
near it. 

The army, almoft affur’d of the conqueft, inr 
veiled Kelat on all fides : the Mirza Miran Chah 
encamp’d over-againll the gate of Dehia; the 
Mirza Ali, fon of the Emir Muaid Erlat, in 
the paflage of Lohra; the Emir Hadgi Seifed- 
diu polled himfelf in the defile of Argoun Chah j 
ftnd the Mirza Omar Chcik planted his llan- 
dard at another gate. Fear feiz’d on Ali Bei, 
who being in an ill pollure of defence, was obr 
lig’d to have recourfe again to the goodnefs of 
the emperor; to whom he reprefented by a 
fubmiflive letter, which he got to be laid be¬ 
fore him, That being confounded at his bad 
a&ions, fie dar’d not come to call himfelf at 
bis feet, to implore his ; clemency, before he 
had beg’d pardon; bpic if thro .his royal good¬ 
nefs he wou’d forgive him, and take die trou¬ 
ble to come to the gape of the tow n, accompa- 
ny’d only by a few mpn, he wou’d come out as 
his Have, to call himfelf at his feet, and ask 
pardon for his faults. .Timur granted the peti¬ 
tion of Ali Bei, and having appointed a day 
to go to the gate of the town, he did not fail 
to be there with five horfemen only. 

The walls of Kelat were built upon the. brink 
of a high mountain, in which there was a nar¬ 
row paflage by the fide of the walls among the 
rocks; which way was fhut in by a gate, and 
join’d to that of the town.

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Book II. Ali Bei having notice that Timur was come 
to the appointed place with but a few men, 
his malice, or rather his ill fortune, excited him 
to betray him, and to furprize him by fome 
villains who lay in ambufcade in the way, 
and whom he had order’d to kill the prince, 
if they fhou’d have an opportunity. 

In the mean while the traitor did not keep 
his word, not imagining that he whom God 
protefts can receive no damage from any one, 
whatever artifice fhou’d be made ufe of to de- 
ftroy him. In fhort, as if the villains had been 
blind, they cou’d not come out of their am¬ 
bufcade, nor even hold open the door of the 
place by which they muft have put in execution 
the orders given ’em ,• fo that Timur having ftaid 
a long time at the place appointed, return’d to 
his camp without receiving any harm. 

As foon as Timur w ? as come down from the 
mountain, all the generals flock’d to falute him \ 
and every one paid his compliment^ to him up¬ 
on the danger he had efcap’d. 

When the treafon and faithiefnefs of Ali Bei 
w as fully known by his breach of promife, the 
emperor was enrag’d, and commanded a gene¬ 
ral aflault to be given, and the braveft men of 
the army to mount the walls of Kelat in thofe 
places which fhou’d be mark’d out for ’em. 
The troops advanc’d, and without fear of 
death, did all that cou’d be expe&ed from cou¬ 
rage and refolution. • ’

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Wight they obey’d, and got on the top of the Chap.37. 
mountain, and at the found of kettle-drums and l/V'O 
trumpets came to the gates of the town. Timur 
hafted thither alfo with a troop of his moft valiant 
officers who march’d before him, among whom 
were the celebrated Akitmur Behader, and the 
brave Aicoutmur, who briskly repuls’d the 
enemys they met, and got upon the mountain. 

Omar Abbas and Mobacher, who were gOt 
up before the others, expe&ed their comrades 
under a kind of vault, where the foldiers of the 
town attack’d ’em ; but TimUr immediately ferlt 
thither a troop of the braveft men of the army, 
who with their fwords put ’em to the rout: 
the vi&orious troops, after having intirely beat 
the enemy, return’d from the mountain, and 
the vanquish'd demanded quarter. 

Ali Bei, reduc’d to the lafl extremity, fent to 
Timur to befeech him that the foldiers might 
give over the {laughter, on condition he ihou’d 
come out the next day to make his fubmrffion, 
and affure him of his obedience. He promis’d 
this in an agreement which he fign’d, and con¬ 
firm’d by an oath ; and as a feciirity for his fide¬ 
lity fent Nicrouz and Mehemed Cheik Hadgi, 
who were the principal Emirs of the hord of 
Ybun Garbani ', with his filler Can Sultan, 

Who had been promis’d in marriage , to Mirza 
Mehemed Sultan. 

Thefe envoys caft themfelves at the feet of 
Timur with the greateft humility, and inter¬ 
ceded for Ali Bei: the emperor, thro his cle¬ 
mency, granted them what they defir’d, and 
being willing to lay hold on the agreement of

i/w time fent orders to his troops to ceafe the 
daughter, and to Nicrouz and Mehemcd t< ? 
follow him to his camp, which they obey’d. 

The next morning, at fun-rifing, Timur took 
horfe, and went to the gate of the town j Ali 
Bei was then conftrain’d to come out and fub- 
mit: he confefjdd his faults, and begg’d his, life. 
Timur was again fo generous as to pardpn 
him, and even to grant him the favor he re¬ 
queued, which was to exempt him from com¬ 
ing to court that day, on his promifing not tp 
fail coming the next, to have the honor to kifs 
the carpet of the throne- (i 

But as the end of Pir Ali’s good fortune \yas 
near, defpair wou’d not permit him to ^ 
with reafon, nor (hew any honor in his conduct* 
This unfortunate prince again built caftles in the 
air, and intended only bafe addons: be en*- 
ploy’d the night in fortifying and barricading 
the paflage Lohra, and forne other pafl'ages, by 
which the troops of Timur had fcal’d' the 
mountain ; and he fhut; himfelf up in this inelo- 
fure of rocks, , that he might , avoid keeping his 
pro.mife. 

Timur departed fourteen days after, and 
Went to the fortrefs of Cahcaha, between Ba- 
verd and Kelat ; the emperor gave orders to 
rebuild it, and the foldiers fo induftriouf- 
ly apply’d themfelvcs tp jit, that iq two days 
and nights it was entirely rebuilt: he ga^e 
the government of it tp Hadgi Coju> and 
-fortify’d it with a flrong garifon. He fent 
; to the other fide of the country Siorgatmich 
Can, Mirza Ali, and the brave Cheik Ali, 
with the troops of their Toman, to guard the 
..road to K,elat, and to block up the paflages with 
fo much precaution, that this place Ihou’d Jbe a 
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fort of a prifon, from whence no one cou’d go Chap.38. 
in or come out to carry any refrefhmeut to the I/'yV 
prince. 


CHAP. XXXVIII. 

Reduction of the town of Terchiz * in 
Corajfana. 

T IMUR, by his good condu&, having 
in effect render’d Kelat a fepulchre to 
his enemys, took up a refolution to reduce Ter¬ 
chiz-, and in order thereunto march’d thither 
with his army; he pafs’d by Yaffi Dapan, and 
arriv’d at Cabouchan *, from' whence he fent to 
Samarcand theprincefs Diichadaga, who was to¬ 
ri ifpos’d- As foon as the conqueror was come 
to Terchiz, the troops rang’d themfelves round 
the place. This famous fortrefs being among 
mountains, was almoft inacceflible, and faid to 
have been impregnable, becaufe of the extra¬ 
ordinary height of its walls, and the exceffive 
breadth and depth of its ditches. 

The garifon of Terchiz was at that time 
compos’d of Sedidians, fo call’d, becaufe the 
Emir Cayafeddin had given the care of this 
place to the Emir Ali Sedidi, who had brought 
’em in; and thefe Sedidians were for the moft 
part Gouris, mefi famous for their valor and 
skill in defending places. This town, by their 
good cohduft, was furnilh’d with all forts of arms 
and machines, great ftore of victuals, and a

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Book II. brave number of foldiers, who were refolv’d to 
defend themfelves to the laft. When Timur 
had feen ’em in aCtion, he complain’d to Malek 
Cayafeddin of their refiftance ; and told him, 
that thefe men whom he had put into this place, 
being under his command, he wonder’d they 
fhou’d continue in rebellion, fince himfelf had 
fubmitted to his orders and obey’d him. 

Cayafeddin faid, they did it thro ignorance 
and want of good fenfe, and therefore he wou’d 
go and confer with ’em : in fhort, he went to 
the foot of the walls to command ’em to fub- 
mit; but notwithftanding his injunctions and 
counfels, they wou’d neither obey him nor de¬ 
part out of the place : fo that the emperor was 
oblig’d to befiege it in form. When he had 
fent out his orders to the army, the officers* 
caus’d it to be inverted on all fides; the To¬ 
mans and Hezares repair’d to their ports, and 
fortify’d ’em, and at the fame time began the 
attack. 

Every day Timur rid round the place, and 
examin’d the out-parts: the engineers with all 
expedition rais’d battering rams and other ma¬ 
chines neceffary for the liege, and prefently* got 
’em in a readinefs: the miners and pioneers 
drain’d the ditch and at length undermin’d ' 
the walls, while our warriors aflaulted ’em on 
, every fide, and perform’d many glorious actions. 

The befieged bravely refilled ’em, andfhew ? d 
fo much courage, that it is impoffible to ima¬ 
gine fuch fury in warriors. The attack and the 
defence were fuftain’d with equal refolution ) but 
at length our foldiers, receiving every day frefh 
fuccours, fo far ruin’d the walls and hreaft-works 
by the ftones which were caff, apd by the bat¬ 
tering rams and other machines, that the place 
was almoft dertroy’d.

And as the profperity of Timur was' the Chap. 3 9. 
care of heaven, which humane ftrength and L/vV 
the moll heroic valor are not able to refill, 
the Sedidians, being terrify’d by feeing their ' 
affairs reduc’d fo low, loll all coufage, and 
begg’d for quarter. The ever-merciful empe¬ 
ror granted what they ask’d, and even us’d good 
words to encourage ’em ; yet they w ent out of 
the town very much afraid, tho they had the 
honor to kifs the imperial carpet: they were 
enroll’d in Timur’s fervice, and acquitted thetu- 
felves in a very becoming manner. 

This monarch knowing their valor, carefs’d 
’em, gave ’em lordlhips, and made ’em gover¬ 
nors of towms and other places on the frontiers 
of Turkeltan. As foon as they were gone 
out of Terchiz, Mirza Miran Chah confer’d on 
Sarek Eteke the government of the place. 


CHAP. XXXIX. 

The arrival of an ambaffador from Fars f or the 
true Perjia , at the court of Timur. 

G Elaleddin Chah Chuja was at this time 
fovereign of the country of Fars, that is, 
of the province of Chiraz and Perfepolis. He 
was the flower and glory of the family of Mou- 
zaffer, who us’d to be mediator in public trea- 
tys. This wife prince, thro the inspiration of 
his good fortune, made halle to tellify his 
friendlhip to the officers of the emperor; and 
fent to court Omar Chah, who w r as one of the 
principal Emirs, with a letter, which, after the 
ufual complements, afl’ur’d Timur of his fervices 
and fincere friendlhip. He loaded this am-

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Book II. baffador with prefents \ which were carious 

t/Y'NJ precious ftones, as alfo pearls worthy to be 
prefented to emperors; gold rings, gold money, 
rich fluffs, raritys of great price, Arabian 
horfes, excellent mules for running, cover’d 
with Saddles of gold; and many fets of mules, 
fix in a fet, with harneffes of great price, cui- 
rafles adorn’d with filk fluffs, choice furniture, 
a great fcarlet canopy, a royal pavilion, a tent, 
and a great umbrella, which were of rich and 
fumptuous fluffs, with divers ornaments. 

Omar Chah, being arriv’d at court, had the 
happinefs at his audience to ldfs the carpet. Af¬ 
ter having made the ufual compliments, he 
prefented to the emperor the letter, and pre¬ 
sents from his mafter, which he diftributed a- 
mong the officers. This prince receiy’d him 
with the greateft refpeft, and conferr’d feveral 
favors upon him: he prefented him with pieces 
of gold, veils of honor, and horfes; and after 
having anfwer’d Gelaleddin’s letter, fent him 
back very well fatisfy’d with his negotiation, 
and with the obliging exprelfions he had re¬ 
ceiv’d. Timur commanded one of his officers 
to accompany him, whom he loaded with cu¬ 
rious prefents for the king of Perlia; and he 
order’d this envoy to demand in marriage of 
Gelaleddin the princefs his daughter for his 
grandfon, Mirza Pir Mehemed, fern of Mirza 
Gehanghir, to perpetuate and ftrengthen their 
friendlhip and alliance.

CHAP. XL. 

Timur marches into the province ofMazendran. 

W HEN the imperial officers had got Ter- 
chiz regifter’d in the roll of conquefts, 
and Timur had plac’d his governors there, he 
caus’d his army to march to .Mazendran. 

He pafs’d by the road of Roughi, and order’d 
his forces to march to Keboud Jaeme, and to 
Chamfan. The Emir Veli, prince of Mazen¬ 
dran, furpriz’d at this news, fent the Emir 
Hadgh, and others of his greateft favorites, to 
the imperial camp, with feveral horfes, whofe 
harnefles were new; as alfo curiofitys of feveral 
forts. 

His letter was prefented to the emperor, 
whom he befought to excufe him from waiting 
on him that day, and to order his army to 
leave his country, that fo his poor fervant find¬ 
ing himfelf in fecurity, might again rejoice in 
his good fortune, come to court with expedi¬ 
tion, and have the honor of fpending the re¬ 
mainder of his Yife in his intereft and fervice. 
Timur, thro an excefs of goodnefs, granted the 
demands of his letter; anddifmifs’d his envoy 
with fatisfa£tion. 

In the mean while advice was brought from 
Kelat, that Cheik Ali Behader, having diligent¬ 
ly examin’d the paCfages of that place, had: 
mounted the wails in the night, accompany’d on¬ 
ly with a few faithful domefticks, without men¬ 
tioning it to the Emir Ali Bei; but that he 
had miftaken his way thro the darknefs of the 
night; that he had met with a high arch from

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Book ft. whence he was perceiv’d by the enemy, who 
fally’d out with all diligence, and getting pof- 
feflton of the paflages, put themfelves in a con¬ 
dition to repulfe him, Cheik Ali bravely at¬ 
tack’d ’em, and the two partys made the great 
cry,- the ufual fignal for a battel. The fight 
was bloody, and the foldiers were fo anima¬ 
ted againft one another, that they wou’dliften 
to no other words than thofe which encourag’d 
the Daughter of the enemy. In fhort, many 
warriors on both fides were kill’d ; but as the 
quivers were empty’d, fome perfons, thro a re¬ 
ligious motive, labour’d at an accommodation, 
in which, thro the goodnefs of God, they fuc- 
ceeded; and Ali Bei fpoke to the Cheik Ali 
Eehader: they embrac’d one another in token 
of peace and friendfhip, and Ali Bei obliged the 
other to flay with him, where he receiv’d all 
imaginable civilitys and handfome entertain¬ 
ment : they convers’d together for many days, 
Ali Bei hoping, thro the interceffion of the Cheik, 
the emperor wou’d pardon his part faults. 

Timur having agreed to the prince of Mazen- 
dran’s requefl, becanfe he had voluntarily fub- 
mitted, march’d towards his capital. Hepafs’d 
by Chamlagan and Tcharmagan, and encamp’d 
in the meadow of Radecan. At this place the 
Cheik Ali Behader, and thofe who accompany’4 
him, join’d the imperial camp ; and this gene-, 
ral procur’d for Ali Bei the honor ofkiffing the 
imperial carpet, having a fword and a handker-

This monarch alfo gave Sebzuar to Ali Muaid 
Serbedal, and order’d that Malek Cayafeddin, 
and his children, as well as Ali Bei, and his men, 

Ihou’d be conducted to Samarcand. He then 
diftributed all the country of Youn Garbani to 
his Emirs ; but he order’d the inhabitants and 
familys in it to be conducted to Tranfoxiana. 


CHAP. XLI. 

Timur marches to Samarcand. Death of the 
emprefs Dilchadaga i and of the princefs 
Cotluc Turcan Aga , Timur's fijler. 

T IMUR having no more enemys to fear 
in the kingdom of Coraffana, and the 
lieutenants of Mirza Miran Chah being efta- 
bli/h’d in the pofleffion of the towns and other 
places of the country ; he gave leave to the 
troops to march to their quarters, and departed 
with expedition for the capital city of his empire. 

When the inhabitants of Samarcand faw the 
court, which was finer than ever it had been 
before, in their city, they were exceedingly over¬ 
joy’d. 

They bound Ali Bei, prince of Kelat, as w'ell 
as the Emir Gouri fon of Malek Cayafeddin, 
and Malek Mehemed his brother, and fent ’em 
to Andecan, to Mirza Omar Cheik. The 
hord of Youn Garbani was alfo fent to Tach-

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Book II. hunt, and Malek Cayafeddin, with his eldeft 
t/'W fon Pir Mehemed, were kept at Samarcand. 

During the winter the following affair hap¬ 
pen’d at Herat. The two Tons of Malek Fa- 
creddin and of his brother, making no figure in 
Herat, when this country was taken, nor du¬ 
ring the government of Malek Huffein, or of 
his fon Malek Cayafeddin, liv’d in extreme po¬ 
verty ; but when Timur conquer’d Herat, thefe 
princes reprefented to him their mifery, and 
told him, that having the honor to be his fer- 
vants, they took the liberty to let him know 
that they were coufins-german to Malek Huffein, 
father of Malek Cayafeddin; that thefe two 
princes had made themfelves mailers of their 
effefts, and that they cou’d have no hopes of 
recovering ’em but thro his protection. The 
emperor was touch’d with their misfortune, and 
gave the government of Gour to the eldeft, 
nam’d Malek Mehemed. About the fame time 
a Gouri, nam’d Aboufaid Efpahbed, a man of 
dauntlefs courage, who had been put in irons 
by the order of Malek Cayafeddin, and re¬ 
main’d in prifon ten years, was releas’d by the 
favor of Timur. ' a 

An. Dom. Towards the end of the year of the Hegir 
1380. Mirza Miran Chah, having pafs’d th e 

winter with the Emirs upon the bank of the 
river of Morgab in a place nam’d Yendi, 
which the Perfians call Pentchdeh, that is, the 
five villages; it happen’d that Malek Mehemed 
governor of Gour, thro his folly and ignorance, 
with a troop of Gouris more ignorant than 
himfelf, march’d to Herat, and was join’d in 
the way by Aboufaid Efpahbed; and when 
they were arriv’d in the city, another band of 
rafcally fellows, highwaymen, and vagabonds 
alfo join’d ’em 3 and being aflembl’d together. 
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they committed great diforders and unheard- Cbap.41:. 
of afts of injuftice, cruelty and abomination, 

The governor, intendants, and officers of the 
Emirs retir’d of their own accord into the for¬ 
tress of Eftiareddin, the gate of which the re¬ 
bels burnt; which fo much aftonifh’d the ga- 
rifon of the Turks, that without taking care of 
any thing, they flung themfelves off the walls, 
to endeavour to fave their lives : but there was 
no quarter granted ’em, and no one cou’d fave 
himfelf from the hands of the rebels. 

The Mirza Miran Chah having advice of 
thefe diforders, fent with all expedition the 
Emirs Seifeddin and Aebouga with fome troops 
to Herat, and himfelf march’d thither after¬ 
wards with an army. 

When the Emirs arriv’d, the Gouris advanc’d 
to repulfe ’em, and gave ’em battel at the end 
of the ftreet of Khiavan ; but they were defeat¬ 
ed, and many of ’em flain. Some of ’em fled 
into the city, and difpers’d themfelves during 
night: and as the Mirza Miran Chah arriv’d 
about that time, his troops drew their fwords 
to chaftife this rabble, and flew fo great a 
number of ’em, that they built a very high 
tower with their heads, as an example for the 
future to feditious perfons *. 

When the emperor heard of this news, which 
was brought him by the Mirza Miran Chah, he 
gave orders that Malek Cayafeddin, who was 
imprifon’d in the fortrefs of Samarcand, bis 
brother Malek Mehemed, his grandfon the Emir 
Gouri, and Ali Bei Youn Garbani, fhou’d be 
all put to death.

eldeft fitter, famous among the princefles in her 
time for her piety and charity, which confided 
in founding of hofpitals, mofques, colleges, and 
many other publick works for the afliftance of 
the people, who all by this means partook of 
her bountys. 

She was bury’d near prince Cotfam fon of 
Elabbas. The emperor was highly afttifted at 
this lofs for a long time. Every one paid his 
complements of condoleance with the ufual ce- 
remonys ; and he did feveral charitable things 
for the repofe of the fouls of the deceas’d, and 
gave abundance of alms to the poor who de- 
ferv’d ’em: but becaufe his natural good na¬ 
ture caus’d in him an extraordinary forrow, 
which kept him too long from the care o£ the 
affairs of ftate, the CherifFs, doftors, old men and 
religious, among whom were Seid Bereke, Coja 
Abdelmalek, and Cheik- Zade Saghezdgi, pre¬ 
fenced themfelves before him, and comforted 
him by an agreeable converfation drawn from 
the tradition and difcourfes of Mahomet, from 
the Alcoran it felf, and from many pious hifto- 
rians; who excited in him the defire of taking 
upon him the care of the people and army, 
and of reudring juftice. In fhort, he approv’d 
of this maxim, as he had done before, that an* 
hour only employ’d by a prince in executing 
juftice, was of more importance than the wor¬ 
ship given to God, and the prayers made, du¬ 
ring one’s whole life: fo that being it laft com¬ 
forted by the verfe of the Alcoran, which tells 
us, That we mufi return to God, becaufe we are his; 
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he for the future employ’d all his zeal in the re- Chap^a. 
gulation of the Itate and religion. 


CHAP. XL! I. 

Timur feuds a fixth Army into the country of 
the Getes. 

T HE emperor having learnt that there 
were diforders committed in fome places 
of the country of the Getes, commanded Mir- 
za Ali to march thither w ith an army, to deftroy 
thefeditiouspeopleof that country, thegreateft 
part of whom were not Mahometans ,• he recom¬ 
mended to him principally to purfue Camared- 
din, the author of thofe troubles : and then he 
went to Kech. On advice of Mirza Ali’s 
departing with his army, the people of Behria 
laid an ambufcade to furprize him, and fucceed- 
ed fo well in it, that they plunder’d all his bag¬ 
gage, vanquifh’d, and oblig’d him to return to the 
emperor. 

The emperor at the fame time, to revenge 
himfelf on thefe rafh people, fent the Cheik Ali 
Behader, Seif Elmulouc, Atilmich, and Argottn 
Chah Edachi, with troops to make war on 
’em ; and as he heard no news from ’em fo foon 
as he expeded, he fent after ’em the Emir Ge- 
hanchah Yakou, Eltchi Bouga, Chamfeddin, 
Outchcara, and SaintemaureBehader, with ten 
thoufand horfe: but thefe Emirs were fcarcely 
come to Atacom, when they met thofe upon 
upon their return who were fent before ’em, 
and had dvertaben the people of Behrin, of 
whom they had kill’d a great number, pillag’d 
jhe£r country, and made many flaves. But as 
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Book II. the Emir Gehanchah had orders to feek out Ca« 
mareddin; he oblig’d the former Emirs to re¬ 
turn with him to that expedition. They went 
together to Ifligheul, and from thence as far as 
Gheu&opa, in fearch of Camareddin ; but not be¬ 
ing able to find him, they return’d to Samarcand in 
autumn, and had the honor to falute the emperor. 


CHAP. XLIII. 

Timur marches to Mazendran , and thence 
to Sijlan .. 

T IMUR having refolv’d to march in that 
feafon to Mazendran, gave orders for the 
railing of frelh troops, to render his army more 
formidable. When all was ready, he took 
horfe at the happy moment, according to the 
obfervacions which were made ; and having re¬ 
viewed all the trdops, and difplayd his ftandard, 
he march’d towards Mazendran. After having 
encamp’d and decamp’d many times-, he arriv’d 
at Termed; and order’d that the victuals for his 
army fhou’d be brought thither. This prince 
caus’d a bridge to be built in a narrow paflage, 
where having crofs’d the river of Morgab, he 
encamp’d on its- banks: the Emir Yakou, go¬ 
vernor of Cabuleftan 6 , had the honor to kifs 
the carpet in the camp, where he gave an ac¬ 
count of the affairs he had in charge, and at the

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fame time defir’d orders from the emperor, re- Chap.43. 
lating to the government of his frontiers. 

During thefe tranfa&ions, advice was brought 
that the Toman of Nicoudari, which inhabited a 
place fit for the fummer feafon, defign’d to revolt ; 
and that Cheik Daoud Sebzuari, whom Timur 
had honor’d by making him chief of Sebzuar, 
had been guilty of fo much ingratitude and in- 
folence,as to kill Taban Eehader governor of that 
town, by which aft ion he declar’d himfelf a 
rebel : that the Mirza Miran Chah having no¬ 
tice of it, had fent the Emir Acbouga of Herat 
at the head of an army to Sebzuar, and the 
Emir Hadgi Seifeddin had follow’d him with 
freih affiftance ; that they had befieg’d Sebzuar, 
and put abundance of the rebels to the fword, 
after having taken this town; that the Cheik 
Daoud fled, and retir’d into the fortrefs of Bed- 
tabad, fitqate on the ridge of a mountain, 
where he had fortifyd himfelf 3 but that the 
Emirs Hadgi Seifeddin, and Acbouga, had ac¬ 
tually befieg’d it. Timur had no fooner heard 
of this rebellion, and that of the country of 
Siftan, than he fent the Cheik Ali Behader and 
Outchcara Behader, at the head of a great 
army, againft the Emir Veli prince ofMazen- 
dran, that they might encamp near him, and 
reduce his frontiers to obedience j and him¬ 
felf march’d towards Siftan. 

His army encamp’d at the beginning of the 
month of Ramadan in the year of the Hegira A n< D oto 
785, before the town of Herat, the inhabitants j’383. * 
of which, as we faid before, were join’d with 
the ‘Gouris rebels \ and the emperor himfelf 
march’d to Sebzuar, where he encamp’d- This 
fortrefs was attack’d according to his orders, 
and many breaches were made ; the Cheik Yahia 
Corafani being appointed to dire£t the miners. 
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JBppk IL the place was fo ruin’d, that the greateft part of* 
t/'yNJ thole within perifh’d, and the Cheik Yahia was 
crufh’d to pieces under a wall which.fell down. 

Strange There were hear two thoufand Haves taken, 
pnnifh- who were pil’d alive one upon the other 
mem of w i t j 1 mortar and bricks, fo that thefe mifera- 
the rebels. ^ wr g tc | ies might ferve as a monument to 
deter others from revolting, who knowing the 
vengeance of this conqueror, fhou’d not bring 
themfelves into this inevitable misfortune, 
which their pride might tempt ’em to. 

When the emperor was fatisfy’d with this re¬ 
venge on the inhabitants of Sebzuar, he regu¬ 
lated his troops, and fent the vanguard to Siftaa ; 
whither he afterwards march’d with the reft of 
the army, which confifted of a hundred thou¬ 
fand warriors compleat. 

The prince Chah Gelaleddin of Ferah having 
a defign to come to Timur’s court, had no foon- 
er advice of the march of this monarch than he 
went out of his fortrefs, and came with dili¬ 
gence before the imperial ftandard, with a fpirit 
of fincerity and fubmiffion: he made prefents 
to Timur, which indeed were but mean, 
confidering the prince to whom they were 
prefented ; for no one w as able to make thofe 
which were worthy of him: but they were 
fuicable to the ability of Gelaleddin, who well 
knowing it was his intereft to be in favor at 
court, acquainted the emperor with the refblu- 
tion he had taken of facrificing his life in his 
fervice. 

Timur order’d Akitmur Behader, and-other 
captains, to make inroads in the neighbourhood 
of the town of Siftan, and pillage that country. 
They executed this order with .expedition, and 
fo much vigor, that the gates of the town were 
beaten to pieces ; and as foen as the army had 
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pafs’d the mountain nam’d Ouc, and was come Chap.44. 
to the fortrefs of Zere % thefe brave warriors 
aflaulted it according to order, and gain’d the 
vi&ory; tho five thoufand enemys, who had no 
thoughts of being conquer’d, fought a bloody bat¬ 
tel, wherein the greatest part were flain with ar¬ 
rows and fwords: our foldiers made a mountain of 
the dfead bodys, and with their heads erefted a 
tower. 


CHAP. XLIV. 

Town of Sijlan * befieg’d, and taken. 

T H E emperor having rang’d his army in 
form of a crown round the place, ad¬ 
vanc'd to the gate of the town with a troop of 
chofen men, in whom he cou’d confide, and got 
upon a hill of fand. Chahchahan Tageddin Sif- 
tani, with many others, came out from Chah 
Cotobeddin to find the emperor, whom thdy 
had the honor to falute : after having given af- 
furances of their obedience and fubmiffion, they 
befought Timur to permit ’em to pay him a 
tribute and the ordinary cuftoms: but during 
this conference with the emperor, the be- 
fieg’d fally’d out in multitudes with good troops, 
ana prepar’d themfelves for the fight. Timur, 
who knew of their defign, plac’d two thoufand 
horfe in ambufh, and order’d Mehemed Sultan

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£ook II. Chah to advance with a few men, and begin the 

V'Y'V' fight; but at length* on pretence of flying, to 
turn to the right with what cavalry he had. 
This order was executed: and the enemys,who 
were only foot, growing prefumptuous on this 
flight, fail’d not to purfue ’em vigoroufly as far 
as the place where the arnbulh was laid; but the 
2000 horfe fell on ’em with fury, and there was 
a bloody battel. The enemys infantry wound¬ 
ed many of the horfes with their fwords, and 
abundance were flam; but the lances,kill’d a 
great number of the enemy, and the reft w ere 
clofely purfu’d even to the gates of the town. 
The approach of night put a ftop to the bat¬ 
tel ; but the next morning, the crys and 
trumpets were heard on all fides. The emperor 
in perfon commanded the main body; and 
under him Mirza Miran Chah the right wing, 
being aflifted by the great Emirs, among whom 
were H^dgi Seifeddin, Acbouga Eehader, and 
other princes of the royal blood; and the left 
wing was led by the Emir SarBouga, who had 
near him Codadad the fon of Huffein. Our 
troops march’d round the place, and having in 
a manner block’d it up, beat their kettle-drums, 
to fignify that it was time to begin the attack ; 
they continu’d to found the trumpet, and ha¬ 
ving made the great cry, dug a ditch before 
’em, and there fix’d palifados, and did many 
other things till night came on. 

Then two thoufartd of the enemy fally’d out 
to furprize the befiegers; and having agreed to 
attack the quarter of the Emir Chamfeddin Ab¬ 
bas and Behrat Coja, they crofs’d the ditch, be¬ 
ing favor’d by the night, and advanc’d as far 
as the tents, and even to the middle of the 
camp, w here they flew fome horfes and camels. 
But our captains, who were willing to engage 

thefe 
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thefe rafti fellows, fuffer’d them to crofs. the Chap.44' 
ditch, and difcharg’d fo many arrows on ’em, 1/rVi 
that they kill’d a great number, and wounded the 
reft, who with great difficulty retreated into 
the town. 

The army march’d the next day to the place, 
and attack’d it on all fides^ The attack was 
anfwer’d by thofe who fally’d out to repulfe the 
befiegers ; but the ftandard of the prophet being 
difplay’d, the Mirza Ali with five hundred horfe 
fell upon the enemy, and repuls’d ’em as far as 
the town, which he enter’d with his battalion ; 
neverthelefs he was refitted by the brave men of 
the country of Zabul, who having no longer any 
thoughts of faving their lives,, but only of per¬ 
forming heroic adtions, not only refitted him with 
extreme valor, but being fuccour’d by a troop 
of others who follow’d’em, (hut the gate upon 
our warriors, and kept’em clofe in the town. 

This aftion rekindled the fury of both partys, 
and reviv’d in the Zabulians the metAory of the 
hiftory of the fon of Daftan 9 . ■ - 

Akitmur Behader, having advice that the gate 
of the to^'h was (hut upon the Mirza Ali, ran 
thither full fpeed with a thoufand horfe,. the moft 
valiant folaiers of the army. They cut the 
gate to pieces with their fworas, flew the guards, 
and difpers’d the foldiers who had fhut the gate 
on our men: by which means the Mirza Ali 
went out of Siftan in triumph, with thofe who 
were under his command, and came to the 
imperial camp.

found himfelf oblig’d to fubmit ; he came out 
of the town to ask pardon of, t;he emperor, and 
made the following fpeech : “ Great prince, in 

“■ vain I ftrive to defend ^ny felf againft you, 
whofe mighty arm. is able, if I may fo fay, 
“ to bend mountains. Of what ufewifl it be 
tc to "me to tempt fortune, who has rais’d you 
“ td fueh a height, that you feem able to com- 
‘ c mand even her? No, my lord, I fee no other 
<r means- of faving tny life than by flight. But 
tc what place is there for me to retire to, where 
“ I may fhelter my felf from your vengeance; 
u ft nee every one obeys your power? There is 
“ no afylum under heaven in which I can better 
<e truft, than your royal clemency. Yes, my 
“ lord, I have fled to fave my felf from you ; 
‘f but’tis to you I hare fled.” 
a The emperor not only pardon’d him, but 
even diftinguiih’d him from the other princes 
try his favors, 

‘‘After this aftfon, Timur having on a plain 
cuirafs without fleeves, mounted his bay horfej 
and with fifteen men only rode to the left wing 
of the army to review it ; but at the. fame time 
he had advice that between twenty and thirty 
tboufand of the populace of Siftan, tho their 
prince was gon,e out of the town, and had pre¬ 
formed himfelf before the imperial throne, being 
arm’d with bows and arrows, had Aid down 
tb& walls, holding-by one another’s hands, and 
the boldoefs to march againft the vicarious 
army: which oblig’d Timur to turn towards the 
Body of his army to command ’em ; but as the 
enemy let fly a great number of arrows, Ti¬ 
mur’s 
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iftBr’.s horfe Was wounded. The emperot' was Chap‘44. 
no foonar come to his tent, than he put Chah 
Cotobeddin in irons: and having rang'd his 
army in order, he was about- to march in perfon 
to the fight; but the mod affe&ionate Emirs 
took hortd on his horfe’s bridle, and on their 
knees represented to him,- that he had many 
years to live under his atifpicieus fortune,’kftd 
as long as any of them remain’d, he ought to 
undertake no ad ion, in which "the lead danger 
might be fufpe&ed. Timur, at *he preffibg in- 
ftances of Ms officers, had 1 ho fooner turn'd his 
horfe, thirt&M the Emirs fell fo furioufly upon 
the enemys, with their arrows and fwords, that 
they tut them in pieces, emftt’d a great number 
of ’em under their horfes feetf* and wounded 
others,-Who 1 Witlf difficulty retir’d into the city, 
the gate of which they ffeue WiA- the utmoft ex- 
p editio n.,- The-vidorious foldiers piirfn Vl rhpl r 
victory, gave fecond affault, mounted the 
. breaift-wipr^ai and having made many breaches, 

.enter’d the place, of which'they made them- 
felves mafcers, ruin’d the houfesand public edi¬ 
fices, put’to the fword thafc horfe who were not 
flain in ffiW fight, and in fhort raz’d the walls of 
this fine city, the inhabitants of which they 
kill’d, both men, women and children, from 
perfons of a hundred years old, to infants in the 
cradle. 

The emperor (laid there fome days, during 
which time they carry’d away the treasures of the 
kings of Siftan, and all the precious ftones, other 
riches, and curious pieces of great price. The 
Tofdiws >.took even the very nails of the gates, 
and burnt every thing which cou’d be confum'd 
with fire. 

Some fabulous authors report, that in the 
country of Zabuleftan a voice was heard, which 
R a adver- 
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Book II. advertiz’d the foul of Rouftem 1 of all thefe 
t/YVJ diforders in thefe words; "Lift up thy head, 
* c behold the condition of thy country of Per- 
" fia, which is at length reduc’d by the power of 
" the Tartars.” 

An. Dom. This conqueft was made in the month of 
I3 ® 3 * Chawal in the year of the Hegira 785, which 
was that of the moufe ; the fun being in capri¬ 
corn. 

They then font the Chah, that is, the king of 
Si ft an, Cotobeddin, .to Samarcand, as alfo the 
generals of the army, and gpveraors of the 
provinces. The town of Ferah was the place of 
the retreat of the Cadis, dodtors, and other law¬ 
yers. The brave foldiprs who had a fhare in 
gaining the viftory, enjoy’d the emperor’s favors 
above others; and the government of this pro¬ 
vince was given to Chachahan.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. XLV. 

Timur marches to Bojl. 

A FTER the taking-of Siftan, the royal 
ftandard was carry’d to Boft * ,• and the 
troops in their pafl'age conquer’d the fortrefsof 
Tak, which they raz’d to the ground. 

And when they were encamp’d on the banks, 
or the river of Hirmen 5 , theydeftroy’d an edi¬ 
fice call’d the bank of Rpuftem; and left no 
footfteps of that antient monument. 

The army pafs’d by Kuke Cala, where they 
had ^advice that Toumen Nicoudari, was ad¬ 
vanc’d to the quarters of Kidge + and Mecran, 
which he clofely befieg’d. Timur judging it 
convenient to oblige Toumen to return, tho 
Mirza MiranChah was nam’d for that purpofe ; 
and to deftroy this rebel, Mireke Mehemed, foil 
of Chir Behram, the emperor’s favorite, fent to 
accompany the prince tire Emir Hadgi Seifed- 
din, Cheik AliArgoui Berlas, Sevindgic Beha- 
der, and other Emirs. They march’d day and 
night; and when they had pafs’d the defart, 
they found Toumen with his men of the hord 
of Nicoudari, encamp’d in the meadow of Co- 
ran. 

Toumen no fooner had advice that the impe¬ 
rial troops were arriv’d, than he mounted his

W>/ The Emir S e i fe d d i n his old fr i e nd, c o afid e ring 
his great age, entertain’d him with all poffible 
refped and civility : he enquir’d of him the 
ftate of his health, and ftrove by the mo ft obli¬ 
ging exprcffidas to bfittg him over to his duty, 
alluring him he had nothing to fear from the 
eitnperor, bum might come with courage to the 
foot of the throne ; and he pray’d him to ufe no 
hoftility. But late was wholly fetagainft Tou- 
men; he had no regard to his friend’s advice* 
but began the fight, *where he was foon kill’d by 
a lance, and his head wasfent to the emperor. 

Timur with the army march’d by the upper 
part of the river of Hirmen j and as. it was for 
the' advancement and honor of monarchy, that 
whofoever ihou’d be guilty of difrelpedt, or 
commit any infolence againft Timur, fhou’d re¬ 
ceive a punifhment fuitable to bis boldnefs; it 
happen’d that the prince of Mam Catou* who 
had wounded Timur in the hand with an arrow, 
when he return’d fromSiftan accompany’d by the 
Emir HufPein, at this time came to the court 
with prefents: but at hi-s arrival, he being 
known to Timur, whofe anger was excitecC 
and who wou’d never let treafon go unpuni/h’dj 
as foon as he was gone out from his prefehce, he 
commanded him to be feiz’d, and fhot to death 
with arrows : which punifhment appear’d too 
mild for fo great a crime. The victorious 
trOops in their march made themfelves maftets 
of the town of Mam Catou, and of Calafurc, 
which fignifys the red fortreis. 

There were three thoufand of Toumen’s fub- 
got together in the town of Hezafpez, the 
residence of the Sede 5 of Toubai, who had fliut

up 
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up die paffages of the mountain, and fortify’d Chap.4tf. 
tberofelves. As they did not obferve the Muf- 
fivlman laws, they committed fo many difor- 
ders, that the Mahometans 'were weary of tlieir 
infiilts, and refolv’d to befiege the town. 

The troops on their arrival began to attack 
it ,• and at length our valiant foldiers, feconded 
by the good fortune of the emperor, took it by 
Bttault, tho it was thought impregnable. The 
rebels were chaftis’d : fome were caft headlong 
from the top of the mountain, others were (lain* 
and their heads ferv’d to build towers, as ufual. 

Timur march’d from Hezarpez to the citadel 
of Debae, of which the hord of Tagatchi had 
made itfelf matter* The men of this hord 
guarded it with a great deal of care; but their 
meafures were broken bythettrength and valor 
of our troops, who did feme memorable ex¬ 
ploits at this place. They carry’d it by aiTaulC, 
put all the garifoii to the fword, and built towers 
with their heads, to flrike terror into other 
princes. 


CHAP. XLVI. 

tVar againjl the Ouganians^ inhabitants of the 
. mountains, fouth of Qandahar, 

T H E Ouganians had fent fome time ago-a 
man of the mountain of Couh Solyman, 
to give notice that they were willing to fubmit 
themfelves to the emperor, and to defire from 
him a Deroga; which was granted : but as fome 
time after news was brought that they had re¬ 
volted, the army march’d towards their court* 
try, with order to fight ’em. This order was 
R 4 obey’d 3 
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Book II. obey’d; and there was a bloody battel. The 

(✓VV Mirza Ali Aicoutmur, and fome of the troops 
were wounded; and Nikepei Chah, in lofing 
his life againft thefe infidels, obtain’d the glory 
of martyrdom e . Thefe fad accidents excited 
the courage of the valiant Akitmur; he caft 
himfelf at the emperor’s feet, to beg leave of 
him to permit him to return againft the enemys, 
that he might continue to employ his life in his 
fervice, which he had entirely confecrated to 
that ufe. 

Timur, who ltnefv his intrepidity, fearing 
left he fhou’d run headlong into too great dangers, 
refused what he demanded, tho many regiments, 
v'hich had not had the boldnefs to withstand the 
enemy, had left the field of battel. In the 
mean while, Ramadan Coja, who thought it a 
crime to turn his back upon the enemy, kept 
firm in hispoft, and made a brave refiftance. 
Timur commanded BafiiCcja fJzbec and Cham- 
feddin to fall upon ’em; and as they executed 
this order. Aid Coja, a young man, who .had 
laid in ambufcade on the ridge of rock, dexte- 
roufly took hold on one of the enemys by the 
hair of the headydraggd him to the ground, and 
cut off his head, which' he carry’d to the empe¬ 
ror : this was look’d upon as an heroic a&wn 
from fo young a man. 

At length, all our brave foldiers fell upon 
the enemys on every fide with fo much cou¬ 
rage and resolution, that thro the affiftance of 
heaven and Timur’s good fortune, they made 
themfelves matters of the fortrefs % and oblig’d

Who were deliver’d to the foldiers, and accordihg G'VNJ 
to the laws of GenghizCan, put to death. 

From thence the emperor began his march to 
Candahar, to which place he had already fent 
Gehan Chah Behader , Moubacher, and Esken- 
der Cheiki with troops. Thofe lieutenants had 
feiz’d on the avenues of the place at their arri¬ 
val, and begun the liege* but having had ka 
opportunity to'fight, by an effeft of the good 
fortune of our prince, they carry’d the town by 
affault, feiz’d on the governor of the province, 
and having put him in irons, fent him to court, 
where he was hang’d. 

Timur being come to Candahar, gave a hand- 
fom reception to Gehan Chah Yakou: he ho¬ 
nor’d him with feveral prefents, and at length 
fent him to the town of Calat 9 at the head of 
an army. When he .was arriv’d there, he be- 
fieg’d it, and made feveral alfaults, in which the 
enemys had fometimes the worle, and fome- 
times the better; but they cou’d by no means 
defend themfelves againft the cunning of the 
engineers, who, by undermining ruin’d the 
walls and breaft-works on all fides; and by this 
means the general made himfelf mailer of the 
town, the walls and buildings of which he or¬ 
der’d to be raz’d; and then rejoin’d the imperial 
camp, at the fame time that Mirza Miran Chah, 
returning from Cuilar and the Rebat * of Sultan 
Mahmoud, came before the throne.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. XL VII. 

Timur returns to Samarcand. 

S I S T A N, Zabuleftan, and their dependen¬ 
ces, being brought into fubje&ion to Ti¬ 
mur, there remain’d no more enemys in thefe. 
provinces, every one obeying'him, which made 
this monarch desirous, fince the cfaartnipg feajfon 
was come* to return to the capital city of his 
empire. He gave both the military and civil 
government of Candahar to Saifel Berlas Canda- 
hari: and he prefented Saifel Nicoudari with 
thfiToman of that country; and as the Emir 
Yakou dy’d in the winter, he gave his place tp 
his fon Gehan Chah; and at the fame time dis¬ 
banded the Emir§, olficers and troops ; and lea¬ 
ving the army, departed with all expedition to 
Samarcand, where he arriv’d in fourteen days. , 
The princes and princefles of the blood, accom- 
pany’d with the other ladys, and all the great 
lords, EmirS, Cheriffs* and other principal per- 
fonsof the empire, perform’d the ceremony of 
killing the earth, and w idling the emperor, joy 
upon his conquefts. They, alfo made the ufual 
prefents, and fprinkled. upon his head pearl- 
feeds, precious ftcnes, and gold-duft; and gave 
thanks to God for his. happy tec urn, and diftrit 
buted alms. All theie demonftrations of zeal 
and refped were foon after renewed on the birth 
of a prince, who about this time Was borh to 
the emperor; and who was nam’d Ibrahim Sill- 
tan: and the Emirs diftributed among* the peo¬ 
ple a great deal of money, teftify’d their joy by 
magnificent entertainments and publick feafts;

and in the aifemblys of pleafure they ferv’d up Chap.48. 
wine to encreafe the joy and diver/ions. But ^v\J 
this prince dy’d very young, and his death 
caus'd in the emperor a forrow natural to a fa* 
thier. 


CHAP.* XLVIII. 

Timur marches into the province of Mazendran. 

A FTER the emperor had {laid three 
"months at Samarcand, he refolv’d to 
raarcjh to Mazendran; but firft prepar’d to 
enter Iran : The army during its inarch Us’d 
extraordinary expedition to get to.Termed ; the 
engineers built a bridge upon the Gihon, which 
the imperial troops had no fooper crofs’d, than 
all the kingdoms of Iran were in a confterna- 
tion. 

Timur encamp’d at Bale, 4 and ftaid there 
fome days, expecting to be join’d by the troops 
of the provinces, purfuant to an order he had 
before given: and his army was Toon coqfider- 
ably increas’d, by the arrival of about a hun¬ 
dred thoufand horfe, whofe commanders were 
arm’d with cuiraffes and bucklers. 

We have above * related that the daughter of *chap.j9, 
Gelaleddin Chah, prince of Fars, had been de¬ 
manded in marriage for the Mirza Pir Mehe- 
med, fon of Gehanghir, fon of Timur : where¬ 
upon in the beginning of the year 785, the em- An.Bom. 
peror fent Oladgia. Itou and Hadgi Coja, his * 3 8 3 - 
ambaffadors to Fars, to conduct this great 
princefs to court,- which they did accordingly 
about this time. 
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Book II The princefs Serai Mule Canum, and Tou- 
man Aga, accompany’d with many other ladys, 
went to meet her, and receiv'd her with all 
imaginable ceremonys and. pomp ; they fprink- 
led over her precious ftones, ■ pearl-feed, arid 
gold-dull; they prepar’d marriage-feafts; and 
in. fhort, nothing'was wanting that was ufnaf 
in public rejoicings. After, the marriage-feaft 
was finifh’d',' Hadgi Coja was 'accus’d before 
the throne of inany crimes committed in the 
laft campain, with defign td‘ raife himfelf 
above his quality: he was que/Hon’d upon thefe 
accufations, convi&ed, and being condemn’d, 
was put to death. 

Timur then review’d his army, which he 1 
had affembled from all parts of his dominions, 
and began hi? march as foon as it was ready. 
When the court was come near the river Mor- 
gab, the princefs Canzade, wife of MirzaMi- 
ran Cbah, met ’em, coming from Herat, to re¬ 
ceive her fpoufe; and the Mirza Calil Sultan 
was committed to her care, in order to be edu¬ 
cated by her. Timur left the princefs Toll¬ 
man Aga at the camp, and fent the emprefs 
Serai Mule Canum, and the other ladys, to Sa- 
marcand. He decamp’d at the fame time, and- 
taking the road to Burbei Tach, came down 
from Seracs, from whence he went to Baverd *, 
and arriv’d at Nefa\ where he learnt that the 
Emir Veli having fortify’d the citadel of Dou- 
roun, had fhut himfelf up in it, and furnilh’d 
it with a good number of foldiers. Then the 
Cheik ' Ali Behader, Sevindgik Behader, Mo* 
bacher, and other Emirs, who commanded the

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vanguard of the army, met that of the Emir Chap-aS. 
Veil, m a place nam’d Ghiaoukerch. Each 
party, was rang’d in .order of battel, and at the 
fame time advanc’d* Mobacher began the at¬ 
tack with vigor: an arrow which w as fliot at 
him Jiit him on the face, near the teeth, and 
went out by his neck; but this brave warrior, 
notwithstanding his wound, rufti’d a fecond 
time upon the enemy, whofe head he cut off 
and flung into the middle of the field. This ac- 
Uon aftonifh’d the eraemys, and put’em to flight,- 
and Timur, that he might recompense Moba- 
• C ^ s ^ ero ^ c aftion, made thefe places 
or Ghiaoukerch and Hourberi, Siorgals, and 
gave ’em trf him, that he might enjoy the 
revenue of thefe lordfhips for ever. From this 
Pte. ce departed for Douroun : our men 
beflegd this caftle, and made feveral aflaults; 
and at length having' taken it, put-the gover¬ 
nor and the troops of Veli to the fword. 

The court having quitted Douroun, went to 
Tchilaoun, a country full of villages; and ha¬ 
ving crofs’d the river at Jorjana, encamp’d at 
Chafuman, where the Hezares and Sedes had 
exprefs orders not to feparate from their fqua- 
drons without leave, on pain of death ; that 
they might employ themfelves in building bridges 
on rivulets and rivers, and doing other ufeful 
works, as cutting down trees in forefts, raa- 
tipg caufeways,, and clearing the roads. 

The vanguard of the two armys meeting, en- 
S a 8 d in a bloody fight. Hadgi Mahmoud 
Ghah Yefouri gave marks of an extraordinary 
valor and Strength; but he was wounded in the 
hand with a fword. Akitmur, and his fon 
Cheik Timur, fought like brave men, and made 
the enemy’s ranks give way. Thefe skirmilhes 
continu’d twenty days: but on the twentieth, 

as 
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Booh IL as the army of Timur was piaffing the bridge 
Wye of Dervicb, the Etnir Veli advanc’d, and fought 
with heroi,c valor and refofutiem- But bacaufe 
the power God gives to anoys, to whom he 
defigns the vi&ory, is more than, human,, this 
unfortunate prince was vanguifih’d, and oblig’d 
to fly. Our foldiers ciofely. purfu’d him,. took 
feveral of the braveft of his army, whom they 
put to death, as alfo many others, who^not 
finding means to efcape, ferv’d to fill the coun¬ 
try with the dead and' wounded. 

The troops, after this coinpleat victory, en¬ 
ter’d the camp, and then chat all neceflary pi e- 
cautions for their fecurity might be obferv’d, 
the colonels and captains had.ofders to cafofe 
infrenchments of earth to be ca& iip round their 
own regiments, to make f a fort of ramparts 
with their bucklers, and before thefo ramparts 
-to fix ftakes, which might, fence as palifadoes. 
The Emir The day being almoft .'gone, Timur, who 
Veli at- thro his great experience always forefaw danger, 
army du* order’d thirty of the beft companys of his ar- 
ri™ niaht. my to lie in ambufeade in a certain place. 

° .When night was come, the Emir Veli, accom- 
pany’d by a great number of foldiers of Ma- 
zendran, fally’d .out of foe fbrtrefs to aetaek 
the camp. For which purpofe his men made 
the great cry on the fide of the right wing of 
tbs army, where the prince Miron Chah was 
< encamp’d. Veli was marching to fall on him, 
and being arriv’d at the trenches, they ftruck 
with their fwonds and lances againft the buck¬ 
lers and patifadoes which had been fix’dtherfe, 
tho not without the lofs of many of their men 
who fell; one .upon another intothe ditches. * 
Then the prince Miran Chah ariareh’d agamft 
’em in perfou, and order’d that all the troops 
he commanded fhou’d let fly . a fhower of ar¬ 
rows 
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rows 1 together; and at fame time the thirty Chap^S* 
companys all prepared to fight with fword in l/’YNl 
hand, and rufhing with fury out of the ambuf- 
cade, fell upon the enemys; and as the Emit- 
Veli, among other artifices had caus’d a great 
inany pits to be dug in thofe roads, in which 
they,bad'drove -flakes before they fill’d ’em 
w'ith water, part of his army, in the flight, 5 ' 
rcH 4Ato thefe wells, and there miferably pe- 
rifh’d. 

1 he emperor finding the Emir Aicoutmur ab- 
fent, demanded’ where he was; he was an- 
fwer’d, that he was gone to purfufe thofe of the 
enemy’s rear who had fled- In the mean while 
the army, whidVmarch’d all the reft of the 
night, found themfelves in the morning at the 
town of Efter Abad, capital of h^azendran, 
where they burnt and deftroy’d evSry thing, 
without fparjqg gather old men, women, or 
children, or-even'fucking infants. ^ 

Thjs war happen’d in the month of Chawal An. Dom.’ 
in the year of the Hegira 785. Fear feiz’d the *3 8 4‘ 
Emir Veli, who the fame night, carrying with 
him ; his wives and children, and guarded by 
fome fpldiers, went to Damgan by the way-of 
Langaru; he left ’em in the fort refs of Chir- 
decouh, and at length, march’d to Rei. The 
invincible Timur fent troops under the com¬ 
mand of Codadad Huffeini, Cheik Ali Beha- 
der, Omar Abbas, Goman Einac, and other 
captains, to purfue him; and they made fuch 
hafte, that they alrhofi: overtook him at Rei. 

This prince-was fo afraid of lofing his life, 
that he went into-the. woods of the country 
of R.yfteindar, which were inacceflibfe, becaufe 
of their thicknefe, and the height of fome 
mountains which were near ; and at length 
efcap’d from his enemys who * purfu’d ■ hinS. 

The 
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Book Ili The Emir Veli was Ton of Cheik Ali#ifoud, 
one of the Emirs of Taghitmur Can; and at 
the time that the Serbedals were fo daring as 
to bathe their hands in the blood of this king, 
Veli, who was prefent at the aflembly, fled to 
Ncfa, and his father was maflacred with his 
tnafter- This young lord having found means 
to make himfelf powerful in this town, at # 
length went to. Efter Abad, of which he made 
himfelf.mailer; infomuch that Locnian Padi- 
chah, ,fpn of king Taghitmur, being frighten’d 
by Veli ? fled, and wander’d; about as a vaga¬ 
bond from country to country, till at length 
lifting himfelf in the fervice of Timur, (who 
conquer’d .Efter Abad) he Reiv’d from his li¬ 
beral hands the government of this town. 


CHAP. XLIX. 

Timur marches into the province of Irac Agemi. 

T H E emperor order’d the Emirs Acbouga 
and Outchcara Behader to pafs the win¬ 
ter at Efter Abad with the ammunition of 
the army> and out of every ten men he chofe 
three to accompany him. He march’d to¬ 
wards the kingdom of Rei, and his troops were 
no fooner arriv’d in that country, than Sultan 
Ahmet Cheik Avis Gelair + , who was at Sulta- 
nia, aftonifh’d at the march of the emperor, 
fortify’d the caftl.e of this town, and garifon’d

it with his beft foldiers under the command Chap.jo- 
of his Ton, nam’d Acbouga ; and then fled to- v -^V'V. 
wards Tauris. In the mean while Omar Ab¬ 
bas, at the head of fixty horfe, fnarch’d to Sul¬ 
tan ia, to gain intelligence of the ftate of the 
place ; and his journy was fo fliccefsful, that he 
got there, notwithftanding the terrible fnows 
and exceffive cold. Some days before, the ene¬ 
my having news of his march, refolv’d to fly; 
Whereupon they took with ’em their young 
prince Acbouga, and departed with all expedi¬ 
tion for Tauris: but they were not all gone 
out of the fortrefs when Omar Abbas arriv’d 
with his fixty foldiers $ who with intrepid cou¬ 
rage, enter’d the place fword in hand, and 
made himfelf mailer of it. He employ’d all his 
iriduftry to preferve it, till he fhou’d receive 
orders from the emperor who was at Rei, to 
whom he fent Irmakchi to advertife him of 
this happy conqueft. 


C H A P. L. 

The emperor Timur marches to Sultania . 

A T the beginning of the fpring Timur fee 
out for Sultania ; and in the mean while 
Sarek Adel, one of the greateft lords of the 
court of Cheik Avis, whom Chah Chuj'a had 
heretofore brought from Sultania, w r as fummon’d 
by the emperor to court, being then in the fer- 
vice of Sultan Zein Elabeddin, fon of Chah 
Chuja, who died in the year of the Hegira 
78 6 , which number was compos’d out of the An. Dom; 
letters of the epitaph made on him, which was, *3*4* 
V o t. I. S Hai z 



a man 
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Book II .Haifez. Chah Chuja : It is pity fo great 
as Chah Chuja ihou’d die. 

Tjmur, as a lingular favor, order’d this lord 
to fie near his perfon ; who to obey this or- 
de^, departed from Chiraz with expeditipn, to 
have the honor to kifs the carpet of the throne j 
where he was no fooner arriv’d, than he was 
diftinguifh’d by the emperor’s goodnefs, and 
favor’d with many prefents ,• befides which Ti- 
mur gavq him the government of the province 
of Sultania, and the countrys dependent upon 
it, after having order’d Mehemed Sultan Chah 
to leave him in thofe quarters with an army, 
that he might make himfelf mailer of the 
neighbouring countrys. 

A n.Dom. After this expedition, which was in the year 
3 ’* of the Hegira 787 , and in the year of the Leo¬ 
pard, Timur returning from Sultania, ladep 
with the glory he had acquir’d by his victory, 
enter’d into the mountains of Rufteindar. The 
princes of this country not only had not llrength 
to refill him, nor prudence enough to come be¬ 
fore Timur; but they fought fafety by flight 
before the army arriv’d' there. By this means 
the country was brought in fubjedion to Ti¬ 
mur, and his officers eafily made themfelves 
mailers of it; the troops pillag’d it on all fides, 
and the foldiers were enrich’d with the booty. 

The Emir Veli, who was retir’d into a 
place nam d Yalous, was fo terrify’d at this ac- 
tion, that he fled; and our victorious emperor 
turn d upon the towns of Amol and Sarye, 
with defign to make himfelf mailer of them, 
as loon as he cou’d come at ’em by the way of 
the mountains of Couhellan. Eut Seid Kema- 
lCddin and Seid Razieddin, vvho w r ere the 
princes of thefe places, to fave themfelves from 
tfie evil which threaten’d ’em, fent their Nai- 

bes. 
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bes, that is, their lieutenants, with prefents of Chap. 51. 
precious ftones and gold duft, to lay at the | /VV 
feet of the emperor, with a confiderable tribute 
to be paid him : fo that by their lieutenants be¬ 
ing admitted to take an oath of fidelity to.the 
emperor, they coin'd gold mony which they 
honor’d with the name and firname of the in¬ 
vincible Timur ; and to raife his glory as high 
as they were able, they made prayers for him 
in all the mofques of their country. At length 
Timur commanded ’em to obey Locman Padi- 
cha, to whom he had given the principality of 
Efter Abad, that fo he might oblige ’em to 
preferve their fidelity and obedience, and not 
undertake any thing which this prince fhou’d 
not approve. 


CHAP. LI. 

Timur returns to Samarcand^ the capital 
of his empire. 

W HEN the officers of Timur had got 
full pofteffion of the provinces of Ma* 
zendran, Rei, and Ruftembar, as far as Sulta- 
nia, the imperial ftandard march’d to the feat 
of the empire. When the, Court had crofs’d the 
Gihon, and we,re arriv’d at Samarcand, the 
inhabitants wifh’d. all happinefs and profperity 
to the emperor at his arrival ; he there pafs’d 
tl>e fummer in the pleafures of the feafon, and 
the winter at Zendgir Serai, in the delights of 
converfation and entertainments. During this 
winter, Tocatmich Can fent to Tauris, by the 
way ofDerbend, an army of near ninety thou¬ 
sand men, who were for the moft part infidels, 
of a cruel and mercilefs nature, and wha had 
S a been

Book II. been fo inur’d to war, th^t they were almoft 
C'VNJ cover’d over with wounds and fears. In this 
army were twelve Aglens % princes of the royal 
blood of Touchi, the chief of whom was Bic 
Poulad; there were alfo feveral Emirs, as Aifa 
Bei, Yagli Bei, Cazanchi, and others: they 
inarch’d to Chirouan, and being arriv’d in A- 
zerbijana, block’d up Tauris. 

The governor of this city was Hot able to 
manage his affairs in fuch a conjuncture^ where.- 
upon the inhabitants, thro the counfel of the 
Emir Veli, who after his defeat retir’d into 
this town with Mahmoud Caleali, fortify’d the 
walls of this and fome other neighbouring 
places. They repuls’d our troops with vigor, 
and defended themfelves couragedufly for eight 
days: but at length the army of Tocatmich 
Can, being more numerous than that of the 
befieg’d, made it felf mailer of the town ; and 
the Emir Veli, with Mahmoud Calcali, fled to 
the country of CalcaJ* / The Can’s army pil¬ 
lag’d the place, and exercis’d all imaginable 
crueltys and abominations: the defolation was 
univerfal, and all the riches, treafures, and ra- 
ritys, which had been amafs’d there during a 
great many years, were confum’d in left than 
fix days in this dreadful pillage. After thi 
army had entirely feiz’d on this booty, and 
bound all the Haves, it return'd before the win¬ 
ter was paft, by the way it came. 

The emperor having advice of this devafta- 
tion, was incens’d at the violence and tyranny 
which had been exercis’d againft the Mail¬ 
mans; in the mean time, he refolv’d to con¬ 
quer the kingdoms of Iran, which he was ob¬ 
lig’d to by his laws, becaufe this great country

And as the ambition of neighbouring prince? 
daily eocreas’d, he was expos’d to the like evils 
with thofe which, as we juft now mention’d, 
happen’d to Tauris. 


CHAP. LII. 

Timur enters the kingdom of Tran, where he 
fiays three years fucceffively. 

I N the year of the Hegira 788, which an? An.Donj. 

fwers to that of the Hare,- Timur having 1386, 
refolv’d to make war in Iran, caus’d orders 
to be publi/h’d, that the Tavachis 6 ihou’d 
get together, with all expedition, the troops of 
the. army, and that the foldiers of all the pro¬ 
vinces, with their officers, ffiould come immedi¬ 
ately to court. 

This royal order was every where executed, 
and the army being in a condition to depart, 

Timur nam’d the Emir Solyman Chab, the fon 
of Daoud, and the Emir Abbas, with two o? 
thers, whom he left at Samarcand, to govern 
the empire of Tranfoxiana in his abfence, 

The emperor having crofs ? d the Gihon, hapr 
pily arriv’d at Firoz Couh, after many days 
march j and then Seid Kemaleddin, prince of 
Sari, fent his fon Seid Cayafeddin to court, with

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Book II., many foldiers to guard him, to be enroll’d a- 
L/VN 7 ipong the other officers. About this time alfo 
our monarch, who was able to difcover the 
raoft fecret affairs of ftate, and underftood the 
carriage of the princes apd governors of countrys, 
had advice of the anions of Malek Azzeddin, 
prince of the little country of Lor, of the great 
crimes his infolent people had been guilty of, and 
of the robberys he had committed on the high¬ 
ways with impunity, it not being long fince 
his fubjeds had beat and plunder’d a caravan, 
which, was going thro their fcoQiitry in pilgri¬ 
mage to Mecca. 

Timur had no fooher heard of this abomi¬ 
nable adtion, than he refolv’d at the fame time 
to revenge the pilgrims op thefe robbers; and 
when he had advice o£ the new effeds of their 
further malice, he thought himfelf oblig’d, to 
chaftife theft villains, and to deliver the Ma¬ 
hometans from their tyranny: upon which he 
order’d that of every ten men of his army, 
two of the bravdft fhou’d be chofen, and 
arm’d to the belt advantage; which being ex¬ 
ecuted, this prince quitted his camp, and 
mounted his horfe at the head of his flying 
camp, compos’d of his moft valiant foldiers, 
and march’d with all expedition to Loreftan. 
As foon as he was arriv’d thete, he caus’d 
Ouroudgurd and $he neighbouring places to be 
plunder’d ; and at length he made himfelf mat¬ 
ter of Corram Abad, a fortrefs almoft impreg¬ 
nable, whither the robbers of that country yvere 
retir’d. He caus’d it entirely to be raz’d, 
and the greateft part of ’em being taken, they 
were flung headlong from the tops of the moun¬ 
tains. 

At the fame time Akitmip* Behader, Omar 
Abbas, and Mehemdd fop of Sultan Chah, fell' 

fic* 
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fick thro the intemperatenefs of the air, or ra- Chap.53. 
ther by the decree of providence which fent 
’em from this world into the other ; and Coja 
Ali Muaid Serbedal, who was wounded in 
battel, died alfo fome time after. 

As foon as Timur had brought into fubjec- 
tion this little country of Lor, and deliver’d 
it from the diforders of thefe robbers, he de¬ 
camp’d, and rejoin’d his army, which came to 
meet him in the plain of Nehavend. 


CHAP. LIII. 

Timur marches to Jzerhijana, or the country 
of the ant tent Medes. 

T HIS monarch having advice, that the 
Sultan Ahmed Gelair, who had rais’d 
troops, was departed from Bagdad to Tauris, 
again left his camp with fome troops under the 
condudt of Cheik Ali Behader, and the fame 
day march’d with expedition at the head of his 
army to that city. 

But Sultan Ahmed hearing of his march, 
was not.w'illing to wait his coming, but fled, 
and made hafte to Bagdad. 

Timu,r fent Seifeddin, with the other Emirs, 
and troops to purfue Ahmed. When they had 
overtaken his army, he was fo terrify’d, that 
abandoning his, led-borfes, baggage, and all his 
furniture, he - fled; and as foon as our foldiers 
had fufficiently pillag’d his baggage, they made 
the great cry Souroun, and return’d. 

In the mean while Elias Coja, fon of Cheik 
Ali Behader,. having march’d by Nakchivan 
with a fmall number of horfe ; found Ahmed in 
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the falt-pits of Nemeczar, where this Sultan, 
guarded by feveral troops, made a brave re¬ 
fill ence, by which many were wounded on both 
fides. Elias Coja himfelf receiv'd a wound, 
which difabled him; and'this accident fav’d 
Ahmed from the danger his life was in. This 
captain’s wound, join’d with his bad conftitu- 
tion, caus’d in him a violent diftemper, which had 
kill’d, him, if the good fortune which always 
attends Timur’s officers, had not favor’d his 
recovery; and at length he was heal’d, except 
that he remain’d lame, the diftemper being got 
into his foot. 

On this occafion there were many maffacres 
and pillagings at 7 Nakchivari. Comari Einac 
having receiv’d fome difpleafure from the go¬ 
vernment, fet fire to the great dome of the 
palace of Ziaelmiilc, to revenge-himfelf; and 
in it there perifh’d, in a miferablp manner, fif¬ 
teen perfons, who were choak’d by the fmolte 
of the ftraw which was brought thither. 

Timur having entirely brought into fubjec- 
tion the kingdom of Azerbijana, went to en¬ 
camp in the neighbourhood of Chenob Ga- 
zane, were Seid Razi Coja, Hadgi Mehemed, 
Bendghir Cattat, Gadi Cayafeddin, Cadi Ab- 
dellatif, and other great lords and Cheriffs of 
this country, came to make their fubmiffions 
to him; and afterwards a fum of mony was 
impos’d on the inhabitants of Tauris *, as u- 
fual, for having faved their lives; which the 
•receivers collefted. 

The court and army ftaid at Tauris, and the 
neighbouring places during the fummer. Timur

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commanded Sarek Adel 9 to be put .to Chap.5 9, 
death, whom they call down from a wall, af- L/'V'V 
ter having pillag’d his houfe » and then the 
“oft skilful matters in every art and. feieqee 
were fent to Samarcand. 

In the mean time Mahmoud Calcali feiz’d in 
the province of Calcal on the Emir Veli, who, 
flying to fave his life, wander’d from country 
to country. He was deliver’d to Comari Ei- 
nac, who put him to death, in conformity to Death of 
the laws of Genghiz Can; and his head was Emir Veli. 
laid at the foot of the throne. 

In autumn, the government of Tauris was 
given to Mehemed §ultan Chah, and the 
imperial .ftandard was carry’d to Nakchiran, 

The army then march’d to Merend and to the 
defile of mountains nam’d Dez ; then it crofs’d 
the river Ourous * on the bridge of Ziaulmulc, * Araxes. 
and encamp’d on its banks. There is not a 
more magnificent bridge in the world than 
this; it is in the territory of Nakchivan near 
the town of Youlaha, where the Ourous run 
at the foot of a mountain. The bridge is 
built of ftone, and is of vaft ftrength: it is 
flat at t<*p: the Hones are fo well join’d, and 
all the building is fo juft and perfed, that the 
moft skilful’ archited can’t view it without ad¬ 
miration. Among the arches of this bridg 
there are two fo high and broad, that the 
breadtji of one is more th^n fixty Ghez ’, and 
of the other more than fifty five; they having 
been meafur’d at low water : and becaufe when 
the waters are higheft the ftream of this river

runs 
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Book II. runs thro the great arch, which is contiguous 
U"YV to the mountain, the lower part being empty, 
they have there made a Caravanfera. At the 
two ends of the bridge there are gates made 
out of the fame rock, of unparallel’d beauty. 

The army having decamp’d from this poll, 
arriv’d at the citadel of Corni, which they im¬ 
mediately attack’d, and took by affault. They 
feiz’d onCheik Haflan the governor, and brought 
him, with a chain about his neck, to the em¬ 
peror. 

They afterwards came to the town of Sur- 
malu, fituate on the bank of the Ourous : and 
having invefted it on all fides, they took it by 
ftorm fword in hand* They immediately raz ’4 
it, and feiz’d on Toutan Turcoman, the leader of 
this people, whom they bound with cords, and 
laid before the throne. 

From Surmalu the army canje to Cars, a town 
ftrongly built with done, and which in that 
country was thought impregnable. A certain 
Turcoman, nam’d Pirouz Baft, was governor of 
this country: "The ftrength of the place, and 
the difficulty of coming at it, becaufe of its 
fituation, made him proud; infomuch that af¬ 
ter having well fortify’d the citadel and 
of the town, he imagin’d himfelf able to refill 
the army of the emperor, who order’d .all thf 
machines to be got ready, and that as foon 
as the Gourghe fhou’d be beat in all the 
quarters, and the great cry Souroun made, thp 
place fhou’d be invefted on every fide. 

The enemy wanted not courage and refolu- 
tion to defend himfelf: tho he was briskly af- 
faulted, yet he gave marks of his intrepidity 
and valor ; but at length perceiving that vifto- 
ry declar’d her felf by degrees for the imperial 
army, Pirouz Eaft fubmitted with a thoufand 
t tef- 
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tefliraonys of his obedience, tho the wrath of Chip. 54. 
the victorious troops cou’d not be appeas’d but 
by the pillage of the town, which was at length 
raz’d to the very foundations. 


CHAP. LIV. 

Timur enters Georgia at the head of his army. 
The defer ipt ton of the Per fan way of hunt¬ 
ing ; as alfo of the Gerke and Nerke. 

G O D hath recommended to Mahomet to 
excite the Mufiulmans to make war on thd 
enemys of their religion, becAuffe it is the moft 
excellent of all actions; and the Alcoran prai- 
fes above all others, thofe who risk their for¬ 
tunes and lives in fuch a war. 

'This was Timur’s only aim, from the begin- 
ning of his rife to his death ; but he particu¬ 
larly executed it at this time by beginning a war 
which he had a long while projected. 

His zeal exciting him to march toTeflis when 
he was decamp’d frdm before Cars, he mounted 
his horfe in a riling ground nam’d'Ac Bogra, at a 
time when the violenc of the cold was extraordi¬ 
nary, and the air was full of ice and froft. 

He continued his march by Kitou, and at 
length arriv’d atTeflis. The firength of the 
walls of this town had render’d the Georgians 
proud and infolent, in imitation of the other 
infidels; infomuch that confiding in the citadel, 
which they had very well fortify’d, they pre¬ 
par’d for a vigorous defence.

Book II, ; The emperor gave orders for the fiege. The 
i/V\j femirs and other officers jprepar’d with all expedi¬ 
tion the arms and machines neceflary for affaufting 
the place. After having put in order the wings, 
the body, and other parts of the army, they invert¬ 
ed the town,; and at the fame time cry’d qut, 
AUahouEcber, God is great, which is the cry call’d 
Souroun, already fpoken of. Then the emperor 
took his fword in his hand, and our foldiers 
covert with their great bucklers made a gene¬ 
ral aflault on-the town. All the brave men of 
the army gave marks of an extraordinary valor ,- 
and apply’d themfelves fo briskly to their duty, 
that thro the affiftance of heaven this royal town 
was conquer’d, and prince Malek Ipocrates * 
taken prifoner, and brought to the emperor: 
he was bound in chains, and carefully fecur’d. 

After this conqueft, the emperor departed 
from Teflis, and refolv’d to follow the diver- 
.. fion of hunting : fo the Emirs receiv’d his or- 
t ion of the ders, and the troops form’d the Nerke, that is, 
Gerke and being rang’d in a circle to hinder the paffage of 
Nerke, in the beafts, they furrounded a great fpace of 
the P«- ground full of plains and hills ; and fome time 
um - after was the Gerke, that is, the men who form’d 
this circle, cbnftantly approaching one another, 
the flags, deers, lions and other wild beafts of all 
forts, werefhut up and brought into a narrow 
compafs. / 

When the emperor, the princes his fons, and 
other princes of the royal bipod, were enter’d 
into the circle according to the cuftomary rules of 
the chafe, and had taken their diverfion in killing 
many wild beafts, the foldiers who enter’d in

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their turn into the inclofure, took all they cou’d Chap.5f 
with their hands, of which they kill’d the beft, 
and let go the others: in (hort, there was more 
game kill’d than the troops cou’d carry away, 
and they were oblig’d to abandon a great part 
to the mercy of the birds of prey, and other 
favage beafts *. 


CHAP. LV. 

Timur returns to Carahagh* 

T IMUR departed from this country with 
fuch good fortune, that thro the divitie 
alfiftance, his troops in the road, and the neigh¬ 
bouring places, made themfelves matters of ma¬ 
ny towns and cattles, which were'in the hands 
of the infidels: they releas’d the country from 
their tyranny ; and having pillag’d all the places 
which thefe men had with fo much difficulty 
conquer’d, they enrich’d themfelves with a vatt 
booty. . 

The victorious army encamp’d atCheki, from 
whence the emperor fent feveral bodys of troops 
againft the infidels. The Emir Gehan Chah 
had orders to fall upon the Lekezians, who 
were entirely pillag’d and the major part flain. 

The Emir Mehemed Dervich Berlas enter’d 
with a body of troops into the mountains of 
Cheki, where he took many fugitive rebels, 
whom he put iu irons, making ’em (laves; and 
the foldiers feiz’d on every thing they had.

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‘Book JI. . Argopn Chah, and Ramadan Coja, with other 
v^y'v' troops march’d with expedition to the pro¬ 
vince of Tencgout,' where they perform’d feveral 
warlike exploits: they bill’d a great many men, 
plunder’d all the places, and carry’d away fo 
many captives, that all the country was furpriz’d. 

The Emir Mehemed Bei, and the Emir 
Moufla,alfo brought their troops into the country 
of Acdgeb, and made themfelves matters of it: 
and Timur at the head of a victorious army 
caus’d the ftandard of the jhQly war which he 
undertook, to be fix’d at the foot of mount Al- 
burz, where he jnade known the purity of his 
intentions, and the ftrength of his faith, by 
.hymns and pfalms, which, he fungto the pr-ajfe 
of God, in token of the triumphs of the muflal- 
man religion, and. the deftruftion of that of the 
infidels. 

The Emirs at length return’d, after they had 
fully executed their commiffion, by the conqueft 
of the cattles and towns of the infidels* the 
greateft part of which were razed, for the chaf- 
tifement of their diforders, and by the booty 
which they brought away. Thefe generals 
join’d the imperial camp in a place nam’d Cabale,’ 
or Cambale. They alio made themfelves ma- 
, fters of the red cafile, and razed it: from 
* Cala. thence they came to Carabagh Surcao *, from 
furk. whence the army march’d to encamp on the 

t Cyrus, banks of the river Cor f, over which they 
built a bridge, which was carry’d on by the 
means of floats of reeds and little fticks,, which 
the. emperor had order’d to bet made. He 
crofs’d this bridge at the head of the army, and 
march’d to Berda % the inhabitants of which 
fubm itted without making any defence.

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Timur being at Carabagh, order’d Ipocrates, Chap.jf. 
prince of Teflis, to be brought before him, 
whom he had before imprilbn’d and put in irons. 

He had a conference with this prince concern¬ 
ing the mahometan religion, invited him to be 
a Mulfulman, and gave him a thoufand good rea- 
fons to perfuade him to it ; and he communica¬ 
ted to him fo much light in relation to the law of 
Mahomet, that thro a fpecial grace, that of the 
vocation enter’d into his mind, which had been 
hitherto full of darbnefs. In (hort, Ipocrates 
quitted his error, and turn’d Muflulman. He 
declar’d there was no other god than God \ and 
that Mahomet was not Amply a man as others, 
but that he was the envoy of God, and the feat 
of the prophets: and in line, having confefs’d 
the divine unity, he was rank’d among the true 
Mahometans. 

This man had a coat of mail, which was re¬ 
ported to have been that which the prophet 
David had forg’d in a fmith’s lhop, and which he 
had made proof of by feveral times foaking and 
dying it *. 

He prefented this piece to Timur, with other 
curiofities remarkable for their antiquity. This 
monarch receiv’d ’em, and not only permitted 
him to be of the number of his favorites, but 
thro the zeal which he had of winning over to i 

him the hearts of others, he permitted him to 
return home, after having honor’d him with fe¬ 
veral prefents. All this good treatment from 
Timur, was the caufe that moll part of the 
people of this kingdom embrac’d the mahometan 
religion.

Bobkjj. At this time the Emir Cheik Ibrahim, prince 
l/'VVJ of Chirvan 7 , who by his power, reputation, 
honefty, and noble defcent, was diftinguifh’d 
among the kings of that time, came to court ; 
and as he was a man of good fenfe, he fubmit- 
ted entirely to the emperor ; and bv this means 
he had the honor to kils the carpet of the throne. 
He offer’d handfom prefents ; and among other 
things feveral parcels of raritys, each oF which, 
according to cuftom, was compos’d of nine 
pieces. 

Among the other galatit aftions of this prince 
to render himfelf agreable to Timur, the follow¬ 
ing was moft pleanng to this monarch : After 
having brought out all the parcels of raritys, 
which fhou’d have been nine pieces of each fort, 
he prefented him with eight captives which he 
; had bought ; and as feme one faid that, the 
ninth piece was wanting, he prefented himfelf 
to make up the number : Which fo highly pleas’d 
Timur, that he not only loaded him with favors 
and gifts, but even gave him the kingdom of 
Chirvan with its dependences, and the title of 
king of Chirvan, under which title he became 
famous in the world. 

, Timur alfo receiv’d tokens of fubmiffion from 
the fovereigns of Ghilan who for feveral ages, 
confiding in the ftrength of their walls, and the 
difficulty of accefs to their mountains and 
woods, as alfo in the number of their marfhes 
and Houghs, had not obey’d any king. The 
princes who then reign’d fent their children and

officers. 
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officers with prefents to the foot of the throne, Chappy 6 . 
who promis’d for their mailers not orily 4 ready 
obedience, but alfo the payment of a tribute. 

Then the Cheik Ali Behader, who had the 
care of the emperor’s baggage, arriv’d at Cara- 
bagh by the way of Ardevii; and the emperor 
pals’d the winter on the banks of the river 
Orous. 


CHAP. LVI. 

The mutch of Timur to Her da. The motion 
of the army of Cafe hoc. Defeat of the 
troops of Totatmich Can* 

A S foon as winter Was gone, that is, at 
the beginning of the year of the Hegira 
789, which among the Moguls is call’d the year An* 
of the Crocodile, the invincible Timur march’d ,38 ?‘ 
to Berda, having receiv’d advice that Tocatmich 
Can of Capchac had revolted, and brought an 
army into the field, which he had fent by the 
way of Derbend % contrary to the counfel of 
Ali Bei Goncograde Oronc Timur, and Ac- 
bouga BehrineThefe three Emirs, famous in 
the empire of Touchi Can, were remarkable for 
their prudence, candor, and noblenefs of mind j 
they-daily endeavored to fhew the falfity of the 
fenttmentS of Tocatmich Can, and reprefented 
to him the way he ought to take: they counfel’d 
him to preferve the rights of the emperor Timur

monarch, who had' put him in po'ffeffion of the 
empire of Touchi, and of the throne o£ r bis an- 
ce$ors, by his power," favors, and^extraprdinary 
goodnefs, without which' he cou’d never have 
attain’d to that grandeur and majefly to 'which 
he is at prefent rais’d; that thus he was oblig’d 
always to remember the favors he had receiv’d 
from this great princ e, and to give marks of his 
gratitude, fince tRF thoughts of it always occa- 
fion’d joy, and it is fometiraes the foie caufe of 
the rife of a kingdom. “ Wno knows, fay they, 

“ but that, in fom,e change of fortune, (frojp 
<e which God preferve theXIan}) he tnuft not be 
u oblig’d' to have- recourfe to the protection of 
“ the great monarcbTimur, as Ooapafylum?” 
In fhort, the fincerity of thefe lords, who only 
fought his good,, was of great fervice to the king¬ 
dom, till Ca^apchi, who had kill’d his own fa¬ 
ther, found means to approach him, together 
with Ali Bei: but as fooo as thefe difturbers 
pf the ftate- had an eafy accefs, Tocatmich, at 
their perfuafion, turning from the. right way, 
broke oft'the good eorrefpondence; he had kept 
with Timur, proudly d^la^’dhimfelf his enemy* 
and brought an army, into the field, which he 
fent into Azerbijana. 

Timur had fpeedy notice offhefp things; apd 
there was no fooner advice brought him thftt 
they perceiv’d on the other fide of the river Cot 
a great body of ftrange tropps., than, he order’d 
Cheik Ali Behadpr, Aicoutmnri Qfman Abbas* 
and other Emirs, to crofs the river, and to pfe* 
fervejthe difpofition of affairs in tha,t country, 
an^ to inform him of it; tho at the fame;ime 
He prohibited them attacking"’ the bppps which 
were feen there, if they betoagd tp ebe army of 
„- f } r ; Tpcat- 
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Tocatmich, becaufe of the treaty made &ttK that Ota 
prince. . When chefe Emirs- were departed‘fi&til 
the camp, Timur, excited by his good 1 foW:une£ 
fenc after them the Mfeuf Mir uj Chah,- Hadj}i 
Seifeddin, and other princes, with troops'rp 
aifift 'em, in cafe they /hon’d be attack’d. In 
fhort, thofe who went-efirft, coming up*to the 
enemy’s army, knew it to belong to Toteatmich 
Can: wherefore upGSflS ferious refleftion they 
disenabled their defire of fighting, and imme¬ 
diately retir’d ; but the eflemys attributing this 
aftion to cowardice, grew proud, and fell upon 
’’em, difeharging all their arrows. Then our 
men perceiving themfelves forc’d to it, bravely 
defended their lives : and a bloody fight enfu’d, 
tho our Emirs were not prepar’d for it. The 
field of battel was near a ; wood, which hin¬ 
der’d our men from fighting after their own 
manner, fo that they co it’d 1 not dogg the’end- 
mys, as they defir’d ,• and this fituation was the 
reafon that about forty horfe were kill’d, and 
our brave men, who were always admir’d for 
their valor, were put to the rout. 

In the mean time the Mirza Miran Chah, 
who had crofs’d the river of Cor, arriv’d with 
the troops he commanded : 1 he faw this tragical 
fpeftacle, and at the fame time fell upon the 
enemy. All his brave men fought ’em both on 
the right and left, hilling all they met ; infoitttich 
chat not being able to fuftakr the attacRs of our 
warriors, they fhamefuily fled* Our fqldiers 
purfu’d ’em as far as Derbend-: they took a great 
many prifoners, whom the Mirza Miran Chah 
pur in irons, and font to. court, Choride, bro¬ 
ther of Mobacher, who was wounded in the 
fight, was of that nipper, and was brought to 
the imperial camp: But Timur affefting an air of 
gravity 'and refolution, did not only not punifh 
T 2 the 
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Book II. the wickednefs of thefe miferable people, but 
rather chofe to pardon ’em. He enquir’d of ’em 
concerning Tocatmich Can, as he had done be¬ 
fore the laft a&ion, and fliew’d the good will he 
bore to him by thefe words: “ How comes it 
“ that your prince, whom I regard as my foh, ufes 
“ me fo ill, as to fend an army into this country, 
“ without any provocation given him*? For you 
“ know there is between us a certain right of 
“ fatherhood and fonfhip. And why is he the 
“ occafion of the lofs of fo many thocfands of 
“ Muifulmans ? It is requifite that for the fo-' 
“ ture he abftain from this method of afting, 
“ which will bring fhame upon him; and on 
“ the contrary, he muft punctually obferve the 
“ articles of alliance which we have fworn to, 
“ inflead of rekindling the war which was lain to 
“ afleep.” After our monarch had thus fpoken 
to ’em, he fet ’em at liberty,* ordering ’em 
clothes and mony, and a guide to condud ’em j 
that they fhou’d pafs thro themidft of the army, 
and be fent back to Capchac, where they or¬ 
dinarily dwelt. 

The verfes which, the celebrated Cheik Sadi' 
applys to God, maj’ be properly refer’d here to 
Timur: “ How can he deprive his friends of 
“ his favors, who fo liberally diflributes ’em a- 
f* mong his enemys ?” 

After the Mirza, Miran Chah, had repafs’d 
the river Cor, he return’d to the camp by the 
banks of that river, and at length decamp’d to 
march to Gheu&che Tenghiz, w hich fignifya the 
blue fea.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. LVII. 

The arrival of the emprefs Serai Male Camrn , 
and the princes her fans. 

W HEN the court was at Gheu&che Ten- 
ghi»i the emperor had advice that Serai 
Mule Canum was coming thither with the young 
princes, the Mirza Charoc and the Mirza Calil, 
hisfons, from Samarcand. He was fo overjoy'd, 
that leaving his court at Gheudche Tenghiz, he 
took horfe, and went with expedition to meet 
'em. He met this charming' company at Me- 
rend, where the prjnces, with their mother, 
fprinkled,. according to cuftom, gold and preci¬ 
ous ftones upon his head, in fo great quantity 
that the officers were fatigu’d in gathering 'em 
up; and they then fpreadout their rich prefents, 
compos'd of the moft lingular raritys. After¬ 
wards the emperor departed from Merend tore- 
turn to his camp, and at length march’d to the 
caitle of Alengic, where there was a fortrefs 
commanded by the lieutenants of Sultan Ahmed. 

Three days after his arrival, he order’d that 
the Emirs with their foldiers, fhou’d in the night 
afeend the mountain which j’oin’d this place, and 
as foon as it was day attack it. They executed 
this order, and making themfelves mailers of 
the lower citadel, with fword in hand they 
ruin’d it. Thofe who guarded it, being afraid, 
fled to the. top of the fortrefs, the inhabitants 
of which were fo bold as to refufe to furrender, 
tho they wanted water. Yet at length thirft re¬ 
duc’d’em to defpair; for being ready to perifh t 
they capitulated, and promis’d with an oath to 
T 3 depart 
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Book Ilrjdepart out of the place, and give it up to the 
S^VV^beiie^exs; whicb-was-da^eafoa riMtt4h®4*»oep®- 
ceas’d attacking it, and came down from the 
mountain. But mifiute.the bfefieg’d were 
ready to go out, there came a great cloud, fol¬ 
low’d by a large Shower of rain, which in twen- 
ty four hours fill’d all the citterns and refervatorys 
of water ; and they had no fooner quench’d their 
thirft, then they broke their word and treaty., , r 
Timur hereupon order’d Mehemed Mifetfe 
and Outehcara Behader to begin the, liege; arid 
this, prince retir’d into the camp., He had fent 
before this enterprize the Cheik Ali Behader 
again ft the fortrefs of Eayazid ; butasfoonas; 
he arriv’d there, not thinking himfelf ftrong e- 
nduglx to carry the place, he, was follow’d by the 
Twits'. Hadgi Sejfeddin and Aicoutawr, at, the; 
head of a great, detachment. At Jeugth,,they be*, 
fieg’d the place together-, attack’d : it on all fides,, 
beat down the walls, and turn’d back,the water;

L/VV ter’d with his brave warriors into the lands 
of thefe difturbers of the people’s quiet; and 
after having plunder’d their cattel, horfes, ca¬ 
mels, fheep, and other goods, made the greateft 
part of their wives and daughters flaves, whom 
they brought away, and then rejoin’d the court. 

Mehemed Mireke was alfo fent into this coun¬ 
try on the fame account with a body of men : 
the road which he took brought him by chance 
into the mountains, where he found a narrow 
paflage ftopt up, into which he march’d. The 
enemy perceiving him, oppos’d his pailage j fo 
that our brave men were oblig’d to draw their 
fwords. Nevertheless, thro Timur’s good for¬ 
tune, they efcap’d out .of this dangerous place 
after a bloody conflict; and return’d 'kith expe¬ 
dition to the camp. 

Soon after, Cheik Ali, fon of Argoui Ber&s, 
Icbalcha Bargougi, and Yetlic Coutchin, all va¬ 
liant and intrepid men, put themfelves at the . 
head of another fquadroq, to go in fearch of Ca¬ 
ra Mehemed: they march’d eyery where with 
extraordinary diligence, and at length difcover’d 
him; where he was retir’d to the top of an iuac- 
ceilible mountain among fteep rocks : neverthe- 
lefs they attack’d him; our men did fyrpri^ing 
afiions, and Lala Coja, who had been the empe* 
ror’s governor, was flain in the fight. At length 
the enemy got upon the ridge of the mountain, 
where he was out qf Qur reach i upon which |be 
Emirs thinking all their attacks wou’d be in vain, 
immediately return’d; and brought their troops 
tp the imperial camp. 

' Timur then fent thither fome other chofen 
troops under the condpS of Gehan Chafi, Beha- 
der; this captain alfo enter’d their country, 
which he plunder’d, bringing away a great num¬ 
ber 
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ber of their cattel, arms, and. other goods, Chap. 58. 
which were diftributed among the troops, who 
return’d to the camp in triumph. 

In the mean while Chah Malek, fon of Caya- - 
feddin Berlas, who was gone another way with¬ 
out the emperor’s order, was found dead in ade- 
fart, where he had been flam by thefe robbers* 

The emperor, decamp’d, and march’d to the 
plain of Mouche % all' the houfes of which he 
caus’d to be plunder’d. He at length arriv’d at 
the city of Eclat 7 , where the people fubmitted 
to him; and after having given ’em skilful 
commanders, he departed for the town of Adel- 
giaouz, the prince of which came out to meet 
Timur, to whom he fubmitted - T and having the 
good fortune to kifs the carpet, he laid at the 
emperor’s feet as much gold and precious ftones as 
he was ablej he alfo made other prefents, and 
at length being aflifted by his good fortune, he 
was rank’d among the officers of this prince, who 
according to his wonted clemency loaded him 
with his favors ; he not Only carefs’d him, but' 
again confirm’d him in the principality of his 
country and all his lands. ^ 

Timur continu’d his march by the lake of Vah, 
atid march’d to Bend Mahi s , from thence to 
Alatac, where the baggage and body of the

The emperor at length march’d to Meraga \ 
and from thepce to Ghilan, where he (laid fome 
days ; he had before that feht a man nam’d Me- 
rahem to Zein Elabeddin, fon of Chah Chuja 
prince of Chiraz s , to fummon him to come to 
him, with order to tell him that, his father was 
particularly attach’d to the emperor, with whom 
he had made an alliance ; that at the time of his 
death he had wrote a letter to this monarch to 
recommend his fon to him; for which reafon it 
belong’d to him to make appear his willingnefs 
to continue this friendlhip, and fhew fome 
marks of his zeal; and that as a telUmony of, 
this union* he ought to come with expedition to 
the emperor’s court, which was not far from him, 
there to receive the favors of this monarch, and 
have a handfom reception,- that he might at 
length return home with all the fatisfa&ion he, 
can poffibly expert, not only as to himfelf in par¬ 
ticular,, but what might procure the advancement 
of his friends, and abafement of his enemy s.

CHAP. LX. 


Timur marches again into the countrys of Pars 
and Irac Agemi. 


A S the good fortune and profperity of, Zein 
Elabeddin was almoft at an end, he woti’d 
not appear before the emperor Timur j and in 
his extravagant humor he even feiz’d on the en¬ 
voy of this prince. Timur having fought into 
.the reafons of his condud, was juftly incens’d, 
and refoiv’d to march into Fars and Irac. 

In the autumn of the year of the Crocodile, 
which anfwers to the year of the Hegira ySp, 
.this monarch prepar’d to conquer thefe two king¬ 
doms. He compos’d the vanguard of his army 
of his bejft troops, which he fent before ; . and 
order’d ’em, as well as the baggage, to march 
towards Rei and to pafs the winter at Sarek 
Camich. 

The Mirza Miran Chah^ the Emir Seifeddin* 
and the Cheik Ali Behader, were commanded 
to guard the baggage; and the imperial ftan- 
dard, with the reft of the army, march’d to¬ 
wards the kingdom of-Fars, whofe capital is 
Lftacar % an agreeable city, which had formerly 
been the reftde.ace of the kings of Perfia for ma-

The emperor haying march’d thro the coun¬ 
try of Hamadan 7 , arriv’d at Gerbadecan *,

where he rang’d his army in order of battel; 
and from thertce he went to encamp before the 
city of Ifpahan *. 

Seid Muzafter Caohi, unde -of Sultan Zem 
Elabeddin on the mother’s fide, and governor of 
the city for this prince, came out, actompanyu 
by Coja Rukn^ddin Saed, and all the lords, 
Cheriffs, dolors of the law, and other principal 
Inhabitants of the city, to implore the emperor’s 
mercy. They had the honor to kifs the imperial 
carpet: Timur receiv’d’em favorably, and trea¬ 
ted ’em with friendihip and clemency. 

The troops having feiz’d on all the avenues of 
the city, Timur enter’d it in triumph, and re¬ 
tir’d into the fortrefs of Tabarruk He then 
plac’d a garifon in Ifpahan, the command of 
(which he gave to Aicoutmur, and return’d to 
■his camp, where he regulated the number df 
foldiers which ftiou’d be employ’d in guarding 
the gates ; and then fign’d an order that all the 
hbrfes and arras of the city fliou’d be given into 
the hands of his officers, which <order was pat 
in execution. 

The chief men and elders of the city enter’d 
into the imperial council, where the Turn was 
fettled which was to be paid to redeem the lives 
of the inhabitants, to whom quarter had bdfen 
■given. They contented to it ,• every one vfW 
tax’d to pay his fhare of it; and they demanded 
commiflarys to colleft the money. 

The quarters of the city were fhar’d among 
the Emirs, and it was order’d that every Emir 
ihou’d fend one of his men as a commilfary in 
his quarter ; and that all the mony which thefe

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coiamillifys collefted fhou’d, be. remitted to .the Chapttfd.'

Chah. Timur kept in his emp all the grandees 
of Ifphafean ; and the commiflarys went into the 
city to collet the fum which was fettled. 

But it unhappily fell out,that a rafh young 
fellow *<Sf the fuburbs of Ifpahari, . ndm-d All 
Cutchapa* by trade* fmith, caused in the night 
the drum tq .fee beat in : the city; .and atthis 
noife a company of rabble got together, iwith 
defignto IheW their rafhnef& They furrounded 
the quarters of the. city,? cut the commilfarys 
throats. 5;. and there were fay’d in this maffaerb 
only thofe whom the inhabitants of pach quarter, 
who were wife and brave men, defended againft 
the infults of thefe villains. ■■!,'! T 

Several fold iers, who were goneinto the 'city 
on particular decafionij i yvete vmaflacred in the 
night, ahd Mehemed fon bf Catoi Behader was 
of this number. In fhorr, there-weremore than 
three thoufknd qf our men. bill’d sin this fedition. 

Thefe young fools, after having put to the fword 
all the Turks they cou’d! firid? run to the gates of 
the city, feiz’d upon, thofewha guarded ’em, 
land endeavor’d to .fortify! ’em as long as they 
were matters of ’em,! that they might hinder the 
paffage of our, troops: and thrfs thefe feditious 
fellows laid the foundatioaoE a grievous rebel- 
lion, to execute the cLefigns with which their 
chimerical imaginations' hid flatter’d ’em. 

The next morfaing the cifcnmttances of this 
diforder wet t made known to the emperor. He 
fell into a violent anger; fo that he immediately 
order’d the army to march againft the city, and 
Jake it. 

Our brave warriors at the fame" time executed 
this order. Inftances were made to hinder the 
effe&s qf .it; but the affair being begun,-, they

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BookII. cou’dnot retreat from its fo the inhabitants 
were conrftrain’d'to fight to defend their lives; 
and Beian Timur Acbouga was kill’d' on this oc- 
cafion, which fo animated our troops that they 
carry’d the town by affault. Timur fent men to 
guard; the quarter of the Cheriffs, and the ftreet 
of the Turekes, where the doctors of the law 
dwelt, and particularly, the houfe of Coja Ima- 
meddin Vaez,. .tho this great preacher had been 
dead a whole year. rtf.

fliou’d be put torch* fword, and that they lhou’d 
be ehaftis’d with alt forts of punilhments for 
.their revolt, and the' maflacres they had com¬ 
mitted. . .. 3 : 

The houfes of the honeft men, who during the 
diforders had fav’d our warriors from the iufult 
of the rebels," were preferv’d; by which means 
a great number .of Muflulmans efcap’d the fury 
of the foldiers; ; 

Timur’s anger was fo great, that he order’d 
the Tomans," Hezarei and Sedes, to furnifh a 
certain quantity of the heads of the inhabitants, 
that every one might Chare in the punishment of 
thefe perfidious- perfons; and Tavatchis of the 
Divan were nam’d to be the controllers and de- 
pofitarys of thofe heads that were cut off. u 

It was reported by men of credit, that many 
foldiers of our army, who were not willing to 
kill the Muffulmans, bought heads of the execu¬ 
tioners, and carry’d ’em as if they had cut ’em off 
rhemfelves. At firft a head was fold for twenty 
Dinars * Cupeghi j but when every one was fur¬ 
nish d with the number they were tax’d at, a 
head was fold for no more than half a Dinar; and 
at laft no one bought any. Thus every one

they met was (lain ; and a great number who Chap.tfo. 
had quarter in the day-time, and who fled in the 
night, found the ways cover’d with fnow, and 
had the misfortune to be pGrfu’d next day by the 
foldiers, who, refolv’d upon revenging the death 
of their companions, follow’d the track of thefe 
fugitives, brought ’em out of die places they 
were hid in, and put ’em to death : which is a 
token of the depth of the divine decrees, and 
that God will fioifh whatsoever he has begun. , 

The.. leaft computations, which are writ in 
tpe regifters of the Divan, of the number of the 
men who were flain amount to fe.venty thoufand 
heads, which were laid in heaps upon the walls 
of Kpahan, and of which there were at length: 
built towers in feyeral parts of the city. 

. In fhprf, fince the war began, God has not 
made any people feel a more cruel effed of his 
wrath than this, to revenge the deaths of three 
thoufand innocent Muflfulmans kill’d by this inr 
folent rabble.

T IMUR after his ■piQory and the con- 
queft of Ifpahan, appointed Hadgi Bei and 
JSTounan Chat to govern this city for a year, 
and march’d towards Ohiraz. Zein Elabeddin, 
prince of Perfia, had no fooner receiv’d advice 
of his coming, than he fled to one of his cou- 
fins-garman call’d Manfour, who was gover¬ 
nor of Toftar V tho they were at variance. 
Zein Elabedditva&ed in this as that man wou’d 
do, who to avoid the heat of the fun fhou’d run 
into the fire. He went to join Chah Manfour 
with his troops by the way of Cazeron 5 , with¬ 
out confidering that he who indifcreetly trufts 
his enemy, abandons his own good fortune, and 
expofes himfelf to the blame of all the worlds 
Zein Elabeddin being arriv’d at the bank of the 
river Houdanke 6 , Chah Manfour brib’d his 
troops over to his fide.

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And as, according to the Alcoran, the tem- Chap.tft- 
per of foldiers, or rather the corrupt nature of 
men, tends to ingratitude, the foldiers of Zeia 
Eiabeddin, haring no thoughts on the obliga¬ 
tions they ow’d their mafter, came over to Chalt 
Manfour: and fo there remain’d but few With 1 
Zem Eiabeddin ; which was the reafon that 
Manfour fent otlier foldiers to. feize the prince, 
and bring him to Toftar. They pot him in 
irons in the caftfe of Selafel; and at length 
Chah Manfour caus’d thofe foldiers to be impri- * 
fon’d, who had fo ungratefully abandon’d their 
matter, and all the ffiony and goods they had 
were confifcated. ' 

The emperor arriving at Chiraz, fix’d his 
ftandard on the firtt day of the month of Zil- 
hadge, in the year of the Hegira : and at An. Dpi 
the fame time his orders were obferv’d by all i 3 ? 7 * 
the kingdom, which without oppofition was 
brought in fubjedion to his officers, and regi- 
fter’d among the dominions of Timur. * 

A poet of that time is very much commended, 
who fays that the bleffing of conquefts conirfts 
in gaining the poffeffion of peoples hearts with¬ 
out refiftence; and that what is not acquir’d by 
fatigue and labor ought not to be call'd hap- 
pinefs. , " 

The vidorious ftandard was ereded, and all 
the governors and Kebvisof the kingdom- had 
the honor ta kifs the ground on which Timur 
flood, at a place nam’d Tad Garadge, without 
the city. Th*y agreed to pay a thoufand To¬ 
mans 1 Kapeghis, and to convey ’em with expe¬ 
dition to the royal treafury.

At this time they kept a feaft., which was ho¬ 
nor’d with Timur’s prefence. They read the 
Coutbe * in his name: and after he had per¬ 
form’d the dutys of prayer and facrifice % he 
return’d to his camp. 

Chah Yahia, prince of Yezd ', nephew of the 
deceas’d king Chah Chuja, with his fon-in-law, 
and his eldeft fon the Sultan Mehemed ; as alfo 
Sultan Ahmed prince of Kirman % and brother 
pf Chah Chuja; and Abou Ishac, grandfon of 
Chah Chuja, who came exprefs from the town 
of- Sirdgian; and all.the neighboring fovereigns; 
as alfo the Atabecs of Lor *, and Gourghin 
Lar 4 , who are faid to have been of the race of 
Gourghin Milad j haying all made their fubmif- 
fions, had the honor to kifs the imperial carpet: 
they made prefents worthy of this great mo¬ 
narch, who gave ’em a handfom entercainment, 
and us’d ’em with all imaginable civility; 
while in the mean time the troops went to pil-. 
lage fome countrys which were not yet brought 
under fubjeftion. 

When the kingdom of Fars, with its depen- 
dencys, was entirely fubdu’d, and the lieute¬ 
nants of Timur eftablifh’d in it, the fecretarys.

employ’d in recording the great exploits and 
aftions done at that time. They wrote letters, 
which they call’d letters of conquefts, in the moft 
agreeable ftyle imaginable ; and after having 
feal’d ’em with the imperial feal, they fenc 
’em by certain couriers call’d Mobaches, who 
are employ’d in carrying of good news, to Sa- 
marcand, the capital of the empire, in Co- 
raflana, and to all the other countrys and pro¬ 
vinces in fubjeftion to Timur; which great 
aftions were publilh’d in all themofques, where 
the Coutbe was read. 


CHAP. LXII. 

Reafons which induc'd Timur to return to the 
capital of his empire. 

O N E wou’d have thought that this laft 
and famous conqueft, which fo highly efta- 
bli/h’d the power of Timur, might have always 
affur’d to him his authority and quiet; but as 
the moft perfect things are more eafily alter’d 
than others, there foongrew difturbances in the 
empire. A courier, who came from Tranfoxi- 
ana in feventeen days, brought adviqethat a war 
was rais’d in that country, and that Tocatmich 
Can had violated the treaty, and fenc a power¬ 
ful army thither, This army of Capchac, the 
commanders of which were Bick Yarok Aglen, 
Ilicmich Aglen, Aifa Bei, Satgan Behader, and 
other Emirs, having march’d by the town of Sa-

ganac. 
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Book II. ganac % came to that of Sabran % and beffeg’d 
it. Timur Coja Acbouga, who was governor 
of it for Timur^ did his duty in the defence of 
the town, and vigoroufly refifted the befiegers, 
who us’d all theirefforts to take it; which not- 
withftandiflg their valor they cou’d not do; and 
being conftrain’d to raife the liege, they went 
to ravage other places. 

The Mirza Omar Cheik, who was at Ande- 
can, got together all the troops of this quarter, 
and mardrd againft ’em; the Emir Solyman 
Chah and the Emir Abbas, with the troops that 
remain’d at Samarcand, went to join Omar 
Cheik,having left to guard that city the Emir Lai, 
brother to Tagi Bougai Berlas, and Cheik Te- 
mour, brother of Akitmjur Behader. They 
crofs’d the Sihon together, and met the enemy’s 
army in the field of Juclik,,. five leagues E. from, 
Otrar. This expedition was fully perform’d in 
the autumn of this year. The two armys were 
rang’d in order of battel, and began the com¬ 
bat, which continu’d till night. Omar Cheik, 
the mofi valiant and dauntlefs man of the age, 
frufb’d into the very middle of the main body: 
he pafs’d thro all the enemy’s army, and was 
at a great diftanee from his own. When bis fol- 
diers no longer faw him, they began to miftrnft 
their ftrength, and were defeated ,• and the Emir 
Abbas was wounded with an arrow. In the 
mean while the Cheik, aceompany’d by the 
good fortune of the invincible Timur, retir’d in 
fafety from the midft of his enemys, and went 
with expedition to Andecaa, where he rafly*d 
the troops which were difpers’d. 

Thpre then came news that Ancatoura, ne¬ 
phew of the Emir Hadgi Bet Ircanout \ fhrgeL-

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ful of the favors he had receiv’d from the em- Cbap-tfz. 
peror, had alfo violated thfc peace; that he was L/*VNJ 
departed from Mogoliftan * at the head of an ar¬ 
my, which was already arriv’d at Seiramand 
Tachhunt.; and that the troops having com¬ 
mitted divers hoftilitys, had ravag’d this coun¬ 
try. 

Omar Cheife had advice of it, and at the 
fame time aflfembled the troops of Uzkunt, and 
came to Cogehde, where he learnt that the 
enemy were gone to Andecan by the road of 
Chackichmen. He immediately return’d to cut 
off their retreat, and came up with ’em on the 
banks of the Sihon before AcfiketThe troops 
of both partys having fecur’d the palfes, en¬ 
camp'd in view of one another, and march’d in 
the fame pofture for fome days upon the banks, 
till they Found an opportunity of coming to 
blows. 

One night Ancatoura made ufe of a ftratagem 
of war: he left a thoufand men in his camp, 
and order’d that while he march’d at the head 
of the reft of his troops on the bank of the river, 
they (hou’d light fires in feveral parts of the 
camp, to induce the others to believe that all the 
army was yet there. He made fo much hafte, 
that he found a proper place to pafs th<{ Sihon, 
which he crofs’d, and at the fame time Omar 
Cheik march’d againft him* The two partys 
being in view, there enfu’d a battel, in which 
this prince behav’d himfelf with courage: but 
as the enemy far furpafs’d him in number, he 
ceas’d fighting, and enter’d Andecan. Anca-

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Book II. toura purfu’d him thither, and wou’d have made 
himfelf matter of all the avenues of the town to 
befiege it; but Omar Cheik, excited by his va¬ 
lor, and trotting in the divine affiftanae, imme¬ 
diately fally’d out fword in hand, and like a lion 
fell upon the army of the Gete$, who were far. 
more numerous than his own. In the mean 
while his valor made him rufh into the midft of 
his enemys, whom he fiercely attack’d with his 
lance and fword ; but Toukel Behader made af¬ 
ter him fword in hand, laid hold of the bridle 
of Omar’s horfe, and led it out of the field. 

Ancatoura was not willing to fight any lon¬ 
ger; he return’d, and took the road of the 
country of the infidels. The prince Omar fent 
troops to purfue him ; which they did for three. 
days, infomuch that a great many ftraggJers of 
the Getes were (lain. The Emir Solyman Chah, 
the Emir Abbas, and among the captains of 
CouchonsTemourtach, Berat Coja, Sevendge 
Temour, and others, who retir’d after they had 
been vanquilh’d in the fight of Juclik, ftaid to 
guard Samarcand. They made the inhabitants 
of the fuburbs and the neighboring places enter 
into the city, and fent Temourtach to Termed 
to fecure that. When the enemy, arriv’d- in 
thofe countrys, .they only pillag’d the towns ; 
but fome of their troops, which went to Bo- 
cara, and were there join’d by others of the 
: army of Tocatmich, who came by Gare^em, re- 
folv’d upon befieging that city. 

Tagi Bougai Berias was then in the place 
with Atilmich Coutchin, and Derbi Coutchin, 
who had fortify’d the walls. Thefe captains de¬ 
fended themfelves, and vigordufly repuls’d the

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enemy; infomuch that in the feveral| attacks cLifySi. 
they made,, the befiegers had always the worft, d^Y \3 
and dfcfparing of taking Bocara, they rais’d the 
fiege, and made inroads into Tranfoxiana. They 
fet fire to Zendgir Serai, whither they were con¬ 
duced by Sultan Mahmoud fon of Kei Cofru 
Catlani. They match’d by Carfehi and Cuzar, 
and thence as far as ICioiten on the banks of the 
Gihon. The Emir Abbas at this time died of a 
wound he receiv’d from an arrow in the battel of 
Juclik.

T I MUvd, being at Chiraz, on advice of 
the events we have related, fent to Sa- 
marcand by the way of Yezd, the Emir Ofman 
Abbas, with thirty of the bravert horfe of the 
army, commanding him to make bafte. 

* The emperor gave the government of Chiraz 
to Chah Yahia, nephew of Chah Chuja; that of 
Ifpahan to Sultan Mehemed his eldeft fon j and 
that' of: Kirman to Sultan Ahmed brother of 
CHah Chuja. He inverted the Sultan Abou If- 
hac, grandfon of Chah Chuja, in the government 
of the province of Sirdgian, as alfo in the town 
a,nd caftle, which we (hall hereafter have occa- 
fion to mention. It was made a principality by 
this monarch, as alfo a Siorgal, that is a lord- 
(hip, which he gave, to him and his heirs for 
ever; and he honor’d all thefe princes with his 
ietters-patent, feal’d with the imperial fignet, 
« which 
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Boot II. which is caird Altomga, that is, the mark of 
V'V'sJ the red hand. ...y. 

The emperor then commanded the illuftfious 
and learned lord, the Cheriff Gerjani, to quit 
the country of Fars, and refide at the royal city 
of Samarcand. He. gave the fame orders to the 
principal Emirs of the deceas’d king Ghah Chuja, 
to the Emir Aladin Einac, and to many other 
lords who were the principal men of the. ftate.; 
and hefent.to the fame country the workmen and 
artlfts with their familys, whom he found to he 
moft expert and skilful in their refpedive trades. 
Then having refolv’d to return to Sa marcand , 
he took horfe at the end of the month of Mn- 
An. Dom. harrem, in they ear of the Hteg^faypo, at a moft 
1388. lucky moment. 

When ; Timur- arriv’d at Betndemir the 
v brave Plehlevan Muhaddeb, Garafani, governor 
and prince of Abrecouh *, fept an express to 
inform him, that it not being,^mveniertt to 
leave the, town without a govOTpor, he jbq- 
foaght him to fend a^ Deroga, that he mjght 
have the happinefs to kifs, the ground in prefence 
of the emperor ; in which cafe he wou’d, come 
with expedition to court! Timur fent thither 
Toukel Baour Chah, who was no fooner arriv’d 
than Muhaddeb readily went , to meet this mo¬ 
narch and by the procurement of the Emirs he 
Had the honor to kiis the imperial carpet.. When 
the victorious ftandard was arriv’d at Abrecouh, 
Muhaddeb paid his humble refpe&s to Ti mur ; 
and after having offer’d prefents fuitable to his 
ability, he gave him a fumptuous feaft. He 
was treated with all manner of civility by the

When the enemy had advice of 
Timur’s arrival, in Tranfoxiana with his army, 
however refoiute they feem’d before, they now 
thought fit to fly ; fome went to Carezem, la¬ 
thers to the defart of Capchac: and the vi&o- 
rious ftandard having crofs’d the Gihon, and 
arriving ^t the feat of the empire, was fet tip 
in the city of. Szmarcand. 

Timur immediately fbnt Codadad Hufleini, 

Cheik .Ali Behader, Omar Taban, and others, 
in purfuit of the enemy. . , 

, Thefe princes march’d day and night to come

,and after having put abundance of ’em to the 
fword, they return’d to,court.

Notwithftarjding Timur’s wars, as his incli¬ 
nation and defigns always tended to ih'sik£king¬ 
doms flourifhing, and- bis*fUbj©dts happy by the 
adjniniftration of juftice; every one call’d him 
the father of the people. But imagining mfr cjfu’d 
not intirely make’em happy but By being thefole 
matter of tlie ! univerfe,' ne was' oblig’d, like*6- 
ther conquerorjs, to-ftrike terror into' all parts, 
and fe.verely to chaftjfe thOfe-Who refitted him ; 
by which me^hs, his armys : were fo formidable, 
that they were compar’d torthe tempeffs of hea¬ 
ven, becaufe of the defolationf the}> brought with 
’em. Wherefore three years iffter this conqueft, 
in the year of the Hegird 795,- Timur refolv’d 
to continue /the war irt CapcHac, and fendMou- 
fike, fon pf -Junki Coutchin into Carezem,to 
repair the ruins of, th|s r kfrigddmi and fettle it in 
its.firft ftate. 7 ^outtkey^ccording to his com- 
miffiort, re-peop|ed the country, and brought it 
pp to its antfent fplepddd, and even fUrrounded 
with walls the to;wns of Cat y and Kivac *, and 
all the demefnsjof the Caah, that is, tfyatpart 
of Carezem which Gpoghiz Can join’d 1 to the 
lands bf Zagatai Can wheh he ihar’d iiis empire 
among his children.

CHAP. II. 

Some accidents during Timur's expedition 
into Qare&em. nfl 

A S foon as Timur was departed for Ca- 
rezem, Aboul Feteh, younger brother of 
Mehemet M^refee*, abandon’d Timur: he .fled 
from Samarcand, and at night came, to the 
great defart of Capchacj which he eou’d not 
do fo fecretly but Lalam Behader Coutchin per¬ 
ceiv’d it: wherefore hp purfu’d him with fo 
much diligence, that. having made. ufe of all 
the horfps of the army which he fbund.on the 
road, he , overtook him at Hifarec/, where he 
found him fleeping on a plain ; he immediatfcjy 
demanded the caufe of his flight, and his in¬ 
gratitude ,to his prince. He anfwer’d, that he 
went to feek his brother Mireke, who had quit¬ 
ted Timur, and fent for him. Lalam Behader 
took him by the collar, laid him on a horfe, 
bound with cords, and brought, him back 
the fame way he came,•. and at Bocara deli¬ 
ver’d him up to Mirza Gmar Cheik, to whom 
he told all that had pafs’d between him and (he 
prifoner. 

Upon this the Mirza immediately wrote to 
Timur atCarezem; and.in the mean while came 
with expedition to Samarcand, where' he tho-

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rowly .examin’d the circumftances of this re- Chap.i. 
beliion. He had advice, that Mehemet Mi- 
reke, not confidering that Timur had. honor’d 
him with his alliance, marrying him with the 
princefs Sultan Bad Begum his daughter, who 
was now big with child, nor refle&ing on the 
lofs of fo great an emperor’s favor, of whom 
he held the government of the kingdom of Cat- 
lan, and the neighbouring places; feduc’d by a 
fatality, which leads men into diforders, and 
blind at his good fortune, had negle&ed his 
duty to Timur, and was led away with a de- 
fire of making himfelf independent, notwitir- 
ftandiug the misfortunes Several of his equals 
had fallen into, who had endeavor’d the like. 

Indeed Mireke’s confcience reproach’d him a 
long time for his crime ji but his ambition 
gaining the mailer of his reafon, he at length 
refolv’d to revolt, and declare war againft the 
emperor, at the fame time bringing into his mil- 
fortune the troops which were at Samarcand, 
at the head of which he went out of this town. 

The Mirza alfo learnt that when the rebels 
pafs’d by the iron-gate, nam’d Coluga, the 
troops of Catlan had already pillag’d the pro¬ 
vince of Termed, and all the neighbouring 
places; but that they were not able to force the 
town, becaufe Temour Tach, the governor, 
had courageoufly defended it, and plac’d chains 
crofs the ftreets, to preferve it from the in- 
fults of thefe rebels. 

When Mir?a Omar Cheik was aifur’d of the 
truth of this news, he departed from Samar¬ 
cand, and came to Ilgazigage 5 ; he there got 
together the troops, with which he march’d in

i./’VNJ hi s men id Order,* ha,d already plunder’d the 
houfes bf Dadtntity Bertas,* and-Akttrmrr Behia- 
der, governor of thofe conntrys: vhO had made 
himfelf matter of -their effe&s; ( and hid caus’d 
the arfenal to be operi’dy from .'whence he had 
carry’d away a'U the arms and maehides of 
war, and diftribnted^em among' a company of 
robbers whom he had affemble'd, and tx> whotri 
he alfb gave horfes and clothes. This rebel, 
being prepar’d'td maintain the war.fagaiilftihiS 
prince, was fo confident in . this ftare of inddr 
pendency,, and having got a fumptuous equipagS, 
that he lodk’d upcai the fun', if ode may fdf 
fo, but • aS an atom, ‘not considering that erf- 
terprifes and proje&s againft ihei Mecrees df 
providence, have never any othdr effeft thah 
that which the rods of Pharaoh’s- msgiciaras had 
in the prefence of the rod of Moles. 

It is true, that tihefe rebels had no fcroner 
heard of the approach of Mirza Outer Cheik, 
and his expedition in marching, thin their m- 
folence was chang’d into a fhameful eoMrdici : 
a dread of^ coming to blows with fd iiliant 
a printe, feiz’d the hearts oftheTe cowards,, 
who fled, and wbre tdifpers’d upon the fete 
riimor of his approach. md 

This accident brbke all the meaflires of Mi- 
reke, and put a flop to his defigns: he had 
tfie afili&idn of feeihgina moment thdt power, 
with which he had been blinded, tiifappear; 
and he knew, tho too late, upon what ilt‘Bot¬ 
tom it waS founded, and what chlttieraShis 
pride and felf-conceit had fortti’d in his ima¬ 
gination. a;.. 

■j The rebel being fru ft rated of all his inten¬ 
tions, and reduc’d to a deplorable condition, 
Was- oblig’d to pafs J the rivet of Vacachy on 
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the fto«& bri^a called TachfcUprn*, and to fly- Ctef^te . 
into the ikiggaom ofQadan. He wak purfwL W^'VXl 
W£th 'extv&kit diligence by the Mirza, .who 
having^pafsld by Hifar and Tircani Candgigai - 7 , 
came to the bank of the river, which he wain 
over. And Mireke went to the narrow paf- 
fage, nafo’d Derei Dervkt *, to feek the pro- 
te&icln of.Chah Geialeddin *, who refus’d it 
him, and prudently prohibited his entrance in¬ 
to the caft-te. Hie only-told him the contents 
ofb moral diftich, Whiehhis father, a very pru¬ 
dent man, had learnt in his old age, to wit, 
that we Ought to avoid, as far as in us lies, the 
company of the unfortunate, and tofeekthofe 
Whom fortune favors j in which number was 
the great Timur, on Whom heaven continually 
ihower’d focidefs. 

Mireke depriv’d of this protection, departed 
from the ftraivs of ©ervaz, to go in ffearch of 
another afylum j but he was -in very great af¬ 
fliction, becaufe molt part of his domeftics a- 
bandoh’d him. 

In" the mean while our men having gone over 
all the mountains and plains to feek Mireke, 
without hearing any new$ of him ; the' Mirza 
Omab Cheik Went to encamp in a town nam’d 
Capchtfc, in the kingdom of Catlan; and he 
lodg’d in the palace of Mireke, nam’d Acferai. 

He ftaid there many days, hoping that fome 
unforefeea accident, fiich as ^ufualiy happen’d to 
Timur, wou’d bring him with honor out of the 
intricate affair this rebel had invplvM lnm in.

Tke hifiory of Timur-Bec. 

He was not deceiv’d in his expe&ation; for 
Ofman fon of Arocu Omar,- going to Samar- 
cand with forae domeftics, and having pafs’d 
the mountain Boutatouluckily Arriv’d at the 
brink of a fountain, where he obferv’d the 
marks of the-horfes feet, which were gone out 
of the common road. He was infpir’d with 
a defire to purfue ’em, and he had no fooner 
pafs’d fome hills than he perceiv’d Mehemet 
Mireke, fitting with-'four, valets, who had taken 
off their hor.fes harnefies. that they might feed 
on the grafshe immediately furrounded ’em, 
left they fhou’d get away; and Ofman feizing 
on the.horfes, ftopt the prifoners Mireke and 
his men, whom he put in irons : he then dif- 
patch’d a courier to . the Mirza, to give him 
advice of it, and forthwith return’d with the 
prifoners. He was on the road when he receiv’d 
orders to put Mireke to death, which he readily 
obey’d ; and Mireke and his ( brother Aboul 
Feteh were executed* Thefe traitors werepu- 
nifh’d for an example to others, and to verify 
the text of the Alcoran, which fays. That trai¬ 
tors and ingrateful per font are accyrs'd by God . 
The Mirza having put an end to thefe difor- 
ders by the death of Mireke,. departed for Sa- 
marcand, where he had the honor. to falute 
the emperor his father. At the time when Mi¬ 
reke revolted and departed from Samarcand, 
the Emir Gehanghir alfo went from.Condoz, 
to join the imperial camp with the Tomans of 
Bourouldai, Taican, and Aperdi ; be/idcs which 
he-was join’d at Bak-by—the-Emir-Yadghiar 
Berlas at the head of the troops of Bale and the 
neighboring places., As they were marching 
together, the Toman , of Bourquldai revolted

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and turn’d back. Gehancha inform’d the court Chap. a. 
of it, and return’d to purfuc the rebellious To- 
man, in conjunction with Coja Youfef fon of 
Oladgia Itou, Junaid nephew of Bourouidai, and 
PirAlitaz officer of the troops of Bale ; they 
march’d with fuch expedition day and night, 
that they join’d the rebels at Bacalan, and 
pillag’d their houfesand goods* The Emir Ge- 
hanchz had receiv’d news df the revolt of Mi- 
reke,: and had learnt -that he was encamp’d in 
the territory of-*' Hi far Chaduman, with the 
troops he had- lifted* ;? This Emir march’d a- 
gainft him with , his men rang’d in order of bat¬ 
tel, while Coja Youfef came to Arhenk to take 
care of the troops which he commanded; and 
Pir Alitaz went to Bale to bring away thofe 
which remain’d there; after they had all agreed 
to. meet again on the bank of the Gihon. 

1 Gehancha got there fir ft; and having built 
feme floats, crofs’d the river, and encamp’d 
on the other bank at the head of his fquadron; 
but as foon as night came, Junaid Bourouidai 
and his brother Bajazet, as alfo Ali Ecber, re- 
rvblted with the fquadrons they commanded, 
which confifted of three thoufand horfe. ’-' They 
fell Suddenly on Gehancha who had no more 
than fixty men; but this valiant general, ex¬ 
cited by the good fortune of Timur, far from 
being troubled at the fight of fo ftrange an 
accident, tho with fo few attendents, put his 
truft in God, and with this fmall number of 
men fac’d, the enemy, having the river at his 
back : > and he and his men being cover’d with 
the great and fmall bucklers which they ordi¬ 
narily us’d, they march’d courageoufly againft 
the rebels. The combat was violent; they 
begaq with their arrows, and tyhen they were 
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Booklll. empty’d, theyhad recourfe to their lances atid 
t/'VV {words. 

In the mean while Coja Youfef lent a man 
by the river to Gehancha to advife him to 
Sand his ground,, becatofe he ylbou’d forth corae 
to his affiftance. This news did not, a Httle 
ftrengthen our ibldkrs, who Veldt a hahdfirl of 
men, refilled'fo great a number of the enetay: 
it rekindled their Valor; tftioy kept firim all the 
day* and when night was come, Coja Yodfef, 
and Pir Alitae, with a hundred horfe, having 
joi&’d ’em, after they had fwim over the river, 
they fell fo vigoroufly upon the enemy, that 
they made ’em feel the Uflfe&s of their coinage 
by a hundred glorious a&ions: and thelun was 
no fooner rifea, than vi&ory declar’d bet felf on 
their fide^ . The enemylhanrefolly turn’d their 
backs, notwithftanding .the advantage, of their 
number, which was twenty to one \ they fled 
towards the river, which they crofs’d, and re¬ 
tir’d to Bacalan. It is remark’d in the Alcoran, 
That twenty brave men of refolution and cou¬ 
rage alwky defeat their, enetays, tho they be 
two hundred in number. Our men purftt’d ’em 
and kill’d feveral; and* the; Emir Gehancha en¬ 
camp’d at Cendoz with his foldiers, very Well 
contented with the viSory..’ The fugitives of 
the hord of Bourouldai believing themfelVes pur- 
fu’d, pall on farther; and having gone over the 
mountains of Hendoukech, they march’d to Ga- 
bul. Where they found Aboufaid. Bifoud. This 
governor, thro an unheard-of ingratitude, which 
made him forget all the favors he had receiv’d 
of Timur, revolted alfo with ’em. 

During thefe tranfa&ions, it happen’d that Ae- 
bouga Bifoud, enemy of Aboufaid, whom Tartar 
had order’d to be feiz’dand fent to Mogdiftan

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near the raoumainsef JEkai *, Wing atiempted Chap.a. 
to efcape add get .to his own country, was 
again feiz’d and'brought to Timur with his feet 
mid hands febultd# The’ emperor hearing of 
the revolt of Abou&W JBifeud, was favorable 
to Achouga, caus'd his chains to be taken off, 
and having - given Mm the command of the 
hard of Bifoud, which this 1 rebel poffefs’d, 
ferit him to Gebaneha; and on his return to 
SamareAid he even dispatch’d recruits to him 
by R amadan CojaAnd other generals, order- 
hag him to go feek the enemy whitherfo- 
ivoe they were retir’d. Thus Gebancha and 
Gbja Youfef departed for Gondoz and Bacalan 9 
and having pafs’d Hendoukech and Cabul, 
they join’d Junaid and Aboufapd at Lagaman ’; 
they pillag’d the houfes of their hords, and ra¬ 
vag’d the country 5 and thofe who cou’d avoid 
the fury of the fcymitars, fled into the country 
oft Sende. The Emir Acbouga, having ad¬ 
vice of it, departed from Herat with deflgn to 
-fight-thefe rebels; and was join’d in the way by 
4 jbifel Candahari with the troops of Candahar’ 
which he had got together : they pafs’d many 
Mountains and forefts, and at length overtook 
thefe unfortunate perfohs; and having block’d up 
•all the paflagCS oblig’d ’em to fight, and fa fmart- 
ly repuls’d’em, that Junaid, Bajazet andAbou-

The Emirs obey’d,; and built others jrv many 
places fo facilitate the paflage, of the troops^ 
and they gave advice of it to the court. v--- d 
At the beginning of the year of the ; Serpenf, 
An. Dom. which anfw«re. to the month of Rabyulevel 791*

crofs’d 
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crofs’d the bridge at the head of a formidable 
army. He gave the command of. the vanguird 
to the Emirs Temour Cotluc Aglen e , Sevifid- 
gic Behader, and Ofman Behader. Thefe cap- 1 
tains were no fooner on their road, than they 
fent out fcOuts to endeavor to difcover thoffeof 
the enemy. In fhort, they foon perceiv’d’em, 
and at the fame time gave advice to the Emirs of 
the vanguard. Thefe Skilful warriors iay in 
arabufcade to furprize thpfe of Capchac, who 
having not feen our fcouts Were lain down to 
fleep, hot regarding the maxims of war, which 
prohibit the taking any.repofe before, one! has 
advice of the condition of the enemy. Our 
men mounted their horfes, after having prepar’d 
themfelves for fighting ; they march’d during 
the night, and having met the enemy, fell upon 
’em like roaring lions on their prey; 

They employ’d all forts of arms to hinder any 
of the enemy’s fcouts efcaping ’em: they kill’d 
a great number of ’em; but in the mean while 
there were feveral who fav’d themfelves not- 
withftanding their wounds, and having crofs’d 
the river Artch 7 , retir’d to Tocatmicn. The 
army of this prince had befieg’d the town of 
Sabran % which was vigoroufly defended by the 
captains, Gengherche, Lad and Cotchi; which 
made Tocatmich defpair of taking it: fb he 
rais’d the fiege, and having pillaged Yaffi % en* 
camp’d in the large plains of that country. 

But he had no fooner receiv’d advice of the 
arrival of our troops, than he fled with all his

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Booklll.jfoldiers who heard of it r .and this army, fo 
numerous and well furqifli’d, which might have 
render’d it felf formidable to all the nations,, 
was defeated by a Angle report, and fcatter’d 
here and there like grafhoppers on the plains,. 
In fhort, the name and arms pf the conquering 
Timur were fo. formidable to his enemy%, that 
as foon as they heard of our approach} they 
made fuch hafte in their flight, that we cou’d 
not perceive even the dull which their horfes 
rais’d. The fuccefsful emperor, being inform’d: 
of the rout of the enemy, fent Hadgi Seifed- 
din with the furniture of 'his houihold to Sainar- 
cand, while he march’d with diligence in puir- 
Ciit, of the fugitives. He fent belorebWj to 
gain intelligence, Coja Cheik Coutchin, Ta- 
plac Coutchin, Caracan Behader, and Deuletcha 
Gebegi, with forty chofen men, having each 
two horfes. Thefe horfemen came up with the 

fdldiers of the enemy’s rear, who remain’d be¬ 
hind in a place nam’d Sarec Ouzan 1 \ they at¬ 
tack’d ’em, and kill’d a great number ; but fome 
fled. . . . 

Our victorious warriors were in the defart, 
and about to return home, when they met Kitba 
Dercan, encamp’d with the hundred famiJys of 
which he was chief. They attack’d him fo vigo- 
roufly,that Chancoul, one of our horfemen, feiz ’4 
him by the collar, and took him prifoner. They 
took all his people captives, feiz’d their cartel and 
flocks, which were condu&ed with a great deal 
of fatigue as far as Acfouma ’, where the impe¬ 
rial army was encamp’d.

T IUV R, being ^camp’dat Alcouchouo; 

receiv’d,^ vice that theSerbedal 7 princes,' 
and Hadgi Bei Ybun Garbani 8 , were revolted 
with the garifons of the towns of Kelat and 
Tons; whereupon he fenc the iyfirza MiranQiah 
.thither, who'departed at the head of the main 
ibody.pf the ^rmy. , He.ipade .great hafte, and 
as foow.as i^ie.^iv’d at Samarkand, he caus’d 
Malek Pk (on of iMalek Cayafeddin, 

to he put tp, death; that fothe caufe of the dif- 
qrders in Goraflfana might be remov’d, according 
to the inflrudjions he had receiv’d. He us’d the

of thefe Courdes princes. 

This young Mirza at length departed^ from 
Samarcand for Coraflana ; and as he pafs’d by 
the fields of Behrabad 9 , he met the Serbedal 
kings, who afte&ing tofftewtheir bravery on all 
occafions, came to meet him at the head of their 
army. Thefe defperate men, .who- had re- 
folv’d to conquer or die, fell furioufly upon Ti¬ 
mur’s fon, who fuftain’d the onfet with unpa- 
rallel’d refolutiqu; and having given a thoufand 
marks of his great courage in this bloody aftion, 
his right and left wings advanc’d, and fo dex- 
troufiy furrounded the Serbedals, that they 
found themfelves takpn like birds in a net. 
Then all the army fell upon ’em, and cut ’em in 
pieces. Prince Melonc was the only perfon 
who found means to efcape, thohalf dead, and 
to fly into Perfia with two dr thfee^ of his 
guards, who comforted him in his' misfortunes. 
The Emir Acbouga, who was departed from 
Herat to quell this rebellion, laid fiege to 
Tous, and took it, after Hadgi Bei, younger, 
-brother of- Ali-Bei- YounGarbani, was gone out 
of it to fly into Perfia ,• but when he was at 
Semnane he was feiz’d by the Cherifls of 
Hezaregheri % and fent to the Mitza,' who put 
him to death according to law. 

After the Mirza MiranChah had vanquifh’d 
the rebels, and put an end to the diforders, 
by delivering the biqgdom from the perfidious

dence, well pleas’d with his expedition. s 
In the mean while Timur having refolv’d to 
march in perfon in purfuit of Tocatmich Can, 
all the Emirs and lords of his council again fell 
on their knees before him, and as faithful fer- 
vants reprefented to him, that it was more con¬ 
venient, firft, to march againft Kezer Coja A- 
glen’, fonof Togal Timur Can, and againft 
Ancatoura, to give ’em battel and deftroy ’em, 
as a punifhment for their boldnefs, and to take 
from ’em ail means of hurting him another time, 
and afterwards he might fafely go again ft Toeat- 
mich Can- The emperor finding reafon on their 
fide, follow’d their counfel. 


CHAP. V. 

Timur 1 's expedition into Mogoliftdn againft Kf- 
zer Coja Aglen , and the prince Ancatoura ; 
which made the ftfthcampaign in that country , 

I N the year 791, Timur took a refolution to An. Dom, 
march into the country of the Moguls. He >389. 
departed from Alcouchoun for th;s expedition.; 
and pafling by the road of Bouri Bachi 4 , with 
his army, and the troops of his houlhold, he went 
to Topalic Carac ’, and afcended the mountain 
of Ournac e ; but as his cavalry was not in fo

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JtooklH. good a condition as he cou’d wiftlbec^nfe of th® 
leannefs of the horfes, he fent three troopers out 
of every ten to thd country ofSatftarcand, giving 
their horfes to' %h.e feVfeh who rem'diti’d '; and 
length regulated all his cavalry, at t'ft’e ratd of 
tvt o horfes to each man: He departed from hi$ 
cafep, and arriv’d at Aiker Souri \ where there 
tWls jio water, which very much incommoded 
tlie army, they being oblig’d foV two or three 
day s to dig w*d!!s to get fome: but as they coil’d 
furnifh thence only a ftnall quantity for fo great 
a multitude, God provided for ’em; for tho they 
were yet in the midft of fummer, thefe Was hr 
the defart a vaft large meadow cover’d with ice 
and fnow, wherewith all the army quench’d their 
thirft, as did alf o the ho rfes and cartel. The 
Moguls * then gave thanks to God, and depart¬ 
ed to encamp at, Togful Otlac 9 , where Timur 
gave orders to his officers to make preparations 
i if'a generaal hifntiiig ; m the chafe thfey tra¬ 
vers’d the whole plain of Aigheryali • where 
federal wild afifes were taken. They carry’d 
away the fatteft, and left the others ,• and at 
length the army arriv’d at the plain of Qulany- 
arlic where it encamp’d in a place nam’d Chi- 
par Aigher : at this place they perceiv’d Oulal!- 
bouga and Inekechic With a thousand horfe be¬ 
longing to Atfcatoura, who march’d over thefe 
plains to feek the hord of Behrioe. Mirec Elt- 
phi and Pir Alitaz commanddd the vanguard of

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the right wing of our army; they’vigoroufty Chap. j. 
attack’d' the enemy, and with fo much fuccefs, 
that they turn’d their backs and fled. Our 
men feiz’d on one of their foldiers, whom they 
brought to Timur: this prince having queftion’d 
him concerning the, condition of the enemy, 
learnt that Ancatoura wasatOuronc i ; where¬ 
upon he difpatch’d the Cheik Ali Behader, Ai- 
coutmur and other Emirs to fight him: he or¬ 
der’d ’em to ufe all poffible expedition to join 
him at Oufonkyar, and enjoin’d ’em not to make 
any fire all the way, that the enemy might have 
no news of their march. Timur immediately 
follow’d ’em, and march’d all night to make 
more hafte. Next morning they perceiv’d that 
the guide having loft his way, the troops were 
not in the right road, which oblig’d our men 
to march all that day to regain the rold by 
Caian Cazi *; and at the approach of night they 
came to Gheucfali \ The next morning they re¬ 
enter’d the road, and came to Aiokuz 5 : the 
army encamp’d there, and Timur held a council 
with the princes his fons, the Emirs, generals, 
and other princes and lords who accompany’d 
him; he told ’em, that as it was likely that the 
misfortune which happen’d in the road, might 
have occafion’d Ancatoura to hear of their 
march, and to difperfe his troops, it wasadvlfa- 
ble that the army ihou’d be divided into two 
bodys, to feek the enemy two different ways ; 
which was highly approv’d. Upon this he im¬ 
mediately fent the Mirza Omar Cheik one w'ay

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$ookIH. with part of the army, and gave him for a guide 
the Emir Gelal, fon of Hamid; and Timurwith 
the other body took the road to Chira *, Che- 
badtou 7 , Coui Meragh 8 , Coragan ? , and Boy- 
urlagou '; which places having pafs’d, they 
c^gie r up to Caragoutchour *. 

In the mean while the Mirza Omar Cheik, 
at the head of his body of the arjny, pafs’d 
the plains and mountains; and wherever he met 
with any of the enemy’s fubjeds, he vanquish'd 
and exterminated ’em, till at length he came 
up with Ancatoura at Coubac*. There was 
immediately made on both fides the great cry 
for the battel, which “began with incredible 
vigor; it was continu’d in the fame manner, 
and by the gocdnefs of God our men gain’d 
the vidory : they kill’d a great number of the 
infidels, and fo briskly purfu’d Ancatoura who 
fled, that they conftrain’d him to abandon that 
country, and fly to Cacamaburgi *. They took 
from him a great quantity of cattel: all his 
daughters, who were of incomparable beauty, 
fell into the hands of the conqueror; infomuch 
that the illuftrious Mirza, contented with the 
advantage he had gain’d, return’d in triumph, 
ahyd lao^h; with' fpoils, to Timur his father, 
whom. he .had the honor of falutfog at Ada- 
didor’. 

As it was. a long time fince the Cheik Ali 
Behader, and Aicoutmur had departed, and 
they had had no news of ’em; the Mir?a O- 
jnar J Cheik was order’d to march with a good

con- 
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convoy to inform himfelf of, what was become Chap. 5. 
of ’em. This young prince immediately depart- 
ed; but foon after the Emirs, whom he went 
in fearch of, arriv’d at the camp another way. 

In the mean while he purfu’d his road, and 
when he was arriv’d at a plain nam’d Itchmas 
Alagheul % he by chance met eight hundred of 
the enemy’s horfe, commanded by Carabeian 
Temour: the Mirza had with him only fifty 
men, but they were all princes, Emirs, and ge¬ 
nerals } of which number were Codadad Huf- 
feini, Temour Coja Acbouga, Hadgi Mamut- 
cha Yefouri, and Pir Hadgi Erlat,- and the o- 
ther lords were of the fame rank with ’em. 
Notwithftanding the inequality of the forces, 
all thefe brave men trufled in God, and in 
the good fottune of Timur; and without hefi- 
tation attack’d the enefiny, falling upon ’em in 
this defart far from any place of retreat, as 
lions upon their prey. The fight was bloody, 
but ours carry’d the victory, tho every horfeman 
had fix of the other fide to combat with. The 
Mirza fhew’d greater valor than any of the o- 
thers on this occafion, and pufh’d his bravery to 
a point that was admir’d by all. 

Pir Hadgi, fon of Yetlandgi Erlat 7 , one of 
the moil valiant warriors of the age, after ha¬ 
ving overthrown a great number of the enemy, > 
and made his way thro the middle of ’em fword 
in hand like a roaring lion, was ftruck with an 
arrow;, which took away his life. At length 
our brave men (which is almoft incredible) put. 
the enemy to the rout, flew a great number; 
and having pillag’d their horfes, lheep, and

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BhokIII.‘ caftel, return’d to the camp laden with booty, 
Jfe^W' where they were receiv’d with all the applaufe 
which fo confiderable an adion deferv’d. Ti¬ 
mur at the fame’time arriv’d at Caragoutchour, 
where he encamp’d, and divided the booty a- 
mdijg the officers and foldiers. He ftaid at this 
place long enough for the fatning of his horfes. 
He fent the Emir Gehancha and Outchcara Be- 
Jiad'er with thirty thoufand horfe, with all ex¬ 
pedition, towards Artich *, in fearch of the 
enemy: they march’d day and night, and ar¬ 
riving at the river ofIrtich , > half the army 
march’d along the batiks of the river, and ma- 
, ny foldiers enter’d into the ifles and other- 
places where the enemy might have gone for 
fhelter. There 1 they found a great many, 
whom they flew, after having pillaged their 
goods; they alfo took a great number prifo- 
ners, and return’d in triumph to the royal camp 
with the fpoils. 

At length Timur, having deflroy’d all thefe 
Mogul foldiers who made head againft him, 
put the captives in chains, and fent ’em under 
the conduft of Mir Lai, father of Tagi Bogai 
Berlas, Teroouf Bouga, and other Emirs, to 
the city of Samarcand, with all they had taken 
from ’em. 

In the mean while Timur pafs’d the great 
defart, and after many days journy arriv’d at 
Aimal Gouiou *, and lodg’d in the palace of 
Serai Ourdam, with a pompous retinue and 
the utmoft magnificence.

A S Timur’s ambition was boundlefs, and 
the leaft of his defigns furpafs’d the 
greateft actions in the world, he never aban¬ 
don’d any one of his enterprizes till he had 
COmpleatly finiih’d it. Tho his armys had fe¬ 
veral times overcome the enemy, who were al- 
moft ruin’d in this campain; yet he held a 
general council with the princes his fons, and 
the other lords of the empire, upon the affair 
of the Getes, which he was in hopes of put¬ 
ting an end to: he refolv’d that the army fhoa’d 
be divided into feveral bodys, each of which 
fhou’d march a particular way; that they 
ftou’d furround the country where the Getes 
ordinarily dwelt ; and as feveral of thefe people 
were retir’d into Mogoliftan, they fhou’d pur- 
fue ’em, and give ’em no quarter in whatfoever 
province they met with ’em. Purfuant to this 
refolution he call’d to the council thofe who 
were acquainted with the roads of the country, 
and who might ferve as guides: they made 
their reports relating to the different paffages 
and ways of thefe quarters ; and wrote me¬ 
moirs of ’em, copys of which were diftributed 
amodg the princes and generals of the’armyS* 
Then a guide was Order’d for each body of 
the army, and the road he was to take was fet 
dow'n, as aifo the country he was to furround ; 
that by this means thofe who had fled for re- 
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Eooklll, { U g e f n to different places might be taken. And 
v -'V > ^ the country of YiMai was order’d to be the 
rendezvous of all the commanders of the troops. 

The Mirza Omar Gheiky who led the troops 
of Andecan, had So r his guide the princes 
Burhan Aglen, and B,eian Timur fon of Gete 
Bikidgec : he went by the road mark’d out to 
him; made inroads both to the right and left, 
pillag’d every thing he met, and put to the 
fword all the enemys he found: he crofs’d the 
mountain Doubechin Andour and arriv’d at 
Cara Coja ? , three months journy from Samar- 
cand by the caravan. 

Another body of the army was commanded 
by the Emir Gehancha, and Cheik Ali Beha- 
der, which was compos’d of thirty thoufand 
horfe well arm’d and mounted; they had for 
their guide an officer nam’d Sancour, and 
march d by a private road; they went to Cara 
Art *, and to Chourougluc s , where they flew 
and pillag’d all the Getes they met. 

Ofman Abbas commanded another body: of 
the army of twenty thoufand men, and had 
for a guide the Emir Gelal Hamid ; they pafs’d 
by Saghizgan % Sougoulgan 7 , Ligh " and Ghe* 
veyar , where they treated the inhabitants in 
the fame manner they had treated the others. 

Codadad Hufeini, and Mobacher Behader 
were at the head of another body of twenty 
thoufand men, who haying for their guide Co-

without ceafing: but at length the enemy gave 
ground, andour vi&orious foldiers repuls’d ’em 
fword in hand, after having flam one part, and 
put the other to the rout; they pillag’d'their 
goods, and return’d to the camp laden with 
Jpotls: i v

It is to be noted, that when Timur march’d 
into Capchac againft Tocatmich Can;; he left 
in Turkeftan fhe Emir Yadghiar Bdrlas, the E- 
mir Soliman Chah, Abbas, and 

Gayafeddin Tercan; and when he was upon 
his return from that country, after having van- 
quifh’d and purfu’d the army of Tocatmich, he 
turn’d towards Gete, and fent meflengers to 
thofe Emirs who were in the weftern TurkeF- 
tan, between the kingdoms of Gete and Cap¬ 
chac, to order them alfo to march to the coun¬ 
try of the Moguls, that they might affift in the 
ddlruflion of the Getes who-were there. 

They obey’d thefe orders, enjjet’d info Mogo-

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BookllJ. liftan, and left on the frontiers, according to 
T.iraur’s dfreiftioas, Toi Bouga Cheik, that ftp 
might caufe thole lands to be cultivated. The^ 
Emirs, march’d every where in fearch .or the 
Get.es; and after having gone many days jour- 
py, they came to Ourdaban i „ then they crofs’d 
oyer the river Abeile 4 , and arriv’d at Sutgheu! '%• 
Pad at length at Tchitcheclic", the inhabi¬ 
tants oft which were pillag’d, and our foldiers 
enrich’d with the fpoils- From thence they wept- 
to BalaicanTj and wherefoever they met any 
of their edemys, they deftroy^d ’em, or brq^ght 
’em away captives and laden with .chains. 
They fearch’d every where for the hords of 
Eoulgagi and. Saloudgi; and when they caspe 
to Molaoudou *, they met Kezer Coja Agftfl, 
king of Mogoliftan, at the head of a great ar¬ 
my : our Emirs judg’d it improper to attack 
him on horfeback, but as they were not pc- 
icuftpm’d to fly, they difmounted and tied their 
horfes bridles to their belts: they then on ,a 
fudden let fly their arrows on {the enemy, and 
hinder’d their gaining any advantage of ’em' 
The fight lafted.forry eight hours, during which 
time our men kept fix’d back to back, facing 
about on all fides, no one ftirripg from his poll: 
whatever motion Coublic, and the other com¬ 
manders of the Getes cou’d make, they did 
not, advance> and the battel was fuftain’d on 
both fides in form. Every one thinking it # 
point of honor that this battel fhou’d be finiCh’d

-Timur chofe the bra veil men ,of his, army, 

^pd, leaving all his attendance, niarch’d with 
expedition,crofs’d the river at.Qulakianaour % 
and follow’d the track of Kezer Coja- Aglen: 
he pafs’4 the great defarr, and arriv’d at, Ca- 
lobpulac } .i from thence he wentitoTdbercach % 
and coming to Couchon Cai ! , he difcoye/d the 
enemy’s army, and pafs’d that ,night,- there. 
.When^hft enemy.perceiv’d us* they-were afraid, 
and, fled, ‘being favor’d by the darknefs of the 
•jdgbtrs. there were'feme of ’em who went into 
the very middle of she defart, add places moft

V'V'*' their enfignS which were black. . Thus the ar¬ 
my of the Getes was dispers'd ; and as every 
regiment took to a different road, many went 
that way by which the army -of Timur came, 
and met the Mirza Omar Cheik, who caus’d 
’em all to be flain, and pillag’d by his foldiers: 
a body of the fugitives, which follow ? d ano¬ 
ther road, was met and cut in pieces by the 
Emir Gehancha and the Cheik Ali Behader. 

Timur having pafs’d the mountain call’d 
Nairin Keutel, purfu’d the enemy as far as 
Caratach 6 ; and the king of the Getes, Kezer 
Coja Aglen, abandon’d', his kingdom to’ 1 fave 
his life ; neither did he compafs that defign 
till he had us’d feveral artifices, fufter’d great 
fatigues, feen all his warriors either flain or 
made prifoners, as well as his wives and chil¬ 
dren, and all the inhabitants of this country, 
'-which was entirely ruin’d and brought into 
confufion. Behold what extremitys thofe kings, 
•who are enemys to Timur, are commonly re¬ 
duc’d to! In the mean while our foldiers who 
had diftributed themfelves into all parts, gave 
no quarter to any one inhabitant of Gete, 
and made terrible havock as far as Coulan 
Keutel 7 ; they got poflbffion of an infinite num¬ 
ber of horfes, camels, iheep, and other beafts ; 
and made abundance of both fexes flaves. 
Then the victorious Timur. began his march 
homewards; he came to Jaljch *, where he di¬ 
vided among the foldiers all the imraenfe booty 
which he had taken from the Getes in all Mo¬ 
goliftan : at length he decamp’d from JaHch,

and 
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and paffing by Cagirtou 9 and Bilagircame to Chapjtf. 
Tulduz, where he encamp’d. 

The Emirs and federal bodys of the ar¬ 
my, who were fent different 'ways into all’ the 
quarters of Mogoliftan, to deftroy entirely the 
Getes, came to this place, laden with fpoils and 
an infinite quantity of captives, and had the 
honor of kiffing the imperial carpet in this ge¬ 
neral rendezvous. 

Tulduz ‘ is a place of great delight and plea- 
fure: the many delicous fountains, and abun¬ 
dance of pafture* render the living therein fo 
very agreeable, that poets have compos’d verfes 
in its pfaife. The beauty oFits fountains is 
the reafon of its name ; for Yulduz fignifys the 
morning-ftar: the grafs there is fo ftrong and 
nonrifhihg, ’ that the leaneft horfes, when they 
have been a week in its meadows, become fat 
and ftrong. 

From thence Timur fent the Mirza Omar 
Cheik, with a numerous attendance, to his go¬ 
vernment of Andecan, ordering him to pafs 
by the way of the iron-gate, nam’d Coluga, 
ahd to deftroy the enemy whom he fhou’d find 
in thdfe quarters. This prince readily obey’d; 
and as foon as he had pafs’d the iron-gate, he 
met the prince Coublic, one of the great Emirs 
of the Getes. On the noife of the great cry 
Souroun, and the great trumpet Kerrenai, the 
armys of the Mirza and Coublic began to move; 
the attack was made at the fame time, and all

The 
Mirza, after he had made himfelf matter of all 
Coublic’s horfes, Sheep, and other goods, and ex- 
trminated his fubje&s, continu’d his road by Cou- 
zan 5 , Outcheferman 4 , and the great city of 
Cachgar s , and at length fuccefsfully arriv’d at 
Andecan, the place of his refidence, and the 
feat of his government. ■ 


CHAP. VII. 

Timur returns to the feat of his empire. 

T IMUR having accomplish'd his defigns 
with regard to the Getes, whole country 
he had entirely ruin’d, after vanquishing the 
inhabitants, multitudes of whom were flain, 
and others taken captives ; and having enrich’d, 
his foldiers with the fpoils, fin which expedition 
he had march’d above a thoufand leagues} Jbe- 
ing at length contented with his. yiSprys, he 
refolv’d to return to the imperial city of $am a r- 
cand. He departed from Ketchik" Yulduz at 
the head of his armys; and when he was ar- 
riv d at Oluc 7 Yulduz, he appointed a folemn 
feaft, and order’d preparations to be made for 
a magnificent entertainment, which was to be 
fet oft with the mottL exquifite diverfions and

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pleafures. Ail the plain was cover’d with tents Chap, j 
aiid pavilions, and the ground on which the impe- 
rialtentwas fix’d, with carpets of brocades with 
flowers of gold ; in the tent was plac’d a throne 
enrich’d with jewels of iheftimable value on 
which the eniperor being fet, with the fcepter 
in his hand, and the dVown on his head, he 
diftributed robes of honor, and belts adorn’d 
with precious ftones, to the princes, Emirs, 
Cheriffs, and alf the lords and officers of his 
army : he alfo honor’d with his favors the ge¬ 
nerals and captains of his troops, as a recoM- 
pfence for their fatigues, and in joy of his vic- 
torys.' But the pleafure which the brave war¬ 
riors receiv’d, when Timur applauded their ac¬ 
tions, was' inexpreflibly great ; in this charm¬ 
ing retreat he fent ’em in cups of gold the moll 
delicious vvihes by the hands of the rtioft beau- 
ttflil women in the world. 

After they had pafs’d fome days in this joy¬ 
ful manner, they decamp’d from this delight- 
fnt place ; and Timur leaving the Emir Gehan 
Chah with his baggage, departed on funday the 
fifteenth of Scaban 791, which ahfwers to the An Donj 
year of the ferpent ; and made filch expedition,' ^9. 
that he arriv’d the feventh of Ramadan af Sa- 
marcand, that is to fay, in twenty two days; 
tho from Yulduz to this capital of Tranfoxiana 
is generally accounted two months journy by 
the caravan. He render’d to the inhabitants 
of this great city, by his happy arrival, and the 
news of his vi&orys, that joy which his ab- 
fence had depriv’d ’em of. The ladys, the 
children of the queens, the princes of the 
blood, and the officers of the city, teflify’d their 
pleafure by the quantity of gold and precious 
ftones, which they fprinkled over his head, 
the magnificence of the public feafts, and the

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BooklH. prefenrs which they had the honor to make 
him: they adorn’d the city, and render’d it fo 
fplendid that it feem’d as if the feafon was 
turn’d into fpring. 

\Vhen winter was come, Timur went to Bo- 
cara, and pafs’d that feafon at Gheulferketi *, 
where he order’d feveral little houfes to be 
built in form of a dome for the lords and la- 
dys of his court. And as there were here feve¬ 
ral fine ponds, in which were a vaft number 
of all forts of birds, and particularly fwans, he 
refglv’d to.divert himfelf with fowling. He 
encamp’d on the banks, and the‘officers built 
floats, on which they enter’d thefe ponds, and 
with,great crys and the noife of drums and 
kettle-drums, fear’d the birds, and conftrain’d 
’em to fly; and while they pafs’d from one 
pond to another, the fowlers cry’d out to en¬ 
courage ’em, but they cou’d not efcape the fu- 
* Abitd r i° us aflault of the mercilefs Togrul *, which is 
unknown the ftrongeft and moft cunning of all the birds 
in France, of prey : the drums like wife made ’em fearful, 
fo that in a ihort time they caught ’em in vaft 
numbers. Thefe birds are here in fo great plenty, 
that the author of theMogul annals, call’d Gehan- 
gucha, writes, that the princes Zagatai and Oc- 
tai, fons of the great Genghiz Can, pafs’d a 
whole winter in this fport in this country, from 
whence they fent every week fifty camels la¬ 
den with fwans, to be diftributed in the gene¬ 
ral camp, which was without Saraarcand: and 
this diftribution of the birds is call’d by the 
Tartars Chirilga. But no other author makes 
mention of this particular cuftom. During the 
winter, Soliman Chah was elevated to the 
higheft degree of fortune, and was particular-

iy 
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ly favor’d by Timur, who gave him the illuf- Chap. 7. 
trious princefs Sultan Bad Begum * in marriage ; 
for whom he had banqilets prepar’d, and the 
moft magnificent prefents. 

. After the Mirza Miran Chah had finifh’d, 
according to the emperor’s intentions, the af¬ 
fairs for which he was fent into Coraffana, he 
began his march to return to court: the. Emirs 
ana other lords went to meet him with great ce-. 
remonyj and he paid his refpeds to Timur in his' 
winter-quarters at Bocara. He was very hand-, 
fomly receiv’d, Timur tenderly embrac’d him, 
and having kifs’d his face, he entertain’d him, 
and enquir’d concerning all the circum fiances 
ofhisjourny. The Mirza entirely fatisfy’d him 
in his anfvvers; having kifs’d, the earth, and 
made fuppliqatioris to God, according to cuftotn, 
he offer’d his. prefents, which very much pleas’d 
Timur, who applauded him in every thing, and 
order’d him to fet down in a rank worthy of 
his grandeur. The joy at his arrival was uni- 
verfal, becaufe it was apprehended, that this 
prince adtjed freih glory to religion and the 
ftate. . . 

The emperor was defirous that during this 
winter the young Mirza Aboubecre, fon of Mir¬ 
za Miran Chah, Ihou’d be betroth’d to the 
daughter of. the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin. The 
princefs Canzade prepar’d the marriage-feaft. 

But as there is no happinefs without a mixture 
of forrow, aqd ’tis the divine appointment that 
we fliQu’cj weep in the midft of joy, the illus¬ 
trious lady Coudac Catoun, wife bf Timur’s 
father, pafs’d from this tranfitory world to eter¬ 
nity. Timur fhew’d much afilidtion atthelofs

quets, and gave much alms to the poor, the 
N lame and the orphans.' The body of the princefs 
was' carry’d to the town of Kech, where it 
was inter’ 4 . 

After winter, Timur departed for Samarcand 
\yith all his court, hunted in his march; and 
having pafs’d by Carchi, went to encamp at 
Akiar in the agreeable meadow' of Kech, on the 
bank of the river of Cochca r . The ground on 
which the royal tent w' a s prepar’d was cover’d 
with brocade, as was all the field with ftan- 
dards and umbrellas. 


CHAP. VIII. 

The ConroultAty or di(t t held by Timur's 

order. 


A S- the valor of Timur, and the power' of 
JTm. the Turks efpecially of the foldiers of 
Zagatai, was now arriv’d^to a very high pitch; 
fo they were not only independent and fove- 
reigns, but even made all the other people ffom 
the eaft of Afia, tp the welt of that part of the. 
world, to tremble : and by the large booty the 
fdldiers had gain’d in the feveral campains, they 
were become fo rich, that the officers, to main¬ 
tain their own power,feem’dto employ themfefve$ 
only in fuing only the protection of thofe princes^

enlarge the regiments, and by that means aug¬ 
ment the expences of the commanders, and di- 
minifla their riches, which might feduce ’em 
from their obedience. In the year 792, which An. Don 
anfwers to that.of the horfe, he fent orders to 
all parts of his dominions for holding the Cou- 
roultai at Akiar, where he was encamp’d. 

All the Emirs and generals of the army, the 
chiefs of the Tomans, andHezares, the centu¬ 
rions and captains of ten men, as alfo the go¬ 
vernors of the provinces, came to the folemn 
banquet, which was ufually made in that aflem- 
bly; the ceremonys whereof were obferv’d with 
fo much prudence and regularity, that jt feem’d 
as if they were once again in the times of Feri- 
don ' or Afrafiab + . When the order for aug¬ 
menting the regiments of the army was fignify’d, 
all the commanders fell down, and kifs’d the 
earth, in token of obedience ; they agreed to 
every thing contain’d in the order of their fo- 
vereign, .and the whole was regulated accord¬ 
ing to bis pleafure ; they all gave it under their 
hands, that they wou’d bring to the general 
rendezvous the number of troops they were 
tax’d at. The 'Favatchrs *, who took their fab- 
fcription, were the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin, the g ener aj f 
Emir Gehancha Jaeou, and the Emir Chamfeddin a 
Abbas. At the diffolution of this numerous af- 
fembly there was another magnificent feaft made

l/YM prodigious great. The'princeffes and ladys were 
all adorn’d with the richeft jewels; the earth 
was cover’d with carpets of gold, China bro¬ 
cades, and embroider’d pieces of work enrich’d 
with pearls, rubys, and other precious ftones : 
the cups,which were prefented by the' moft beau¬ 
tiful women in the world, wge of pure rock- 
drryftal, work’d with all the delicacy and fine- 
nefs which can be expefted from the skill and 
induftry of the moft ingenious artifts of paft 
ages. Timur laid hold on this occafion, where 
the joy was fo general, to give in marriage the 
princefs Sevindge CotlucAga, daughter of Chi- 
rin Bei Aga, who was exceedingly handfom and 
much belov’d by him, to the Mirza Omar 
Cheik his grandfou : and after the folemnity 
of the nuptials was over, the Mirza Miran 
Chah was order’d to return into Coraflaira, and 
the Mirza Omar Cheik to Andecan, as the E- 
mirs and governors were to their refpe&ive go¬ 
vernments and hords. The emperor alfo depart¬ 
ed home, and fome days after came down to the 
meadow of Ilgazigage, fituate without the town 
of Samarcand, after having put the affairs of his 
empire in all neceffary order. 


CHAP. IX. 

Timur feuds his troops into the country , of 
, the Getes. . 

A T the beginning of the fame year the em¬ 
peror fent into the country of the Getes 
the Emirs Soliman Chah, Codadad Huffeinj, 
Chamfeiddin Abbas, and his brother the.iEmir 

Ofman 
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Ofman i and among the colonels of the regi- Chap. 9. 
ments and the officers of the hou/liold, he fent 
Saddi&aban, Sultan Sendger, the Emir Hadgi 
Seifeddin, HafTan Jandar, Tilec Coutchin, Aid 
Coja, Toukel Baourchi, and Nufret ComariV 
who Commanded twenty thoufand horfe. 1 As 
foon as they hid crofs’d the Sihon at Tacjikunt, 
they march’d to Iffigheul % where they met 
the Emir Malich Aperdt and his Ton .Beikech, 
with Badir and Sadir, Turcomans, at the head 
of five thoufand brave men who came from An- 
decatrfrom Mirza Omar Cheik, and join’d our 
army. When they arriv’d at Gheufiopa % they 
ftaid fome days to inform themfelves of . the ftate 
of' the enemy ; they took the. road of the moun¬ 
tain Arjatou 7 , met many of the enemy, of whom 
they (lew feveral, and took others prifoners \ 
they-carry’d away their wives and children, pil¬ 
lag’d their goods,' and deftroy’d the country. 

Thus they went thro; all the provinces of the 
GeteSj - and advanc’d as far as Almalegh, where 
having fwam over tlie" river Abeile *, they 
arriv’d at Caratal, a herd of Ancatoura ; there 
they learnt that Olagiai Bouga Moutchel Catchi, 
of the family of the Coutchins, who went be¬ 
fore ’em at the head of four hundred horfe to 
gain intelligence, had met Camare<^din in a 
hunting-country, that our men had been worded, 
and that the greateft part of thefoldiers on each 
fide were kill’d on the.fpot. Upon this news 
the Emirs fent Haflfan Jander, Malich and 
Beikech, to inform themfelves more truly of this 
event. Thefe captains, whofe prudence and va-

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Book.Ill lor were well known, immediately departed, and 

'v^VV> arriving at the field of battel, faw a great many 
lie dead on the earth; and among’em one of our 
men of the hord of Malangou, in whom there 
remain’d a little life, he having eat nothing but 
herbs for forty days : they comforted him, and 
brought him to the Emirs. He aflur’d’em that 
in this place they had fought Camareddin, that 
there were many foldiers flain on both fides, and 
that ours fled after having been fufEciently 
maul’d, and that Camareddin march’d towards 
the fields of Itchna Boutchpa 9 . , The Emirs im¬ 
mediately departed in fearch of him, and having 
pafs’d by Itchna Boutchna* they arriv’d at Ouker 
Keptadgi', where they left their baggage, and 
departed thence poft; and w hen they were ar¬ 
riv’d on the banks of the river Irtich, they learnt 
that Camareddin had crofs’d it, and was gone 
towards Taoulas ’, into the woods where fables 
and ermins are faid to be found : they faw the 
rafts and boats the enemys had built to crofs the 
water. The Emirs ftaid fome days at this place, 
and crofs’d the river, to engrave their arms and 
red chara&ers with fire on the pine-trees of thef^ 
woods ; which they did, that fucceeding ages 
might fee the marks of the arrival of the army 
of Timur on the trees of the forefts of his ene¬ 
mys, and as an affurance of their conquefts be¬ 
yond the river Irtich. 

, But as there were fijc months paft fince they 
came into thefe defarts, where they wanted pro- 
viflons, and moft of ’em liv’d on what they got 
in hunting, arid on wild roots; and as the air 
became extremely cold, rtiroy refolv’d to retard",

D URING the autumn of th.e fame year An. Dom, 
792, Timur too|t up a refolution to make » 39 °- 
war in perfon in Capchac ,• fqr this purpofe he 
regulated his'troops, turn’d all his foot lold iers 
into cavalry, equipp’d ’em with arms, and p ro " 
vided ’em mony irid every thing neceflkry. He 
departed from Samarcand at the head of his 
army ; and having caus’d a, bridge to be built 
over the Sihon at Cogende, he crofs’d this river 
with defign to pafs the winter at Tachkunt, be¬ 
tween Barfin and Tehinas. 

In the mean while his devotion prompted him 
to vifit the tomb of Cheik Maflahet, where they 
fay many miracles are perform’d. Timur knowing 
this vifit was due from him, npt only on a reli¬ 
gious but even on a political account, in that it 
wou’d further the accomplishment of his defigns. 

He came to Cogende for that purpofe, wtuch be 
did with fhew of extraordinary devotion, di¬ 
stributing among the poor ten thoufand Dinars 
Copeghi *: and at length he went to Tachkunt,

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Bot>kIII. where he lay dangeroufly lick for the fpace of 
forty days ; during which time the Emirs and 
great lords were in the utmoft confternation. 
This prince was in a manner the foul of the 
world; and the fear oflofing him mad^mauy 
perfons tremble- In fhort, the people believ’d 
that his fwordwou’d no longer be able to pro-' 
tefit the weak, and keep the powerful within 
bounds : that the fecurity of familys wou’d foon 
be loft, houfes plunder’d, and. fhecloyfters.broke 
open, wherein true chaftity is preferv’d. Where¬ 
upon every one addreft themfelves to God, by 
prayer, and the vows made for his health were 
fo ardent and efficacious, that the Almighty re- 
ftor’d him, becaufe it was abfelutely neceffary 
for the publick weal. This good news caus’d 
every one to rejoice; and they render’d folemn 
and public praifes to God for the recovery of 
the emperor’s health- 

When Timur had recover’d his ftrength, the 
Miria Miran Chah arriv’d at the head of the , 
troops of Corafl'ana, and paid his refpe&s. The 
emperor review’d his army and put it in order; 
he made prefents to the generals and other Emirs, 
and diftributed among the foldiers all the filyer 
mony which was in the treafury; which diftri- 
bution the Turks call Okulga, as the diftribu- 
tion of the birds taken in the chace is call’d Chi- 
rilga. He alfo gave horfes, arms and clothes to ; 
thofe who wanted ’em, and aflign’d guides to’ 
the feveral generals. 

The guides of the body of the army in which 
the- imperial ftandard was fixt, were Temour 
Cotluc Aglen, fon of Temour Malec Can of 
Capchac, Condge Aglen, alfo prince of Capchac, 
and Aidecou Uzbec. 

An. Dom. On thurfday the twelfth of the month Sefer, 
I 39 I * in the year of the Hegira 7 93, the fun being

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then in the eiglni) degree of Aq tarius, TimurChap.ro. 
departed from Tachkunt with his court, and wyV 
left Mirza Pir Mehemet Gebanglyr, and Mirza 
Charoc, to govern theempire oi Zigauiin lisab- 
fence, and gave ’em for lieutenants the Emirs Lai 
and Melket. Timur fent away all the ladys, ex¬ 
cept his favorite Sultanefs, Tchulpan Mule Aga, 
daughter of Hadgi Bei 7 of Gete ; who in this 
journy had the honor of privately converfing 
\vith the emperor. As foon as the imperial 
ftandard began its march, the Emirs of the To¬ 
mans and Hezares, and the colonels of the regi¬ 
ments, departed at the found of the trumpets, 
and the court came to Cara Suman *. 

At this time ambaffadors came from Tocat- 
mich Can; they were conduced with all the 
ufual honors and ceremonys, by the Emirs in 
the higheii flations. The great fnows and rains 
oblig’d the court to flay fome days at Ca¬ 
ra Suraaa Timur order’d that the ambafla- 
dors. lhou d be brought to him with freedom, 
and fhou’d enter in at the great gate of the im¬ 
perial tent. As foon as this permiflion was 
granted ’em, they ran 5 thither, touch’d the 
ground with their head, in token of their re- 
fpea to the emperor ; and they us’d nothing but 
the moil refpeftful compliments, by which they 
begg’d pardon for their mailer, and aferib’d a 
thoufand praifes to Timur. At length they pre-

furprizing fwiftnefs. He indeed took the Chon¬ 
car in his hand: but he gave the ambaffadors 
no other marks of a good reception or compli¬ 
ant, tho it was the cuftom df this great? prince 
to carefs alt ambaffadors. Thofe who perceiv’d 
this difference of reception, fa id all they cou’d 
to engage Timur to pardon Tocattnich. Td 
conclude their audience, they prefented alfo, 
thro the intercellion of the great Emirs, the let¬ 
ter of Tocatmich Can, which contain’d the 
following words. 

“ Your majefty has always afted the part of 
“ a father towards me ; you have always nod* 
tc rifh’d and brought me up as your fon, and the 
“ favors I have receiv’d 1 from you are innume- 
“i rable. If my wicked proceedings and the 
**' war I have carry’d on by the infh’gation of 
“ fome malicious perfons, which has been my 
“ misfortune, and of which I repent and am 
afham’cf, can ; once more find pardon front the 
“ clemency of my lord, this will be-an addi- 
ct tion to the obligations I owe to him; this 
“ goodnefs will make me confider what I an£ 
tc and hereafter, far- from afting contrary to 
“ the treatys made with his majefty, I.will do 
“ every thing which fhall pleafe him in tokenof 
u my refpeft and thankfulnefs: in fhort, I wrrf 
be a fubmiflive and obedient fervant to his 
** orders.”

(C me, the vanguard of which, compos’d of a 
“ confiderable body of horfe, is enter’d into my 
“ country. It is true, as foon as we put our- 
w felves in a readinefs to march againfl this 
“ vanguard, they fled before they cou’d per- 
“ ceive the dull our horfes made : and now To- 
“ catmich having advice of our march, begs 
“ pardon, becaufe he knows no other way to 
“ fave himfelf from the punilhment he deferves. 
“ But fince we have feen him fo often violate 
** his oaths, and treatys, it' wou’d be impru- 
“ dence to rely on his promifes. We will exe- 
“ cute, with the affiftance of God, the refo- 
“ lution we have taken, and the defign - for 
“ which we have levy’d our army, that all the 
“ world may fee that God punifhes the ingrate- 
“ ful. In the mean while, whatever reafon we 
“ have for making war, and exterminating him; 
“ if he prefently tells the truth, and fincerely. 
“ defires peace, he muft fend to meet us Ali 
“ Bei ’, that he may negotiate it with our great 
“ Emirs; and we will do whatever is con- 
“ fiftent with our dignity, and the prefent con- 
“ jundure.” 

Timur then order’d the ambalfadors to be 
regal’d, and gave ’em vefts of gold fluffs; he 
fettled their expences, and commanded that 
they fhould be handfomly treated, but that his 
officers ihou’d have an eye upon their aftions. 

March 5. The fixth day of the month of Rabyulevel, 
Timur held a council with the princes his fons 
and the great Emirs; and it was refolv’d that the 
ambaffadors of Tocatmich lhou’d follow the 
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army, which. at length march’d to the coijqueft Chaprio. 
.of the empire of Tquchi: jrhgy pafs’d, By Yafli, 
Caratchoc J , and Sabran; and baling gone 
a long way, and encamp’d and decamp’d for three 
weeks in the.vaft plains of Capchac, thehorfes 
were, fo fatigu’d with the great way they had 
gone, and the fcarcity o t water,, that they 
.were reduc’d to extremity. At length, on the 
firfl day of the month of Jumazyulevel the March 19. 
army arriv’d at Sarec Ouzan, where the horfes 
quench’d their third, and the foldiers return’d 
thanks to God; they enjoy’d fome days in 
eroding the river, becaufe the waters were very 
high: but having found an eafy paflage, they 
decamp’d, and fwam over, the river. During 
this night two fervants of Aidecou Uzbec fled, 
and pafs’d the defart to find Tooatmich Can; 
they purfu’d ’em, but were not able to overtake 
’em. The army continu’d its march in the great 
defart, and encamp’d in places where tfiyre were 
wells, that they might not want water, l 

The twenty-firfl; of the paqnth Jumazyulevel, April. 9, 
they came to a mountain nam’d Coutchec Tac 4 ; 
from thence, in two nights and. one day they 
went tQ encamp at Oulouc Tac 4 , wnere Timur 
wou’d have the pleafure of feeing this great 
defart of Capchac : he afeended a mountain, 
and faw with admiration thofe vaft plains. 

Which for the fpace they took up, and their 
verdure, refembled the fea. He ftaid there 
all the day, and order’d the foldiers to bring 
ftones to that place, where he caus’d a ve¬ 
ry high obelisk to be ereded; and sk ilful e n- 
gravers engrav’d on it the date of the year 
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and day on which Timur came thereat the 
head of his army, that this ftrudure might re¬ 
main as a lafting monument to pofterity. The 
troops decamp’d, and while they march’d fol¬ 
low’d the chace; they arriv’d at the banks of 
the river Ilanjouc s , where they encamp’d ; and 
when they had crois’d the river, they continu’d 
their march, and in eight days arriv’d at Ana- 
cargou 6 . And as it was four months fiuce they 
came from Tachkunt, the army wanted viftuals; 
and what was more ftrange, in whatfoever part 
of the defart they iuarch’d, the they ' had gone 
fix or feven months journy, they met not a fingle 
man, npr any cultivated land. Victuals were 
extremely dear and fcarce in the camp; a flieep 
was fold for a hundred Dinars Copeghi, and a 
Man 7 of wheat of good weight, weighing 
fix royal Mans, was worth near a hundred 
C°P e ghi. and moreover it was very 
difficu t. to get them for mony. Timur or* 
derd his guards, as alfo all the Emirs of the 
I omans, the colonels of thoufands, the centu¬ 
rions and decurions, to make proclamation that 
no one on pain of death ftpu’d bake in the camp 
either bread, paftry-work, mutton, pies, tarts, 
or any thing proper for boiling ; but that eve™ 
one Zhou d be contented with Boulamafa *, which 
is commonly bak’d. The Ernies themfelves began

herbs added, wou d make fixty diflies of Beu- 
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lamaja, and each fokiier had a drfh allow*id Chap. to. 
him every day. But as at length they were t/VVJ 
not in a condition to allow fo much, many 
foldiers were depriv’d of it, and were o- 
blig’d to hunt icdniHantiy in this vaft defajfo 
and to live upon only fome eggs of birds 
and certain animals, with what herbs they 
found fit to eat; of which they cou’d fcarcely 
find enough to fnftain life. Timur order’d a 
general hunting on funday the firft of Jum'az- 
ytdaker: the Tavatchis gave orders to the E- 
mirs of the right and left wing of the army to 
fend out foldiers to form the Gerke , fo they 
fnrrounded a great trad of land, wherein they 
chas’d an infinite number of beafts and birds; 
and two days after made a (laughter of the 
beafts, which is call’d Camarmichi. 

Timur rode on horfeback in all parts of the 
circle, and flew a great number of fawns, an¬ 
tilopes, deers and roe-bucks, till his, dinner¬ 
time, which was two hours and a half be¬ 
fore noon; and then he return’d to his tent: 
at length the foldiers fell upon the game, and 
flew fo many flags, deers and other beafts, that 
abundance of vi&uals was brought to the camp; 
which caus’d great joy after the fad fcarcity they 
had fuffer’d. They pickt out the fat beafls, and 
left the lean. Among this game they found a 
fort.of flags larger than buffalos, which furpm’d 
’em, they having never feen the like before s 
thefe animals are call’d Candagai by the Mogols, 
and Buken by the inhabitants of Capchac ; they 
flew a great many of ’em, and the army fubfifled 
a long time on their fleih. 
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CHAP. XL 

T^mar reviews his troops. 

A FTER this hunting wasfinifh’d, Timur 
was willing to take an exaft view of his 
troops,• he order'd ’em to be plac’d by Tomans 
and fquadrons, and that every foldierfhou’d have 
his lance, war-club, poniard, and leathern buck¬ 
ler, and that- their horfes fhou’d be cover’d with 
tigers skins; he alfo took care that each of’em 
ihou’d have a fabre on his left fide, and a half- 
fabre on his right. Timur mounted his horfe 
cloth’d in his royal robes ; he had on his head 
the crown of gold enrich’d with rubys, and 
held in ;j his hand a golden mace carv’d at top 
like an ox’s head. In this ftate he began to 
march by the left wing, which he found in 
good order: he pafs’d before the firft rank 
compos’d of the Toman of Birdi Bei. This 
general leap’d off his horfe, and took notice to 
Timur of the looks, ftature, armor, andaddrefs 
of his foldiers; he fell on his knees holding his 
horfe’s bridle, kifs’d the earth, and made fup- 
plications for Timur ; (for the cuftom of reviews 
is, that at that time every commander fhou’d 
make fupplication for the emperor, and fpeak an 
elogium on him even in his prefence.) “ Let 
“ all the world, faid he, be obedient to Timur : 
“ our heads and our lives, as fidelity and our 
“ duty obliges us, fhall always be ready to be 
“ facrific’d at the feet of the horfe of his maje- 
tc fty.” Timur anfwer’d, arid applauded the 
Bei, wiihing that thro the valor of this brave 
man and of thofe who are like him, the empire 
might continue always fiourifhing. This prince 
• ftaid 
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ftaid at the Toman of BirdLBei, .and examin’d Chap.u. 
all the company^ ,belonging to k o he then rode.L/VN^ 
towards the Toman of Codadad; Hufleini, which' 
he found compleat and well-equipp’d, the foL-> 
diers in their polls, and the ranks perfe&lyi 
guarded. This Emir, as well as the ftrft, oniusq 
knees befqught Timur to obferve theorder of the> 
fpljdiers, p^his Toman, asalfo their ftature and. 
equipage, and made a difcourfe/in praife. of . his 
majelly, and a prayer for hisprofperity. Timur-; 
anfwer’d him with the fame complaisance ashe. 
us’d to the other; -foe teftify’d.his friendlhip,- and; 
commended hip for the good order in. which' he ; 
faw his Tomaq. , Cheik Temour, fon of Akit- 
pur Behader, af the head of the Hezares of the 1 
hotd, of Selduz, came next in .order of bittdl; 
thefe had for their arms, bows, arrows, and* 
nets to catcli i^en, befides a fcymitar and club. 

Cheik Temourf alfo made fupplication on his. 
knees, and paid his refpefis. Timur apprdy’d 
of his conduct, return’d. ^him thanks, and 
march’d on farther. He came to the body of the' 
array of Andecan, commanded by the Mirza 
Opar Cheik,, all wbofe enfigns W?re,difplay’d ;. 
he ftaid there a long time, becaufe this body was 
more numerous than the others. The Mirza’ 
hafren’d to pay his devoirs and to the emperor, 
according to'the'maxims of war; which was 
highly futable .tp the fon of fo great a monarch. 

He fell on his knees, as the reil, had done, and 
made his vows for the profperity of his majelly: 
he congratulated him on his conquefts, which ex¬ 
tended from the frontiers of China to the Calpian 
gates. The emperor was very weir pleas’d with 
the body of the army commanded by the Mirza 
his fon, prais’d him exceedingly, and with a 
great deal of goodnefs faid, “ I pray God that 
“L fortune be at your difpofal, and always give 
Aa 3 “ you 
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Booklll. “ you the advantage over your fenemys.” Ti- 
V’V'*" mur overjoy’d, advanc’d towards the regiment 
of Mahmond Can ; and at length came to the 
Toman of the Emir Soliman Chah: thefetwo 
generals fpake as ufual, and gave prefents to the 
emperor, who carefs’d and prais’d ’em for the 
good order of their regiments. He at length 
law the fquadron of the young prince Mehemet 
Sultan Behader his grand fon, examin’d the ranks 
of his foldiers with attention, and ftard there 
a long time. This young Mirza made hisfujb- 
millions, as the others had donV prais’d the em* 
peror his grandfather, offering Vows for’ his 
profperity, which were well receiv’d,• and Timur 
full of joy faid to him, “ My very dear and 
“ worthy fon, my family being etdigntfcn’d with 
“ fuch a lamp as you, can never tail of copti- 
t* nuing in brightnefs and Iplendor.* 1 

At length the emperor examin’d the regiment 
of the guards, which made up the main body; 
all the Emirs and captains of which made their 
fubmiffions and vows, as alfo the Mirza Miran 
Chah who commanded the right wing of the ; 
army: for after Timur had view’d the Hezarqs 
and Tomans, the Emirs and great generals whb 
commanded ’em, as Mehemet Sultan Chah, the 
Emir Hadgi Seifeddin, the Emir Gehancha Ta- 
kou, and feveral others, rang’d their Tomans by 
Hezares and companys, and put 'em in order 
of battel neatly equipt. When Timur had pafs’d 
by one regiment, the commanders fell on their 
knees, and follow’d him in that pofture; and 
leading their horfes by their bridles, they made 
laterceffion for his health, and fpeeches in his 
praife, full of marks of their good-will apd fin- 
cerity. .. ■ 

Tms great prince epcourag’<3 ’em, and fjiftip- 
fuifli’d era by applanfes futatfle to the order he 

pbferv^ 
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pjjferv’d their, foldiers ifl. In fhort, the review Cfamj.u, 
continu’d t\yo days from morning till evening ; 
and the pwperor found that this numerous army 
wasin the condition refolv’d on at the Couroul- 
tai or diet, which was hold at Akiar in the 
meadow of Kech, ; and which the Emirs haa 
promis’d in, writing. At length they beat the 
kfttle-^jams/ made the great cry Souroun as a? 
the beginning of a fight, and got off their hor- 
fes, infomuch that every one, feeing the exadt 
order of this great army, con’d not fufficiently 
admire the power, valor, and good conduct P* 
the invincible Timur.

1XYVJ need of- great prefence df mind, a ftrong eonfti- 
tution, and perfedt aftivity to acquit himfeli 
worthily of an employ which was the principal 
part of war, and on whit* the - fecurity>of the 
drmy entirely depended. h^Fhe aftmlo^ers having 
fix’d-the hour and -moment bf‘ : Ms "departure, 
Which was on the tweqty fourth of Apiril f- this 
Mirza immediately put himfelf at!', the ’head of 
the 7 fcout's, aiid the-great-Emirs were order’d to 
acdOmpany him every where. They -had yet no 
fieWs'bfthe enem'y-j. hut'the-Mirza, after two 
days march with the Emirs, found a-kind of bea¬ 
ten road, and came to the place where they had 
encamp’d; and made fires in five or fix places; 

They 
immediately fent f advice* of- if'-to-^Timur, who 
order’d expert guides to find out .which way 
thdfe who' Had'TifHTed^tKofe fires were gone': 
he 1 always re< 5 ommettded'|o ’em to" gain informa¬ 
tion of the enemy’s army, to keep a Arid, guards 
and to negleft nothing, but ufe all neceffary pre- 
cautidns to difeover the enemy; and to be well 
Mat’d, of every thing. *t The Mirea-aiid the E- 
niiirs' having receiv’d thefe,orders, iajmediately- 
obey’d, and mareh’d-day and night, greatly fa¬ 
tigu’d; to inform themfelves of what they con’d: 
they came to the river ofToupal % and having 
crofs’di it; the fcours brought advice .that- they 
had Teen fire irt feventy places ; and* that they 
had fought every where;, but had not found one 
psafiba. They brought word of it to -Timur, 
who' immediately decamp’d, and- march’d with 
extreme diligence.. When he was arriv’d at the 
river;of Toupal, he found- the paflage deftroy’d 
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by the fcouts, and order’d the foldierS' to get Chapi.9. 
faggots and great pieces of wood to’mend it ; 
and at length he crofs’d the river with all his 
atrny, and join’d the former body; 

All thofe who were lent to gain late mgencej 
wander’d like vagabonds in' this vaft defart, 
without feeing one fbotftep, or learning any 
news of the enemy. Timur order’d the Cheik: 

Daoud a Turcoman to' come before him, and 
fent hinx with a cpnvoy to gain intelligence. He 
was a man of courage and experience, who had 
pafs’d part of his*life* in thefe defarts, and there 
fuffer’d extreme , fatigues, to finiffi-feveral im¬ 
portant affairs,’ and-had endur’d‘the 1 cold and 
heat of feafons. The Gfifeik departed according 
to; thefe orders, and after two days and two 
nights,march, difcover’d fome hamlets : of little 
confequeace; he went with his guard behind a 
hill, and on the next morning they-perceiv’d a 
horfeman who came out of thefe hamlets dti fome 
particular bufinefs ; they waited till- he had 
pafs’d ’efti, then theyrufh’d upon him, took him, 
and earry’d him to Timur. This prince treated; 
him handfomly, and made the Cheik Daoud fe¬ 
ver al prefents, and among the reft a gold fcarf 
to hold’ a quiver, and a'rich and curious veft. 

He demanded ofthe prifoner news of Tocat- 
mich Can ,• who anfwer’d, that it was a month 
fince he and his comrades came out of their 
awn country to dwell in that place, but that 
they heard no news of the grand Can,tho ten ca¬ 
valier? in arm or, unknown to them, came fix days 
ago to ’em, and retir’d -to a wood at afmall dis¬ 
tance from thefe hamjets. Timur, order’d Aid 
Coja to go with fixty njen to make the inhabi¬ 
tants of thefe hamlets dedarfip, and bring ’em to 
court, which he did, -. Gomari Yefaoul was at 
length fent with twenty horfe, to bring away by 

force' 
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Bookllii force the. ten men who were in the wood. He 

W^VNigot thither, and fought ’em; fome were flain, 
and the others taken and brought to Timur, who 
learnt from their mouths certain news of To- 
catmich Can, on which thesrray decamp’d. 

May ii. After having march’d ninny days, add pafs’d 
feyeral l^es and rivers, they arriv’d the 24th of 
Jppkzyulftkher on the bank of the river of Tic 
The guide faid there were three paifages over 
this river, onecali’d Aygher ¥aH, another Boura 
Ghetehit, and the thirds.which was the leaft of 
all, Tchapma Ghetehit. Timur did not judg it 
convenient to march by thefc paffages, left the 
enemy fhpu’d lie there in atnbufcade ; but he 
was willing that at the place they Were in, 
they fhou’d all, both horfe and foot, fwim over 
the river: yet this cou’d not be done ir lefs 
than two days, becaufe thp army was fo nume¬ 
rous. Six days after they arriv’d at the river 
Semmour- j and the feouts heard the crys of the 
enemy, of which they immediately gave advice 
to the emperor: and even the Mirra Mehemet 
Sultan feiz’d one of the enemy; whom He brought 
to his father* who inform’d himfelf of what 
pafs’d in the, army of Tocatmich. This man 
told him that a great many of the hordS were 
come to that place; but that having! advice of 
Timur’s march, they had decamp’d and- Were re¬ 
turn’d, as-Toon as they knew the place where 
their enemys were. Timur forbid any one ftir- 
ring from his regiment, order’d that no fire 
fhou’d be made during the nighty and caus’d His 
army to depart when he had rang’d ’em in order 
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of battel. They march’d on the found of in- 
iiruments of warlike, mulickj and when this vail '*'*#?*' 
multitude began to move, it refembled the trou¬ 
bled ocean. The hrft day of the moon pfRegejf^May 17. 
the arrrfy arriving at the river of Ayic s , Timur 
ftopt at the foot of a bridge, .and nrft caus’d the 
vanguard to croft over, and then the main body., 

(for the right and left wings fwam over the nvefj 
apd then he pafs’d the bridge, and continued 
his march. In the mean while our fcoqts took 
of the enetnys, and brought ’em to Timur, 
who queftion’d ’em concerning the liate of thjsir 
army. They fai 4 that Tocatmich Can having flp ; 
news of the. Army of Zagatai,, the two forvajjtts 
of Aidecou who fled from the camp, came to 
feek him, and inform’d him of the approach of 
an army more numerous than the lands of the 
dpfart, or the leaves pf trees, with Timur at the 
head of it; that when Tocatmich heard this 
tfows, he was enrag’d to a very great degree,. 
mid faid he wou’d rajfe two arrays and at 
the fame time he font orders into all the pro- 
vlhces to aflemble the troops, mid went to 
encamp himfelf at Kerc Gheul *, from wheifop 
he font out other orders to levy foldiers, To¬ 
catmich imagin’d that when Timur ihop’d arrive 
at the river of Tic, he wou’d croft it by the or¬ 
dinary palfages; Wherefore he lay in ambufcade 
in that v aflage to furprize him: but the emperor 
being forewarn’d of the deflgns of Tocatmich, 
fwam over the river at another place, and came 
near him without danger. Whatever was the 
caufe, this prince undemanding the manner of 
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Booklll. the aftions of Tocatmich Can,' ftaid in that 

(✓VV place till all his troops were come up to him; he 
rang’d the two wirigs in order, and commanded. 
they ihou’d all; have ready their great and little J 
bucklers; that they fhou’a draw lines round the 
camp, and make divifions of it, that the regi-* 
raents might dig ditches round This orqey* 

was executed; everyone work’d, and us’d ail- 
imaginable.precaution, and they pais’d the. night ; 
in the fame place. The next day the army de¬ 
camp’d, and continu’d its march, and every 
night obferv’d the fame rules. , Timur prdpr’a,. 
all the Emirs to come before him from the com-' 
manders of Tomans to the centurions j he fppke, 
to ’em with a great deal of civility, to excite' 
their courage, honor’d ’em with rich veils, anjJ 
gave them as well as their' foldiers particular 
iuits of armor, as alfo iron clubs, iron corf- 
lets for their horfes, coats of mail, fabres, 
bows and arrows ; and at length he. march’d 
with defign to give battel. They met in their 
way with many floughs and marfhes,' which 
they- pafs’d with extreme fatigue; after which 
they encamp’d to reft themfelves, J ‘" 

In the mean while the fcouts brought advice 
that three regiments of the enemy appear’d; 
there then came further advice, that behind ’em 
were a great body of foldiers. Timur mounted' 
his horfe, and advanc’d againft ’em ; he caus’d 
his army to march in order of battel, and then 
one of our fcouts brought a foldierof the ene- 
mys whom he had taken ; they inquir’d of him 
concerning every thing they were defirous of 
knowing, and then put him to death. Al- 
tho they had feen fome regiments of the enemy, 
yet the army did not approach; and as thefe re. 
giment$ difappear’d, Timur fent Sevindgic Be- 
hader and Argoun Chah to gain intelligence. 
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,£nd thorowly.tp examineinto the condition of Chap. io. 
this army ?r Thofe Emirs advanc’d, and learnt 
•that the regiments which fhew’d themfelvep 
%erfe return'd; they fought after ’em without 
'being able to meet’em; of which they gave 
advice .to Timur* who fent Mobacher with or- 
dfers not to retnrn'without certain news of the 
enemy. Mobacher departed with a good num¬ 
ber of the moft valiant horfe of the army, and 
i^ade great ; hafte j he arrived at. a wood, from 
/whence at dome diflance he perceiv’d a fmoke; 
and as he obferv’d attentively, he heard voices, 
and immediately .fent fome men to learn from 
whence they came; who brought him word, 
that, they were fome of the ,enemy, of whom 
there was a troop in thofe quarters. He there- 
updn prepar’d for battel, and went to fall upon 
’em: thefe men feeing there was lio other reme¬ 
dy than fighting, flood their ground to fave 
their lives; thus the fight began, and, the war 
which feem’d afleep reviv’d again ; .they refilled 
fome time, but at length ours had the advantage* 
and vartquifh*d the enemy, of whom they took 
forty, who were brought, gnafhing their teeth,to 
the foot of the imperial throned Timur carefs’d 
Mobacher, and give gifts to thofe who had ac- 
eompany’d him; he inform’d himfelf from the 
prifoners of the condition of Tocatmich Can. 

They told him he had caus’d it to be proclaim’d 
^every where that the army fhou’d aflemble at 
Kerc Gheul; that in confequence of that order 
they went there* and found no pfie, but knew 
not the reafon why they fail’d of coming to the 
rendezvous; that they wander’d as vagabonds 
in the woods and defarts, while they had the 
misfortune to meet Mobacher, and be taken pri- 
fqn^rs... A After they had learnt from ’em what 
they moft defir’d, they were put to death 
* by 
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by Timur’s order. At length thfey brought to 
him the fon of the 1 prince of Memac Who 
had been \fattnddd i he fell on his knees, and 
(aid that he was upon his road to Serai * to meet 
the Can, but that he did not find, him in the 
rendezvous, arid that he cou’d give no other ac¬ 
count • Timur fent Gelal, fon of Emir Hamid, 
withNadilaTercan, Mouli, SainteMaure, and 
other brave men in quality of fcouts, with or¬ 
der, that as foon as they fliou’d perceive the 
duftof any of the enemy’s troops, they fliou’d 
take care, if the others were the greateft num¬ 
ber, to ftiew themfelves and immediately return 
as running away, by that means to deceive ’em 
and engage ’em nearer ; and that they fhou’d 
not fail to give immediate notice of all that 
fhou’d happen. The Emir Gelal and the others 
march’d according to thefe orders, crofs’d tfie 
marfhes and rivers, and perceiv’d the duft of the 
enemy, of whom fifteen horfe feparated them¬ 
felves from the reft, and advanc’d upon our men. 
Saint? Maure alfo advanc’d againft ’em, fpake 
to ’em himfelf, and return’d flying. The Emirs 
immediately gave notice what had pafs’d, by 
Mouli, who join’d Timur with all expedition, 
and gave him an account of all they Had feen, 
and of what had pafs’d, with the urmoft exad- 
nefs.

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CHAP. XIII. 

Battrt between the fcouts, of the two army*. 
Death of the Emir Meoutmur r and other 
famous men. 

I ft 1 IMUR having receiv’d this news, or- 
X.* der’d the Emir Aicotitmur to follow the 
fcouts, and to bring him more politive advice 
concerning the fituation of the ground on which 
the enemy’s army was potted, and of the num¬ 
ber of thofe who were advanc’d; and he was 
particularly enjoin’d to ufe great prudence and 
exaft precaution. This Emir haften’d his depar¬ 
ture, crofs’d the marfhes and rivers, and join’d 
Emir Gejal Hamid, and the other fcouts. From 
thence he advanc’d, and perceiv’d on the top of a 
hill fome horfemen, who feem’d diverting them- 
felves in viewing the fine plains! He fent to ’em 
a troop of horfe, the braveft he had with him ; 
but the others feeing 'em, fled, and our fol- 
diers, upon attending the hill, perceiv’d 
on the 'other fide thirty ..compleat compa- 
nys of horfe in armor, rang’d in order of bat¬ 
tel in a vally, who watch’d in this ambuttade 
an opportunity to furprize us. Our men flopp’d 
in this place, and fent advice of it to Aicout- 
mur, who immediately departed, attended the 
hill, and us’d all precautions to view the ffate 
of the enemy; but as there was a great number 
of’em, bethought it not proper to attack ’em, 
but imagin’d it better to return without noiie, 
aodrepals the waters and marlhes. He fent back 
his foldiers, while he remain’d with fome horfe 
behind the enemy, who obferving the Emir

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Book III. Aicoutmur ilaid but with few foldiers, and that 
\/ r YSj the waters.and .marflies. which he muft crofs 
wou’d hinder the bringing any afllilance, they 
fell on him full fpeed. This valiant man brisk¬ 
ly fuftain’d thpir attack with unparalleled refolu- 
tion : he kept back with his arrows many com¬ 
pany’s, while he. add- his companions made a 
brave refiftance, to give time to his, ioJcKers 
and domeftics to pafs thefe rivers and marfties, 
which himfelf.had .alfo done, if his horfe had 
not been unfortunately fhot under him .with 
an arrow ; and while he was remounting 
a fecond, that was ,al(o (hot, and imediately 
died. Then the, enemy charg’d the Emir on 
all fides; but this intrepid perfon, tho on foot, 
defended himfelf againft the.multitude that fijr- 
rounded him : he wou’d not give way nor ceafe 
fighting, till his enemy, who did not know him, 
cut him in pieces. This general, whofe great 
fame was yet below his merit, had the honor of 
martyrdom, which is the crown pf warriors. 

His death was follow’d by that of Herimulc, 
fon of Yadghiar Berlas, an illuftrious man, as 
well for his birth, for he was a relation of Ti¬ 
mur, as his merit, being of the moil valiant 
men of that age. The famous Ramadan Coja, 
and the celebrated Mehemet Erlat, were alfo 
flain in this fight: thefe were the greateil cab- 
tains Timur had. On this fad accident, the 
army of Tocatmich Can was compar’d to- a 
lamp which is going out, and which, as its 
laft effort, calls a light greater than ordinary 
in the room, it is in. In fliort, from this time 
the power of Tocatmich continually diminifh’d, 
as will be related hereafter. , : 

Timur then arriv’d at the bank of the fiver, 
having near his perfon the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin, 
and the Emir Gehancha: he got off his horfe as 

well 
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■Well as his guards, arid crofs’d the riyer with Chap.13* 
them, notwithftanding the arrows of theenemy* 
which made an extraordinary noife while they 
flew thro the air. Our mqn having crofs’d the 
riyer, fell upon the enemy as lions on their prey: 
the fcymitar of the invincible Timur fpoil’d the 
precautions <ind artifices of thefe foxes,- they 
were routed, andcoqftrain’d to fly, leaving on 
the fpot the greateft.part of their foldiers. Ge- 
lal Hamid was remarkable above others : he at¬ 
tack’d with thirty men three companys of the 
enemy who flood in his way,whom he exceeding¬ 
ly gaul’dand he acquitted himfelf of this a&ioji 
with fo much skill, valor and .courage, that he 
acquir’d all the glory a warrior can expeft from 
the moft noble and vigorous enterprize. Nedija 
alfo fought like a brav.e man, and made appear 
his merit, which hehad tjie happinefsof doingifl 
Timur’s prefence; as alfo Chah Mafok fon of 
Togaimirken, who did not fhoot one arrow 
without wounding or killing him he aim’d gt. 

Bajazet, who had fix fingers on each hand, alfo 
on this occafion gave marks of the 10,9ft heroic 
valor. And when the troops were retir’d, they 
furpriz’d three of the enemy, whom they brought 
to Timur. 

Then this prince return’d to, his camp, and or¬ 
der’d the brave men to come before him, a lift 
of whom had been drawn up. He highly prais’d 
’em; and that pofterity might be put in mind of 
their valor, he not only loaded ’em with favors, 
hut made ’em of the order of the Tercans, and 
enjoin’d the Yefaouls ' to receive ’em whenever 
they came to the palace, and admit ’em to his

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!BookIII. prefence. He alfo order’d that neither they nor 
their children fliou’d be condemn’d, or even 
queftion’d for any crime, except they have com¬ 
mitted it nine times. 

Timur declar’d thatthefe privileges fhou’d be 
preferv’d to their fucceflors for feven generations* 
He granted feveral other favors to the relations 
of the Emir Aicoutmur, who had the honor of 
martyrdom; and among the reft to Chah Malek 
fon of Calagigai. He gave him the pofts and 
titles of honor which belong’d to his father, as 
alfo the great feal, as well as the feal of the 
butterfly *. 

And as it was near fix months fince the impe¬ 
rial ftandard fet out, and it always advanc’d to¬ 
wards the north, the army came to a place fo 
near the pole, that in the evening, before the 
fun was entirely fet, the rays of the morning ap¬ 
pear’d in the eaft; and in thofe places when the 
fun is in the northern figns, it is not permitted, 
according to the ordinance of the Mahometan 
law, that the evening prayer fbou’d be made. 
Timur departed from that place with his ftan¬ 
dard difplay’d, and went to encamp on a neigh¬ 
boring mountain; where he ftaid till next 
morning, and then decamp’d. Tocatmich Can 
never expr&ed the arrival of our army; but his- 
fcouts appear’d every day to skirmiih with ns, 
and furprize us if they found an opportunity: fet 
as foon as our foldiers oblig’d ’em to give battel, 
they fled with all fpeed into the defart. ■ • 

In the mean while Timur held a council with 
the princes his fons, and his generals; and as it 
was there refolv’d on, he order’d the Emir

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Omar Cheik to put himfelf at the head of Chap.14..' 
twenty thoufand horfe, and to march with expe- L/VNrf 
dition to engage Tocatmich Can, and if poffible 
to fecure his perfoh. He nam’d the Emirs Se- 1 
vindgic and Sultan Sendger, the Emir Ofman, 

Hafan Jandar, and fome others, to accompany 
him ; and at the fame time rhe twenty thoufand 
men departed : and the Mirza made ’em march 
fo expeditioufly, that on the morrow they had 
advice that the fcouts of both partys were met. 

Timur immediately got ready his army, and 
imploring God’s affiftance who had always 
made him victorious, he was full of fury, if one 
may fo fay, and march’d to fight the enemy. 

The air was fo dark, the clouds fo thick, and 
the rains fo great, that one cou’d not fee three 
paces. 


CHAP. XIV. 

The army rang'd in order of battel in an ex¬ 
traordinary manner. A terrible fight ivhicb 
enfu'd thereupon. • 

T H E fifteenth day of the month Regeb 79?, j u ] y - 
which anfwers to the year of the Mon- 
key, the air clear’d up after fix days bad wea¬ 
ther. Timur rang’d the army in order of battel ; 
and becaufe the affair was of great conference, 
he us’d his utmoft care. He divided the army in¬ 
to feven bodys, which was never before practis’d 
among his troops; but it was believ’d this was 
done by infpiration from God, to make Timur 
victorious, becaufe the number feven is efteem’d 
facred and myfterious. But as this knowledg 
B b 2 be- 
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BookljLI. belongs only to thofe who are acquainted with 
the feptenary and cabaliftic numbers, we will 
fay no more of it, Timur gave the command of 
the firft body to Sultan Mahmoud Can, which 
was to ferve for the vanguard; and the Emir 
Soliman Chah was his lieutenant general. He 
plac’d the Mirza Mehemet Sultan at the head of 
the fecond, ,which was more numerous, and 
pafs’d for the main body ; and this prince had 
the moft skilful, officers to ferve under him. The 
third, which ferv’d as the rear or body cf re- 
ferve, was compos’d of the regiment of guards, 
and twenty companys of foldiers, chofen out of 
the braveft of the army, and thofe who had been 
inur’d to Avar; and it was commanded by Timur 
himfelf, who kept his poft behind the fecond 
body, at a diftance from the others, that in the 
heat of the battel, if any part of our army 
fhoa’d. be overpower’d, frefh men might imme¬ 
diately be fent to fuccour ’em. The fourth body, 
which ferv’d for a right w.ing was under the 
command of Mirza Miran Chah, who had for 
his lieutenant general the prince Mehetpet Sul¬ 
tan Chah. He prepar’d this party of, troops for 
battel, after having made all the foldiers get 
read£ their great and little bucklers. The fifth 
body, which ferv’d for a vanguard to the right 
wing, was led by the Emir Hadgi Seifed^in, 
a perfon who wasufuafiy in the greateft dangers, 
and on the moft difficult affairs, out of which 
he wou’d bring himfelf with glory and diftinc- 
tion. The fixth, which confided of the troops 
of Andecan, compos’d the left wing of the 
army, and had for its leader Mirza Omar Cheik. 
The feventh body ferv’d as a vanguard to the left 
wing, which was commanded by Birdi Bei, 
fon of Sar Bouga, and by Codadad Hufeini, 
two Emirs who had on a hundred occafions 

given 
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given marks of the greateft valor, and the nioft Cfij 
uribldmable Oohdnft. ^ 

All the Emirs and foldiers of the Tomans, 
Hezares and Sedes, being thus fix’d in their 
pofts, every one according to his rank; the ca¬ 
valry and infantry march’d in order of battel, 
under their refpe&ive generals; and the motion 
upon the march of this numerous army refembled 
the waves of the impetuous fea. Some foldiers 
Were arm’d with bucklers, fwords and arfofrs- 
others had in their hands war-clubs and parti- 
zans ; others lances and pikes : mbft of ’em 
were cover’d with cuirafl'es. The princes and 
Emirs had coats of mail, or breaft-plates of 
iron, and all of ’em wore on their heads hel¬ 
mets fo heiitty polifh’d, that the great number of 
’em dazzled’ the eyes of the beholders- Oti the 
other hand, they perceiv’d the enemy’s army, 
the foldiers of which were Compleatly arm’d. 
Tocatmich Can had divided ’em into three bo- 
dys according to cuftom, that is, into a main 
body and two wings. All his generals and cap¬ 
tains were princes of the royal blood of Touchi ; 
and among the reft Tach Temour Aglen, Bikj^- 
aroc Aglen, Ilicmich Aglen, Bic Poulad Aglert, 

Ali Aglen, Chinta Aglen, and others ; as alio 
Bmirs of great efteem, as Ali and Soliman 
Soufi Gangorat 3 , Norouz Gangorat, Adtao, 
Acbouta, Oroufionc Cayat 4 , Aifa Bei eldeft 
brother of Aldecou, Ajan Bei, Serai, Kuke 
Bouga, YageibiBehrine 5 , Cougourbi, and other 
great! Ethirs of Capchac ; they rang’d them- 
ftlves in form of a half-moon, and then came in 
view.

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Booklll. Then Timur, thro an excefs of bravery, and 
defpifing Tocatmich, order’d all the cavalry to 
difmount, and to prepare their tents as if they 
wou’d encamp: which Tocatmich perceiving, 
he was furpriz’d at the little regard our men had 
to his troops. This a&ion made him alter his 
meafures, and he rang’d his army with greater 
care than he commonly us’d. Thus the two 
partys being in view of each other, it was ob- 
ferv’dthat the army of Capchac furpafs’d ours 
by fome companys. Timur, who confided more 
in the affiftance of heaven than in the multitude 
of foldiers, and . the abundance of arms, equi¬ 
pages and ammunition, got off his horfe, and: 
addrefs’d himfelf to God, by prayer, as he al¬ 
ways did before, a battel. He twice bow’d his 
head towards the ground, and pray’d to God, 
who was the diftributer of laurels and viftorys. 
Having remounted his horfe, all the army lift 
up their hands to heaven, crying out, Ailahou 
Ecber ; God is the moft great; and difplayiug 
their enfigns and ftandards, they beat their 
drums, as well as their great and little kettle¬ 
drums. They made the great cry call’d Souroun, 
to begin the battel at the found of the terrible 
trumpet Kerrenai ; and it may be faid, there 
never was fo great a confufion between heaven 
and earth. Then the excellent Imam, Seid 
Bereke, of the race of Mahomet, who had for¬ 
merly predicted to Timur his coming to the 
throne, lift up his hands to heaven, uncover’d 

his head, and humbling himfelf before God, be- 
fought vidoryfor the emperor: he recited with 
extraordinary zeal a paflage 4 of the Alcor'aa to 


obtain 
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obtain it j and at length he took up Tome dirt, Chop. 14. 
which he flung in the enetnys faces, faying, 

“ Your faces (hail be blacken’d thro the Ihame 
‘‘ of the defeat: ’’ Then he faid to Timur; 

“ Go where you pleafe, you fhall be vi&ori- 
“ ous.” 

At the fame time the braveft men on both, 
fides began the light with half-pikes, fwords 
and iron-clubs. The Emir Hadgi Seifeddin was 
moft a&ive in the fervjce of his prince. He was 
the firfi: who with fword in hand rufli’d vio¬ 
lently upon the left wing, of the enemy, which 
was over-againft him. This wing fometime de¬ 
puted the vidory; but by his good condud he 
at length overthrew it, and deftroy’d all the mea¬ 
sures the enemy had talien. As their foldiers 
exceeded ours in number, they advanc’d to at¬ 
tack the fquadron of Hadgi Seifeddin in the rear; 
but Gehancha Behader, who perceiv’d their mo¬ 
tion, advanc’d towards them with his regiment, 
which he had detach’d out of the body of re- 
ferve. He fo furioufly fell on ’em with fword and 
lance, that he conftrain’d ’em dire&ly to return. 
Calintchac Behader attack’d the enemy on the 
other fide, and made ’em retreat with the like 
precipitancy. The Mirza Miran Chah, who 
commanded the right wing, at the fame time fell 
upon ’em; and his attack was fo fuccefsful, that 
having put the cavalry into confufion, he over¬ 
threw whatfoever flood in his way, and routed 
the enemy’s left wing. Ofman Abbas advanc’d 
at the head of his regiment of Capchac, and at¬ 
tack’d three companys of the enemy ; but he fell 
from his horfe in themidft of ’em, and had been 
in great danger if he had not found means to 
remount. Thenlhe return’d to attack the three 
companys of skirmifhers, whom he put to the 
rout. Cheik Ali Behader on this occafion per- 
Bb 4 form’d 
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Booklll. form’d exploits of the utmoft valor. On the 
l/W other hand, thb Mirza Mehemet Sultan advanc’d 
at thb'htead of tHfe main body, and brokd thro 
that of tHfc enemy. I'he Mirza Omar Cheik, 1 at 
the head of the left wing, aifo perform’d'what- 
eyer cou’d be expefted from a skilful general and 
a^tafiafit foldier, defeating and cutting td pieces 
all'Who refilled him. Birdi Bei and Codadad 


Hufeini, fo briskly oppos’d thte'righf Wing of the 
enemy, that they oblig’d it to give'grbnHd- and 
fly: All the Emirs refilled thofe Who oppos’d 
’em, and the field 3 of battel whs cover’d With 
blood/‘ :TJr ■’ v: •' 

Theii Tocatmich obferv’d how his troops 
decreas’d. He. fomid he cdu’d not be long able 
to wrthlland the fquadrohs which'Timor cdtn- 
mancfed' in petfon; for which reafon-hfe turn’d 
hi^horfe another way.- Hfe then attack’d the 
Mirza Omar Cheik ; but finding this prints 
troops maintain their ground, hd Quitted ’em, and 
attempted to fall oh Chfeik Temoiir Behader, who 
cbmmanded the Hezafes of the hord of Seldfcfi. 


Tocatmich, accompany’d bj* a great number* of 
the bravell Emirs of his empire,' attack’d Cheik 
Temour with the ulrrioft vigor: and tho the 
latter, with his Ifeiitertant Tomanich, defended 
themfeives with contagd equal to that of Tocat- 
mich, and let fly grrfhfhow'ers of arrOWs Op- 
on their enemys; yet the foldiers of Tocatmich, 
imitating the Fedais ‘ of the Ifmaelites, whofa- 
crific’d their lives at their prince’s order, with¬ 
out fear of death, fought with fd much fcry, 
that the brave refiftance of our men was fo far 
from difheartening ’em, that it feven ferv’d to 
animate ’em. They behav’d themfblves with 


Thofe who were formerly call’d aflaffins. 


fo 
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To much courage in every attack, with their Chap. 14. 
fwords and half-pikes, that they gain’d the ad- 
vantage of our men, and altnoft defeated the 
ydioie hord of Selduz. They rqfh’d interthe 
very middle of the fquadrons, and were about 
to poll themfelves behind our army, with defign 
to keep their ground and gain the victory. But 
the Mirza Omar Cheik perceiv’d their motions, 
and with his cavalry fell upon Tocatmich / eve¬ 
ry one, holding his buckler before him, fought 
with refalution. On the other hand, Timur, 
who was in purfuit of the ehemy’s main body 
which he had routed, was told by Tcheke Ta- 
vachi, that Tocatmich had travers’d our army 
with many . fquadrons, and had form’d fome 
ranks behind ours, hjfving refolv’d to maintain 
his ground. Timur reflecting on this ad- 
vscev which was confirm’d by an exprefs from 
Mirza Omar Cheik, defined from the purfuit of 
thole he had defeated, to make Tocatmich re¬ 
pent of his rafbnefs. He carry’d with him his 
moil valiant captains ; but. Tocatmich on fight 
of the imperial ftandard, was difpirited, and 
fled. He was not long in refolving what to do ; 
for being feiz’d with fear and defpair, he quit¬ 
ted the defire and ambition of reigning, to 
fave his life ; i'o that his reflection only on oppo- 
'fing his benefactor, oblig’d him fhamefully tq 
fly. The lords and generals of his army, not 
being able to make any farther refinance, fol¬ 
low’d their mailer’s example, and their ftandards 
were overturn’d. Our foldiers on this defeat 
were exafperated againft the conquer’d, and 
clolely purfuing ’em, made a terrible (laughter; 
fo that nothing but confufion was feen in the 
Mogul troops. AH the army of Capchac were 
difpers’d; and for the fpace of forty leagues 
whither they were pur fil’d, nothing cou’d be 
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Biooklll. feen but rivers of blood; and • the plains cheer’d 
V'VV with dead bodys. 

The rafhnefs and ingratitude of Tocatmich 
being thus punifh’d by the juftice of God, and 
Timuf having reveng’d himfelf cm the perfidi- 
oufnefs on the king of Capchac, he got off his 
horfe, and fell upon his face, to return thanks to 
the King of kings for his vidory, acknowledg¬ 
ing that he had obtain’d it thro his gopdnefs and 
clemency alone. The children of Ifimur, the 
princes of the blood, the generals, and all thp 
great Emirs and officers came to him; they-fell 
on their knees, congratulated him on his fuc- 
cefs, and fprinkled gold and precious ftones up¬ 
on him, according to the cuftom of the Mo¬ 
guls, in token of their joy* at this important vic¬ 
tory. Timur embrac’d the princes his fons, and 
gave many teftimonys of affeQion to the Emirs 
and great officers; and praifing their brave ac¬ 
tions, he made ’em prefents worthy of his 
grandeur. He then chofe feven horfe out of 
every ten in the army, to go in purfuit of the 
fugitives. Fhefe brave conquerors departed 
with expedition to overtake the conquer’d; 
But as thefe miferable people having before ’em 
the Volga, and behind ’em the vengeance of 
our men, they cou’d not fly far, defpairing of 
paffing the river, or of obtaining any quarter. 
Thus few of the enemy • efeap’d their fury. 
The women, children, baggage, and goods of 
the conquer’d fell into the hands of the con¬ 
querors ; and it wou’d be difficult to enumerate 
the quantity of fpoils which our feldiers brought? 
away. > 

We have related that Condge Aglen, Temour 
Cotluc Aglen, and Aidecou, three princes of 
the royal blood of Touch!, bore an antient 
hatred to Tocatmich; that they had fled* from 

him. 
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him, and feeking refuge at the court, of Timur Ch*p„i4. 
were attach’d to hisfervice both in time of peace uotvj 
and war. This monarch always treated ’em 
favorably, and with particular marks of diftinc- 
tion. He often made ’em prefents of belts, pre¬ 
cious ftones, robes of honor, and horfes of great 
price. After Tocatmich was vanquifh’d, but yet 
had the good Fortune to'face his life from a 
thoufand dangers; thefe three princes, feeing 
the empire of Touchi brought fo low, and the 
people difpers’d, fell on'their knees before Ti- 
iW, and told him, that if he approv’d of it, 
they wou’d go in fearch.ofthe hords which they 
formerly commanded, and bring ’em over to 
his forvice. . , 

Timur confented to it, and gave ’em letters- 
patent, that no one might moled ’em, or any 
■vyho belong’d to ’em; and he exempted their fub- 
jedts from the right of paying the Gan, which is 
a, kipd qf tax. Thefe princes, after theit or¬ 
ders were given ’em, went in fearch of their 
fubjefts with a great deal of joy. Timur 
follow’d the troops which he . had fent in 
purfuit of the enemy j and being arriv’d at 
the bank of the Volga, he. encamg’d in the 
plain of Ourtoupa, which for its verdure, freCh 
and pure air, furpafles all others.. Here, the 
tent and imperial throne was fix’d, to give a 
magnificent entertainment to . the Emirs. All 
the camp, which confifted of a great number 
of tents and pavilions, was.incompafs’d with a 
curtain of brocade with gold flowers, which ap¬ 
pear’d the more magnificent, in that this camp 
was three leagues in length every way, and a 
man’s ,Mofoe cou’d. pot be heard from one fide 
to the other. 

Temour Cotluc AgJen, who was gone in Revolt ° f 
fearch of his former fubje^s, found 'em; and mowCot 

he luc Aglen. 
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BboRlII. he had no fooner got ’em together, than he had 
l/VV the ambition 1 to think of afcending the throne 
of Touchi. He forgot the obligations he ow’d 
to Timur; and inftead of keeping his pflomife 
of returning to court with hiSfubjddtS, he led ’erti 
Revolt of jjjto the ftlidii of the defart. Aidecou was not 
Aidecou. jjjQjjg fj ncere than the Other ; for having found 
his men, he inarch’d with ’em on his fide the 
country* notwithstanding the agreement he had 
made. A natural enemy wifi never become a 
true friend ;'z thiftle will bear no other fruk 
than thorns y the feed of the bitter-apple 
not produce balm ; a reed for mats will givB no 
fugar; nor a female pearl become a fn&te-f i; ftO 
who is by nature vitious, will never be made 
virtuous. There was only Condge Aglen, who 
having found part of his fubje&s, return’d to 
court according to his promife. This prince had 
always been extremely favor’d, and even fami¬ 
liar with the emperor, having lhar’d with hirh 
in his moft fecret pieafures ; for which reafon 
he met with a hartdfom reception. f 

All the Emirs and warriors, whom the cm 4 
peror had fent out to pillage the country:, re¬ 
turn’d vid4rious, loaded with booty, as horfes, 
camelsyoxen, fheep, and a great number of cap¬ 
tives of every age and fex. They took all the 
enemys who had hid themfelves in the ifles of 
the Volga, and brought ’em laden with chakHt 
and put ’em:all into the hands of Timur,- to 
diftribute ’em as he thought fit.' All the poor 
men who were in the fervice of the army, and 
who by labor and the fweat of their body's, 
cou’d Scarce find fuftenance, on this occaffdh 
got together fo many horfes and fheep, that 
when they had a defign to return to theircoun- 
try, they cou’d not carry with ’em all their 
\ g$6ds, 
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.£[oqds, but were oblig’d to leave part behind Chap.i*. 
em. i/yy 

Among the flaves were a great manybeauti- 
ful girls. Come ofw-hem Avere pfae’d-in 
feraglio, and the r eft distributed among the 
Emirs. They -alfo -chofe five fhoufand hand- 
fom young men ? y/ho were put in the Seraglio, 
to be initru&ed in the particular ft* vice tofi^the 
emperor, and to have the care of the officers 
and polls in his houfhold. Then Timur order’d 
that preparations Ihou’d be made for a Solemn 
and magnificent feaft in the meadow of Our- 
toupa, on the bank of the Volga; which was 
more fumptuous than any that .had ever been 
in the: country of Tonran. The fbveral forts 
of meats, as well as of liquors, were ferv’d up 
in veflelsof gold or of precious ft one, by the 
hands of the moll beautiful women in the 
world, which made every thing appear more 
agreeable. The longs, which celebrated the vic- 
torysof Timur, were at the fame time fung on 
the Rihavi, a tune us’d in fongs of triumph. 

This piece of mufic was call’d Fatehnamei 
Capchac, that is, the triumph of Capcfaac. 

This plain of Ourtoupa on the Volga was die 
feat of the empire of Touchi, fon of the great 
Genghiz ,Can; and his fucceflors have always 
made it the place of their refidence. Timur 
had, the fatisfa&ion to continue his diverfions 
on their throne.. The moft beautiful ladys of 
his feraglio attended him, and each of the 
lords had his own with the cup in her hand to 
accompany the voice and airs of themuficians 
who fung in the tune Ochac, which was on¬ 
ly practis’d when the afiembly was inclin’d to 
amorous conversation. Aft the araiy had a 
(bare in the diverfioft, which made the foldiers,

CHAP. XV. 

Timur returns from the defart of Capchac to 
the feat of his empire. 

A FTER this famous vi&ory, there re¬ 
maining no more enemys in the defarts, 
or in the ifles of the Volga, Timur began his 
march to Samarcand with the aftny, follow’d 
by a great train of captives of both fexes, 
which exceedingly pleas’d the foldiers, who had 
their fhare in the goods, mony, and flaves. The 
inhabitants of the. defart of Capchac live in 
portable tents, which need not be taken to 
pieces at decamping, and are with very little 
trouble fix’d again at an encampment. When 
they decamp, they place thefe tents upon ca¬ 
mels, and march in that manner to the place 
where they wou’d encamp next. Our foldiers m 
the way diverted themfelves with the conver- 
fation of their beautiful flaves. Tho in other 
conquefts the goods and flaves were only 
brought away, yet in this, even the houfes 
were carry’d homewhich made the camp be¬ 
come fo fpacious, that if any one loft his tent 
it wou’d require a long time to find it again./ 
When the army arriv’d at the river of Tie, 
the loVe of his country made Condge Aglen, 
who was a native of Capchac, fly from the ar¬ 
my with his men. Which verify the maxim of 
men of fenle, that one ought not to tvuft 
ftrangers; for fooner or later, we (hall be .be¬ 
tray’d by ’em. 
f 


Some 
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Some days after the army had crofs’d the Chap.iy. 
lie, Timur, leaving the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin 
and other Emirs, to conduct the body of the 
army and the baggage, went before thro the 
reft of the defart, without confidefing the dan¬ 
ger he ran : fo that in the month of Zilfcadge 
793 , he came to Sabran, thence to Otrar; and September 
at length crofs’d the river of Sihon, from whence 1391. 
he arriv'd at Samarcand, where the inhabitants 
teftify d their Joy, as well as the princes his 
foils, the queens, the princefles, and the Nevi- 
ans * who fprinkl’d upon him gold and pre- * Foreign 
cious ftones, and congratulated' him on his vie- princes. 
to»y and happffteturn. Then public feaftswere 
prepar’d, accompany’d with conforts of- vocal 
and inftrumental mufick, perform’d by the fineft 
voices and inftruments ; in which the neweft 
airs, and charming fongs compos’d on the vic¬ 
tory* of this great prince, were Often fang. This 
feaft lafted many days, and there was nothing 
wanting which might demonftrate a compleat 
Joy. Timur permitted the Mirza Miran Chah 
to depart for Herat, while himfelf began his 
journy to Tachkunt, crofs’d the Sihon,- and en¬ 
camp’d in the great plain of Baffin, near that 
place. In the beginning of Muharrem *794, December, 
which anfyers to the year of the Monkey, the I 39 I - 
Emir Hadgi Seifeddin, whom Timiir left at the 
river of Tic to conduct the body of the army 
and the baggage, arriv’d at the plain of Barfin. 

And as the army which rendezvous’d at Tach¬ 
kunt in order to go to Capchac, departed from 
that town in the month of Sefer 793, and ar- Tannery, 
riv’d at Barfin in the month of Muharrem, we I39U 
mayfay that this important campain continu’d 
eleven months. 

As there was a great quantity of booty, and 
the vaft plain of Barfin was cover’d with the 

flocks 
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£opkyr. flocks and cattel taken from the enqmy ;‘ thfe 
VV^ emperor was filling that the princes his 

the princefles, and ladys of the court, the.Csh^ 
rifFs and chief men of the ftate, who were not 
at the war, fhou’d fhare in the booty. He 
diftr^buted among ’em feverar beautiful girls aOjd 
boys ; gave ’em Ihecp and cattel in abundance, 
and a great many fine horfes. AJ1 the court 
pafs’d the winter in this place with Timur; and 
in the beginning of the fpring this prince ’ttf- 
turn’d to Samarcand. He repafs’d the river be¬ 
fore Cogende, where he entertain’d this charm¬ 
ing court with a general chace, becaufe this 
place was full of all forts of beafts, of which a 
vaft number were kill’d. 


CHAP. XVI. 

The government of Zjbulefian given to Mir&a, 
Pir Mehemedj fon of Gehanghir. ■ 

W HE N Timur with all his court arrived 
at the pfkin of Akiar near Kech, he ap¬ 
pointed the K^irza Pir Mehemet, fon of Gehan- 
ghir, governor of the kingdom which formerly 
belong’d to the grand Saltan Mahnfoud, thatis, 
all the country from Gazna * and Cabtil as &r 
as India ; and from Candahar to the river In¬ 
dus s , call’d in Perfian, Abfend. He order’dfe- 
veral officers, great Emirs and Nevians to at-

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tend this prince : of which number were the Chap.itf. 
famous Cotobeddin, coufin of the EmirSolymao IXYNi 
Chah, Behloul fon of Mehemed, Dervich Bel¬ 
las, Iflam fon of Eftchi Goja Berlas, and many 
other lords. This young prince with the Emirs 
went at the head of a great army to take poC- 
feffion of his government: and Timur departed 
from Akiar to Samarcand, where many princes 
■and great lords begg’d leave of him to marry 
their children ’with princeffes of their rank and 
birth : to which this prince not only confented, 
but he wou’d alfo be himfelf at their feafts, to 
let ’em fee that he ihar’d in their joy. He went 
out of the city to encamp in the delicious mea¬ 
dow of Canigheul, where he gave orders that 
preparations fhou’d be made for the magnificent 
entertainments and diverfions which Ihou'd ac¬ 
company thefe marriages. A royal banquet was 
provided, at which the tables were fet in form 
of an army rang’d in order of battel, Timor 
■being plac’d at the head of ’em on a throne of 
gold* The, bridegrooms were on one fide, and 
the brides on the other, all cloth’d in the richeft 
apparel. The officers of the imperial houlhold 
waited on ’em, and the throne was furrounded 
by the greateft lords of Afiaj fo that they ima¬ 
gin’d thetofelves in the reign of Efrafiab *, an 
antient emfferpr of Touran, whofe great adions 
are recorded by hiftorians. 

There was the greateft plenty imaginable at 
this feaft ; the muficians even furpafs’d themfelves 
on the tunes Ochac and Ozzal J . And to render 
this joy compleat, the Mirza Pir Mehemed, fon

Timu-t departs for a 'war . of five years contir 
nuance. 

tW E have a tradition of Mahomet, wherfcr 
- V s f . in he-.adores US that he was the child of 
the "fword, and that the raoft happy SioMeWBS 
•which' he pafs’d with God were when be hid 
thefword in his hand ; and he adds, that para-, 
diiie it felf is under the ptoteftion of thefword 1 : 
which demonftrates that kings are-not peaceable 
'pofleflors of the throne, .but when.they are vie*- 
itjoriGiis ; and that fubjedts can’t enjoy quiet in 
their familys, but by the protection of the fword 
t)£ ;their prince. :The feepter and crown, fays 
t&qfcrcain poet, - are the reward of chat prinCfe 
rwho. aandergQds the fatigues of war;, ^nd marchee 
at the head of his artnys, that he may arrive- at 
grandure and glory. Thus Timur did not gain 
an empire before he was maim’d atthefiege^df 
the capital city of Siftan. When this prkice.wa-s 
:on his return from the toilfom but glorious edmi- 
pain of Capchac, his ambition prompted him.to 
repafs by the kingdom of Iran, which he had 
before conquer’d,, to fupprefs the difordetswhich 
n2d got footing there; thro the prehnaption of 
foam rafli fellows, who during theabfenoe-of fhe 

court 
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court had revolted. "The Tavacchis had orders Chewaf . 
to go into all .the provinces to aflemble tlie VV"^ 
troops, and, $a require 'em to get ready ifor 5 a, 
oampain of. live years; and come immediately, 
to the -court. Timur departed from Samarcandi 
the fifteentiii' cf Regeb 794, while the feafon was May 10. 
very hot, and caus’d a new ftandard to be dif* 
play'd,; on which, was the figure of a -dragon,, 

When-he was nearBocara in the month of dVlnn? 
harrem, the grandees of that city came out, to. 
meet him. The troop? encamp'd before that: 
city ; and he was feiz’d at .this place with a dif- 
temper on the firft of Chaban 794, which lie May 25. 
conceal’d a long time, and decamp’d ; but 
when, he was at jouidez,. a. place dependent on 
Bocara, his diftemper increas’d ; and he was o- 
blig’d to ftojftchere, and call ip him the ladys, 
and the princes his children. The emprelfes Serai 
Mule Canum, Tounjan Aga, and Sultan Baft 
Begum, came with the forts of the emperor, who 
order'd that the -Mirza Mehemet Sultan, -who 
was go,ne before at the head of the vanguard, 
and ha 4 . already crofs’d.tbe Gihon, fhou’d leave 
the troops at the place where he fhou’d receive 
thefe orders, *ud return to. court. .The moft 
skilful Turkifh and Arabian phyficians were made 
ufe of; and the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin.was fet 
pver ’em, to fee thatthey prepar’d with dilpatch 
the necefiary remedys for. Timur.’s relief. But 
the princes, the , princefles, and T 2mu r himfelf, 
who knew that health was to be.expefted from 
.God alone, who is the true phyllcian, employ’d, 
not only tempqral but fpiritual remedys ; and or¬ 
der’d the Akoran to be read. They fent pre¬ 
fers to all religious places, 'add to the tombs 
of the great Ctyeiksthey gaye alms to the poor 
j»nd Tick, and , facrific’d the jfineft horfes in the 
imperial fta,bles, as well as others, diftributing 
C c 2 the 
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BookIH. the flefh among the pobr. The people’s prifOts, 
and the charityS of the grandees foon had their 
dellr’d effedt ; and what is writ in mariy places 
prob’d true, that alms prolong life?? for the night 
June jo. before the fifteenth of Chaban, whifch is call’d 
*39*. Chebebterat, 6r the night of breves, God re¬ 
ft or’d the emperor to his health. The joy at this 
gbod news was uriiverfal i- and Timur ordered 
fftri Mirza Mehemet Sultan to return to the 
Command df his vanguard; while himfelf tdbft 
June 20. horfe the twenty-fifth of Chaban 794.. to fhftv 
*392. himfelf to the people, who wiih’d him health 
and profperity. 


CHAP. XVIII. 

Thrift* dtftorts from Jouide* dfter'bis recovery. 

June 2 6 . r|i H E firft of Ramadan 794, Timur gaid 
1392. orders concerning the conduct of hiS army'; 

July 2. and the fixth of the fame month he order’d the 
drnm ■ to be beat, after the aftrologers had fix’d 
the happy moment r and he departed at th'e head 
of his troops. He fent the Emir Hadgi Seifed- 
din to Samarcand, and went to encamp himfelf 
July 6 . at Amouye od the tenth of Rahiadan; froih 
whence he fent back to his capital the empreflfei 
Serai Mule Carium, Touman Aga, arid other 
ladys : and two days after, the Mirza Charoc 
alfo receiv’d orders to return borne. The, em¬ 
peror embrac’d and kifs’d him, and having com¬ 
forted him for his reparation, he carefs’d him A 
thoufand times, and recommending him to God, 
took leave of him. The fame day the Mirza 
let out for Samarcand, Timur departed from 
Amouye, crofs’d the Gihon,- and enter’d into 
* Coraf- 
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Coraflansi. Soipe days after he went to Macan Ql^ip.18. 
and Abivefd; and on the twenty-ninth of Raipa- 
dan to Yaffi Daban, where on the appearance of y 2 * 
the.new moon he read the prayer of Beirarq, 
whlc^.is the grand feaft of the Mahometans. 

He thg|e folemniz’d thif feaft with all the cere¬ 
mony* u$’d on thefe happy days. He at length 
departed for Ugazigage Cabquchan *, where he 
join’d the Mirza Mehemet Sultan, who coro- 
jnanded the body of the- fconts. He alfo found 
there the Mirza Pir Mehemed, fon of Gehan- 
;d)ir, at the head of his troops, and the Emir 
Gehancha with his, who according to orders, 
were already come from Condoz and Bacalan to 
joinths fcpjjts. Thf prifleefs Canzade, widow 
of Gehanghir, came thither alfo from Herat; 
lhe put a fteje round her neck, according to 
cuftom, that fhe might have the honor to prefent 
to Timur the princes his fon?, preemptive heirs 
of the crown. At this place (he gave a magni¬ 
ficent entertainment to thte emperor, who made 
her feyeral rich prefents. Timur decamp’d on 
the twentieth of the month Chawal; and ar- Aug, 15, 
riving in the territory of Efter Abad, he en¬ 
camp’d on the banks of the river of Jorjiana 9 . 

The fame day the venerable Seid Bereke brought 
to Timur the Seid Caias Eddin, fon of Kemfi- 
leddin with confiderable prefents. He told 
his maiefty, that his father order’d him to come 
and fubmit to him, and to (hew his willingnefs

T HE ; army; , after three days, march frojn 
Eft'gr Abaci, came to a wood, extremely 
thick, the trees gf which grew foclofe. together, 
t ^hat the wiiid cou’td fc^rce pa'f? thro’: wherehpdn 
emperor ( order’d.the,fpldiers, dpwn 

the trees, and'open, a paffage _thro this fpreft, 
tno jy had been fill that time impenetrable. 
They immediately began to execpte his orchjrs; 
and at laft made three great wavs, each of whfch 
was a bow’s-(hot in breadth. The midSle'vyay 
w as defign’d for the main body to'march thro, 
AW, the Others for the .two wings. They in- 
tentibly arriv'd, catting down the wood before

ItJffead of. ditches was furrounded with precipi¬ 
ces,which were commanded for the fpace of a 
njjle by the Tea, which in turbulent weather 
flow’d within the rock&; fo that the place 
fieem’d to.be: in the middle of water. Round 
about the wall they had fix’d great trees near 
one another,the branches of.which were foclofe-- 
ly., join’d together, that they ferv’d inftead of a 
fecond wall. The princes of Amol and Sari re¬ 
tir’d into this.place with, their relations, bouf- 
hold, beft captains, treafures, and whatever they.- 
had that was/precious. The rich inhabitants of 
thefi%countrys, and the. foreign merchants them-, 
felves, alfo retir’d thither with all their -effe&S,- 
confiding in. the ftsength of their walls, and the- 
inaccefliblenefs of the place : and thus this for- 
trefs was fill’d with fo great a quantity, Qi^dd*' 
filver add furniture, that the moft skilful arithde.-. 
ticians cou’d fcarce compute the value of ’em, 

Timur inform’d of theie particulars, order’d 
his foldiers to march with expedition : he pafs’d 
the lakes ’ and marlhes. of thefe forefis, and in 
three days -arriv'd at Amol. He order’d the 
Seid Cayas Eddin to go and confer with his 
father, and bring him to him*. And as this na¬ 
tion had always the character of being faithlefs, 
irreligious, and deprav’d in .their morals; God, 
permitted that the infamous fentence which was 
us’d to Kemaleddin and the other Cheriffs, 

(hou’d be pronounc’d by his own fon, whomTi-

‘i to your duty. You neither obferve the com- 
“ mandments of God, nor the counfels of the 
“ prophet ; and when any one is about to call 
( f others to prayer, you cruelly put him to death. 
‘‘ The names of Seid and Cheriflf are profabM 
“ by you, and you are unworthy of the honor 
*■ of being defended from the great Mahomet. 1 ’ 

As foop as the fon of Seid Kemaleddio was 
fet out, Timur order’d that the water in all the 
refervatorys, citterns, and other veffels, which 
were in Amol, ihou’d be. fpilt: which being 
done, the army began its march, making the 
ufual crys. And as it, was abfolutely neceflary 
that they fhou’d pafs thro marches and (loughs,the 
foldiers cut down all the wood they cou’d find, 
which they caft into the marfhes. This was 
tedious work ) for they cou’d advance but one 
league a day, and were oblig’d to encamp m 
moorifh ground upon fafeines. Thus at length 
this country, which was fo full of trees that the 
fun cou’d fcarce penetrate it, became like a large 
plain, after the army had. cut ’em down,, On 
Septemb. the twenty-fixth of Zilcade 794, the fcoutB of 
ai. 1392. both partys join’d, and there were skurmiftiefc, 
in which the blood flow’d on all {ides. Hubbi 
Coja did furprizing a&ious; but he was unfor¬ 
tunately flain, being willing to facrifice his life 
to his honor, while he imagin’d that a warrior, 
whofe reputation is famous among poflerity, ne¬ 
ver dies. As he was the fon of Cheik Behader, 
his lofs was regretted not only for his valor, but 
becaufe of his birth. Three days a&erthis bat¬ 
tel or the fcouts, wherein neither party gain’d 

the 
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the advantage, the Seid Kemaleddin Deraz and CMp.i 9. 
Moulana Amadeddin, came and caft themfdves G'VNl 
at the feet of Timur, to implore his clemency* 

They demanded quarter, and befoughf him to 
pardon what was paft: which Timur granted, 
on condition that the Cherifts, who commanded 
it) all thofc quarters, ftiou’d fend him part of 
the goods or the inhabitants, and one of each 
of their children in hpflage, fo that he might be 
aflur’d of their fidelity. He told ’em, that if 
the Cherifts wou’d exa&ly execute this order, 
they might fleep in fecurity, and come before 
him with confidence, fince he had given his 
word for their fafety. 

The Cheritfs return'd home, and declar’d the 
will of Timur to their brethren: but their ill 
fortune depriv’d ’em of their rcafon ; for ima¬ 
gining themfelves able to make a defertee, they 
were fo far from hearkning to his propofals, 
that they’ caus’d the kettledrums to be beat, 
and war to be declar’d. Timur, on advice of 
it, fent to the Cafpian ihore Piri Pacha, Ar- 
gouncha of Bourdalic, Nadercha of Caragheul, 
and Cbeik Ali of Amouye, with the matters of 
the barks of the Gihon, and the ftingers of ar¬ 
tificial fire, that they might get pofleffion of 
the enemy’s barks, and attack Mahanafar. They 
follow’d their intrusions, and were fo fuccefs- 
ful, that they furpriz’d the enemy’s veflels, and 
ere&ed horfes-tails on flicks inftead of ftan- 
dards< They diflributed all their foldiers into 
thefe veflels, whom they brought by Iquadrons 
to the foot of the wails at the found of kettle¬ 
drums and trumpets; their colors being dif- 
play’d. The foldiers with their cuirafles on, 
afid fword in hand, made the great cry to begin 
the attack, and befiege Mahanafar in form. 

They caft a great number of arrows, with pitch

They held a Council oil what = 
theji had- to do; and perceiving they wou’d be 
at laft oblig’d to furrender, confidering- thd 
advantages Timur’s men had alreiady <g»iE|id*' 
they refolv’d to implore his 'dehwncy, ’ before - 
they .were reduc’d to too great extremirySfr 
They came out of the place in companys^* and 
calling themfelveS'at the feet;of the generous 
Tifflur,- implor’d his prote&ion, and confidently 
trailed air their affairs in his hands; befecdi*- 
ing him to ferve as an interceffor for ’em with 
himfelf, and Confider that they had fabmitted 
without, waiting the extremitys, tho theyAveri 
able to have held out a long time, and to 
have harafs’d his troops ; and moreover, that 
they had a&ed thus, 'becaufe they knew they had 
to do with the moll generous prince in the-tini- 
verfe. Timur highly reprimanded ’em fer their 
errors in'religion, forthtey were Chiais ’y and" 
threaten’d to hAng ’em all if they wou’d not 
profefs the orthodox tenets of the Sunnis'*-* '■■bat’ 
he was at length more moderate, > becaufe • of’ 
their noblenefs, arid the honor they had tode- 
fcend from Mahomet, whom he regarded as tfefe' 
feal and the greateft of the prophets. He? tolid 
’em that this confideration ,' j oii&t with the re~

•peas’d his wrath, and made him change his ue- VyV, 
fojution. After this he treated’em civilly, and 
even made Aeav feveral prefents; but he conti¬ 
nu’d to ebchort ’em to embrace the orthodox 
fe&, infljuding ’dm Tiimfelf in the charming 
maxims of the religion of the Sunnis, ^ifd errors 
of the Chiais» he prais’d the profelfors and 
doftors-of the law of the former, and earneftly 
invited the Cheriffs to beihftrudled, that thep 
'lmowing which law is agreeable to God, there 
might remain hq fcruple in their confidences. 

After having thus exhorted ’em, he fent ’em to 
the town of Sari, with orders to guard that 
place ftri&ly. 

Timur {laid fome days at Mahanafar, to give 
orders for the carrying away the great riches, 
which were brought thither from all parts; he 
fill’d the barks with ’em, and generoufly diftri- 
buted ’em amGng the Emirs and foldiers, who 
hadfignaliz’d themfelves on this occafion. Af¬ 
ter they had pillag’d and clear’d this place, they 
deftroy’d it, and turn’d it into a large heap of 
rnbbiih, which is-to be feen to this day. 

In the mean while advice was brought to the 
emperor from all parts, that there tv ere in this 
country a great number of men of an errone¬ 
ous opinion, call’d Fedais, whom thd Euro¬ 
peans term Aflaffins. Whereupon he order’d that 
all thefe who werte of the race cf Mahomet 
•fhou’d be feparated from thefe men, and be 
brought to-himj and that then they fliou’d put Slaughter 
to the fword all who were of this fed ,•• which°L ,he 
was- immediately done, "and- the country freed' affinfc 
from the difordersthcfe affaffins had caus’d there. 
Whenever thefe fellows found a ftranger, or.any 
*dnc elfe, with a paper or book in his pofleflion, 

• whether* he were a lawyer, philofopher, or a 

man 
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Booklll. man of letters, they believ’d it lawful ^ put 
l/vv him to death. Cheik Ali Behader had a great 
hand in the definition of thefe wretches, torer 
venge the death of Hubbi Coja his fon. £f- 
kender Cheiki was alfo refolv’d to revenge that 
of his father Efrafijib, and other relations flajp 
by the Dervifes, the difciples of Seid C^oua- 
Terrible meddin. They inverted Amol, that np one 
maflacre might efcape their wrath, and made the 
in Amol. terrible maflacre in that city ever mention’d ip 
hiftory. Timur caus’d the'Seid Remaleddin 
and his fon to be put in a veflel to be carry’d 
to Carezem ; and the Seids Mourtaza and Ab- 
dalla, with their fons, and feveral other men, 
were carry’d to Samarcand, and thence to Tach- 
lcunt. 


C HAP. XX. 

Timur Jends a. letter to Samarcwd. 

T H E province of Mazendran being en¬ 
tirely brought under fubjeftion, Timur 
fent to §amarcand the news of the taking of 
Sari, Amol, and Mahanafar, with their depen- 
dencys: he fent for the Mirza Charoc his fon, 
and the Mirza? Caiil and Rouftem his grand- 
£bns, as well as the Sultan Hulfein, erandfqn 
of the Emir Mouffa, and fon of Timur’s daugb* 
ter : as alfo the princef$ Beghifi Sultan, dauab*, 
ter of the Mirza Mirancha, and the empress 
Serai Mule Cangm, Touman Aga, and. others. 
December In the month of Mubarrem 79 y. he caus’d a ve- 
*19 2 ' ry fine palace to be built in a place nam’d Chaf- 
man, jn the neighbourhood of Jorjxana. He 
gave the government of Sari iq, Gemdiid £a- 

ren. 
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rtn, native of Cain in Cotiheftan; and that of 
Aittdli, t6 Eskender Cheiki, from 'whom the 
Cherife Had taken it, after Having traiteroufly 
flain his father and brother, as they had alfo 
fofv’d him if he hkd not fled for refuge to Ti- 
ftitlf’s court, where he itaid a long time. On 
die twentieth of Wluharrem the emperor lodg'd Decem.17. 
irt' thO palacfe Whifch h 6 had built at Chafman. 1392* 
HWfent otrt Tavatchis to caufe all the troops 
which Were drfpers’d to return to the camp; 

Mte had ddvice that hiis letter got fafe t® Samar¬ 
kand, with the tithes and raritys of Mazendran-j 
afrd that Oh tire eighteenth of Zilhadge, they Nov. 15. 
hid made public tejoicings, and beautify’d the l 39 *- 
cftW, ’ in token of joy for this cotftjuefl. Tl^e 
perfoh who brought this news had fovetal pre- 
rehts made him ; and much alms were given 
a Way to thepoOt. 

Serai Mule Canum, Touman Aga, and the 
Other ladys, with the emperor’s children, de¬ 
parted from Saroarcand on the twenty-fourth taf 
Zilcade ^94, a'nd laid the fir'll night at Tdtnc \ 

The next dav there foil great raini- and fnow, 
and it was ’exceeding cold, by reafon o£ a 
fihffidane which rofe from the Cafpian fea. 

This hid weather did'hot hinder the ladys and 
princes coming tfe Chadumian, where they lodg*H 
in the Caravanfera’s. On the 26th they came 
to Damas, a famous hofpital, founded by Timur 
for the relief of the pdbr; where they ftaid 
.two or three days till the flora was over: then 
(hey departed, and in three days arriv’d at Car- 
chi, where they met a courier from Timur, who 
font orders that they Ihou’d leave their baggage 
behjnd, and make hafte themfelves. But as the

march’d-towards Derbend Tachi Catun whi- 
ther one of the chief men of the country, in 
hopes of obtaining the government of it, fled. 

He told ’em no one fenew the road fo well as He, 
and if they pleas’d, he wou’d be their guilfe. 

The Mirza Mehemet kindly receiv’d him, gaye 
him a 1 belt, a veft, and fome gold ; and order’d 
the Cheik ; Alf Behader to go as a Marigalai, 
with this man for a guide. Ibrahim Cha/pridce 
ofthefe places, handfomly receiv’d theCffeik Ali, 
'fubmitted, and fent his fon Snltancha to the 
Mirzas with Arabian horfes, and other curious 
prefents, confiding of nine pieces of each Toft.

The Mir¬ 
za Mehemet Sultan was content with theffe&b- 
miffions of the Gourde prince, and fent an ex- 
prefs for the Cheik Ali to come back; He ac¬ 
cordingly began his march ; but being upon the 
road, his guide, fruftrated of his hopes by the 
peace with Ibrahim Cha, traitoroufly ftuck him 
with a knife while he was eating, of which he 
fell dead upon the fpot. This brave man, who 
bad fignaliz’d his courage in twenty famous bat¬ 
tels, cou’d: not favte himfelf from this' coward, 
who was taken by Cheik Ali’s men, and imme¬ 
diately put to death with the moft cruel tonnents, 
gnd afterwards burnt.

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CHAP. XXII.

T IMUR, being at Chehriar, chofe a lium,- 4 
ber of brave men, and left the Mirza Mi- 
rancha 'with the reft of the army in that place, 
ordering him to wait the baggage which fhou’d 
come from Efterabad ; and at the head of this 
feleift body he march’d to Ouroudgerd 5 .

with Timur’s permiflion he return’d to the right k/''VN> 
wing of the army. Timur gave the command 
of the militia of Ouroudgerd to Seifeddin ; and 
leaving Cheik Micaii with, tfye government of 
Nehavend ‘ three days after he arriv’d at Cor- 
ram Abad % the governor of which, Maiek 
Azzeddin, not daring to defend himfejf, fled. 

Timur : ftaid one night in thefe quarters/lefc 
troops to befiege the place, and order’d the 
Mirza Omar Cheik to purfue Maiek. Then 1 he 
fent partys of horfe into all the quarters of the 
kingdom of Loreftan, to exterminate the rob¬ 
bers, and put a flop to the diforders they com¬ 
mitted. Timur departed from Corram Abad 
toToftar 5 ; and when he was ahnoft at the end 
of his day’s march, he plac’d fome brave men in 
ambufcade near the high-ways, who flew the 
Lores rdbbefst .as- they went into their cottages: 
from the mountains. Timur arriv’d in eleven 
days at the bridge of the river Abzal *. Thd 
Mirza Omar'Cheik diligently purfu’d. Maiek

he cqu’d hear nothing of hitn : he reduc’d , all 
the places and inhabitants in thcfe mountains tf , 
and afterwards join’d the imperial canjp_at th? 
bridge of Abzal. The Mirza Miran Chah. 
who conduded the baggage and main body oi 
the army, march’d with a troop of horfetothe 
gates of Cachan 7 . Melouk Serbedal (governor 
of 4 ’for Chah Manfour king of Perfia, tq 
whom he fled before from Coraflana, for, fear ol 
being feiz’d by the foldiers of this Mirza ) had 
no fooner heard of his arrival than he fent an ex- 
prefs out of the town ,to beg quarter; which was 
granted, and f.vejt lent him. Then Melouk 
came out, and put himfelf under the protedion 
of the Mirza, who return’d to join the> baggage. 
Timur fent prince Omar Cheik tp tjae right with 
a.body of the army ; t when he came to tyzviia. s , 
no one refilled him, and Iflam, governor of it 
for Chah Manfour, fled to fave his life. The 
Mirza fortify’d, and plac’d a garifoq in Ha viz a. 
Timur departed from the Abzal on the. fixteenth 
night of his march ; at ten a clock in the morn¬ 
ing he crofs’d the bridge, and w'ent to a town oh 
Defcrip- the other fide. This, bridge is very famous, and 
bridge on* of . cunous ftnidure'; it is faid to have been 
the river ^uilt by Sapor Zule&afy has. twenty eight lofty 
Abzal. magnificent arches, each of which has a lelferj 
which make in all fifty fix.

rious. 
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f lous, and brought to. their remembrance the Chapp¬ 
ing who built it. 

Whilft Timur ftaid at pet Foul, a town at 
the foot of this famous bridge, Chamfeddia the 
governor of it prefented him with twenty 
loads of filver; and the commiifarys afterwards 
carry’d away the very horfes and mules. Timur 
departed for Toftar at noon; and in his way 
(laid upon a hill, where he caus’d the horfes to 
be put to graft; then marching aH night, he 
came' the next morning in the fight of Toftar, 

Where he encamp’d on the bank of the fiver 
Tchehar Donke. Ali Coutual and Esfendiar 
Nami, governors of Toftar for Chah Manfour, 
fled to Chiraz at the repoft of Timur’s approach. 

Blit the chief men and Cherifs of Toftar went 
out of the town at his arrival, crofs’d the river, 
and came to the door of his tent to make their 
fubmiflion, and aflure him of their obedience. 

Ill the mean while the Emirs and foldiers pil¬ 
lag’d all the inhabitants of the neighbouring 
country, and brought to the camp a great num¬ 
ber of horfes and mules, which Timur diftribu- 
ted among the foldiers. Thus the enemys loft 
all their eflfeds by the emperor’s wrath, and his 
friends obtain’d pardon by his clemency. 

On the 20th of Zilhadge, Timur crofs’d the March 18. 
river of Tchehar Donke, and went into a foreft 
of palms without the city. The Mirzas, Mehe- 
met Sultan and Pir Mehemet, alfo departed 
from Derbend Tachicatun; and after having 
pafs’d feveral rivers and mountains in Cour- 
diftan and Loreftan, exterminated the robbers 
there, and reduc’d the inhabitants to obedience, 
they arriv’d here, where they had the honor to 
falute the emperor. All the troops alfo join’d the 
imperial camp at this place.

CHAP. XXIII. 

An account of the motions’ of the princes of 
Fars, or of Perfia and Irac f on which the 
prefent affairs depend. 

W E mention’d in the fecond book, that 
Timur, after a campain of three years, 
returning from Perfia to Samarcand, pafs’d by 
Chiraz, becaufe the princes of the family of 
Muzaffer became obedient to him, and feveral 
of ’em had lifted themfelves in his fervice j upon 
Which he then gave the government of Chiraz 
to Chah Yahia, 'head of that family, and con¬ 
firm’d him in that of Yezd, which he before 
poflefs ? d. He likewife gave the government of 
Ifpahan to Sultan Mehemet, eldeft fon of Chah 
Yahia ; that of Kirman to Sultan Ahmed, bro¬ 
ther of Chah Chuja, with permiffion to return 
to his own country,- that of Seirjan to Sultan 
Abou Ifhac, fon of Avis, fon of Chah Chuja: 
and becaufe the Pehlevan, Muhaddeb Corafani, 
one of the Emirs of Chah Chuja, ("who had 
been long time governor of Abrecouh for this 
prince, and after his death for his fon, the Sul- 
ton Zein Elabeddin) had been faithful to his 
truftin this government, Timur confirm’d it to 
him. Chah Manfour, younger brother of Chah 
Yahiah, was then governor of Toftar, whither 
the Sultan Zein Elabeddin was retir’d, for fear of 
our army ; neverthelefs Chah Manfour caus’d 
him to be arrefted and put in irons. By which 
An. Dora, means, from the year 790, when Timur march’d 
An 13 Do* *" rom P er ^ a toTouran, to the year 795, when 
1393™ return’d from Mazendran to Perfia, there 

were 
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■were great diforders among the .princes of the Chap.av 
houfe of Muzaflfer. At length Zein Elabeddin, 
prifoner in the caftle of Kerikerd four leagues 
from Toftar, by the affiftance of Ahmet Chah 
Turmetachi, and Mahmout his relation, efcap’d 
with, them to Malek AzeddinKerit at Ouroud- 
gefd, who conduced him to Ifpahan. And as 
the officers of this city were in the intereft of 
Zein Elabeddin, the Sultan Mehemet retir’d 
into the fortrefs, and a month after went out 
with .the confent of Mehemet Courtchi, who 
went with him to Yezd ; and by this means Zefn 
Elabeddin became mailer of Ifpahan. Then 
Chah Manfour departed from Toftar at the head 
of an army, and came to- the gates of Chiraz, 
where the Cherifs, back’d by their difciples, 
open’d to him the gate of Salem. Chah Yahia 
fat. in the Divan of Chah Chuja till the arrival 
of Chah Manfour: then he took horfe, went 
out of the town by the gate of Sadet, and took 
the road of Yezd Chah Manfour took his feat 
in the-Divan, wou’d not purfuehis brother; but 
was content with eftablilliing himfelf on the 
throne of Perfia, cf which Chiraz is capital. 

At length he rais’d a powerful army, with 
which he feiz’d on the caftles of Bid, Sermac 
and Meroufet, and march’d-to the t^wn.of 
Abrecouh, commanded by the Pehlevan M““ 
haddeb : tho he did not befiege it, but return’d 
to Chiraz.; The Sultan Zein Elabeddin alfo 
rais’d an army at Ifpahan, imagining that the 
Emirs of Chah Manfour wou’d.come over to his 
fide, becaufe moft of ’em had rais’d themfelves 
in his father’s court. He march’d to Chiraz 
with his fmall army; while Chah Manfour 
advanc’d with his to give him battel. They me(j 
near the fortrefs of Eftacar, at the foot of the 
new bridge ; v and Zein Elabeddin ? s expectations 
D d 4 were 
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Book! 11, were not accompli/h’d. ChahManfour’s folders 
fwam over the water, and attack’d him fo brisk¬ 
ly, that the Saltan's men being moftly kill’d or 
routed, he was conftrain’d to fly to Ifpahan. 
The PehleVan Muhaddeb, fearing left Chah 
Manfour fhou’d get pofleffion of the whole king¬ 
dom, contrafted a ftrift alliance with Chah 
Yahia,- the latter of whom being by chance on 
the mountains of Yezd, a day’s journey* from 
Abreeouh, the Pehlevan went to him, offer’d 
his- fervice, and made a treaty with him, w hich 
they both folemnly fwore to. The Pehlevan at 
length invited him to come to Abreeouh, to 
which the prince confented ; he condufted him 
into the town, and prepar’d lodgings for him in 
a little palace, which he had built and adorn’d 
for his own ufe. The courtiers of Chah Yahia, 
feeing their prince matter of the town and caftle 
of Abreeouh, importun’d him. to break the trfca- 
ty with the Pehlevan : he confented to their in¬ 
famous propofal. They feiz’d on the Pehlevan 
Muhaddeb, loaded him with chains, and fent 
him to the caftle of Melons on the frontiers of 
Yezd, where he was put to death by the orders 
of Chah Yahia, who plac’d a ftrong garifon in 
Abreeouh under the Emir Mehemet Courtchi, 
and return’d to Yezd. On advice of this Chah 
Manfour departed from Chiraz at the head of a 
formidable army to befiege Abreeouh, the go¬ 
vernor of which having fortify’d himfelf in the 
caftle, he took the town, and having plac’d 
troops in garifon, march’d to Yezd, to attack 
Chah Yahia: but the latter being inform’d 1 of 
his march, fent an exprefs to Mehemet Court- 
chi, ordering him to furrender the place to Chah 
Mabfour, on condition he fhou’d not bring his 
army to Yezd. Chah Manfour having learnt 
this eircumftance from the courier whOftt he met, 

im- 
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immediately return’d to AbrecOugh, the caftle Ghap.23 
of which was deliver'd to him withotit nppofi- 
tion. He plac’d a good garifon in the town as 
Well as in the citadel, and took the road tolfjta- 
han, caufing the corn and grafs to bedeftrov’d; 
and after much mifchief dtme, he return’d to 
Ghiraz. The following year he march’d thither 
again at the head of an atony, and return’d after 
having committed the like disorders. Zein Ela- 
beddin feeing hiiafelf fo opprefs’d by this power¬ 
ful prince, fought for prote&ion from the princes 
his relations. The Sultan Ahmed prince of Kir¬ 
in an, and the Sultan Abou Ifhac of Seirjan, came 
to affift him at the head of their troops, which 
were well equip’d. Chah Yahia made feme fair 
prOttlifeS, which he did not keep ; for he came 
out of the town of Yezd, but did not join the 
princes. Several other lords of the houfe of 
Mufcaffer join’d in defence of Zein Elabeddin, 
march’d towards Chiraz in the beginning of the 
fpritog, pillag’d feveral cotmtrys, efpecially that 
of Iwerbal ', from whence they turn’d towards 
the hot country. On advice of this Chah Man- 
four march’d againft ’em, and gave ’em battel in 
the meadow of Fefa, in a village nam’d Jufouz. 

This prince, whofe name fignifys vi< 3 orious,was 
in effefl: fo : for he routed the confederate prin¬ 
ces fo that every one retreated to his ov ; n coun- 
try. 

In the following fpring Chah Manfour re¬ 
turn’d againft Ifpahan ; as foon as he was en¬ 
camp’d without the city, he order’d 'Coja Aza- 
dcddinto come to him, whom this- prince * of* Chah 
Lorefian, in all appearance, entertain’d at Ifpa- Manfour. 
han, to carry on his intrigues. He came cut bf

C'VNJ habitants, as foon as he was got to the tent of 
Chah Manfour, deliver’d up the place- The 
Sultan Zein Elabeddin fled; but he was ta¬ 
ken near Rei between -Veramift and Chehriar 
by Moufa Choucar, who fent him to Chah Man- 
four; who with unparallel’d cruelty put out 
this prince’s eyes with a hot iron, not thinking 
of the threatnings of God, which are, 1 %at be 
•will never pity them who (hew no,pity to ,others. Chah 
Manfour, feeing himfelf mafter of Ifpafian, 
march’d twice to the gates of Yezd : the fecond 
time* his mother, who was alfo Chah Yahia’s, 
came out of the town, to endeavor to make 
peace betwixt ’em ; and thus exhorted her fon : 
“ Behold your elded brother, who is con- 
" tented to live with his two children in the 
“ town of Yezd, and to leave you the kingdoms 
“ of Fars and Irac ! If you endeavor to deprive 
<f him of that place too, you will be juftly re- 
“ proach’d.” Thefe fpeeches made him return 
from before Yezd to Chiraz. 

Befides thefe there were feveral motions’for 
the lafl four or five years between the princes of 
the family of Muzafter, who naturally delighted 
to make war on each other, which put the em¬ 
pire of Iran in great diforder. The kingdom of 
Perfia was but one, and yet ten kings preten¬ 
ded to it, who were, as one may fay, fo many 
butchers to deftroy the people and country. It 
being too long to give a detail of their hiftory, 
v e will only mention what belongs to our 
fubjeft. When Timur encamp’d without the 
town of Toftar, the towns of Chiraz, Ifpahan 
and Abrecouh,- were in the hands of Chah 
Manfour, w ho refided at Chiraz ; the town of 
Yezd was poflefs’d by Chah Yahia, who liv’d 
there with his two fons; the kingdom ofrKit- 

man 
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man was govern’d by Sultan Ahmed ; and ti e Chap. 24. 
Sultan Abou Ifhac commanded in Seirjan. All L/"Y''V 
thefe princes were of the family of Muzaffer. 


CHAP. XXIV. 

Timur marches to Chiraz againJIChah Matt/our. 

A FTER the Mirzas Mehemet Sultan and 
Pir Mehemet were return’d, in triumph 
from Derbend Tachi Catun, to the imperial 
camp without Toftar, Timur lent Sevindgic 
Behader to Haviza to fummon the Mirza Omar 
Cheik to court ; and having made himfelf ma¬ 
iler of Toftar, he gave the government of it to 
Coja Mafaoud Sebzuari, to maintain there the 
troops of Sebzuar which he commanded. At 
length Timur left the army, and on the 25th of 
Rabyulakher 795;, which anfwers to the year of A p r j rJ - 
thehen, march’d with diligence towards Chiraz, 1393. 
and on the road fent a fecond exprefs to the Mir-* 
za,who had taken Haviza, to inform him that the 
emperor order’d him to follow him to Chiraz at 
the head of the baggage and main-body. The 
27th of Rabyulakher 795, Timur crofs’d the 
river Doudanke *, and two days after encamp’d 
on the bank of that of Chouroukan Kende *. 

The t ft of Jumaziulevel he went to encamp at Apr ;j 22> 
Ram Hermez s , where Atabec Pir Mehemet, 
prince of the upper Loreftan,came to kifs the foot 
of his throne, and offer him prefents; to which 
honor he was admitted by the mediation of the 
great Emirs j and being well receiv’d; by the

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place, becaufe ic was fituate on the top of Cl*ap.2»4i 
a very rugged, mountain, where there was but w-yV 
one flippery way to afcend. On the top of thj$ 
fountain there wasa beautiful fmooth plain, a 
league long and as much broad. Here are rivers 
and fountains, fruit-tree?, and cultivated lands, 
with all forts of. beafts and birds.. The princes 
had built there many pleafure-houfes, where they 
had no reafon to fear fires or torrents, and much 
lefs mines or alfaults by battering-rams, and 
other machines: fo.that no king had ever un- 
dertaken to, befiege it, believing it impregnable 
and inacceffible, as well becaufe ,©f its height 
and the .impojOTibility of carrying up battering- 
rams, as for. the hmdneis of the rock which 
con’d not be dug* The .way which lead? to the 
top of the mountain, is made fo, that in any 
ftrait three men may oppofe a hundred thou? 

-fo#d».; apd hinder, their afcending. Theinhabi- 
tants, not contented with its natural ftrength, 
had fortify’d. .and wall’d, all the turnings 
with great ftones join’d with mortar. As the 
cultivated ; fieldfcwere fufficient far the main¬ 
tenance of the inhabitants, and the cartel and 
fowl bad enough to feed on, no one had dreamt 
of liarving ’em out, feeing nothing but death 
had any power over the inhabitants. Timor 
coming to the foot of this mountain, afcended 
in company with his mpft faithful captains as 
far as the gate of the fortrefs, and caus’d the 
great .cry Souroun to be made in the -troops 
who follow’d him. The two wings encamp’d* do 
the top of another mountain which join’d the 
place. Timur’s tent was pitch’d there and he 
order’d his foldiers to give a 'general affault. 

The cavalry and infantry march'd up the moun¬ 
tain to the fort : the Mirzs Mehemet Sultan 
Stack’d it on the right fide, as the Mirza Pir

of the place with his men^ whom he made to 
difmount: 'all the army did the fame, and gave 
a furious aflault. After having labour’d all day, 
thefe men wan'd afcend the higheft parts of the 
mountain, and give a general attack to carry the 
place: but night being come, every one ftaid 
in the place he was in. The next morning the 
princes, Emirs and foldiers began the aflault at 
the noile of drums, kettle-drums and trumpets. 
The enemy lliot from the place a great number 
of arrows and ftones. Our brave captains fa- 
crific’d : their lives in Timur’s fervice: every one 
took a pick-ax in his hand to break the rock* 
as formerly Ferhad ' did. Acbouga, an offi¬ 
cer of the Cheik Mehemet Aicoutraur* by 
chance mounted a place unfeen; when he was 
there, he prais’d God and the‘prophet, crying 
out, ’Timur is viEfarious , and his enemys are con¬ 
founded. He adted the part of a valiant man 
upon this fteep rock ; for covering himfelf 
•with his buckler, he fell upon the befieg’d, 
who were fo furpriz’d at being attack’d in a 
place they thought no one dar’d afcend, that 
they left off" fighting. The foldiefs of the •Mir- 
za Mehemet Sultan went up the way which 
leads to the gate of the fortrefs, where difplay- 
ing their enfigns, and fixing their horfe-tail's, 
they cry’d out, ViEiory ! The others mounted the 
rock which Acbouga had (hewn, and fome went 
up by other ways : fo that the place was taken, 
and the garifon precipitated from the top of the 
mountain.

Was brought to Timur, who receiv’d him kindly, 
gave him a veft,-'and comforted him, promififtg 
tQ revenge him oriChah Manfouf, Whom he 
wou’d punifli for his injuftice and cruelty. The 
emperor order’d all'the Women, whom thefdl- 
dieVs had taken, to Ije releas’d ,• and leaving 
Malek Mehemed Aoubehi gct’emor there, he 
return’d. The i rth of Jumaziulevel, he went May 2. 
to encamp at Neubtndgian : He gave Acbouga, 
who firft mounted the rOck of Calaafefid, fo 
much filver-mony, fluffs, tents, women-flaves, 
hoffes, camelsj mules and other things, that this 
officer, who the day "before was mailer but of 
one horfe, dazzled with this abundance, did 
not know whether what he faw was a dream or 
reality. The next morning Timur pafs’d by 
the defile of Bouan, and encamp’d at Tirmer- 
dan* ; from whence he departed on the 13th, 
and encamp’d at Jaragian 1 ; on the 14th he ar¬ 
riv’d at Jouyem *. On the road he inform’d 
himfelf concerning Chah Manfour; who, as 
every one told him, had fled.

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CHAP. XXV. 

Battel bet wen Timur and Chab Manfour. 
The death of the latter, 

A S Timur was not troubled at the affair 
of Cbah Manfour, he the fame day di¬ 
vided his army into two bodys, one of which 
was led by himfelf, and the other bv Mirza Me- 
hemet Sultan: he gave the vanguard of bis owp 
body to Mirza Pir MeHemet Gehapghir, and the 
rear to Coja Acbouga. The troops of MeBemet 
Sultan were on the right, whofe vangtwd was 
commanded by Cheit Temour Behader. The 
Mirza Gharoc had no troops, for he always at¬ 
tended on Timur. He fent before as a fcout 
Emir Ofman Abbas, and bimfelf at the head pf 
the army took the road to Chiraz. The Emjr 
Ofman had not gone far, before he perceiv'd a 
body of the fcouts of Chah Manfour, who were 
at the end of the gardens without the town, 
marching forwards: he hid himfelf in a bottom 
ground till they had pafs’d him; apd then he 
fally’d out of his ambufoade with Saiate Maure, 
Aeons, Temoue, Moueyi, Cara Mehemet, and 
Behram Yefouri. The b r ave Behram overtook 
’em firft fword in hand, and cut one of the hor- 
fes bridles : the man fell, and not being able to 
get away,Behram put him on his own horfe bound, 
and brought him to Timur, who qneftion'd him 
concerning Chah Manfour, and the number of 
his foldiers ; and then continu’d his road. When 
he had gone about a league, he perceiv’d in the 
fields without the town three or four thoufand 

librfe. 
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horfe, arm’d with coats of mail, helmets, and Chap.a5* 
breaft-plates of leather lin’d with iron; their hor- U / "V r V 
fes cover’d with a kind of cuirafles made of thick 
filk, and their enfigns difplay’d. Thefe men 
being inur’d to war antf fatigue, and skilful at the 
bow, Chah Manfour advanc’d at their head like 
a furious lion, and in oppofition to his reafon, 
which ftlould have preferv’d' in his mind a futa- 
ble idea of the perfon he had to do with, as one 
whofe arm had caft down all his en&nys, on a 
friday at the hour of prayer he attack’d out^main 
body compos’d of thirty thoufand Turks, the 
moll dextrous men of their time, in a place 
nam’d Patila: he overthrew their fquadrons, 
broke their ranks, made his way into themidft, 
and gain’d behind our,army pol^sof the utmofl 
confequence: then he return’d furious as a dragon 
to the fight. Teeming refolv’d to lofe his life. 

Timur ftopt Abort with fome of.his favorites, to 
confider the extreme vigor, or rather rafhnefs, 
of this prince, who dar’d attack him in perfon. 

Tifflur feeing him come direftly againft him, 
wou’d have arm’d himfelf with his lance toop- 
pofe. him ; but he cou’d not find it, becaufe 
Poulad Tchoura, the keeper of it, had been fo 
briskly attack’d, that he fled and carry’d away 
the lance. Timur, who had only fourteen or 
fifteen perfons with him, did not ftir out of his 
.place till Chah Manfour came up to him. This 
rafh perfon ftruck the epiperor’s helmet twice 
with his fcymitar; but the blows did no harm, 
for thev glanc’d along his arms: he kept firm 
as a rock and did not change his pofture. Adel 
A&achi held a buckler over Timur’s head, and 
Comari Yefapul advanc’d before him: he did fe- 
veral great actions, and was wounded in his 
hand with a fword.

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fiooklll. Then Mamoutcha, Tavakul Baourthi, Aman- 
'^V^ / cha, and Mehemet Azad, entered into ; the mid¬ 
dle of the enemy’s army, and gave extraordi¬ 
nary proofs of their courage and ftrength. Chah 
Man four, who had been repuls’d from befpr# 
the emperor, fell upon the infantry of the main- 
body, while Mirza Mehemet Sultan fo briskly 
Attack’d the right wing of the Perfian army* 
that it gave way., Mobacher and the other 
Emirs clofely purfu’d them, and made a , terrible 
(laughter. The Mirza Pir Mehemet Gehanghir 
bravely, defeated their left wing, killingfome, 
and obliging the others to fly. The Mirza Cha- 
roc. Who fought near Timur like a lion, rally’d 
a whole batallion of foldiers who fled; and Ge- 
lhrhamid, Beiram Sonfi, Tons of Cayafeddin 
Tercan, and Coja Raflin behav’d themfelves 
courageoufly in his prefence, and with their ar¬ 
rows made the enemy give way; Abdel Coja 
Pirau, and Cheik Mehemet Aicoutmur, joining 
’em. The regiment of Allahdad, call’d the 
faithful j that of Cheik Noureddin, foil of Sar- 
bouga, nam’d Aimulc; and that of Boi, which 
was the imperial regiment call’d Coutchiq; 
which were in the main-body, having bees 
routed by Manfour, rally’d, and dxfplaying their 
colors, for m’d themfelves into a compleat fqua- 
dron. The three regiments of Cheik Ali, La- 
Iam Contchin, and Behramdad, wou’d not ftir 
from their poll, where chey bravely fought. At 
length the Mirza Charoc, tho but feventeea 
Charoc ye 3 f S ol j’ brav’d himfelf with fo much valor 
cuts off and c ° nc J u . a > that he hem’d in Chah Manfour, 
Chah Man- , cut his head, and call it at the feet of the 
four’s head, emperor his father, congratulating him on the 
victory: “ May the heads, faid he, of. all your 
enemys be thus laid at your feet, as that of 
•- die proud Manfour' is>” Thislucky accident 

dif : 
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difcourag’d the Perfian foldiers, who fill that Chap.#, 
time had fought well. Thefe leopards were 
turn’d into deers, for they who were not kill’d 
fled. Timur, pleas’d at this great victory ^em¬ 
brac’d the princes his fons and the Nevians, 
and fell on his knees with ’em to return thatills 
to God for the vi&ory. At length the Emirs 
came to him, and having congratulated him, they 
alfo fell on their knees : and as they prefented 
him the gold cup, according to the cultdfn of 
the Moguls, they faw on a hidden # come behind 
’em a body of the enemys rang’d in order of bat¬ 
tel and well equipp’d, who advanc’djto attack 
’em. Timur and the Mirza Charoc, with th6 
lords, march’d againft ’em ; they made the great 
cry, and receiv’d the enemy with fo much vigor, 
that they, immediately gave way and were routed. 

The fugitives gain’d the mountain of Calatfurc, 
that is, the red caftle ; while fome Emirs purfu'd 
*em,who cut ’em to pieces. Timur pafs’d the night 
at the village of Dinou Can ; and the next day 
this conqueror, like Menoutcher', when he en¬ 
ter’d vi&orious intoEftacar, antiently the capi¬ 
tal of Perfia, began his march to make his en¬ 
try in triumph, and in warlike habit, into the 
famous city of Chiraz, the ^refent capital of 
that kingdom. He order’d his ftandard to be 
difplay’d on the gate of Seim *, where he lodg’d, 
while the army encamp’d in the out-parts of the 
town. Eight gates were fhut up, while only^ 
that of Seim was kept open. Then many chief 
lords of the court enter’d the city, took down 
the names of the magiftrates and heads of the 
quarters, according to which they collefted the 
treafures, riches, furniture, fluffs, horfes and 
mules of Chah Manfour, his courtiers, and fa-

presented to Timur, who liberally diftributed 
’em among the Emirs. The inhabitants were 
tax’d for having their lives preferv’d, and the 
tax was regularly paid. Timur fent the Mirza 
Mehemet Sultan to Ifpahan, with .orders to fix 
a garifon there, and to receive a tribute for Ca¬ 
ving the lives of the inhabitants. The Debirs 
had orders to prepare the letters of conquells, 
to fend to Samarcand and other capitals of the 
kingdoms olnhe empire of Timur. The Mirza 
Omar Cheik, who, according to the orders given 
him, l>aid behind with the baggage, pillag’d all 
the rebels he cou’d meet, as well the remains 
of Chah Manfour’s army, as the robbers pf Lo- 
reftan, the Chouls 5 , and the Courdes. When 
he had pafs’d by Neubendgian, and was come 
to Cazeron \ he receiv’d orders to flay there, 
and place garifons in all thofe countrys, and 
make regulations according to the laws of the 
Moguls: which he accordingly executed with 
applaufe. . Some days after he had orders to 
come to court, at Chiraz, where he had the ho¬ 
nor to falute the emperor. 

. The princes of the family of Muzaffer, ha¬ 
ving no place to retire to, where Timur cou’d 
not come at ’em, refolv’d in good earneft to fub- 
mit. Chah.Yahia departed from Yezd with his 
fons, and the Sultan Ahmed of Kirman,-to come 
to court. They made prefents to the emperor 
of precious hones, hories, .mules, tents, pavi¬ 
lions, and all forts of curiofitys. The Sultaa 
Mehdi fon of Chahchuja, and Sultan Oad^mfcr 
fon of Chah Maufour, were in Chiraz. Timur.

Nevians, fpent a month in feafts and diverfions ; 
in which muficians plaid upon organs and harps; 
and red Wine ofChiraz was prefented in gold cups., 

By the moft beautiful virgins in the city. The 
Sultan Abou Ifhac, fon of Chahchuja, alfo came 
to court from Seirjan, and made prefents to Ti¬ 
mor, who employ’d himfelf in regulating the 
kingdom of Perfia, and the affairs of the people ; 
that under the fhadow of his laws they might 
enjoy peace, of which continual wars and tyran¬ 
ny had depriv’d ’em : he eas'd their extraordi¬ 
nary taxes,' as a prince of moderation and equity 
Ought to do. He appointed governor of the 
kingdom of Pars, which is the heart of the em¬ 
pire, and the moft full of citys, towns, and vil¬ 
lages of any place in Afia, his dear fon, Mirza 
Omar Cheik, who made a magnificent feaft to 
thank the emperor, offer’d him prefents on his 
knees, knd affur’d him with an oath of his in¬ 
violable fidelity, and exa&nefs in executing his 
orders. 


CHAP. XXVI. 

Timur feiz.es the princes of thehoufeof Mu- 
zaffer , and difpofes of their effects among 
his lieutenants. 

T H E children and fucceffors of Mehemet 
Muzafter having made themfelves matters 
of the provinces of Perfia and Irac, every one 
fet himfelf np for fovereign, coin’d his own 
mony, and had public prayers read in his own 
name. Thefe princes, notwithftanding their 
affinity, hated one other fo much, that every one 
' ‘ E e 3 made 
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BookUI.-tnade attempts on the life and eftate of his bro- 
^,/V^ther, and let no occasion flip whereby lie might 
pillage the country ; and when any one gain’d 
advantage over another, if he gave him his life, 
he was fure to blind him with a hot iron : the 1 
father fpar’d not the fon, nor the -foil the fathers 
But what was worft of all, the poor people bore 
the. burden of thefe diforders, and were in a 
manner the tennis-ball of misfortune and mife- 
ry, and groan’d under the weight of tyranny 
and opprefilon. Our conqueror applying him- 
felf to regulate • the affairs of this kingdom, the 
Cheiks, the doctors, the Imams, and the inha¬ 
bitants of Perfia and Irac, prefepted to him pe¬ 
titions concerning . the date of affairs, the; 
changing of the laws and maxims of the* 
country, and thy diforders into which the per- 
verfity of the Muzafferian princes had brought 
’em. The principal intent of their requefts 
was, that Timur wou’d no longer Cruft the com¬ 
mand of two kingdoms in the hands of thofe 
tyraiits; that under a milder government the 
Muffulmans might be freed from their,miferys, 
coiled their fcatter’d effe&s, re-fettle their fa- 
milys, and render this ruin’d once more a flou- 
rifhing kingddrij.- Id arifwer to thefe requefts, 
Timur order’d that thefe princes Ihou’d be feiz’d 
and loaded with chains* and dieir houfes piU 
lag’d ; which was done, on the twenty third of 
Jun« 14. Jumaziulakher 795. The Emir Ofman f#it 
1393* men to Kirman to bring away the treafures of 
the Sultan Ahmed: the Mirza Omar Cheik 
ftaid at Chiraz, to govern the kingdom of Pelf- 
fia, and the emperor nam’d for bis counfellors 
tlye.. Emirs. Biraibei,, ,Sarbx)uga, Mirjsa Omar 
Muajd, Zirec Yacou, and Sevindgic Behader, 
with annual commiflions, and affign’d good 
trpops to the prince to maintain his authority. 

The 
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The emperor was accompany’d by Beiran Temour, Chap.atf. 
Javakul, ^felic Aperdi, Devlet Coja," and 0- (/VV 
ther favoriteshe gave pjie government of Rir- 
man to AicdcOu, ton of ' Cayafeddin Berlas, 
the brpther <^f f mir Yacop Berlas; that of Yez^ 
to Teanohbe'Coutchin; apd that of AbrecOuh" 
to Lalam Coutchin. He fenc troops to befiege 
the.towti of Seirdgian, of which Goudgr^ 
governor for Sultan Abou Ilhac, grand fon Cof 
Ghahchu/a. The ftrength of this place, fttuate 
on the top of a high mountain, had infpir’d this 
governor with the thought of fortifying it, and 
living independent. 

At this time Timur fept to Satparcand the 
prince Chebeli, whofe eyes had been put out 
by Chahchuja his father, and 2 tein Elabeddin, 
who had been, us’d in the fame manner by Chah 
Manfoyr ,• and affign’d for their fubfiftence fome 
of phe belt ground of that city, that they might 
fpend the'remainder of their Jives with pleafure 
under the fhadow of his clemency. In thefp 
retreats there ate pleafures Which the ambiti¬ 
ous never tafte. All the men of learning, and 
th,e . artifans of Fars and Irac, abandon’d their 
country, and went to dwell at Samarcand, 

Timur gave the government of the little king¬ 
dom of Lpgreftan po the Atabec Pir Ahmed, 
with letter^ "patent feal’d with the feal of his 
rpd hand Thus Pir Ahmed return’d to his 
antient residence with near two thoufand fami- 
lys, whom Chah Manfour had pillag’d, and con- 
ft rain’d fo retire to CHiraz ; and this old Ata¬ 
bec began to govern the country of Malemir *, 
as his anceftors had done before.

T IMUR departed from Chiraz for Ifpa- 
han the twenty-feventh of Jumaziulakher 
795j hunting and deffroying the game, which 
abounds in that country, all the way. He en¬ 
camp’d at Coumcha } after twelve days march ; 
at which place he ifiu’d out that .famous order, 
fo much defir’d by the people, and fo remarka¬ 
ble in hiftory, that, the princes of. the houfe of 
Muzafler (hou’d be. put to death ; which w'as 
done with rigor, according to the laws of Gen- 
ghizCan, to the greatfatisfaftion of all thefub- 
jefis of this kingdom. All the males of -this 
houfe, who w ere.then at Tezdand Kirman, were 
to death by the governors of thefe countrys, 
that the people might be deliver’d from the fear, 
of their violence ajid tyranny. ... . 

Timur decamp’d from Coumcha, and arriv’d 
at Ifpahan the fixth of Regeb .795. ‘ Mirza 
Mehemet Sultan went to meet him, gave him a 
handfom entertainment, and offer’d, prefents 
worthy of the greateft emperors'; he executed 
hiscommififions very faithfully, which'prov’d of 
fervice to him for the advancement of his for¬ 
tune. Timur ftaid five days at Ifpahan in . the 
palace of Nacchidgehan, and departed thence 
on the fifteenth of Regeb, He permitted Mirza 
Charoc to go and meet the queen his mother

Timur in two daysmaich arriv’d at Gerbade- 
can, and next night went to the village of An- 
couan, the inhabitants of which, being atheifts, 
had fortify’d themfelves in the caverns of rocks- 
A lira rage m was made ufe of to fubdue ’em j all 
the troops were employ’d in digging rivulets a- 
long the mountains where there were rivers or 
fprings, and to break down the banks, that all 
the waters might flow at once like torrents in¬ 
to the caverns where thefe mifereants were, and 
drown -’em -prefently if they did not make hafte 
out. This defign fucceeded; the waters fell 
on a fudden into thofe cavitys, and call the/e 
miferable people into the fires of a dark eternity: 
and' their goods were pillag’d by the foldiers. 

Timur pafs’d the night at Ancoiian, and depart¬ 
ed the thirtieth of Regeb in the morning, and J u, y IO - 
encamp’d in the plain of Perahan, where a gene¬ 
ral hunting was order’d : all the country was 
furrounded, and abundance of antelopes and 
wild-affeswere kill’d. The emprefles. Serai Mule 
Canum, and Touman Aga ; the princefs Can- 
zade, and the other wives of Timur’s fons, par¬ 
took of the diverfions of this chace. As they 
had left their baggage to come the more eafily 
to court, they join’d the emperor at this place, 
congratulated him on his conquefts and return, 
fprinkled on him precious ftones, and made pre- 
fents to him. •*<;. 

The third of the moon Schaban, Timur de- I3 . 
camp’d and went down to the meadow of Foul 
Carcara, where he {laid three days; he took 
horfe on the fixth, and encamp’d the eighth at 
Schaban in the agreeable plain of Hamadan. 

The Mirza Mirancha left the baggage on the 
rood, to come to the court of the emperor his 

father. 
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EooklHifather. The Emirs Gehaacha Behader, Gham- 
t/'V^ feddin Abbas, Hadgi Mamoutcha, and Oiiteh- 
cara Behader, who ftaid with the baggage and 
main-body, took the road to Sultania, with the 
troops they commanded, and had the honor to 
falute Timur at Hamadan. Mirza Mehemet' 
Saltan, who was left behind at Ifpahan, join’d 
the court at this place : and the two emprefles. 
Serai Mule Canum and Touman Aga, to divert 
the court, gave Timur a magnificent feaft in this 1 
agreeable place. ' 


CHAP, xxvur. 

Timur invefts the Mirza Miran Chah in ihi 
kingdom of Hulaequ Can. 

T H E emperor being willing to recompenfe 
the Mirza Miran Chah For his fervices,' 
gave him the fovereignty of the kingdoms of 
Azerbijana, Rei, Derbend Bacou, Chiruan, and 
Ghilan, with their dependencys, and the adja¬ 
cent countrys as far as Roum or Anatolia, fubjeft 
to the Ottomans. Thip Mirza gave Tiipuran 
entertainment in Hamadan, becoming the great- 
nefs of the gift he had receiv’d ; he made him con- 
frderable prefents of raritys which he had got at 
Tauris, Sultania, and other places where he had' 
naid. They fpentfeveral days in pleafures and 
divernons, and were entertain’d with conforts of' 
mufic on all forts of inftruments. After the feail 
the emperor departed from Hjppadan on the thir- 
jfE®5. nt ^ °f Schaban 795, fending before him the 
Mirza Mirancha towards Coulaghi [: he prder’d

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a hunting, and went to encamp in the meadow Chap.29. 
of lima Courouc*. On the next day the circle 
was made, and the game kill’d. The court their 
went to ToumatoW *, and ftaid there five days; 
and on the fixth' having display’d the ftandard 
for departure, there was another hunting. The 
Emirs of both wings form’d the great circle as 
ufual, furrounding all the plain of Bech Parmac *. 

From thence they went to encamp in the mea¬ 
dow of Gbul Loudja + ; the next day at Dal- 
per 5 , in the plain of Goitbedec, where they 
made entertainments. The nineteenth of Scha- Au S* 9 * 
ban they departed, and the court went to en- 
camp four leagues from thence. The Mirza 
Mirancha being arriv’d at the plain of Cou- 
laghi,- fent an exprefs to Timur, to acquaint him 
that the robber Sarec Mehemet Turcoman had 
fortify’d himfelf in the mountains with his family, 
and getting together a ^company -of feditious 
people, had fet himfelf up for fbvereign. 


CHAP. XXIX. 

*Tmur vanquijhes the Turcoman Hachan 
Sarec. 

T IMUR had no fooner receiv’d this ad¬ 
vice from the Mirza, than paffing by the 
caftle of Sagafoun, he came to Coulaghi in two; 
nights march. Being at the plain of Gehanaver, 
he plac’d a ftriift guard in all the ways whereby'

a fortrefs nam’d Habachi, as well as other de¬ 
files of mountains, wherein the ways were ex¬ 
treme . rugged and narrow : in thefe places the 
Turcomans had retrench’d themfelves, placing 
troops in the narrow paflages, whom our army 
attack’d. Our foidiers got up to the very top' 
of the mountain, from whence they brought a- 
way a great many fheep and cattel. Berat Coja 
Kukeltach on this occafion gave marks of an ex-' 
traordinary-valor ; and afcending the mountain 
by. very.difficult ways, fought with extreme 
courage, and made himfelf admir’d by all the 
Death of army.: but he was at length unfortunately (lain 
Berat Coja a poifon’d arrow, to the great regret of Ti- 
K“keltac . mur anc [ a jj t h e The Cheik Hadgi fon 

of Comari, who afcend'ed the mountain with 
him, was alfo wounded in the fight, and con- 
ftrain’d to return to the camp, where he dy’d 
of his wound. The great men willingly facri- 
fic’d their lives to their honor and reputation. 
The Turcomans obferving the refolutenefs of 
our foidiers, fled thp fame ryght.by the by-ways 
and woods of the mountain* Aourman, leaving 
their, baggage behind ’em : our men purfu’4 
’em as far as the other mountains, bringing' a- 
way a great number of horfes, mules, fheep and 
other cattle. The Cheik Temour Behader at the 
head of a body of horfe, purfu’d the fugitives 1 
with fo much; expedition, that he overtook ’em, 
and flew a vail number of ’em. Our men made 
themfelves mailers of the place they had fortify’d, 
which was fit' for the fummer-feafou. 

There was another place in thef e quarters, 
in which a great number of Guebres 6 weregpt

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together. Timur order’d ’em to make them- Chap.29. 
felves matters of this place, and to ruin it. The L/'V’NJ 
fiege lafted fome time : but being at length ta- 
jken, it was reduc’d to a heap of rubbifh, and 
all thofe who were in the place exterminate*# 

The emperor, with the emprefs, and the princes 
his fons, return’d to the plain of Coulaghi: 
on the tenth of Ramadan he decamp’d to return Aug. 30. 
home, and the next morning join’d the baggage 
on the banks of the river Acfai. He ftaid one 
or two days at every encampment in thefe quar¬ 
ters, to confult of the means to exterminate the 
robbers in each place. He fent Mirza Miran- 
cha. to befiege Sarec Courgan \ and Ouchcara 
had orders to befiege Caroutou 1 : they aflault- 
ed thefe places with fo much fury, that they 
took and ruin’d ’em, after having put to the 
fword the foldiers who were in ’em ; and then 
return’d victorious to the imperial camp. Ti¬ 
mur order’d Mirza Mehemed Sultan to go to 
the Derbend * of Courdiftan, to reduce that 
country, and deftroy the robbers of thofe places, 
who plunder’d paflengers at their pleafure. The 
Mirza departed to obey this order, tho he had 
made preparatimrs for a magnificent entertain¬ 
ment, which he%efign’d to give the court. Af¬ 
ter the court departed for Acboulac where 
they fpent the month of Ramadan in falling 
and prayer. The firft of Chawal, after the fall 
was over, Timur gave great alms, and cele¬ 
brated the Bairam, that is, the paffover of the 
Muflulmans. Two days after, the great Mufti 
Noureddin Abderrahman Esferaini, famous for

Hulacou l earne d men, and noted dddtors; he gave him 
audience, the fubjeft of his embafly being, that 
the Sultan fincerely fubmitted to the emperor ; 
but being furpriz’d at the approach of the great 
Timur, he dar’d not come to caft himfelf at his 
feet; that he knew himfelf not powerful enough 
to make any refiftance ; and moreover that his 
intention was not to oppofe him, nor to fuftain 
a fiege. The ambafladof made his prefents, 
which confifted of nine of each fort; among 
which were Murkens, a kind of large deer, leo¬ 
pards, Arabian horfes with faddles of gold: 
and then he went back. Timur did not receive 
thefe prefents after his ufual kind manner, be- 
caufe he fufpe&ed the fincerity of Sultan Ahaied, 
feeing the prayers were not read, nor the mony 
coin’d in Timur’s name, at Bagdad. Neverthe- 
lefs he honor’d the Mufti Cheik Noureddin, be* 
caufe of his particular merit, which recommend¬ 
ed him more than his ambaffy; he gave him a 
very richveft, a horfe of great price, and filver- 
mony, and fenthim back to hifcmafter without! 
any pofitive anfwer. m

Timur marches to Bagdad \- 

A F T E R Timur had difmifs’d the am* 
ii baflador of Sultan Ahmed Gelair % he re¬ 
viv’d to befiege Bagdad. He order’d Mirza 
Pir Mehemet Gehanghir to return to Sultania 
with the baggage* and the empreffes and ladys; 
and the foldiers to provide themfelves with 
two bottles of water a-piece. On the thir- O^ob. 
teenth of Chawal 795, Timur took- the road I393 ' 
to Bagdad: he march’d day and night to en¬ 
camp at Yan Boulac % and after three days he 
went before as a fcout j he march’d all night, 
and arriv’d at Coura Courgan t ; the next morn¬ 
ing he met Mehemet, prince of the Turcomans* 
whom he attack’d at the head of, a hundred 
horfe, and routed him: the army which came 
after pillag’d all his fubje&s who dwelt in Cheh- 
rezour 5 . At this place Timur made choice of a 
number of brave fpldiers, at whofe head he 
march’d in a litter thro narrow paflages between

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BookllL fleep mountains, which were very difficult to 
ur\T\J get thro. He order’d’em to light the Macha- 
lets, a fort of great torches, by which means 
he made expedition, flopping no where on the 
road, fo that the army cou’d fcarce follow him. 
When he was at Ibrahim Lie he enquir’d of 
the inhabitants whether they had fent pigeons \ 
to Bagdad to give advice offiis arrival. They 
told him that as foon as they perceiv’d the duft 
of his army, they had done fo. Timur imrtie^- 
diately caus’d another pigeon to be brought; 
and rnak’ng the fame men write a billet, the con¬ 
tents of which were, that the duft they had 
perceiv’d at a diftance Was caus’d by the Turco¬ 
mans, who fled to avoid Timur, they tied this 
letter under the wing of the pigeon, which they 
caftinto the air. The bird immediately fled to 
its pigeon-houfe at Bagdad : it was brought to 
Sultan Ahmed, who on this advice gain’d freih 
courage. Neverthelefs he did not entirely con¬ 
fide in this laft billet; for on receit of the firft 
he had caus’d his furniture to be carry’d to the 
other fide of the Tigris. 

Timur having at the tomb of the Santon 
pray’d to God for victory, and diftributed much 
alms to the poor who refided there, he fent be¬ 
fore him as a fcout Ofman Behader, and depart¬ 
ed himfelf at the head of the army : he went 
twenty feven leagues, each of which were three 
meafur’d miles, without getting off his horfe; 
Oftob. io. and on the twenty firft of Chawal 795, in the 
1393 - _

mornirtg; arriv’d at Bagdad. The Sultan had Chap. 50, 
already crofs’d the Tigris, and having broken 
the bridge, and funk the boats, refolv cl to ftay 
on the other fide, till bur army arriv’d, and he 
was perceiv’d by odr men. He had no fooher 
heard the nbife of 6ifc 'tefijijpets, and the cries 
of our foldiers, than 'lie fled but of the kingdom 
by^the -’ivdy of Hille Our troops, who co¬ 
ver’d near two leagues of ground nigh the city, 
caft themfelves into'thfe water with a great cry, 
and pafs’d the Tigris notwithftanding its rapi¬ 
dity. Mehemet Azad, who was one of ’em/ 
having found the rbyal galley of the-$iilta'n,‘ tb 
which he had given 'the name of Chains, that is, 
the s lani brought it to Bagdad, and- Timur 
crofs’d the river in it. The jMirz£ Miraricha, 
at the head’ of the driny, crofs’d the Tigris, 
over againft Caryatula Cab.% below the'city. 

Thus the Tartar troops having pafs’d the. Tigris, 
entered Irac Arabi,’ "like armys of pifmires or 
grafs-hoppers, they cover’d.the fields, pillaging 
on all fides, and endeavoring to find the enemy* 
that they might block up his way. The inhabi¬ 
tants of Bagdad were as rtiuch furpriz’d to-,‘fee 
fo great a number of Zdgdtafans fwiftvov^ their 
river, as their neighbours thb Babyld'njans were 
formerly at the confufion of languages; and 
biting their fingers in token of admiration,; they 
were fatisfy’d that the progrefs of Timur, and 
the courage of his foldiers, were net -ta-btr -e- 
qual’d by thofe of otfier ..potentates of the

Booklll. earth ; but that this conqueror was guided, by 
the hand of God, arid that his vi&orys were,the, 
immediate work of heaven- Our prince wou’d 
himfelf purfue Sultan Ahmed, accompaqy’d by 
the princes hisfons and the Emirs: hemarch’rd 
by Serfer '; and being arriv’d at Carbatou *, 
Aibadge Aglen, the Nevians, the generals and 
his chief courtiers, befoiight him to return to 
Bagdad torepofe himfelf, while they purfu’d the- 
enemy,. and endeavor’d to feize the Sultan, and 
bring him to him with his hands and feetbouqd. 
Timur knowing their fincerity, return’d to Bag¬ 
dad, where heftaid in the palace of Sultan Ah¬ 
med, whofe treafures which he had left fell in-> 
to the hands of the officers of Timur’s houihold. 
The Emirs at the head of the troops march’d fall 
the day and the following night, and next morning 
frjvd at the Euphrates* which Sultan Ahmed 
had pals d m the night, having broke the bridge, 
tod funk the boats: he had taken the road qf 
by the wayofKerbela*; onadviwof 
which Ofraan Behader told the other Emirs, that 
he thought it proper to fwim over the river, 
and purfue the Sultan. The other Emirs oppos’d 
it, faying it was better to go along the bank till 
they lnoud come to a place where the army 
might pals without any risk. This propofal was 
follow d, and they march’d along the banks till 
they found four empty veflels.

while they held ’em on the fides of the veffels: 
the whole army did the fame, and march’d with 
fucii expedition, that they overtook the Sultan’s 
baggage ; they feiz’d on his furniture, tents, 
mony, fluffs, and whatever fear had made him 
leave behind him ; by which means he loft all 
his goods. The Mirza Mirancha arriv’d at 
Hille, where he lent his troops in purfuit of Sul¬ 
tan Ahmed. Aibadge Aglen, prince pf the 
houfe of Touchi, Geialhamid, Oftnan Behader, 

Cheik Arflan, SeidCoja fonof Cheik All Beha¬ 
der, and other Emirs of Tomans, in all forty 
five, overtook Sultan Ahmed in the plain of Ker- 
belaon the twenty-fecond of Chawal. oa. u. 

Thefe Emirs were oblig’d to purfue him them- 
felves, becaufe the horfes of tne common fol- 
diers were fo fatigu’d, that they were conftrain’d 
to be left behina to reft themfelves. The Sul¬ 
tan had with him near two thoufand horfe, two 
hundred of whom turn’d upon our Emirs fword 
in hand. The Emirs got off their horfes, and 
let fly their arrows on the enemy, by which 
means they repuls’d ’em : then they remounted 
their horfes to purfue ’em; but they fac’d about 
again and attack’d the Emirs, who got oft their 
horfes and took to their arrows, on which the 
enemy fled once more. Ours purfu’d ’em a- 
gain; but they return’d to the charge a third 
time with fo much fury, that the Emirs had not 
time to difmount: thus they fought with ex¬ 
treme vigor, and many were kill d on each fide. 

Ofiaan Abbas did wonders ; but he was wound¬ 
ed in the hand with a fword. At length the 
enemy were repuls’d; whereupon our men feiz d 
pn a great quantity of fpoils, and purfu’d ’em 
no longer.

That 
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That day being extreme hot, and the plain df 
Kerbpla affording no water, our men expedited 
to perifh by thirft. Aibadge Aglen and Gelal- 
hamid fent men to feek for water, who cOu’d get 
no more than two pots full: Aibadge drank one 
of ’em without quenching his thikft ; wherefore 
he faid to Gelalhamid, “ I fhall certainly die 
“ with thirft, if you don’tgiveme the pot which 
tc is your portion.” The Emir Gelal anfwer’d, 
“ 1 have heard it told the emperor, that a cer- 
“ /t^in Perfian travelling with an Arabian,' the 
“ like misfortune which we now fuffer happen’d 
“ tp them in a defart. The Arabian had a little 
“ water Jeft; on which the Perfian faid, I know 
“ the generality of the Arabians is fo noted, 
* c that it hath pafs’d into a- proverb: you Will 
“ difcover a great proof of it,' if you will give 
“ me the cup of water you have left. The Ara- 
" biad anfwer’d him, If I give you my watery 
" I muft die of thirft; neverthelefs neceflity 
“ fhall not make me tranfgrefs the maxims of the 
" Arabians ; for I prefer a good name to life 
“ I had rather run the hazard of'dying than let 
“ my adtion put a f|:op to the celebrating of the 
“ virtue of my countrymen. Then the Arabian 
“ gaVe his water to the Perfian, who by eWs 
ic means pafs’d tHfe‘defart, and gave Otifcafioff 'to 
" every one to pralfe the extraordinary charity 
" of the Arabians.” The Emir Gelal iffor. 
having related thisflory, faid to*Aibadge, “ I 
xt will imitate the Arabian in giving you 
“ portion of water; but on condition that'y04 
ft mention this charity to the.pffnces of tfeh 
:*.* houfe of Touchi, anti t<rtheir ‘fubje&$, fo 
" that the 'fame of my'” adfibh'-iti^y briftg chedlt 
“ to the dependents of Zagatai' Gah, one of 
“ whom I have the honor to be : moreover,'that 
“„fvhen you arrive at the imperial camp, you

Aibadge having confented to thefe condi- 
tiotasy G&Iah-refotv’d to die \ wherefore he gkv& 
l)is water 1 to Aibadge, who quench’d his thirft. 

Yet Gelal did not die, God permitting him to 
efcape for, this good aftion-■ They then, demp: 
ted wfththe reftof tfye Emirs, and arriv’d at Mark¬ 
ed near the Euphrates, where Hufein fon of Ali 
wasflain. Every onekifs’d the gate of the-holy 
place, and paid his devotions* according to. the 
cuftom of the Mahometan pilgrims. The brave 
Emirs gain’d great advantages over the enemys, 
and took prifoner Aladdole fon ,pf $ultan Ah¬ 
med, and fome others of his children, as like- 
wife his wives .and domeftics, of whom the 
Sultan rather chofe to be depriv’d, than expofe 
himfelf to the fury of our Emirs. Thus the Sultan 
efcap’d wirh a few of his men, ^nd the,Emirs 
return’d to court, enrich’d with flaVes and fpoils. 

, .Aibadge ,Aglen and the Emir Gelal related 
what had pais’d about the water; which exi» 
tremely pleas’d Timur, ..who was naturally ge¬ 
nerous. This monarch extoll’d $e great wif- 
dom of the Emir Hamid father of Gelal, and 
pray’d for the repofe of his, foul: ; he then ap¬ 
plauded Gelal, telling himthatbe muft acknow¬ 
ledge he had many ^times-offer’d to facrifice his 
life to his fervice, but that this aftion of ex- 
pofing himfelf to a certain death by giving the 
water to Arfradgfe' to preferve his life, and by 
this means to gain: renown to the Zagataians, 
more fenfibly touch’d him than all his former 
aftions. Timur therefore made great prefents 
to Gelal, who anfwer’d ’em with an unlimited 
obedience.

A .E.T E R i the redijftion o£, Bagdad, the 
merchants and .travellers- prefented peti¬ 
tions to. Timur, importing that int^e neighbour¬ 
hood of Bagdad there was a place call^chTecrit, 
which, for its ftrepgth r vvas efteem’d impregna¬ 
ble, and had drawn thither a great number of 
robbers, - who had, ; fortify’d themfelves in that 
rock, and when, caravans, pafs’d by that place, 
pillag’d ’em, ^nd efpecially .thdfy’of Egypt and 
Syria, which were yhe richejft of any : they 
likewife aifur’d him that battering-rams and 07 
ther machines cou’d. ao no harm to this place ; 
that the inhabitants were not.fatisfy’d wtth rob¬ 
bing, but that they, murder’d the palfengers; and 
that till this time jpo prince, how powerful foe- 
yer, has been able to put a ftop to thefe difor- 
ders- For thefe reafons Timur conceiv’d that 
the reduction of this place, and the ruin of thefe 
villains, wou’d gain him a treafure of merit in 
the other world, and great honor even in this. 
He therefore order’d. ( Burhan Agleo, YaicSoufi, 
Gelalhamid, Chamelic, and Seid Coja, to march 
toTecrit, and block up the place ; which they 
accordingly did.. f> Timur diftributed among the 
Emirs,and foldie'rs the mony which had been 
qoileSed from the inhabitants of Bagdad for

t/VVl Emir Ofamn Abbas, who had been wounded in 
a skirmilh at Kerbela, giving him for a penfion 
a thoufattd Dibars Copeghi a day, which Hfe 
generoufly faid was to pay the burgeon. After 
this he departed from Bagdad the twenty fourth 
Nov. ii. of Zilhadge 795, to encamp at the tomb of Cheic 
1393 * Behloul, where he pray’d this Santon to inter¬ 
cede with God for the vifiory. Timur hav¬ 
ing fent MirzaCharoc with the fcouts, march’d 
alfthe firflowing day, crofs’d the Tigris, and 
lay on the bank of the river: the next day h<j 
arriv’d at a great lake, where he encamp'd. Ori 
the morrow he went to Anna % and the day 
Nov. 17. after to Lejarma- The firft of Mnharrem 79 5 , 
he came to the town of Harbi; the following 
night he encamp'd at Benda&r, and the neat 
morning he went forGhezSetani. In his way 
thither a lion being perceiv’d in the wood, Ti¬ 
mur refolv’d to chafe thefe wild beafts, which 
abounded in this country *, for which reafon the 
wood was furrounded, and there came out live 
lions, which forioufly prepar’d their claws and 
teeth to kill the hunters, whom they fiercely 
attack’d; but they were receiv’d with fo much 
dexterity and vigor, that all the five were (lain 
at the fame time, and made the prey of other 
beafts. 

After this chace Timur departed^ and the'4th 
Nov. 20. of Muharrem arriv'd at Tecrit. He rang'd his 
army in order, commanded the drum to be beat, 
and the great cry made. The men furrounded 
the place, and fapp’d the out-parts, which the’y 
overthrew. Timur order’d his* tent to be fix'd 
near the works, to animate the foldiers. Then

feives at the feet of Timur, with many pcefents. 

Timur order’d his foldiers to enter the place 
notwithftanding any difficultys. This town was 
built on a rock near the Tigris * in the reign of 
the Saffanians *. The pafuges were clos’d up 
with mortar and ftones, and it was fo well for- 
tify*d, that it cou’d never be taken by force; 
the rock on which it was built being very high. 

The Emi Haffes, the governor, robb’d on the 
highways, not obeying any prince: but when 
he knew of Tittup’s arrival, he was afraid, and 
fcnt his younger brother toafltire him of his obe¬ 
dience and fervices. Timur receiv’d him hand- 
fomly, and having made him aprefent of a beau¬ 
tiful horfe and a veft, hedifmils’d him, ordering 
him to tell his brother Haflan, that if he came 
chearfullv before him, hefhou’d be well receiv'd. 
Haflan’s brother gave him an account of all this : 
but this unfortunate prince refolv’d to defencl 
himfelf. Our brave foldiers immediately be- 
fieg’d Tecrit clofely: fixing the battering-rams 
and machines to fhoot ftones, with which they 
ruin’d the houfes of thefe robbers. The third 
day of the fiege, the Emir Haflan fent his mo¬ 
ther to Timur to intercede for him, with pre- 
fentsof horfes and raritys. She humbly repre- 
fented that Haflan well knew that he was not 
powerful enough to defend himfelf againft the im¬ 
perial army ;‘buc that the fear of appearing before

ders having already advanc’d r under covert; ;to 
the foot of the walls, and Seid Coja with,his 
regiment having made , the/enemy abandon, a 
tower in the night, apd oblig’d the guards, to 
retreat into the town. The taking of this tower 
facilitated the taking of all , the out-works, foe 
they were prefently abandon’d. Timur’s an- 
fwer to Haifan, troubled hjfn^p very much, th^t 
he refolv’d upon fighting 4:0 the laft, that fie 
might have the honor of dying fword in hand* 
Timur order'd ,all” the fojdiers to aifault tfip 
walls together.: .whereupon the Tavatchis di v i - 
ded the fpace the walls took, up among the, troops, 
and mark’d with a red furrow .w^f. each regi¬ 
ment fhou’d .fap, and gave^it ’em, in writing* 
This diltribuyop. began with, the .regiments 0/ 
the left wing, which was,xhe moft honorable of 
the two; which, regiments compos’d the , To¬ 
man of Kepek Cap, which Kad.(qp their I.eadep 
Arflan, This Toman work’d ip files, and \s^s 
follow’d' by the regiments of the Tom^p.-.^M 
prince Charoc, who labor’d with fo much ear-> 
neftnefs, that in a fliort ti me they pierc ’d t i ne

Hnce they Were oblig’d to employ at ottedfe- 
.yentytwo thoufehd men, the number offokfifert 
in Timor’s army;' to’Underrfline the'plaee. ' 

The Ernih Halfdn feeing ^he work fo far ad¬ 
vanc’d, was greatly troubled; “Wherefore he 
ffefft to Timor, to confefs his -1 fault and demand 
quarter. Timur anfwer’d, that to-obtain his 
requeft, Haflan mdft 'dome out of the place. 

The next day he fent another miti to Mirza 
Cftafoc th beg his proteffion, and to intercede 
for him: Haflan afterwards fent his brother 
to the fame prince, to reprefent his defpair and 
rtifvry, telling him that every one in the place, 
arrd Haflan hirhfelP Were firtoly 'refolv’d toobdy 
Timur for the future; bur that the fear of ap¬ 
pearing before hirri hinder’d'Hadan’s coming 
out. Charoc conduced him to Timor, wh 0 
deefet’d ', 1 that if Haflah'dftf not come before 
him to*give aflufaiites of hi? repentance’ for his 
criihes, and the robberys he bad committed On 
the hi^'W^s,‘With ^ropiife to abftain for the 
filttitfc/hfe'Vbu’d hear rio'fhore extufes ; b(jt if 
he efidwhat he' defir’d, he wou’d not only par¬ 
don’his'crimes; but treat'Tnm According to his 
quality. Tiinuf gave Haflain’s brother a veil,'and 
fent him back to the town, telling him, that if 
Haflan wou’d dot’come, yet he'might ftay with 
him. When the two brothers came to a confe- 
' rence, one’of ’em argu’d in'this foamier: “ It is 
tc a long time ftrtcfc from ode generation toano- 
“ ther we have been fovereigns in this place,and 
* oJ done wfratWve pleas’d, having no one to con- 
tc troul ui. -If, we fhou’d now fnrrender, thofe 
“ whom we - have wrongfMly plunder’d, will 
“ demand juflice againft us: then we muft not 
<c only feftore Vhac we have taken Sway; but 

“ fliall 
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B^qklliv “ (hall be punch’d, and perhaps put to death in a 
“ flumeful manner. Wherefore I approve of 
“ ,fighting, to the iaft drqp of our blood.” The 
robbers in. the place wittingly confented to this 
refolution, and began hoftiljtys. This irritated 
Timur, who order <1 the drums and kettle-drums 
to be beat, the trumpets to be founded, and 
the great cry to be made. Part of the walls 
fell down, having been propt by large pieces of 
timber, which were now fct on fire. The be- 
fieg’d repair’d this great breach, and fought 
like defperate men refolv’d to die. Timur or¬ 
der’d all the foldiers to advance .together, and en¬ 
ter the places they had undermin'd, and where 
they had fix’d preps, to fill ’em with fmail 
pieces of dry wood and pitch, which they ac- 
Decemb. cordingly did: and on the 20th of Muharrem 
4 . 1 393. 796, at night, they fet fire to the wood and 
pitch. The air was darken’d by the fmoke, 
mid moil part of the walls foil on a fudden; as 
likewife the tower which had been taken by 
Yaic Soufi ,* and twenty of the enemy s fell with 
the walls. The befieg’d, notwithftanding the 
rain of the walls, arm’d themfelves with planks 
and great bucklers, and continu’d to make a de¬ 
fence again#; our men, who advanc’d to the 
very middle of the place, where there was a 
furious and bloody battel; the befiegers .fight¬ 
ing for glory, and the beiieged for their liberty 
and lives. 

Further orders were given, that the walls 
which were yet Handing fhou’d, be undermin'd*; 
the bailion where the Tomans of Allahdad and 
Amancha were working, was deftroy’d to the 
very foundations by Bedreddin. Whereupon 
the Emir Haifan being terrify’d, retir’d with 
- his foldiers to the edge of the mountain, of 
which they were yet mailers. The brave Emirs 

begg’d 
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beg’d leave upon their knees to afcead that moun- Chap.} 
tain, to hniib the definition of thefe rafh people t 
but Timur anfwer’d ’em, that it was better to 
wait die razing of the place. Some of the be- 
fieg*d on this came ont, to befeech the Emirs to 
intercede only for their lives*, but Timur warmly 
anfwer’d. Let him come or not, no quarter AmM 
be given; for I know that by God’s affiftance I 
ihall gain the vi&ory : I wiRfeize die ehief of 
the robbers, and hinder the retreat of thefe 
villains. The foldiers were animated by thefe 
words of the emperor, and at length getting up 
to the top of the mountain, finifh’d the auault 
of the place. They bound the Emir Hafian and 
tkofe who accompuy’d him, neck and heels, and 
brought 'em toTittuiry who order’d the inha* 
bicants to be feparated from the foldiers, and 
prohibited any one to infnlt ’em; but that the 
foldiers Ihou’d be ihar’d amongithe Tomans, and 
pot to death. Thus they- made thefe robbers 
fatter the pamfhment dale for. their crimes, in 
plundering and killing paffcngers. The Tavat- 
chis caus’d towers to be built'with their heads 
for an exmpie to others, and fix’d the following' 
writing on them, T’bus tbe muUfabhrstare 
This conqueil was on the 215th of Muharrem 796, ^ 1 u 
which anfwers to she year of the Hem Timer 
order’d that one of the walls of the place Ihou’d 
be left entire, that posterity might wonder how 
it cou’d be taken by al&ult and the ftrength of 
men ,* mid that they might remember with four 
the funiifament of thefe robbers, mid acknow- 
ledg with admiration the valor of the foldiers sf 
fo powerful a conqueror.

!Timur continues bis journj , and fends his 
princes and, Emirs to make inroads in fe¬ 
deral kingdoms . 

T H E firft of -Sefer 796* Timur return’d to 
Harbi, which was the rendezvous of all 
the troops, which were font to make -inroads 
both before and during the fiege of Tecrit; and 
order’d a general hunting to divert the court 
and army, wherein they kill’d a great many wild 
afles, and antilopes. The Mirzas and Emirs, 
who went with troops to make irruptions in the 
provinces of Irac Arabi, and even further, to 
put an end. to the disorderly' pra&ices of the 
Arabian robbers, came here to wait on the em¬ 
peror : of which number was the Mirza Mehe- 
met Sultan, who went to Vafet along the banks 
of the Tigris; as likewife Mobacher and. Ar- 
gouncha, who march’d another way with their 
troops; and the Mirza Mirancha, who went 
from Hille to Bafra at.the bead of his ;:.Emir 
Yadghiar Berlas and Gehancha Yakou, who fet 
out together ; Mehemet Dervich Berlas, Cheik 
Ali Margoub, and Ifmael Berlas, who had taken 
another road. All thefe 1 Emirs eftabli£h’d> the 
laws of Genhiz Can, flew a great number of 
Arabians, and pillag’d their goods and horfes, 
becaufe they robb’d on the high roads, and hin¬ 
der’d the paflage of the caravans going in pil¬ 
grimage to Mecca. 

They who had brought into fubjeftion and 
made, tributary the princes of the tribes of the 

furtheft 
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fartheft ^arts of the defart, came alfo to Harbi Chap. 54, 
to give-an account of their progrefs. The prince '-''*V*** / 
Mirancfist having confign’d the goi’ernment of 
Bafra to Melouc Serbedal, crofs’d the great ri¬ 
ver'of Chat Elarab and join’d the Mirza Me- 
hemet Sultan : and thefe two princes, having 
glorioufiy accomplifllkh their deiigns, deftroy’d 
the -common enemyts-of the empire," jfnd execu¬ 
ted Timur’s -intentions, 1 '^come alfo' to‘court, 
where they had the honor to falutehis maj’efty. 

Bagdad and all Irac Arabi being brought jfiita 
fubjedtion to Timur, this conqueror fent the fol- 
low m g- m an d ate to ail the-princes, governors* 
lords of provinces and towns, and even to the 
generals of fotees*- the Gtfiiks of the tribes and 
familys of the Turcomans and Ogours. 

“ You.found thefe^doimtrys without 1 a fove- 
“ reign; and like players at mell, who finding 
“ the/ ground empty,’ filing their ball from' one! 

“ fide to t’other at their pleafure, you have car- 
“ ry’d your ‘fword- wherefoever your ambition 
“ - hath prompted you,: and adted in an arbitrary 
“ manner : but now the cafe is alter’d; for you 
“ mutt- fubmit to our orders, and repenting of 
“ 'what is part, ceafe to rob On the high-ways, 

“ and no longer infult palfengers, if you ex- 
“ pie#; that our mercy and juftice (hou’d extend 
“ as far'as.-your eftates: but if you obey not 
“ this command, know that whatever happens 
“ to yqu .for the future in confequence of this 
“ refufal, will be thro your own fault, and you 
“ will-have none to accafe but your felves.’ > 

Some who receiv’d tfhis.order, on feriouSconfide- 
ration, came toeaft'themfalves at Timur’s feet.

W HEN Timur.had reduc’d Irac Arabi, 
he refclv’d to march to the country ot 
Diarbeliir; having firft committed fthe govefti- 
Bagdad to Coja Mafaoud Sebzuari, and 
order’d him to maintain peace among the inha¬ 
bitants; to inform himfelf of the condition of 
the poor .and infirm ; > and to ihew refpeft to the 
Cherifs, the dependents of Mahomet, as well as 
to the doctors and- men of tetters ; and even to 
fced the poor as far as he was able.- Then he 
departed for Diarbefcur, feuding the Mirta Mi- 
rancha with many Eniirs and troops to conquer 
other places lituate on the Tigris. Timur caus’d 
a l- 1 , f e boats to be built-over this river, 
which he pafs d, and -Order’d a rumor to be gi¬ 
ven out, that he was on his return home, that

Then Timur, accompany’d by the 
princes his fons, the Nevians, and principal E- 
mifs, made his entry into the'city of Edefla, all 
the houfes of which were built With ftone. This 
place is faid to have been built by Nembroth * : * N,tnr °d* 
and the Mahometans believe that Abraham was 
call into the furtiace here, the fountain which 
fprung up in the midft of the fireto'quench it, 
being now to be feen; and round about the foun¬ 
tain the place is black with fm&ke.

Timur fpent nineteen days in thjs city in plays 
and entertainments, giving largeifes to the 
warriors who had expos’d themfelves to the 
greateft dangers for hisfervice. Juneid, a' Tur¬ 
coman prince, had the honor to pay his refpe&S 
to the emperor in this place, whereby he ob¬ 
tain’d the lives of himfelf, his family, children, 
and fubje&s. The prince of Hafni Keifa 4 had 
the fame honor; for he fubmitted to Timur, 
and brought him the keys of his town; [Jbe. 
therefore met with a kind reception. The&tl? 
tan Aifa prince of Merdin, refus’d to come to 
Court notwithftanding his promife : upon which 
Timur thinking it not prudent that a rebel,fhou’d 
be left in the midft of his donu’pions, return'd tOr 
Teb. io. Merdin the twenty fixth of Rabiulevei 7 96 . 

J394- He met the Sultan Ali prince of Ar?ine s , .who 
call: himfelf at his feet, and offer’d his fervice, 
with magnificent prefenrs. The prince of Bat¬ 
man e did the fame, and was receiv'd into the 
number of Timur’s fubjefts, The empreffes 
Tchelpan Mule Aga, and Dilcbadaga, who had 
been thirty-five days abfent from court, and 
had follow’d the baggage, join'd Timnrontb© 
top of a hill.

fubmitting to pay tribute. Timfar rtctiv’&km 
courteoufly, and permitted him to return home. 

The Sultari Aifa hadhoTooner learnt that the 
emperor was on His march to Merdin,* than he 
came out of that plate, to caft Himfelf at his 
feet, with prefents bf fine horfes, mules, and 
Other ctiriofitys, nine of each fort. He was 
prefented to Timur on the twenty-eighth of fta- 
jbiulevel,. by the great 'Emirs: the emperor de¬ 
manded tHe caiife of His unwillingnefs to come 
before him;* on which he beg'd pardon for his 
fault.

Death of piirzA Omar Chiek , Tiptur*s pm. 

T H E Mir la Omar Cheik, who among all 
fiiS royal virtues polfefs’d a fupreififeddgree 
of valor and intrepidity, being the head-ge¬ 
neral of the army under Timur, during the year 
that he was in the country of Fars, had made 
himfelf matter of all the provinces and places. 
Which were not fubje&ed to Timur white he 
march’d tKro that country; of which number 
wijre the fortreffes of Eftacar Ferec, and Chthrir 
jfiri GHerinefir. He then went into the out-parts 
of Seirjah, which tyasbefieg’d bymany Emirs, 
who had not yet taken it. But when Timur 
took lip a refolution to make war in Syria and 
Egypt, and had marth’d to Diarbekir, he. fent 
prrfers toMirjta Omar Cheik to return to Court; 

G g j which 
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which orders the Mirza receiv’d while he^vv’SS 
befieging Seir.jan: yet he did not wait till the 
reduction of the place, but immediately departed, 
leaving Aidpcou Berlas, with Chah Chahan go- 
verponof. SifUn, and Pirali Selduz, to continue 
the fiege._ Ti The Mirza being on his return to 
Chiraz, equip’d himfelf for hisjourny, leaving 
Sevindgic to govern the kingdom of Perfia in his 
abfence. This Emir rebuilt the fortrefs of Ca¬ 
llender, ruin’d by Chahchuja, while the Mirza 
with his guards took 4 the road to Choulefiam 
He pafs’d by the country of the, Courdes,. and 
arriv’d at a little fort.-nam'd Cormatou, inha-, 
bited by a. fmall number of men. "The Mirza 
got upon an eminence to view the place, w here 
he was fhot with an arrow in the Vena-Cava, 
which kill’d him on the fpot. This unforefeen 
accidpat. had almolLmads .the, Mirza. Pir Mehe- 
met, and thofe w ho accompany’d him, defpair, fo 
that they even wifti’d their own deaths: but 
who can efcape w hen fate calls ? This misfor¬ 
tune, happen’d in the midft of winter, in the 
month of RabiuleveJ, 796, which anfwers to 
the year, of the Hen the Mirza being but; 
forty years old. After the foldiers had bitterly 
lamented the death of their prince, they deftroy’d 
with fire and fword ail the living creatures : they 
cou’d find in the place, which they raz'd. 

When the new s of this misfortune came, to the 
imperial camp, which w'as without the ^own of 
Merdin, every one w as in fo great a confterna- 
tion, that no one dat’d reveal it: yet as it was 
improper to keep it fecret, after different refolu- 
tiops they agreed to tell it to the emperor; 
which they did in his clofet, with mapy fighs' 
and ^tears. Timur heard all this W'itbogt being 
tnovd, only anfwering in the w ords of t he Al¬ 
coran, Ife belong to God } and mu ft, return to him. 

Then 
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T^WP he gave the kingdom of Farsto Mirza Pir Chap. 3 7. 
Mehemet fon of the deceas’d, tho he was but 
isxteea years old; and order’d Ouchcara Beha- 
der to take care that the.corps o£ the deceas’d 
Mirza fhou’d be carry’d toGhiraz by the Emirs, 
and that he fhou’d accompany ’em. Ouchcara 
pchadet-; at his arrival at Cormatou fignify’d 
thefe ,or t dei*s to the Emirs Eirdi Bei, and Ztrec 
Yacou, w Jk> with their, regiments return’d to the 
camp. 1 And. the Mirza pir Mehemet, with'the 
Ermirs of the court of the .deceas’d, as alfothe 
Eniir 'Quthara and others, march’d in ceremony 
from ..Cormatou to Chiraz-with the corps, which 
was ther$ laid under a dome. .Sometime after 
thaprincefles Sevindgic Gotlwc Aga, Bet Mule 
Aga, and Melket Aga, the wives of the deceas’d, 
with his little fon the Mirza Esiedder, carry’d 
the body , to Kech, where he was inter’d in a 
maufoleum built by the emperor his father. The 
cauff. of this tranflation was, that-Timur had 
ere&ed at Kech. an edifice with feverkl domes, 
which he defign’d for the burying-plabe of the 
princes of his houlhold. This fine piece of build¬ 
ing was on the fouth the tombs of Santon 
Chamfeddin Kelar, and ,the Emir Tragai, Ti¬ 
mur’s father; ai?d had o» dje right and left fe- 
pulehres, which the prince had erefied, as well 
for tfie Mirza Gehanghir, for whom this w r as 
principally defign’d, as for bis other children. 

God, being willing to honor -Timur not only 
in his life, but alfo after his death, infpir’d fo 
fincere a love for him in the great Emirs, who 
feconded him in alibis enterprjzes, that they all 
caus’d their burying-places to be eredted near 
this fumptuous monument, according to their, • 
qualify .and birth; and wherever they died, 
they were, accprdiug to their dafl^ \v ills, trans¬ 
ported to this place, -to teftify to pofterity- the 

great 
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Bockin, great love they had for their prince. .Thi 19 *ir 
(✓VNJ Acbonga bore fo great a reverence tblfiirtiy ebat 
wherever hfc fat or lay, he never turn’d bisback 
towards the place where Timur was, afrd his 
feet were always ftretch'd out that wriyl ^ All 
thefe detdonftrations of refpeft and lbVe in Ti¬ 
mur’s officers, were not only proofs of his merit, 
but alfo mark’d out fomething divine, 'which 
was granted to him? above other men- i 
When the Sultatt Aifa^, prince of Merdin, came 
to call himfelf at Timur’s feet, hefubmitted to 
pay the tribute ufualty impos’d on towns Which 
are taken : upon which the commiflarys went in¬ 
to the place to receive thefe taxes, as did the 
jfoldiers to buy what they had occafion for. 
But a company of young men, who were got 
together, infill ted the foldiers ; of which Timur 
being inform’d, he order’d the Sultan Aifa to 
come before him, of whom he demanded the 
caufe of this aftion : and by feveral queftions 
put'to him, they found, that at his coming out 
of the town he had charg’d his brother and fub- 
jefts not to deliver up their arms, or furrertder 
the place ; and what was found mofl criminal 
in his conduct was, that he had order’d ’em not 
to obey the commands fent to ’em in any letters 
about receiving a governor; for he hadrefolv’d 
to facrifice his life for their fafety, Sultan Aifa 
being convicted of what was alledg’d againft 
him, orders were given to feize him, and bind 
him in chains: yet Timur did not think ptdper 
to befiege Merdin at that time, becaufe there 
was not grafs enough for the great member of 
horfes, and winter was almoft af an end. 

Timur decamp’d from before Merdin the 
Feb. 2i. eighth of Rabyulakher 7£< 5 , and march'd to- 
i^ 94 * wards the mountains, wherd he encamp’d; and 
the next day he departed for Efpcndge. - On the 

third 
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thii*d day the Emirs being every one in their Chap. 3 ft 
ports at the head of their regiments, there hap- 
pen’d a terrible tempeft; it lighten’d and thun¬ 
der’d every where, and fuch great rains fell, that 
all the tents were full of water, and our men 
were in the utmoft confufion they cou’d not 
ftay In the camp for fear of being drown’d 3 the 
camels as well as the mules verd ftuck fart, and 
in a jfhort time nothing cou’d be feen but the 
horfes ears, foecaufe the foil was very foft, and 
caus’d much mud : they fuffer’d thus many days, 
whereby a great many beafts were loft. The 
gveateft- part of the cavalry were oblig’d to dis¬ 
mount to put their tents in order: but the 
ftorm ftill entreating, they were (fibre’d to leave 
all their effects, and march on foot. At length 
Timur with his guards, after great fatigues, got 
Out of the floughs, and on the tenth of Jumaziu- 
level 7 96, encamp’d on ground which was firm March 2$, 
and full of grafs. He immediately fent men td *3 9 *- 
inform himfelf of the condition of the princes 
his Tons - , and thefe Mirzas, as well as their 
Emirs, with felts before them* and umbrellas on 
their heads, pafs’d the Houghs with their To¬ 
mans : then they departed from this place for 
old Mouflel. 

Timur had before this time fent to Sultania 
many prefents for the princes his Tons ; and an 
Emir, who had faluted Timur at Thumiic with 
Malec Azzeddin prince of Gezire, was fo rafh 
and daring as to fteal thefe curiofitys, and car¬ 
ry ’em to Gezire. Malec Azzeddin, notwith¬ 
standing hispromlfes to be obedient to the em¬ 
peror’s orders, entertain’d this robber, promis’d 
to proteift him, and by this action declar’d him¬ 
felf Timur's enemy. 

Timur revolving to revenge himfelf on this 
bold felloe^ fent two couriers to Malec, with 
r prdjrs 
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orders requiring him.to feize the Cheik, and to 
fend him to court in fetters, if he was defirous 
to obtain pardon for the fault he had commit¬ 
ted, in protecting him; but if he refus’d to do 
this, he wou’d bring his cavalry to Gezire, and- 
deftroy his country, fortreflies, rabje&s,- and do- 
meftics, not. excepting one. Malec Azzeddin 
was fo blinded by his adverfe fortune, that 
trailing in .the ftrength of his caftle, and the 
Tigris: which furcounded it, .he refus’d to obey 
thefe orders. 


CHAP. XXXVIH. 

Timur marches to Ge&ire. 

t . . a • 

O N the refufai of Malec Azzeddin, Timur 
departed on .the thirteenth of Jumaziu- 
level, leaving the baggage behind, and croffing- 
the Tigris on floats : he march’d all night, ,atr® 
at break of day, while the enemy were afleep, 
fell upon ’em with his,troops, who pillag’d all 
the country, took, two or three fowrefies, and 
enrich’d themfelves with a great quantity of 
goods and hoyfes. -■ 

During this confufion, Malec Azzeddin fell 
into, the hands of one of our foldier-s, who took 
from him many valuable pieces ;; and not know¬ 
ing who he was, let him efcape. 

After Timur had ravag’d the town and coun¬ 
try of Gezire, and oblig’d Malec to wander a- 
bout the . defart as a vagabond, he return’d 
home, repafs’d Jihe. Tigris, and order’d that all 
thg. booty, nay even the fheep, fhoi&t --be- con¬ 
duced to Mouflel. Upon which the booty 
was convey’d over the Tigris in forty barks, and

CHAP. XXXIX. 

Timur's fecqnd .enterprise upon Merdin . 

HE-N TimurhadtakenGezire, and the 
-tv V fortrefles ,of that, province* he held a 
council with the Emirs, aud took care himfelf 
of the regulation_of the army,.providing the in* 
fentry with hordes. So on the firftof Jumaziu- 
jakher he began his march towards Merdin, A P r ' 1 
Ending the Mirza Mirancha at the head , of I394 ’ 
|he vanguard.. Timur in his march pillag’d the 
inhabitants of the plains and mountains, and on 
t^e twelfth came In. view of Merdin with all his 
army. Then tents were erected for the foldiers 
to lie in, and tire troops enter’d into the gar¬ 
dens, where they, polled themfelves to advan¬ 
tage- 

The oext^ay the princes, Emirs and foldiers 
pf the Tomans, Hezares and Sedes,. gave an af- 
fault upon, the .pla.ee on the node of drums, trum¬ 
pets, kettledrums, the great trumpet Kerrenai, 
gnd the terrible ory of Souroun. The main-bo¬ 
dy placing thefn bucklers on their, heads, fix’d 
the ladders ; and then taking 'their war-clubs 
in their hands, and their fabres in their mouths, 
they fcgl’d the:walls with fuch fury, that they 
made the enemy give way. They foon made 
themfelves. mailers of the town, while the be- 
fieg’d fled into the fortrefs Couh *, which was

mill, which fall? dowrr the rock. -Many poqts 
have defcrib’d the ftrength and advantageous fi- 
tiration of this fbrtrefs, and among others, ftfeft!

We attack’d ititt 
the evening, While the enemy csftdeiWa abtjfv- 
dance of tones', 1 We defifted during night, 
the next day Ottrfoldiers got upon the mountain 
level with theSvaftsdf the placer here fh‘b$ 
feiz’d on fevetal of the ehemy; who hath ftM 
themfelveS in the caverns of the tttbhntain. * The 
befieg’d obfervilig the fury bP bur foldiers, and 
With what vigor they advanc’d, were fo dis¬ 
may’d, that they came with tears and groans to 
beg quarter j which being tpld Timur, he re- 
tird from the foot of-the walls, and re- enter’d 
hiscamp. Then the befieg’d came out of the 
place with foveral prefents, nine df a fort, a- 
mong which werb Turcoman horfes, of an in- 
eft imable value, with large firms' ofmoaey: 
they fwore to'become faithful "and obedient, 
fubmitting to pay ' a tribute every year. The 
prefent conjunftpres were very favorable tw the 
people ofMerdm, and appeas’d Titnut^ foryt 
for next day an exprefs arriv’d from Sultania 
from the empfefs Serai Mule Canum, mother of 
Mnrr€haror,' Wifft advice of the bif th of al&fi 
to this heir of the Crown.

T H E firft of Jamtziulevel 7 96, which an- April 3. 

fwers to. the year of the Dog in the Mogul 1394. 
calendar, God was plfeas’d- to blefs the Mirza 
Chftroc with-the birth of a fon intbecaftle of Sul- 
tania, on whofe countenance the fpleador of the 
royal majefty feem’d already to appear. oThe aftro- 
logers fiook ay necelfary precautions to alFurethem- 
fekesof the moment of his nativity; and to find 
the point of his horoiicope, that they might obferve 
the centers of all the houfes, and fix the fituation 
of the planets-and their afpe&s,- -t h e y - er cftc d the 
figure of his horofcope. r , Th^ boufe of his nati¬ 
vity was Leo, which has thfe fun for its lord, 
and which prognofticated the accompliihment of 
hiS 'defines, and his coiriing to the crown : the 
fun acquir’d noblehefs by means of Aries in 
which it was at that time, which fignify’d that 
this prince wou’d be learned, and put JhorfcienfceS 
in pra&ice. When this news was brought to Ti¬ 
mur, he was fo overjoy’d, that his fury wasa- 
bated, and he pardon’d the ralhoefs which the 
inhabitants of Merdin had: been guilty of; and 
even repitted the taxes they had fubmkted to 
pay. Then he gave the principality of the coun¬ 
try to Sultan Sale, brother of Snltan Aifa. The 
next day the drums were beat for their depar¬ 
ture, and Timur began his march The roads 
were mark’d out for the regiments,* and they 
march’d Edwards Bofri: the Mirza Mehemet 
Sultan took the road to Meidan; Timur 
march’d to Saour, being accompauy’d by Mirza 

Charoc; 
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Jiopklll. Charoc ; and the Mirza Mirancha went to Ja- 

(✓'YX/ owfec- ; she Emirs of Tomans, acc o r d ing-*to 
their ranks, took alfo different ways. Timur, 
at his arrival at the Tigris near Sagnr, fent by 
water the Mirza Mirancha to give neceffary 
orders, as to the regulation of the garifoos, and 
the receiving the revenues from the places con¬ 
quer’d on the river. Timur crofs’d the Tigris, 
and encamp’d in a delightful meadow, where lie 
ftaid three days with a defign to return to Ala- 
tac. But he receiv’d advice from Mirza Mehe- 
met Sultan, and Mirza Mirancha, that the- in¬ 
habitants of the town iof: Caratche Coja, which 
is commonly . call’d Hamedj priding themfelves 
in the ftrength, of thein walls, refus’d to tame 
before-bim to teftify theirobedience.

! JL.‘ la? fo befiegetjhe caftle of Aloagic ; at 
whojfe approach Cara Youfef with his Turco¬ 
mans fled.: whereupon Timur, in council with 
the priqees and Emirs,, refdv’d that , the. .troops 
fhou’d nwch in purfuit of ’em. He made Bur- 
han Agleu general , of the horfe, ordering him; 
with Aibadge Aglen, Gehancha Behader, and 
other Emirs, to decamp from Sahrai Mouch,and 
purfueyhefe Turcomans to the very utmoftu and 
fo deliver the public from the diforders they 
committed by their robberys.

the Mirza l, i 3 harOG to meet ’em, who'‘in four* 
day's join’d ’em between Merend and Coi. 

When Timur encamp’d in the neighbourhood 
of Eclat", • Cacan prince of Adeliaouz *, one of 
Iris old . friends, came to ■ pity him his refpe&s, 
making handfom prefents, which Timur re¬ 
ceiv’d with pleafiire, being pgrfuaded of his fin- 
cerity, and zeal in his fervice. He then gave 
this prince the lordfhip of Eclar, with its de- 
pendencys, to be enjoy’d him and his heirs 
for ever.

Fir Mehemet^fhanghir; and had the honor to 
falute Timur,' arid teftifv their joy tit feeing him. 
But this their pleafure was mixt with bittemejs, 
becaufe of their complements of condolence for 
the death of the Mirza Omar Cheik; which re¬ 
new’d the emperor’s grief, who only faid pp’^h, 
God gave him to me, and God hath taken< him ‘ away* 
Then Timtrr fent Teniour Goja fon of AebdUg*, 
with a body of foldiers to aflift Mehemet Der*- 
vich Berks in the fiege of the fortr-efe of Alen** 

June 24. gic- The 8th of Chabaft Timur decamp’d'for 
Aidin, the inhabitants of which place came to 
aifure him of their fubmifiion, bringing'* with 
’em all their filver-mony, hories and cattle,ftufl*v 
and provifions ; and with tears hv their eyes 
they befought him to grant ’em quarter ,* which 
he did, and having blam’d ’em for their remit* 
nefs in not coming to him before, he reftor’d 
’em all they had brought. Then he departed for 
Outch KilifTa, where he arrival in one night* 
Here Taharten, governor of Araendgian* came 
to pay his refpe&s to him, and on his knees 
made him large prefents, after having given 
him aflftirances of his obedience; ; • Timur being 
pleas’d with his conduct, accepted of his pre¬ 
sents, and treated him with all imaginable ho¬ 
nor ami-civility.

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CHAP. XLIV. 

The taking of the town andfqrtrefs of Avenic , 

M ESSER, Ton of Cara Mehemet and 
■ prince of Avenicj perlifting in his delign 
not co come to court, tho he had been fummon’d 
by a circular letter; Timur refolv’d to make him- 
fe If mailer of that town: he therefore fent be¬ 
fore feme troops under the Mirza Mehemet Sul¬ 
tan, and on the idth of Chaban march’d thither J^y 2. 
himfelf in perfon, firft encamping in the meadow 
of Alichgherd, from whence, palling by Kio- 
f&tac, in two dayshe arriv’d at Avenic, before 
the Mirza. The foldiers immediately attach'd 
the town, and fodti made themfelves mailers of 
the walls, which they raz’d. Upon this Meffer 
retir’d with Ais men into the fortrefs, fituate 
upon a .fteep and craggy mountain, all the-paf* 
fages of: which were black’d up and fortify'd, a 
wall being alfo built on one fide, on the very 
edge of the mountain, the gate of which was alfo 
fortify’d; fo that Meffer and his Turcomans re- 
folv’d to defend it to tbelaft. 

The Emirs of Tomans, and the brave ft men 
of the army, difmounted, and march’d-up as far 
as the gate, which they alfaulted, after having 
clofely invefted the caftle. At the found of 
drums and kettle-drums,the battering-rams were 
made ready, while the horfemen were mounted as 
high as the walls, to difchafge arrows On thofe 
who ihou’d be plac’d on the breaft-worb. 

The ipth of Chaban, Meffer fent his fon and J ul y 5» 
his lieutenant, with confiderable prefents, to 
Timur j to whom they faid, That Meffer, being 
H h 4 fatif- 
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Bookill. fatisfy’d of his inability to defend himfelf againft 
the valiant officers of the imperial army, had 
refolv’d entirely to fubmit to the emperor’s or¬ 
ders, but had.nqt jboldpefs enough to come out 
of the place ; that if 'Ih'mur wotAi grant hint 
quarter, he wou’d not fail for the future of be¬ 
having himfelf like a faithful fervarit, in whom 
he might confide. Timur gave thefe envoys a 
handfom reception, prefenting each with a veft 
and a gilt belt; telling ’em that he freel/par- 
don’d Mefler, and that he might come out of 
the place without any fear, fince he had pro¬ 
mis’d him quarter. The envoys carry’d back 
this anfwer to Meflfer, who hgd done-What¬ 
ever .Timur requir’d, ihad fortune been favora¬ 
ble to him.: but he was fo unhappy as to reject 
the advice given him, and chofe to defend. Wnw 
felf, difcfaarging on a fudden a whole cloud of 
arrows on our men, who-by that perceiv’d his 
refolutiom 

This oblig’d the Emir Taharten to fpeak to 
Mefler from a place where 1 , he cou’d fufpeft no 
danger ’ t he demanded of him what unruly pflfc. 
fion made him perfift .in hist flubborunefs, and 
commit.Jiofiilities agaiaft aiprince, who had 
oblig’d the kings of the feven climates, of Afia 
to lay down their arms, being fatisfy’d of their 
inability to defend themfelves againft him... He 
told him he wou’d .he a felf-murderer, ,i£he did 
not fubmit to: Timur, ‘f Confider, . fays he, 
Cf .that , all the. kings of Afia he,ve laid' their. 
“ crowns and fcepters at this conqueror’s feet; 
“ that he has under him two hundred generals, 
“ each of,’em equal in valor to the great Rou- 
**• ftem > and that thefe lords bear fo much refpedl 
tc to him, that they are always readyto facrifice 

their lives in his fervice. The magnificence 
■j ^djftandeur of this monarch furpafidd'eKren 

•* * “ that 
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** that Feridon Gemchi and the em- Quu.^. 
‘‘ perofs of China. I advife you to confider the ^*yV 
“ danger you are in; and not confiding in the 
** ftt«*gth of your vails, to feflefl: on your 
** weaknefs. Not being able to refill thcfe 
“ Turks, who make the univerfe to tremble,, 

“ depart fpeedily out of the fortrefs. pod is 
“ tvitnefs of my fincerity in adfifihg you to , 

“ efcape the danger you are in.” 

On this advice Mefler was in greater per¬ 
plexity than before'; he fent his ion, and one of 
his neareft relations nam’d Setilmich, to the 
emperor With prefentS of very beautiful horfes. 

With grodUs and tears they bSgg’d pardon, as 
they <fiad done before. But Timur perceiving 
Meffer had no defign to quit the place, caus’d 
Setilmich and his' attendents to be feiz’d. 

•'The 21ft of Chaban, thc : Mirza> Mehemet -j 
Sultan rejoin’d the edmp with his troops: during 7 
this night the folHieVs fcal’d the mountain as far 
aS the Walls, again!! which they made a vigor¬ 
ous aifault, which lafted till day. During this 
afftelt ah arrow was difeharg’d from the place, 
at" thf6 end of which wai'faften’d a billet, where¬ 
in 1 wene contain’d" thefe words ': “ Setilmich 
“ who is with you is<%ne of Mefler’s neareft 
“ relations, and being the braveff of all, com- 
“ mands the garifon; if you put him in chaitis, 

“ the men within this place, bein£ depriv’d of 
“ their general, will lofe all courage. ’ This 
advice was not difpleafing, tho it : had been al¬ 
ready put in execution. Next morning, Timur 
order’d Mefler’s fon, who was btft fix years old, 
to be brought before him: this young prince 
calling himfelfon the ground,kifs’d the emperor’s

feet, 
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Botiklll. feet, and in fubmiflive termsbeg’d pardon dbr 
his father, promifing that if his highnefawou’d 
grant his father his life, he wou4 go himfelfand 
fummon him to appear before-the throne, wid* 
a fword and handkerchief in his hand. Timua 
being fenfibly touch’d with thefe< fupplkatttcs^ 
faid, “Go, my child, I will give your fatheE 
“ his life, on condition that he makes his ap- 
“ pearance before me.” Then he gave *.tjjje 
child a veft, and fix’d a coHar of gold about, his 
neck, fending him back to Meffer with a very 
obliging letter. When the young prince was 
introduc’d into the cattle in this condition, the 
befieg’d murmur’d againtt their pripce, and ap¬ 
plauded‘Timur ; they very civilly receiv’d .the 
men who were fent to conduit Meffer’s ton, and 
at their departure gave ’entgold and garments. 
Yet Mefl'er wou’d not reiblve upon going out, 
tho he had been invited to it with fo muchr 
civility and complaiiance. This oblig’d Timuc 
to order the Emirs of the Tomans to keep fixld 
in their refpective potts, and make ready; the 
machines for catting ttones,. and other neceffary 
arms. The affauit began, our troeps approach? 
ing the walls* where they* were not lefs fatigu’d 
with the ttones caff by the befiegers, than thefe 
were by our arrows: but at length the ttones 
from our machines ruin’d fever*#! noufes tttuaoe 
on the top of the mountain. Upon this,.the 
mother of Meffer came down from the fortr£&i 
and throwing her felf at Timurs feet, befought 
him to pardon her fon: /he reprefen ted to him 
that there was no probability that a hamlet.irf 
Turcomans fhou’d be able to hold out- againtt 
the emperor’s army; and begg’d of him to con- 
fider that ttlfg" diforder proceedetTohly from tfiB 
fear hen fon was in, which would not lethim 
know' his own intereft. Next day Timur gave 
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a magnificent veft to Mefler’s mother, and told 
her that if her fon wou’d fave his life, he muft 
immediately depart out of the place. The em- 
predfes Serai Mule Canum and Touman Aga alfo 
gave her reft*. When (lie was return’d to the 
place, (he told her fim what Timur had faid; 
but* he imprudently continu’d his ftubbornefsi' 

Timur order’d a MU of earth to be rais’d over-* 
againft the walls of the place: whereupon the 
fmdiers went to all places within three days 
jouray of the town to cut dowh trees, which 
when they had convey’d to the fbrtrefs, Timur 
order’d Ofman Abbas to infpeft the workmen in 
the Mel jour {for fb they call this fort of work), 
from evening till morning. When the trees wei e 
pil’d one upon another, the fpaees were fill’d up 
wxtb'ftones and mud mix’d together; and thus 
the Meljour was finifh’d in a (hort time, and 
rais’d higher than the fbrtrefs. A regiment 
mounted it, and having prepar’d the machines, 
difchargM Co great a quantity of ftones, that it 
feem’d as if a mountain had (alien on their heads. 

The i5«h of Ramadan the befieg’d were, thro Ju, y 3 ° - 
fcarci^y of water* reduc’d to extremity, and 
oblig’d to turn out the inhabitants, fa that there 
remain’d in the place only the officers and gari- 
fon Of Mefier, who refolv’d to defend them- 
folvts to* the laft. Neverthelefs, as the ma¬ 
chines, which were continually difeharging great 
(tones, ruin’d ther houfes, and boat down the 
arches upon the foldiers heads; Mefier being 
aftonifii'd, fent his lieutenant to implore the af- 
fiftaneeof the Mirza Mehemet Sultan, who 
aaadu&ed him to the emperor, to whom he 
mode known the difquiet Mefier underwent. 
Timur again promis’d him quarter if he wou’d 
come to him; and gave the lieutenant a veft at 
his departure. Notwithftanding all this, Mefier 

con-. 
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Booklll. continu’d in his ftubborn humour, and refolv’d to 

t/W defend himfedf. A- company of our-i brav.e /td,- 
diers remain’d all night in the caverns of. the 
mountain, and in the narrow and/ttlmoft ,inac~ 
qe$ble paflages. Coja Ghahin, one. of that nunj- 
ber, advene A with feven.others, and rnftuntipg 
oge of the arches, got to the foot of the,alls 
of the place, where he lighted fires to advertife 
the army. Upon this the Emirs, Argoppcha 
Edadgi, and Amancha Cazanedgi, afeepded 
tne mountain in the fame place, and came to a 
very narrow arch ; where the befieg’d attack’d 
’em notwithftandiug the darkpefs of tha night. 
Amancha being dangeroufly wounded, was^cojj- 
ftrain’d to return to the camp: while Argoup- 
cha and .the reft getting upon another arch, 
which is above three hundred qubits broad, at^ 
l iv’d at,,the foot.of the walls, which they Tapp’d 
wjth.their hatchets, hammers and pick-axes,.fix-; 
ing at the iTaipe time flakes to prop ’em up, The 
officers and.garifcn, feeing themfelves thus put tp 
itjjwotv’dho longer ftand their ground, but aban-, 
don’d Mefleir: fome flung thepifeives oft. thje; 
mountains, w-hile the others exclaim’d againft 
Mefler, and in .rokep of fubmiflion flung their 
arms, on the ground, and beg’d leave to; depart; 
out. of the place. Mefier, toappeafe’em, Jeyt 
his mother and fon to Timur on triday, which, 
■was the day.of their feafl. His mother c.aft 
herfelf at the emperor’s feet,, and with tears, 
in her eyes begg’d her fop’s life. Timur, 
touch’d witli her a/Hidion, told her, that foj; 
her fake he wan'd grant hip*.,his ftfe, but 
condition that hfe came himfelf to beg pardon;, 
othenvife that ^ after the redudiop q£, 
place, he wou’d give order that every one] 
fbou’d be flain, whofe blood wou’d cry for.vpp- 
geance againft Mefter. The mother of Mefteir 

re- 
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return'd it* the eaftle very much diftra&ed, and 
gave her Ton an account-of every thing; 1 but he 
did not'go out thtft day, and wou’d haveCori* 

.tind’d to defend hiffifelf, if His-domefrics had 
not quitted him,- and Ieap’d off the walls. Theri 
feeing, himfelf reduc’d to extremity, he tied * 
handkerchief about his neck, and took a naked 
fword 1 in his hand, with which on the focond 
day of the Teaft he departed out of the ftdrtrtfe 
of Aveiiic : he had immediate recourfd to the 
Mrrza Mehemet Sultan, whom he befoiigbt to 
intercede ,for hinV prorhifing for the 'futsirb an 
entire'Tubmiflion to the emperor, arid” to lay 
downhi^life in hisfervice: hefhew’d To many 
figns of grief in this difcourfe, that theMirza 
was mov’d to companion, and having comforted 
him, brought him to Timur. Mefler obtain’d 
favor of the emperor, - tho his proceedings had 
merited another kind of treatment up The arms 
were taken from; the garifon, and orders were 
given that Mefler and the-Sultan Ai fa prince of 
Merdin fhou’d bfc conduced to Sultania, and 
that afterwards. Mefler-ihou’d be earty’d to Sa- 
marc&ndwhich was accordingly done. ■ Timur 
carefs’d .thofe who had given proofs of their 
valor at the fiege of Avenic, and diflributed the 
treafures' of Mefler among'them. 


C H A P,. XLV. 

Timur's return after the taking of -.Avenic. 

’ ft ‘ 

rrll MU R ftaid' five days at Avenic, to fo- 
Jj 'iemnize the feaft with plays and banquets; 
and then putting .the .caftle into the hapds of 
the Emir Atilmich, and leaving fome good fol- 

diers 
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, diers with hitn, he decamp’d the feventh <d? 
Chawal. Next day his grand vifier Seifeddin, 
being come from Samarcand, made him rich 
prefents. Timur having inquir’d of him how 
publick affairs were in grand Tartary, Capehac, 
Gete, and Turkeftan; the Emir told him, there 
was an entire tranquillity in thofe parts* wJaere 
his majefty was lov’d and admir’d by. all; an do 
that the news of his conquefts having fpread ast 
far a$ Gete, the inhabitants of Cara Coja had 
abandon’d L that kingdom. Timur entertain'd 
himfelf in Ids march with the vifier, till they 
came to the delicious meadow where they were 
to encamp that night: the variety of flowers 
in this place charm’d the: emperor; and as there 
was good grazing here, for tbehorfes, he eafily 
confeote/d to flay fonj.e d^ys. On the feventeentn 
of Chawal he entertain’d his court with a fump- 
tuous banquet, and the fibeft mufick, which ce- . 
lebratedbis conquefts. After this regale, Ti¬ 
mur confer’d the principality of Arzendgian on 
Taharten, to whom he gaveadvice in relation t6 
the government of that placethen having pret* 
fenced him with a crown, and a belt of gold en* 
rich’d with-precioas ftones, he fent him into his 
own country. 

During thefe tnx&LSuaaa the EmirZirec Ya- 
bou, who was gone to befiegeAidin with a bo¬ 
dy of the army, according ta Timur’s orders, 
had given fuch confiderabie aflaults upon that 
town, that the Emir Bayazid, the prince of it, 
found he cou’d not hold out againft this general: 
upon which he demanded a truce, promrfiwgchat 
as foon as the army fhou’d decamp from before 
the walls, he wou’d go out of rfie town. Zirec* 
willingly confented to his propofal. Bayazid dfc- 
cordingly went out during the night without 
Zirec’s knowledg, and came ftraitwsys to ; Th» 
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mur’$ camp j he caft himfelf at the emperor’s Chap^ 
feet, and prefeflted him with a horfe of great V -*Y**4 
price, whofe good qualitys he faid furpafs’d thole 
pf Rocche, the horfe of Rooftem: TimuP re¬ 
ceiv’d Bayazid with joy, and feem’d pleas’d 1 
with his conduct in coming to Him ; he then con¬ 
firm’d him in the principality of his town and its 
dependencys, and call’d home the troops which 
then block’d it. up, whom he prohibited from 
committing arty afts of hoftility. He fign’d pa¬ 
tents to impower Bayazid to eftabliih a gover¬ 
nor in the town of Aidin, whom he fent thi¬ 
ther, after having given him a veil, and a belt of 
gold. 


CHAP. XL VI. 

Timur fends an army into Georgia 

O NE of the principal advices of Mahomet 
to his followers, is, that they fttou’d make 
war on thofe who profefs a different religion 
from themfelves, and facrifice their own lives for 
the increafe of the Faith. This caus’d Timur, 
who was a ftri&Adftffulman, to fend Burhan Ag- 
len, Hadgi‘Seifeddin Gehancha,’"' and Ofman 
Behader, into Georgia, againft Acfica prince of 
tEan country,' while he himfelf fhou’d march thi¬ 
ther by the forefts of Alatac with a very nume¬ 
rous army. The Emirs enter’d Georgia, divir 
ded themfelves into feveral bodys, and wafted 
the country of thofe infidels. Timur before his 
decampment order’d a bunting; in the evening 
all this fine country was furrounded, and next 
morning the circle growing lefs and lefs, the 
meadow was cover’d with game* Timur began 
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Booklli; the {laughter, and the captains follow’d , in 
1/"VNJ their turn ; fo that there' was not one officer 
who had , not for his fhare at lea# ten beafts. 

After this'hunting Timur continu’d his rpajd 
to Georgia in long marches,, feldom difmount- 
ing to repofe himfelf ; while his troops piun? 
der’d all Who were of a different religion.,, and 
wou’d not ,fubmit to the emperor. As Timm’s 
foie intention in this war’ w'as' God’s glory, he 
had every '-.day fome confiderable b'effings 
fhower’d On him from heaven. ( Among other 
delights* when he arriv’d at Carslie had thp 
pleafure' of encamping in a very agreeable plain, 
where the green meadows, the infinite number 
of {prints and rivulets of waiter clear..as chryftal, 
the fliaay groves, delicious fruit-trees, the va¬ 
riety of balfatps and flowers, aifd the refreihing 
zephyrs were To charming, that they feem’d to 
meet together in this place only .to receive tfte 
greateft emperor of the univerfc. At this hap¬ 
py place was born to Charoc, a prince, at wjioff 
birth all the court was tranfported witfrjoy, 
and the whole army made public rejoicings. ' 


CHAP. XLYII. 

The birth of Ibrahim Sultan , fon of Cham. 

O F all the bleffings the Divine-being in- 
ceflantly beftows upon his creatures, the 
moft learned doftors believe there is none grea¬ 
ter than that of the continuation of the fpecies:

tho 
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tho it miift be confess’d that the favor which Chap.47. 
God grants to men, of educating their children 
in virtue, nobJenefs of mind,, and the knowledg 
of his goodnefs and almighty power, is infinite¬ 
ly more excellent; becaufe the former is com¬ 
mon to the beafls, and the latter places men u^- 
on an equality with the angels, renders ’em pro¬ 
phets, and, if one may dare to fay it, raifes ’em 
up to divinity it felf. God, whom it pleas’d to 
increafe Timur’s power, and to furnilh him with 
favorable conjunctures to render bitnfelf mailer 
of the univerfe, granted him this bleffing in a 
degree above that bellow’d on other potentates, 
that fo his power might be pteferv’d in his 
auguft pofterity: wherefore on the twenty- 
fixth of Chawal 7915, he blefs’d with a fon S W' 
the Mirza Chiroc, whofe phyfiognqmy prog- 393 ‘ 
nofticated the height of grandeur to which he 
fhou’d in time arrive; as his horofcope fignify’d 
that he.fhou’d afcend the throne, and be the 
heir of his father’s crown. Serai Mule Canum 
immediately fent this agreeable news to Timur, 
who teftify’d his joy to the court by prefents of 
gold, filver and curious fluffs. All the lords of 
the court fpreadgold and precious Hones upon 
the young child: the emperor’s children, the 
queens, the Emirs, and the Nevians, alfo paid 
their refpe£t$ to him; and Timur order’d a fump- 
tuous banquet. That the rejoicings might be ge¬ 
neral, he elevated many great lords to confide- 
fable polls, and deliver’d the poor from their 
miferys ; fo that there was fcarce one perfon in 
the whole empire who had not caufe to"retura 
thanks to God, for he exempted the people' from 
all forts of taxes for a whole year. Orders were 
iflii’d : out to the moll skilful aftrologers to come 
forthwith to draw the horofcope of the young 
prince. But as Moulla Abdalla Leflan was the 
Voi; I. ' skii- 
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Booklll. skiifullefl: of any prefent, they chiefly Begirded 
his remarks; which were, that he fhou’d be en¬ 
dow’d with all the virtues of a great prince; 
that from the cradle he (hon'd wear a crown, 
and become the greateft monarch ; and that this 
crown fhou’d remain for ever in his family, be- 
caufe the fun was at this time in the tenth houfe 
of Leo* Then Timur order’d him to be call’d 
♦Abraham. Ibrahim * Sultan, that he might have for his 
patron that prophet who was God’s chief fa¬ 
vorite. 


CHAP. XLVIII. 

Solemn rejoicings for the birth of Ibrahim 
Sultany fo» of Charoc. 

N EXT day at fun-rifing Timur decamp’d 
from the meadow of Cars for the plain 
of Minecgheul', where he had information that 
the Emirs, who had been feut into Georgia, 
after having gain’d feveral battels, conquer’d 
great part of the country, and taken many ftrong 
places from the Chriftians, were upon their re¬ 
turn. Shortly after thefe Emirs had the honor 
to falute Timur ; and having prefented to him 
* Georgia, the fpoils they had taken in Gurgiftan *, they 
congratulated him on the birth of the prince his 
grandfon. After this, orders being given for 
preparations to be made for the banquet, they 
provided tents and canopys, which they adorn'd 
with the moll magnificent furniture of all Afia. 
Thefe tents took up two leagues of ground : the

empe- 
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emperor’s was under a canopy fuftain’d by forty Chap.48. 
pillars, and as fpacious as a palace; in the mid- 
file of it was erefled a throne, which was fo 
fet off with precious ftones, that it refembletj 
the fun. A great number of the moft beautiful 
ladysof Afia were plac’d on each fide the throne, 
with veils ,of cloth of gold, adorn’d with jewels. 

At length the emperor came and fat upon the 
throne with the fcepter in his hand, and the 
crown on his head. The mufic was plac’d in 
two rows ; the vocal on the right, and the in- 
ftrumental on the left. NineChaouxof a hand- 
fom mein, well equip’d, and mounted on Ara¬ 
bian horfes, came there in quality of ftewards of 
the feaft : who having demounted, took golden 
wands in their hands, and march’d in proceffion 
before the dilhes which were ierv’d up. They 
were follow’d by cup-bearers, having in their 
hands chryftal bottles, and golden cups ; with 
red wine of Chiraz, white of Mazendran, grey- 
color’d of Cofrouan, and water as clear as that 
of the fountain of * Kiolfer. The converfation * Fountain 
of charming women, whofe hair hung in trelfes in Maho* 
down to the very ground, did not add a fmall ^’ s P ata " 
luftre to this illuftrious alfembly. The Mirzas, ; 
Emirs, Nevians, and foreign lords of Iran and 
Touran, who came to Timur’s court from India 
even unto Greece, partook of all the diverfion 
which this opportunity cou’d favor ’em with ; 
and to teftify their utmoft joy, they join’d with 
the Zagataians in vows for the profperity of the 
emperor and the new-born prince. Then Timur 
chofe the princefs Touman Aga,who was as wife 
as Balkis *, and as illuftrious as Caidafa 5 , to be

’ Queen of the Amazons, and the Thaleftris of Quintus 
Curtius. 

Ii a gover- 
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Booklll. governefs to the young Mirza: on which ac- 
count fhe made a magnificent banquet, which 
lafted eight days, to return thanks to the empe¬ 
ror for the honor he did her. The Emir Ofman 
Abbas was appointed his governor, and his wife 
Sadekin Aga, a relation of Timur, his nurfe. 
When thefe entertainments, which lafted three 
Oftob. 5. weeks, were finifh’d, Timur decamp’d from 
I ? 94 > Minecgheul the eighteenth of Zilcade 7 96, and 
went to encamp on the top of a mountain. 


CHAP. XLIX. 

Timur conftitutes the Mirza, Charoc governor 
of Samarcand. 

Oftob. 8 . r I 1 H E twenty-firft of Zilcade Timur con- 
J_ fer’d upon the Mirza Charoc the govern¬ 
ment of Samarcand j he recommended to him 
entirely to apply himfelf to the doing ads of 
juftice, and treating his people as his children: 
in which paternal .advices Timur aded with 
great prudence. Then he embrac’d his fon, and 
having kifs’d his eyes and head, took his leave 
of him. After Charoc’s departure, the em- 
prefles Serai Mule Canum his mother, Touman 
Aga, and other princefles and ladys of the court, 
alfo departed with the baggage for Sultania, at 
which place they had orders to ftay. Charoc 
* Gihon. having crofs’d the Oxus *, the inhabitants of 
Tranfoxiana came as far as the banks of that 
river to receive him with all the honors due 
to fo illuftrious a viceroy : and the ways were 
lin’d with people from the Gihon as far as 
Kech. The Etnir Solimancha, on advice that 
the Mirza was near Kech, came to meet him 

with 
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with gyeat ceremony. The city of Samarcand 
was adorn’d to grace his entry : the artifans, 
brought thither from other countrys, ftrove to 
excel one another on this occafion in their re- 
fpefiive arts. The ftreets he muft pafs thro, 
from the gate of Aferine to the royal palace, 
were hung with carpets ; the gates were adorn’d 
with pieces of cloth which had been taken from 
the enemys in the feveral battels the emperor 
had won ; and the ground was cover’d with fat- 
tin and fcarlet cloth. Charoc made his entry 
amidft the people’s acclamations ; and as foon 
as he was fet upon the throne, he order’d (ac¬ 
cording to the example of the juft Anpuchi- 
rouan *) the heralds to proclaim that the inha¬ 
bitants Ihou’d repair to him for juftice againft 
their opprefTors. Thus he began to executethe 
fpnftion of viceroy, exactly following his father’s 
advices ; fo, that the contented happy people had 
caufe to thank God for giving ’em fo equitable 
a prince, under whom the weak cou’d live in as 
great fecurity as the powerful. 


CHAP. L. 

Timur goes in perfon to the Georgian war. 

T IMUR's zeal for religion made him un¬ 
dertake the war himfelf in Georgia: 
wherefore he decamp’d, and enter’d the moun¬ 
tains of thofe Chriftians, cutting in pieces all 
who refilled, and pillaging their country. Then 
he march’d into the lands of certain Georgians, 
nam’d Cara Calcanlic, that is, the black buckler, 
who had fortify’d themfclves in caftles fituate on 
very fteep mountains: by the alfiftance of hea-

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BooklH, vcn he vanquifh’d thefe enemys, enter’d their 
habitations, and plunder’d their goods, after ha¬ 
ving put ’em all to the fword. He encamp’d 
fome time in their plains to repofe his army* 
and from thence march’d before Teflis *; and 
continuing his road came to the plain of Cheki % 
where he encamp’d feveral days. From this 
place the Emirs Hadgi Seifeddin and Gehancha 
Behader were fent to pillige the lands of a Geor¬ 
gian prince nam’d Bertaz : they accordingly en¬ 
ter’d this prince’s country, made a terrible ha- 
vock, and took the inhabitants prifoners, whom 
they brought to the camp. Timur alfo fent the 
Cheik Noureddin, fon of Sarbouga, with a con- 
fiderable body of the army, into other mountains 
call’d the Couheftan of Georgia; he had no 
fooner fet footing in thofe parts, than Sedi Ali 
of Cheki, prince of the houfe of ErlaV, who 
was governor there, was afraid and fled, aban¬ 
doning his effe&s to Noureddin, who having 
deftroy’d his houfes, fack’d his cbuntry, and 
pillag’d his goods, return’d to the imperial camp. 
At this time advice was brought by the way of 
Chirouan, that the troops of Tocatmich Can, 
having for.their generals Ali Aglen, Elias Ag- 
len, Aifa Bei, Yagli Ber, atrfd other great Emirs 
of Capchac, had pafs’d by Derbend, and ra¬ 
vag’d fome countrys dependent 'on Chirouan. 
Timur having learnt this news by the Uz- 
becs, faid. It was better that the game fhou’d 
run into the nets, than that the hunters fhou’d 
go in fearch of it; and that there was nothing 
to fear from 'the armys of Capchac. Where¬ 
upon he immediately departed from Cheki, to

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meet thcfe raih inhabitants of Capchac, with Chap. 51- 
all his Emirs at the head of their regiments. 

The enemy, on advice of his march, ihamidully 
fled. Timur, who was then on the banks of the 
Abcor *, order’d the quarter-mafters to chufe a * Cyrus, 
place for palling the winter-feafon. They pitch’d 
on the plain of Mahmoudabad t, to which Timur + inGeor- 
march’d, and encamp’d on the plain of Calin Gon- 8 ,a * 
bed, near the town of Facrabad.' Timur, who ex¬ 
tremely lov’d the princes his children, fent to Sul- 
tania for them, the emprelfes, and the baggage to 
,come to the imperial camp ,• which they accord¬ 
ingly did, in their paflage crofling the Cyrus. 

Mirza Mirancha quitted the fiege of Alengic, to 
come to court; and being at Babi ", he was in¬ 
form’d that he had a fon born to him, whom the 
emperor nam’d Aigel. Mirza Pir Mehemet, leav¬ 
ing the Emirs Sevindgic, Haflan Jagadaoul, and 
Ali Bei fon of Aifa, atChiraz, departed thence, 
and join’d the imperial camp in the winter- 
quarters, where they pafs’d the feafon agreeably 
iu plays and feafts, every day furnilhing new 
diverfions. 


CHAP. LI. 

Timur marches afecond time into Cape hoc 
againjt Toe at mi eh Can. 

T H E winter was no fooner on the decline, 
than Timur departed for Capchac at the 
head of a powerful armv, to make war on To- 
catmich Can, who had not only re-eftablilh d 
himfelf in his kingdom, but was daily making

irrup- 
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BookHI. irruptions into Timur’s dominions, to repair 
the lofs of his laft defeat. Timur diftributed 
among his foldiers' feveral fums out of his trea- 
fury; and fent the ladys with the baggage to 
Sultania, to which place alfo came Tchelpan 
Mule Aga, while the empreffes Serai Mule Ca- 
num and Touman Aga, with the young princes, 
departed for Samarcand. Timur order’d for their 
convoy Moufa Recmal, to whom he gave the 
government of Sultania, in concert with Aki 
Irancha governor of the fortrefs. The feventh 

March lo.'of JumaziuleVel 797, the army began their march 
in order of battel, with their'enfigns difplay’d : 
and as their faces were turn’d towards thenorth- 
eaft, the left-wing advanc’d'before the reft of 
the army, which was the manner of the Tartar 
armys marching r . While they were in their 
winter-quarters, the emperor wrote the follow¬ 
ing letter to Tocatmich Can. 

“ After having given God the thanks which 
“ are due to the governor of the-world; I de- 
“ mand of you, .whom the devil of pride hath 
“ turn’d from the right way, what is your de- 
“ fign in palling beyond your bounds ? who has 
“ put you upon lucii vain undertakings ? Have 
“ you forgot how in the laft war your country 
“ and effects were reduc’d to nothing ? You 
“ certainly behave yourfelf with great rafhnefs, 
“ firtce you pppofe. your own happinefs.' Is it 
“ poflible you can he; fo ignorant that they who 
“ have teftify’d ptheir friendlhip. to me, have, 
“ been receiv’d with refpect, and drawn great 
<c advantages 'from the treatys I have made with 
iC ’em, and which I have inviolably obferv’d;

“ while 
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while my enenays have not 1 only been under Chap.ji. 
“ continual difquiets and fears, but alfo been t/YM 
“ unable to efcape my vengeance, tho in the 
“ greatefl: fecurity ? You are acquainted with 
u my vidorys, and are perfuaded that peace or 
tc war are equally indifferent to me. You have 
“ experienc’d both my mildnefs and feverity. 

“ When you have read this letter, don’t delay 
“ fending me an ahfwer; but let me know your 
tc refolution, either for war or peace.” This 
letter was car'ry’d by Chamfeddin Almaleghi, a 
a man of great wifdom, experience, and ad- 
drefs ; who was as well skill’d in contriving any 
noble defign, as in executing it With vigor ; he 
was perfefily. acquainted with the maxims-of 
the Tartars of Touran, and with the interefts 
of the feveral princes of that country : and he al¬ 
ways fuCceeded in his negotiations by his elo¬ 
quence, and forcible ways of arguing *. Becaufe * He was 
of thefe qualifications he wasfcnt into Capchac, af i er w ar£ l* 
where at his arrival he was admitted into the 1™^;. 
prefence of Tocatmich Can, to whom he rela-nift er , 
ted in a few words the fubjeft of his embaffy. 

He afterwards difcours’d with Tocatmich in fo 
forcible a manner, that the Can was wrought 
upon by it; and being perfuaded of the neccffity 
of peacej he was about confenting to it, and 
begging pardon of Timur. He had without 
doubt concluded a treaty, if his courtiers and 

f enerals, whofe' intereft it was to make war, 
ad not perfuaded him againft it, and by that 
means brought ruin upon the ftate. Tocatmich, 
following the evil fentiments of his courtiers, 
fent a rude and imperious anfwer to Timur, by 
the hands of Chamfeddin, to whom he made a 
prefent of a veil. This ambaflador, at his 
arrival at the court near the river of Sam T 

nour. 
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BookJII.-nour 8 , gave the emperor a detail of his jsm- 
Cx'^YV bafly, and prefented to him Tocatmich’s let¬ 
ter. Timur was enrag’d at the impertinent 
reafons which he alledg’d in his anfwer ; and 
at the fame time gave orders for the review of 
his army, which he commanded to get rejidy 
with expedition- 


CHAP. LII. 

Timur reviews his army. 

T IMUR permitted his foldiers to repole 
themfelves one night, and commanded 
’em all to march next day in Order of battel to 
the place of the review ; which was on the banks 
of the Samnour, fituate at the' foot of mount 
Alburz, five leagues from the Cafpian. The 
troops having mounted, made the great cry; 
* Van- the Canbol * of the left wing was at the foot of 
S uar< k mount Alburz, and that of the right wing on the 
bank& of the fea ; and from one to the other 
were polled a great number of foldiers upon a 
line. It is reported that from Genghiz Can’s 
time fo numerous and well-equip’d an army had 
not been feen in thofe parts : nor do we read 
of any fuch in the hiftorys of the kings of Perfia. 
While Timur review’d this formidable army, all 
the Emirs and principal officers of each Toman 
on their knees affur’d him of their fidelity, and 
refolution to facrifice their lives in his fervice ; 
for which he encourag’d ’em with the moft af- 
fefting fpeeches. After the review, he return’d

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to the main body; they beat the drums and Chap. 5 2. 
kettledrums, and founded the Kerrenai and the 
great baifoon: the foldiers in an inftant drew 
their fwords, and turn’d towards the place 
where the enemy was at that time : after the 
great cry Souroun, the Emirs of the Tomans, the 
commanders of thoufands, and the centurions 
took to their refpeCtive polls, and march’d in or¬ 
der of battel with the eniigns difplay’d. When 
the army had pafs’d by Derbfcnd, advice was 
brought that a hord of Tocatmich’s-party, call’d 
Caitagh, was at thejoot of mount Alburz. Ti¬ 
mur defirous to try his fortune, according to the 
maxim. That the end of a battel ufuallyfucceeds 
like the beginning, order’d that tbit hord fhou’d 
be deftroy’d. Our Emirs march’d thither imrne*- 
diately, and unexpectedly fell upon thefe unfor¬ 
tunate perfons. They furrounded ’em, To that 
of the thoufand who were there, fcarce one «- 
fcap’d : and after they >had pillag’d their houfes, 
they fet ’em on fire. At the fame time advice 
was given that an ambaffador of Tocatmich, 
nam’d Ortac, was coming to the camp ; but at 
the fight of fo great a number of our troops, he 
was feiz’d with fear, and immediately return’d 
to Tocatmich, whom he told, that Timur had 
Tent out a great body of fcouts, whom he fol¬ 
low’d in perfon at the head of a very formidable 
army. Timur at his arrival at Terkilearnt 
that Tocatmich’s fcouts, commanded by Ca- 
zantchi, were encamp’d on the banks of the 
Coi *: whereupon he departed with fomecho- 
Ten troops, and having march’d all night, he 
’unexpectedly fell upon the fcouts in the mom-

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Booklll. ing, who had neither time to prepare for battel, 
nor means to fly ; fo that our men made a hor¬ 
rible (laughter of ’em. Timur continu’d his 
road, and encamp’d on the banks of the Se- 
vendge % till the remainder of his troops came 
up to him. In the mean time Tocatmich, at the 
head of a formidable army, encamp’d on the 
banks of the Terk 4 . His camp was fortify’d 
on all fides, and the regiments were furrounded 
with great bucklers and waggons which ferv’d 
for walls. Timur drew up his army for battel, 
and march’d to attack Tocatmich ; who, either 
thro fear, or to gain a more advantageous ground, 
decamp’d, and return’d back with his army, 
moft of his foldiers flinging away their buck¬ 
lers to fly with the greater expedition. Timur, 
having found a paflage over the Terk, crofs’d 
it with his troops, while Tocatmich arriv’d at 
the Coura s , where he (laid to get together the 
remains of his troops. On the other hand, our 
army being in want of provifions, march’d along 
the fides of the river Terk, towards the coun¬ 
try of Coulat 4 , where there were provifions in 
abundance, that our foldiers might be able to 
purfue the enemys without any obftru&ion. 
Our fcouts having brought advice that Tocat¬ 
mich had rally’d his troops, and was marching 
by the lower part of the river, Timur having 
refolv’d to give him battel, rang’d his army in 
order, and always preferving the higher ground.

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wheel’d about towards the part where the ene- Chap. 5 3. 
my advanc’d. Then the two armys encamp’d in 
fight of each other.

vatchis mark’d out the ground, and the foldiers 
made entrenchments round the camp, which 
they fortify’d with flakes and pallifados, in¬ 
clos’d by a ditch. Then orders were given that 
every one fhou’d remain that night in their re- 
fpe&ive pofts, and be cautious for fear of a fur- 
prize. Injunctions were alfo given that no fire 
fhou’d be made, nor bell founded, and that no 
one fhou’d fpeak with a loud voice. This night, 
Aibadge Aglen, who till that time had faithfully 
ferv’d Timur, went over to the enemy : but the 
prefence or abfence of fuch men is of fmall im¬ 
portance, feeing no one is hurt but themfelves. 


CHAP. LI 11 . 

Battel between Timur and Tocatmich Can. 

T H E morning of the twenty-third of Ju- April. 22. 

maziulakher 797, the foldiers of both ar- 1395. 
mys began to move, and rais’d a noife which 
fembled two oceans beating againft each o- 
ther, when agitated by the tempeftuous winds. 

The commanders difplay’d their ftandards, and 
put on their helmets at the firft found of the em¬ 
peror’s kettledrums. Timur form’d his army in¬ 
to feven bodys, placing at the head thofe who 
had the title of Behader: the infantry being 
cover’d with their bucklers, were plac’d before 
the cavalry. The Mirza Mehemet Sultan com¬ 
manded the main body, which he ftrengthen’d 

with 
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BookllL with the braveft men of the army. Timur again 
rode before the foldiers, to fee whether they 
had all their arms, which were fwords, lances, 
clubs, bows, and nets to catch men. Then he 
mounted at the head of twenty-feven chofen 
companys, who compos’d the body of referve. 
The enemy alfo rang’d his army over-againft 
ours, and difplay’d his enfigus. The fight be¬ 
gan, the great cry was heard .on each fide, and 
on a fudden the air was darken’d with arrows, 
and fill’d with che cries of dor or ghir t that is, 
give and flay, hold and take. Then came a man 
from the left wing, who told Timur, that 
Condge Aglen, Bicyaroc Aglen, Afiao, Daoud 
Soufi, fon-in-law of Tocatmich, and Otourcou, 
were advanc’d with a confiderable detachment 
from their right wing, to attack our left. Where¬ 
upon Timur immediately march’d againft ’em 
with his companys of referve, and attack’d ’em 
with fo much fury, that they turn’d their backs, 
and fled. One of the companys Timur had with 
him purfu’d the enemy, Wljo being arriv’d at 
their main body, rally’d, and attacked ours fo 
briskly, that they flew feveral, and made ’em 
give ground, and retreat fighting as far as where 
Timur was. By this means the companys mix’d 
together, and broke their ranks * and one running 
away, by his example made feveral others fly. 
The enemy were willing to make their advan¬ 
tage of this diforder; for which reafon they 
advanc’d upon our n*en, as far as where Timur 
yvas potted. They boldly attack’d our hero,* 
and notwithftanding his vigorous refiftance, ac- 
company’d with a thoufand marks of intrepi¬ 
dity, wherein his arrows were all difcharg’d, 
his half-pike broke to (hatters, and his fword 
always in a&ion, they had hemm'd him in, if 
the Emir Cheik Noureddin, refolv’d to (acrifice 

his 
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his life for his mailer’s fafety, had not difmount- Chap.55. 
ed clofe by him, with fifty others, who kept off 1 /yV 
the enemy with their arrows. Mehemed Azad, 
his brother Alicha, and Touzel Baourchi, made 
themfelves mailers of three of the enemy’s wag¬ 
gons, which they join’d together juft before Ti¬ 
mur, to embarafs the enemy, and try to break 
their ranks. Allahdad came alfo to Timur’s 
affiftance with his faithful company ; he got off 
his horfe, and polled himfelf near the Cheik 
Noureddin. Huffein Malec Coutchin arriv’d 
with his club-men; and Zirec Yacou wifh his. 

The regiment of guards came alfo with their 
enfigns difplay’d, and the horfe-tail erefted, 
and made the great cry: and Uftoui, who ad¬ 
vanc’d with his company, polled himfelf behind 
the guards. All thefe troops having difmounted, 
flood their ground againft the enemy, whofe fol- 
diers made continual attacks upon ours, and 
perform’d a&ions of the utmoft vigor : never- 
thelefs they cou’d not make our infantry give 
ground, who continually let fly vail Ihowers of 
arrows. Codadad Hufleini, who conduded the 
vanguard of our left wing, advanc’d between 
Condge Aglen, who commanded the enemy’s 
right, and planted himfelf behind Adtao, who 
boldly fac’d Timur. In the mean time the Mir- 
za Mehemet Sultan, with his recruits, march’d 
towards the t left of the emperor: thefe brave 
men rulh’d upon the enemy, and with their fci- 
metars and lances routed their right wing, ai»d 
conftrain’d A&ao to fly. The Emir Hadgi Sei- 
feddin, who commanded the vanguard of our 
right wing, found himfelf more prefs’d; for the 
enemy’s left, whofe vanguard w r as commanded 
, by the Emirs Aifa Bei and Bacchi Coja, had the 
advantage of this Emir: they got behind him 
and inclos’d him ; fo that defpairing of his life. 
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Booklll. he demounted with, his Toman, and holding 
his great buckler before him, as all his foldiers 
did likewife, they put themfelvesin apofture.to 
difcharge their arrows, and defended themfelves 
with an unfhaken refolution againft the enemy, 
whofe number continually increas’d. But thd 
they fell upon our men with their lances, fcirae- 
tars and demi-fabres ; yet our foldiers did not 
ceafe repulfing ’em with their arrows. Haying 
the moft forward, till Gehancha Behader, who 
came from another part of the field, feeing the 
danger Seifeddin was in, fell impetuoufly with 
his Toman upon the enemy, who were almoft 
conquerors: the club-men gave way on one 
fide, and thelanciers on the other j and the at¬ 
tacks were fuftain’d fo vigoroufly that there was 
a horrible flaughter. When thefe two great 
Emirs were join’d againft the enemy, they ruih’d 
upon ’em with fo much courage and bravery that 
the vanguard of their left wing gave way. The 
Mirza Rouftem, fon of Omar Cheik, rufh’dlike 
a thunderbolt with his Toman upon the main 
body, which he put to flight, after having flain 
feveral, and fignaliz’d his valor, tho fo very 
young, to the honor of the emperor his father. 
Yaghlibi Behrin, a favorite and even a relation 
of Tocatmich Can, being willing to diftinguilh 
himfelf by fome great a&ion, advanc’d with a 
troop of brave men, and haughtily cried out, 
that he dar’d to the combat the braveft of Ti¬ 
mur’s army: he even call’d with a loud voice to 
Ofman Behader, and told him that the place he 
was in was the field of battel, and that he ex- 
pefied him there. This piece of vanity fo in¬ 
cens’d Ofman, that without waiting any longer, 
he march’d againft him at the head of his To¬ 
man : they came to blows, and having broke 
their fabres, they feiz’d upon their war-clubs 

and 
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and poignards, and grappled with one another Chap.j5, 
like two enrag’d lions. The foldiers'of their 
Tonians imitated their chiefs, and fought hand 
to hand •, fo that the blo'od flow’d in this place 
like a torrent, and never were fuch furious blows 
given before. At length Ofman Behader had 
the advantage ; he overthrew his enemy, and 
fell upon his troops with fo much fury, that he 
entirely defeated ’em. All our generals in their 
refpefitive po'ftsperform’d their duty fo well, that 
after a l'ortg obftinate battel, they made the enS- 
my givd ground, and put ’em into diforder. Yet 
■#e were not certain of the defeat till the flight 
of Tocatmich Can, who fhamefully turn’d his 
back, with the princes of his blood, that is, 
of the race of Touchi, the Nevians, or foreign 
princes dwelling in the kingdom of Capchac, 
and the Emirs and gepprajs of his troops. Then 
all our men raiiy*d, abd 1 'joining together, fell 
upon thp enemy, loudly crying out, Victory! 

Thef flew a vail nutnber of ’em, and afterwards 
hung up' a great mahjl of thofe Whom they 

took alive. . . ; 

Timur finding himfelf fure of the viftory, to t 
off his horfe, and humbly knelt d<$Wn before 
God, to return thanks for the afliftance he had 
given him, acknowledging that he had gain’d 
the victory iutirely thro his goodnefs. The 
princes the emperor’s foils, and the other princes 
and Emirs, alfo on their knees congratulated 
Timtir, arid oaft gold and precious ftones upon 
him- This monarch embrac’d ’em all one after 
another, loading’em with praifes and thanks. 

They departed from this place ; and when they 
yiere come to the bank of the Corai', Timur.

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BookllL got an exact information of all who had bravely 
ferv’d the public on this important occafion. 
He granted great favors to the Emir Cheik Non- 
reddin, who had with fo much zeal expos’d hifc 
life, to fave his prince: he gave him a more, 
honorable and advantageous poft than any he b^d 
polfefs’d before, prefented him with a, horfe. pf 
great price, a veft of gold brocade, a belt 
with precious ftones, and befides all this, : a hun# 
dred thoufand Dinars Gopeghi. Timur diftri* 
buted his treafures among the Emirs and pap-, 
tains, who had perform’d extraordinary actions 
in this battel; and that every one might be con,- 
ten?ed, he, made, a ( general promotion of all the- 
officers of the army.

Timur goes in purfait of Tocatmich Can , and 
infials a new Can of CApchac, 

T IMUR left with the baggage-the great 
booty taken after this vi&ory ; and as the 
Mirza Miranchahad been wounded in his hand 
by a fall of his horfe before the battel, he order’d 
this prince to remain behind to. b'e cur’d of hi* 
wound; and he left w ith him, the Emirs Yadg- 
hiar Berlas, and Hadgi Seifeddin. . Then he 
march’d at the head , of his bell troops in pur- 
fuit of Tocatmich: bat when he was arriv’d at 
the Volga, this Can having already pafs’d it, 
he (laid fome time on the bank of the river at a 
paffage call’d Touratou. Then he order’d Coi- 
ritchac Aglen, fon of Ourous Can, who was an 
officer of his court, to come before him; f he gave 
him for his houfhold-troops the fijuadton of .. 

bravo 
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brare Uzbecs, who were enroll’d in his fertfice ; Chap.54. 
he order’d ari equipage worthy of agreat empe- 
ror to be prepar’d for him; he gave him a veil 
of gold brocade, and a belt of gold : and after 
having crown’d him emperor of Capchac, and 
all the empire of Touchi, he made him crofs the 
Volga. This new Can us’d all his endeavors to 
get together the troops of his nation, which 
w*ere difpers’d every where, and to govern his 
new fubjedts. In the mean while our men clofelv 
purfu’d the fugitives as far as Oukec *; they 
flew a great number of thofe who were in the 
rear. And as the enemy had our Zagataians 
behind ’em, and the Volga before ’em, feveral 
were fnade captives, while the others crofs’d the 
river upon floats. Tocatmich feeing himfelf thus 
deftly purfu’d, abandon’d his eftefts, houfes, 
and all his pofleffions, preferring his life before . 
his kingdom; he fled with his moft faithful fer- 
vants, into the unknown and impenetrable fo- 
refts of Boular V' Our army march’d by the weft 
fide of the river to the place where it had been 
in the firft campain of Capchac on the eaft fide, 
and where it had ravag’d all the couno^ cotflts 
very place, which is near the darkbcean, or icy 
fea. At their return the foldiers pillag’d 1 a great 
part of Capchac, and brought an immenfe booty 
to Timur; as gold, filver, fursofCondoz, rubys 
and pearls, young boys and girls of great beau¬ 
ty, fpotted furs of Vachacs, and even live Va- 
chacs, whofe pace is extremely grave tho fwift; 
befides feveral forts of animals unknown among 
the Zagataians.

UYV ftaid behind with the baggage, join’d Timur iq 
a place nam’d Youlucluc Azucluc*. And as.iij, 
this expedition moil: part of the Emirs of the em¬ 
pire afccompany’d Timur, and this prince had 
a defign to advance into the remote!! parts of. 
Capchac, that his name might, be known in the, 
weftern kingdoms; he us’d hjs precautions with, 
regard to the kingdoms he left behind, where 
there were not Emirs fufficient to guard ’em, on 
whom he cou’d entirely rely: whereupon he 
fent to Chiraz the Mirza Pir Mehemet:, foh of 
Omar Cheik, with fix thoufaqd horfe ; and tQ, 
Samarcand the Emir Chamfeddiq Abbas, with; 
three thoufand men, accom'pany’d by CayaS- 
Eddin Tercan, becaufe he. belong’d to, his To-^ 
man. Thefe Emirs immediately let out;, and^ 
when they had pafs’d Derbend, and were come 
‘to Ardebil, they receiv’d news from Tauris, that 
Cara Youfef had again aflembled a troop of Tur¬ 
comans, with whom, he was encamp’d in the 
neighborhood of Alatap, defigning to march 
to Coi. The Emirs Chamfeddin and Cayafed- 
din continu’d their road towards Samarcand i 
but the h^irza Pir Mehemet, w r ith the Emirs" 
Aboufaid Berlas, Bekich, Dolet Coja, and Tou- 
kel Behader, being come to Tauris, afierafded 
the troops of the neighborhood, and iwere join’d 
by the Emirs of the Mirza Miratt Chafi, wEq 
had remain’d at Tauris. 

Pir Mehemet receiv’d- all the troops he 
cou’d ad’emble together, and fet out with a, 
refolution to attack the Turcomans. Being 
arriv’d at Coi, he there join’d Tezic and Jalic, 
who with their foldiers follow’d the army. Ad-

vice 
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vice was broughttbat the fcouts of Cara Youfef Chap.j j, 
were in the defile of Caraderra s . The Mirza l^VN# 
ftiade hafte to overtake ’em; and being arriv’cf at 
this'defile, the fcouts'fied towards Cara Youfef, 
who lay encamp’d at Bend Mahi to advertize 
him of the Mirza’s approach i which advice 
made this robber fly. The Mirza purfu’d him. 
and was join’d at Bend Mahi by Malek Azeddin, 
a Courde, whom we have ’before mention’d. 

They^ purfu’d him together three days, and en¬ 
camp’d ; they likewxfe ient Emirs after him, 
who went as far as Avenic, "Without being able 
td join him. Then the Mirza Pir Meheoiet de¬ 
parted to return home ,• he pafs’d by Tauris to 
Sultania, where the princefs CanZade gave him 
a magnificent entertainment and a vett: and he 
afterwards fet out for Chiraz, according to the 
emperor’s brders. 


CHAP. LV. 

Trrittir marches into Europe ; and pillages the 
mJlernCapchacy as aljo Mufcovy and Rujfia. 

A S Timur’s courage wou’d not permit hirp 
to pe fatisfy’d with an enterprize, T till he 
had carry’d it to the utmoft .perfection; fo he 
"was not contented with having chaf’d Tocas- 
mich Can out of his empire, and having exter¬ 
minated his army: but the fame courage made

l/VNJ Alia on that fide, and reduce to obedience the 
nations of tiiefe weftern ffontiers. According 
to this generous fentiment, he.enter’d the great 
defart which.leads into Europe, at the river 
Ouzi, of the Borifthenes. He gave the com¬ 
mand of the fcouts to the Emir Ofman, who 
being furnifh’d w'ith good men for that purpofe, 
inarch’d before. He found Bikyaroc Aglen at a 
town nam’d Mankirmenon the Borifthenes, with 
fome other Uzbec Tartars who refided there: 
he cut almoft ail of’em in pieces, and pillag’d 
thei^.houfes, as w ell as the goods of Bikyaroc, 
who with a great deal of difficulty fav’d himfelf 
with fome of his Uzbecs. Bach Temour Aglen 
and Afiao crofs’d the Borifthenes, and fled into 
the country of Hermedai 7 , the inhabitants* of 
which were their enemys, and did ’em more da- 
1 mage than bur men cou’d have done, if they had 
been pillag’d or made flaves. The Toman of 
Adao entirely abandon’d that country, and fled 
towards the kingdom of Roum in Anatolia, and 
fix’d it felf there in the plains ofifra Yaca. Ti¬ 
mur quitting the country on the Borifthenes, 
march’d towards Mufcovy and grand Ruffia; he 
arriv’d at the river Tanais *: and the armybgain 
overtook Eickyaroc, who had the river before 
him, and our army behind himrt Our foldiers 
purfu d him as far asCarafou*, a town of grand 
Ruffia, w hich they entirely pillag’d. Bikyaroc 
finding himfelf fodofely prefs’d, w asconftraia’d 
to abandon his wives and children to the con-

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queror, and, fly, with his eldeft Ton : hq was'o- Chap.j j. 
olig’d to retreat thro the midft of our troopsin 
*he night;-time, which he did without b'eiqg 
known., The foldiers brought to Timur, fils 
wives, children and domeftics. The emperof 
order’d tents to be erefted for ’em to lodge in ; 
and after having treated ’em very civilly, he 
made ’em prefents of cattel, horfes, fluffs, /ur<- 
niture, and other raritys, and fent ’em back to 
Bikyaroc. The Mirza Mirancha, Gehancha 
Behader, and the other Emirs, alfo went w'itji 
their .Tomans and Hezares rq ravage the weftem 
countrys. They exterminated, Bic Coja, and 
bther Emirs dependent on Capchac, as alfo the 
fubje&s of'Oucoul, whom they pillag’d and 
fack’d. They over-run all the great kingdom of 
Mufcovy, and of Ourqufdgic, or little Ruffia, 
where they took prodigious droves of cattel, and 
.abundance of women and girls, of all ages, and 
of an extraordinary beauty and fhape. Then 
Timur went inperfoi} to the city of Mofcou, Timur 
capital of grand Ruffia, which his foldiers pil- ’" ar ‘; hes t0 
4g’d, a? they had done all the neighboring “j 
places dependent on it, defeating and cutting in ges £ 
pieces the governors and princes of thefe parts. 

.The Ruffians and Mufcovites ne’er beheld their 
kingdom in fo bad a condition, their plains be* 

’ ting covert with dead bodys. The army en¬ 
rich’d themfelves with whatever precious things 
they cou’d find in this vaft country: as ingots of 
gold; filver blades i great quantity* of flax of An- 
■ tioch very much efteem’d ; cloth wove in Ruffia 
with a great deal of skill and nicety j skins of 
Condoz full of points, of which each foldier 
had whole mule-loads; vaft numbers of fables 
black 1 as jet, and ermins, with which every 
perfon in the army was fuffidently furnifli’d, both 
for his own and his childrens lives ; as Jikewife

furs of grey, aud ^kins of red foxes; and an 
infinite number of young colts, which had not

The Mirza Mehemet Sultan pillag’d allaie 
province fubjedt tp Cabendgi Caraoul :‘he gbt 
together all the hords and nations who had ferv’d' 
Si tKe enemy’s army during the laft camp&in, as 
thofe of Courbouca, pirlan, Yurkun, and Ke- 
ladgi, who for fear of falling into the hands of 
pur tnerf wander’d up anddownin the defart: he 
pillag’d their effeds, c^fryiug away their wive? 
and children captives. 

Tirptir having got Tome guides, departed 
from thofe quarters towards Baltchimkin * foutiv- 
vvardV." When he was arriv’d at; Azac % fftuate 
upon the Tanais, he was join’d by 
Mirancha with his troops, who had b6en out 
to make inroads in the dnemy’s countrys along 
the bank of the Tanais. Timur -order’d that 
the Mahometans of ■ Azat fhou’d be feparated 
from the others, and left at liberty that all

Timur makes war in Circajfia, 

T IMUR departed from Az^c for Couban* * 
and as the Circadian? had deftroy’d their 
meadows and pafture-grounds between thof&) 
two towns, a great number of the horfes of 
the army periftrd, They fuffer’d this want of 
forage between feven and eight days: but at 
length, having pafs’d many waters and marfhes, 
they arriv’d at Couban, where they ttaid fome 
time. Timur fent the Mirza Mehemet Sultan 
and 'Mirancha, the Emir Gehancha and other 
Emirs to make inroads in Circaflia, with or¬ 
ders to return as foon as they had made them- 
felves matters of that kingdom. Thefe princes 
march’d thither with expedition, pillag’d all the 

f oaijs of the Circaifians, brought away an in¬ 
dite quantity of fpoils, and happily return’d to 
Timur’s canjpj to whom they gave an account 
of their expedition.

Caucasus. 

T IMUR being fatisfy’d wifh theconqudfis 
of Muicovy and Circaffia, return’d, wftb 
his whole army towards mount Alburz. Then 
fome forry fellows, who are newer want.iogjp 
the courts of princes, accus’d thte Emir Offt^ 
Abbas before Timur, of crimes which had no 
foundation of truth. Thefe flanders were be¬ 
liev’d by the emperor, \tffio ha<jl.. before (ufpefted 
the worth and credit p£'[pm^a. fle t order’cl 
that this illuftrioiis EmiTfhou’d be put to death* 
who on fo many occafionshad given indisputable 
marks of his courage and conduct : but fate .is 
inevitable. ’ ; ’ . 

Timur having a defign to deftroy the infidels, 
inarch’d towards Bouraberdi, to attack Buraken, 
prince of the'nation of As : and as there were 
forefts on this'-road, he order’d ’em to be cut 
down, in order to make a free paffage. There 
he^laft tit©-Emir Hadg*-Seifeddi«' wi&k-the-bag¬ 
gage, and marclj’d , Ivmfelf to mount Alburz, 
where he feveral times attacked' the Georgians, 
toolt their caftles, and made himfelf mafter of 
their fortify’d defiles, which they imagin’d in- 
acceffible: he put a great number of thefe Geor¬ 
gians to the fword, after having ruin’d their for- 
trefles, and enrich’d his foldiers with their 
ipoils. 

Timur came down from the mountain, very 
much pleas’d with the advantages he had gain’d. 
He return’d to his camp, and order’d a feaft in 
joy of his vi&orys: whereupon the pavilion of 
• cer^ 
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ceremony was ere&ed, the cords of which were Okkp.$ 
of filk, the pillars of gold, and the pins of fil* 
ver; the throne, on which he fet with his 
crown on his head, was of gold enrich’d with 
precious (tones. The princes and great lords 
were .rang’d before him ready to receive his or¬ 
ders.. The infide of the tent was fprinkled 
with an odoriferous rofe-water; and then 
tables were plac’d, and the meats ferv’d upun 
diChes of gold. After they had done eating 
the bottles were unftop’d, and the cups open’d; 
and every one drank wine of Georgia while they 
were entertain’d both with vocal and inftro- 
mental mufic. A whole week pafs’d in thefe 
pleafures, and every one repos’d himfelf from 
the fatigues of-the campain. At length Titndr 
made choice of the moment to decamp, which 
the aftrologers found to be naoft fortunate: 
which was done at the found of kettledrums and 
trumpets. 


CHAP. LVIII. 

Timur attacks the fortrejfes of Coula f Ttotts, 
and, others. 

T IMUR again left the body of the army* 
to march to the fortrefles- of Coula and 
Taous in Georgia, which are inhabited by the 
fame people as thofe in mount Alburz, and who 
can retreat into ftrong places fituate on fteep 
mountains, thepaflages to which are almoft m- 
acceffible. They are fo very fteep that one is

to' come before him: thefe men are fo dex¬ 
trous in climbing up mountains, that they will 
gjo wherever the antilopes or roe-bucks cam 
lie: order’d em to look out for the moft diffi* 
cult ways to. attend the place. They went all 
round the mountain ? but were not able to find 
our a fingle paflage to the cattle. This very 
much dieted Timur: he thought fome time 
upon this enterprize? . and. at length refolv’d td 
make a ? great many high, ladders, which might 
bejomd to one another: in effeft they plac’d 
era againft the firft, ridge .of the mountain,! and 
fome brave men afcended. A troop of the for- 
lorn-hope, who were refolv’d to facrifice their 
lives for the foecefs of the addon, -being upon 
the top of this ridge, boupd themfelves with: 
cords? and having faften’dithfc entfc of the cords 
to the ridge of the mountain, they came down 
pven frith the place, where. ,the faefiee'd ovet 
whelmd ’em with Several o?thisoc- 

cafion had the honor of martyrdom : but the 
others, encou^gd as much by a motive if

From thence t^p army match'd towards the 
. fortress of Poulad, whither Outarcou, one of 
the great Emirs of Capchac, was retir'd. Timur 
in his way ftaid at ft place nam'd Balacan % where 
there was fo great a quantity of hony, that alt, 
the foldiers were provided with feme. The, 
emperor being willing to make the governor of 
thisj>lace, whofe name was alfo Poulad, own 
his fault, wrote a letter to hi»M in which he 
declar’d, that if he did not fend Outarcou to* 
him, who had fled for refuge into his place, he 
WOu’d make him repent of it- Poulad, confide 
iog in «he ftrength of his citadel, flighted the 
letter, and fent Timur word, that he was in a 
good fortrefs, and ready to defend himfelf if at¬ 
tack’d; that the lord Outarcou having fled for 
refuge to him, he wou’d not deliver him up, but 
as long as he had one drop of blood left, he; 
wou’d defend-him to the utmofi of his power, 
Timur having receiv’d this anfwer, was more 
incens’d, and refolv’d to take the. caftle at any 
rate. There was in the way to it a very thick 
wood, the trees of which grew fo veryclofe to¬ 
gether, that the wind cou’d fcarce find a paflage 
tljro it: whereupon he order’d the foldiers to 
cut down this foreft, and make a way thro it;. 
which they accordingly did for the fpace of 
three leagaes. Then the fiandards being dif- 
play’d, they began their march, and arriv’d at 
the place. The fortrefs is fltuate in a very fteep 
defile of mountains; and the inhabitants had 
ftopt up the way which leads to it, and plac’d a

L/VN^-their lives to their mafterV fervice, at the inci¬ 
tation of the aflaflins we have already mention’d. 
They rafhly attack’d our foldiers fir ft ; but were 
foon defeated : our men enter’d the place, and 
having made themfelves mailers of it, put to 
the fword all who were capable# of bearing 
arms. Outarcou fled, and efcap’d by "the A- 
files of mount Alburz. Our foldiers pillag’d tne 
goods, and fetfire to the hcufes of thefe mifie- 
rable people, making the inhabitants flaves, and 
carrying away much booty. 

Advice being brought that three companys 1 
of Georgians, who had fled, were ported on 
the top of a mountain, Timur march’d imme¬ 
diately againft ’em, attack’d ’em, and after their 
defeat, caus’d’em all to be cart into the fire;- 
Then the Mirza Mirancha, who commanded^ 
the troops of the right wing, acquainted the 
emperor that he had purfu’d Outarcou, who was 
got to the very middle of mount Alburz, where? 
he defended himfelf in a place nam’d Abaft. 
Timur hereupon immediately departed, enter’d 
the mount Alburz, and being encamp’d at Abafa, 
they at length feiz’d on Outarcou, whom they' 
brought before the emperor, who order’d him to 
be bound, and loaded with chains. The fol¬ 
diers pillag’d all the habitations of this great 
and famous mountain, of which they entirely^ 
made themfelves mailers. 
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C H A P. LIX. 

Timur marches to Semfem *. 

T IMUR march’d againfl* the country of 
Semfem, where he no fooner appear’d 
than he became matter of ail this trad of ground- 
Mehemet fon of Gaiour Can, to whom it be¬ 
long’d, came to offer it at his feet, and beg the 
honor for himfelf and all his fubjetts to be of 
the number of his fervants : and he was enrol’d 
among the officers of Timur’s court. Several of 
the inhabitants of thefe places had fled into the 
mountain, and maintain’d their ground in fteep 
places, where the foot foldiers were fcarce able 
to Hand upon their legs. Timur went himfelf 
in fearch of ’em, and mounted thefe difficult 
places ; where his foldiers met with fome re- 
fiftance from the enemys, who were at length 
overcome and brought to Timur, who order’d 
’em to be bound, and precipitated from, the top 
of the mountain. There were foyera! places 
in Georgia, out of which.neitherhorfe nor foot 
cou’d get, without gently Aiding down the 
fteep, hills. Timur’s zeal for the honor of reli¬ 
gion, and defire to obtain the rewards promis’d 
to thofe who make war for the faith, excited 
him to hazard his perfon in all thefe difficulty's, 
and expofe himfelf to the greateft fatigues. But 
at length he clear’d this country of the infidels 
■^vho inhabited it, fetting fire to their houfes, and 
deftroying their ftatues and churches. From

iSYSi gave in pillage to his foldiers; and afterwards 
to Bichkunt % where he gave great largefles 
to the inhabitant's, fcfecaufe they had long fince 
offer’d him their fervices: he aflign’d ’em lord- 
lhips, with aflfurances that they need not fear 
any harm ,• for he prohibited his foldiers from 
wronging ’em in the leaft manner, that evtery 
one might fee, that what he did was either a-re- 
compence for their merits, or sC punifhmfent for 
their crimes. He then march’d on farther, and

8 ia * • putting to the fword all thefe robbers: otir fol¬ 
diers brought from thence great quantitys of 
goods, and efpecially of tiony, with which this 
country abounds. From t'hdrice they Went tip Jjd- 
gaz Com f, where the inhabitants of SSfatncatoU 
arid Cazicomouc came to make theft fubmif- 
fions': he gave ’em a hstndfom reception and lar- 
gefles, and promis’d ’em his protection agaihfi: 
the infults of his foldiers. Then there remained 
unconquer’d in Georgia only the ifles, the inha¬ 
bitants of which confiding in this water which 
furrounded ’em, had fortify’d themfolve^ fj arid 
neglected to come and pay their devoirs to Ti¬ 
mur : they were call’d' Baledchian, that is t ! o 
fay, the filhermen. Timur fedt troops to re¬ 
duce ’em : and as it was winter, and the waters 
were froze above two cubits in thicknefs, thb 
foldiers pafs’d over, and Fell upon the fioufes of 
thefe iflanders, pillag’d their effects, and cat- 
ry’d ’em away captive to the imperial camp.

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CHAP. LX. 

Timur marches jnto Capchac^ and pillages the 
town of Hadgi Tercan % or Ajlracan. 

O MAR Taban, Timur’s lieutenant in 
Hadgi Tercan, having obferv’d fome- 
thiug treafotlable in the conduct of Mahmoudi, 
who was the Kelanter caus’d a memorial to 
be writ of it, which he fent to the emperor, 
who on that advice took up a refolution to raze 
the town. He beglan his march during winter, 
Vhich was very violent this year, leaving with 
the baggage the Mirzas Mehemet Sultan and 
Mirancha, and the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin. He 
went at the head of his troops thro the fnows, 
and bad ways, caus’d by the feverity of the fea- 
fon. Hadgi Tercan is fituate on the bank of 
the Volga : the walls of this town are clofe to 
the river, which runs round ’em by means of the 
ditches of the town, and fo ferves for a ram¬ 
part to ’em. ' And as the river is froze in win¬ 
ter, they ufually build a wall of ice as ftrong 
as one of brick, upon which they fling water in 
the night, that the whole may congeal, and 
become one piece: to which wall they make a 
gate. The mention of this wall we believe will 
not difpleafe the reader, becaufe it is fo extra¬ 
ordinary. Timur being come near Hadgi Ter¬ 
can, march’d before the army, and in the morn¬ 
ing advanc’d before the town but with few men.

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BookHI. Mahmoudi was oblig’d to go out, to meet the 
emperor : but Timur caus’d him to be arrefted, 

' and - fent towards Serai under the c'btidud of the 
Mirza Pir Mehemet, and, the Emirs Gehancna, 
CheikNoureddin, and Coja Acbouga. He then 
enter’d the place, the inhabitants of which he 
treated very courteoufly : but at length he made 
’em go out, ancP after having brought out the 
men and beafts, and all that was within, he 
caus’d it to be raz’d. The Mirza' Pir Mehemet^ 
having crofs’d the Volga which was. frozen qp, 
thruft Mahmoudi under the ice, according ; to 
the orders they had receiv’d. Afterwards they 
went to Serai \ capital of Capchac, which they 
fet on fire, and reduc’d to afhes, after having 
made the inhabitants go out. This definition 
of Serai was to revenge the infolence of the 
men of Capchac, who had ruin’d Zendgir Serai ’, 
the palace of Sultan Cazan Gan, while’it was 
without a governor ; and there was ne’er a prince 
in Tranfoxiana, Timur being employ’d in th? 
conqueftof the kingdoms of Fars and Irac. Af¬ 
ter Timur had reveng’d himfelf of thefe traitors, 
he return’d to the winter-quarters : and inas¬ 
much as the violence of the cold had extremely 
weaken’d his army, fo that moft part of the hor- 
fes perifh’d, and the dearth was fo great in the 
camp, that a pound of millet was fold for Se¬ 
venty Dinars Copeghi, an ox’s head fora hun¬ 
dred 1 , and a fheeps-head for two hundred and 
fifty; the emperor order’d that the fpoils taken 
at Hadgi Tercan and Serai /lioi/d be divided 
among the foldiers. The Tavatchis had the

CHAP. LXI. 

Timur returns to Cape hat. 

A S all the countrys of Capchac, Refer %’ 
and the weft and north of the Cafpiari 
fea, were reduc’d under Timurs dominion, andi 
his troops had pillag’d and fack’d the town's and 
provinces of all thefe climates, as Oukec*, Ivfad- 
giar *, little Ruffia, Circaflia, Bachgorod 7 , ^Hungary. 
MekOs orMofcow, Azac, Couban, and Alan*; 
and as all the pfinces of thefe countrys had given 
affurances of their obedience, and the enemy 
who had efcap’d with their lives were difpers’d 
like Vagabonds, without either fire or houfes : 
at the beginning of, the fpring of the year 798 An. Don* 
6F the Hegira, which anfwers to the year of x 39 6 ' 
the Moufe, Timur decamp’d from his winter- 
quarters in the defile of Bougaz Com, march’d 
into Derbend and Azerbijana; and at the found, 
of drums, and the acclamations of the foldiers, 
with the enfigns difplay’d, he crofs’d the river 
of Terk upon the ice. As ioon as he was'coma 
toTerki, he left the baggage, rang’d his army 
in ! Order of battel, and march’d towards U-“ 
chendge % to attack the Chriftians there : li& be-

province.to pillage it, and bring away .what 
booty they cou’d. Yhen Choukel came from Cazi 
Comouc and Aoufcher, with three thoufond 
men, to fuccour Uchindge, tho Choukel before 
had wag’d war with ’em. The fcouts of the 
right were the firft-whoperceiv’d their approach, 
and inform’d the 'emp’eror of it, who immedi¬ 
ately went to meet ( ’em at the head of five hun¬ 
dred .chofen horfe, and found ’em incamp’d be¬ 
hind a hill, having fot loofe their horfes.t© feed. 
Timur got upon the hill, that he might'take all 
neceffary precautions as to what he obferv’d: 
and when he was come down, he immediately 
gave a fign to his foldiers to fall upon the ene¬ 
my, who fufpeded nothing; which they did 
with fo much fury, that they put almoft all to 
the fword. Mobacher Behader overtook Chou¬ 
gh who to fave his life, got off hij horfe, 
and retreated to a, mountain. Mobacher let 
fly an arrow at him, which flruck him down, 
and, he was w'ourjded fo defperately that 
he expir’d forthwithMobacher cut off his 
head, and brought it to Timur, with fomepri- 
foners, whom Timur thus reproach’d: “ Is it 
“ poffible that you who have had the honor of 
w entring into th6 Mahometan religion, and 
“ have conflantly made war on the Chriftians, 
* c fliou’d now come tp their fuccour, and aban* 
“ don your law?” They coqfefs’d their fault, 
and begg’d for pardon and quarter; w’hich Ti¬ 
mur granted, gave ’em a handfom. treatment, 
2ind prefen ted to em vefis and other things: 
he even permitted ’em to return home, that the 
Kelanters and other grandees of their, nation 
might learn from them the affe&km he had-for 
thofewho were ftriS adherers to the Mahome¬ 
tan religion,’ and might imitate ^m in coming 

before 
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before him to tetttfy their repentance for their Chap.tfx- 
fault: he likewife promis’d they fhou’d partake ^V"V 
of his Ifberalkys, and that he Wou’d confirm ’em 
in their pri'ncipalitys. 

Timur was no fooner return’d to his canip, 
than hiS foldiers made themfelves matters of 
.Uchendge: they put t'o the fword all the fot- 
diets in the garifon, made piles of their bodys, 
and at length ravag’d alt the 1 Country. Then 
the Kelaftters of Cazi Comouc apd Aoufcher, 
with the Cadis and other great men of' the 
country, came to caft themfelves at Timur’s 
feeti 'confeffing their fault, begging forgive- 
nefs, and offering their fervice 1 and obedience. 

The 1 emperor not only pardon’d ’em, but evert 
honor’d ’em with rich prefents, exhorting’em 
to make war on the - Chriftians, according 
tq their ' antient cuftom; and fo procure all 
the advantages which 'can be expedted to' the 
muflitlman religion: he likewife confirm’d ’em 
in their fovereigntys by letters-patent, and then 
difmifs’d ’em. *■' 

From thence he went to attack the townof 
Norgheswhich he took at the firftonfec, put 
the inhabitants to the fword, and order’d the 
place to bepillag’d artd. raz’d- Several of the 
inhabitants were got upon the top of the'moun¬ 
tain, and 1 others wCre retir’d into the clefts and 
caverns of the rocks. Timur order’d they fhou’d 
be purfu’d, and being overtaken, they were (lain 
with lances" and arrows ,• and our foldiers car- 
ry’d away their effects. They afterwards took 
by affatrlc the towns of Mica, Balou and 
Dercalou, at the foot of mount Alburz, which 
they raz’d ; and after having pillag’d and feiz’d

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EookHI. on every thing they found in ’em, they return'd 
lAM, laden with fpoils to the camp. After all the 
places add Iordfhips, fituate on the north of 
mount Alburz, were reduc’d to Timur’s obe¬ 
dience, he decamp’d, and march’d with all his 
army, enrich’d with the fpoils of Georgia and 
1 % northern,pountrys. Every foldier brought 
away five or fix of the rooft beautiful young 
Women of the country ; and their W^ggAns.were 
fill’d with riches. The inhabitants of Zereghe- 
r 3n, the molt skilful workmen in coats of mail, 
came to meet the emperor, and offer him their 
fervices, anfi prefented him with feveral of the 
mafter-pieces of their art: hishighnefc receiv’d. 

v 'ith all maimer of civility, and was liberal, 
tci em. 1 hofe of the mountain, Caitagh alfo; 
fubipitted, and came to beg, quarter ; which 
Timur granted, and difmifs’d ’em.. Then hg ; 
march’d to Derbend Bacou, that is, the.Caipian 
gates, and caus d the walls of the fortvefs to.be 
bpiltin afhqrt time. 

The news of the emperor’s return being fpread.. 
every .w here, all. the nation^, came to meet* him ; 
and he was receiv’d in- triumph, with cm*, 
figns difplay d. The ( cjitys fgqt to. congratur. 
late him upon his conquefts with great pomp and 
ceremony, and made folemn plays, and- feafts to 
retorn thanks to God. The Cheik Ibrahim, 
prince of Chirouan, who had follow’dthe court 
imthis expedition, beg’d leave t 9l fet out before, 
the reft, He enter d. intqQhaberan % and us’d, 
OH his care ro prepare a great banquet, to re- 
c l lv f emperor in a magnificent manner : in 
effect,, his regale was fplendid, and worthy of> 
the court.,- ^ J 


and he .acquitted himfelf fikse a good

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fervant, and' a compleat'courticr. From thence 
Timur march’d to Chamaki % and encamp’d on 
the bank of the river of Cyrus-. The fame Cheik 
Ibrahim, who was alfc ; prince of this town,' | 
fpcond time entertain’d the emperor and the 
court, making prefents likew ife to Timur, and . 
alluring him of a perfect obedience jo his orders. 

This monarch gave him a veil, and a belt o|i 
gold enrich’d with precious {tones : he alfo di- 
ftributed vefts among the relations of thisCheik t 
and the principal officers of his houfhold : he 
confirm’d him in the principality of-Chirouan 
and Chamaki, recommended to him the. cares of 
the town of Derbend, as a place of impor¬ 
tance, and to inform himfelf of whatever fhou’d 
Happen near the frontiers ^ of .his. principality. 

Timur fpent fdrfie-days'irf this fine country in 
plays and pleafures, crofs’d the river of Cyras., 
and went to encamp at Adam 1 . 


CHAP. LXII. 

Timur qivis the government of Azerhijan* 
to the 'Mirza Mirancha , who hefieges Alengic. 

T IMUR having given to the Mirza Miran-. 

cha the government of Azerbijana, and all 
the country firuate between Derbend Bacou and 
Bagdad, and from Hamadan to the country of 
the Ottomans ; orders were fent by an exprefs 
to all the officers of this Mirza, who had're¬ 
main’d in Corafiana, to- march to Azerbijana 
- with the Emirs and troops of his houfhold. The

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BookHI. emperor order’d him to govern this kingdom 
by himfelf, and to befiege Alengic. The Mir- 
za, when he came to take his leave of the em¬ 
peror, was tenderly embrac’d by him, who or¬ 
der’d the Mirza Rouftem and Gehancha Behader 
to accompany him with fome good troops, and 
condudt him as far as Alengic. The Emirs and 
troops, who were order’d from Coraflana, be¬ 
ing arriv’d, he fix’d the countrys of Carabagh 
and Nacchivan, as far as Avenic, for the hords 
and habitations of the troops of hiS right wing; 
and the hordsof his left wing were quarter’d in 
the countrys from Saouc Boulac 4 5 and Derguzin % 
as far as Hamadan \ 


CHAP. LXIII. 

Taking of the town of Seirjan i and the re- 
, treat of Behloul to Nehavend. 

W H I L E Timur was bufy’d in the cam- 
pain cf Capchae in the molt northern 
countrys, the town of Seirjan fufter’d a fiege of 
three years, wherein Chahcliahan with the 
troops' of Siftan were employ’d. This place was 
fo prefs’d by the befiegers, that all the inhabi¬ 
tants and garifon wereflain in the aflault, except 
Gouderz the governor and fix other perfons. 
At length, the place being deliver’d up, Gou¬ 
derz was put to d*ath for his obftinacy. Te* 
mouke Coutchin, governor of Yezd for Timur, 
left one of his domeftic officers to govern this

town^ 
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town, whilft himfelf went to the imperial cajnp. Chap,tf 3 . 
1 he Sultan Mehemet, Ton of Aboufaid Tebefi, 
with fome troops of Corafl'ana, which had for¬ 
merly been in theferviceof the prfncesof Mu- 
zafter, and had ftaid at Yezd, were fo ambi¬ 
tious as to form a defign to revolt, tho they had 
been witnefles of the examples we have men¬ 
tion’d : he flew Temouke’s lieutenant, and fe- 
veral of the great officers of Yezd, while others 
efcap’d their hands by flight. 

As the lieutenant hadamafs’d a confiderable 
fum of mony, being the revenue of this province 
for two years, which he had put into* the hands! 
of the receiver-general of the finances of Ti¬ 
mur’s Divan, and befides had bought feveral 
loads of fluffs for the emprefs Serai Mule Canum, 
which he had not yet fent to her; ^this infofent 
fellow' feiz’d upon both the mony and fluffs, and 
made the taylors of the town come to him, 
whom he oblig’d to make him feveral vefts of 
thefe fluffs, that he might clothe ill the rebels! 
who had lifted themfelves into his fervice, a- 
mong whom he likew ife glar’d the mony. By 
this means he aflembled ah infinite number of 
robbers and villains, w'bo were come here from, 
all parts, hoping to make their fortune on thiS 
odcafion. This fedition oblig’d the Mirza Pir 
Mehetflet, fon of OmarCheik, to depart from 
Chiraz with the Perfian army, to put a flop to 
thefe diforders, and difperfe the rebels. The' 
governors of the neighboring provinces, as If- 
palian, Couheftan, and Corafl’ana, alfo march’d 
towards Yezd at the head of their troops; and 
being all aflembled without the city, they form’d 
the fiege. 

Timur being inform’d of what had happen’d, 
order’d the Mirza Pir Mehemet,foir6f Gehanghir, 
to march thither, withTemour Co|a fon of Ac- 

bouga. 
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Bookllf. bouga, 4fid other Emir'S, at the head of his 
troops. When they were arriv’d there, they re- 
ceiv’d a fecoiid order, that, there not being 
a fufficient quantity of pafture in the meadows 
of Yezd to feed all their; horfes, they ihou’dbe 
left in the frefh countrys of Kiochec, and the 
provinCOof Ifpahan, and that the cavalry ffiou’d 
march ort foot to Yezd, tobefiege it. The Mif- 
za and the Emirs departed according to th-is or¬ 
der ; and when they had pafs’d by Ifpahan, and 
were come'to Yezd, they‘encamp’d about- it and 
befieg’d it, giving two afiaults each day, ong 
in the morning, and the other in the evening. 

When' Timur was in Capchac,' the Emir Me- 
zidBerlas, a courteous, experienc’d, courageous 
prince, and of irreproachable condud, yvas his 
governor in Nehavend. This lord had an offi¬ 
cer nam’d Behloul, a mail of a wicked and per-r 
verfe inclination, and ddlin’d -to an evil end. 
His natural ingratitude' excited hfm to defpiTe the 
favors of the Emir Mezid, and" treacheroiifly to* 
put him to death: by Which means this villain 
got to Be governor of Nehavend, and made pre¬ 
parations for an army, that lie might maintain 
his revolt. Timur being arriv’d at Ardebil, 
fent the Emir Gheik Noureddfn to Chiraz, to 
receive the revenues of PerCa. When this Emir 
was arriv’d there, the Emir, Sevindgic fet out 
thence for the court, according to Timur’s or¬ 
ders. Timur departed for'Ard'etfiil, and en¬ 
camp’d at Sultania, where having compaffiorf 
on the poor Sultan Aifa prince of Merdin, who 
had then lain in prifon for three years, he or¬ 
der’d his chains to be taken off; and after having" 
comforted him, and given him- a veft>, he par¬ 
don’d him# and by ietters-patcnt reftor’d him to 
the principality of Merdin, which he had be¬ 
fore enjoy’d" j yet hot till this' prince had" fo- 

lemnly 
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lemnty fworn before the Etnira wha '.pratefited Chap.^5, 
him, that he wou’d never fail in his obedience L^VN i 
to the emperot„ b.4t accompany him in all his 
wars, and on every occafion give marks of his 
a ^4 fidelity ; and then he departed to 

remrq to Merdin. , . ,, . , , i • 

Timur after this Order’d that Mir^a SttlWHi 
Hunein, and Codadad Hulfeini, to march with 
expedition to Nehavend, with, the ether Emirf 
and their troops, to take this, place/ and de- 
ftroy the impious Behloul, as a punilhment for 
what he had done. They immediately fet out, and. 

Timur went from Sultania to Hama dan. . When 
the Emirs were Come to Nehavend,. they caus’d 
thfi drums to be beat, and the trumpets found¬ 
ed: then they, befieg’d the town, which they 
took with abundance of toil and fatigue, and , 
cut in pieces all,the rebels who defended it: tfip- 
traitor Behloul was feiz’d, and burnt alive. • ^ 

' Tinlur then order’d.the Emirs to march agaiuft: 

Toftar, to exterminate, fhe robbers of the highr, 
wly? o^Loreftari, and quell the’ disorders they- 
hatj'committed : he enjoin’d ’em. to-march along, 
the fliores of thd Peffian gulf,. tp bring under 
Jns obedience dalf the maritim places as far as die, 
frontiers of Ormus, and return to the court a£-.. 
ter they ha,d gain’d "all thefe'coaquelis. Thes 
Emirs, departed from Nehavend according to- 
thefe orders; and Timur wept to, encamp ia 
the gjmat plain <>f Hamadan, with dip,, ufuat 
magnificence in his tents and .pavilions. ‘ This 
monarch ftaid there during the ,\yhole month of 
Ramadan, which he fpent in prayer, fafting, 
and - the other exercifes of piety which good 
Muflulmans obferve: anddie-was nofeemtentett 
witb praSifing all thole things lie was oblig’d to, 
but he perform*dalfo fuch a&s of devetionas the 
prophef. only advifes.

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CHAP. LX1V. 


Timur fends the Mirza Mehemet Sultan to 
conquer the kingdom of Ormus. The re- 
duftiort of Yezd. 


\KT H EN the feaft of Bairam was oyer, the 
V V fempercr order’d the Mirza Mehetnet Sui¬ 
ted to march to Ormus, and make, himfelf matter 
of all the towns near the Perfiart gulf and,he 
accordingly departed at the head of the army. 
Then ad rice was brought of the reduction of 
Yezd, which after a long Hege was ftap’d-out, 
thirty thoufand perfons dying of famjne v Ti¬ 
mur pardon’d the inhabitants, becaufe he hqew 
they were not concern’d in thefedition ; but the 
rebels, who had carry’d on the war, were re¬ 
duc’d to fuch extremity, that they were con- 
{train'd to dig a way under the ditch of the 
town, by which to efca'pe : Which our foldiers 
perceiving, they purfu’d ’em, and near Meh- 
ridgerd 7 flew the fon of Aboufaid Tebeft, the 
leader* of thefe feditious perfons, fome of whqin . 
were cut in pieces, and others burnt alive. .As, 
Timur prohibited every one from hurting or 
pillaging the inhabitants ; he was alfo willing 
they ihou’d pay no tax :, and Temouke Cout- 
chin, who had been governor there for, Timur 
before the rebellion, had orders to go into the 
town with his men, and hinder the foltfier^ en- ■ 
trance, left they fhou’d infult the inhabitants..

So 
the Mirza Pir Mehemet Gehanghir return’d by 
Coraflana to Condoz and Bacalan; the Mirza 
Pin Mehemet, fon of Omar Cheik, came to 
court j and the troops of the victorious army 
march’d to their own habitations. 


CHAP. LXV. 

Timur returns to the feat of his empire. 

T H E ad of Chawal 798, which anfvvers July 30.' 

to the year of the Moufe, Timur depart- 
ed from Hamadan, in order to return to Samar- 
cand. He j went to encamp in a delightful mea¬ 
dow, from whence he fent to the Emir Ge- 
hancha, with orders to leave the liege of Alen- 
gic to the Sultan Sendger, Hadgi Seifeddin, and 
the troops of the Mirza Mirancha, that he might 
follow the Mirza Mehemet Sultan to Fars. 

The fame day he gave orders for a hunting: 
the principal officers, of his court and houfhold 
form’d the great circle, furrounding the plain j 
and Timur took the' diverfion of killing the 
beafts. After the hunting was over, he fent 
Abdel Malec Caracao, who came from-Alengic, 

SQ 
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Boo till, to the Mirza Roufteai, to ftimmon him to court. 
Abdel Malec met the Mirza at Sultania: and 
they came back with expedition. Tim«r dif- 
banded the whole army, and let out before the 
baggage, marching in one day as far as others 
w ou 5 d in three or four. At his arrival at Verd- 
min *, the Mirza Roufteai paid his refpefts to 
him, and was foon after fent to Chiraz to joiri 
the Mirza Mehemet Sultan. 

Timur at his return from Capchac, had feric 
the Tavachi Sekizec to the Mirza Charoc at! 
Samarcand, with orders to fend the Mirza A- 
boubecre, the Emir Rouftem fen of Tagi Bou-' 
gai Berlas, Fir Ali foil of Mamut Ghah Ye- 
fouri, and other fotts of Emirs to the imperial 
camp, with the five thoufand horfe which-re*' 
main’d with him. This Mirza join’d the empe¬ 
ror at Beftas, and was receiv’d with al! imagina¬ 
ble careffes. Timur gave hjm a hundred thou¬ 
fand Dinars Copeghi, with his bay horfe call’d 
Taharten, famous forhislargenefsandfwiftnefs: 
he alfo made prefents to all the officers of this 
prince’s houfhold'; and then he fent him to his 
father the Mirza Mirarlcha at Tauris. 

Our conqueror continu’d his road towards 
Samarcand ,• and in all the places he pafs’d thro, 
the Emirs, captains and other officers, came to 
teftify their obedience tb him, and brought him 
prefewts of all forts of raritys. When 1 he was 
arriv’d at Coraffana, the Emir Acbouga iimae^' 
diately departed from Herat, to pay Iris'devoirs 
to him ; and when he had 1 that honor granwd'" 
him, h,e Offer’d his prefents, and fprihkled upofi f 
him gold and precious ftbnes. TimUr infortti’d

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himfelf wherever, he pafs’d of the condition of Chap.fi. 
the people: he avenged thofe who were opprefs’d 
by tyrants, and feverely punif^’d extortioners as 
an example to others 1 , putting fome of ’em to 
death. And the better to eftablifli jufticc, and 
hinder the great lords from wronging the people, / 
he made the' Emir Allahdad infpe&or-general gf 
Coraflana. 

'I'imur having crofs’d the Oxus in boats be¬ 
fore Amouye, he enter’d the country of Cuzar^ 
where he found the empreffes Sultan Ba6f Be¬ 
gum, Serai Miilc Canum, Tollman Aga, anc^ 
the other ladys and princefles who came to meet; 
him with prince Charocj they fprinkled great 
quantitys of gold and precious ftones upon his 
head, and made their prefents to him, which 
confided of a thoufand norfes richly caparifon’d, 
adorn’d with precious ftones, and harneffes and 
bridles of gold ; befides, a thoufand mules all of 
one colour. They gave thanks to God for the 
emperor’s happy return, who departed from. 

Cuzar and came to Kech, where he lodg’d in 
the palace of Acferai, which himfelf had built. 

He then went to . viftt the tombs of the Cheik 
Chamfeddin K,elar, and otjier great Santons of 
the Country, where after his, devotipns, he gave 
largeffes and ajms to the Cantons who at that 
time dwelt there : he enter’d into the tomb of 
the Emir Tragai his father, that of his dear fotf 
the Mirza Gehanghir, and thofe of his other 
children . and relations, where the whole Alco¬ 
ran was recited by the readers, to whom he was 
exceeding liberal. The principal men of the 
city of Kech, and,all the. great lords of divet^ 
provinces, citys and towns of Tranfoxiana, 
cam© forthwith to court, where they kifs’d the 
earth before,the emperor, congratulated him on, 
his conquefts, and wifli’d him a long and prof- 

petous 
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Booklll. perous reign. Timur order’d a folemn feaft 
-with banquets and plays in Acferai, to enter¬ 
tain ’em, \vith all the ceremonys ufual on fuch 
occafions. 

At length Timur departed j and having pafs’d 
the mountain of Kech, made his entry into Sa- 
marcand, which-the inhabitants had adorn’d, to 
receive this great emperor in triumph: on all 
fides were to be feen garlands of flowers with 
ctowns, amphitheaters, and muficians perform¬ 
ing the neweft pieces of mufic to the honor of 
his majefty. The walls of the houfes were 
hung with carpets, the roofs cbver’d with fluffs, 
and the ihops fet off with curious pieces. There 
was a vaft multitude of people, and the ftreets 
were cover’d with velvet, fattin, filk, and car¬ 
pets, which the horfes trampled under feet. 
Timur had no fooner made his entry, than he 
went to vifit the fepulch*rs of the faints, and 
of learned and illuftrious perfons: he gave 
great largeffes to the Santons who took care of 
’em, and alms to the poorj and at length he 
came to his palace, and fat upon the imperial 
throne. He order’d that for joy at his happy 
return, a magnificent feaft fhou’d be made with 
all manner of diverfions, in his own palace of 
Gheuc Serai, where the greateft fplendor and 
fumptuoufnefs appear’d. All the poets com¬ 
pos’d verfes in his praife, and nothing was to 
be heard but Long live the emperor. 

After this feaft was over, Timur entirely em¬ 
ploy’d his time in the government of the ftate, 
and regulating the public affairs : he order’d the 
Cherifs, or dependents of Mahomet, the doc¬ 
tors, .the men of letters, and the chief perforls 
belonging to the mofques of his empire, who 
Were then at court, to come before him ; and he 
gave tp every one of ’em, according to his rank 
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and dignity, fome of the booty he had taken in Chap.65 
Perfia, Media, Hircania, Chaldea, Capchac, 
Georgia, Mufcpvy, and the other country s he had 
conquer’d fince his departure from Samarcand. 

Then he inform’d himfiplf of the affairs of the 
people, and did juftice to all who made com¬ 
plaints. He order’d the tyrants to be put in 
chains, and the fork’d branch hung round'their 
Hecks: and afterwards he put fome of ’em to 
death. He exempted all the fubjedts of his em¬ 
pire from taxes for three years ; and made choice 
of feveral men of merit, probity and piety, whom 
hefent into all his kingdoms, to make an exa< 5 k 
inquifition into the public concerns, and render 
juft ice to the opprefs’d. He alfo gave great 
alms to the poor both within and without Sa¬ 
marcand. Thus all his people, either near or at 
a diftance, were fo pleas’d' with having fuch an 
equitable, generous, and valiant emperor, that 
they juftly ftyl’d his feign the golden age. 

Timur pafs’d the winter at Samarcand in the 
palace of Gheuc Serai, with abundance of mag¬ 
nificence, where he exercis’d his juftice and libe¬ 
rality. He fent back to Chiraz the Mirza Pir 
Mehemet, fon of Omar Cheik, who was come 
exprefs to Samarcand to pay his duty to him. 

In the mean while a fon was born to the Mirza 
Mehemet Sultan, who was nam’d Mehemet Ge- 
hanghir. Timur order’d feafts, banquets, pre- 
fents, and the ufual compliments to be made in 
all parts j and he chofe Toura Malec Coutchin 
to carry the agreeable news to the Mirza, the 
father of the new-born prince, who was then in 
Perfia. 
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CHAP. LX VI. 

The building of the palace of Baghi Chemal. 

A T the beginning of the fpring' of 799, 
Timur went to a pleafure-houfe he had 
built north of Samarcand, and which for that 
reafon he had nam’d Baghi Chemal, the* garden 
of the north ; where his canopy and royal 
tent were ereCted. He order'd a palace to be 
built in this delightful garden, whofe beauty and 
magnificence fhou’d be the admiration of theuni- 
verfe; and which fhou’d be a proper place for 
plays and banquets on days of rejoicing. He 
dedicated this palace to the princefs Beghiil 
Sultan, daughter of the Mirza Mirancha. The 
architects of Perfia and Bagdad, who had been 
brought into this city, ftrove to excel each o- 
ther in their plans, according to the nicefi; rules 
of architecture. His highnefs having made 
choice of one of thefe plans, gave orders that 
the palace fhould be built according to that 
model: he commanded the aftrologers to come 
before him, whom he enjoin’d to obferve the 
happy moment for beginning this building. 
According to their directions, the foundations 
were laid in the month of Jumaziulakher 799, 
which anfwers to the year of the Crocodile, 
under a fortunate horofcope. The four pavi¬ 
lions of the corners were diftributed among the 
Emirs, vt'ho were to infpeCf the workmen. 
The molt skilful mailers in each art were em¬ 
ploy’d : and as they were carefully obferv’d, 
the work was foon in its defir’d condition : 
and Timur was fo intent upon his building, that 

he 
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he ftaid here a month and a half, that it might Chap.tf7. 
be the fooner finifh’d. Care was taken that 
the angles of the pavilions fhou’d be extremely 
itrong and folid : and to that purpofe a piece 
of marble which had been brought from Tauris 
was plac’d at each corner. The walls were 
painted in frefco by the moft skilful painters 
from Perfia and Bagdad, with fb much art and 
care, that the works of Artenc Mani % feveral 
of whofe pieces Timur kept in his cabinet of cu- 
riofitys, were lefs beautiful than thefe paintings; 
and fome travellers on feeing ’em, faid, that the 
Neghiar Can6 (which is the name of the pakce 
of China, whofe magnificence hath pafs’d into 
a proverb) is nothing in comparifon of Baghi 
Chetnal, The court of it was pav’d with mar¬ 
ble ; the bottom of the walls, as well within as 
without, were cover’d with porcelane: and to 
Crown the work, after the building was finifli’d, 

Timur order’d a royal feaft, where, withfump- 
tuous banquets, plays and diverfions, this charm¬ 
ing retreat was for ever copfecrated to the plea- 
fure of the emperors of Zagatai. 


CHAP. LXVII. 

Timur gives the principality of Corajfana to 
the Mirza Qharoc. 

T IMUR having feveral children, whofe 
power, credit and authority approach’d to 
fbvereignty, and who doubtlefe had in their 
hearts the ambition of reigning in their turns, 


The moft antient painter of China and Perfia. 
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BookHI. and leaving a crown to their fucceffors, reflected 

|/Y\) «pon the diforders which wou’d arife, if at any 
■ time difcord, Ihou’d creep in among ’em : but 
as he forefaw that his auguft pofterity wou’d be 
perpetuated in the Mirza Charoc his eldeft fon, 
he refolv’d to give him during his life the pro¬ 
priety of the kingdom of Coraflana, being that 
of all his kingdoms which by its fituation feem’d 
fitted for the feat of his empire, as it lay in 
the fourth climate, and was a temperate coun¬ 
try in the middle of Afia, between the two 
empires of Iran and Touran. Thefeaftofthe 
confecration of the palace of Baghi Chemal was 
a favorable conjuncture for the coronation of the 
Mirza. .Timur was invited thither by this hap¬ 
py occafion : and while moft part of the lords 
of the empire were aflembled, he proclaim'd 
the Mirza Charoc Behader fovereign and ab- 
folute prince of the kingdoms of Coralfana, 
Siftan, and Mazendran, as far as to Firouz- 
couh and the town of Rei. Then he nam’d 
Emirs and generals of the firft rank for the 
principal pods in the. court of this new fove¬ 
reign,, of whom the Emir Soliman Chah was 
the moft confiderable, tho the others were alfo 
lords of great figure. Each of,’em was plac’d at 
the head of accompany felefted out of a Toman ; 
and all the other Emirs had the honor to fend 
theirTons or brothers.to accompany this prince. 
As foon as our conqueror had iflu’d out his 
letters-patent to eftablifh Charoc king of Co- 
raifana, he tenderly embrac’d him, kifs’d his 
eyes and forehead, and difmifs’d him, after 
having teftify’d the forrow he felt at his abr 
^fence. The new king took leave of hi,s father, 
and fet out at the head of his army, being 
accompany’d by the princes his brothers for tw'o 
days journy, as alfo by the Emirs and great lords 
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of the emperor’s court, -who were no fboner on Chap.57 
their returniiotne than this king continu’d his 
road, and arriv’d, at the ,O t xu$. near Amouye, 
where he crofs’d it in the month ofdhaban 799, June 
which anfwers to the year of the Crocodile: * 399 - 
he encamp’d at Andcoud, where he was.enteh- 1 
tain’d, as he had been in all the places in His 
paflage, with banquets, plays and dances, which 
were prepar’d for his honor. When he was at 
Tchirchettcu, the Emir Acbouga, with the 
Clierifs, the great lords, lawyers, and perfon^ 
cf quality of Herat, came to meet him in 
ceremony: they offer'd him their prefettts, 
and. accompany’d him the remainder of his 
journy. The laft, day of Chaban he happily 
came down into the meadow of - Kehdefta'ri, 
fituate without the town of Herat, where he 
chofe for his refidence the palace of Bagh Zag-- 
han, which> fignifys the garden of crows; and’ 
there he immediately betook himfelf to render’ 
iquftice. The governors of Coraflana, Mazen=-’ 
dran and Sift^n, made hade to pay their homage,i 
and make their prefents to him: the merchants 
likewise made theirs, and.the artifans carry’d 
each a fpecimen of their fineft work. The lords 
of-the countrys, and the governors of-the citys, 
brought him the keys of their refpedive places ; 
and all the fens/of fovereignsr after having 
fent their prefents, congratulated him on his 
coming to the crown. The. night of the 21ft 
of Zilhadge 799, which anfwers to the year of Se P ( - 2 5 * 
the Crocodile, he had a fon born to him, who 
had Gemini for his afcendent; advice of which 
he immediately fent to the emperor, who nam’d 
the child Baifancar; 
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CHAP. LXVIII. 

Timur ft ays fome time at Kjck Return of 
the Mtrza Mehemet Sultan from the cam- 
fain of Fars. 

I N the month of Chaban of the fame year, 
Timur departed from Baghi Chemal, pafs’d 
by Rebatyam, and march’d to the town of Sebz : 
then he went down into the charming meadow 
of Kech, where he refolv’d to encamp- The 
abundance of beautiful flowers, its verdure, the 
freihnefs of the air, theclearnefs of its waters, 
and the fine gravel which appear’d in its gentle 
ftreams, and feveral other charms, invited Ti¬ 
mur to ftay there fome time: but at length he 
enter’d the town, and lodg’d at Acferai, where 
he ftaid during the faft of Ramadan, and the 
feaft of Bairam, after which he departed thence, 
and afcended a delightful place, nam’d Sultan 
Artoudge, to fpend the fummer in. In the 
mean while the Mirza Mehemed Sultan, who 
by order of the emperor his father had march’d 
from Chiraz to Ormuz with feveral Emirs and a 
good army, return’d to court, after the conqueft 
of many countrys either by himfelf or lieute¬ 
nants. He took the road of Darabjerd *, and 
-Tarom ’, accompany’d by the Emir Gehan- 
cha, and having left Seifeddin ficb at Kerbal;

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m he went to Ormuz, exterminating all thofe Chap.68. 
who wou’d not fubmit. The Mirza Rouftem, 
fon of Omar Cheik, march’d thither by tire 
way of Cazeron * and Fal \ Gelalhamid and 
other Emirs pafs’d by Gehrom 5 and Lar 6 . The 
Emir Aidecou Berlas took the road of Kirman 7 
and the province of Kidg *, and Mecran 9 , 
which he pillag’d as far as the plain of Decht 
Ali. When they were arriv’d at Ormuz, they 
took at the firft onfet the feven fortreffes, which 
are as it were the bulwarks of that kingdom, the 
fovereign of which, Mehemet Chah, was con- 
ftrain’d to retire to Gerom, where they oblig’d 
him to make a peace, and pay an annual tribute 
of fix hundred thoufand Dinars, which he fwore 
to do. The Mirza left Aidecou and his bro¬ 
ther at Giroft ’, to feek the enemy who had hid 
themfelves : and when he was on his return to 
Cliiraz, he march’d towards the country of Cou- 
reftan, while the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin return’d 
to court by the way of Yezd. The day that 
the Mirza departed, a perfon nam’d Jumaleddin, 
native of the mountain of Firouzcouh, who rode 
at the fide of his horfe, (truck this prince with 
a knife: but his hour not being yet come, he 
was only (lightly wounded. The villain think¬ 
ing to fave his life, got up to the ridge of the 
mountain, where he trip’d as he was running*

Some of 
the prince’s domeftics having pprfu’d. him to the 
top of the mountain, perceiv’d the dead body ; 

. they cut off his head, and caft it at the Mirza’s 
feet. 

This prince, having fuccefsfully finifh’d his 
campain, refolv’d to return to court: he depart¬ 
ed by the ways of Ouroudgerd, pafs’d by Ha- 
xnadan, and took the road to Samarcand. Ha¬ 
ving gone thro Coraflana, he crofs’d the Gihon, 
and had the honor to falute Timur at the ,fum- 
mer-palace of Sultan Aftoudge. Timur ten¬ 
derly embrac’d him, talk’d with him in relation 
to what had pafs’d in the campain he was now 
return’d from, and difcover’d a great deal of 
joy at his arrival. The Mirza fell on his knees 
to offer his prefents and on this occafion there 
were banquets and public rejoicings.. Then Ti¬ 
mur; return’d to Samarcand, to which place the 
princefs Canzade alfo came from Tauris: and 
when fhe was near fhe city, her dear fon, the 
Mirza Mehemet Sultan, went to meet her; 
lhe had the pleafure of embracing him, whom 
lhe fo tenderly lov’d, and' had fo long defir’d to 
fee with the greateft impatience. Asfoon as the 
princefs was arriv’d at Samarcand, lhe went to 
pay her refpefts to the emperor in the palace of 
Bagh Boulend; (he prefented him. with fluffs 
embroider’d with gold, and Arabian horfes with 
facfdles of gold : arid to compleat this agreeable 
prefent, fhe gave to each of Timu|V fobs vefls 
embroider’d with gold. 
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CHAP. LXIX. 

Timur demands in marriage for himfelf the 
daughter of Kjfer Coja Aglen. He cele¬ 
brates the nuptials of the Mirza Eskender 
with the princefs Beghifi Sultan. 

A S-it pleas’d. Timn r often to tie.the (acred 
knots of marriage, he gave feveral veils, 
and other great prefents to Chjmagehan fon of 
Refer Coja Aglen, and fent him "to his father 
to' . demand his filler in marriageand ta. c 
this-affair might be fopn concluded, he order’d 
Cayaffcddin Tercan to accompany him, whom 
he loaded with prefents and riches. He after¬ 
wards went to encamp in the plain of Caui- 
gheul’i Without Safriarcand, the beauty of which 
furpafs’d the cabinets of the Chinefe manufac¬ 
tures, for its variety of flowers, The princefs 
Melket Aga arriv’d there from Herat '• fhe of¬ 
fer’d her prefents, and after havirig fainted Ti¬ 
mur, made a panegyric on him With her ufual 
eloquence, which inflam’d the whole alfembly 
with zeal and affeftion for him. The emperor 
order’d that preparations fhou’d be made for a 
magnificent banquet, at which the princes hiSi 
forre, the Emir$, the Gherifs and Nevians were’ 
prefent, being conducted by the Chaoux on- 
horfeback, with their golden wands in their' 
hands; The emprfefles alfo had embroider d veils; 
and veils enrich ? d with- precious Hones; and; 
every one appear’d therewith an extraordinary 
fplendor and pomp. ''The Mafic ! was much finer' 

than on other oecafions ; for the iiiuftrious Coja' 
>• ■ Abdel 
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gfcdfcll!. Abdel Cader, author of the book of Edouards, 
wyw tmd who was the glory of the pail ages for his 
skill in mufic, was there in perfon, and prefided 
over the reft.' The feaA Uftdd three months j

laughter. r f d t0 t ^ e Mirza Eskender, according to the 
laws of the Alcoran, and the maxims pf Ma¬ 
homet. Then the princefs Canzade took leave 
of the emperor to return to Tauris by the way 
of Bocara. ’ 


CHAP. tXX. 

Timur gives orders for making the garden 
of Dilencha , and building a Jlately palace 
in ft. 

An. Dam. N the beginning of the autumn of 7 99 , Ti- 
*397* I mur order’d that at the end of the delight¬ 
ful meadow of Canigheul, a garden fhou’d he 
laid out* whofe beauty fihou’d furpafs all the 
gardens which had ever yet been, in the empire. 
The aftrologers made choice of the hour in which 
they were to begin it, and the artifts prepar’d 
the plans to regulate the . alleys, and the com¬ 
partments of the parterres, The painters pre¬ 
par’d fome new mafter-piece, to place in the 
palace which was to be built -there: and the 
moft skilful archite&s of Alia, &bo liv’d at Sa- 
marcand, laid the foundations on a fquare plan, 
each fide of which was fifteen hundred cubits ? 
and in the middle of each was a very high gate,_ 
The cielings of the palace were adorn’d with 
flowers of all forts, in mofaiework. The waUs> 
Vft? covet’d with porcel^ne of Cachan. At

each of the four corners of the gardens a very Qmp.70, 
lotty pavilion was erected, cover’d alfo with t/’YN# 
porcelane, with very delicate fhadowings, rang’d 
with admirable art and skill. The parterre of 
the garden was laid out with perfect fymmetrp 
in alleys, fquare-beds, and little wilderneifes 
of divers figures. Sycomore-trees were planted 
on the borders of the alleys j and the com¬ 
partments on all fides fill’d with different forts 
of fruit-trees, and others which only bore flow¬ 
ers. When the garden was compleated, Timur 
gave it the name of Baghi Dilencha, that is, 
the garden which rejoices the heart. In the 
middle the foundations of the palace, which 
was three ftorys high, were laid; the roofs were 
exceeding lofty : it was adorn’d with all the 
beautys which cou’d charm the eyes of men: 
and it was built exceeding ftrong. It was 
furrounded with a colonade of marble, which 
gave it a majeftic afpeft. As it was cuftomaay 
to dedicate palaces tofome lady, Timur dedi¬ 
cated this to his new miftrefe Tukel Canutm, 
daughter of Kefer Coja Aglen king of the Mo¬ 
guls, whom he had fent NeVians to demand in 
marriage. The emperor then departed far 
Tachkunt to meet this princefs, crofs’d the Si- 
hpn, jand endfcnp’d at Dere Ahengheran, near 
the village of Tchinas, where he pafs’d the* 
wintek after having built houfes, or rather cot¬ 
tages ofSeeds by reafon of the weather j .which 
fort of houfes the Tartars call Couria. Timur 
went to the village of Iffi, to vifit the tomb 
of the Cheik Ahmed Ifaici, one of the fons of 
the Imam Zade Mehemet Hanofi: he caus’d 
this illuftrious fepulcher to be rebuilt, it being 
partly ruin’d; and he augmented it with a fu- 
perb edifice, containing a lofty roof, two Mi- 
parets, and' a dome with four fronts, thefouth 
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Booklll. fide of which was thirty cubits. Near the 

ly'VNJ.great dome was another of twelve cubits with 
an apartment of four bed-chambers, wherein 
the tomb of the Cheik is ; and on th,e. right 
and left of the dome are two other apartments 
of four bed-chambers. each. Each apartment is 
thirteen cubits and a> half in length, and fixteen 
in breadth ; being defign’d to lodge the rea¬ 
ders and their familys, with fome chambers for 
{hangers who repair thither out of devotion, 
The walls and the dome were adorn’d with por- 
celane, and the ftone of the fepulcher was of 
white marble, embellifh’d with rich fculptures : 
and the care of this building was committed to ; 
theMciulla Obaidalla Sedre, who got it finifh’d. 
in two years. . ; >. 

. Timur having performed ,his ordinary ads of 
piety at this place, diftributed large alms a- 
mong the keepers of the tomb, aud the poor 
who were there. . Me then departed from that 
{dace ,• and as foon as he was on -his return to 
his camp, advice was brought that the priqpefs 
Toufeel Canum was on her march. All the, 
ladys and Emirs of the court took, borfe to meet 
her, according to the orders they had receiv’d : 
they advanc’d fixteen days journy, and having 
met her, fprinhled gold and preciols ftones upon 
her head. They prefented horfes to her, and 
did her all the honor which is due to a great 
queen > and at each hord they arriv’d at, 
they made feafts of the utmoft> magnificence. 
At length on the third of Rabiulevel of the 
year of the Hegira 8po,, they deliver’d this, 
Caidafa * into the: hands of out Alexander.

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The emperor gave orders for a feaft to be pre- Chap.70. 
par d, to celebrate the marriage: he commanded O’V’V 
the grand Mufti, the Cadis, and dodors of the 
law, to come before him; and they marry’d him 
to the beautiful princefs Toukel Canum accord¬ 
ing to the mahometan religion. He was at 
the fame time congratulated by the empreffes, 
the princes his fons, the Emirs and Nevians, 
who fprinkled upon him precious ftones and 
pearls : and the feaft lafted feveral days. Ti¬ 
mur gave vefts and confiderable gratifications 
to the Nevians and Mogul ladys who accom- 
pany’d the new Sultanefs. 

About this time ambaffadors arriv’d from 
Tangouz Can, emperor of Catai *, with abun- * c,li,la, 
dance of curious prefents. They were intro¬ 
duc’d to their audience by the great Emirs: 
they offer’d their prefents, and after having 
declar’d the fubjedt of their embafly, and deli¬ 
ver’d their credentials, they had their audience 
of leave, and return’d home. 

The emperor appointed Mehemed Sultan 
governor of the frontiers of M'Ogoliftan, or¬ 
dering him to build a fortrefs at Achira’, and 
ufe all his care to augment the houfes, and have 
the lands about it Town and cultivated better 
than they had ever been, and fo render this 
city flourifhing. He nam’d for the Mirza’s 
officers, the Emirs Birdi Bei fon of Sarbouga, 

Hadgi Seifeddin, Codadad Huffeini, Cham- 
feddin Abbas, and others, with forty thoufand 
horfe. Accordingly they departed, and ha¬ 
ving pafs’d the mountain Coulan 4 , they went

to 
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Uooklll. to encamp at Achira, the lands of which they 
t/YNJ caus’d to be cultivated. 

In the beginning of the fpring of the year 
Ad. Dom. g 00> Timur departed from Tchinas, where he 
,3s ' 8 * had pafs’d the winter, to return to Samarcand: 
he croft’d the Sihon at Cogende, and happily 
arriv’d at the feat of his empire, from whence 
he fet out fome time after for Kech. On this 
road there is a mountain about five leagues 
diftant from Samarcand, out of which fprings 
a river. Timur confidering that this wou’d be 
an agreeable place to live in, and that the foil 
was fit for cultivation, order’d a great garden 
to be made here, and a pleafure*houfe built on 
the top of a rock in the middle of it : which 
being finifla’d, he gave it the name of Tad Ca- 
ratche, the black throne. 

Two days after he departed, pafs’d by the foot 
of the mountain, and came to Rebatyam, where 
the Mirza Charoc, coming from the winter- 
quarters at Efterabad, had the honor to kifs his 
hands. Timur gave him a handfom reception, 
and was well* pleas’d to fee him. The Mirza 
made his prefents, and fprinkled gold and 
precious ftones upon him. Timur then went 
to Kech, and encamp’d at f^ltchi Balec * \ where 
he fpent feveral days in the meadows of that 
place, which were fo much the more agreeable 
to him, in that they put him in mind of his in¬ 
fancy, and the infinite favors he had receiv’d from 
the Almighty, who had rais’d him to the firigheft 
pitch of grandure that any conqueror ever ar¬ 
riv’d at.
